In doinff so, I would 
like to add to (he nann's ol the (xiiumittee the Hon bh' Jsawab Sir Klivvaja 
Saliinnllah Hahadnr and the Hon’ble llai Priya Kath Mukher.jee Haliadur. 
Since the names of this Select Committee wen' first put forward, it has been 
represented to (lovernment. (.hat ( he ( lommittec' is perhajis rather small lor a 
Hill which is of such importamu'. and that it is desirable tJiat a represi'iitative 
Muhammadan opinion should be put on the Committee. I therefore have 
jrieat iileasnre in pro])osinfr that these two names be added to the Committee. 

1 therefore move t hat (he I'.engal Medical Hill. P.HI, be referred to a Seh'ct 
( 'ouimitt.i'e consist in^ of the Hon’ble < hihiiiel I iarris, the lion ble .M r. Ni'wbould, 
the Ilon’ble Kai I'ri.va Xath Miiklierjee Hahadur, the Hon’ble 'Nawab 
Sir Ivhwaja Salimullah Hahailur. the Hon ble Dr. N drat. an Sire.ar. tlu' 
Ilon’ble Raja Slioshi Kanta Acharyya Chandhiiri. Hahadnr. the Hon’ble 
Ml. Crice and mysi'lf, with instructions to circulate their report in tinn^ 
for its consideration in (k)uncil at the meeting to bi' held on the 27th 
February HD I.” 

List of Business — Item No. 4A. The Hon’ble Maulvi Faz-nl-Haq 

moved, by way of amendment to the above, that the consideration of the 
Heiigal Mc'dical Hill. HD4, be postjioned for a perifxl of three months, and 
that, in tlie nn'antime. the Hill lx* widely circulated for discussion and 
criticism. 

IL' said ; — 

“ It is with some confidence that 1 commend this amendment to the con- 
sid(M-ation of this House. I know that the opinions of an oyorwhelming 
majority of the non-official members are on my side, and I believe that the 
criticisms which hav(> been direct'd against the Hill, during the last few days 
from many resiionsible ]iublic jilatforms. must have convinced the Hon’blo 
Member in charge that the provisions of the Hill are not so innocuous as they 
seem to be. and that they may have to be vi'iy llioroughly recast if they are 
to achieve the juirpose for wdiich tin' P.ill is being passed into law-. I 
do not propose, my Lord, at the jiresent moment, to enter into any detailed 
discussion as to the provisions of the Hill. I know that we will all have time 
to do that when the Hill has ('merged out of tiu' Select Committee. The very 
simide ciuestion which we have to consider this morning is whether a case 
has been made out for a jxistponement of the Jlill, for a short perioef, in order 
to allow public opinion to be focussed on a pic'ce ol h'gislation which vitally 
affects not only the nuxlical iirofession, but tlui general public. 

My Lord, it was tny inti'Ution, when I sent notice of this amendment, to 
have miived a substantive resolution that the papers relating to this Hill 
might be laid on the table of this House. This wisolution lurs been ruled out 
of time, but I am glad, my Lord, that the papers have been circulated to us, 
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althoujrli Boimnvhat late. 1 inuy say tliat. a penisal of tliost* })apers has rather 
8tiviJgtlH‘n(‘d me in my ludief that tlie consideration of the Ihll slif)iil(l he 
j>ostponeil lor a fuller and a furth(M* discussion l»y tin- public htdore it is 
ref(*rred to a Sidect ('ommittee. My ' Lord, 1 find from th<* Stattuuent (»f 
Ohjects and Reasons that t lie I lill is intended, to pn>\ id ‘ a means 

of protecting the ]>ul)lic and the medical profession from irrepilarly 
(jualifit^d practitiomn*s. whose training’ m nuHlical sciimci' has l>et>n oht aim'd 
in unrecognised institutions, and. secondly, to afford facilitit^s for ase'*rtaining 
whether any medical iii'actitiomn* poss<'ss(‘s ri'cegnisi'd (jualifications. With 
th(‘se ohjects we are all in ptu feet sympathy, hut 1 think that tln^ saleguards 
which the liill provides, to priw«mt the puhlu* from htdng imjiosinl ujion hv 
quacks and otlnn* unliceiistvl medical practitiomu's. an* of an illusory 
character. I have spokmi rather hluntly, Ix'caiisi' 1 want to use word's 
wliich will convey tin- meaning which \ want the words to convey, and 
iiecause 1 do not believe in tin* language of any halting or half-liearted 

criticism. 

I fiinl, my Lord, irom the papers that havi' Ixxm circulatixl to memh(>rs 
that tlu'ri' arc' lour sc'ts. Plic' first set, my Ijord. contains 1,ln> opinicuis 
rc'corcfecf hy nun- asscMuat-ioiis: t}n‘ sc'eond sc't tin* o]>inions of five'' (^)nl- 
missiom-rs ol the' h\n' Divisions, tin' third sc't the opinions of ci'rtain medical 
oihec'rs of ( iovei-nmc'iil , while' the' fourth sc'l, is a e*opy of a pi’oti'st ]-ec(»r-d(*d 
at a ])uhlic meeting hy (X'rtain homeopatliie jiractit ioneo's. I also find, 
my Lord, to g.\e a spe'en'lie instanct'. tliat amongst th- Muhammadan 

associations v lneh lia\(' been eonsii a!*«‘ the Mn liainniadan Lit-ei’ary 

S()(*iety ol ( \'d(.!(it,t a ami t in* (^-nt riil National ^^ll ha niinada n Asso('ia t ion. 
It se'cms to me' \ ('r\' strange' that, in taking the' pnhiic oj)inion of a certain 
class ol the' e_x einimi nit y on a ])h*e*e‘ <>1 siK'li nnjiortant h\gislation. t!ie 

o])iiiion of tli(' Mosle'in Le-agm' should have- lM t>u ignore'd. I e*annol aee*oiiiit 
for t his, and inoi’t' so he'c* iiise', thougli it. may !>•' m'ws to many im'inhers of 
tills ll(>nse', the' lW() associations wh »se' opinions ha\’e' heeni take'ii ai’e' 
praelacal ly (‘oiit-rolle'i 1 l>y p ‘rsons who ai'e' t In'inse'l ve's ( io\’eriinjent se*r\’ant,s. 
lie i!>e(M’e't a rie'S e)l the' t-wo associations, t.h<* Miihannnadan Lite'i’ary Soeu'ty 
and the ( ’e'liti’al National iMuhaminadan Association, are* hot h 1 » ove*rnment 
sei\’ants. Now, my Lord, il o])inle>n is take'ii of a puhlic l>ody, it. sinpily 

stultifies the' ohject lor which it is take'ii, il it is the' op’iiion of a hody 
wiiicli IS ))raetaeally run hy a ( iove'i’iinie'nt semvant. It. is tin'redore not 

the opinion of the^ non-olhenal puhjie. nor that of non-otfieaal Muhammadans, 
whose^ e)]>inion ought to have hceui seeiighl through the' Moslem League. I 
mention this fact, my Lord, in orde*r to |>e)int out one' imjioi’tant omissiou hy 
way of c'xamph'. 

1 was very glad to hear this morning tliat our eHteemexI Ic'.adcr, the 
Ilon’hle' Nawal) Sir Khwaja Salimulhih Jiahadur, is to he' on the Sc'ie'ct 
( ^immitt.e't', hut that is a matte'r toucliing the* ) assage of the Lill tJiroijgh 
the* Sele'ct ( yommitte*e'. Our ohject is not simpJy to consid(*r at the^ presc'.ut 
moment tlie* de'tails of Oho Ihll, hut wlic'tlie'r we* should not (!oiiHiele*r t-he 
very principle' underlying the Hill, and for that ohje*(tt the* ojiinion of 
re'sjionsihle* hcMlie's. spe'ciall;s’ re'sponsihle* Muliammadaii non-official organiza- 
tions. should he* sf)Ught he'lore* tliee IfiH is ndena* I to a Sed<*(*l, ( Dimmit t.e'e*. 

As I rt'ael the- Hill, my Lord, I think that its e'fiee^t vvili he not to 
e*neu)Lirag(‘ iiK'die^al pi’actitioners, not to e*nco:irag‘ a large* numlx'r of 
students to I’e'sort to the* im‘die*-al firofe^ssion , hut re*ally to put a brake* 
on thee progi’e^ss of me-elic il instrue^tiem in this Hrt'sieh'iicy. I think, 
my Lord, that a re'sult like* that vvoulel h* disastrous, 'roose* of ns. who 
are ace^iiainted with the* condition e»f affiirs in the mnlassal, know that 
loi’ miles and miles around in tlieisc:) villages, the p(*ople Kiiire*r not from 
an exce'ss of medical practitioners, hut freanthe' want ol real meefica) he*lj> 
and aid. I think, tlie*re*fe>re', my Lord, that if I am (‘oiTeet in sayjng t h.at 
the re'sult of this Hill weaihi ix* to hamp *r me*ellcal inst.ru(;tion , it shouhl 
not nuu'edy he tlioroughly recast, hut should be* ahandom*d altogetfje*r ; 
because if there' is any profe-ssion wijosr* fe*eiin<iity should lx* stifh*fJ hy legis- 
lation, it is not tliej me*elical preefessirm, hut it may he.* the* othe-r profe'ssion 
to which f havej the honour to Ix'loiig — I moan the* profession of law. I think, 
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my Lord, 1 liav(‘ naid enough to start a discussion on the sul)j(^ct. 1 know 
there are H(*veraJ other members who wish to say soinetliing on the 
proposed l>ill, and J know that J slialJ have a furtlno* opportunity of rejdyiiig 
when the otluo* nnuubfu's of this Council have had tlnnr say on the subject.” 

Tile IIon’l)le Lai Nalinaksiia Hasd liahadur, said : —

widely circulati'd for discussion and cnticisin. 

“ My Lord, 1 come from the miifassal and I can assure your Lordshij) that 
th(‘ gr(‘at majority of the p(M)ple of tin mufassal ai-(' not i^vim a wan' that a iJill 
on till' subjt'ct has Ixxm under consid(‘i-ation. As the Hill introdiux^s a nu'asuia' 
which lias bt^m unknown to this country evtm fimm tin* most anclimt time, 
the ])«*o])l(' should be givmi an amph* o])])ortu nity lii-sl to know its contmits 
and i-limi to takt* into their c()nsi(h*ration wln't.liei’ Its provisions an* bmu'ficial 
to tlnmi or detiimmital l-o their in1.('rests. The Iblb if ])ass(‘d into law. will 
not only adei^t tin' mtidical prac^titiouers, l>u(, also tln^ publie at larg(‘ for wh )se 
interests tli(‘ m(‘dlcal men are trainiMi. Tlnn-i* can b(‘ no doubt that the 
interests of the piiblni ari* as <h‘s(‘rving of considf'ration as lliost* of I, he 
nuxlical prob'ssion. C^)ua(dvS and otlnu' umiualilic'd pi-acMutioners are as a rule 
not entitled t-o any syrni atliy, but it must b(^ admitt.(‘<l t hat, owing to ]>aucity 
of duly fjualifii'd practitiomu's, tin* public cannot do without, thmn. In 
compai'ison, tin* (|ualilied nn'dn^al ])ract itioners ai’e in a misei'oseopic minorit \' 
to tin* uiKjuallfii'd doctors, and any at,t,emj)t t,o (K‘priv(‘ the latti*?- of the 
])rivlh‘g(‘ ol tr('atlng nn'dical cases would no doubt, h'ad lo disastrous (‘on- 
si'pin'iKJes.

which has not, l)(*(*n (*onsult.(*d 1 liinl from iin]uiri(*s, which 1 hav(' just 
made, that tln‘r(* are one or t w o other aBSociations which an* entit,h*(] to Ix' 
consultt'd by t b)V('rnnn*nt, but. which havi* not b(*(Ui consult, i*d in conni'ct ion 
with ihis mat,t,(*r, for instaiun*. tin* lM*ngal J.andhojdei*s' Association. 1 
undi‘rstand that that body has not lx*('n consulted. l\ly fideiid beliind nn* has 
just, told us that, the pi'ople in tin* mufassal know little about this Uill. 'rii(*re 
are t wo asp(‘cts of the Bill, one affe(;ting the medical probussion, ainl tJjt* 
(^ther tin'gein'ral jxiblic. 1 think w<* aia* bound to take* into (jonsideratlon 
both t,h(*s(‘ aspi'cts of t he Bill, and, looking at tin* mattiu* from this standjioint, 
it s(‘('nis to mt* that a ease*, ainl a very strong case*, lias bei'ii made out foi- tin* 
]>ost.])oinuin*nt of the* nn‘asure. Then* hav(* be(*n se\a*ral prot(*sts addr(*ssed 
to tin*, Covi'rnnu'iit. I have got copies of them in my lih* in which the 
nn*morlalist s (*xpress('d tln*ms(*lv(*s in t(‘rms ol alarm and api)r(*hension in 
rc'gard to tin* actual working of this Bill. 1 think. Sir, having r(‘gard to 
tin* anxiety, and, I may almost add, tin* S(*nse of unn'st and uiu'asim'ss which 
has been raist'd by this ])ro|)osal, it is a matter of tin* first Imjiortanci* that 
time should be givmi for a discussion, for. If tin* alarm and anxit‘ty are 
unfounded, iliscussion will rt*m()ve th(*m, and if you hurry tin* matter through, 
for which then* is not the smallest justification, it will d(*(*p(‘n the S(‘ns(‘ of 
public anxiety and a])])reln*nsion which is now f(*lt. There is in.) r(*al urgency 
about this Bill. If it is ]x)stponed for two or tliret* months, I do not think 
that any very serious harm will lx* dom* to any int('r(*st Wt* have goin* on 
without a iiK^asun* of this kind for 50 years, and I think, if we can go on for 
another six months, no serious con8equ(*nces will follow. Therefore it 
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seems to me, in view of tlie sense of fear and wliieh lias lM‘en 

awakened, of the ignorane(‘ of tlu‘ general piihlie with rt'gard to tht' eoIlt(‘nt^f 
of the Bill that is before us, that a strong (;ast‘ has htM^n made out for a 
pofltpoiii ment of this nu^isure, and 1 hoj)(‘' and trust that my hon’ble friend 
in charge of the Bill will not obj(»et to the j)roposal of tli(‘ movtu* of this amend- 
ment. I am (^uite satisfiml that tin* eifect of furthm- discussion will be to 
remove whatever deb'cts then' may be, to allay ])ublie t'xeit (‘iiu'nt and 
um'asiness and facllitatt' tin* ])assagt‘ of this Bill, so as to ensuri' for it tlu^ 
largest measure of jiublic support when th(‘ Bill bt'comes the law of the land.’’ 

The llon’ble l>u. Dkha IhMSAi) Sauhadh i kaki said ; — 

“ 1 do not know, my Lord, wlnaher the ])ro))osal f(»r post ju)n(‘m(*nL will bi' 
accepted, or whi'tln'r it will pn*vail if not ai;c(‘pted. \\ t* havt‘ tlii*ref()rt> to 
c(Uisid^r the merits of the su listaiiti v(‘ jirojiosal bcdort* us. that is, that the Bill 
be nTerred to a Sidect Chimmitti't'. Important (jm'stions of jirinciph' arising out 
of the Bill have to be considered to a cm tain I'Xtent at tins stagte On tlu^ 
question of liostponemeiit, it is hardly nect'ssary to say mort* bt'yond calling 
attention to t.lu^ rapidly-growing literature* within the* last f(‘w days lound 
this important question, not only in piiblie^ nuM^tings and in tln^ i)i*ess, not 
only in memorials and n'pre'sentations, but also in tin* t'vichmct' in discussions 
before the Bublic Services Oomniission, which is mon* than incidi'iitally 

considering just now im]>ortant asp(*cts of tin* (pK'stion. Tlu'si* an* materials, 
my Lord, tiiat will Indp in the (‘lucidation of qiK'stions of ])rinci|>h' that 

must g()V(*rn us before we consent to n‘ler tin' Bill t.o a S('h*et (\)mmif.tee. 
Tin* Statenumt of Ob.p'Cts and R(*asons refers to tin* n(‘(*d of ])rotec!ting 

tin* ])ublic and tin* medical }7i'(jf(*ssion. 

Tlie ])hi ‘asc* ^ m(*dical ))rol(‘Ssion ’ in the Bill is osti'usibly ainl overtly 
us('d in r(*gard to one section of the nn'dical prolession, the most important now, 
and tin* oin* n'cognized by tin* ( jI ovi'rnmeiit. As has Ixh'Ii ])oint,od out, otlmr 
im[)ortant s(‘ctions of tln^ profession have ]n)W(‘V(‘r lM‘(*n lelt out,, and 

])robably have had to be, viz., tin* honneopathic. the kavirajl. tin' hahimi and 
other systcmis tliat havt^ ln*ld tin' board long, and an* still holding, and will 
hold, tin' board for a long tinn*. Oin* naturally r(*calls to mind tin* gracious 
words of llis Majt'sty th(' King-Kmp(*ror oin-ouraging |)rogn‘ss on nn)d(U*n 
linos whih' conR(*rving and improving what is bf'st ol tln'ohh'ii tinn*s, and that 
can only lx* done uinh'r tin' fost(*ring can^ of tin' novernnn'ut. It may be that 
th(‘i’(' IS no agency now at hand to c.ontrol m(*dn*/al education, with I’egard 
to those thrc'o im])ortant brancln*s of tin* prolession to which 1 ha\'e r(‘l(‘rred, 
but, if tln*y are re(‘ogniz(*d brancln's ol the nx'dical prolession, I’ecognizi'd 
so far as the public are conct'rin'd, though, not by tin* ( iov(*rnnn*nt, sonn' 
agency will iiavi; to be found winch will control thos(' bramdies, becaiist' 
public inten'sts are (iuit(* as alb‘et<‘d tln*r(' as m tin* ease* of thos(‘ who are- 
trt*at(*d under tin* allopathic' syst(*m. Allopathic and honneopathic syst(*ms 
have tln'ir own institutions which tin' (jlovernmcnt (lo not yet recjognizc' 
and so have the knvirajes ; I do not know any thing about the haknns, 
but I dare say they havt* also got some sort of institutions. If tln*y hav(' 
not th(*y probably wc 3 uld havt* if tin* situation d(*niand(*(] it. But to 
leave* alone for all time* systems that larg(*ly })n*vail and will prevriil is no 
remedy, supposing there is a real strong case' for (dfective, legislative*, 
interference. 

‘‘ My Lord, there is another branch of the quc'stion relating to what aiv- 
deemod qualified practitioners, who ar^ (jinalified as holders (>f alloj)athic' 
degrees, but who have chosen to take to homceopath}’ or to kaviran. J his Ixxly 
is daily growing and the Bill is sih'iit with rc'gard to the,m. Ihe matter will 
probably be left to the Council which will not l)e satislactory, considc'ring how 
these questions art' dealt with in other spln*res wlH*n*, for (‘xamph*, nn'mlx*rH 
of the honneopathic or tin* kaviraji iirofession are not considered fligibh* 
as members of the medical fa('ultj\ There may lx* good reasons for such 
exclusion in that particular Hpln*r(?. but when wt' are ccnisidt'ring t|U»*stions 
of importance to the public, like a Medical llc'gistration Bill, supposing 
need for it really exists, a general aspect of things has to jirevail and not a 
sectional aspect like that to which I am now referring. 
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“ Thon there in the qiieRtien of the conBtitutioii of the Council itself. We 
rind that tin* official majority is overwhelming^ then*. Kererences have been 
rnad^' to tlu* Bombay Act because in tln^se matters light comes from the 
‘West.’ Belerenc(‘ might also have In^en made to tln^ Madras Act which 
follows tle^ Knglish legislature on tlu* subject. In both these Acts, su|)i)08ing 
tliey a]*e to gui(h‘ us, we liiid a state of things somewhat diffenmt from that 
provid(Ml in this Bill. Tlu* non-official minority is miicli stronger tiiere than 
that allovv(Mj Inna*. This matt(‘r the Select (/ommittei‘ could hardly go into 
unh‘ss some sort of instructions are given by the Council. 

“Then again there is the qiK'stion as to whether tlie nomination of the 
Chairman and the Vic(‘-(dialrman is to be hdt to tln^ Ibll itself or whether 
tli(‘y aia; to Ix' nominated by tin* members ? 

“There is another im])ortant provision in tht' Bill n'garding the power of 
th(‘ (’ouncil to disqualify and remove from tlu^ registration list aii those 
who are guilty of infamous or unprofessional conduct. No delinition of the 
words ‘infamous eondu(;t ’ and ‘ unprob^ssional conduct’ find place in any 
of th(' ])roviKions of the, liill. In the present state of things, at all evimts, it 
is mon^ than undt‘sirable. to h'ave the whole question to a (haincil constitutc^d 
as it is propos(‘d by th(‘ Bill wlnm important and delicate questions must con- 
stantly arise betwcxm official and mui-olficial membfu’s of the ('ouncil. Kven 
commonplace' safeguards for the repr(‘S(‘ntation and defence of tin' accus(>d 
are not i)rovid(‘d. It is a (pK'Stion that will also seriously affect the public 
in various ways in the matter (d* professional etiquette and hx'S. I do not 
for a moment (]Uestion that th(' iiit(mtion of the (fovernnu'nt is most (^xcxdlent 
in introducing tin' Bill. I ri'memlx'r putting a qU('Stion mysi'lf not long ago as 
to wln*n the' Bill was ex])ect(‘d to b(' introduced in Council. Of course, wo 
wen' in I'xpc'ctation of a measure that would answer all n'quisitions in tin' 
public mind. This Bill does not do that, and, those who asked for bn'ad, have 
got a stoiK' or something lU'arly allied. The Bill, as it stands, answt'rs no 
recjiiirenu'iits, and a glorified M(‘dical Directory of the allopathic profession is 
not what had been bargaiin'd for. nor is it needed. Non-ollicial public opimhxi 
has already spokc'ii out as strongly as ])ossibl(' on the (juestion. Having regard 
to all thes(* consith'rations, it is of tin' utmost importance' that some instructions 
should emanate from this Council with i*egard to inq)ortant questions of 
piunciple like t hose' whicii 1 have inelie'ate'd, and that can only be deaie' after 
the Cove'rnme'nt has gone' inte> the' body of bte'raturi' that is growing roune] the 
ejnestnni. That- is why the' postpone'ine'nt is ne'c'i'ssary. 

“ \\ e’ km)w, my Lord, the*re' are' meelical practitioners who make' one 
r(n'all t-o mind a story from the^ noiidi of Scotland. A cocknc'y re'gistered 
dnetor, be'ing sur])riseel that there' was no re'giste'red nu'dical man thei*e‘, was 
told that, tin* pt*oph' the're' ibeaits all died a natural de'ath. The'i’e' is, however, 
no reason why (juacke'ry should be re'Coj:niz(‘d or e'licoui'ageal by legislation, 
it e'fii'ctivi' and e‘ompre*hemsi ve ('.ontrol is I'ossibh'. As has be'e'n obse'rved, 
the' I'la'Seuit h'gislation doe's not try to inte'7*fe‘re' wuth any ann)unt, of 
ejuacke'ry that may go on. It will ge) on in sifite'. of any Bill that we may 
think fit to i)ass if it is so e'litire'ly om-side'd as this one' is. The Bill confines 
jtse'll to qualifie'el electors and iiK'elical practitione'rs of erne particular class 
in whe)se' inte're'st it is suj>poseel to be* e'nacte*d. But, as it turns out, they are 
most anxious not to have it, ami cry out to be save'd from their frienels if all 
the Irie'ii'lshi]) !ind ]>rote‘(;tion that can be' ofiere*d is what is provided in the 
Bill. It is true that we canneit take a largo outlook all at once' of every matter 
that c )me*s b('fe)re us ; wo can only go step by step, and one step at a time 
18 all oiu' ('an think of. But that stop ou Hit to be effe'ctivo and capable of 
leading to another. 

“ Confining ourselves tln'rofeu'o to the very question that this Bill deals 

ther(' av(' vt'iy grave apprehensions as to wlu'ther it will meet all the 
eircumstanci's of the case. Having regard to its provisions I only hope it 
will not come about that the ])eopl(‘ who ivgard it with a})prehen8ion can 
only say that we get very litth' out of it and that we do not propose to be 
registered. It is an attitude which it is impossible to sympathise with, but 
it is not impossible to conceive. What do they gain ? They will be allowed 
to give some sort of a certificate under some Acts mentioned in one of the 
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clauses. But, as is the case now, they will not he, able to si^n a c(‘r(iticat^ 
in the case of officers drawing f^alaries above Hs. 50, whicli will have , as now, 

to be countersigned by genth'iiien belonging to the superior l)raii(;la‘K of lli<^ 

profession. Then again are any schedule. I appointnauits going to br ojxnitMl 
out to them by mere virtue of the registration ? Arv tlie i rjvih'ges enjoyivl 
by the registered practitioners in England, who can sit for the Indian Medical 
Service examination, to be exKuided to tluun ? None of I h(‘S(‘ sii bstant ial 
bemffits are going to lie conferred, and yet then‘ an^ opcniings ami loopholes 
in abundance to their pia^judiee, which many ])raetition(:'rs re'gard with 
apprehension. 1 hava^ therefore spoktm out most umHpiivoiially on this point. 
1 was present at a me(‘ting of medical practitioners last night and 1 e,aim' away 
witli a feeling that tlu‘ anxiety ]>erva(ling the whole of th(‘ alh)j/athi(‘ brancdi 
of the niedic:d })rofession is grave and that has got to be tak(m intf) considera- 
tion. The r>ill doi^s not pur])()rt to do mort‘ tiian deal with their case, and thiur 
case, at all events, should be dealt with in all possibh^ ways if tin' Bill is 
to hav(‘ any justilieation. (‘veii if tin* other bran(di(‘s are, left atom'. 

Th('S(^ matters liav(‘ not Ixm ii adiMpiat.eiy taktm into c‘oimideration so far 
bec*ause ol tln^ lack o( ad(‘([uate information. Su(di information, howevnn*. is 
now forthcoming, but has not Laum availed of. My Lord, all tlu'st' eonsithn*a- 
tions make us think that a jiostponeimmt is m‘Cessary. 1 c;an assur«' your 
Lordship that those who su])])ort this amendiiKuit are not la dcmgin syiujiathy 
with th(' ()bjeet of the proiiost'd h*gislation. Th(‘y demur becausi^ that oL)ji‘ct 
is not being and will not be carried out. Wi' have not enough doctoi's for 
our people, and many who aiv- doing t^x(‘ellent work will be exclude ! from 
registration. ^Lnlical (‘(lucatdon in this country in^eds streiigtln, ning ami 
siiiiiih'immting and to that means wt* hav(‘ to cast alamt for the re,al 
solution ol our di(Hcultu‘s. The (iovernment. ar(' doing a great, di'al and 
intends to do a gri'ut deal more in I ln‘ mear futun' for the promotion of non- 
official (Miueation. ddiey realise* that t.lu' official inudnn ey is not adecpiate' to 
co)>(' with the ikmmIs of the* situation. The‘y have* veuy sympat he'tically tak(*.u 
in the^ t.rue* situation ami con le*rt‘.nc(*s ha\'e* ben‘n he'ld and the* epU‘st ie)n has be*!'!!, 
ge)m^ into carel u I ly , and we* lope' that a be^tte*!* sl,al.e of things will pre‘vail. 
riie're'lore* it will lot be' right — nay, it would be* absoliit.e'Iy wreaig — to 
(jue'stion the good inte'iitlons e)r the* t i eive^rn nie'iit with regard to this h'gislatiein ; 
but iinh'ss t he* matter is hamlle*d with (aari* and tatd,, realization of t he* \u*ry 
e)i)je‘ct.s t hat the* unfriendly critics are attributing to this Bill will cejim* aitout. 
\V(* areoinxioiis, niy l.oreb that that should lot he the* cas<*, an I the-reforc 
a \a*ry caredul e* ensieh'rat.jon of the* noasure* is ne*ede*ef. 

The* Hon’ble* Ihd )U Mahi:m)1ia Xaiii Ibw said: — 

My Leird, il the* meml)f*rs ol this (hiuneal are' not oppose'd te.) the 
lu’ineiph* wliieli is e*mbodied in tiie* Bill it we>ulel not. bt* p)e»pe*r to i-e'sist a 
r(*l(*reiice* te) the' Select (d)mmiLte*e. With re*gar 1 to this aspect of the 
question the e)])iiiion whiedi I have* formed is that, the^ sc'Ojr' e>f tliei JJill 
is lot coniprc'liensive* e^mdugh, and that, while* t-he' Slate'im'nt of ()bje‘cts anel 
U<‘asoiis inelicate*s tdiat« certain branclie*s ol the^ im'dicjal preife'Hson will ne)t 
be* atfe'ct e'el, the* Bill which has l)e*e*n li'aimMl will. 1 appre*li(*nd , sn lestantially 
alle(*l the'in. This is a matte'r aire*cting the' principle* of the* Bill, and if 
some ol us (lisajiprove* of that ])rinciple* we' vveaihl be jiistifii'd in I'tisisting a 
rcfe'remce to the* Se'h'ct )nimiftee*: 

With regard te> the f)tli'‘r matters whieli have* he'e'ii eiiscusse.d, the‘y are 
all matters of detail ami they may be we*ll discusse'd e*itti('r in Sede^ct 
Committee ea* in Council wiien we* have* rece*ivf*d the r(*pe)rt e>f the* Se'lt*ct 
Comiuitt(30. 

With regard to the* aiiieuidrnent which has be'Cii me)vu'el by my hf)r*’blo 
friend, the am(*ndim*nt can only be* justdie'd on the grounel tliat the* public 
had not 8ufhcie*nt time' to study the ])rovisionH of the' Bill. The* Bill, m* 
doubt, lias been b(*fore3 tlie nu'inbers of the (Council for a Hiifficie*ntly long 
time, hut there are a vmry large he> ly of men inte^rested in the' Bill e>utHide 
the Council, and if 1 may judge from what 1 gathere^d at. a vi^ry largely 
attended meeting of medical men last (iveming, to which reference has already 
been made by a jirevious speaker, I was surprised to find that most of the 
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Vioiiil)orH who att(3iided that ineetiug were unaware of tlie contentb of the 
Bill. They had a vague ai prelnuision that Boniething wan being done which 
would attect tlu^ir j 3 rivileg(‘B and would ahect their intereetH in the profession 
largely. When 1 ])Ut to many of them the. question as to whetln'r they knew 
how the ])rovisions of th(‘ Bill were going to affect them, most of them con- 
fessed tliat th(\y had not yet an opportunity of studying tlu^ provisions of the 
Bill and most oi them said that they had not had a copy of the Bill circulated 
to them to enable them to study it. If tlu^ (‘xperience I gatlu'n^d last 
evening \h^ the giuieral exp(‘rienc(' of a larger body of practitioners and others 
in the mufassal inten^sted in this matter then 1 am afraid th(‘ provisions of 
tlu‘ Bill have Jiot y(‘t ix'en ad(Hjuat(‘ly eonsiden'd (utlu^r by the larger number 
of nuui wlio practise th(‘ prob'ssion of Mediciiu* or a large number of th (3 public 
who ixrv inten^sted in this nu^asiin*. and if that b(' so then*, is absolutely no 

r(‘ason why the postjiomunent sought for by my hon’bh* friend in his amend- 
niiuit should not be agiHM'd to by 3 'oui* Kxcelienc^' s ( lovtumment. This, my 
Lord, ]s all 1 liave got to say.” 

The Hon’bh^ Dr. Nilratan Siiu'Aii said : — 

‘^My Lord, soiiu' ol my hon’bk‘ fri(*nds hav(‘ appro\T'd wholesale the 
Stat(un(‘nt of tin* Objects and Beasons of tliis Bill. 1 conb^ss that 1 am not 
in a jiosition to do so. ]Vly Lorel, tluua' an* otijtit)? persons in Bengal who 
jiractise the lu-aling art for a living, and tlu' (iov(U-nment has up to 
th(‘ juH'sent tinu' trained about -I, ()()() num, who juaetise as quahTu'd doctors 

in this country only I so that th(‘re a^’i' still about .oi?,()0() or more 

practitiomu’s who hav(‘ to b(‘ rejilaci'd by men with mtnlical training. 

I lail to se(‘ th(‘ wisib m of branding tlu’Si^ sc*1joo1s and tJu'ir stmhuits 
pu])licly as being dangcus to tlu' Indian })ubllc. So far as t,lu‘ ))ublic are 
concc'rned 1 do not know that tlu'y (‘viu- a])])reach('d tlu' (loviu-niiKuit with 
a i)ray('r for ])rot.ection against tliis class of jiractitiomus. Neitlu'r do I know 
about nu'dical ])ract it.iom*rs giuuu-ally ; but, so far as our section of nuMlii^al 
practitioiK'rs is concmiu’d, 1 do net. believe anybody has (‘Vta* comj)laint‘d to tlu^ 
Governiiu'nt against, tlu'se scIk ols or their students. Somt^ of tlu'se schools 
hav(' bcMMi in (‘xisI.eiuM' lor tlu' last yctTrs and ha^'(‘ naieivinl encouragmnmit 
Irom the (1 ovci-nment. >Succ(‘ssiv(‘ Li('Utenant.-( lovernors of Bmigal graend 
tlu‘ii’ list of iRitrons. and now and them ])iHTiniary grants W(‘r(‘ mad(^ to 
sonii^ of tlumi. Though th(‘y liad no din^ct n'cognition by th(‘ ( Government, 
tht‘ jiromoters of som(‘ of tliesi* schools hav(‘ always acti'd witli a li\a*ly smisi* 
of their resjionsibilitii's, so much so, that one of them, 1 may be p(*rmitted 
to obs(‘rv(‘, during the last Ih") years ])ass(‘d only JOO students. It would 

oi'dinarily b(‘ exp(‘ct(‘d that tlu^se studmits, who had a rc'gular coursi' of 

mt'dical training For at l(.‘ast four yi’ars in a scdiool. and who in tht*ir humbhi 
way W(‘n‘ trying to furth(*r tlu' progress of th(‘ medical profession in this 
country, should bi‘ ri*cognised at least in tin* same way as thf' (lovernnu'nt 

Military Assistant Surgi'ons of former days, who had only a thi'iM' years’ 

training. My Lord, instt^ad of that what do find ? We lind that th(‘se 
schools as well as the students ari‘ j ublicly branded as biung dangc'rs to 
socu’ety. 

‘‘ Th(' next point T would draw your Lordship’s attention to is the 
n'sc'i’vation ol large ] owt‘rs by tlu^ Lix^al fiovanuinumt in coiiijiarison to tlu^ 
meagre oiu^s that are ])roposed to b(‘ given to the Council. Wlieri vvi^ compare 
the Ckalcutta Bill with the Bombay Act and tlu* Madras Bill we find a 
striking difftu’ence. Questions that will be finally deiu’ded in the Bombay 
Council and in the Madras (hnincil will he di'cidiMl in Calcutta only by the 
Local ( irov (U'liment. Q)in^stioiis. for instance, relating to the appointment 
of officers, alttuation in the sch(Tluh‘, making rules and regulations, will all be 
decided by l.ht' Local (Joviunment in B(>ngal. 

^rh(> third point which concerns me most is the question of domination 
not only official luit di'partnumtal of the whole ] profession by a particular 
department ol (lovernment. My Lord, 1 am not against a Jffll for registration 
pf practitioners. The Bill has appiMrod in such a shape that it is impossible 
for nu' and my ftdlow practitioners to support it. Now the statutory appoint- 
ment of su}>erior ofticjers of a particular depart m(>nt as President and 
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Vico-P**osident support, ed by ii statutory ma jority ol oiHrors ol t lu' same* 
dopartmont in tho Council may l»c an ctlicimit and convcuiaMit ari-au^cnu'iit ioj- 
the dopartmont, hut where* is tlie justice' of it ? The' private pract itioiici’s will 
not ^ain anything hy this 1)111. Tliew will haye* to lose* some'thin^; if iiolhiu^ 
else' the'V will have' to pay a small fe'c which will he' a taxation upe>n the'in.

ove'rveiiu' e)f us will he* only toe> i^iael te) have* ourse'lve's re*ce)Lru ise'd as re';L,n‘st,e‘r- 
oel practitie)ne*rs. Whe'ii we* compare' the* Domhay Act with this Dill wt' 
are* at e)nce* strue-k with tin* el i Itcre'iice'. ddu're' we* finel thirte'e'ii nie'nihi*rs, 
and as a matteer of fact e)nly live' otlie-e'rs eef th*' Inelian Me'eliead Si'rvie*e' 
have* ht'cn apjeointed eui tin* Caiuncil, l.ln* i*e'mainin^ e*i^-ht are* Indians. 

Thou^?h t he' Act tlie're' lays elown that tin' ( i eeve'rnme'uf shenilel nominate* si x 
ine'mlie'rs anel the* ])i-ae*titioiu*rs should nominate* si x. anel that, t he' ( iove*rnme'nt 
should aj>])oint a Dre'side*nt, the* ( iove*rnme‘nt have* ae-tually nominate'd five* 
Indian j\le*elical Service* e>fhce‘rs and two Indians ainl the* practit.ioin‘rs

Since th(*n, Ihimbay and Maelras have' brouglit in Hills 
e^n ])i*actically the* same* line*s. anel if you I’eael the^ deebates in those 
twu) (de)uncils it will be' iounel idiat in botli case*s the members e)f those 
Ceuine’ils have cast what se(*ms te) me seimewhat of a slur eiii He*ngal. They 
said that the*y hael b(*e*n ceunpe'lle'd le) introduce the*ir meuisure's eiwung to what 
had be'cn haiipe'ning in Hengal. I think that it is essejntial that this Council 
shenild take* up this se*ssie)n the matter e)f medical rt*gistration in Hengal. 
1 do not gatlu'r lliat the j)ostpe)ne*me*nt e)f the* Hill feir three memths would leave 
us in a bette*r ])e^)sition than we are* at present. The* Hill was jiublished in the 
Gazette «at tlie beginning oi l)e‘ce*mber. It was in the hands eif all members 
e)l Council tin'll, anel ye*t wa* are told six wme'ks late'r that the* me'dical practi- 
tioin^rs of ( alcutta have^ not ye*t. taken tlu^ trouble to re 3 ad the Jhll. I think 
it w’ould be* a fair (question to ask, if the members fee*! so de'eply on the 
subject, why have they not during tlie last six weeks taken the trouble to 
explain to their friends and neighbours the exact particulars of this Hill and 
to reinov* the^ apprehensions and the fears w^hich they say are so widespread.

vincing. 1 hold totin' words ‘ ])ermanent works ’ as a shei't anchor. If vve; 
do not incorjiorate tlncm tin' raiig(‘ of borrowings will becoim^ wi(h r and 
wide]', ^\’itll tlie limitation to jxu'maiient works removiul tlnu'e will bi^ no 
j'esiruiniiig iiilhn'inrc to bring the borrowings back t,o a proper standai’d. 

And tlnm it has Ixam formalhv notihtMl to us, in tin' last communication 
iln‘ ( 'Or})or;ition havt' rccci\'t‘d from I In* ( iova'rnmmit, thn t the jim’iod to Ix^pres- 
ci*ib(‘d for tln‘ rcpn^mimit of loans wdll be judgi'd according to the durabilit}^ of 
works, lull 11’ tlnn'i' ikuhI Iu' no durability, as the d('lib(u*ate omission of the 
word ‘ p(M'mainmt ’ will indicate, unh'ss the works are to Ix' in some dc'gree 
p(*rmaii(']it bow cam tuie pma’od h(3 judged according lu tin' durability of 
works? Again, Is not tiu' omission of aiij^ mention of the word ^permanent’ 
iiiconsistmit with tin* dt^charation which has also Ix'mi formally made to us, 
questioning whe^nu* imjirovement of strecits and roadwuiys are legitimate 
items of capital tn\penditurc‘. Some members of the (Jorporation, of whom 
I humbly admli 1 am one, think that items of potty iniprovemonts should 
be pai<l for out of nwamue. Is the lion’ble member in charge oppiosod to 
that policy wdiich was presscxl upon tin' Corporation by his former chief, the 
late Sir Edward Hakcr, when Lic'utenaiit-Coveriior of this Province? I think 
that many items of exp^mditure wliich fairly might be paid for out of loans 
under a strict iiiter[)retation of our present law cannot legitimately be placed 
on loan funds, and to that extent 1 am entirely in favour of an amendmient 
of the laFt t>tit the proposals in the Hill go from the Scylla of uncompiH>raifling 
rigidity to ]the (^hcyybdis of abscilute negation of durability and pormaneneo* 

I ask that equilibrium be restored. Mr, Maddox supported , the provision in 
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bh'^l&iU Special Coinmitt6(\ and the hun’ble moiulxT in charge may 
^xdufa^ly have been influenced, us I understood at the time was the case, 
by Mr. Maddox’s attitude. But afterwards ^Ir. Maddox spontaneously wrote 
bo me to say tliat if 1 niovixl in the Corporation in terms of my propoial in 
Select Cammittee lie would s(‘C()nd m(^, and om^ of liis last acts Ixd’ore hie 
illness compelhxl Inm to resign his oflice of Chairman of the C\)rporation, was 
,0 come to the Corporation meeting — oih‘ of the last, if not tin* last, which he 
ittended- — to give elFect to his offer to second my proix)sul in tin* terms of my 
imendinent which T beg to move for acoeptanci* by the loibble member m 
dmrge of the Council. 

The phrase ‘ permanent works ’ under my proposal is expressly defined 
:o mean works tlui cost of wliicili, in tin- opinion of tin* (Jovernnx'iit of India, 
)an spread ov(*r a term of y('ars. ’I'liis nx't'ts any i(‘asonable objection 
liat could bo taken io the ])i>us(nit law. Sttxam road-rolltn*s, stiau*! lamps 
inder any new system of li vliting, (nxild come under my ann'inlmeiit, and in 
‘act these items are pmanittcMl by the Local Coveriimt‘nt Board in khigland. All 
i say now is that we should liaxa* ima )rporat(Hl in tin* Bill tin' ])hrase ‘ ix'rma- 
lent works’ to be a gui(b' ainl to vxcvr'iHo sonx' r(‘8training influence; 
itherwise those who desiia* to kei'p tin' administration of Municipal Funds 
yithin more strict limits wonM haxa* no ground to oppost* any effort being 
nade to place, any itc'in of ('Xptmditure whatever on hvin funds.” 

The Hon’ble Uai Badha (biAUAN ]k\i. Bahaduk said: —

15,000 should not be met from borrowed funds* 
o, My Lord, everything Is in tin' hands of the Gcjvernment, and it is at the 
iaoretion of Governnient to sanction (jr not to sanction any item in the loan 
batem^nt* What benefit do we, the Corporation, derive by iinposing axeatric- 
on ori the discretion the Government, for whan any exceptional occasion 
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'ariaeB, it would f<‘ttor the hands of the Government thjin otherwise. 1 think, 
having r(*gard to tlu' fact tliat it has not l)(‘en accepted hy the Select Committee, 
nor has it heen agreed to hy th(^ Corporation, and, above all, — I Ixdieve it will 
carry some weight with tlu‘, Ilon’hle Mover — it has been opposed by the Vice- 
Chairman of tli(^ (x)rporation — tlio (h)uncil will tliink very carefully before 
accej/ting the motion of my hon’ble hxirned friend.” 

The IJon’ble Mk. Stkpiiknson said : — 

My Lord, tli(^ JTon’lde Mr. Apear conii lains that the restriction in the 
pres(mt Act ' of a permanent nature ’ is too s(ivere and he would have it 
modified. Lilt he ol)j(‘cts to its omission altogetlnu- as Ixnng too lenient. 
In the [)ast Govm-nment has not intin*pr('ted ‘ of a permanent nature’ in a 
strict way, but in the pnis-mt Ihll wii are alte ring the system of payments 
to the Sinking Fund and proposing that th('y should be based on the dura- 
tion of the loan. We therefore considered that there is no reason why the 
Corporation should not \h^ allowed loans for short-lived works, provided they 
pay the d(*bt within the life of the works. F'or that reason Government and 
the Select Committee, decided to omit this phrase. The Hon’ble Mr. Apear 
wishes now to n'strict Government or the Corporation, but ho proposes the 
words ‘ of a permanent nature, that is to say, works the cost of which ought, 
in the opinion of the Government, to be distributed over a term of years ’ be 
substituted for the words in the present Act. In the first place, 1 would 
point out tliat it is not the phrase used in the Public Health Act or in the 
Bond)ay Act. d'he words in those Acts are ‘ of a pm-manent nature includ- 
ing,’ and tlu' lion’bh^ membeu* will no doubt se(‘. that this is a different thing 
from a di^finition. But taking the words as they are, I do not see what restric- 
tion they do really put on the Governnamt or tlui (yOr}}oration. At present, 
the pow(>r of sanctioning a loan is with the Gov(‘rnnu'nt of India and not with 
the Corporation. This amendment says in ('fleet that Government may grant 
a loan to the Corpomtion for works for wdiieli (b)vernmen( think that a loan 
may be given to ttn^ Corporation. If w(^ ])Ut it in those terms, it imi)Oses 
absolutely no n^striction on anybody. For these reasons, I am afraid 1 must 
oppose this anumdment.” 

Th(^ motion was then put and lost. 

Th(‘^ following motion was, by hmve of tho President, withdrawn : —

The' (Corporation expresst'd an 
aj)prehension that as ihe^ clauses stexx! as drafted by the Select (Jommittee it is 
possibles that ( iovt'nime'iit may not in a number of c'ases sanction a loair 
exe^ce*eding a ]u>ricKl of oO ye^ars, and in the letter which was addressed to 
the' (Corporation an attempt is made to remove' that apprehension by not 
kec*ping the })(*ri(xl of loan open, but ley prescribing a maximum ] erlexi. That 
Ic'tter we have recently reacl, and a portion of that letter runs thus : — ‘A 
proviso fixing a maximum term of 60 years for the currency of the Gorpora- 
tion’s loan will therefore* be added to clause 128(1).’ That is exactly what my 
hren’ble friend Mr. Apear says, and the Governor in Council trusts that the 
apprehension of the Corporation with regard to this matter will be removed by 
the declaration of the intentions of the Government of India contained in the

I lia\(‘ bt'en veu'y willing to re'cogni/a* that some' limit can lairly Im' 
placard on the hmgth of oui' loans, and it is in order that wi* should be 
facilitatiul in (d)taining thai wdiich wt* so '‘arm*stly eh'sire, that the. jMU'iod 
of th('. loans should bc^ a(a!ording totin' lib' of tin' assets that 1 havi' ciaisrnt.ed 
to an arbitrary limitation of b()y(*ars, and lor which we* hav(‘ a yuaMU dent m tin* 
English Statute. It has been urg(‘d, and it. could Ik^ urg<‘d wit h gre at Ima'e'. 
that W(^ are aee'king an indefinites hmgth of tinn' ior t Ins re^paynuui t ol loans, ainl 
that it is very ])ossil)h^ that various change^.s may occur which will ne(a*ssitate 
otlic'r expendituia; and that the expenditun^ incurn'd for our works, witliout 
a dehnite specific jK.'riod of limitation, will really ojxu-ate^ seu'iously against 
yjosterity. It is in enaler to nuH't such arguments as these* that. I have 
advanced on my own part the amemdinemt which I am glad to [»ro])e>se^ in 
this ( Council. If hon’lih* iiK'nibers st'ek guidance from tin' ( Cor])oration. I e^an 
reassure them, as the hon’ble Mr. Lyon has alrc'.ady statenl, tln^ (Corporation 
themselves have asked for the limitation for wdiich I move'. This view waas 
accepted unanimously in (Jommittec^ and confirme'd without a disse'ntient 
voiced in the Coryjoration Tiiee'ting. It is not that I am desirous ol re'stncting 
the yiowers of tho Corporation, luit it is in the liope ol getting be tti'r tre^atme iit 
and more consideration in wdiat I conside^r the most vital (pK'stion in this 
discussion, that is, to be yjcrmitted to get f>ur loans on such torms as vvill init 
be prejudiced by having a period of 30 years fixed in anticipation, but to 
have a term prescribed in accordance with the life of the asset with, 
however, the arbitrary limitation of two generations. Tliat limitation is 
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accepted in England and I do not think that we should object to it for 
CJalcutta.” 

Th(‘ motion was then put and agreed to.

On this })oint I 
state* the* reasons give*n by Mr. Crozier in his ‘First Principles of Investm(*nt, ’ 
which are* apt aiid to the* point, and which I heopc will be considered (jogent 
and conclusive , ‘ It is true that the loans are e*xpended as often on financially 
unrernunerative as on productive works. FAlucation, bridges, highways, 
street improvements, sewerage and parks, for example, yield no pecuniary 
re*turn and, as business propositions, are apparently nothing but an incubus on 
the* rates. Pul this is not really so, for it is precisely works of utility, con- 
venience, ornament or sanitation like these* that add to the value of the house* 
property on whose rates a large part of the security of these loans is founded ; 
80 that they are rather an additional security than a detriment.’ 
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Uiulor tlie circiinistaiicrs it would l»o a policy lo lold that tlu‘

Tin* [)osition is this : What is con- 
tcnd(*d for is that, when a piece of work is (‘X(*cut(ul by raising a loan which 
not only benefits the present .generation, but must, from the nature of tin* 
work, benefit the next generatiim, everybfKly who participates in tin' bein.fit 
arising from the work Hhouhl contribuU* towards the expcuise. Tt seines to 
me sound and fair reason. As far as I have heard, the. oi^jection to this fair 
treatment of the jiresent generation and the n(*xt seems to Ix' this : In the 
first ])lace, there is no Local Governm<'nt Board here to check the action of the 
Corporation, and therefore what has been found to be financially sound and 
fair to the present generation and to posterity in England, where nmnicij)al 
government has gone on for a great length of time, and where, after a great 
d eal of groping, they have come to a similar conoulsion — that principle which 
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^8 accepted therc^ ought not to he accepted here. Well, my annwer with 
regard to thin argument is twofold : In the first place, if the difficulty is 
because* there is no particular institution for the purposes of check over the 
action of the Corj>oration, have sucli an institution. My other answer is : In 
point of fact no loan can he raised without the sanction of Your Excellency’s 
Government or the Government of India, and surely I am entitled to say 
that there is such an amount of talent in your Lordshi|)’8 Government as 
well as in th(^ ]mi)erjal Governnumt that before sanctioning a loan and in 
deciding as regards tln^ period of n^payrnent (that is, the life of a work) there 
will he plenty of enlightencid knowledge for tlie purposes of check. Then, 
another argument has heem put forward, that tin* Corporation is hound to go 
on, and that in point of fact we ought to have the Instinct of a shopkeeper. — 
tiiat wt^ iivo to look at the rupees — hut that we ought to he g^merous towards 
posterity. Well, my Lord, wlnm a qin^stion of finance arises, I always try 
to look after myself. This is for the hem'fit of tin* pi'(^s(mt generation as well 
as the next. Everybody who henelits ought to contribute towards the 
expcuise. 1 do not cjuite k(m* that this is a h(*iuiVohmt institution, and tlitna*- 
f()r(‘ I am to (‘ontrihutt* 2 jxu* emit, duiang my lile-tiiiK^ for MO years, in order 
that the man who comes after na^ is ])rohahly for anotln'r 1 7 or 20 y(*ars to 
(mjoy the hc'm'lits of the work which my money has contributed towards 
providing. 

It has h(H*n suggested that wf* ought to he charitahh^ \Vi‘ll, so far as 
private' charity is coma'rned, any mo is quite* we'lconu^ to contribute' towards 
T/he pni)li(^ funds for the* pur[)e)ses of ce)nf(n’ring heme'lit upon the next genera- 
tion ; hut when wo have to take into consideratie)n not t he rich rat(>i)ayers 
ordy. hut also tin* ])oe)r rat(*]/ayers, who an^ conc(*rned with re*gard to the 
contribution which is to he paid into tln^ Sinking Fund of 2 ])e'r (!e*nt., orn^ 
must heear in mind that the^y can hardly make l)oth ends ineu't. Tlje cost of 
living has gone- up, the*. rate])ayers’ life* is veny hard and, under tlu'se* circuitj- 
stances, I am hound to say, out of a seanewliat bemevolont desire to cemfer 
benefit upon posterity, we are to place on them burdens which are not morally 
the hurelens of the pre^sent generation. 

Then, furthm*, my Lord, what has been pointed out is this : that scientific 
improvements, (^specially as regards sanitary measures, are proceeding so fast 
that we* may set up some work now on which wt* spend a large sum of money, 
and in a few y<vars it may ho found out that tlui work is ohsohjtt^ My answer 
with r(‘gard to that is that the apprehension does not seem to he based upon 
reason. Conccnvably then^ may he an occasion like that and it may happen 
in liny part of tin* world ; hut here tin*, municipal government by a corpora- 
tion is an introduction from the Wc^st. Tlie policy is a policy of imitation 
so far as is possible for the conditions of this country. We are practically 
taking the particular Acts which have been ])assed in England as our model 
for h*gisIation in this part of tin* country. If invention, (^specially in regard 
to sanitary measures, proceeds apact* — it do(5s proctujd apace in fi^ngland, and 
if tlien^, notwithstanding tin* fact that tin* people are inventing things from 
tinu* to tilin' which su})(‘rse(h* pn'vious appliances, they do not have any 
appndnmsion with regard to tln^se questions of any particular work becoming 
ohsoh’te, we might take their action as a guide to mod(?l our legislation upon. 

I notict' that the Hon’hle Raja Hrishikesh Laha has restricted the period to 
fiO years. That is in accordance with an am(*ndment which has already been 
carried, and apparently it is in accru’dance with the wishes of the (Corporation 
and th(^ wisln's of the Governnumt of India. Therefore I venture to think 
that the amendment that In^ has proposed — I mean the first part of it — 
ought to commend itself to this House. Then with regard to the second 
part, what the amendment says is this : There may be a number of works 
for which a particular loftn is raised, and the life of the work is not more 
than MO years. Well, under those circumstances, money has to be raised by 
a loan, and the loan is raised for a particular period ; that is, the debenture 
may mature at a period when the loan is not liable to be repaid, or it may be 
liable to be repaid. In any event, what is sought for is this : That in 
effect if there -«hould be still a certain period to run after the maturity of 
the debenture, the Corporation should have power to borrow for the balance, 
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tin* aiiH>uiit already ill tli<‘ Sinking* Fund Ixnng not sutHciont to pay oil tlio 
loan. Ill those cirouinstances I liavi^ gn^at ])lt*aHin-o in sii]i])ort mo ilii* 
aiuondineiit.” 

Tin‘ Hond)h^ Rai Radiia (_'hakan Pal Rahadi k said : — 

‘‘ My Lord, in dealing with this aiuendnumt it is in^ot'ssary to ('xaniine 
briefly the policy of tlie h‘gislatain' in tin' past roganling the ropaynieni .»f 
loans. From 18G3, when tin* (Corporation of (Jalcutta was (.established wit.li a 
nominated holy of tin' Jiistieteis of the Pt'act^ for tin' town of ( 'aleutt a. t lie 
interest to bi' paid for loans and tht' tinu' of rt'paymeiit, of tin' loans wi'iv' h'ft 
tc> tlnoJustae('S subjeet to tin* apjiroval of tJn^ Ln'iit('nant.-( lovernor.

Tln^ shortage? in tlie sinking fund was discovered hy our 
Vice-Chairman, and although, until the Act is amended, the Corporation cannot 
pay into the sinking fund th(^ sum required to make up the shortage, still 
they are H(?tting apart as advi8(‘d hy our learned Vice-Chairman by voluntary 
annual contrihution a C(‘rtain sum of money into a reserve fund in the Bank 
of Bcmgal to mak(^ up the shortage. Sir Edward Baker considered the 
amendnKUit was n(‘ce8sary only to cure the defect in the law to enable the 
sinking fund to grow, but expross(^d a decided opinion that sinking contribu- 
tion should not 1)0 increased or in other words the 4 7 years’ term for repay- 
iiKUit of loans should not l)e shorttmed. Although Sir Edward Baker inti- 
matc.d. in his hotter of the Ihth August, 1910, that legislation would be under- 
taken to i-('ni(uly this delect, tin? publication ()f this Bill in its j)r(‘sent form has 
tak(‘n th(‘ public b\ snr])rise.

‘The normal term of 'M) y(‘ars would not be exten(h‘d , (‘Xe.(‘pt on tin* strong(*st 
grounds.’ The Corporation was alarmed at this d(*ciaration and prayed that at 
least the period of the rejiaymeiit of a loan be adjusted to the lib* of the works 
and even offer(*d to submit t.o a maximum term of 00 years if the durability 
of the works (‘xecutod out of loan fund was held to be the sob? guiding 
prill ci])lc‘ ill determining the ])('riod of r<*payment of a loan. My Lord, in the 
rej)ly of ( 1 ov(*rnment to this r(?pr(?sentation communicated to tlie Corjioratiou 
at the beginning of this month, it is stated : ‘ Tin* Government of India also 

desired to be und(*rstood that the normal prosi]m])tion will be that a p(‘riod 
not (*xceeding JO years is a sufficient term for the n*paymont of a loan and 
that the burden f)f ]>ro()f that a longer ]>eriod is required and justified in a 
particular case will rest, on the applicant.’ Further, while agreeing to fix 
a maximum t(*rm of 60 yc'ars for the currency of a loan it was stated that 
while due attention will be paid to the expected durability of the works for 
which a loan is proposed, the intrinsic durability ol such work is not the sole 
factor to be considered.’ My Lord. I fail to understand what concesssion has 
been made, as we were led to b(?lieve from the very kind and sympathetic rc'ply 
of llis Exct4b‘ney the Viceroy to tin* address from tin* Cor])oration. The exist- 
ing provisions to clause 128 clearly contemplate the possilulity of loans lor a 
longer period than thirty years. The addition of the jiroviso restricting the 
maximum period to 60 years does not at all improve the situation, but, on tin? 
contrary, I venture to submit, is more disadvantageous to the Corporation. 
For, if in the future an exceptionally strong case is made out for a loan for a 
term excet?ding 60 years and the Government be convinced of the justice of 
the case, no loan fora p(*rifKl exceeding 60 years could be granted. T admit, 
my Lord, that W(* liavt* to thank ourselves and some of our colleagues in the 
Corpfiration for this against the advice of our financial expert. 1 frankly 
confess that, to my mind, the existing proviso without a restricted maximum, 
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if we are to lose the term of 4 7 years which we are destined to lost‘, is better 
than the proposed proviso with a maximum restriettnl to 60 years. • 

My Lord, it has lieen abundantly sliown that in Kitulaml pericnl of 
repayment of a loan is fixed according to tin* lih* of the woi-ks (or wlileh the 
loan ip raised. According to tli(‘ Kn^lish Public Health .\(*t, tin* ])eriod of 
durability of works is the only ])rinciple on whi(‘h the jx'riod of n^payintuu is 
fixed, d'urner, in his book (mtith^d ' Kepaynunit of Local and ()tlu'r Loiins ’ 
observes : ‘ The ])resent general policy of Parliannmt and of tiu' ( JoviM-nnumt 

departimmts, charged with tiie duty of lixing th(‘ respe(4avt^ ])(M*iod of r(‘))ay- 
ment, o})eratcs in the direction of (‘qiializing tin' ]>erlod of ie])aym(‘nt and t he 
lifo of tlH^ assets.’ It is m't'dh'ss to say that tlx' ado])tion of this ])i*in(aph‘ 
equalises the burden U))on the gimerations of the rat (‘])a vers bt'n(‘fit(‘d by the 
works. On this ])oint t in* Select ( 'ommit of t in' Houst' of ( 'oinnions rt'])ortt'd 
as follows : ‘ Youi* committee, how<‘V(‘r. ai*e not unmiiH I l id of t. lu' fact, tliat it 

is neither wise nor just to ])lace U])on tin' shoulders (»!' pia‘St*nt ratc'iiayt'rs 
too large a burden of m'ca^ssarv or usc'fid works from which suc*o(‘(‘dii)g 
generations will derive' Ix'nefit..

It is 
inevitable that the ('X('CUtion of in'cessary and us<*fid W'orks wdll Ix' put. oil 
or abandoned and tin* city will ine\'il,ab| v su Her. 1 e.arin'stly hope ^ our 
Kxcellency’s (Council will s(*e its way to allirin tin* primujib' adopt (d in 
England by accepting the amendment which has Ix'eii niove<l. 

(His PjXcellency at this stage h'lt the (dianiber, tin* lion bh> Sir W dliam 
Duke. Vicc3-Pre^sident, taking the chair.)

impossible without having very high rates whiedi w'oul l pn'ss h(5.a''ily on 
tin* rat(^p>«^y^^’^- ddn'refore. it lias to raise* loans wdiich is cjiily another 
way of making the renTUiue of future years available in tin* present , so 
that you are practically using other pe'ejple’s money for winch it is necessary 
that there should be safeguards. VVo cannot put tin* jiresent and future 
generations into separate* compartments. We must extimd our range of 
vision over a large series of years and treat the ratc^payor as an (*niity 
which has, as Sir Oliver Lodge lately said, a continued existence. We, the

tluuii. ? We have to ]*(^pay tluun. Prudcmce in all commercial undeilakings 
dictates tlial w(‘ should repay in tlu3 shorttvst possible time. Put in actual 
practice it r(‘ally depc^nds on the Corpoi-ation’s ability to pay without 
embarrassing itstdf and tlu* jKU-iod is fixed accordingly. For a big loan with 
h('.avy loan charg(3S to pay it would mak(' all th(‘ diflenmce wh('tln‘r you ar(3 
paying 2 per (umt. to tin' Sinking Fund for a 3()-yoar loan or A per c('nt. foi* a 
6()-y(‘ar loan. 1 f you have a loan of a ci-on*, yon will have l,o pay two 
lakhs to th(^ Sinking Fund at 2 per C(mt. and at A pin' cent, you ])ay only 
half a lakh; oiu' lakh and a half is a big diffei-enee and you cainnot 

always afford to pay that. A\ ith a small loan tin' cas(' might b(^ diff(‘nmt. 

Kow, surely, IIk^ lile of the work should the ])]-iiu‘i])al facdor in li.xing the 
term of tln^ loan. It cannot b(‘ held to l)t‘ sole factor. Tf you ai‘(‘ going 
to strictly n^gulati^ tin* ])m*ied of tlu^ loan to tlu' life of the work, that is. 
to equat(> th(' pcuuod of th(3 loan t.o tlielile of tln^ work you mighl gi't into 
s(UTous difficult i(‘s. First-, in tlu^ cast' of land, if tlu'. loan is in^•t‘st-ed in 
land, t ht' land will last for all time. You may not lx* ]);iying l)ack you i- loan at 
all. but that will not. c<n‘taiidy bt* st'iaously cont.t'udt'd ; in fact, tht' Flon’bh^ 
Raja Hrishikt'sh Laha has said that, in tliti cast' when' tht' lift' of tlu' work 
excet^ds 60 yt'-ars, it shouhl be paid within (>() ytjai's. W t' must not excet'-d 
that pt'riod. 

In (W'ery w'ork (ht'rt will be machinery, plant, building and land, and 

each of tlit'se has a tlifft'rtmt life, and many such wttrks, t'ach coiit-airiing 

parts wdth tlifft'r(>nt lives, will bt' coniju-ist'd in out' loan. In iMigland, 
tlitw gent'rally go into t ht' niarkt't for a big loan for a big work ; but in tht^ 
Oalcutta ( x)i’])orat.ion wt3 all know — and 1 had I’t'ason to know’ for soint' yt'ars — 
that they put. twauity t)r thirty tlibert'iit. things into a loan of thirty or foi'ty 
la khs.

d'hen. again, ilnn-t' is tht' t hreatened silting-up of the Bidyadhari river and 
any day tin* (Corporation may be callt'd upon to construct a new drainage 
system on that ac(*ount. So that the life of a work cannot be fixed for certain 
when you are constructing the* work. All the above factors enter into the 
consideration of fixing tht' period of a loan. 

Tfyou w'ant, as in clause 2, to cutup the loan into bits for each thing 
which is intended to be constructed with the loan and treat each bit separately 
for calculating the loan charges upon it, it will be tremendously inconvenient. 
We ought, therefore, to consider these points before we accept this motion. 
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The Hoii'ble Mu. Shouhock said : —

How dcj we know that a IkhIy ex])t‘rt tipinion may not sonu' 
day arise who will say that (Calcutta must have a watto-siipply 20 mih's 
fartln'i* up tin' river In order to insurt' a jiun'i* supply? How do W(' know 
that Sanitary Enginoi'rs may not eonn' and change' tin' whole of tin* sanita- 
tion and d raina ^1' arrangeiinmts ? How do we know that the whoh' of (kdeutta 
street-lighting may not Ix'come obsoh'ti^ in a few ja'ars ? If a community 
(li'inand con vamu'nca^s, the (‘ommunity must pay, and the clu'apest. foian 
is to jiay cash ; but, as it is imjiossil^h' in municipal works to provide' re'ady 
casli, tin' ])aym('nt must ('xte'iid ove'i* a pcM’iod and tin' only fair thing is to sjin^ad 
siicJi payuK'uts ovt'i* tin' ge'in'ration that is to (Uijoy tin- (*on veuiK'iuu'S. faicli 
ge'iieration sliould jiay its way and (’aicuttacan allbrd to do so. In my 
o})iiiioii it would Ix' soundt'r if this llill clearly di'fined that all loans 
must. b(* rcjiayabh' in ‘M) ye'ars. kh\(u^j)tion might lx* made' in ci'rtain cases.

eli 1 not unel(*rstand wdiy it should be restricteel to 30-ye'ar loans if anotlie'r t;f>r- 
poi*ation cejuld get the^m for a longer pe:'rioel. It was also sanl that tln'iu* vve^re* 
no imli(;ations that the* epie'stion of the life* e>f the work weiulel [x* ('onsieler(*ei 
at all by the (xovernme^nt of India when it was dealing with this ejUe‘stion. 
I'hese matters appeared to this Gfoverniru'nt to be^ of some importance* 
anel to warrant appreh(*nsiejns which hael to lx* ce»nsider(*d by us as a responsible* 
flovernmeiit, and that was enie of the* chief reasons wdiy a pe)Htpone*nn*nt e)f 
the Bill was arranged for in order that these*, apprehe'nsieins might alt with 

and that we might be in a position to explain the matter more' fully to the 
C'OUncil. We heard further from tht' Corporation on the subje^ct amJ, on the 
receipt of a letter from the Corporatiejn, we' wrejte to the Government ol Imlia. 
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'Hie riovernineiit of India have, on recoiiBideration, dealt with the matter froni 
a different point of view from that assumi^d by them originally. I'hey liave 
now Haid — and the papers are befoni the Council — that they do not di^sin^ 
that the currency ol* such loans shall in practice be invariably restricted 
to 30 years. I call the att(*ntion of the Council to the very great 
diffi‘renc(^ betw(^(m that announcement and the announcement previously 
mad(‘ l)y the (Tovernment of India. Tliey have met us full^^ on the point. 
They liav(^ assured this (government that the Corporation is to be. 
treaO‘il in this respect entirely on the same lines as the Corporation of 
liombay, and such im])orlance was attached to the subject that His 
Kxcidleiicy the Viceroy went out of his way, in addressing the Corporation, 
to allude to this particular matter. I think in view of that position 
taken up by tlu*. Governnumt of India — the view that they will not 
invariably restrict the loan to 30 years in the futun‘, and the further 
stattunimt that th(‘y proposes to hav(^ due regard to the life of the woj-k in 
considering the length of the loan ado})ted is a grt'.at advance on th(‘ 
pnn’ious state of affairs. The whole argument us(^J l)y Mr. Hyomkesh 
Cliakravarti and two or thre(‘ other speakers have ignored this statement 
of r,h(^ Covernment of India, and tlu‘y have proccu'ded on the assumption that 
wt‘. will not have any rt^gard to the life of the work and that we are dt>ter- 
mined to have short loans as against long loans. As a matter of fact we 
have grant(Kl tln^ general principle that tin; probal)l(> life of a work must 
consi(](‘re(l wlnu] the tmun for a loan for its consti'iictitai is determini'd. but 
with tli(^ noc(^ssary (qualification — which has betm ably explaimxi b^\ tin' 
lIon’bl(‘ Ml’. Mukh(‘rje(^ and the Hon’bh' Mr. Shorrock — that tlie lite of tln^ 
work is not tln^ soh^ consideration to b(‘ takcui into account. This Ix'ing 
the stat(‘- of affairs, th(‘ cjuestion befori’ us now is — Ar<' wc going to trust 
to th(' statement of tln^ Government of India, wiii(di has bc'en specificailly 
made, in order to nK‘(*t our views, and be content with tliat stat(ummt, 
and hxave tlu^ discretion ^vith them, as in Hombay and in Madras and t'lse- 
wher(^ in India, to dc^cide as to the t(n*m of the loan, or ar(^ wo going 
d('.finit(‘ly to d(*clare t hat we propose to restrict tlnur disci’etjon and insist 
by statutory provision that th(\y shall have n^gard to tlii' life of the woi’k ? 

I need hardly point out that the long amendnuuit now ))roposed gives many 
loopholes for lawyers, and Mr. Apear will bear me out when 1 say that, 
whih^ it would b(> practically imjxissibb^ for a municipality in England 
to go to law with th(^ Local Hoard on th(‘ subject of the tinmis of a loan, 

1 have reason to doubt wlnddier, with our experience in India. w(‘ can be 
entiredy confichmt that a h^gal point will not be brought up in a Civil Court 
to defeat the determination of Government in such a matter. I think that 
this is a strong argument against forcing our hands in this way and against 
insisting on statutory provisions to take the place of the undertaking alrcxady 
given by the Government of India. 1 don’t think this is the time wlnm we 
can iini)Ose limits on the discretion of the Govm-nineiit of India in their 
control of the Corporation in loan matters. It sexuns to me that it is 
absolutely necessary that everything should be done to support the cnMit 
of the (kirporation, to (mcourag(^ investment and to avoid the intrcxluction 
of (qualilicationB or alterations which are likely to induce any doubts in 
the minds of timid capitalists. For this reason I think it would be unwise 
at the present moment to restrict the powcu* and discretion of the Government 
of India by insisting cm a statutory limitation or statutory qualiheation 
of their discretiem in the matter of the terms of a loan.” 

The TIon’ble Rabtt Stikendka Nath Hanarji said : — 

Under the terms of the amondinont moved by tin* lion’ble Raja Hrishikesh 
Laha I don’t think it is proposed in any way to limit the discretion of the 
Government of India by any statutory q^rovision. As 1 read the amendment it 
se(^K8 to give effect to that declaration by making the peri(Rl of repayment coin- 
cidt lit wdth the life of tln^ work. I think that is all the Raja wants to do. There 
has been some difficulty raised with regard to the life of the work. My hon’ble 
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friend, Priya Natli Miikharji Hahadiir, has observinl (hat in tin' loans, whirli# 
the Corporation is in the habit of contracting or wliicli it contracts froin tiin<‘ to 
time very many little things are brought ‘in and it would I vmy dith(*ulr to 
estimate the life of thi‘ vv’ork, having regard to t'li(' manmn- in which tln‘si‘ loans 
are eoiitracted. I slioiild tliink tlno'e ought to bi‘ no difficulty. It ought to In' 
2 )ossibl(' to eliminate, these little tilings an I to i^stimatt' tin' bb' of the work. 
In other countries — in Karo x'.an countries tli(M*t‘ is no ilifficulty. In Jiombay 
and Madras they hnd no diffi(‘ulty ; why should wi' havi' any her(‘ ? 1 think 
this is a mattm* of administration which can bt' easily (iontrolbnl. That, 
is one of tln^ points wliieh have, bemi rais(Ml by my learmnl frii'iul. 

Then, another point that has Innm suggested is that w<' hav(' not tin' 
sanu' controlling agency as tlic'y have in Kngland in t in' shajx' of a Local 
Covernnu'nt Poanl. ddn' Local (iiov('rnment Hoard ex(‘)cis(^s gia'at. ]>owm*s 
of supt'rintondenci* and control which tin' Covmainnuit In'ri' doi'S not. It would 
be ('asv (‘noiigh to ('stablish a Local ( Jovi'rnment Board, and if the fiiiamnal 
diffi(‘iiity stood in the way of t.lu' creation of a Local ( lovc'rnnn'iit Hoard 
it wouhl be easy (mongh to arm Covernmenl with smdi ]>ovv('rs of <*ontrol 
in n^s[)ect of tln^se loans. I tliink tln'S(' two objections should not stand 
in tin' way in deti'rmining tin' repaymi'.nt of loans by ridt'i't'inx' to the

If, therefore, we are* infornnMl {be*cause‘ this is a vital point) by 
the opinion of experts from the theoretical point ol view that the life of a work 
can b(* calculated, taon there is, from the point of, view of principle, no ob j(*c- 
tion to accepting the amendment. C)n the otfier hand, if the life can only 
be <l(>terminod approximately within certain limits or within a range, then 
the v('ry wording of the amendment would i>o unacceptable. This is the 
difficulty Avhich I feel, and I have no doubt that either the Hon ble 
Mr. I jyon or the Hon’ble Mr. Stephenson will be in a position to give us tin* 
necessary information.” 

The Hon'ble Dk. Deha Pkabad Sakbadhikaui said 

“ It is not an exact accurate mathematical datum on which to proceed to 
an approximate limit which has always been adopted for business purposes. 
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If, for (^xarnplo, by oalculaiioiis, wilii which my lion’bk frioiid HeeniH to bo less 
ifamiliar than even non-mailieinatical men, actuaries find that the life of a work 
is fifty y(‘ars, they make a r(.‘asonable and sometimes a more than reasonable 
deduction and fix it at forty years. That is the idea underlying the question of 
equality of this life of a work — call it equal, equated or equivalent. We are 
fully protected for tin; time Ixung in tliat the judge of such life is the very 
Ciovernment which will have to sanction the loan. We are not starting afresh 
to-night upon an (^xperirntmt of an unknown kind iu determining the age of 
these loans, as if th(‘ art of th(‘ ultra accurate calculations that has frightened 
my mathematical friend had to l)t' taktui entirely into consideration, if 
y()U could afford it, the Hon’ble Mr. Shorrock’s plan would be the best, ' Pay 
cash for what(‘\^r you can.’ That would suit the trades’ and the merchants’ 
ideal. On tin* other hand, loans ])ayable wlnui able would be excellent from 
tlu^ borrow(U*’s point of view. I^ikt* tin* J(*w of old, the jiound of flesh must not 
howevtu’ be extracted at the monnmt if practical reality be consideied and 
a via 'media b(‘tw(H‘n thes(‘ ('xtreiins ought to be the r(*al id(*al. The 
OovMu-nnumt has the sole controlling voice in tln^ matter. They hav(^ 
ac.c(‘i tixl (certain ])rincii>les with regard to which statutory sign] osts will be 
useful; so that in S(‘cretariats then* will be no likelilKHwl of mistake. For 
(n-en Homer sonu'times nods and if, now and again, the High Oourt’s aid is 
invoked to rouse and ke(‘]) straight a nodding Homei-, 1 ho]K> the Hon’ble 
Mr. Lyon will have no lasting gri(*vance with n'gard to that. Havijig these 
])romin(mt statutory sigiqjosts Ix'fon* thmn. the chanc(*s of nodding will b(* 
less, ddiat is all that this amendment aims at. 1 do not know, Sir, aftm* the 
Oov('rnment’s d('claration, why there should b(' any objection to em])hasiB(* 
the matter and to make it as ch'ar as possible. We are not trying to usurp the 
right for the Ou'poration, as tlic^ Govornmentwill have to samdion tin* loans. 

Th(^ Hon’ble Mr. Surendra Kath llanerji rcd’erred to the division of 
o])iuion in tln^ export’s camp, so far as non-official members are concerned ; 
but we notice* the same division in the olficual (^amp. 

Tli(i Hon’l)le Uai Priya Nath Mukharji’s opinion has great w(‘ight. He was 
S(>cretary to tlu' ( 'Or{)oration foi^along tins* and In* worked vi‘ry satisfactorily. 
Put, what about the Phairman, tin* Hon’bh* Mr. Payne, who is here and has 
most unmistakably said that it would be a gn'at mistake t,o go back upon 
wLat was arrived at at tht* instance' of tin* lat(* Krista Das Pal whost^ battle 
js now Ix'ing fought by his worthy son (Hai II.

amendment. Afti*!* the lurid way in which tin* iLiiage of these fast-decaying 
scientific works has l)(*en i)aint<‘d to-night, we should not lx* able to embark 
on any uinh'rtaking at all, becausi^ in five y(vars — nay less — certain works 
may bt*. obsohdx*. We havi* to take (diances and we have* to take risks, 
d’hosi* who know tin* situation in fihiroix* and America betti*r are taking the 
h'ad and w(' ai*e lollowing them. As tln^ Hon’ble Mr. Chakravarti has 
pointed out, 1 do iif't think tiuU. ix)st(*rity will have anything to comjdain of 
with rt gard to the rigour and sev(*rity tc'wards tln> prodigal son. Of course* 
we have* all to look alter jxisterity. We^ are* trying to elo it in the best way 
ojxmtous. The consfantly-flung ‘fur coat’ the^ory must not stand in the 
way of our doing our eluty anel the whole duty to ourselves and jiosterity.” 

'idle Hon’ble Mr. Paynk said : — 

“Sir, J think that tlie Hon’ble Dr. Rarbadhikari has singulary fail(*d to 
meet the llon’ble^ Pabu Mahondra Nath Ray’s ceintention with regard to the 
perieiel of the? loan anel the life of the work. He has straye3d away from the 
te'ims of this actual amendment as, T think, many members have done in their 
sjieeches, and he has said that, if we cannot fix the exact life of the work, 
we can fix the approximate life. Of course you cannot fix an approximate 
period of a lemn ; ou must fix an exact period, and what he says is — Supposing 
that the life of the work is 50 years, we might take a loan for 40 years. 
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Having said that, will ho kindly road the words of tlu^ aiinMidiiiont and see 
whether they are consistent \\ith what he has said? aniendnunit reads 

as follows : ‘ When a loan is raised for a work the lift' of whieh exceeds 
4^0 years hut does not exceed 00 velars, tin' pc'rio i of rt'paynuMit shall equal 
the life of the work.’ What he is suggesting is sometliiiig (Uitin>ly ditterent 
from the amendment which he is supporting. 

It has been said, Sir, that this anumdment is l)as(‘d upon English 
practice.

It should lx? (mtirc^ly in tluj hamls 
of Gcjvornment. as at pri^sent, to allow or not to allow any cost to Ix' cliargiMl 
to capital. 

The provision inserted in the Bill whicdi I oppose is not in tlu* presmit 
Act ; but has there Ix^.on any dilliculty in tlu^ exerciser (jf the powm* of (govern- 
ment ? Quite recentl}' tht^ Governnuuit had disallov/ed the paynumt of any 
portion of the salaries of municipal (jtficers employed both in r(W(3rui(' and 
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loan workn Ir.om loan funds and the Corporation had to submit to it. The 
revenue fund is ]>aying the entire salaries of such officers. 

If you lay down by a statutory enactment that no portion of the salary 
of any offiecu* not exclusively' employed on loan works will be ))ermittod to 
b(‘ paid init of loan funds, difficulties will arise*. Take for instance 
Mr. llall-Iliirs (^as(‘. H(‘ is the Executive Kngineer in charges of Suburban 

When he is 
appointed to officiat(‘ as (Uiief Engineer, in addition to his ordinary duties, 
as is often tlje cast*, liis additional salary is paid out of revtuiue funds. If the 
prfwist), that no ]>ortion of the salaries of officers not ^exclusively ' employed on 
Imn works would hv charged to capital is passed, then Mr. Hall-llill will not 
|[)(‘ deemed as an offici*r ‘ exclusively ’ (unployed on loan works for the period 
he would be acting as (’hief Engineer and it may be contended that his 
whob‘ salary should be paid out of tlu^ revenue fund. 

Such diffie.ulties might arise, and therefore T resi)ectfully submit that the 
word ‘exclusively’ might be omitted from the Kill.”

Thmi, my Lord, then*, is a difficulty raisixl by commercial mmnbers 
with regard t(.) this qm^Maon. Tlu'y are rat lu'r inclined to judgi* of our 
municipal allairs according to comnu'rcial methods. \\ (41, that is a point 
which 1 cannot (haal with in tlu' same* admirabh' manner as has be(‘n done 
by Mr. ’rui’uer, and if any (UU' has dom* mt* thi* honour to ri'ad tin* pamphlet 
which 1 have circulat(‘d, tin* diffmamci^ Avhicdi he draws betwinm comnim'cial 
and municipal ('nteriu’ises wdll be semi in it. 

1 have stU out Mr. ’rurm‘r’s letter in cjAcnso. It will lx* found at 
pages ()t) and (>7 of my pamplik*!. He says in paragra])hs 2 and J of his 
letter : — 

‘ In my letter of ihr IJth instant, I dra^v att,(*ntion to the fact that it 
is not always correct for a local authority to S('t, asidi* one or two pen* cent, 
as a Sinking Fund, unless the ])Orcentage bears a ndntion to the life of the asset. 
In my paper n'ported in the Accountant of tin* 27th Ainul, 11)12, I mention that 
it w’as a common j^ractice for commercial undertakings to do this. It may 
ai^pear not quite correct to condemn a local authority for doing what a private 
c(mcern may do. May 1 brietly state what I mean ? 

‘ A local authority has not any capital excei)t tlu^ power to levy a rate or 
assessment to providi* works of public utility. A private concern may provide 
its capital in many ways, either by tin’s issue of shares or loan capital, and 
it may within very wide limits vary the nature of its capital. In such case 
the writing oil* of wastt'd ass(d.s is effected by charging the profit and loss 
account with the proper amount of depreciation, whicli is quite distinct from 
tin* repayment of the loan.’ 

My Lord, 1 dare not go further and explain more in detail what all this 
means, because it would occupy time. T am now really direct irt]^ my words 
‘to Hon’ble Members wdio can understand for themselves without my efiteriiig 
into 6ny4ttrtiier e^^pltaaticm. 
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Later, Mr. 'J\inu‘r says : ' TIk* setting’ asitit* ol a Sinking Fund hy a local 

jiuthoi'ity is the proviwiou cuiiiiiiiiiial capital to l»e r(‘presented, as far a!^ 
possible, by actual aBsets, and this can only be eai-rh^d out by making the i.rni .if 
the loan and the life of the asset eo-t (‘rnunoiis. ddiis cannot be doiu‘ by lixing 
an arbitrary periixl of whatevcn* hnigtli. Llu‘ (jin'stiiai of tlie ri'lation biiwri'ii 
the Sinking Fund and dei>reciation is a cliHieult oiu'. I iiave made a lengiliy 
investigation into the qiu\stion and tln^ gmieral eonelnsion to which 1 hjivt' 
arrived is, that when* tlie lib* of tlu' asst't lM*arr> a relation to tin* jun iod of 
th(* loan, and there is not. any rt'sidnal value, tin* twai funds are t‘(jui\ah‘nt 
OAan* the \vhoh> ])(>nod, although not so dui*mg (*a(*h year.

Mr. ddirner jirotaHnls, * in conclusion, 1 hopi' that, wdial. 1 ha\c writti ii you 
will b(^ of use. and that you will lx* succu*sslul in inducing tin* ( b iverniinxit 
to adopt your vl(>w’s.

AIunl(*lpal < 'orpora- 
tions havt' no (capital <*xccpt. their borrow'ing cajiaclty, which de])en Is on 
the rates and tax'es. 

T projiose ‘.o examliK* (A) flu* system ])rovid(*d by law^ for tin* ( ’alciitta 
Corporation of a fixed proportionate* contribution to b(' made ])(*riodicai ly ; 
(R) that of equated loans ; and (C), which I may describe as the jiresiuit 
perfected form of c-ontributions now ado])ted in England for r(‘])aymmit 
according to tluj lib^ of each iti'in of work included in tin* total aggri'gati* 
amount of a single loan raisixl for tin* construction ol sc'vm’al works. 

For illustration, 1 will take a loan of Us. d, 00, ()()(), for thrta* it(*ms of we)rk, 
each of the value of Us. 1,00,000 and of tin* lib* of (1) 15 yiaars, {'2) dO \ears 
and (3) 60 years, resjiectively, and I vvill coiujian* tln^ relativt* merits of tlieso 
three sy.s terns.

comjie'lled to (miitributo tow«ards its cost, witlujut der]\ui]g any 
btuiefit from the work; 

(3) for the item mith a life of 60 years, ratepayers will liave jiaid the 

whole cost in 47 years and thonxifter, for a period of Id years, 
its l>enefits would l>e enjoyed by those avIio wouhl not he 
contributing at all towards its cost. Under (5). tin* hardship 
on those who have paid wholly for the cost, and the iinfairncBs, 
in that the ratepayers of a later period an3 not called upon to 
contrihute tewardsit, is obvious; but tln^ kJisadvaniagi's vrill 
be even better appreciated when it is undcu'Stood that the

Item (2) is worn out in JO .years; Imt the annual contribution must 
continue for 5 y.xirs after it has ceased to exist.

It therefor.' is not surprising that system ‘ P. ’ was also abamloned aft.'r 
trial.

only for so long as its durability lasts, and ceas.'s w'lth its iieriod ol utility. 

Tlu' scheme is' work.'d in tlie following manner, tli.' rate ol growth ol th. 
contribution to the Sinking Fund being calculated with eomiaound interest at 
3 per lor —

It is in coiniection with tln^ last -numtioned hcIkuiu' of rejiaynumt that tin' 
importance ol the distinction bi'twi'on the j)(‘ri(xl of rt'payinmit of (hdamtures 
and of loans is best la^alizial. My Lord, tin' Seh'ct (hnnmilte(^ on tin' 
Application of Sinkin^r Funds in tln^ Fvereisi* of tin' Jh)rrowin^r 
Powers of Municipal ( h)rporations havt' distinctly stated tliat tin' lilb of the 
debenture may be the sann‘ pi'rioil as tin* Join, or loncft'r or short, m’. Jt is 
not necessary to be co>terininous ; but it must lu' clearly understood t hat tin* 
iSinking Fund (;annot be confused with the lile of a work, and tln^ period of 
rejiayment of debi'iitun's <loes not dt'jxmd on tin' lile of a work, and 
dc'bmitures should not be (U)n fused with tin* life of a work. A di'lxmture is a 
contract b('tvvei‘n the ( Corporation aiul tin* (hPi'iitu re-holders. Wdth re/^^fard 
to the lih' of a work, that is alto^i'ther a distinct and separatt* priin'iph*, and 
tln'y cannot and should 11 )t in any way lx* (tonfusi'd. It is W('ll n'co^niz«.*d, 
I r('p(‘at, in tln'ory and practice, that debentures can be issiu'd for the same

Now, my Lord, a Municipal Corporation ordinarily undertakers works of a 
recurring character from loan funds. Jt wouhb lx* a simjde; matter for the 
Covernment, in communication with the* (F)q)oratie)n, to fix the* elurability 
qf each such works, and classify the‘in in a schedule. W heuicver an 
uppliqation might tlien be made for a loan, the periexi for repayment for each 
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item could easily and exyxMlitiously be fixed ; and in the event of an excoi>- 
tional work bcin^ eontein]d:itod which is not included in the Schedule there 
would b(‘ no ])ract.ical dilliculty in arriving without dtday at tlu'. lif(‘ of tlie 
work, and prescribin^i: th(‘ ])(‘riod of n'payment accoi'dingly. So, my Lord, 
tlicna* is no difficulty to t'X[)ericnC(‘d in iixin.i>’ tln^ lih^ of (rich work. 

I ]iav(‘ s(‘nn a rt'-j^ular RcheduhMiseil in c ‘i-taiii corporations in 0 re it Hritain 
in wliich (certain works ar(‘ si‘t. down as lann/jf of a certain hm^^tli of timc.% 
and when apjtlicttion is niad(‘ for a loin, you look down this sclu'diile and 
you fix tin' pmaod of rei)ayinent accordingly. If you think there is danger 
of any kind of a work b(‘Coniing obsoletip you take that into account. It is 
th(‘ continuing utility of a work that is all that W(; have to look at. and 
I pray that that contmition may be allowtxi. 

My submission consistently has been that, what(‘vt‘r tiu' lib* of a work, 
wh(‘tlier a short or a long lifts the tinny f(jr ns ayment must bt' fix(*d accord- 
iiigly, within tln^ limit of (>0 y(‘ars. 1 no more (basin' that dO yi'ars should be 
fixed on account of a work of tin' durability of io yt'ars than tliat that ])oriod 
should b(^ fixed on account of a woi-k of the durability of (>0 years, ddu' illustra- 
tion of the thr('e iti'ins of work Avhich 1 have ])res('nred is intt'Uih'd to show that 
the syst(‘m, which now ’s apiirovtal, of contributions into tin* Sinking Fund 
for tin' distdiarg<^ of loans, is ada.])t(‘d to nu'C't varying dt'gn't's of durability 
(.)f works, the aggia^gati' (tost of which is to bt' borrowi'd in (jin* sum. 

^^)U bori’ow in oiu' sum, l)ut, so far as tin' (tost of ('ach Is ('oncerned, the 
rat(‘])ayers of Jo yc'ars j)ay for tint cost ol a work of lb yctars’ dumtion, and 
tint ratejiayers of JO yi'ars pay for the cost of a work of JO yi'ars, and so on. 
Hut it is not sufficic'iit to (un])loy a nn'thod of cnintribiition wliich appears to be 
correct, nor will it b(t suflicii'iit to fix a maximum jntriod, Inwvc'ver high, for 
the repayment of loans. It is essential to know, and to adh(*re to, tint true 
])rinciple on which the method of rt'payment is foiuuhtd. Mi' find that priii- 
ci})le incorporated in tin* English Fublic Health Act of 187'), that it may 
stand as a diri'ction and guidit to tlu' resp(^)nsible authoritif's in considering 
tint v(‘ry important (juestion at the time for tlu' n'paynn'iit of loans. I will 
give tilt' tt'iuns of tlu' clausit in that btthalf from the English St'itutt' : — 

‘ In d(ttermining tlie time wlu'n a loan shall b(' rej)ayable, the Local 
( lovernmt'ijt Hoard shall hav(' ri'gard to thi' ])rol)abl(‘ duration 
and (tontinuing utility of tin' works for which tin' loan is n'tjuiritd.’ 

If it has Ix't'ii conslth'ri'd advisabh' by Parhann'iil to stati' the 
prlnei])l(' with jiri'iusion in Statute law a])j)licabht io municipal cor])oi*atioiJB 
inLrt'at lint, am, wht'rt' I'Xpert l)('partm('nt,s of ( lovi'nimi'iit t'Xi'rcise control, 
it si'i'ins iin])ossibh' to find valid la^ason foi* rejecting tlu' ]n‘incu])h', oi* its 
eX])r('ssion, in an Act to a]y.ily to our local iMunici])al (.'or])oi*at.ion. 1 have 
forniu lath'd ann'inlnn'iits m this behalf, by Avay of addition to clausi' 128 i^f 
tin' Hill. I hav(‘ ada])ted si'iuion 2J> 1 of tin' English Fuldic Hi'altli Act 
in a i’oi’in to mei't any ])ossib](‘ obji'ction that may l)e tak(*n. I t.iiink lhat, in 
the c.ontrol givi'u to the (lovi'innnnit, the considi'ration of tin' advisability 
and exjx'dii'ncy of a loan is implu'd. 1, liow('V('r, hav(^ pia'fixed a proviso 
to make it char that, wln'n a loan has been actually sanctioni'd, the principle 
of tlu' Ixnglish Statuti' shall ajiply, but that the intention is not to limit the 
discia'tion of Oovernnu'iit with la^gard to the borrowing capacity of the 
(yOi‘j>oral ion, nor, with regard to the amount of tin' loan, tin; effect of impend- 
ing exjK'uditurc of anv ('xceptional and unexpecti'i^l character, such as may 
be causi'd. as, for instance, by the silting up of the IJidyadhari river, or in 
considt'i'ing tin' comparativi' necessities of tin' Corporation for borrowing 
immediately or in tin* near future^ or any similar qui^stion. 

My Lord, J am anxious that this j^rinciple of tln^ life of an asset should 
be acceptt'd, because unhiss that is accepted, what is rc'garded as the ])er- 
feidcd system of contribution cannot be ado])ted. Now with regard to what I 
have called a perlecti^d system. Is there anything to be said against this ? 
If it is that it would be loo much trouble to have this system of fixing the 
period of each l(3aii, I would ask — Why is it that the trouble that may be entailed

])resi‘nt anu'nd men ts. Hnt t.her(‘ wi'i'e co e i h'l al ions 'in d jin^st ions underlying 
my Iion’hle Friend’s am(*ndtnent.s whic!) I. lor my part, thought, wma* op ‘u to 
criticism, and 1 tln^ia’hna* liid not, say anyt.h'iig I have brought. l(M'wai'd an 
anu‘ndment. whudi is Iree h’otn. and nie(*ts all. the oh |(‘(•|,n)ns t.hat have' ho'*n 
takt‘n so lar in rel .'t.ioii to t.he projiosal oj my lion hh* Iriend, and to he t.witt.'*(l

Thellon’hh* Mk. Stkpii knson, continuing, said : — 

‘'Tim fact nunains that tin* (hnincil n-ji'cted an amendtm'nt which 
was to the c‘liect that tin* durability ol a work should la* tlni sole 
consideration in fixing tin* jn-riod oi a loan. lie* Hon bio Mmnber s 
speech consists voiy largely of Slotting up ])U])))'*ts lor tinv ploasiirt*. of 
knocking tluun down. He has destroyed s<‘Vt*ral ])Uppcts which we liad not 
set up, and the remainder oF the sp(*c(di si'cms to me to consist of cr)[m>us 
extracts, with marginal explanations, from his work on tin* Loans Lill. I lie 
Hon’ble Member has very kindly sent me a cr)py of that work, and I have 
studied it. I do not proposi*, how(*vcr, to revif'W it in Council, mon^ especi- 
ally as the Hon’lile Aleinber, al the beginning of his speech, admitted that 
the continuing utility is not tlie sole consideratir)n, and he went on to say 
that he only wishes that due regard sliould be had to tlio continuing utility. 
That is the position the Couiicii tr^ok up yesterday and that is the position 
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which Cilov'crnnioiit have up, aud the Governiiiont of India have definir(dy 

Htatiul that they will have due regard to the continuing utility of tln^ work, 
and therefore I think that tlu^ Ilon’b](^ Member’s wishes are fully mt't. 1 
should lik(‘ on this ])oint to say oik; thing about the opinions with which he 
has laslnul (JovernuKuit from Municipal Corporations and Treasurers at home. 
1 do not wish to go into tlnun, l)Ut 1 will only say that, from the two which he 
has quoted, it would appear that a very great deal lies in what the terms of 
rof(;renc(; were. In one ease we are told that one authority has written 
that the grant of a period of 80 years, irresjieetive of the life of a 
work, is unsound. Covtoaiment do not propos(; 80 years irresfK^etive of the 
lile of a work. It was m^vov th(‘ Covernment’s intention to give a pt;riod of 
80 yiiars for a loan for a l.")-y(‘ar work. The se.cfnid opinion was tha^t, in fixing 
the payment to th(‘ sinking fund at 1 or ^2 ])er ecuit., (xovernment are 
following the pra(;tie<‘ whieli was al)andone<l years ago in England. The 
jiraetice that is thus conihunmMl is tirecisely the practice^ in force under tin; 
pr(;8(‘nt Act. It is jireeisely th<' practice which we are abandoning, and which 
this liill was brought in to abandon and to tin; abandonment of which, 
wlnm I first introduced tlu‘ Hill, the ( ’orporation obji^ctiMj. ] think, tlu'n'- 
fora;, it is clear that tin; value of these opinions of p(;oph; who undoubt(Hlly 
art; (;xp(U*ts in tlnur own lim; d(*])ends vt'ry much upon what tln^ ttinjois of 
the reh'rtmee wer(‘, and until we havt^ seen tlnun 1 do not think we can 
say that tln‘S(; gtmtlennm at home art' against tin' ])ro])osals that Covtuai- 
nnmt ])Ut forvvai'tl. It would not be altogetln'r t'asy to follow 1 In* 1 loii’bh'

continuing utility of tin; work. That b(*ing so, we can eoim* to the ann*iid- 
m(;nts to which, if 1 may vc'utun* to say so, the Hon’lde M(*mber lias ])aid vi'iy 
S(;ant att(;ntion in the course of tin* oration to which tin* House has ])e('n listi'U- 
ing for the last hour. Tin* amendnn'nts ari* two. The first, is that — 

‘ rrovidi;d also that, in deti'rmining the amount of any loan sought to 
b(* i*aised und(*r this Act, tin* Local Covi'iniin'iit or tin* Covern- 

nn*nt of India, as tin; case may be, shall have regard to tin* 

pi’ovisions of section L‘U) and to tin; juT'Seiit and future n;sourc(;s 
and r(;(juirenk*nts of tin* Corporat ion.’ 

and the second is — 

‘ IVovidtM also that, in (h‘t(*rmining the period when any loan so 
rais(*d shall l>e repayable, the Covi'rnnu'ut shall hav(‘ regard 
to t.he probabh* duration and continuing utility of tin* works in 
res])ect of which the same is re(tuin;d.’ 

In the first jilaca*, 1 think it is clear that the genesis of these two 
annunlnn'uts is that,, at, tin* back ol tin; Hon’bh* Member’s mind. In* i*(;alizes 
that tlnu’c an; otin*r considerations which must come in in any case. The 
(jUestion that tin* ( iovtuuimeiit. of India has to consider is — ln*ther it shall 
grant a loan of smdi an amount to the Corporation, d his cannot lx; di'cided 

only on consideration of the durability of a work. The Hoii’ble M(>mber, 

realising that, st;i*ks to make an absolutely fictitious distinction between the 
amount of the loan and tin* jieriod of the loan.’ 

Tin; llon’ble Mu. ArcAU said ; — 

So far as tin* first amendment is concerned, I will withdraw it if the 
Hon’bh; Mtmiber dot's not want it.” 

Th(; Hon’ble Mu. SimuiENsoN, continuing, said : — 

“ For this distinction ht^ has given no authority either in practice or in 
books. Tim llon’ble Mi*ml>er says he is willing to withdraw tin; first part of 
the motion, and 1 would only point out that all it really amounts to is that 
the Covernnii^nt of India or the Local Government shall have regard to the 
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provisions of this Act ; aiul it is absoliitt^ly without lout that vou 

should put into a statute that Govoriiiii uit shall have to th(‘ provisions • 

of that particular statute. Of course they have got to have regard to it, 

Tlio only question therefore is whether we shall put it in the staUitt' or 
not. The intention o[ the Government of India is ptu-h^ctly explicit, 
Hon’ble Meunber wants it to bt^ put into the statute because it is in the 
Public Health Act at home ; but I would point out that there is consid- 
erable diff(^rence betw(‘en Acts at honu* and Acts out hen*. It is incon- 
ceivable that a public body at home would t(^st tin* dis^ision of tlu^ Local 
Government Board with regard to the period of loan i)}’ application to tlu* 
Lower courts. I think the Council will realises that it is not inconceivable 
that a corporation in India should go to the High Court for an injunction 
on the Government of India ordering them to fix a givtm j)eriod for a loan 
because there is this provision in the A(;t. It is a well-known ]>rineiple of 
legal drafting that the more yon put into a Bill the more you (^xclmh* ; if 
you say that one thing shall b(^ dom*, twenty f)thto* things may not b.* doin*. 
If you put this into the Bill, that GoverniiKUit shall havt^ due n^ganl to iht^ 
probabh^ duration, jmu thcnd)y inen^asi* the possibillti(5s of raising tin- })resump- 
tion that Government may not have* regard to the other considerations wliieli 
the Hori’ble Member’s own authority says must Ix^ regard(*d. 'rii(‘n‘for(^, my 
Lord, I can siio no advantage! in placing this actually in the statute. Wd* 
have th(^ letter of the GovernuKUit of India, which gives tin* lIoiTble 
Member practically all lu* wants and I think the?-** a?-** very distinct 
disadvantages in putting this exjiression of intt^ntion into the Act. Tln*r(‘for{> 

I oppose the amendimmt,” 

The Hon’ble Bai Radiia Ciiauan Pal Bahadur said : — 

My Lord, the lloti’b’e Mr. Apear has iiiovcmI ain(‘nd nnoi ts Nos. 8A and 
8B, but 1 believe that he has withdrawn his amendmiMit No. SA.” 

The PRKSIDENT said : — 

'rhe ameiiduKiiit cannot bi*. withdrawn e.x(*-(*})t with the j)ermission of 
the House.” 

The Hoii’ble Bai Badha Ciiauan Pal BAiiADiiit, continuing, said : — 

“ My Lord, as thc^ Hon’ble Mr. Apear has said nothing witJi i-egai*d to 
motion 8A, 1 suppose lie pro[>osos to withdraw that anieinlnnuit, ddi<u*(*lore 
I will not touch upon that. 

Then, with n^gard to motion 8l>, inyLord, what w*^ find is that the llon’ble 
Mr. Apear practically sugg<^sts in a modified form what was suggested in a pre- 
vious amendment, that the basis of fixing the p(*riod ol n‘])aynient ol loan 
should be the durability and continued utility of tin* work. M> Lord, as some 
objection has betm raised to the words that tin* perio*! of n*j:)ayment of loan 
shall be equal to the life of the work, 1 b(di(»ve that the aiiKunlment whicli has 
now been iiiovihI by the Hon' ble Mr. Apear obviates the difiiculty that lias beiui 
raised by the interpretation put by tln^ Hon’ble Babu .Malnmdra Nath Bay. 
My Lord, it is quite clear from tin* hotter of tln^ Government of Bmgal. as wtdl 
as that of the Govorniiiont of India, that the inttuition ol the Government of 
India is that, in fixing the period of n*payment of the loan, the (juestion of 
durability and continued utility will be takmi into consideration. In 
that respect, I believe, the Govtirnment and the memb(M-s of (kiuncil 
agree ; but the difference is this, that the Hon’bh^ Mc'inbc^r in chai^ge dot's 
not desire to insert that expression, apprehending tliat it may giv<* ris(^ 
to ditliculties in future. My Lord, 1 believe, the Hon’bh^ M(;mber in rliargo 
of the Bill refers to the friendly suit which was instituted by the Coi-jxirati on 
with regard to the application of the common sinking fund for r(‘pay]nent 
of the loan. It is well known to the Ilon’ble Memlxir and to many Members 
of this Council that it was a friendly suit instituted in the High Court 
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* in orcl(M' to oliioidatt^ the position of the (Corporation. Tln'rofore I do 

not think that it Rhoiild lx; taken as if the Cor])oration was acting’ in a way 
hostile to (Government.” 

Thn ll{)n’l)l(‘ Mk. Stkphknson said : — 

‘ My Lord, I may explain that the mattin* of the friendly suit was not in 
my mind.” 

I'ho. Jlon’hhi ItAi Ladha (JiiAiiAN Pal Patiadui: said : — 

*‘MyLord,il thes(‘ words are iris(‘rted I do not think that it would 
complicat(> th(^ situation in any way. It th(>r(‘ is any douht as to the 
7n(\aning ol t!j(‘Ht‘ words. 1 think tln^ llon’hh* M(Mnl)(‘r wdl do well to sugg(‘st 
any wording oi* modification in the anumdment whi(di will o])viatt‘ the 
ddficulty whicli, he fears, may Ik* rais(‘d in fiitun^ hecaus^^ tin* vi('vvs of 
tin* llon’hle M('mlK‘r in chai’ge (xuneide with ours. I desii’(‘ to bring 
to Your IL\(K‘lhmcy’s no‘,ice that, as a mattin* of fact, it aj))K\ars from 
tin* pa])ers which I havi* iiccn abb* to ol)tain r(*lating to tin* London

Tln^ fIon’bl(> Hi;. Hkiia Pkasad Sakiiaihiikaki said : — 

“My Lord, the ann*ndment of the Hon’ble Mr. Apear I’eally occu])i(*s a 
very much lower jilant* than tin* oin*. wi* dis(*ussed last night and to which the 
Ilon’ble Mr. kStejihenson refmi’ed. Many of tln^ olijections that applied to 
yc'sterday’s auu'iidment do not apply to tliis amendment, and there has been 
no attempt on tin* part of tln^ Ilon’ble Mmnber in ehai’gi^ to show that they 
do so aj)])]y. 

jMy Loi*d, the letter of the G()Yern7nent of India makes an important 
concession, and all that this amendment seeks to do is to have a clear statu-^ 
tory acknowledgment of that principle laid down. The question of dui*ability 
is not to b(^ tilt' sob* factor according to the letter of the Government, and 
this amendnii'nt dot>s not st'ck to place it any higher than that, nor dofis it 
seek any vei*y accurate matln>inatical deduction which was a puzzle to many 
Members yestei’day. All that the amendment asks for is that the Govern- 
ment shall have due regard to the probable dui’ation and the continued utility

Then* will be no 
ellective litigation, if tluna' b(‘ no g(»od cans(' and I think wt‘ need noi be 
nervous about that. Tlnua' has been finly one instaiua', I Ix'lieve, in which 
th(‘re was a friendly suit by consimt t.) whi(‘h tin' llon’bh' Ibai Ibadha Cliaran 
Pal Bahadur rc'fei-red, but. ap' licability of which has been disclainn'd by tin* 
Hon’bh' Mi'inbiu* in charge. Pln'r*' has been no fruitful soiiiax' of lit-igatioii 
witli regard to an uncu'ilain state of the law, and now that maltc'rs are 
to be furtlnu’ si'cured t In' <‘.!ianees of litigation will be miu'h h'ss. Bill if 
there is goo<l causi' for going to tin' High (’oiirt, ])eoj)lt‘ will in'Vt'r be deterrixl 
from lit igation liy Inxlging jirovisions lik(‘ those. That, nervous appri'ln'iision 
by itsi'lf omglit. not to preelude oiir making (jiiite ch'aras t.o what is j)assing 
in on r minds and which, following the (lovernnient of India concession, we 
desire delinitely t.o h'gislat e. We have go| t.o bear in mind that tin' (io\ei-n>

‘‘My Lord, befon* the mader is jiiil. to tin' \'ot(‘, 1 (h'siri* to associate 

myself with the amendmt'nl which has be m ])la(‘i'd befori' thethxiiicil by 
the llon’bh' Mr. Ajxnir. Thm*e, si'ems t.o me to b<* siiiricicnt agrei'ineiit 
b(‘twi‘(*n tin' niovei* of tin' ann'inlment and t he ( lovi'rnment, and the only 
(pK'stioii is wlietiier what the llon’bh' Mr, Ap(*.ar jirojxises should be iiicor- 
])orat(‘d in the. law or not. The llou’bh' Almnbrr m chaige s<'<'ms to ha\e a 
sort of aj)]>rehcmsion that, if that wen* done, it might give rise to trouble, 
ddie spectre of litigation ilasln*s ac.ross his vision, and In' siijijiorted himself 
partly in that vii'w by what took jilaca' in tho jiast, history of the (Corporation 
in its ]-elations with tlie (iovi'rnment ; but 1 understand lliat it was a frn'iidly 
suit — and not. only a frii'mlly suit but. it was a suit. st.art.iMl as tlu' result, of a 
coiifert'nci'. In'lwi'im the rejiri'Seiitati V(*s of the, (jovernnn*nt and tin' )*eprese.nta- 
tivt'S of the (./or|)oration. The object of the suit, was to ('lucidate tin' legal 
position of the (corporation. As my friend (Uai It. (h Pal Bahadur) has just 
pointed out, it is not 1 iki'iy tliat sucdi a frii'iidly suit will b('start('<l agaiiM'Xcejit 
under similar Cf-inditions. It may lx* that the ( Corporation may not use tin* legal 
powers l)ut any ratepayer might do so. My Lord, we are alter all not 
a litigious pi'ople as Bonn' imagiiu' us to Ix'. The laeln'S of tin*. ( Coigioration 
are as numerous and as countl(:HS as tin' sands on the seashore and yc't how 
many suits have been instituted in tin' High (Court or idsewherf' ? TakiJ for 
instance the' question of tho watt'r-supply. It is incumlx'nt on tho (Jorf)ora- 
tion l>y Statute to give us continuous vvator-supiily, but they have, not Ix'en 
able to do so and yet tln're have' Ixa'U no suits, so far as I know. W'e have 
got our own business to att<‘nd to and cannot think of suing tin*. (Corj)oration 
tor laches like thesti. This (Council knows V(*ry well how many la^'lics 
are committed in connection with the disposition of charitalde endowirn*nts. 
Our mahants and matwalis dissipate puidic funds in a most scandalous way. 
There have been many complaints and protc'sts, but how many suits have 
been instituted ? Occasionally a patriotic p(*rson, concerned in tho administra- 
tion of these funds, perhaps moves the (Court, but lie does not always command 
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the financial roROurcea nocesaary to proaecute the case and collapses. 
Therefore, my Lord, the apoctre of litigation is one which really may 
vanish from our vision, and inasmuch as there is a substantial agreement 
between Government and the non-official Members, so far as this matter 
is concerned, I think that statutory effect may be given to it by providing 
it in the Hill. I do hope that the Hon’ble Member in charge will see hia way 
to accept the amendment moved by the Hon’ble Mr. Apcar. ” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Lyon said : — 

“ My Lord, I do not think that I need add very much to what my hon’ble 
friend Mr. Stephenson has said already, but several other points have 
been dealt with by subsequent apeakers. With reference to the Hon’ble 
Mr. Apcar’s very long speech, I wish emphatically to endorse the remarks made 
on it by the Hon’ble Mr. Stephenson. It seema to me, with all pcssible respect 
for M r. Apcar’s erudition and his researches into these matters, that it is 
somewhat hard on this (^nincil to have to discuss this question afresh to-day, 
aeeing that tlie Hon’ble Mr. A])car did not favour us with hia views 
when it was discussed at consideral)le length yesterday, and yet the points 
which he has raised now are almost exactly those which were debated 
yesterday. Tlu^ llon’ble MeniluM* took extra time to d(ual with this case, 
l)ecause he said he was pressing two amendments. But wlum my hon’ble 
friend Mr. Stc^jffienson referred to one of those amendments, Mr. Apcar 
at onc(^ said, with some contempt in his voice, that he was perfectly willing to 
withdraw that auKuidnumt. If this Ix^ so, I can only (‘xpress my regret 
that the Hon’ble Member should have taken so long in moving it, or 
rather, should have taken extra time to move it and then, to all intents 
and purposes, not done so. This (k)uncil has important functions to 
perform, and 1 submit that its time should not be treated in this fashion. 
The Hon’ble Mr, Apcar waxed indignant over the imaginary ndusal of 
the Government to adopt principles long ac(H‘pted in England. The 
best answer to that is, ‘Head tlu' Government of India’s letter’. 
He has in fact failed throughout his speech to deal with the real 
point, and we are obliged to the Hon’bh^ Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur 
for bringing us back to it, and to the llon’ble Mr. Surendra Nath Banerji 
for dealing with it. That [)oint really is — whether this principle, which has 
been accepted by the Government of India, is to be put on to the Statute- 
book or not. I ventunxl to say something yi^sterday in dealing with this 
matter and we came to a conclusion on that point. I gave tlum some reasons 
why it was undesirable that we should bring these words on to the Statute- 
book, and T do not wish to take up tlu^ tinu' of the Housi^ in repeating my 
view that it is somewhat dangerous at th(‘ present moment to restrict and 
fetter the discretion of the Government of India in dealing with tlu^ terms 
of these loans. It is not the time wluui we should do anything to weaken 
in any way the cnxlit of the (Corporation, and I do believe that, in removing 
these restrictions and these; safeguards, we shall to a certain extent 
injure the credit of the (Corporation. ’ 

The Hon’ble Ur. Ueba Prasad Sarbadhikari said with emphasis that, if 
there were no good cause for litigation, there would never be any. I am 
doubtful whether any of the Hon’ble and learned Members of this Council who 
plead before the High Court will entirely endorse that view. 1 think that this 
Council would hardly be prepared to acce|)t a statement that when there 
is no real cause for litigation no litigation over takes place. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Surendra Nath Banerji referred again to the friendly 
suit which took place between the Corporation and the Government in the 
High (Court. I can only but emphasise Mr. Stephenson’s personal explanation 
that no reference whatever has been made to that suit. Such a suit is 
entered upon with the concurrence of both parties in order to clear up 
some difficulty which has occurred in the interpretation of an Act. The sort 
of litigation to which he referred is entirely different and I do think that 
there is some danger of these matters being brought into the Civil Courts.

Tlu;n then' is anothc'r point. If the common sinking fund is a system that 
must cause; shortage', it will be inherc'iit in the syste'in. In Lombay tlu'ro 
is a e;ommon sinking fund, but there' is no complaint of shortage^, nor is tlu;re 
any talk of the' ceunmoii sinking being changc'd for a se'parale sinking fund. 
In England a common sinking fund is approved and is almost univi'rsally 
inaintaimHl. I undc'rstand that it is exceptional to find separate sinking 
funds. At first in Great Lritain, Municipal Corporations started with separate 
sinking Funds, tliey have advanced and a common sinking funel is almost 
univers;d. They have' master minds there who consider these questions, and 
when they fimi that one system is not as good as anotlu;r, tlu'y adopt the now 
systeun. The-y consult the best interests of administrations entrusted to their 
charge. Iltu’e we art' going back after having started a common sinking fund 
in 1876, long btdore tiu'y started it in England. When the common sinking 
fund has been a])pr )Ve*d, afteu* trial, in England, vV(; are to be made to say 
‘ We' do not want a coiumon sinking fund. were in advance of you, and 

we were right, but by a most unfortunate mistake, we; are going back to 
the separate sinking fund system, which lias been condemned after good 
reason, ;ifter trial by you.’ 
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If vve have, for eS years, maintainiHl a coiiiiiioii sinking IiukI, what is the 
reason that wo are re(]alre<l to change? iSurely we want tin' st rongosl* 
posHible reasons to justily such a 'ciiaiige. Are tin' r(>as()ns ri‘lit'<l on. that 
there has lieon a shortage, ainl if -so, w.* must S('i\ what has Itul toih<‘ 
shortage? It will not lie in tlie month ol‘ the hon’l)le nienihei* in c*Iiai*ge, it 
we liad siiprenn? eonliilenc ^ in the law that was givmi to iis hy tin* (iovern- 
ment. Wo trusted tliat law, and that law was foniul to ho doroetivt*, and 
owing to tln^ deddets in tin* law IimI to tins unfortnnato shortage. Tlie 
Government liave expn'ssly recog/iisod that tin* law is (h'feetivo. It was 
necessary either to detine t.ln* in 'aning ot 'preserilunl period’ or to speedy 
the preserihiMi pi.*riod ot a loan, and tin; omission of a singh* pln'ast* in one 
section of tln^ Act has caust'l all our diilicnltiies. I have gom* into this 
question very fully in my Not ; of Ihssent to which 1 would rt‘ft'r hon’hle 
memhors. An extract ladating to idn* <]Uestion is si;t out, for tin* inon* ready 
referenct; of hon’hh; m *nil)(‘rs who may dtesin* tolx* iid‘oi-mt*d, in t he paniphh't 
that I have cii’culated. It is snpjiosod that when tin; ih'hentu ri's wt'n; issiiiMl 
for 30 years, that tlio loan was to Ik; repaid in 30 years. Wln‘r(;as wt* know 
on a oontrihutioii of 1 per cimt. it will take; 47 years. The tinn; for tin* extinc- 
tion of a loan depends, in some measure, on the rattMif growt h to he calculated 
at comy^ouiKl intori;st. Tin; rate was not givi'ii to us hy ( loverniiKUit, until so 
late as lh()7, so that wo la^ally c )uld not know prei;is(*ly the ' pr(;scriht;d 
period ’ for on r loans, that was 47 yi'ars, although wt; have heen issuing loans 
from 187(), until tin* year 1907. Is it right for tin; ( iov(*riimont. to say that

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• Even though we have continued to maintain a common sinking fund 
for nearly *h) years, and the onus should be on those who seek to cliange 
the systoiii, we are asked by these who are unfamiliar wn’th municipal 
administration to justify a common sinking fund. The separate sinking 
fund was used at first after the y)assiiig of the English Public Elealth 
Act of ISTb, but it was early found to be faulty and we have tlie best 
proof of all, that th(‘. common sinking fund is the better system, by the 
almost universal adoption of the c( mmon sinking fund by municipal 
administration in Great P>ritain. I will quote from IVIr. Fhuning’s work, 
on “ Sinking Fund and Loan l{(*paym(mt ” in the se'cond ('dition published in 
1S1)7 ; ‘‘ To keef) a separate sinking fund account in n'spect of every loan is 
imy)raoticable, and the necessity fe>r an alteration of the law requiring a 
separate' sinking fund fen* every loan may be seen from an (‘xamph'. Say, a 
local authority ben-rems fifty sums of £](■() eacli, the* whole to be' redc'cme'd 
within P)() years by me'ans e)f sirdving funeis. The* rate of intf'rest ] aid on the 
le)ans is £4 per ea'ut., ami the', sinking funeis are* bast'd on a ))er cont» 
rate, anel are* inve'ste'd in eenisols. At the^ e*nd of the fifth year, the^ amount 
in e'ach sinking funel slmuhl be* £11 2(1., etr £7)57 libs*, or/, in the 

aggre'gate*. ddu' le)eal aullmrity cannot, as belore state'd, l(\gally apply a 
sinking fund in re'payiiH'iit of any othe'r loan than that in respect e)f which 
it is se't aside, anel if, with a vie w te) e'flfect a saving in tin* amount e)f intere*st 
paid to the* le*nele'rs, the'y eh'sire to ajqdy £r>()0, j)art of the' a 2 gre*gat(^ sinking 
funeis, towards tJie^ re'paynu'nt e)f loans, the'y must j)ay e>ib say, £10 in 
respe'ct e)f each loan, if tlu'y can so arrange with the* h'lieh'rs.

‘‘ It isfounel in practice* that the^ Local Gove'rnme'nt Hoard do not insist on 
se'parate*, sinking funeis being forme'd anel apjdied in re'SjH'ct e)f e'ach sum 
borrowed, howu've'i* small, e)f an aggregate amount authorize'd, but so far as 
practicable, they tre'at the aggre'gate* amount authorized or be)rre)wed as the 
loan in res])ect of which the sinking funel has to be* S(*t apart.” 

Later he says : — ‘‘Much ince)nveni(‘nce‘ is (^xperienceal by local authen-ities 
kc'eping a niimbe'r of se'parate sinking funds, in the* application e)f such funds 
te)W’arels the' reqDayme'iit e)f le)ans It fre'que'iitly haj)p(‘ns that the aggn'gatc' 
amount in t he' several sinking funds is suffieu’c'nt te> reMleem a loan falling elue, 
or wdiicdi it is eje^sire'd to r('])ay. but as only erne* e)f tln^ sinking funeis is usually 
applicable* to the* re'payment of that particular loan, the le)e*al authority are^ 
unable te) ap])ly any othe*r sinking fund.”

Mr. (dare) (City Treasure'r of Ihrmingham) wu'ite>s to me under the date 
5th August, 1915 : — 

1 am quite) in agre*e'inent with you in your opinion that it is not 
ne'cessary to keep a sinking fund for each loan, separate and 
elistinct from each other. This is impe)rtant as a matter of book- 
keej)ing, but it is quite unne*cessary from the point of view of 
management of the funds. 

“You may take*, it that the Hirmingham practice in forming a common 
sinking fund for me)rtgages is typical of most existing schemes in 
tins country, and I do not re'gard it as necessary to quote other 
cases which only differ in purely lejcal and minor details,” 

Mr. K. Harm'll, City Treasurer of New*castle-em-Tyne, writes (his letter 
dated 9th October, 1913) : — 

“The same class of Stock or Debenture should have a common sinking

T>ill about half of each loan will he repaid from the sinking buni 
and the rest borrowed ; if tin* Corporation had their way the first lew loans 
^vould he coindetely repaid from the sinking fund and tin- reinaining 
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logins wouM linvc to rc*-l)(»rr<_»\v’‘(Hl. \V is tlii' uiK’niittij^i* ? Kvcii if 
all tlic othor sinking funds \vern raidnd, tlin Corporation would lie practically 
no lictter off. 

In fioint of fact the Corporation cannot point to any advanlag(> from 

borrowing froin the sinking fund. Lot us recognize that it is borrowing 

and the jirovision for the continued jiaymcnt of interest to the sinking fund 
on the money so taken out shows clearly that it is borrowing — and if you 
recognize this, it becomes clear at once that there is no essential lienefit. 
lioirowed money has to be repaid; there is no provision for its repayment 
out nl revenue, and it must therefore be reliorrowisl ; and this princijile of 
rejiaymeiit from a common sinking fund resolves itself into merely postiione- 
ment of borrowing. 'I’he claim that J jier cent, in interest was saved by this 
has been abandoned (and this perhaps is om> of the justifications of the nine 
months’ iiostponemmit of lh(' Hill) ; as the loan has to be raised eventually 
there IS no ultimate saving in stamii duty, and the only jiossible claim to 
advant.age Is t hat the iiayment of stain]) diit,\ may ])erlia])K be shifted from 
those who ought to ])ay on to the shoiihh'rs of a fiitiin; geiim'ation who can’t 
help t hemsel \-es. 

Hut it, will be asked why, il there- are no advantages, is t, fie si'stem 
(pioted wlih approval at home? I have already exjilained the ci'rciim- 

staiiees which justify Cor|)orations at home being given a very free hand 

with their sinking lilinls. but l.his lorm ol rejiayinent from a eoninion sinking 
fund may be of great advantagi' to them. In the fiist jhice, local bodies 
at inline, sjieaking generally (there are a, few e.xeepf.ions. of which Clasgow 
is one) as a class are not allowed to hold their own debmitiires ; if 

their sinking funds are invested, it must- be In outside seeiirit-ies. 'd’lie 

London County Council ])ays ’2^ millions int o its Sinking Fund yearly ; the 
amount jiald by all local authorities is therefore very large, and lip to eom- 
jiaratix'ely ri'eeiitly the bulk o| this liad to be in\’('sli‘d in Trust, ee securities. 
It- very often followed that the (.hirjioratioii could not, gid, on its ini'eslinenls the 
same interest that it had to pay on its loans. In Calcutta the Sinking Fund 
is entirely invested in muiiieipal debentures. .A second ])oint, is tins : a very 
large pro|iort,ion of the sl-oek at home, as an e.Namjih' the whole of iln* sevi ra'i 
millions of Hirmingliani stuck, is redeemable at t he opt ion of the local aiithorilv 
on or after a li.xed date ; that Is to say. that as long ,'is the local anthoi'ily ]iay's 
into the Sinking Fund the necessary amount to I'edeem the loan at the tii'ne 
fixed by t he Local Covernminit Hoard, they need not redeem the stock at 
anytime at any jiartieiilar date; it on the date lixed they liave not got 
the money in t hin'r Sinking Fund, they don’t e.xercise the opt ion and insteairof 
reborrowing t hey run on the same securities. This jiower the ( ’alcntta ( 'orjiora- 
lion do not jiossess. and it- makes a very great deal of diU'erenee in tlie matter 
of borrovying from the Sinking Fund. Tlie Calcutta Sinking Fund is inv'ested 
in municii'al debeiil urcs ; it is not cash lying idh- and the illustration of sejiarate 
tills I have heard given on several occasions is not an apt one. If you 
want to borrow from the Sinking Fund to repay a loan, you must sell out these 
debentures bid'ore yoii can get tin' cash. If the money' market is adverse to 
the raising of a new loan, there will be eijually a loss on the sale of the 
debentnn's. It is a moot |)oint whet hi'r it is better t o sidl old debentures or 
raise new ones. J under.'- ta ml th(> A'ice-Chairman is of opinion that it is 
cheaper to ral.se a neyv loan, and in that case this ])ro]iosal to borrow from th() 
Sinking Fund is distinctly disad vantagi-ous. Hut in any ease you cannot have 
it luitli w tiv s , von cannot a.sk lor cancdlal-hin o| debentures, beimiisi' it is 
ehea|)m- to raise a new loan than to sell the debentures, and at the same time 
ask lor a system of repayment from the common sinking fund, Ix'caiise it is 
cheaper to sell debentures than to raise a ni'w loan. 

I oppose this proposal for borrowing from the Sinking Fund for the 
reiiayinent of loans. That is practically what it comes to. d'iie Corporation 
iiliiunsel ve8 acliiiit tliat. so far as anytliii]^ is ooiicomeJ, tho iiowei' wliicli 
we give them over the sejiarate sinking funds under the Hill is equal to what 
they would got under a common sinking fund, e.xeejit in t his matter, tliat 
they cannot Imrrow to repay a loan from them ; and it is on this j.oint that 
Covernmont is opposed to a comnion sinking fund. T opiiose this, because 
It ofh'iids against the piinciph^ which, as 1 explaineif ye*sterday, Oov^ornnient

Whenever moiu'y is availabh* in the sinking 
fund it must he invested, and the investment may he in municipal dehen- 
tures. Tin* sinking fund of a iiarticular hjan might contain dehentures 
of (lilferimt loan^, and wIk'Ii the tinn* lor tin* rt'paynnmt of the debenture of 
oin* partK'ulai’ loan arrived, the- (h'himturt*s ol otlu'r loans iiiv(‘Sted in the sink- 
ing fund of that loan would havt* to h(‘ sold to repay the debentures of the 
loan in (jiiestion for which s(‘])arat(‘ sinking funds an* ert'atod. In effect. th(*n^- 
fon*, it will be a cjnnmon sinking fund. In several Ihiglish munici])aliti(*s the 
sinking fund is n‘Cognis(‘d as common, both for })ur])oses of in vt'Stmenr and 
repayiiK'iit. In siudi inunici))alities sp(*(‘itic loans an* tn*-at(*d as debts, for a 
whoie and a common sinking fund is set U]) for all loans. In tin* report of the 
St'lect (-ommiltee ni)})oint<‘d by the llous(* of (.'ommons the* following reference 
was made t.o the St. Ib'h'ii s ( lor])oi*ataon Act, ISitS :

ddi(‘ Local (dovi'rnuKTit Hoard in England do not insis^t u])on tin* ket^jiing 
and maint('nan(‘(' of a s(‘])arate sinking fund for (*acli loan, and tin* Stoc^k 
Regulations of 18!) I franu'd by the Local ( 1 oV(‘rnmt'nt Ihiard in England con- 
t(*m])lati‘ a common sinking fund. As to tin* adwantagi's of a common sinking 
fund I beg to n*f(*r to th(' r(*})ort of tin* Spt'Cial (n)mmitt(‘(* of the ('orporation 
on the Calcutta lm])rov(*m(‘nt JJill in which tin* llon’bh* ]\lr. I’ayiu*, tin* tln'ii 
Acting (diairman, stat(‘(_l as follows ; — 

‘‘ ddn* (*>;p('ri('nc(* of t in* Cor])oration lias shown tha^ sejiarati* accounts 
should b(‘ k(*pt of tin* sinking fund of such a loan, but this shouhl not ])r(.*\’ent 
tlu* Trust from utilizing tin* mon(*y in tlu* wlioh* fund for tin* r(*])ayment of 
any particular loan.” 

This is, Sir, tin* ojiinion of our Cdiairman and. I bt*li(‘ve, that In* still 
holds that o])inion. 

Now. Sir, tin* Ih*] on, from which I havi* (jU()t(*d, stat(*s that theri^ is not 
much objc'Ction 1o tin* ri'cognil i<'n of the common sinking fund, but it is nu*r(‘ly 
stat(‘d that it is much sim])h*r, although tin* difficulty could Ik^ obviat(*d by 
tin* ins(*rtion of a claiisi* that a S(*]xirate account would be kejit ; but still the 
Gov(*rnm(*nt linds that this ])roc(‘dure of treating each loan S(*parately for 
repaynu'nt. is much sini})h‘r. 1 do not tin (.1 any particular (dejection, except this 
gein'ral statem(*nt. that in tin* abs(*nce of any substantial advantages to tln^ 
t.k'r] oration, the (iovc'rnment is unabh* t-o recon^idee th(*ir decision, d'hat 
shovAs that (iov(*rnnH'nt has not alto::(*th(*r made* up its mind, but if the 
(Jorporation wouh^ make out sonn* case for tin* continuance of tin* sinking 
fund, tln*n perhaps ( Jov(*rnm(*nt would be pr(‘;)ared to allow the clause* to 
stand in tlu* ]n'es(‘nt Hill. 

Sir, as 1 have* stateeJ, ] lave* m-t I een abb* to understand what good 
grounds 1 ave bee n urgt*d for aboEshing the common sinking fund. 1 think 
the onus is on the hon’ble m(*mber in charge*, as he wants to take* away this 
provision Irom our Act. ddu'n as regards the' substantial advantages to 
the ( 'oi’porat ion — although 1 have* liste*ned to the hon’ble member’s v(*ry 
able s]X'ech — I must admit that the* case* can be* argueel from both sides. 
It has been argue'd ve*ry ably by tin* hem'ble* member in charge from his 
jioint ol view. 1 have* be‘en consulting our financial expert and discussing 
this (roin tin* ojiposite* jioint of vie'w, and what I find is this. Assuming 
tlicre are five* sinking funds for five se*parate loans (a), (i), (c), (d) and (e), 
and that in we liave got 20 lakhs accumulatexl, and in (b) 15 lakhs, and 
so on; and that the total accumulation in the five^ funds amounts to 50 lakhs, 
then y^he^n thf time comes, fe^r repayment of loan (a) amounting to say 
50 lakhs cannot only withdraw'" tlio; 20 lakhs accumulated in (a), but also 
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the remaiiiiii^r 30 laklis from tlit‘ common fund • />) to (e), and. ui nnlrriat avoid 
shortag^e in the common land, tln^ (%)r])oratioii should continue to pay loan* 
charges on the whole amount of the-sinking fund ap]>lied l(» llu‘ rt payiiieiit ol 
the loan.” 

The Hon’hlk the VK'K-PuKsinKNT said : — 

‘'I must war;: the lioirhle nnunher that In' is ai-oiit to r(‘aeli liis time- 
limit, as I don’t want to sto|> him summarily/' 

ThK IIoN’iiLK Rai Radiia (dfAKAN Pal pAiiAnn:. eontimiin^, said : — 

‘‘ Sn*, 1 have a m 4ion on tins sul)]<*et Imt on somewhat ditho’tmt lim's. 

^\dlat J lind is this, that undto- the ('xisting law a sum of />0 lakhs is to 
he horrovvi^d from tln^ (h)mn]on Sinking l^hind. ami when the next loan ^A' is to 
h(* n‘paid, say after 10 y«‘ars, wi‘ havt* to borrow th(‘ (‘xe(‘ss over the actual 
aeeumulation in tin* common Sinking Fund at the time, hut tin* advantage' is 
tliis, that we- shall not havi' t.o ])ay t he st.am]> duty, which must Im' ])aih, if 
a iH'VV loan is raised for 30 lakhs from the market instead of hoi-rowing 1‘rom 
the Sinkni'j!,' Fund. We shall sa\a‘d paynn'iit of stamp duty lor JO yi'ars 
then^hy. and we shall liavi' that sum to our eriMlit to carry out fui-tln')' 
additional work.

Conditions h(M'e are entirely didenmt and anything to do with puhhe 
finance should ho placed upon tln^ sim])lest l>asis. 

The Indian community in this city an* ordy just l»eginning to realise the 
duties and responsihilities of municipal lih^ based on Wi'stern iihrals, and the 
Furopean conimunit.v, as a whohu is lar too busy t-o take an\ act !\(' and 
direct inten'st in municipal ailairs. We havi‘ no h'isured class to ldv.' uj) 
a large portion of tdu'ir tiime in criticism and in assistant'. All we can say 
is that likt* sonu^ of the w<'st(‘rn cities ol America, wi* are willing to ])ay to 
hav(‘ things properly dome 

The effects (if allowing tin* iMunicipality <rn‘at(‘r discretion m tin' 
manipulation of its finances and sinking binds, th(»oretn;all \ legitimate though 
that manipulation may be, may jiroduce rt'sults hltle ( xo s'ii'd by tho-^e who 
advocate such discretion. 

It may injuriously affmt the (-r • lit and borrowing power ol tae 
Municipality 

The gernwal juiblic mav refus- to bmd mom*y to the Corporation at -I p-r 

c-nt., unless it he cbuirly uiiderstood that undm- a rigid system of (mntribu- 

tn^ns to sinking fund'^, the cash i-o re b' on such loans, on due dates, bfrona s 
automatically available and is sjiecially earmarked lor that pin pose. 

I have it on the best authority that the Pank of P-mgal are the iarjv.r 
individual supporti^rs of municipal loans in (/alcnt ^a, mon* tlian oO p i < ‘ nt. 
of the total aimmnt tendered for the last two loans having eoin-' Ironi thmn, 
^ind anything tending to alimiato the sympathy of tha*^ P.iiiv s 1011 » 
'Carefully avoided. " • 
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And I strongly advise^ iny lion hie friends to drop this id(‘a of a 
'coninion sinking fund in the nn^antiine, if it carries with it. as 1 understand 
it does, tin* intention to borrow from it for other works, for, amongst 
oth(‘r things, 1 think it will injun^ the liorrowing power of the (Corporation. 
Wliieli tlj(n-(dore is it best to choose, tln^ possible advantage of a common 
sinking fund, or tin* )>ossibility of a (h^creasc^ in the popularity of our Corpora- 
tion st‘curities. As a business man I should C(‘rtainly say let tln^ Common 
Sinking Fund go. 

1 must, tln‘r(d'ore, op])os(^ the a nn*nd m(‘nt.” 

'Idle Hon’iuj: (Chakh avauti said : — 

'' Sir, I shall be very britd* inde(‘d, but i want to put this matter Ix^fore 
this lIous(‘ from the ])oint of view of a man who has no (^xperimice as a 
Municipal ( Commissioner and who do(^s not jiretend to hi* a financial expert, 
ddie point is t his, that, so far as this qui‘stion is concerned, it appears to 
me that this Fill do(*s n^cognizi* a sinking fund. The whoh^ ddhculty is as 
ri‘gards the (jui'sta'on whether that sinking fund may bi* utilized for jnirposes 
of paying loans. TJiat is to say, if each of tin* loans is to bi* earmarked then 
tlie mon(‘y in each of the particular till or ])articu!ar account can oidy be 
utiliz(‘d for the purj)os(' of paying off that loan. Widl, from tin* point of view 
of an ordinary man, for (*xam])le, if 1 am indt*ht(M| to tin* (^xt(uit of Us. o, ()()(), 
with regard lo a j)articular ))erson and 'I k(‘(*p thrge accounts, and 1 have 
in account A Us. IhOOO, in account 1> Its. IhOOO and iii account i) Us. 2,000. 
it woidd strike an ordinary man that I am entitled to tak(‘ tin* Us, 5.000, 
say Its. 2,000 from account A, Us. 1,500 from account U and so on, and jiay 
off the loan. Hut what I understand is this, that although the totrd actcumula- 
tion in your sinking fund,* may amount to the whole sum which is m*cessary 
lor paying oil tin* Us. 5,000, you must go and borrow from tin* money-hmder 
in the ()p(ni rnarket. rerha])s, you go to a private individual, — I am not 
suggesting this in regard to a Munim’pal (Corporation, — say a Hathkhola 
money-l(‘nd(*r, and ]iay 15, 20 or MO p(‘r e(mt. int(‘ri^st. fh*om the point of 
view of an ordinary man it se(*ms to nn^ that it is a mysterious thing. 

It is suggest(‘d that in ])oint of fact tln'ri' is a di(h‘r(*nc(* with regard 
to i,ln^ Phigllsh ])i-a(U.ict^ and the Indian ])ractice, Ix'cause in Kngland the 
Corporations borrow on mortgag(*, and hi‘r(' in India you do not bon*ow on 
mortgagi*, but you borrow on di‘bentures. That is ratln'r a startling statement 
to a lawyer becaus«' debenture aft(*r all is a mortgagi* in law. It is nothing 
else, but a mortgage, and win'rt* you have* a sinking fund in (xaimKhuon 
with the English ( an-porations, tln^ mortgagi* thi'n* must mean a nifirtgagc* by 
nu*ans of a (hdx'ntune Th(‘n, what is suggested is that it makes a difterence 
bi*cause tin* nion(*y in your three tills which I have referrt*d to may havi^ 
be(‘n iina>st(‘d in (iovernm(*nt S(*curities in England, but here tin*}’’ have to 
be invested in Municii)al debentures. What, difference does it make ? 1 have 
got the money and if I am allow(‘d to pay the money out of tin* thrin* tills 
I (*an pay ofl. I think that what is suggi'stial is that you must not take a 
single rupe(* Irom the other tills for tin* purpose of ])aying off your loan, but 
,you must go tt) the general ])iiblio ior the purpose of raising a loan. It may 
b(* sound finance : I do not pn^tend to be familiar Avith tinance and I cannot 
apprei'iati* it. 

Then again : the motion which stands in the name of the* hon’ble Mover 
with ri*gard to the amendmi'nt (b7A\ which authorizes the investment 
(.)f tin* Sinking Fund mon(*y as a common fund without any ni'cessity 
to allocaUt* to any ])articular fund, makes it absoluti‘ly impossible to resist 
the conclusion that, if then* is no allocation with regard lo the debentures 
to any particular loan, then when you float those (hd)entures in the way of 
selling them for the purpost* of glutting liquid cash, tlu'ii you are really 
borroAving from one fund to the other fund. HoA\a^ver, this is only for the 
purpose of pointing out the* confusion Ave are getting into by our learning and 
by relerences to Turner and Clare and all th(> names celebrated v\dth 
regard to these matters. What wi* are doing is this. It is to be noticed 
that there is a proAusion in the Bill [clause 14 lE, now section 141 F] under 
AA'hich the A^scountant-General is authorized to look into the account of each 
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Sinking Fund and lie is to count tho cash, he is to count tlui 8t‘curiti(‘s, and 
if the funds are not equal to the amount which ought to he in that till then 
he can call u}^ >n the Municipality to put that moiu»v intt) that till. \\hH 
what is to happen ? You liold lhesi‘ debentures as secui-itii‘s against ail 
your loans, and when the Aecoant:tnt-(iemuMl eonies and looks int(^ the 
account ami says with regard to this particular loin that you have not 
allocatt^d any d(‘hentures to this, and thiuadore the securities are short, you 
^et into confusion worse confounded. It is suggt\stt*d, f >r e.\ainph‘. witli 
regard to llonihay that although tinw have tin* ])ower th(\v do not (‘xm-cise 
it — that may Ih> so. It is niuch better, it appears to nii*, inst(*a(l of sin* wing 
particular zeal for innovation, to follow the English jiraclice wiieri' tln*y have 
<fealt with this mattcu- for agt*s. 'bhey have groji'd and gi*oi)t>d, and f)y 
experience they have learnt, and, we cinnot do laater than to follow them. 

I am not inqwessed very much by what fell from my fru*iul, the Ilou’ble 
Mr. McLeod. 

If in point of fact th('i*c are any conditions, and you j>oint out that there 
are conditions in Calcutta which make it impossibh; or make it unfair that 
the English jiractice is to be followed, then by all merins t ikeMiito consi- 
deration the local coiiditi(jns. Now it is suggested that tluu-e may possibly 
be a depn*ciation, that is, that the debentun^s will not be* valued so much 
as tln^y are value 1 wow. In point of fact, the ere lit of the Calcutta Coi-pora- 
tion in the money mark(‘t stands fairly high, and no (hdienl.ure-hohhu’ has 
HUggested that he is in any way (anicM*m‘d about tin' common Sinking 
Fund, although it has (v'cisti*.! ioi* the. last dO years. Under these cirtuims- 
tauces my submission to tli** housi^ is, that this is a measure whiidi ougiit to 
be accej)te 1. 1 know in point of fact that it will not be accaqitiMl, and I 

might divscribt' this mori^ as a sinking ship than an amendment to the 
common sinking’ fund, d'hose are the observations 1 desiiasl lo make/’ 

The Hon’blo IlAiuj Suuexdka Natii Lankilii said : — 

i am sun^ we have all listcjied with very great interest to the speech 
of tlu^ lion’ble Mr. McLeod on this subject, lie dot^s not oftfUJ speak, and 
as a commercial man ho is entitled to sjKvik with authority on a mattm- 
like this ; but apai’t from tho personal authority which In^ must carry in 
a controversy of this kind. Ids arguments must lie ti*sted like the argu- 
ments of other persons unconnected with commercial concerns. Cmi of the 
very first observations which tln^ Hon’hh^ Mr. Mt;Leod maile was “1 (bni t 
find the smallest justification for a common sinking fund". I tldnk the 
case ought to bo stated just the other way. We havt^ a eommoii sinking fund 
at the present iiioinent. You propose to make a departuri*. I hi*i bur<leu of 
proof is upon you, not u])on Tne. I am in favour ol ke(q)iiig tlu' ohl state 
of things as they are. You prop )se to make a changt; Th;it change is in 
entire conflict with the traditions of Municipal (lovernmmit in this country. 

J[ may add in conflict witdi tiii.' traditions of IMuiiicipal fjoveinm* nt 
elsewhere. I contend that tho onus of proof is not upon me., but upon you. 
Have you discharged tho responsibility which lies upon you ? I say, no 
you have not. The Hon’ble Mr. McLeod ol>8crved, “ Take care you don’t 
make a leap in the dark. You may be jeopardising tho credit nt the 
Corporation.” Let us therefore take our stand on the credit of tln^ Corpora- 
tion. We have had a common Sinking Fund since 1876 or })erhaps earliiir, and 
since that Hine tlie credit of the Corporation has grown by leaps and 
bounds ; it has steadily grown, from 6 per cent, tho interest eame dovvm to 
5 per cent., from 5 per cent, it came down to 4 per cent., /ind if the 
Government will allow the Corporation to borrow on their own account, 
it will still further be reduced. Therefore the fact stands out in clear 
relief that having a common Sinking Fund the credit of tlie CorporaLoii 
instead of being depreciated has risen. Therefore there is not tlie smallest 
chance of their credit disappearing or even l>eing jeopardised by contmuii^ 
the system under which the credit has risen to that extent. I urth(*r, not only 
is there no chance of our jeopardising the credit of the Corporation, but 

you may perhaps jeopardise that credit by taking a leap m the (far 
and having a separate instead of a common sinking fund, The^ experiences 
of civilised mankind— I use the expression in a very broad 

experi^ce of municipal institutions in all otjier parts of the world testity to 

the. fact that t^ etimmon sinking fund has been found to be useful. 
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profitable and serviceable, and that is the opinion, as my hon’l.lo friond 
behind reminds me of Mr. Payne, the head of the Calcutta (Jorporation. 
1 hat beiiiff HO, what is the justification for your makina; this depar- 
ture ? I know what tlie justification is. Some little liitch occurred sorno 
two or tliree yc-ars back m connection with a partimihir Municipal fund and 
tlien an exjdanation was forthcoming as to that hiich. Tln^ explanation 
was irom the then Lieutenant-Covernor, the lat(‘ Sir Edward Bakcm, a 
trained hnancier. lie did not suggest tliat you sh .uid dispense witli the com- 
mon sinking lund, and have a separate sinking fund. If that was tlu' nunedY 
that occurrei] to liim, that trained financier would have made tin; suggestion. 

1 he suggi'stion was not that then' should not Ik' one taimmon sinking fund 
but tliat tliere should bi^ separate aceoiiiifs. That is wdiat we pray for — tcl 
have a commoii sinking fund, with separate accounts. I think tiiero is not the 
smallest justificaation for doing away with this eomiiion sinking fund. I think 
it IS a risky experiment upon wliieh you are embarking and you are embark- 
ing on itr in tlie lace oi th<‘ unanimous testimony oi’ .Municipal ( kirporations 
all over the world and in the face of the deliberate and weighty ojiinion of the 
Corporation supported by its ofiieial he.ad. I think you are committing a 
niistaki', and It is my iluty to record my most ein]iliatic jirotest against a leap 
into th(‘ dark opposed to tin' traditions ;ind exjieriences of Municipal Corjiora- 
tions 111 India and elsewberi'. 1 liope. tlierefore, my lion’ble friend’s amond- 
menl, will be aecejited.” 

d’lu' lion’ble Mu. IJomi'as said — 

May T <as a rate-payer of tkileiitta lie allowed to say a few wmials with 
regaril to wdiat tlu| llon’ble Mr. Surendra Nath Banerji calls a little hitidi.” 
This “ btth' hitch ” wuiK a shortage in the sinking fund of several lakhs of 
rupees and it has been tri'ated throughout the discussions which havo 
taken place in regard to this Bill as a niiiior matter by the two noii-oiliclal 
representatives of^the (’orporat ion. We ar(> told that’ the Corporation is 
not responsible. There was a little (h'b'ct in the la w which iiii fortunately 
prevented them from arranging to jiay their debts. If the provisions in tho 

law h.id t.luit etlecl , and >\e will assume they h.ad. it was tlii'ir duty to bring 
it to tlie notice of Covermnent and to havi' it remedied. LJnfortiina'tely they 
allowu'd it to go on lor years making no arrangements for the iiayinent of the 
debts of their predecessors. The Hon’ble Mr. Aiiear said that it Was a trifling 
matter and that the sinking lund does not constitute the si'ciirity for loans, that 
the geiu'fal rate of ( aleutta is security lor lo.ans. Tluit is true' in a sense, but 
It does not help the r;it('-|)ayers regarded as individuals. If you ask me What 
IS the result of this shortage to me and the present generation of rate-payers, 

I s.ay that we for th(' next ti'ii years will have to jiay two-thirds of a hakh 
of rujiees annually for improvements that wore carried out about 188 1, and 
of which, for all I know, the utility has been entirely exhausted. Acconliiig 
to the pledge's held out to ihi' imblie that should have been )iaid for by our 
in-edeeessors. 'I’liis is i he little hitcb that the Hoii’blo Mr. Surendra Nath 
Banerji n'lerred to. If such a miscalculation had occurred in tho aftairs of 
a Corporation in one of the laige towns in England, it wmiild not be called by 
any words that would tend t.o ri'iiresi'iit it as an insignificant matter* 
but everylKxly concerned in the affair would have had to quit tho service of 
the (’orporation. 1 think t'vt'ry business man will agree with me in that 
statement. If tin* non-official members of thi' Corjioration had come in * 
sackcloth and ashes and admitted that their pn'decessors did make a mistoke, 
and that they apTweeiati' that it was a serious mistake, instead of defending 
it as tlu'y do, and iindertaki'ii that they w*ould make arrangeinents to insure 
against any rceurronce of that mistake, it might bo ))ossjble to place som© 
reliance on tlie spirit in which tlii'y di'al wdth their financos ; on tho contrary it 
IS liy tho lion Mo ]\[r. Ajxtar and his suppoi'tors and I as a rate-payor 

prefer that there should b,' some hard-and-fast system. The point is that the 
control ol (lOvi'rniiK'iit over a common sinking fund was insufficient to detect 
the short.age that was occurring, ami J, as a rate-payer, would bo perfectly 
pleased, il (.Tovernment says we will have a simple sj'stom which will render 
it easier to control that fund. That seems to me to be a justification for the 
Ctovernment policy. It is true that in England you 'find common sinking 
funds advantageous : but it is not so simple a question as Mr. Ohakravarti 
says . it 18 not merely faking idle money out of the till.

That, 'is the <,nlv 
advantage, so far as I know. 'And the c.miiteradvimltipi*^! ;mi ndt 
speaking from the point of vi(*w of an investor, as Mr, Kormati .MeLeud 
did but from the point of view of the rate-payers in Calciilta who will have 
to pay for what their jtredeeessors slioiild htivi- jitiid for— is a gre.-iter 
simplicity which will render etfeetive control by ( ioverniiient t<asy." 

The Ilon’bli' Ma. Lvon' said ; — 

1 would like to say a few words before Mr. Apcar ivplies. I wish, .vith 
reference to a jihrast' used by the ihai’ble M r. Apair. to make our p(isit ion 
quite clear, 'rite Hoii’ble Mr. Apcar refernsl to th<' " iiersisteiit opposition " 
that wo woreoH'ering to these proposals. I think we h iv.' some nghi toilcprecate 
that phrase, considering to what , a very large evlent. and w ih what a griait 
deal of care we have met the (dorpoi'ation and the llon'ble Mr. .Ajtear on everv 
point on which wo found th.at certain principles we could not abandon were 
not invoivt'd. Jiiit when the llon'ble Mr. Apcar referred to persislent 
opiiosition. he must realise, ;is this house has, 1 think, re.alised for some 
time, that tin- word " comprotnise ” is tiot include, 1 in his voc.ihuhiry. 
II wc grant him a concession on a point on which we l iiink we can grant it 
without weakening the iiriiieiph^s we are defending. th(< Ilon’hh-Mr. Ai>car at 
once takes up his position on that new jioint in order to light us the better on 
tin' points wi.' have not conceded. I spe.ik lor the (lovernmeiif when I say 
that we have the greatest apereei.ation for the industry and care with whicii 
the lion blc Mr. Apcar has dealt with this quest ion, and 1 think it is a matter 
of great congratulation that the t'orporation ofC.alcuttaiiossessesameniber 
like the llon’ble Mr. .Ape.ar who is ready to devot.e his lime and energies to 
dealing with important (pu^stions Ilk,' t his. We r,'alise also the great aiiihonl.y 
of the books and .Acts that, he has ipiol.eil. and we fully understand how sound 
the advisers are whom he h.as consult<'d. Kill- it, is our misfortune that our 
standpoint with reh'i’i'iice to this case is soeniar,'ly dillereiit from his that we 
are (jlllte unable to t.riist tlie case he has put before tIu'Se eollnst'llors. 

I have t'ery little doubt from reailing the 'jiiotuil i, >ns that he has given in his 
pamphlet, that if we had the placing of our ease on the jiresent l>ill bi'fore 
the samo aiitJiori that the lion hit' Mr. Ajicai* has consnlliMl, wc shoiihl 
have ohtaiiicci from those aiit lioiahes an einjihatie approxal of tlie. IJill lhat 
we are now putt, inn; before tlu\ (^uinoil. And on«‘ of tln^ laa'isoiiB for this is 
that in tin ' ease that tin* Hon Ide f\Ir. Apear has ])!a(*e(l ladore lus advisers 
he lias fail(‘d from his own showin'x to sn^»^rcst that there slionid Ik* any 
dihmaniee whatsoc^ver h(‘tw(M*n mnnieiiial h'^islation in this e.oiintry and 
municipal legislation in Kipc^land. In the (!onrsr of his panifildet he has point- 
ed out SfAveral times that tins ])erleeted h'u;islat,!on to which In' has invitetl 
our attention is of ef)m -aratively recfmt tj^rowtli in fhi^’land, that a few yivars 
hack tln\y wert' wallowing in the sam • marsh in which we aia^ wallowing now, 
and that they had not then rec«*iv(‘d the enli^htmiineiit that thoy now possi'ss. 
Js it too miudi for me to sus^t^est that in the profrj-fvss thaf we have* hitherto 
made in municijial law and municipal jiraeticf' in India, we have m-l- advanced 
ht^yond the state of Eng’land a few years hack ? Ainl a remedy which may he 
gorn) in England at thf‘ j)res(*nt -monKmt may not. In' fjj’ood for us. 1 nunh' 
reff'rence yesterday to the fact, and so did the Ifon’hle Mi-. Sti'plnmson, that we 
luiv(' not got a iiody like tln^ Local rroveninient Ihiard at hfinx', and the lion l>le 
Mr. Siinmdra Nath Hanerji, with that (piif‘kn»\ss in <hd)att‘ for whi di he is 
conspi'-uous, said : Why not cnuite oiu' ? ” My answer is that it is entir<*iy 
impossible. It is not a (pu'stion merely of placing t hree or four mmi on a 
Municipal Board to fleal with those mattm-s. 'Hiese men cannot Im* gi\'en the 
oxpt'rience of the^ transactions of large ( ^irporations, with their own crinpolicat- 
♦'d legislation, which forms such an invaliiahle training for tln^ Lofial ^lov.'rn 
uient Board in England. That Board has had many y(*ai's’ experience of large 
hnaiKual transactions connected with many Corporations, whm’oas w(^ in 
India hav^e perhaps only two hodi(\s to company Avith thos(‘ (yorporatifins. 
tor anything in that way it is quite imj)ossihle that Wf* .should havamatlnw 
means or the experience at present, and that is one of tin' reasfais why we 
bound .at the present moment to be cautious in dealing with the question 
a common sinking fund. The Hon’ble Mr. Surendra Nath Banerji 
told US that the whole of the experience of civilisation supports him in 
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^ th(‘ claim for a common sinking fund for Calcutta, but lie omitted to state 
that th(s n‘ason why a common sinking fund was required in other countries 
is that it is nnjuirc'd for the pur))Osc of borrowing from it ; and we have 
aln^ady iK^aid from tiie flon’ble ^ir. Steidiemon, and it has not bean con- 
trov(‘ri(*(l, that unlt^ss the ( ’orporation an^ permitted to borrow from that 
sinking fund and to utilise it in the repayment of loans, they do not attach any 
importaiKMi to it. I n^gret, as tln^ Ilon’ble Mr. Steplnmson regr(4s (and I 
associate' myscdl with him in the words he used), that tlu^ Hon’ble Mr. Apcar 
should ljav(Mried to argue that the (lovu'rnmmit vven^ detracting from the 
gi’acioUH message conveyed to the (’orjioration by His J^xcellency the Viceroy, 
i think that it is extremely unforlunati^ that the Ilon’ble Mr. Apcar should 
have; made such a charge or such a sugg(^stion. It is well known to the 
(muncil that the. policy which has be(*n adopted by the CoveriiiiKMit of India in 
the matt(‘T which was referred to by His Kxcelhmcy the Viceroy is the policy 
adopted at our re(juest and on our sugg(‘stion, and to turn and twist a phrase 
of His Excellency the. Vice roy’s into a suggestieai that he promised sonu'thing - 
furtlier than that which W(‘ are ])repared to grant is, I think, a suggestion which 
should not have been made. The Hon’ble Mr. ^hakravarti suggested, ‘‘as a 
plain man without special financial exporicuice ” that he would like to deal 
with th(‘se funds just as a private gt'iitleman might deal with his own cash 
k('pt by him in separate; private tills, but 1 would suggest that there is some- 
thing ditlenuit between tills in which a sho])-ke(‘per k(H‘ps his money and the 
trust funds which havt; been creattMl for the satisfaction of the ci’tnlitoi’s 
from whom he has bori-owed. Tractically thes(" sinking funds are trust 
funds which have Ix'en created to sustain the credit of tlu^ ( -orj)oration, and to 
ensure; that tlu; money wdiieh lias bo(‘n borrowaxl wall be re])aid at tlu; pi*oper 
tiiiK‘, 1 do not think that we should di;al with the mom\y in t hose funds in 
exactly the same way as wx' should deal with our j)rivate balance at the bank. 
He also suggested that the powau* to invest in their owui debentures wdiich w^e 
have given to the Corporation moam- just the same as the borrowing to wdiieh 
we object. In that, again, I hardly think we should agn;e with him, because 
by means of our separate sinking funds wo insure that in each sinking 
fund must nunain, whatever the. securities may b(;, tin; proper amount 
which should have; accumulated from time to time in that fund. I wa)uld 
remind the Council, finally, that in the action which wa- art^ now* taking, 
we have tlu‘ suj)})ort of an (;xcoi'tionally strong Sidect Committee', wdiich, 
wuth tln^ (‘xception of the tw’o members of ihe Cor] oration wdio objected to 
this jiart of the Select (/ommittee’s lleport and wo'ote notes of dissent there- 
from, a])proved the course wdiich wa> pro})os(; to take. Vic have also — and 
1 valu(‘ it V(‘ry greatly — the sup])ort of the commercial community of 
(Calcutta, and 1 hold that the commercial community of Calcutta art' in a 
bettt*r position than any other IxMly of men wdiom w'e could consult to 
consider w hat is good for tlu* credit of the Corporation of Calcutta. Our 
}>roposals art' matle in tlefeiice ol the credit of the Cor})oration of Calcutta, 
and it is that cretlit which is being attacked in the proposal which is now 
made.” 

The Hon’ble Mk. Apcak said : — 

“Mr. Prositlent, the whole of this discussion lately has been pursued with 
regard to borrowing from the sinking fund, if it is going to be a common 
sinking fund. What is the meaning of borrowing from a common sinking 
fund ? It is no more borrowing from that fund than borrowing from any 
separate sinking fund. The mercantile representative, on wdiom the Hon’ble 
Mr. Lyon relied so much, said that our borrowing capacity would be impaired. 
Does he know what our borrowing capacity is ? 1 should like to know if he 

does know. Will ho tell me what our borrowing capacity is, in what it 
consisTB ? ’ 

The Hon’ble Mk. AIcLeod : No. 

The Hon ’hie Mu. ArcAu : 

No ; he says he does not know. One of the advantages of a common 
sinking fund is to avoid borrowing to repay debentures at due date. If the 
(.''orpolration are made to have a separate sinking fund, they will have to borrow 
wdien with a common sinking they need not borrow. The Hon’ble Mr. 
Norman McLeod appears to think that the borrowing capacity is increased by 
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borrowing. That is his policy. JC that is liis mercantile ])olicv, 1 ln)|)e 
he may soon change it, hecaiist^ if lie thinks that hy horrowing you 
incrc'ase your credit, tht*n may Trovidmice savt* Ids companii's and Ids firm. 

I cannot lielp thinking of wiiat Sir Hi'rhert Kisley sjud witli regard to 
bis (;ommunity, that tliose who are tin* h'ast (pialified to jiidgi‘ an* most ready 
to criticise. So far as our horrowing (‘ajKicity is coneiu-ned, — it is in the 
Bill : h(‘ has not read it : if the Honhh* M(*ml>er will look at section lot). In* 
will sec'i that it is 10 p(*r cent, on tin* rateaide value, ddiat is wliat tin* 
horrowing capacity’ is based on. ^\ v say tliat is not wisi* wh(*n we have 
ph*nty of fumls in our hands, when we can ])ay out of fuiuls wliich we hold, 
tliat vvi* sliould he comixdltnl t o go into t In* market to borrow for the rv^pay- 
nient of d(>beritin es. Let me n*fer tin* Hon’hle Miunher to claust> L-^0, wln‘r(' 
he will find that our ‘ borrowing (^ajiacity shall not exceed 10 ])er cauit. ol 
tin* annual rati^able value of buildings and land.’ That is what our boi'i*ow- 
ing cajiacity is. As for bori*owing fi‘om our common sinking fund, it is no 
less borrowing than from any s(‘))arat<^ sinking iund. It is a matter 1 sliall 
better df^al with in my reply to the llon’bh* Mt*niber in chargt*. It is om* of 
tin* strong^vst argunu'nts that has In'mi inspirt*d by tin* llon’bh^ Mr. Mela'od, 
that it is our bo? rowing capacity that would be* constant ly an’et*led by our 
going to tin* mark(*t to Inu'rovv if wa* havt* to maintain s<^j)arate sinking funds. 

1 uinlerstand, tin* llon’ble McmlH*r to say that our borrowing ca}»acity would 
be ailectf'd.” 

Tlii> Ilon’blo Mu. McLkoI) said : — “Tin* bvirrowing cajiacity is tin' ability 
to borrow.” 

Tin' Hoii’ble jMu. Ai’cau, continuing, said: ‘‘Our ability to borrow is 
limit<‘d only by tin* resi'rvt' funds that may lx* available to pay loan (diarg(‘s, 
ainl our briri-owing ea])aeity of 10 pt*r cent, on our rateabh* valim of buildings 
and lands to wldcli I have referr(*d. W(‘ havi' not nearly encroae.ln'd, and so 
far as the ( hirporation are eon(a*rin*d, the nior«' fr(‘sli loans we hav(' raised, 
the b('tt('r has oui* borrowing cajiacity grown b('(‘aus(* W(' use tin* fia'sh loans 
for I In' iniprov('menl of tlie ann*niti('S of tin* town, and that (*nhane('s our 
rat('able vahn*. That is what our (‘Xperieina* has b(‘en. ( )ur rat.eabh* value

1 have bc(*n led O) ladei* to this 
jioint becaust* of the criticisms that have bt'cn jtassed on our ex(‘essiv(* 
l>orrowing. But in borrowing <,o rejtay d(*beniu I’es, tin* moin'y obtained from 
which has alrt'ady been <*xp<.*iided on capitrd works, dii]\*!-ent considt'rat ions 
are involved. d’heii with regard t(^ otln'r mattei's. ihen* is lln* llon’ble

hon’blt' gentleman that we ('annot havt' a Local (government Ihiard, but In' 
forgets possibly that it was om* of the recomnn'iidations of Lord Morley that 
Wo should have a Local (lovernment Ibiard or something in the nature 
of one.” 

The HoiLble Babit Suukndua Kath Bam*:u,ji said : ‘‘Lord Kipon.” 

The Ilon’blo Mu. Aucau, coHtinuiii:?, said: “No; 1 bt'g the llon’ble 
Meml'cr’s pardon. Lord Morley, in his despatch, most distinctly said that it 
would bo advisable to have a department similar to the Local ( rovernmi'nt Board 
at Westminster and that is wdiat I have relied on again and again, ddiat is 
what I think perhajw is all that is lU'Cessary to have municipal aftairs j)roj}('rly 
conducted. But for a common sinking fund such a d(*partinent will not be 
required. The Accountani-Geiieral could oxerciBc all the control that would 
be required. Why should we not hav'C a Local Government Board ? ’ 

The Hor/blo Mu. Lyon said : — “ I beg the hon’ble gentleman’s pardon. 1 
did not say that it was impossible to constitute a Local (lovernment Board. 
I said that our Local Government Board would be very inferior to the* Local 
Government Board at home, which is a very different matter.” 

The Hon’blc Mu. Apcar, continuing, said: — “ Well, I daresay it will, but 
that is no reason why you should not have a Local Government Board such as 
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ift poBflihle, and exportR out from En^and to advise U8 how to set it up ; but 
we do not do aiiytliiiig. I have been urging the necessity of a Local Govern- 
ment Hoard lV)r years and I am met always by a non possumus. It is not as if 
we w(‘r(‘ asking for anything bad, but the want of an expert department of 
Government is a soiirci^ always of confusion and want of confidence in the 
sanction an<l construction of oiir large works. That is what wo want — the 
best we can get in the interests of tlie ])ublic. 

ddie llon’l)l(‘. Mr. Ijyon d(*p(*nds very niiich on what has been done and 
the (udiglitennu^nt and advance W(^ liave sium in our municipal alfairs. Why, 
Sir, from the first we haves been half a century behind ! In 1(S75, this very 
proposal with n^gard to tln^ life of an asset in pn^scribing a loan, which 
I hav(^ had the honour to submit, was passt^d by i Parliament, and at that 
very timf>^, in ISTb, nothing was doiH‘ by the Government out hto’e to

1 must acc('pt as a com])romise that two .and thiaa^ do 
not make five. TJiat is tlu' llon’bh' Mr. l^yon s idea of a compromista ddie 
llon’ble Memb(M*’s idcaa of a (a)mpi*omis(‘ is on the samt‘ ])lani> as that, and 
it is nothing but. t.hat. Ibnv can 1 compromis(^ on such terms ? When 
(‘nlightmnuent comics to the Hon’bl(‘ Mr. Lyou, what will ho say of me, if 
I agr(H', likf^ a courti(‘r, who always aiapiit^sta^s in whatc'ver ]>rop()sition is 
ma(l(‘ to him.

I 
challenge (u'iticism of it. It is a perfectly fair and true represimtation of the 
matter. It is om' of my grievances that tliere has been no attempt by the 
Govtumnumt to g(‘t any o]>inion or any expcul views. What have we 
perct'ived ? The Sidect G(>mmitte<‘ on this Hill the Hon’ble Member spt^aks 
of as a strong Gommittee. In what was their strength? In their knowledge 
of th(‘ subject ? Tlu‘ ('ommittei* was compoS(Ml of the most estimable gentlemen, 
but did any om' of thi* Government ^lembers or the mercantile Member know 
anything about the subjtH;t which they W(*re called Uj^on to revise? Do they 
know anything about municijial finance? in England this is not the way in 
which atlaii's ai\* conducted. Theua*, tlK‘y ar<‘ not loo suj'erior to ask advice, 
but get witm'ss(‘s bebm' them to givt* th('ir expert testimony, and then they 
are able to judgi' ; but liere, apiiarcmtiy, minds are closed — the responsible 
authorities ])roc(HHl ns if they have nothing more to learn. Why, Sir, talk 
about the Stdect (h)mmitt('e ? What, from first to last, is this precious Hill 
which has conu^ to this (Jouneil ? Is it such as would be considered correct 
anywhere idse ? What would the experts, legal or financial, say of it? I 
would very much like the hon’ble gentleman to have submitted this Bill for 
opinion to th(‘. Local Government Department. It would be a wholesome 
(^xjx‘rionc(‘ for the Gov(U'nment to learn what the^y would say. But the 
Ilon’ble Member in charge has been in England on leave. 1 have reason for 
thinking that he has been in communication with the Local Government 
Board. Why is he so reserved regarding what he learned ? As for our 
desires, being to a large extent met, 1 am always glad to compromise where no 
principle is. involved, but what has been met? The most important principle 
which we have pressed for has been clear and distinct. We have wanted it 
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to be made clear and distinct, free from the aml)igiiiti(>s and uncertaintioB 
caused by the letter of ( ioveriiment. but the amendment by which W(' tried* 
to secure that result was thrown out. Wiiat could be more dirc(^tly contro- 
verted than the idea wdiich has been entertained that a common sinking 
fund would [)e lowering our borrowing ability or capacity <ir what(‘Ver is said ? 
Tije security lor our loans dot's not dt'pend on th(‘ sinking* fund. I do not 
mijiimise the [act rtf tin' short ag'e. Tin* Hon bh' ]\lr. Hompas, with that 
finality of ('xj)]-(‘Ssion ol opinion which I so much admii’e. has coim^ to ttdl 
us that I have In^en rejm'Sent ing that the shorta.ire was ordy a minor mattt'r.

As far as I read the amendment it only gives the (xirporation power if it 
notifies before tlio issue* of such debentuia^s that it resi'rves tli(‘ right to do 
so. l)o(‘S the llon’blo Miuiiber want to give statutory pow(‘r that certain 
conditions may be impo8<ul in tht* debentures ? If so, I think it would Ix^ 
dang(*rous. The (ainditions which tln^ (Corporation may in)pos(5 on its erodit.ors 
under the dcdxmtun^s are not matters for statutory dt^claralion : that would 
b(* a matter between the (Corporation and its criulitors. 

As regards Hk' second part, th(3 paying oil of delxuitures befoia^ tln^ dm^ 
date, it is not ch*ar how ih(*y can Ix^ paid off befon? the. due date. This 
can only be done uiuhu- clause 1 ‘55 (c) [now section 155 (i)], that is, l)y taking 
another loan an 1 partly from tlie Sinking Fund.

The objection 
was raised afti^rward by the Hon’ble Mr. Apcar that although it gave 
power to invest together it did not specifically give power to sell out, and 
there might be difficulty in selling out when we had occasion to use one of the 
Sinking Funds to repay its loan. Government desires that there should be no 
doubt on the subj^^ct, and after consulting the Accountant-General and our 
legal advisers 1 have framed the section in this way, so as to give what both 
we and the (Corporation desire. As a matter of fact I do not think that, 
whatev(u- the form of words usihI, there will be or can be any practical 
difficulty. The operation of the Sinking Fund will be entirely in the hands 
of the Corporation, and thej" will do what any practical man would do.”

shall thereupon transfer the excess sum to the General Fund.^ 

As I read it and especially clause {2) makes it clear to my mind that the 
Accountant-General must every year count the monies and the securities to 
the credit of any of these particular Sinking Funds and if in point of fact one 
of the Sinking Funds is shown to be deficient with regard to what ought to 
have been paid into it, then the Corporation ought to make it good. My 
difficulty is if 67 A as the Hon’ble Member has now moved it stands, that is 
to 8 a 3 % that the debentures are to bo purchased and there is to be no allocation 
of any of these particular accounts, then clause 141 E [now section 141F] will 
have to be changed in order to be in conformity with the clause which the 
Hon’ble Member has just moved.”

The 
j>o\v(‘r is found in* laws of gent‘ral ai)])lication in (lr<‘at Ih-itain and in V(‘ry 
many local laws. And wlitui, to any local authority who by chance is not 
alri‘ady ])ossessed ol it. tin* ))ow(‘i- if ilesinnl would he includful in any special 
local law without «iU(‘st.ion l)y the rarlianifuit at Wi^stininster, any opinion 
u^cunst^ it Jii ('alciilta on the merits of tin* systiun would Jiot h(‘ very convinc- 
I Ici'l it to he h‘ss j)r(‘snmpt nous to a(a*ej)t. it. without demur. 

On tin' surfaei^ of the (jmestion, when tin' ( 'orpfiration are not only 
(‘i]i])ow(‘i-ed liy law’ topure.hase tln^ir own dolamtiiri^s hut that is tln^ only form 
ol invest meii't matle from tluhr SiiddiiL^- Fund instead of holdimr tinmi in 
that fund until t in’ dm* date for their la'i^ayimmt arriv(‘s, it may be for 20 or 
20 voars, it seems pri'ferahh^ t.o i^ive authority for tlnur (aane.(‘llation, with the 
sanction of thr Local (Jovmiiinmit. (the amendnKMit ])roposes that eama'.llation 
(aannot. he rtlrrt,(>d without, tln^ aiiiiroval ol t iovernmcuit ), who e.ould eX(‘rcise 
full authority t.o control the discr(‘tion of the ( ^)r])oration. iia\e regard to the 
condition of t hi' moni'y market, or any ot her eircumstanei'. and could impose 
am’ conditions, such as to the jia rtic'iilar issm* oi del M'lit.iiri^s wdiich should be 
eaiicelled : and of course could ri'lucc to sanction for any reasons tht'y might 
think lit.. 

1 11 t In* Lor])orat ion of New'cast le-'ii[)f)n-'ryne w ln'r»‘ t in* rati' of inti'ri'st 
])avahlc on theii securities is :\i per ci'iit.. and the rate i or grow'th_ is 
caiciilat.ed at ])er edit., the sa,ving to t.he lh'\enue funds of the Cor])oratioip 
we have learned from their Treasurer, is considered to hi^ at J per cent, 
annually, an I'conomy whicJi. as wi' have sei'ii. is a])preciat imI by t hi'iii. In 
t ill' (’aldilta Lorporation wliere the interest on oiir dehentures is -1 ])er cent., 
t he saving would he 1 per la'iit. And even if that saving w’ould he made 
over t.o the Ucveiiue fund under s])ecial pro\ ision in our ]>ill. Irom llu' ])oint 
of view’ of the ( 'or])oration as 'hrustees ol iiuhlic funds, they should not over- 
|(K)k the gain to he obtained by a\ oiding iiayment. of brokerage on sales when 
ollect.ed in the ojieii market , and commission due to the Lank W’lienevi'r money 
is hand led I >y t hem. 

The Sinking Fund is eonsiituted for tin* puriiose of ])aying the di'lits 
of the (Corporation, and it, would he only in ])eriormane(' of one of its chief 
functions to cancel a dchciitiire and so enable the Sinking Fund from timi' to 
1 ,,,,^. lo !,(. app.lied to the extiniition of their debt. It would atjord an o])i)or- 
tuiiitv of ]iurehasmg at discount, when their dehentii res are hi'ing sold below 
par, instead of being eom[)elled heljilessly to wait, even m sucli circiim- 
st.ances, lint il the full peidod of the issiU' wlien i-ejiayment- must hi' made at 
])ar; it would avoid jirobably the tioiiblt' of sei'klng for ])Ui’cliasers through 
brokers and the risk ol selling at. a discount and ])e'rha])S ol fraud wddle the 
dcbi'iituie i-emains valid for full ei.ect as a negot,ial)le document. 

W heiu'^’er monies (or luNestments ol the moni'y) rd that tund are 
vvitlulrawm Iroin the Sinking Fund. it. is im])erative that its accumulation and 
growth, to jirovide at its maturity the full amount, payable, must not be 
interrupted. The loan charges must scrupulously be continued to lie paid out 
of bi'veniie funds into the Sinking Fund. The jiroceeding is accurately 
ilcscribed by Mr. Darnell in his letters tome. Mv wu’ites : — 

“Loans may be ]\aid olV temporarily out of Lapital Account, or they 
may be ixtinguished out of Sinking Fund. Wdiere the latter 
course is ado)»led, a deliciency is sure to iK'Cur in the Sinking 
Fund, if the calculated annual instalment to redeem the loan is 
not continued, and if in addition to this there is not carrii^d to the 
fund interest at a rate of least ;> per emit, on part of the fund so 
apiilied in tlii' extinction of the debt. This is necessary because 
the Sinking PTind has liecn withdrawn from investment and the 
(\arning cajiacity of that fund so curtailed. In other words, by 
Avithdrawiug it before maturity you must put into the fund what 
it would have earned had it been allowed to remain there.” 
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Mr. lunier also inakrs it vory ]>lain in one of his Irtins lo inr. ILo 
says : —

‘Sinking Fund, ily objection toil is that it is another form borrowing trom 
Fhe Sinking Fuiul. You cannot get aw^ay Fnan th(^ Faci that it is borrowdng 
from tho Sinking Fund and you admit it is becaus(‘ you liavf* to ])ay int(*roHt 
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to tlio Sinking Fund. 'In tlio C/orporation debates on it Mr. Meugens, who is 
* an authority on aeeoiints at all (events, o])poHed this motion strongly and said 
it was a fiittitioiis mc^thod of (mhancing your credit ; tliat you do not pay off 
your d(d)t and yon do not enhance your credit ; that you simply transfer 
your d(d)t fivan ontHid(‘ to tlie Sinking Fund. Further, what happcms wlien 
you liav(^ to repay your loans? You have no money in th(‘ Sinking I'und ; you 
hav(^ only cane(‘lled d(‘b(*ntures. As you go on paying interest into the 
vSinking Fund you go on ])Urchasing delxmtures and cancelling them. You 
will hav(^ tin' whole of the d(‘bontun‘S of a givcm loan cancelled in th(' Sink- 
ing Fund. You hold a etu'tain number but you hav(‘ got to pay off tin* rest. 
]t can hardly be ln)])ed that when you pay off loans and you borrow from 
tln^ Siidving Fund you hold a certain numbtu- whieli ar(^ cancelled and you 
hav(- to borrow tlie rc^st. If you have a separate Sinking Fund you cancel 
th(‘ (-(‘rtain numbc'r of (b^lxmtures you hold, and you have certain number 
of (h‘bentur(^s of otlnn* loans and you stdl them and g(*t tin'- money to repay. 
lTnd(*r tln^ pro])osal of tln^ llon’ble Mr. Apcar you have nothing to sell out but 
you hav(‘ t.o borrow. It is soh'ly a question of selling old (h‘l)eiitures or 

borrowing on iit'W ones. Wluui spt'aking on another motion this morning, I 
said there was adilfm-enee of opinion as to which was cheaper. In any cast' 
there is not tin* marktHi diff(>r(mc(‘ that would support tlu' cancellation of 
debt'Titures. ddit'. llon’ble Mr. Apcar has nd’erred to tln^ practict* at Home 
again in suppoi’t of it. Flu'i’e is oiu' diflertuiet' bi'twt'en this and th(‘ 
mun icqialit i(‘s at Homt'. Jdit'y liavt* to (;ancel their debtuiturt's bt'cause 
tln^y ai’C not allowfxl to hold thmn. It is not (‘onsidered a safe investment 
for a niunieijial ity at llonu' to kt'cp its Sinking Fund in its own dtdxmturt's. 
It may invest in thc' municipality nextdoor. It doesdoso. It gets round 
in that way. Under the law tln'y are not allowed in tiu' majority of cas(‘s to 
hold (h'bentures ; tlu'y th(‘rtffor(‘ havi^ got to sell. TIk' disadvantagi* undm* 
which th('y labour at Homo can hardly bc^ lirought forward as a reason for 
introducing the ]>ractice here. 

1 think, your Kxcellenc.v, fhat 1 need not (h'tain the Uoiineil any further. 
As a matter of fact I think the Uoiincil have really i)assed an opinion on this 
hy declining to hav(^ a common Sinking k'nnd. 1 take' it that that e.ipinion of 
Council is based on the nect'ssity of liaving a simple form of Sinking Fund 
with no form of (xmiplications and one that will (msur(' that tlu> money is tlu're 
when it is wanted. IMiis system does intrcHluce complications ; it does mean 
re-borrowing, for you have to pay your debt, and as I say muther the 
Hon’ble Mr. Apcar nor tlu' Corporation in tlu'ir nu'eting hav(' hovn able to 
produci' any reason which sliows the slightest advantage' on tlu' proposal.” 

The Hon’bh' Ma. Aitak said : — 

“ The Hon’bh' Mcmb-r in charge has told US that there is a great 
distinction betwet'ii Muni(d])al Corporations in Great Britain and the Calcutta 
Corfioration, b('caus(^ in (H’t'at Britain they cannot hold their own debentures 
as invi'stiiumts, but wh(*n they elect to purchase their own debentures and 
are then compelled to discard them, it is an option which is deliberately 
exercised, so that as a matter of fact they pursiu^ that system with approval. 
And as a matter of fact there are Municipal Corporations in Great Britain 
with power of investing in their oAn debentures when' the same powder as 
I seek exists and is exercised. The Hon’ble Member in charge has 
referred to the Corporation as having on several occasions, under their old 
Chainnan, asked for tlie power to purchase and extinguish their deben- 
ttires, and having eventually under the present (chairman withdrawn that 
request. The Hon’ble Member would be more convincing in making a point 
of this circumstance had he shown any disposition to accede to the requests 
of the Corporation lor powers lor which they hav(> urgently and persistently 
pressed. The Hon’ble Member is anxious that old debentures should be 
held ready for sale, and wishes us to regard the sale of old debentures 
as not a borrowing by the Corporation. He seems not to appreciate that 
the sale of old debentures is a flotation of a loan, with the disadvantage of 
M ver>^ large number of debentures, of different issues, being thrown on 
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to the market at the same time. The sale of old dehontiiivs i« no a 

borrowing by the Corporation from the public than the nn>iioy obtained* 
oA the isBUe of new dc'bentiires. My Lord. 1 tliink tliere an* many 
advantage's to the Corporation in . camrelling tlieir old debtmturt'B. 
With a limit of time it is difficult to. treat thijs mattei* IVtv^ly, but 
I will ivy to state them brielly : non-paym(‘nt of commission (o banks 
and bi*ok(^ragt> ; avo.danci^ of discount on sale of old d(*lH‘ntin*i‘s for 
repayment of otlnn* deb(‘ntares at dm* dati* ; d('btmtiin‘s lu‘ld in t In* Sinking 
Fund an^ of various dates for rt'paymmit, while the dati's of rt'jiayment of 
the whole issm* of new (hdumtures of a loan are necessarily tin* same, mid 
would ordinarily be for a jHnmRl to run long(‘r tiiau in the case of old 
debi*ntures, a circumstance' more acci*ptabh‘ to investors ; issue of ut'w deben- 
tures is widely advertised ; in tln^ sale of old debmitures tin* broker has to 
seek out purchasers ; all these circumstances are in favt)ur of the issm^ of 
new debontun^s. 1 may add that tin* discount, if any, on tin' lloatation of 
new debentures may be minimised or avoided altogetln*r by advertiaing a 
minimum rate that will be accepted.’ 

New clause 141 AAA (i), as proposed by the lIon’bK' Mr. Apear, was 
then put to the vote and lost. 

The Hon’ble Mn. Ai‘(’ak then proceeded to move his ]jroposed new clause 
141 AAA (^) and said : — 

Of courst* 1 do not question your Lordship’s ruling on the suhjc'ct of the 
time limit, but then* not being ('iiough timi' I cannot do justict* to my state- 
ment, and J will again have' to hurry through as <iuickly as I can. 

Tin* }.ow(‘r to pui'chast* deb(‘ntur('s for canc(4lation with tnoney from 
tin*- Municipal Fund (wJiich is a fund distinct from tin* Sinking Fund) 
is even mon* im])ort,ant- than tin* power of canc(‘lling debrntiii’es purchased 
from moin'V taken out of tin* Sinking Fund, because the (*aneellatlon undiu’ 
tin* forimu- power will com])letely extinguish the d(‘bt, itot oidy to th(* (‘xit'iit 
of Hj(* la(*(' value of t!j(‘ d(*iK*nturi‘ canc(‘lled, but also tlie Joan ch;ng(*H 
payablt* on that amoiuil-, bec<aus(‘ tin* money for the purchase not having lH*(‘n 
withdrawn from the Sinking Fund, tin* interest j ayalih* to j)r(*vent a shortagt* 
m'od not bi* recouped. 

In (irt‘at Jlritain, rent rt‘C('iv(*d from land acijuired out of (ka})ital lunds 
is payable* to tin* Loans Fund, which Ht*i‘ms only fair. 1 have* not ventured 
so far, although I am (*ntii‘(*ly in its favour. Ihit clearly it would bt* 
only (H|Uitabl(' that the profit madi* on the n*sale ol lainl which has bt*eu 
acquircnl out of borrowi^d moin*y should be allowi'd to go towards tin* reduc- 
tion of tln^ ind('btedin*ss of the ( »oratiorj and tie* <* )use(jue,nt inere-ase of 
borrowing ] owi^r. 

I do not think tin* (*xt(‘nt lo which our cash i)alances run is 
generally a]i] reciated. Last y(*ar tin* cash balance's were in the llevi'iim* 
Fund Ks. i^3,OcS,lL*b in tin* Loan Fund Hs. ifb,‘44,.‘^)20. 

We an* (foncc'rm'd only with the cash balance's in tin* Kev('nue fund, tin* 
money in tin* Loan Fund being (*armarkt*d for particular works on a(*count ol 
which money has beem borrowc'd. The latter casli lualaiua.'S, however, sliow 
the amount of money on which loan charges are i>eing paid, hut which still 
are unutilized. 

The cash balance in the Revenue Fund is due to money having b(*en 
collected from the rate-payers in excess of tlie reqnii’enients of the year. I 
will avoid entering uf)on this thorny subject in tin* jiresont discusHion. I 
could go into detail and give remarkable instances in this connection, all of 
wliich liave occurred -under the present constitution of the Corfioration. I 
need only mention in general terms that the Oerporation have iKum in the 
habit of exacting money from th(3 rato-jiayers of Calcutta in the form of rates ; 
and the Corporation having got the money have loft a largo jiortion unutilised. 
The unutilised balance the Corporation had no right to have exacted. 1 he 
statutory obligation is to keep a minimum sum of Rs. 2 lakhs as the cash 
balance. This sum is insufficient to meet the cost of our establishment, the 
bills of contractors remaining unpaid for work completed in the closings 
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pionth of llu^ iircvious yoar, or to bo doiio shortly after, all payable before the 
revenue of th(! Corjioration bogiiiR to come in, and is available in the e,arly 
days of tlie new financial year. But lis. 6 lakhs would be amply sufficient 
for all such purpose's, and Ks. 10 lakhs, which it has been the custom to 
reserve, has Ixicn shown to be far larg('r than is wanted. 

Very large; sutns continue to lie shown year after year to accumulate' as 
cash balances. It has been difficult to suggest a (lefinitt* ineth(Kl how to treat 
these sums. It would not b(' a feasibb; ith'a to give the money back to those 
from whom it had been taken. Nor vould tin; reduction of rates be quite 
satisfactory, becaus(' many iiersons would unduly profit who had not con- 
tributed to tin; cash balanct'. It of course would be best if rate-payei'S 
w('re nev(;r compi'lled to pay so much in e.xcoss of requirements ; but the 
Corporation having U;com(; possessed of these large sums, collected on the 
part of (iommissniners pi'rhajis innocently, I submit the lairest plan would 
be to give the powt'r to the (hirporation, which 1 propose, to spread 
the bi'iiefit over a series of years as could he done liy conijiletely (ixtinguish- 
ing debentures, and so reduce tiie annual loan charge's for which the rt'venue 
otherwise would continue to be liable. It may hapjien that suriilus cash to 
a large extent is availabb'. wln'ii there is no immediate prospi'ct of a loan. 
The power which 1 ask for (;ouhl tin'ii hi' exercised with gn;at advantage. 

1 have nnnh' it cl('ar in my jiroposal that the discri'tion of the ('or|ioration 
woidd not be interfen'd with. It is only desired to empower the Corporation, 
win'll th(' opjiortunity occurs, to use such surjiliis cash as might bi' availalih' 
to )iurchase ami cancel tlieir debentures, in the in'inm;!' I have stated, after 
the CommiseioiK'rs have' had free 8Coi>e to utilize the moni'y in such manner 
as they might think fit. 

Before I closi' my remarks 1 will comnu'nt on tlu' ri'lert'nces 1 have 
heard mach' to tin' ‘ ilepletion ’ of the Sinking Fund, and to tin' necessity for 
hohling 111 the Sinking fund the investments made iiiit of iiie monii'S of t.hat 
fund, (h'scril ed as ‘ liijuid assets,’ to be n'ady for realization to jirovide 
funds for tin' n'deinption of debentures on due date. A misconcejition 
underlies I'ach of 1 hese idi'as. 

A Sinking Fund before maturity can nev(>r be said to become ‘dei leted’ 
by n'ason of the cancellation of di'lienturi's held in the Sinking Fund. If 
debentures in the fund are canei'lled, altlnugh put out of circulation, tin' 
papi'r cancelled doi'S not beeonu' worthless, because by cancellation tin; 
pi'inci]ial amount due on the (h'benture cancelled is repaid, and one of the 
conditions of such cancellation is that tin' loan charges on that amount 
cancelled shall continue to In' paid into th(' Sinking luind.” 


The llon’ble Mu. I’.wne said : — 

“ Is not Mr. Apear speaking on the first part of his amendment? ” 

The Hon’ble Mu. Ai'c.\u, continuing, said : — 

“ The llon’ble Member is quite correct in checking me. In the hurry- 
of my statement, T have not kept the distinction clear at the moment in 
referring to the Sinking Fund. Of course where there is 4,he complete 
extinction of tlte debt itself, there w'ill be no interest to pay on the amount 
given for the purchase of a debenture. These powers that 1 desire, I think, 
are very necessary to us, In'caiist' the Corporation hold on occasions large 
amounts of cash balances. It may very well liappen that no loan is to be 
issued for a period. The opportunity will then be given for the, cancellal ion 
of those debentures, and the Municipal fund can then be fully used for 
such a purpose. Even thi'ii it will not be used excejit, in the first instance,. 
with the sanction of the Corporation, who will have full discretion to decide 
what amount is available for the cancellation of these debentures. If they 
are willing to allow I hem to be used, 1 think it is the proper method of 
using thi'ir cash balanci;8. When they have large amounts paid into their 
funds from the proceeds of the sale of lands, I submit the best method would 
be not to return it to rate-payers of any one ^ear by the reduction of rates,, 
whenfierhaps ratepayers who have not contributed towards the payment 
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for the land will hut to Kpn‘a(l tiu' honotit ovt r as lar^ro a liohl as 

pOSBlhle 1)3’ the canC(>llation of dehtuitun'S in tlj(* niaiiner j>r()post*(l in \nym 
amendment.’ 

The Hon’ble Mk. Stkphknson said 

‘‘ The object of tlu^ Hon’blo Miunixu* in putting this anuuidinent is tliat 
that Corporation may be allowed the purchase of iMuniciiml debcuitures for 
extinction and cancellation from time to tim(‘ out of the Ral(‘-pro(‘eeds of any 
land or other undertaking bdonging to th(‘ Corporation, or out <)f any ot lau’ 
available funds, \\hich ma3 in the opinion ol tin' ( 'orporation bt' not rt‘(juired 
at an early dat(‘. That is sufliciently -wide to giv(‘ tlu*ni jiower to purchase 
with mom^y out of the loan fun<b which may not Im‘ reipiinul to be appli(‘d 
at an i^arly date. That of course tlu^ Hon’ble McmuIkm* did not ineaip and of 
course he will agret^ that it is impossible to agret^ to an aniemlmtnit that 
is wide enough to inclmle that. Taking the sal(^>proee(‘ds (A' lands and 
other available' n^vmiue funds, tlwry is no nec(‘ssity for anything in tin* 
Hill to give the (-orporation power to buy <l(‘b(uitur(^s out of that inomw. 
They have the power already and tlnw do invt'st their surplus funds in 
tlnur own debentures. The only point is tin' lloirb).* MtunU'r vvislu's to 
give them i)ovv('r to extinguish tln'in wln'u they lia\'e bought lln'in. 
\\ 1 la t IS t'h(* ('fleet ol that ^ In f.ht' first. ]>la(t(^ t in' t 'orporation ('onlinue l() 
pay Sinking Fund chargt's under clauS(‘ i:U> of tin' Hill. Tlnu-e is no provision 
for adjusting the Sinking Fund payiiK'iits and such adjustment would b(‘ a 
com j )Iicated proceed ing. 

At the end of th(> period wln'ii a loan matun's, the rat('-pay(u-s of tin' 
('orporation of that date will rc'ceixu' a bonus of the' amount, which t in' 
C/orporation now ])a3’ oil’, ddn' ('orporation will now sav(' th(‘ms('lves fi-om 
paying iiiti'rest, and tin' saving will be a pn‘S(‘nt for tin' rate-pavei’s of 
20 y(*ars hence. I would not i-('rsonally objec't to that, hut it. is ratin'r against 
tln^ llon’ble Memix'r’s pn'vious argunn'iits. What is ri'ally gaiin'd by can- 
celling the d('b(‘ntur('S ? The miinicijialit have tin* ]>ow<'r of using these 
(h'lx'iitun'S again. Why should tln'y not kc(‘p it? I\v (^an«c!ling. tin'y do 
not savi' tin* Sinking Fund charge. If tin* (h'lx'ntiin's an' not c^ancf'llcd, 
tln'y simply pay the intc'n^st from n'vcnue to revenue ; tln'3^ pay hy hook 
d('bit ; they pay to tln'insc'l v('s ; and at tlu' same tinn* tln'v havi' got' tln*se 
s('curities. I’he cash halance is now high, hut wa* do not know* if tin* 
('orporation rnav not lx* in a ^'e]y tight corin']* in a lew 3*ears’ tiiiK*. Wdiy 
sliould the rat(*-pa3a'rs now fon^go tin' hcin'fit of this res('rv(' cash halaina* 
in ordt'i* to benefit those who conn' aftc'i* 20 3a*ars ? At jin'sent, if 1 ln*y 
have got tlu'ir d(d)entures in existence, tln‘3* j>ut f}n*m on tin' rnarkc't wuth- 
out going to tin' Covernment of India for a in'w loan and raise tin* morn'y 
in an emergency. It seems to me that it is j*eall3’ more ad viintagcous to 
th(' Corporation to keep tln'ir own nnuie3’ in an invi'Stnuuit. which they 
can realise, rather than lock it up entirel3^ for tin* soh^ Ixmc'fit of future 
generations. ” 

The Hon’ble Rat Radha (Jiiakan Paj. pAHAnrii said: — 

“ M3" Lord, I iTupv inform tln^ Council that wlnm this (jiiestion was 
raised in the (Virporation 1)3" tlie Hon’ble ]\Ir. Apcai*, it was opjiosi'd hx* a 
conRid(*rable Rection of tin* ( 'ommissipners, and all hough it was carried by a 
niajorit3% the m«'yorit3’ was vc'iy small. The (jiK'stion how(n"er w’as rais('d 
almost at the last moment and it could not he dist uss(h] at a full nn'cting. 

The disadvantage arising from tin* [)?*o])osal of tin* Hon’ble Mr. Apear 
has been well explained b3’ tlie Hon’lile Member in charge of tln^ Jh‘il. At 
present, my Lord, the practice is so simph* iliat tlu're is no difficulty in 
utilizing the Rale-proceeds of surplus lands, and, if we are so incliinxl, to 
utilii5|) the RurjduR cash balanci*, wfn'ther of Revenue or ( kipital Funds, for 
the purp(3se of works to be carriinl out of borrowed funds. If wo estimate 
that 40 lakhs of rupees are required to be spent in tin? ensuing year on 
account of works to be carried out of loan funds, and if we find that 10 lakhs 
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arc^ available from sale of surplus lands and cash balance in the Capital 
♦ Fund, wo sot off that amount against the total amount spent on loan works, 
and we borrow with the sanction of Government 30 lakhs of rupees. 

Tlien, iny Lord, as far as I understand, this motion will also apply to 
the R(W(niue cash Ijalanct*. As has been explained by the Hon’ble Member 
in chargii of tlie liill the Uevonue cash balance of one year would have to 
be carried down for the benefit of posterity, and thc^ very principle in support 
of which the Ilon’bh^ Member lias been fighting is against this. It will 
acc(ilerate the repayimnit of the loans before the perioii they are due. 
I think, my Lord, this motion should not be accc'pted by the Council. ” 

'J'h(^ Hon’ble Mk. Atcak said: — 

‘‘My Lord, there is a misapprehension in respect of my amendment. 
The money to be utilized can b(‘ only out of tin? Municipal funds which is 
distinct from loan funds. And when the debentures is extinguished the 
Corporation would not continue to make the annual contribution on the 
amount of the debenture cancelled, and it is jirovidiHl specifically that the 
dividend and interest will also cease to be ])aid. Why should it not be 
at the discretion of the Corporation to utilize in this way any small 
amount remaining in the cash balance which may not be required for 
other purposes? I am wholly unable to follow the idea of any incon- 
sistency on my part in proposing the amendment. I think that was 
sufficiently touched UfHm in a lat(‘ Corporation meeting, not to hav(^ the same 
argLiimmts reproduced now\ My objection is. and always has been, that those 
who are not benefiting from any work should not, ]>{) made to j)ay for its 
cost. Here with the extinction all payments ciiase, and tlMoa^ is nothing but 
Ixuiefit ; there is no injury, no ])rcjudice to aiiyon(% and if tln^ debtuitures are 
extinguished, the paynumt of intt‘n‘st stops. ddu‘re is no qu(‘sti()n of acc(dcr- 
atiiig any loans or pnqudice to anybody. Tin* whole question again is not 
und<*rstood. We In ^ar a good deal when tln^ ( ’orj oration an^ against any 
nuxasure, and it is mad(^ much of. I>ut when the C()r])()ration ar(‘ in favour of 
a measure, why should not that be taken into account ? .My Lord, this is a 
vm-y useful pow(>r to give to the Corjxiration to exi'rcist^ at their option, 
and J ask tliat it lie granted to tlicun. 

New clause Lll AAA (-^), as propose 1 by the Hon’ble Mr. Apear, was 
then put to the vote and lost. 

’^fhe Jlon’bl(* Meinbm* then withdrc^w liis ])ro]>osa] as to the insiu’tion of 
a mnv clause 141 AAA A, which formed tin* tliird portion of his amendment.

my amendments. 

Tin*, last h't.tm- from tin* ( lov(u-nm(‘nt to tin* (a)rporation to which 1 
l)efure have drawn attention, dated the 1st of tin* pr(‘S('nt month of January, 
riders to tin* (h^sire of the (hirporation to obtain the power to utilise thi'ir 
Sinking f iind in tJie mannei’ 1 have nimtioni'd, 1 ask attention to ])aragra))h 
7 of that l(‘tt(u- which commencH‘s as lollows : — 

‘ The ni'xt suggestion is that tin* Corporation should be specially 
em])owerd to aiqJy the Sinking Fund in (*X(u*cis(^ of its 
borrowing powi‘rs. No arguniimts ari' adduced in favour of 
this course, and it is practically admitted that the C/orporatioii

the investment of Sinking Funds.’ 

It is very remarkable that arguments should la* expected in asking for 
a powiM* tliat has bc*cn so widl known and so widely exi'rcised for a long time 
in (Jreat Britain. It is to be found in the liirmingham Water Act of 1802, 
in the St. Helen’s Corporation Act of 1898 and has been carefully elaborated 
in till* 1 5ii‘mingliam (yorj)oration Act of 1903 from wdiere 1 took thi^ terms 
of my amendment which most unfortunatt‘ly 1 have been precluded from 
mov’^ing m our |)roci*edings. It is to b(> found also in the Local (government 
Hoard Stock Regulation of 1901 both for Urban Districts and County 
Councils. These I'nactmeiits I mention because 1 have them in my 
possession. Hut we know^ from the proceedings of the Select CJommittei* 
oIiIh* House (histoms in 1908 and 1909 how gimerally they had been 
adopted in local Acts of Municipal (Jorporations in Great Hritain. It has 
been so greatly utilised that in the Corporation of Hirmingham alonc^ we 
find that from the year 1892 to 1909 the sum of £1,585,297 was so used 
out of Sinking Funds ; and if tho Corporation of Glasgow had not utilised 
their Sinking Funds in tho same manner, tho Rogistmr of that Corporation 
writes to itt6 that he calculates that they would have lost over tk million of 
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Doney if they had invosted their Sinkiiitr Funds. And yet a pelni is iii:ide 
[o the cireuiustanoo that we liad not advaneed arguments in support ol' ,.\ir 
requeBt. If tliey are not known I submit tliat w.^ sliould i'X])eel tliem to be 
known to tlie. Government when undertaking sueli important legi.slation as 
the present one. And there is a very (>.\4 raordinary misooneei'tion iii t be 
assertion that the Corporation practically .admit tliat they are al)le to at lain 
the desired object liy means of its existing i>owi-r to luiy its own d(<lient ures. 
Wliat in truth is admitteil hero is the principli*, by thi> ( loyernmt'iit. tliat 
our Sinking Fund can be utilised; that goes a long way in our favour in 
argument, but it falls short of the power we set'k. And it is still more 
rom.arkable that the Government shouhl think that by givin,!,n.h(' jamer I o 
the Corporation to tender for their own (lebimtures. they .vill I.e glutting 
the ])Ower they seek. 'Phe main point in the desire ol the ( hirporatioii lor 
the iiower is that they need not, if it is granted to them, go into the inarket 
to borrow and they then would not need to issue Irosh securities, and 

therefore would make a substanli.d saving owing to stamp duty not. being 

payable. It would be well to have clearly before us the terms ol the clause 

robed uiion as giving us the same power as we seek. In clause [•> AA of 

thelbll power is given to reserve or set apart, with the sanction ol the t.overn- 

ment of India, any portion of the debentures to be issued on aceoiint ol any 
loan, and sub-clause 1 ' runs .as follows -i 

' The issue of any such debentures to the (diiiirman as alon'saiU 
shall not oiieralrc to ext inguish or cancel such debent ures, iuit 
every debentiir.’ so issued shall hi* valid in all resi.eet s as if 
issued to and in tlie name of any other jierson.’

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THE CHITTAGONG PORT BILL, 1914. 

Lift or Business ^Item No. 3.— Tlie HouT>lo xMr. Lyon prosi^ntod the 
Report of the Select Committee on the Chittagong Port Bill, 1914, and moved 
that the said Report be taken into consideration. 

He said — 

“ I need not detain the Council for long in making this motion. It is with 
great pleasure that we have been able to f)reKent an unanimous l{(‘port for 
the acceptance of the Council. When intrrxlucing the Bill, I explained that 
there were one or two matters concerning which there was sonu* difft‘rence 
of opinion, and that for that reason the Gov(n*iim(*nt do(um‘d it Ix^st not to 
send the Bill at once to Select (Committee, but to give tiiiu' for it to be fully 
debated and considert^d by the persons affected by it, and also to give tiim* to 
enable us to obtain the serv’'ic(*s of one of tlu^ members of thi* commercial 
community who were particularly interested in the Hill, to be addcxl to our 
Cvouncil and to the Select Committc’ie to bt^ appointed for the considcnaticm of 
the Bill. 1 am glad to say that tlie action we took has bcum justified by 
the results. The Bill has been very carcifully considered by thos(‘ who arc* 
affectcnl by it, and the r(*8ult of that considc*.ration has Ix^cm that the* l\>rt 
(Commissioners and thosc^ members of the Port (x)mmission who wc‘r(‘ 
op]>os(*d to the majority, have been able to approach the* final cjiu^stion of thc^ 
consideration of the Hill in a spirit of grc‘at rciasonableness, and have* m(‘t 
eacli other in such a manmn* that their differenci^s have* b(‘cm composc*d, 
and that the final result has been om* that (irovc‘rnment could accc‘pt. I will 
rc*fer, therefore, in d(*aling with the* R(*port of the S(d<‘ct CommittcM*, only to 
those* particular ])(_)ints in which therci was originally some* diilerc'iici* of 
opinion. 

The first is that cumeterning the* use* of the* jetti<*H whicth, as 1 explained 
before, are, in (Miittagong, thc^ property of thc^ Railway (%)m])any and not th(> 
prop)erty of the Port. 

As I explained, tln^ dillicultv as to th ' exercise of then'r autliority ov(^r 
the j(‘tty by the Railway (k)mpany has b(‘<m met by the sp.t^cial provision 
whicli lays down that the* Railway Board shall havc^ final authority in 
the* maltin’ of any inodific<ation of thc^ ratc*s to be charged at thes(‘ jc'ttic's, and, 
secondly, by the exc*cutive arrangem<‘nt which has bi*cm arriv(‘d at b(‘tw(‘('n 
tlu^ (jrov(*rnnu*nt of India and onrsc*lvc*s, that tin* Local Govcn’iimcmt shall be 
consulted before any cliange in rates is made l)y the Railway Hoard. 1 am 
glad to say that upon this point the safeguards that havc^ bcx‘n j)ro\ idc^d have 
been deemed by thcjse affected to be* adc*c]uatc>. 

A somewhat nua’c^ diificult matter was the o|>cwation of edaust^ 4‘> — one* 
of the comj)ulsory clauses of the* Hill. As a prc*liminary to tin* considc^ra- 
tion of clause* 43, we made a slight modification ’ in sul)-claLi8(^ {d) of 
clause 25 of tlu^ Hill, by which wc* j)rovid(*d that those who arc^ mainly 
interested in the applicaticjii of tlu^ comjiulsory clauses of the Jlill shall not lx* 
prevented, by the ofieration of that sub-clause, from voting in any mattc^r 
concerning thc^ apjilication • of the*- compulsory clausc^s of the Hill. A gocnl 
deal of importance was attributed to thc^ introduction of that ]>roviso, and 
Government found it possible to accept it. 

We then came to the actual ajiplication of clause 43. The main 
difficulty, as representc'd to us by the m(*mbers of thc^ Sedect Committee who 
were connected with the Port and who wi^re also n^presentatives of the 
regular periodic services of coasting stoani(*rs and inland steamf*rs, wa" that, 
under clause 43, they might be ordenxl to make use of inadequate facilitii'is 
provided for them in the Port, from time to time, while they would l)e left to 
carry out the greater portion of their work by means of their owm establishment 
and plant. They urged that the maintenanci* of this establishmi*nt and jdant 
would be inevitable, owing to the impossibility of allowing their vessels to 
wait in the stream until access could be given to them to any |)articalar 
pontoon or jetty. They therefore asked that their services might be exempt- 
ed from the operation of clause 43 of tlie Bill until adequate facilitii^s were 
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provided l>y the Port for dealinjSf with their nhare of the trade of the Port, and 
until they could according“ly diflpensf^ with the special staff and plant which 
are at present provided hy them for the landing and shipping of goods and 
passengers, ^’his representation appeared to the Select Committee and to 
the Government to be a reasonable one» and it has been agreed, with the 
approval of the Port Commissioners, that these services shall be exempted 
from the operation of clause 48 until adequate facilities are provided for 
thtun. 

It isy to be uiuk^rstood that this exemption will be accorded to each 
particular service of steamers separately, and that, should the Port 
Commissioners provide adequately for one particular service, it will be open to 
tli(‘ CommissionerH to cancel the exemption of that service — open to the 
Coinmissioners, I should say, with the consent of the Local Government — and 
to bring into operation the provisions of clause 48 with respect to it, the 
point b(dng borne in mind that each Company is to be protected from a 
partial operation of clause 48, which, while compelling the use of a jetty or 
j)ontoon for some of its st(^amers, would not provide adequately for all the 
steanifu-s of tlu^ pericxlic service concerruHl. 

This arrang(‘ment has met the views of the Stc^anier Compani(^B alf(^ctt>d, 
and will be carried out in due courst^ afttu* tin* ])assing of tlu' Bill. 

Idiat, I think, dispos(*s of the difficulty with which W(^ were confronted 
wlum lh(^ Hill was originally ]>ropos(‘<i, and 1 believer that, with tin* carrying 
out of the\s(* arrangements, the Bill will lx* acc(‘pted, with the approval of 
(‘Very body conC(‘rned. 

I b('g, th(U’efon% my Lord, to i)r(‘sent the Ibqiort of tln‘ S(d(‘ct Committee 
on the (diittagong Port Bill, Dl l. and to move that tin* said Re})ort be taken 
into consideration.’'

T imagine those 
who take other similar subordinate service must have the same feeling. 
Therefore, I think, it is very much better that there should be one college 
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for the higher training and anotlier for tlie training of those ni.>n who would 
be 8ati8fi('d witli sinalh'r appointnuuits. 

Then the (iiiestion comos in as to whetln'r W(< should ])rovide a central 
college for all India, or whother we shoiild kecj) up the present praeiiee 

ol separate colleges lor dilferent provinces, ('oining hack to the point of 

ex|ieu8c. 1 think that we can. with the satin' amount of money. aHord a better 
training to the youth of India in a central college than we can In 
separate colleges in ditl'erent provinces. For this reason alone, it seems 
to nil', for the benefit of the youth of India that we should have a 

central collegi' established. I think the evidt-nee given before the I’nblic 
Services Cotnmission has shewn that this is the right thing to do. We 
tlo not know what Is going to be done. but. it Is my opinion that It 

should be done, and 1 think for the iiresent we should confine the 
yjrovincial colleges to tin' training of lower-gradi> men. If, however, 
a ci'iitral college is not to be established, it Is very necessary that we should' 
have a well-e(iul])ped I’rovincial College lor the training of engineers. 

1 hen w<* come tai tlu' ijnestnni .* Should we ha\'e one or i.wo colh'ges ^ 
At present, there is certainly not. eiioiigli demand for the number of liovs 
theoretically trained for t hi' higher grade of the Kngineering passed out of tiie 
Sibpur (’olh'ge. I here .are not enough a)i])ointments for the boys of one 
college, d’herelore thei'e is certainly no necessity for more than one 
college.

Wc! have got to go to the same college 
and take our chanct*. If it Ik* our kisnuif to (^arn only Rs. 80 a month, w^e 
must be content wdth that if we cannot put forth better material ; but 
noluxly can say Irom lK‘fon‘hand as to wdio would turn out a Rai A. P. Sarkar 
and who not. My Lord, the Hfni’blo Mr. Finnimor('’s proposal for a separate 
college for turning out subordinates will no( find acceptance in expert circles. 
Thon^ are inany asjiects of the question to consider. Exceptions can be taken 
to the duplication of the college staffs, of laboratories, libraries, and so on — 
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one set for the higli(0* ii*ainiii|Gr aiul one for the lower (or hotli have ht‘en 
found capable of ](Xiation in the saiiu‘ collegia and of conmion treatnieiit up to • 
3 , certain stage wliieh means considerable saving in i*xj)mulitiire. Ib'^-arding 
the lower sal)ordinate staif — tin* siib-ov(M*s(M>rs — this princi|)h‘ may ])ossil)ly 
be followed and is to a certain (‘xttmt followed. Ihit regarding the gemn-al 
provision, this principle can in*ver apply.

My Loi'd, 1 IxdieAX' t.hat it is om' of tin' reasons for which it is lnt('nd(Hi 
to rt‘stric,t tin* number of higher (?olh‘g(;s for (mgiin*(*ring educat ion in Hengal, 
that it is not found jiosslbh* t.o give enijiloynient t.o all highly-trained men 
(uther undt*r Uovr'rnnn'iit or under local bodies. I have* sonn* exprrieiUK' oi 
local luKlies ; and although in the (Calcutta (Corporation we lnav(* been 
successful to a cm-tain ext^'ut in securing tin* a.dmission of highly-traiin'd 
Indians in h igher ayipointment s, t In'rt* ai'e sonn' local bodii'S where we iind 
that then* is an inclination of imp<a*ting men from outside India and to 
stifle the scope* fe^r t.he (unploynn*nt of tah'nt<*d men who have' been Imought uj) 
in this country.

1 do not umh'rstand why t.he ('olh'ge should not lx* furth(*r improved and 
madi' a d(‘pai tmejit of tin* Glov(‘rnm(*nt, the technological Institute to be 
established li(‘nmft(*r. If the present siti* of the College is unsuitable, or 
has alr(*ady bi'i^ui transierred, tlu* College can bt^ conveniently located in 
soiiu* othei’ plact* in (valcutta or in its neighbourhood. It is said that Dacca 
has an apprentici* dejiartment, but Sibpur has also such a departmimt, and, 
moreoviu-, thiu-i* aix* many ttH‘hnical schools in W(‘st(u*n Bengal which have 
l)eon attiliated to the Sibpur •• College*, and I cannot conceive why a new 
college* is going to be (‘stablislmd at Dacca without improving the existing 
College at Sibpur and making it a department of the proposed Technological 
Institutes Ir is to be* borne in mind that the purpose mentione^d by the 
abovenamed authoritie^s. viz., Colonel Atkinson and Mr. Dawson, cannot be

su hordiiiatt^s. d’lien tin' dis<;ussioii seemed to nn* to wainh'r a eortaiii 
amount, hut it was brought hack by tlie llon’bb^ Babu Malieiidra Nath Bay. 
^yJlo madt‘ it (juirc* el(%ar that his vit^w was, that whati^vi'r i-eari'angeiiient tin- 
Government might uiidertaki' with rc'gard to the t'xisting conditions at 
Sihjmi, h(^ could not support that n^arrangeiiumt unhiSs one of tin* outeojurs 
oJ it was that tlierc^ should a colh^ge in or near (kaleiitta for iht' 
training o( (h\'il Kiigine(‘rs of tln^ higln^st class. lie did not, 1 tliink wis( l\'. 
touch upon tilt' difficulty inx'olved in tln^ argument that, it is not (.‘onsidt'rcd 
d(‘sirable that civil (uigiina'rs of the highest class [iinl pm’sons of tln^ oN orscej- 
class should Ix' traimxl in one and tin* saiiu* institution, and 1 imagine that, liis 
point ol view was that that was a mattxu' for (ixpeuds ; hut that all tdiat In* 
wished to insist. uj)on was that tlnua* should he in or near (kdeiitta always a 
college f or tin training ol civil engiMt‘(*rs of tin' higln'sl, (dass. The llon bh* 
Ml*. Finnimore in his speech gave what S(xmn*d to nn^ to he ex(;elh*nt, r(‘as()ns 
for thinking that civil t‘.ngiin‘('rs of the highest class an* l)ett(*r trained in an 
institution which d(*votoH its entvrgies t(.) them, and dotjs not att(*,mj)t to take 
up all gi’ades of engin(‘ei*ing. And In^ said, and it ser'ined to nn* also t(» Ik* 
veiy true, that peojde who wore traiiuMj to be, civil engineen’s ainl who had 
hopes perhaps of (altering the l^ublic Woi’ks Fejiartment as Assistant 
Engineers did not make thc^ host suliordinates and tln^ h(''st suh-ov(‘]*s(M*r.s and 
^ueh like though they wen^ often driv<m, or at least won' willing, to (*nl«a’ 
tlie Public ^\ orks Diqjartiin'iit in that capacity. He sugg(‘sted that they wriv^ 
not jierjiaps quit(‘ satisfied with the prospe^cts of such eniploynnait as th(‘y had 
been able to obtain, and he also gave reasons for supposing that if you wished 
to ti*uin a man foi- a sub“()V(u*seer or an ov(^rs(>er, perhaps tln^ coiirsi* of his 
training for that object should not he quite the sairn* as that ro(^uir(Ml for a 
<-*ivil engineer of the higlu^st class. The Hondih^ Dr. Deha Prasad Sarhadhikari 
started by saying that he was in favour of an Imperial ('oll(‘ge, hut tlnm I 
gathered that he was not in favour of any college or any scheiiK; whie-h 
c*xcliided the possibility of there being, or rather excludixl tin* c(*rtaiinv 
^1 there being, a Civil Engineering (college ol the highest class in Calcutta. 

I fail to see how you can bo in favour of an Iir^perial College «'ind at tin* same 
Dnie qualify your attitude by the statement xhat you are only in favour of a 
scheme of that kind, if the College is to be located in Calcutta. A great yleal 
has been said about the necessity of such an institution being in Calcutta, but 
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I havo listened in vain for any argument in favour of such a contention 
other than the argument that the Civil Engineering College slioiild he 
situated in i.roxiniity to industries. Suggestions have been made by the 
Mr. wliicli Be<^iii to traverso tliat principle to a coitain 

extent, Init I do not wish to labour this point, f think it is certainly a 
matter of opinion, d’lie I'oint T wish to make clear is this : If it is 
desiraliht tliat civil (Uigineers of the highest grade should be trained in 
institutions a|iait from overseers, then clearly the existing arrangements 
at Sibpur cannot hi^ continued indefinitely. The Hon’ble Dr. l>eba Prasad 
Sarbadhikari, in the latter part of his spc^ech, seeimd to think that the 
existing arrangements at Sibpur were extremely desirable, for he said, why 
should not overseers be traimsl along with the engineers ? who is to know 
who is going to he the migineer and who is going to be the overseer ? 
should thi-re not be, in that case., if the argiiment holds good, two medical 
colleges at one' of which successful jiractitioners should he trained, while 
the unsuccessful people who havo to take lessiu- positions in life would be 
trained in another It seems to im^ the argument as regards the medical 
.C(illeges would be rather,— is it desirable, would it l.e always desirable, 
to give to those who are bm’ng trained to be sucii peoph' as compounders 
the education you would give to a man who was going to be a full fledged 
doctor V It seems to im^ that the llon’bh'. Mr. Finnimore’s iioint was that, if a 
man wiio was trained to be a doctor hail to lace life as a compounder, he 
would lie a discontented compounder, and proliably he would have lieen a 
better man, if his training liad been more closely directed towards com- 
pounding. ITnless t.he (louned arii jirepaied to accept the tliat f.lio 

training of engiiiei.u’S ol all classes should bii continuisl in the same institu- 
tion, they cannot, 1 think, acquiesce in the suggestion that the arrangements at 
Sibpur should remain unchanged. Korean they, it seems to me. advocate as a 
possible alternative to the arrangements now made at Sibinir, that there should 
be .at the 'rechnological Institute, civil engineering classes, because the 
'reehnological Insiilute will hi- concerned nol with the training of civil 
•engineers in the first instance, but with the training of people for various 
industries, which is a very dilferent thing. 'I’lierefore what I wish to make 
■quite clear is this — are the ( Council going to acce) it t he view that separate 
provision for the training of civil engineers of the highest class is desirable? 
Tf it is, then the continuance, of Silipur in its present state is obviously 
undesirable and the opening of civil engineering classes in a Technological 
Institute in (lalcutta will not iiieiit the difficulty.” 


'I'he Hon’hle Ml!. Dvomkks (liiAKUAVAiiTi said : — 

My Loun, T desire to add a few words in support of the Resolution, 
and my claim to t.ake iij) the time, of this House for a few minutes 
is based upon the fact that in early life I was for a period of about 
1.') months a Professor in the Sibpur Engineering College — Professor 
of i\l:ithemal ICS and Physical Science. T have not been there very 
recently, ;uid therc'I'ore I cannot speak with any degree of personal 
experience as to what has been hai>pening there since my time. 'When 1 
w:is there, although in point of fact there was one institution for the 
.t.r:iiuing of various gnides of engineers and overseers, in reality there were 
four instil uf.ions, because thiu’ii was a class A, tluu'e was a class H, there w'as 
a class (;, and there was a class D. The teaching staff rvas different, the 
liaiiniiig was different, the arrangements for their education were different, 
and therefore 1 do not think that by association in the same place they 
suffered in any way at all- To my mind the (piestion seems to be this : 
in or about Calcutta there has been an institution teaching higher grades 
■of (.‘ivil engineering : The jioint is whether a case has been made out that 
it should ccasi' to exist where it has existed for at least 30 years, and that 
a new institution should bo started at Dacca for the benefit of all, as I 
understand, on the ground that there will be a healthy emulation, inasmuch 
as there is going to be a teaching University at Diicca. So far as the advant- 
ages of a teaching university are concerned, at Sibpur most of the 
students are resident students, and they have to emulate with one another. 
1 rather think, speaking as a lawyer, that the onus has been wrongly placed 
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on this side of tin' House ; we. siippc^rting this Uesolution. say that the emus 
is ou the other sidt' of the House. It is said that the exist iiij^ statt* of atVairs 
should he changed, and that tin* institution should be transplanted from 
Calcutta to Dacca, and for that, so far as I have lunm ahh‘ to gather, the laason 
is that there is going to be a teaching iini\t‘rsity at Dacca. If your funds 
allow; if you will be abb* to get a sutlic-ienl nuinlan* oj studimts from that part 
of tlu^ country, havt3 an institution lor the tt aehing of higlnn- cnll (mgineering 
in that part of the country by all means ; but what we do say is thttt hen' 
we have had an institution foi* t he last eO ye.ars. and it is foi* tiu‘ (?on vt'nitmet' 
of all ; it is not for the con veiiienet' of only, say, Hindus or M ii liamniadans. 
I sp(3ak with a ct'rtain degret' (^)f ('Xpeiaenet' with regard in tht' imnnbers 
of th(> domicih^d community that there are a great many of tlumi who will 
find it rather hard if they havt' to ge from this paii ol* tlu' e<*>tintry to 
I)ae(‘a for tin* ])urj)ost's oi’ tlitur educjation. As rt'gai'ds unhealthim‘ss, 1 
HvcmI at Sibpu]-. I lived th(‘r(‘ continuously for 15 months. I did not die, 
nor d ill any of tlit^ staff in mj" time die, nor do I rememb(*r any of the 
stildcmts dying thert^ on account of malaria or ehohovi ; so that li it was not 
unhealthy 50 years ago, 1 do not think that, with all tin* sanitary impiaoe- 
iiumts which hav(‘ bei'ii madi' tlnu'e, Sibpur is uidn'althu'r nou than it 
used to b(^ 50 years go. ddn^ ])oint is this : it will be a great hardship, ddre 
C(,>untry is very larg(‘, and with regard to this ])art ol th(‘ count ly. for 
examjde, a man going from Durdwan to Dacca, he does not want to go so 
far away from his houn‘ foi* purposes of cal neat ion. ^ ou ha\u‘ an institution. 
Do not d-estroy it. Tlu'U, it is said that there are discontcmted p(‘oph‘. ddn'y 
may lx* justly discon t iuit ed ; if tlu'y are deser\ ing and do not get higher a t)point - 
meiit.s. then rinur discontent is justifuMl. On lln‘ (jtlnu* hand, il tln-y are not 
qiialitii'd, ajid th(‘y aia^ discontimted, then tln‘y have only to blann^ them- 
se'l\u\s. 1 do not know the woikin^’ ol tin* Publu; Works D('))ait inent , nor 
do I know the working of tlu' public boilies who haxu' to eniph^y «*ngineers ; 
but this 1 do know that, if in point of fact thei-e is only lair ]>lay, and no

His Exct'lh'iicy the Prt^sident liaving taktHi thi^ chair rose and addressed 
the (Jouncil (who all ri'iiiainoil standing) as i'ollows : — 

“ I h'el sure thal ilou’hh^ Mc'inhers will agree with mt‘ that it is only 
righi that tliis (’oiincil should at once adjourn t)ut tT respect for the meinory 
of one with whom this |>lact' — this very room — is closely associated, and who 
passed away yestt*rday, 1 need say hut little. Lord Minto left India only a 
foAV yt'ars ago, and many of you kneAv him and lovt>d him. I am certain 
tliat in (Calcutta, in Ptuigal, sorrow is to-day widespread, and that it is a 
very genuine and In cirtl'eli sympathy which goes out to his widow and to* 
his children. 
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Five consecutive jC^e Derations (as he himself once reminded yon) of his 
family lived within this huildinsf — that in itself is a reniaikalde tliiiii^ 
which Heiv/al is not likely to for^i^t. I am tmnpttnl to recall to you honir 
lines wliieli he himsell' quotod with approhation ; —

Having regard to tin* disastrous conse(]uenc(*s that have misued. it is 
difficult for a nativae of tin' luckless (n)Unlry within tin* tlood-zom* on tin* w’esl 
side of the river to sp<'ak of its absolute abandonni(*nt to the ti'inhu* 
niercit's of the Damoilar in the languag<‘ of moderation. It vvas not only a 
violat ion of the guaranty*!' givc*n in 18(19, but it l(.)okc*d v«*ry liln* the sacrific*!* 
of the int('T('sts of tFe poor and the weak at tin* altai* of those of the rich and 
strong. 1 am (piite wdlling to believe that t be gt'ntlenu*n who advised this 
reckh'ss 'act did not forest'c its t(*rribh' conse(|Uences ; but- wdiether t-hey did 
foi*i*S)M‘ tlu*m or not, t,hey made tln'inselvt's felt vt'ry (juickly indi'ed. 
For wa* find, on tin* 1st dune 18(;o, _ the Superintending Engineer, 
Hurdwan (Jirchu Ca])tain d. F. Beadle, writing to the Chief Enginem*, Lowt‘r 
Frovin(;es, about the havoc that had aln*ady been done by the Damodar 
in tin* country on the west bank and referring to the duty which the 
Government owt'd to tin* i-eo])le and suggesting measures to minimize 
the damag('s.

way. It appi'ars from Sir Edward Buck’s- report that Italy has spmit in 1 1 ’ 
yeai s 42 millions sterling in the iKmeticeiit sysl.eiu of river training which 
has banished iiialariri from Italy and vastly increased the value of land. I 
refuse to believe that our highly-iiualilied and therefore higiilv-paid engineers, 
with all their |)revious exia-riimce and the complete information of the Italian 
system now at their disposal, cannot devisea scheme for training a small river 
like lh(> Begua. only .dO miles in length. Of course any really ell'eclive scheme 
must lie more oy less expensive ; but expense should not. as I have al read v

justice and stia'iigth o( the claim of the yieople li\ing on t he W(*st sidi^ that 
about half of the sum should have heen spf*nt and now i la* ac^cumulations for 
the last 00 years should lx* spent for their born'fit. A bargain is a bargain, 
whf*ther it is profitable or not, and Government cannot say that lx*caus(* it is 
not pirofitable they will fulfil only half of it and not th(* whrile. 44iis large 
sum and the contributions which we may fairly and justly claim from tin* 
East Indian Kail way and thi* Kengal-Nagpur Kail way' r’om])ani(*s and the 
Calcutta Port Trust will more than suffice to meet the cost of any works for 
the betterment of our miserable condition. 

Even if there W(*re no funds over which we liad any s^iecial claim, the 
Government are bound to protect the lives and propru'ty of tin* piMiph* from 
floods out of the general revenu(*s. It is a duty more urgent and inijiortant 
than the duty of protecting the people from thieves and dacoits, for th(*y only 
rob the comparatively rich at irnjgular times, while tin*, ermd Damodar knr)ws 
no such distinction and goes on in its work of ruin and devastation with almost 
dock-work regularity. If the engineers are not hampered by considerations 
of expense, an efficient scheme will be readily forthcoming ; and tlicre is 
already the scheme of Messrs. Horn and Maconchy of a hugi^ reservoir in the 
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, catchment area ready lo hand. Half of tho sum of Rs. 57,320-8-6, 
niaintenanc(‘ charge, whiclj the GovtM*ninent will continue to receive from 
the Hurd wan Raj Kstate. together with annual contrihutions, i.e.. premia. 
for their insurance, from the Railway roinjianies and the I5)rt d'rust, will, I 
venturr tf) think, more than meet tln^ yearly mainttmance charge of any works 
that may \>r undertaken. 

Your I^ordship and the Ilr)n l)l(.‘ M(*mhers will see from what I have 
stated that we hav(‘ sullered in levalth and suhstance too long and we ought 
not to siitfei* any long(‘r. 

My Lord, if anything is to he done it ought to h(^ dom‘ as quickly as 
])ossil>h' ; els(* what with floods, malaria, and the ot her dis« ases conse(]uent on 
th(' floods. veiT i(.‘W will lK‘hdt to heiiefit hy a peideet seheim^ wLich may l)e 
devised in the distant future. Let it not he said in the words of Sard : — ' IJy 
the tiim* th(‘ antidote com(‘K fi-oni Ii-ak, the ]i(‘rson hitten hy the snakt^ will 
havt‘ died.’ 

My Lord. If m<‘asures I»e adopted during Your Excellency’s administra- 
tion to improV(‘ our mis(n*ahle lot. youi* nunnory will for ever live enshi’ined in 
the gratfd'ul hiasasts of hundreds of thruisands of contented and ha])] y ])eo]»l(‘ 
and th(‘ir ])rayers will go u]) to th(‘ foot of tin* tlirom' of our Almighty and 
jMereiful Lather for your long lihn health and ha])])in(‘ss. 

W'ith th(‘se words, my Lr)i*<|, I commend tin* Resr)lution to the acceptance 
of tlu‘ ('ouncil and 1 Iiojh* tin* (L>v(*rnment will aeee]>t, it as they have heen 
anxious for tlu^ ])ast h^w years to alleviate our disti'ess.”

I cannot helj) thinking that my anerstors were v(‘i-y wise in handing 
over tin* maintenanet* of the einhanknnmt to Govemnnuit, for I would not like 
to hav(' ht‘(*n in tlu'ir ]»osition myself to-day. \\ Idle stating that. I must. 
howc'Vtu*. put forward a strong a]i]K*al on bt'half of the inhahitants of thi^ west 
hank of t.lu' riv(u* Damodar, a large numher of wdiom luqiptui to h(‘ timants of 
tin* Ihirdwan Raj, for their coiniition is certainly not an enviahh* omc I am 
notanex])ert ; therefore, 1 am not in a j ositlon to ])ut before Your Exeellency 
and Your Ex(*elhmcy’s Governnnmt either the scheme of IMr. Horn or 
iMr. IMac'onchy. What. lioweV(*r, 1 do advocate and advocati* strongly is that, 
if t he ])ro(ect.ion of the Inhabitants on the w<‘St, baidv of the Hamodar has to 
ht) seeiinMl. it should be dom* without delay, ami the Govt*rnment must 
jn-(*part* tln'insrlves to lay out a very large sum which alone can alleviate the 
present distr(*ss. The answt'r, of coiirst*, that wi' may ex])(*ct — and not an 
(*ntirc*ly un justifiahh' one on tin* j)art of the Government — is that the cost of 
such a sclnuni' would se(*m to b(‘ at ])res('nt prohihitivi*. Rut if the cost 
!)(' proluhitn'e, is it right on tiu' ])art of G(.)V(.*rnm(*nt to go on holding out 
promises that schemes are' undt*r consideration? Md)uld it not be better 
to S])t*ak out once for all and say that the selu'me is an impossible one ? 

Another thing, my Lord, that I should like to point out in this connection 
is that a good deal lias beam said by the Hon’ble iVIaulvi iM. Amvar (Jhaudhuri 
n'g’arding tilt' condition of tin' peoph‘ after the hoexls of the river Daunxlar 
in August last. Of course, it was an exce‘j)t ional oeeiirrence, and we all hope 
that we may not live to see another disaster like that. Rut the point is, as 
I said or ratht>r hinted at in my speech delivert'd at the Town Hall when 
Ave iiK't t o raise mon(\v for relieving the distressed— at which meeting your 
Lordship presided, — that tin* people had begun to lose confidence in Govern- 
ment in the way the existing embankments were l>t‘ing maintained. And 
only very re(H>ntly I Imvi* liad good authority on which I can say that the 
rc'pairs that have been dont* to the eastern embankment after the floods 
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have not been done properly. This is a matter to wliich I beg to draw Your 
Excellency’s attention. 

Another point is this — whetluo* the Railway Company should be inadi' 
to pay for the benefit that they have (hu'ived all these years. I do not wish 
to bring it forward here, but if there art' to be more railways. wiu^tluM- grand 
chords or small chords, the (Government should see that adequate vimluets 
and ad(‘quate waterways are kept when tlie railway line is put up, for it was 
very clearly shown during tlK> recent Hoods that the Rurdwan town would 
have been in a worse plight liad not th(‘ railway viaducts and the railway 
openings given way. Tlie Kail way authorities hav(^ been, as is W(dl known, 
on the quiet, closing up a great many openings for reasons best known 
to themselves. 

All that I wish to point out is tliis. Whether it be a sotth^l policy on the 
part of the (R)vernnient to abandon the west(>rn cnnbanknanit of the Itaniodar 
or not is a mattcn* of which the (iovtu-nment is the best )»erson to judg(e 
but whatevi‘r embankments wt^ havt^ to prot«x‘t, or whateviu- pj-ott'cti vc' 
measures have to be commenced, they should lx* dom* well and (‘aily ; and it 
should l)e seen that the embankments now in existence an* kept In ])ro])t‘r 
order, and tliat steps for tin* alleviation of the distressed on tlj(‘ wt'stern siih* 
of the Darnodar be taken uj) at an early date. 

AVith tl) es(* few woi*ds, my Lord, 1 beg to support thf* gen(‘i'al j)rineiph*s 
und(‘r]ying the Kesolntion of my hon’bh* friend.’’

It is hai'diy 
ne(a*ssary for nn* to go fui’tln'r into tin* ancii'ut history of the case, and I 
pass on to tlje in vivstigation made by Mr. Horn in 1902, when ht* wi'nt Na ry 
carcT'ully into the (jm*stion and submitted a v(‘ry abh* report in which tin* 
situation was v(*ry careful]}^ sumnn'd iij). "Tliis investigation sIiowimI that 
tlna only (‘HV'etivt* launedy was to hold U]) the flo()ds of tin* Lainodar by I In* 
construction of a liugc* I’cservoir, the cost of which was (*stimated by him 
at cron* of ru])tx*s, not Ks. 32 . 00 , 000 , as stat(*d by tin* Hon’bh* Mov(*r of 
this lb*so]ution. It w’as t ln*n (h‘cid(*d that t in* b(*nefits wdiiidj would aceiaie 
from tln^ (*xp(*nd itun* of t.liat lat’gi* sum of moiu*y would not be conipensat***] 
foi* by the advantages ])rovi(h*d. Mi’. Horn’s conclusions wa*re sumnn**! up 
at the (*nd of liis r(*port, and In* came to tin* conclusion that tlm only 
practical ])ro])osition, aft(*]* consid(*ring the qiu^stion of r(*servoirs, was tin* 
trainfng of the Jh*gaa rivt'r. In Mi*. Horn’s report various sugg(*stions 
were* made as to th(' best way training this nver. and an (*^fimate was 
subsequently prepared for a dam at tin* Legua Rreach which was san<*tionod 
by (Government for a cost of Ks. 4.20.000. As may b(i imagined, tin* elleot 
of this dam had to be very caarefully consider(‘d and. Ix'fore this large 
expenditure was incurred, we had an investigation made by Mr. Netln*]’so]e, 
the lnsp(^ctor-0eneral of Ii’rigation in India, who was hen* last y(*ar. lie 
made an investigation as to tin* ] I’obable effect of this dam, but he (*xf)i’f*SKod 
an opinion whicdi was very much against it ; in fact, he con(h*mne(l it mitiirly. 

I will read what he said about it : — 

■ After discussing the cjiiestion with tin* officers conc(*rned. 1 am oj 
opinion that siiccf‘ss is doubtful and the expensf* rnt justified. The 
Darnodar is at a much higher level than tin* flocxled tract and nf)thing .^hort 
of continuous bunding of the right bank, which was dtdiberatedy abandoned 
years ago, would be effective in keeping out the floods. FlorKJing oi the tract 
would probably be as heavy by spills farther down as they are vuf the Regiia, 
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wliil • (he of such heavy scouring of the contracted Damodar channel 

• might very prohahly. enhance the James and Mary ” shoal in the Hooghly. 

In tin* oiroumstancas 1 do not reeomniend the ])roposals for sanction, 
hut would KUggHSt that the setting-hack the congested hands on the J3axi 
khal and constructing a low-level drain with tidal sluices to discharge into 
the Uaniodar in its tidal reach will prohahly alford the necessary relief to 
tho stugiiaiit Hoods niuch earlier and more economically. These in(jdified 
j)ro])osals arto 1 think, worth investigation ’ 

Al'tt-i- tliat recommendation of ^Ir. Xethersole was received, invc^stiga- 
ti(jnh have h(‘en going on. Mr. Addams - Williams, one of our most expert 
(uigiii(MM*s, is now engaged in tht*se investigations, and we are now awaiting 
his la^poi't. The opportunity was taken of Mr. Netliersole’s ])rt*scnce liere 
tliis y(‘ar for him to again inR])(‘X‘t the hjcality after last year’s Hood, and I will 
read what he says as a result of that inspectifm : — 

‘ I liad the advantag(' of inspecting a ]mrt of the Damodar rivm* and 
the tract of th«.^ country flooded hy it during my investigation last year and 
] then foi-med a?i opinion on th(‘ general question of the heat policy to pursue 
r('garding Hood hanks of this river. Nothing in the last flood of 1H18, ^diich 
aj)[)ears to have a record one, alters the opinion I then formed. Indeed, 

on th(‘ contrary it confirms it. The case, moreover, has heon very carefully 
investigattnl hy sev(*ral f)tluu’ (Uigineers in the past, and I may say that tlie 
wholt^ Weight of th(^ OjUniim of oflicors wlio have examimul oi* considerc'd 
tliis casi' is solid. I, thenddre, only need r(‘cord here briefly the general 
policy has(^d on that ojiinion which has in the ])ast Ix'en laid down and 
vvhi(di should he adhered to : — 

(^1) Tue inaintiuiance of the left liank is obligatory and it should lie 
maintained in a thoroughly ('fiicicmt state and raisi'd and 
strengthened where recent experience has shown that it was 
too low or too weak. 

( Lh The right hank should not he protected and it would he advisable 
in my opinion to open out all spills which were cIosimI wlnm th(3 
right hank jirotection was foriiHU-ly attempted. 

(^8)) It is, I consider, inadvisable to creatt' spills on tln^ left hank. 
Works necessary for this would he expimsive, and I doubt 
whether it could he shown to ho in any sense oflicient in 
proportion to the certain great cost. 

(I) It is desirable to give all relitd possible to the exit of flood-watm' 
at the lower end of the spill area. The construction in the 
Daxi emhanknunits, to which I drew attention in my last year’s 
note, was very pointedly proved hy observed dillerences of h>vels 
above and below this point during the last floods, and there 
can he no doubt about tlie inii)ortance of opening out this out- 
fall to clear floods mon* quickly than at present, as well as. to 
some ext(uit, to moderate tlu' flood-levels.’

Since then Mr. Addams-Williams has heon going on with his investigations, 
and we art‘ now awaiting the results of those investigations. 1 think it will 
be ratliei* pn'mature now to come to any definite decision as to what should 
lu' done, that is to say, to commit ourselves to any di^finite lim^ of i)olicy, 
eitinn- to make a big reservoir in the hills or to carry out this opening-uut of 
tlu> bunds lower down. This must depend, 1 think, entirely on the result of 
Mr. Addams- Williams’s report. It may be quite possible that the expense in 
connection with the opening-out of the bunds may he very much less than 
that of a reservoir in the hills, and if that were the case it might he the 
hidter jilan ; I think it will be premature now^ to commit ourselves to the 
Resolution, that is to say, that an effectual remedy should he found at once. 
It is an extremely large question and has engaged our attention for many 
years. It has the full sympathy of Government, and we arc doing all we can 
to meet the difficulty. After all, it must be remembered that what has 
hai)pened is a natural process. You have the rivers coming down from the 
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hills laden with silt. The natural effect will be for them to spread oat and 
raise the ground on either side. If you make continuous embankments, you 
have the river confined within those embankments and the l)ed of tlu^ 
river gradually rising above the countries outside, and when the time comes 
when a breach occurs in tliose embankments, the result will Ix^ vtuy much 
g’roater damage than if you allowed the rirer to spread out on either side. 
\\e are committed to the present state of affairs, and we have to deal with it 
•as best we can. I would tlu'refore strongly advise; that we should await the 
result of Mr. Addams-\\ illiams s investigations, and Govtumment are fully 
prepared to d(^ what they can to meet tlie situation. Tliey quite realist' tht' 
difficulties which the iidiabitants in that area art' now put. to anil, having 
full sympathy with them, will do all they can to mitigate the t>vils ; and 1 
trust that with this assurance the Movt'r of the Resolution will withdraw it.” 

The Hon’l)le Maulvi Maziiautl Anwau (hiArDni iii said : — 

'^My Lord, I never proposed that the Govt>rnmt'nt should commit thmn- 
iielves to any particular scheme. My object in moving this Resolution was 
f^imply to request the Governmi'iit to do as quickly as possible what tliey had 
lx;en promising for a very long timi' ; but, in vii'w’of what has fallen from the 
Hon’ble Mr. Pdnnimore, 1 acci'P't tin; assiiranct* of the' fiovi'rnment that tlii'y 
•are considering schemes for the alleviation of our distress; and inthesl' 
<?irciimstances I b(;g to withdraw my Resolution.” 

Th(' Rt'solution was then, by leavi' of th(‘ Rri'sident. witlidrawn.

Tin* remaining 
third of our r(‘Vf*nue is made U]) of a large number of recx'ipts of varying 
importance, and with the e,xce]>tion of Ih^gistration and AsH(iSS(*d taxi^s, 
which is liabh* to considerabh* lluctuation, they are not capabh* of auy V(^ry 
great expansion. Our total nnu'nue has expanded in the last two y(*arH and, 
as I said last year, under the pi’esent s(‘ttlem<*nt W(*. hope to (x»unt on an 
expansion of 10 or 11 lakhs a year. 

On the expenditure side the incrcast* has very largcdy outstrip])ed this 
normal increase of revenue, but any conjparison is vitiat(*d by tin* fact that 
the expenditure figures include a considerabh* number of schomes whicli are 
financed from the Imperial grants. Our ordinary expenditure, howf'ver, is 
steadily increasing, and it is no easy matter to make the increase keep pace 
with the slow expansion of the revenue. We are endeavuring, therefore, as 
far as our finances permit, to place the equipment of all Departments on a 
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Batinfaetory baBin befon* we attempt further extensions of our activities. We 
are i)roviding, for (example, for the reorganisation of the Excise Department, 
for a thorough revision of the Registration Department, for an increase in 
thf^ pay of the rank and file of the Police Department, and we have taken up 
the question of incrciaBing the pay of the menials of all Departments. This 
all involves heavy recurring expenditure^ ; but we feel that it would be 
unwise to launch out int(j extensions until we have our existing services 
[iroperly organised and adequately paid. 

As n^gards non-re^curring expenditure, we have drawn up a programme 
of official buildings to be spread over ihv lu^xt four yt^ars which will to some* 
extent rtunedy the defieicuicies of the past, and we are eunl^arking on a scheme 
of roads to r(‘m(nly the dlsadvantag(^s hitlnu’tr) suffered by an important 
[)oi-tion of the Provinct'. 1'his programuH^ will al)Sorb all the money available 
for public works in the next four yi-ars. and. in addition, will require a draft 
of 40 lakhs on our balanct;s. We have ))rovided so fai* as we can foresee them 
foi' all ])Ossiblo (;alls U])on us and hav(^ still rc'sc'rvod a free balance of nearly 
lakhs. 4dien‘ is, howi^ver, always the un I'orest'en to be reckoned with so 
that we do not f(‘('l that it would be safe fiirtlier to (l(q)lett^ this rt^si'rve 
whicli amounts to h'ss than 5 j)er (amt. of our ordinary annual (‘X])(‘i)(.lil ure. 

I hav(^ said that a considerabh^ portion of our incrt'asi.ul expenditun' had 
b('en liiiaiieiMl from tin' Jnipt'rial grants, but it must bc' rt'iinmilx'red that 
even sindi ex})enditur(^ do(.‘S in most eases in the long run involve' further 
recurring (‘Xt>enditur(’ from Provincial Funds : nor must we* overlook tlie lact 
that tlu'se^ grants by occupying tin; e.in*rgi('s of tin' Departments coiica'i’ned 
ha\a' r(‘li('vtHl tin' lha»vineial Finanet' of (h'liiands fi’om those Deqiartmt'iits 
for furtlii'T ('X])ausion, but that, as soon as tin* grants art' t'xhauste'd, if tlu'y 
are not re'plenislnnl from tdie saiiK' source', tln'se I )('])artments will still insist 
U])on maintaining their (‘ourse of devt'lopnu'nt and will look to provincial 
funds to jirovide tin* means. Tine ])roce-ss oi (*xhaustion has bi'i'ii slow as is 
natural at first, but, it is likedy to gain in rapidity very much afti'r tliC' first 
(lifli(;ultit's have.' bi'eii ovi'rcona'. U])on tin' whole, wdiih' tin' ri'vised estimate) 
shows an expenditure of oh lakhs gre'ate'i* than in P)12-13, the' estimate Jor 
next year is again 110 lakhs gre'ate'r than tlu' re'vise'd. Taking the non- 
re'curring grants, wc^ started in P)]2 with Rs. -0, 77.000 for Police reorganiza- 
tion and River Police'. W(' have spt'iit Ks. 5,13,000 in two ye'ars and have 
Rs. 15, () 1,000 h'ft, l)Ut we have' biielge^.e'd for a ve'ry considerable incre'ase' in 
tin' rate of sja'iiding nt'xt ye'ar. For Educatiejii we started our se'ttlemeiit 
with Ks. :20,10,000 and have received Rs. 1,03,00,000 since. We have s})e'nt 
Rs 35,03,000 and have Rs. iS7,47,000 still to spend ; but here^ again we 
antici])ate' a ve'ry much more' rapid rate of progression next year. For 
Sanitation, we started with Rs. 14, SO, 000 and have since received a further 
grant of Ks. 1M),00,000. We have' spent Rs. 9,2(S,000 and have Rs, 25,58,000 
h'ft. Ih'sides these' iK)n-recurring grants, we have received outside the 
se^ttle'ine'iit recurring grants of Rs. 25,65,000 for Education and of Rs. 5 lakhs 
for Sanitation. H itherto the'Se' have not been fully worked up to and the 
savings have been re'grante'd ; but in future we anticipate that the grants 
should be; fully utilise(l and there wall be no saving. 

ll])on the whole. I think that we may claim that the last two years have 
shown a marke'd de'vedopment (-)f provincial institutions, anel that while that 
has been secured mainly l)y direct assistance from the Impu'rial Government, 
yet tdie. progress in our imgular income has also been satisfactory and justi- 
fies us in looking forward with some confidence t(» thc' future.”

1 have the honour to introduce the hudgc't heads relating to the 
Eor(‘st Department. On this occasion last year I pointed out what a very 
valuable proj)(^rty the Ih’esidency of Ihmgal has in its forests, but stated that for 
various reasons, it was not anticipated that tlu^ high profits earned in 1912-13 
would he maintained. We. accordingly made a cautious estimate for a net 
profit of a litth* over 7 lakhs for the year 1913-14. I am glad to say that 
this estimate has proved unduly pessimistic. Owing to larger sales and 
l)(‘tt(U’ pric(‘s for timber and fuel, we now anticipati- a gross r(‘venue of 16j 
lakhs in the (uirrent year, with an exp(‘nditure of bout lakhs, leaving 
us with a net reviuiiie of 10 lakhs, which constitutes a T*ecord. For next 
vear we have (estimated a gross revenue ('f lb lakhs, but W(' ])ropose to take 
the opj)ortunity to provide for some urgent wants of tlit‘ Department, and 
hav(‘ (ionst'qiiently ])rovid(‘d for a total exjumditure of lakhs. Our net 
profit IS ther(*foiH‘ expected to work out to about lakhs.

The balance oi the 
Inijierial grant will be* mainly spe*nt in comple*ting the e*qui])ment of the 
l\angt)ur Dairy Farm, while* the* eibjects on which the provincial grant is to be 
spent have* not ye*t been finally selecte'd. 

A full acce^unt of the work (.)f the Agricultural Department was given in 
the (lovernment Kesolution on the* subje'ct, which was roceuitly published, 
and I ne*eel ne)t take the* Council over the* same ground again. I need only 
:-ay, as regards sericulture, that four large model nurseries for the supply of 
pure see'd fret* from disease* have been constructed and are in working order^ 
two more are iineler eeuistructiem, while two other projects have been 
approved and land is bi*ing acquired for them. The mulberry census of the 
silk-growing districts will shortly be compl(*ted, and we shall then be in a 
position to draw up a comi'lete programme and estimate for the model nursery 
scheme. 
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The Rangpur Dairy Farm has made considerable jn-ogress, but is not yet 
in full working order, owing, mainly, to dirtieulty and delay in prociirin v suit- 
able cattle. It was only in Novtunbm* that actual possession was obtaiiiel of * 
the land. There is now a luu'd of 51 cows on the farm, and t here is keen 
competition for all the milk that can be su])plied. 

ddie ill vt'stigation ol the ufra dist^ase of rlci’' continued t o ri^ctdve t ln' 
attention of the Lconomic llotanist, and in(]uiri(\s hav(» also Ihhmi made into 
the subject by Dr. Huth*r of Pusa, tln^ Imperial Mycologist, who publish(*d a 
valuable monograph on tlu' disi^ase a h'w months ago. The worm which 
causes the disease has bt'cn d(‘hnittdy itlmitilitMl, and it is hoptM_l tliat the study 
of its lif(' history, which is now btuni^ carritnl out, will lead to tln^ disciovtu’V 
of practical measures for H*oml>atiiig the j>est. Mi'anwhih\ a numbt'r of 
experiments cari-i(‘d out by the Economic Hotanist hav(‘ jiroviMl siicc-essful, in 
that the crops treated wen* not attac-k(*d by l he dist'ast*, tliough of course 
the result of one yc^ar’s experiments are not conclusive, sinci^ the dist^ase 
might not havt* occurred (‘Vtm if no rennMlial ineasun's had bt‘(‘n iiinh'rt ak<m. 

It has, however, been (‘stablisluMl more or less (h*hnitely that tin* disi^ast* 
occurs mainly in jiaddy sown broadcast on lowlands and that transplanted 
jjaddy is com])arativt‘ly immune from attack. 

Tin* substitution of a crop of aus ])addy or jute follow(*d l)y t ransplanted 
aman for tin; usual mixture of aus and broad-cast aman has yi('lded good 
results. It is ia*i>ort(‘d that tin* cultivators in many plact^s already appr(M*iat(^ 
the importance of burning tin* stubbh* and ]doughing t in* soil on inlecti'd 
plots, and arrangi*m<uits havi' bt^en madt* for systematic* work on th(‘se lines. 

No spt^cific ])i*ovisioii has b(M*n made in the budg(*t for tin* jiile forc^cast, 
though this business occupic*s a large* jiart of the time* of tin* I)ireu*tor and' 
his stall. It was r(*C(‘ntly re])resented to (jrov(*rnm('nt by tin' dutc* Foi'i'caists 
Coinmiltt'c* of the ('hainber of Comnn*rce that tin* trade* consid('n*(l tin* 
existing arrangi'iin'iits for the cln*ck of tin* ])anehayats’ n'tiirns, on which 
tin* forecast is bas<*d, to l)e inad(‘(]Uat(\ It was understood that tin* trad(^ 
would be' willing t,o contribute* towarels the (*e)st of a more de‘taile*d che*ck 
than is at prr*sent possible*, and a scln'ine* was di’awn up accordingly jinel 
publihln*d for conside*i-atlon. ('Iove*rnment have not ye*t re'ce*ive'(l the* vie'ws of 
the' trade* on the subje'ct, but it is observe'd that tliere* is a te*nde‘ncy in some* 
quarters to re'gard it as undignifie^d on the' i)art of Governnn'nt to acce‘])t any 
contribution from the* trade* for the* purpose* of im])roving the* fore'cast. In 
re'gard to this, I would merely ])oint out that those* me*mbe‘rs of the' trade who 
have aske*d for a spe^cial stall to b(> put e>!i outsiele' tin' o 7 ’djnary inafdiine'i’y at 
the disposal of Ge.>vernme>nt, fen- the* improveme‘nt of the statistics eif a 
particuhu- crop, are* asking for sonn'thiiig which is give'ii in no othe^r ])rovince 
in India. The* nn*ml)ers of this Council, who have* ex'casion to stuely the* 
budget, are* we*ll aware* that the* funds at the disposal of ()iove‘rnment are' 

dudctly ]indte*d and how difficult it is to fine] funds for the urge*nt and 

insistent requireunemts for differeuit parts of the pre)vincf*. In the'Se circum- 
stance's, it woulel be impossible, as well as ine'quitabh*, for Ge>ve'rnme*nt to 
devote any considerable shai-e of the* ordinary reve*nue' of I he' country to a 

scheme for the im]>rove*ment of statistics re‘lating to a single indlistrv, 

however impen-tant. The expenditure upon any e*xclnsive* and ce>stfy 
UK'asures for the improvement of jute statistics eainnot the're'fore be* thrown 
upon the general taxpayer. Meanwhile*, Oove'rnmeiit are* fairly justilie'd in 
claiming that the cedlection of statistics threnigh j)anchayats, wdiich re'ce*nt 
developments of the^ panchayati system have rendered possible', has efre*ctoel 
a very cemsiderable irnproveme'nt in the* fore'cast, and the* ele*velopmemt e)f this 
system will continue to receive careful atte*ntion, so far as funds and staff 
permit, whatever action may be taken in r(*gard to the special sche*nje* which 
has been drawn uj) at the request of tin* trade. 

I need not take the Council in detail throijgh the other sub-hea<is of 
this portion of the budget. i hey are. I think, sufficitmtly exj)laim;d in the 
draft hinancial Statement, which is in the hands of Hon’bh* Mtnnbers. If 
any further information is desired on any point before the meeting next 
week, I shall be very glad to supply it.”

Ojiiuni, country sjiirit and ^anja centrihiited most 
lar^'ely in t-lu* order named. It hecanu' a]^])arent at the he^innin^ ol tht' 
cuiu-eiit year that, the estimate would he largely exceeded. 

This increased taxation caused a ^reneral rise in the ri'tail pri(*e of the 
])rinci])al intoxicants and this again reacted upon consumption. Excluding 
the t hree dist.ricts of the Lhittagi'iig Division, in which the substitution of the 
system of contract supply for the outstill system, with effect from the Ist 
A})ril, 1915, renders accurate comparison impossihle ; the figures for country 
spirit, for the first nine months show an incri'.ase of Its. 4, 50, ()()() in revenue 
and a deiu-easc of 55,922 jiroof irallons in consumption as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1912-15. The revenue from ganja increased during 
the same jieriod by Rs. 4,40,000, whilst consumption decreased hy 88 maunds 
15 seers. The reveniU' from opium increased by Rs. 2,60,000, and though 
the consum]ition increasi'd by 6 maunds 12 st't'rs, the rati' ol increase was 
considerably slower than in the ]u*eeeding year wdien the total increase was 
more than''29 maunds, and since the 1st quarter there has only been an 
increase of 8 sei'rs. 

The actuals for thi' first ten months of the current year exceeded those 
of the corresponding periinl^of 1912-13 by Rs. 15,84,000, and, after making 
allowance for the unusually heavy receipts in February and March of last year, 
the revised estimate for the current year has been put at 152 lakhs. Ganja^ 
country spirit and opium account for almost the whole of the increase ; the 
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decrease of Rs. 40,000 under tlu‘ head Gain on Sah'-jiroetM'ds oi Kxeise 
Opium is du(‘ to the fact that tlie increase in tiu* eonsiim])tion of opium 
has been h'ss tlian was antici]>ated wlnm the original i-stimatt^ was framed. 

In framing the estimate f(»r liU l-ir> two factors intr(Kliii;e an eltunent of 
uncertainty. The first is that the <luty on country s{)irit will again be 
increa8(*d from 1st At)ril in most of the districts of the Jhirdwan, Jhtvsidt'iiey, 
Dacca and Ra.isliahi Divisions. In the Ihirdwan aiul rri‘sid(‘ney Divisions 
the obji*ct of this nu^asun' is to forc(‘ up prices, which (exci'pt in (\alcutta)

The 
noticeable biatures on the expenditure side may be summarised as follows : — 

The total budget estimate for 1913-14 was Rs. 96,10,000, but the revised 
estimate has been raised to Ks. 99,53,000 vvith reference to the increased charges 
for the first nine months of tln^ year, (nving, ehielly, to the additional expendi- 
tun* on law charges and fees to counsel in Governnumt litigation. 

The total estimate for the nt‘xt financial year has l>een fixed at 
Rs. 99,53,000. This includes a provision of Rs. 53,148 for an Additional 
d udge of the Calcutta High Court and his establishment. Provisions have 
also been inadi* for a new Inspector of Judicial offic(*s. An additional provi- 
sion of Rs. 70,000 has further betni made on account of fees to pleaders in 
criminal cas(*s. Additional ministerial establishiiKUit for th(.‘ new Police 
Courts in the nortln*rn and soutlnn-n sections of the town have also been 
provided lor. Tln^ revision of the l>ailiffs’ t'stal JislinKUit of tln^ (.alcutta 
ymall ( 'ause Court has ri'ctuitly been sanctioned by Government and tin' 
n(,^ct‘ssa]*y ])rovision has beiui included in tin* lestimatcs for 1914-15.

‘ Tin* constitution of the (Calcutta Polict has not yet been brought into full 
accord with tin* principles of organization laid down by the Police Commission 
of 1902-03. The ordinary reserve required to supply vacancies caused by 
casualties is short of the prescribed scale. Resides, there is not a fully- 
constituted headquarters force. The want has been partly supplied by the 
newly-constituted civil armed police, but there is no adequati.^ provision for 
the supply of escorts. The necessity of supplying escorts from the ordinarj^ 
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reserve adds to the difficulty of granting leave to applicants and cause^ much 
discontent, which is evidenced by frenjumit resignations. It is hoped that 
with the reservt* at its propm* strength, this condition will lx* remedied. A 
grant was made last year for the purpose but it was not fully utilized. 

The Calcutta Police li as at presmit no school of its own for t he training 
of recruits and officers. Formtu'ly. the Uengal Police used to supply the 
demands of tlie C'alcutta Police, but 8inc‘e the rt‘constitut ion of th(‘ i»rovinc(% 
tlie police schools are barely sufficicuit for the reiiuirtumuits of tlu' jirovincial 
police and ('alcutta must makt^ its own arrangiunent s for tlu' training of its 
recruits. It is lioptnl that witli tht' establishment <‘f a training school in 
Calcutta there will bi^ a considerable iinjirovtonent in tin* efficiv'iicy of tin* 
rank and file. i 

General Explanation . — In the Province ol Pastern Hmigal and Assam the 
Secrt4-ary of Stat(* had sanctioned a thorough ri‘(n*ganization of the Policts the 
total amount of recurring charges involvt‘d Inuiig lls. o, ID, 000.

1. 1 have the honour to introduce the heads of the Financial Statenuiiit 
whicdi deal with Education. XIX — Rovenin* and 22 — Exp(*ndituro. 

2. Although a reference to the R(*v(‘nU(* side of the Financial Statement 

perhaps be of comparatively little interest, it is still satisfactory to note 

a distinct upward tendency in the r(*cord of inconu^ derived under tiiis [u*ad 
in successive budgets. This to my mind is a healthy and a hopeful sign 
indicating, as it does, a growing af)pr(*ciat ion of the need and importance of 
education. For there is still. J think, something in the old saying that thos(* 
‘'advantages are most prized that are paid frir. 
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8. On tin* Kxpenditure si<lp of the Education budget in prospect interest 
will centre chiefly around the assigninents which the Government of India 
njade in yi'ars 11)11-1::^, 191:^-18 and 1918-14. The Financial Statement 
{•(‘lore us contains two n(*w allotinmts of Imperial grants for education. 
One is a recurring grant of Hs. l,r>(),000. of vvdiich intimation has just been 
rec('ived from the Govtumment of India. The other is a grant of Rs. 80,000 
lor female education, made by the Government of India a few months ago 
to supplement 1 lit' grants for the inii)rovenient and exjiansion of the educa-' 
tif)n of Indian girls and wonum included in the lump grants of Rs. 9,25,000 
and Us. 18,20,000 wljicli were placed at tin* dis])osal of the Local Government 
last year and the y(*ar btdtm*. Tin* total grant for female education thus 
amounts to the sum of Rs. 2.1-1,000 : to tliis I shall rt'vert. 

1. 1 shall now ])r()ct'(‘<l to discuss tin* various sums provided in lump in 

tlif‘ stat.t'im'ut , and it will facilit-ate matters if 1 refer to them in tin* order in 
wfiich they a])pear in tin* table. 

5. The fir^t item in tin* list is a i rovision of Rs. 5,11.000, which 
ie])res(nts the >um lik(*ly te lx* spent out of tin* unexi)ended balance of tin* 
non-r(*eui*ring 1 mperial grants made in 1911-12. The allotment is earmarked 
for s])ocillc s(di(*]n(‘s whieh are in ])i*ocess of comidet ion. 

(». The next, item in tin* Financial Statement is tin* provision of 
Rs. ll.72,O0(). This is maeb* u]) of the recurring Imperial grant of Rs. 9,25,000 

Rs. 2, 1 7.000 which represi*nts tin.* unexpt‘nd(‘d ]H)rtion of tin* ])revious 
year’s gi'ant which was utilis(*d on capital objects. 'Fhe sum of Rs. 2.17,000 
IS therefore non-recurring. This item relates t,o tin* improvturnmt of popular 
e(|u(aitn)n — a tt*rm which has Ix^en used to includt* ohunentary 
education, l(‘mah‘ i*du(aition, hostels, t(*(d)nical and Europi'an educa- 
tion. The total sum grantt'd for ex) )t'nditur(‘ under tln‘S(* heads 
amounted to Us. 9,()5,000, but of this sum Rs. 10,000 is specially i*armarked 
for tin* education of the poo7a*r cdasses of tlie domiciled community in the 
city of Calcutta, and this sum has been included under the head of Grant-in- 
aid in tin* Financial Statement. The general schenn* of tin* distribution and 
utilisation of this grant was set, forth in the abh* and lucid stat(>m( nt made by 
my ])redecessor in ottic^e in intrrKluoing tin* Education budget of the current 
financial yi‘ar. It ‘Hily r(‘mains for me to nan-ate in some detail what progress 
has been mad(* in giving (*tl‘(*ct to tin* schem(*s alr(*ady delineatt*d. and to 
indicate g(*n(*rally tin* line of a<lvance which has been made ]>ossibh* by the 
additional grants c*ommunicat(*d by iln* Impi'rial Gov(*rnm(‘nt towards the 
clost* of tin* last finamual year, viz., tht* non-r(*cairring grant of Rs. 75 lakhs 
and tilt* recu rring grant of Rs. 18,20.91)0.

In the old Province of Peiij^al, for instance', where 
there is alneady sonn* sort of primary school fora little over c^very thrcie- sejuare 
miles of the' total area of the province* the mul tiplicaticai of schools may very 
Well ho not so ui’^ent a problem as tin' increase in tin* aftcmdance at and the 
irnjirovmiiKmt c)f the toachin' 4 ; in existing schools. In some ])artH of India 
at the prestmt time' Jio teacher in a primary school pjts Rifts than Rs. 12 
a month. In Hurma all the cioinlitions arc? different and monastic schcjcjls 
are an important fc'ature of the cjrganization and so on. Different problems 
again present themselves when hcjard schools and aided schools, rfisp( 3 Ctively, 
are the basis of the system of primary education. Nor must it be supposed 
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that the poli(ry laid down in thoHo general termn for the immediate future 
liniitB tlie aHpirationn of the (xoverniiient of India or the Local Government. 
Indeed, tli(‘ (L)vernment of India hope that the day is not far distant when 
teacliers in primary hcIiooIk will n^ceive coriHiderably higher remuneration, 
wlnm all t(^aeljt‘rK will he trained and it will in eons(Mjuence ho possible to 
givt^ them greater seojie for initiative* and originality. Tin* proposals for the 
distribut ion of tin* grant of Hs. tluoa fore, are framed to follow such 

lim^H as are justili(Ml by the p(Hmliar conditions of Jhmgal at tlu' present 
time.

10. W ith i-(‘gard to tin* provision for tlu* maintiuiance of boards schools, 
it may be explained tliat it is expected that 008 new board schools will have 
been (tonstructiMl by the (‘inl of the ye.ar in Kast(u*n Hengal disti’icts and 290 
schools arc' schc'diih'd for Wc^stern Hengal districts Lhc* cost of main- 
taining these* institutions at Hs. 10 a month (*ach will amount to Hs. 1,07,700 
pK'r annum. 

11. The (juc'sticm of the training of j)rimary scdiool tcviclu'rs is of 
parainount importance*. Up to date* two Hi‘i)aratt' systc'ins of training have 
obtaimul in WesU'rn and Kastc'rn Hc'iigal. The* j*(*sults ol tlu'sc* sysloms have 
bcHui on th(^ whole im*flc‘Ctual ; and it is tinu^ to cuaisich'r their r(*orga- 
nizatmen. 

lo. A (h'taih'd schc'im- of iinj>rov('nH‘nt, has l)een workcul out on the 
following gc'neral line's : —

buildings and iniprove*d stall, we* must ol necessity look te) the^ Governinemt 
of India. 

[h) The lU'Xt ite*in under this head is the* amount ne'cessary for 
increase*!) stipends to Gurus in training. Hate's have continued 
to rise* ste*adily in the past five* ye-ars until Insjeectors consider 
a minimum sti]H*nd of Hs. 9 — 10 a month to be^ esse 3 ntial. It 
must be remembered that the Guru comes from a school where 
he* may be* txarniiig Rs. 4 with fees in addition (in all about 
Hs 8) and his abede may be comfortably fixed. He* may get 
prese'iits-of food and he probably also makes a^little out of 
cultivation. 

Obviously, if he can go to a training school only at considerable financial

It is proposmi for t-ln* pia‘S(*nt to a])point five additional 
Assistant 1 nspectr(‘.ss(*s of Schools, including a sjx'cial Assistant Ins])ectr(*.8S 
for (halcut.t.a and an Assistant 1 nsp(*ctr(*ss foi’ zanana work and Muhammadan 
(‘ducatioii in tin* mu fassal for tin* Uresidency and lJurdwan Divisions. These 
a])pointm(*nts will hi' madi* shortly. In this connection it will he inten*sting 
to nolt* that ( ioV('rnm(*nt. will Ik* sliortdy addreessed on the subject of providing 
C(’rtain ca)nci*ssions and faciliti(*s for the f(*mah* ins])ecting staff. The lot ()f 
tln'si* ladies uinh'r prt-S(*nt circumstances is, 1 am afraid, not a pheasant one. 
Tli(*v are ohiigtxl to t ravi*] in all seasons and und('r trying conditicjiis, and it is 
pro})os(‘d to alleviate their difficulties by the ])rovision of proper accommoda- 
tion, suitabh* (*scorts and ollu*r concessions sucli as special rates of travelling 
allowances. Lln^ cost of the jiro^msals in contem])lation will be met from the 
aiiKiUTit. ln*ld in r(>sm*ve. 

25. One of the most important features of tin* scheim^ of distribution 
of this grant is the provision of a good training college for women teachers 
in Calcutta. The scheme is yet in process of development, but the main 
purjiose of tin* proposed institution is to supplement the work which is now 
bi'ing done by the Missionary institutions, more especially in the direction of 
training t(*:ich(‘rs, both those who will teach through the medium of the 
vernacular and those who will teach through the medium of English for 
middle and liigh schools. 

26 . The provision under the head of scholarships will go some way 
towards supplementing our ehorts in other directions to promote and 
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encoiirajfo the education r.f Indian girls and \vomeii. It may he explaineii 
that the provision of these 8pe(;ial sch')larsh!])s will not involve tin* closing 
girls of those general sch(4arships wliicli are open to them in compotirion 
with hoys. 

^7. It will he observed that lis. U).0(H> lias heen specntically set nsidt^ 
for Muhammadan girls’ sclnnds. It would, liowever, be quite \vr('ng to 
suppose that this is the only jKirtion of the grant in wliich tliis sc^ction of t In^ 
community will share. 'Fhe scliools wliicii we are estahlishing and 
assisting are for all, including Muhammailans ; aiul Muhammadan girU are 
now heginning to rcjsort to tluun in increasing ninid>ers. TIn're are some 
Moslems vvlifj prefer that their girls should go l-o s]>t‘cifically Muhammadan 
sc*1k>oIs. and the ol>jBct of allotting this portion of the grant to tin- pnrj)(>s(‘ 
ahove riderred to is to imj^rovi* and t*x]>ainl sp(‘eiHeally Mnliamniadaii en-ls' 
schools. It is not, however, regardt'd as ])racticahh- that all oi aiiytliing\ like 
ail the demands of the Muliammatlaiis in tins direction coul I e\m he nu t hy 
these scihools.

80. With la'gai'd to tin* provision ol Rs. 1.82,000 foi* i-(‘,enrring (*xpendi- 
diture on hostels, it may he explaiii(*d that the seheiue referred !<> by 
l\lr. Ivtichler in the (‘onrs(* of his sfieeoh last, year was snhjectt;d to voim* 
considerable nnKlilieat ion, a procf'ss wliieli re.sult("d in tin' post.jioin ment e| 
proposals during tlie current yt^ar in wliieli tin* allotment has been largely 
devoted to capital I'xpenditurf*. It is proposed to utiliz«* the grant, during the 
year 1914-15 partly foi* nomrecui'nng i‘xp(*iidit,ur(.‘. and partly to finance the 
improvement of tin* working of liosttds attacln*d to (^ollegi'.s and selK)f)|s 'hhe 
hulk of the meney will lu' d('votcd to the lattei purpose. 

31. The recurring grant for manual instruction, Rs. 25,000, will not In* 

sp(*nt this year hut it is not to be imagined r.hat the money is lost to ns. 
Tlie money will In* regranted whem nee.r'ssary. Tin* (iU(‘st.ion of manual 
training needs to In* very carefully and wis(4y i)lanne(i ainl tin* matter i^ 
receiving due attention. This allotmt*nt, it may hi* explainr'd. is intended 
for Indian schools only. • 

32. Th(! current y(*ar’s grant for secondary education wliich amounts 
to Rs. 2,26,()()() will he utilized on capital projects during the year. This 
course was necessary pending the completion of th(‘ investigation into the 
actual conditions of secondaiy schools in the Presidency. The disposal (4 
this grant is being d(*alt with in conjunction with tlie previous grant of 
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Kb. K5(),()0() wliicJi wan specifically sanctioned for tlie iniprove!^iient of Hecoiid- 
' ary aided P]ii^?lis]] schools with the object of enabling school authorities to 
maintain a staff in accordanct* with the roquirements accepted in the proposals 
for the irnprov(Mn(nit of secondary education which prescrif^ed a fiiinimam 
expenditure fff Ks. 540 a montli for high schools and Ks. 145 a month for 
middle English scIjooIh. The grant of Us. 2,2f3.00() has iK)t been limited tr) 
aide<] schools and will tlnu’efore, in accordance with the general pririciph*s laid 
down by tln^ ( i r)vernment of India, bo available Tor all classes of s(K;ondai*y 
schools including (Tovernment institutions.

As to the hmgtli of time availabh^ to Hon’ble Members aft(‘r the}" havo 
receivc^d the am(md(‘d Draft Financial Statenumt, 1 may say tliat Gov(u*nment 
introduced the present })rocedure, with the samttion of tin* Oovcu-nnnmt cjf 
India, in the bedief that it was an improvement on the procxxlure ])reviously in 
force.

]n’oposed by the local authoriti(*s has l>een carefully consid(‘r(‘d by Govmm- 
ment. The total approximate cost of the scheme, as proposed, amounted to 
35 lakhs of rupees. Of tliis amount, it was proposed tliat 2dJ lakhs should 
be spent by the Public Works Department and 10^ lakhs by the l>istrict 
Board, of which G lakhs sliould be a grant-in-aid from Provincial Hev(mu(‘s. 
As it is not possible during the n(*xt four years to pro\dde more tdjan 20 lakhs 
of rupees for these roads, the Commissioner, Kajshahi Division, has been 
asked to report, after consulting tln^ local auth^)rities and the Dooars 
Planters’ Association, what works can be eliminated from tln^ programme or 
postponed for further consideration after the financial year 1917-18, so as to 
reduce the total rough cost of tlie scheme, excluding District Board roads to 
be constructed from District Funds, to the sum of Rs. 20 lakhs that can be 
made available for the work. No reply has yet been received from the 
Commissioner to that reference. 

Of the 2 lakhs provided in the current year’s Provincial (h'vil \Vb)i*k8 
Budget of the Public Works Department, it is anticipated that a sum of about 
Rs. 1,08,000 will be expended on the scdieme during the currfuit financial 
year. The preliminary programme for the improvement and maintemance of 
the roads under the Public W^orks Department is being worked up to as far 
as practicable in anticipation of the final programme referred to above. Tin* 
detailed estimates for five roads have already been sanctioned, and another 
such estimate is under the consideration of Government.

In accordance with Rule 14 (1) and (2) of the Bengal Legislative 
(Financial Statement) Rules, 1912, publislnnl with Notification No. 4482 F., 
dated tht^ l()th Leceinber 1912. the following memorandum is circulated 
indicating the alterations in the figures which have been made since the 
circulation of the Amended Draft Financial Statement, Bengal, for 1914-15 
on the 4th instant. 

2. The only change' which has been made by the Government of India 
is in the estimate of receipts under ‘‘ V— Excise ” for 1914-15. The budget 
has been raised by o lakhs or fn m Rs. 1,55,00,000 tc) Rs. 1,58,00,000 in view of 
the Settlement of Excise shops now in progress which shows a larger 
increase than had been expected. The closing balance for 1914-15 will now 
be Rs. 1.98,32,000 against Rs. 1,95.32,000 adopted in the Amended Draft 
Financial Statement. 

3. The assignments of Rs. 1,50,000 aud Rs. 26,000 sanctioned by the 
Government of India for education and remission of certain recoveries from 
local bodies, respectively, are recurring assignments from the year 1914-15. 

4. Copies of the revised Financial Statement are circulated herewith.

Lordship’s ])ermission, I l)eg to witlidraw tin* Ih'solution which stands in my 
naim^.”

Maharaja Ranajit Sinlia of Nashipin* moved tlu^ following IL^solution : — 

‘‘This (’ouncil rt^commends to th(‘ (lovtnaior in Council that, out of the 
non-recurring grant of Us. 1S,S:^,772, under tin' head ‘‘ Sanitat if>n,” 
a sum of two lakhs, or smdi other sum as tln^ (lovernnumt may 
dmnn proper, he uti]iz<Ml in huilding a sanitarium at some 
In^althy station for tlie hemdit of the people of llcuigal.” 


He said : — 

‘‘My Lord, the Govt^rnineiit are already doing their host for th(‘, improve- 
ment of the sanitation of Bengal, and large* sums of money have heen provided 
for that purpose. H(‘ngal is so situated now that it has no health station, 
except Darjc^eling, vvlnu t* people can go for a change* of air or to recruit their 
health. 1 1 is most desirable that Bonn* suitahh^ site should lx* selected to 
which fieople can rc^sort for the I’ccruitmeJit of tindr In^alth. Darjeeling 
especially is not suited to all Indians, because it has a V(*Ty cold climate. 
There is tlie Lowis Jubilee Sanitarium, which is <loing g(Kjd work and is very 
useful in this respect, but the peoph* — I mr*an most of tlnC pc^ople — cannot 
avail themselves of the opportunity wliich is alforded to go tliere. The 
initiative might 1x3 taken by tlu^ < lovtMmnxmt, and tln^ geniei-al j)ublic askiMl 
to contribute, if necessary, for th(* l)en(dit of the- people of Bengal. W'itli 
these few observations I beg formally to move the' Resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Mk. Samman said : — 

“ My Lord, however worthy the intentions of the Ilon’bl(‘, Mov(.*r of 
this Resolution, 1 fear that there are two substantial reasons winch pn^vent 
Gov(^rnment from accepting it. In the first ])lace, the cost of (istablishing a 
sanitarium is not a charge upon the grant for sanitary improvements, but is one 
upon “ Medical ” ; in the second ])lac(*, the establishment of a sanitarium 
will involve recurring charges which cannot bf' met out of a non-recurring 
grant such as the one now und(U’ discussion. The Hon’ble Member has 
made no suggestion whatever as to Ijow these recurring charges an^ to be 
met. Putting aside the technical objections, 1 may observe that the 
establishment of a sanitarium in this province? is not a new proposal. Some 
few years ago a proposal was made to establish a sanitarium somewhere in 
the plains, and the site selected tentatively was at Simultala. That 
proposal was discussed for some time, but was eventually dropped. Towards 
that scheme the Hon’ble Maharaja of Burd wan offered the munificent contri- 
bution of one lakh, but after lengthy deliberation it was decided to drop the 
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IJIduhOiraja Banajit Sinha of Nashipur ; M r. £amman.^ 

])ro]) 08 al. Simultnla has nyw passed oiijt of tliis province, and the Hon'ble 
Mover liaB inadi^ no Riig^jfestion whatever as to what healthy sit(^ luiglil be 
Relc*et('d. ] may iiH‘ijtion that, in my own opinion, a sanitarium of this 
natuia^ for gemu-al j>ur})oses involves a very heavy expeuiditure, and will 
really oUer relief to only a vt‘ry small portion of the population. There is 
aiiotln^r kind of sanitarium which might possibly Ix^ established — that is, a 
sanitarium for the treatment of tuberculosis; this question has recently 
Ixx'ii und(u* discussion by the Oorporation of ('alcutta who have addressed 
th(‘ (jlov(u*nnient on tlu^ subjh^ct. Tlit* matter is now undc'r consideration, 
and the Sanitary (kanmissiomu* will liav(' to investigatt' it, and until that 
investigation is finished it is quite impossilJe to take any further step in 
advance.. As, how(‘ver, the charge is not oiui which can be debited to the 
grant for sanitaiy imt)i*ovement, 1 hop(* that the Ilon’ble Mover will be pleased 
to withdraw his motion.”

“ This (Vmiudl recomnumds to the Oov(n*nor in Council that, out of 
the non-recurring grant of Rs. 18,82,772, under rlie head 
“ Sanitation,” a sum of Rs. 5, ()()() be allotted to the Murshidabad 
Municij)ality as a grant for jungle-cutting, with a view to the 
sanitary improvcmieiit of that Municipality.” 


He said: — 

“ My Lord, it a])p(\ars from tlu^ (Vmsus Report that the population of 
the Mursliidalaid M unicii)ality is sti^adily and gradually decreasing. In the 
y(‘ar IhOl. tli(^ [x)j)ulation was 13,385, wlu*reas in l!)ll it came down t(.) 12,308, 
Fi'om tlu‘ ])revi()us census 1 find that thi^ po])ulation was mor(‘ than 13,385, 
so that every ten years the population has been decrt'-asing by about 3,000. 
If this state of things continues, 1 am afraid the Murshidabad Munici- 
pality will, ill a le-w years, bt^ depopulated altogethm-. We find that c‘very 
house there is more or less surroundiM by dense jungle, or with 
numbers of superfluous trees and, consequently, the sanitation of the town is 
fai- from satisfactory. It is essentially necessary that something should be 
done to improve the sanitation. Apart from the more important questions of 
water-supply and drainage, 1 think there would be some improvement if the 
jungle within the Municipality were cut down. 1 have put down the 
figun'S of Rs. 5,000 at a guess, but 1 am sure that local officers, if 
consult(‘d in this matter, will agree in thinking that the jungle should be 
removed from the Municijiality, and T hoj)e that your Lordship’s Government 
will see their way to grant at least some amount for this ])urpo8e. 

With these few observations I beg to move my Resolution.” 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Samman said : — 

“ The Ilon’ble Maharaja of Nashipur has asked for a grant of Rs. 5,000 to 
the ^lurshidabad Municipality for jungle-cutting, and it sounds as though 
he considers that this would be a specific for the rapid decrease in the 
population. He may be right, but, apart from this question, in a matter 
of this sort, it is obviously for the Municipal Commissioners themselves 
to take the first step. No application has up to the present been received 
by Government for any such assistance and, until such application 
has been received, it will be quite impossible for Government to accept 
this Resolution. There is no lack of funds, and if an application is 
received, it will undoubtedly be carefully considered on its merits- 
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Act I would, however, point out to the Hon’ble Mover that th(‘ Municipal Act 
already contains a S(‘ction — Section 11)5 — which g’ives tin' Municipal (’oinniis- 
sionors power under certain circuinstanct's to compel tin* owners and oeciipiers 
to remove superHuous and noxious growth. If full advantagt* In* taken of 
this section tin* Municipal Commissioners tht'n* will pi-obably hi* no 
necessity for a grant such as is recommended in this lu'solution.” 

The Hon'bh' IMafiaraja Uanajft Sinha of Nashipiir saiil : — 

My Lord, I am fully aware that there is a section in the Municipal Act 
by which the Municipal Commissioners can compid tln‘ ratt'jFayers to have 
jungles cut down, but I think that as tin' si'ction is wonhnl — it n*f(‘rs to 
noxious trees and jungles — it drn'S not give* tin' power to compt'l tlie rati'pa^^ers 
to cut down the supi'rfluous tF‘e(\s which surround their houses. Besides, I 
tliink it will be a great hardship if tin' ratt'payc'rs are fonnui to cut down all 
their trees, and, if this amount wen* grantiMl to tin' Municipality, they would 
be able to pay something if) tin* rate])ay(‘rs by way of com])(*nsation for having 
those tre(‘s cut down. ]\ly fric'nd the Hon’bh* Mr. 8amman said that t hen' 
had been no application from the Municipality in this respect, but so 
far as my knowhulgi' goes, wheinnn'r tin' H(‘ads of l)(']iartments have* visitt'd 
the district, the Murshidaba<l Municipality hav(* always math* a rcl'vn'uro 
to the subj(>ct in the addresst's which they have pn'stmtt'd, and 1 think that 
that might be consi(h*red as a sutticient application for this purpost'. 

The Resolution was then put and lost.

27. The budget estimate f(»r 1918-14 was Rs. 8,76,000 
against Us. 4,26,788, the actuals of 1912-18. The actuals of 1912-18 include 
Us. 50,000 cn^iited as a special contribution from iln^ Indian U(^S(»arch Fund 
Asso<!iation for carrying out experiments in jungh^-clearing in suitahh^ 
lo{!alitie8. The actual collectioiiR in thecurrcuit yt^ar. howen’er, show iium'ast's 
cliieHv under “Medical College fe(*s ” and un(h‘r “ Medieune sold by Civil 
Surgeons, ” and thc^ revised estimate for 1918-14 has h('en passtnl for 
Us. 4,00,000. The estimate for 1914-15 is Us. 8,97,000. 

28. Scientific and other Minor Departments. — The estimate, for 1918-14 
was Us. 2,26,000 against its. 2,17,981, tin* actuals of 1912-18. Tli(‘ oolh'ctions 
from the sale of quinine and cinchona in the first eight montlis amounted to 
Rs. 1,07,000 against Us. 21,(KK) in the corresponding pericnl of the previous 
year. The revised (estimate under this sub-head lias boon raised from 
Us. 1,07,000 to Us. 2,00,000, and the total estimate uiuh^r this head has been 
raised from Rs. 2,26,(>(K) to Us. 8.18,000. The estimate for 1914-15 has been 
placed at Rs. 2,72,000 as it is not expected that the demand for quinine 
in that year will be as high as in 1918-14. 

29. Receipts in aid of superannuation. — The estimate for 1918-14 was 
Rs. 42,0(K), hut in the revised estimate this lias been reduced to Ufs. 88,000 
in view of the actual collections of the first nine months of th(^ year. Th(t 
estimate for 1914-15 has been placed at Rs. 39,000. 

80. Stationery and Printing. — The estimate for 1918-14 was Rs. 1,80,000 
against Rs. 1,20,108, the actuals of 1912-18. The actuals of eight months of 
1913-14, however, show an increase of Rs. 6,000 over thos(^ of tlu^ corresponding 
period of last year, and the revised (^stiinati^ for 1918-14 lias been placed at 
Rs. 1,25.000. The estimate for liU4-15 is Rs. 1,20,(K)0. 

81. Mitfcellaneous . — The estimate under this head for 1918-H was 
Rs. 5,91,000 against Rs. 7,72,889, the actuals of 1912-18, which included very 
heavy receipts (Rs. 6,88,026) from “ I Tn claimed deposits.” These deposits, 
which are likely to lapse at the close nf the year, may amount to Rs. 5,8r>,0()0, 
and the total revised estimate under tliis head has bc^en placed at Rs. 6,78,000 
as the sale-proceeds of tents from Ooverninent House stock, at Dacca realized 
Rs. 5 , 634 , and the sale of land to the railway at Chittagong brought in 
Rs. 11,540.

The 
actual collections in the first eight months of 1918-14 show a decrease of 
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Hs. 8,000, chiefly owing to the silting up of the Hijili' Tidal Canal, which 
reduced the navigation receipts. The water-rates in the Midnapore Canal are 
also expect(‘d to fall short owing to reduction in the irrigated area, and the 
revised estimate has been placed at Ks. 2,50,000. An increase in the 
irrigated area in the Midnapon^ Canal is expected in 1914-15, and the 
estimate has been passed for Ks. 2,67,000. The provincial share is one- 
halC and amounts to Rs. 1,25,000 and Rh. 1,36,000 in 1913-14 and 1914-15, 
respectively. 

33. Irrigation — Minor Works and Navigation in charge of the Public 
Works Deyarivient , — The estimate for 1913-14 was Rs. 6.85,000 against 
Rs. 6,10,210, the actuals of 1912-13. The actual collections in the first nine 
months of 1913-14 show a decrease of Rs. 7 1,000 as compared with the figures 
for the corresj)onding period of li)12-13 chiefly in the Madaripore Bheel route 
on account of concessions granted to steamer coinpanu'S and in the Calcutta 
and Eastern Canals owing to the deficiency in the rice and jute traffic. The 
revised estimates has been reduced to Rs. 5,66,000. Receipts are expected on 
account of tlu^ levy of tolls on the Magrahat drainage from 1914-15, and the 
estimate has been ])a8sed for Hs. 6,10,000. The ])rovincial share is one-half

The 
incr(ais(» is due to sal(^-proce(‘ds of certain l)uildingp. Excluding the special 
n^ceipts in 1913-14 the estimate for 1914-15 has bt^en passed for Rs. 3,85,000, 
the actuals of 1912-13.

Clause 5 — Is intended to giv(' ])recision to the law relating to cocaine 
and drugs prepared from it or of similar character, the greatly extemded use 
of wliich invests them with incn*asing imjiortance. 

Clause 6 — Gives control under the Excises Act of the importation of 
excisable articles from foreign territory like ( Uiandernagore, on the frontiers 
of which no custom houses hav(^ been estalilished. 

Clause 18 — Increases the penalties for offences in respect of cocaine, 
which have recently become so numerous and demoralising. The penalties 
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provided are the Baiue as are already in force in Bombay. It is obviously 
undesirable that lower penalties should attach to smuggling into one prindpfu 
Indian port than to another. 

Clause 19 — is designed to deal with the offence of attempting to restore 
to a potable condition spirit which has l)oen denatured and so has escaped 
payment of the full duty. It is a very difficult offence to detect in operation, 
and it has been thought necessary to apply a prinid facte i^resumptlon of 
guilty knowledge to the possession of spirit which lias been tampered with 
in this way. At tlie same time, to prevent harassment by petty charges 
and for the protection of possible bond-fide purchasers of small quantities, 
no unfavourable presumption is allowed against possessors of quantities not 
exceeding half a gallon. 

Clause 24 — Provides for the composition of petty offences against the 
Act, which it may not be necessai-y to bring into Court. 

These are the more important m^w provisions which the (Council will 
have to consider. Most of the rest are unimportant or have been introduced 
to embody in the law points of procedure which are actually in force in 
East Bengal. 

It is the intention of Gxivernment to refer the Bill to a Select Committee 
at the first meeting of Council which will bo held in the rains. ”

DISCUSSION OF AMENDMENTS. 

List of AmOndmontS — Motion No. 1. — The llon’ble Maulvi A. K. Eaz-ul- 
Haq moved that the words of whom three at least shall be registered 
practitioners ordinarily residing outside Calcutta ” l)e added after the words 
“ Local Government ’’ in line 2 of clause 4 (/>). 

He said : — 

1 think, my Lord, that the amendment which I now put forward for the 
consideration of the Council speaks for itself, it will be seen that by the 
provisions that have been made by clause 4, the minimum representation of 
two mufassal members has been secured for the medical Council. I think 
Hon’ble Memlx^rs will bear me out when I say that this representation is not 
adequate so far as mufassal intiu'ests are concerned, and it is with a view to 
safeguard the interests of medical practitioners in the mufassal that 1 beg 
to move that provision should be made that, as regards the nominated 
members, three at least shall be medical practitioners residing in the mufassal. 

With th(^8e words, my Lord, I commend this amendment for the con- 
sideration of the (U)uncil.” 

The Hoirible Mr. STEPHENSON said :~ 

1 think the mover of the amendment proceeds under a misapprehension 
as to the electorate set by the Select Committee. The Select Committee 
have sot up three electorates from the medical practitioners, and they have 
also givtui Government nominations for a majority of the Council. The 
reasons why they have given the Government a majority of nominated 
members ot the Council has been explained by me before — that the Act is 
an experiment. Govi^rnment must guide this experiment for the first year 
or so at all events, and the only alternative to having a Government-nominated 
•majority on the Council is that Government should retain to themselves so close 
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cohtrol over the actions of the Cotincil that the Council will be a nonentity. 
We decided therefore to give (xovernment nominations for the majority of the 
members of the Council, but it is not intended that (xovernment sliould use 
those nominations to represent inierests. They are to nominate the best men 
they can find in the medical prc^fession. 1 think the situation is entirely 
different when you come to the electorate. The Select Committ(H^ divided 
the medical profession as a whole into thnM' classt^s — three idectorates — and 
we felt that in the case of at least two of the three electorates, it was very 
likely that the Calcutta interest would bc^ so predominant, that the mufassal 
practitioners might feel that tlu'y wen^ Ixung hdt out of it altogether. W e 
therofon^ provided that in their case one meinlier at least should be elected. 
Hut that argument does not apply in the case of nominations ; t nomina- 
tions are not to represent int(M*ests, but they are to place on th(‘ (hnincil the 
very best medical men that (Tovernment can procure, and I think that it 
would be a great mistake in any way to hamper Government’s choice in tlu' 
selection of the men to bi> put on the Council, I therefore oppose the 
amendment.” 

The Hon’ble MAUL VI A. K. FAZ-UL-HAQ said : — 

‘‘ My Lord, it is not in a spirit of hostility that I mov(H this ainendnuMit. 
The Hon’ble Member in (iharge iiumtioned that 1 was undco* a misaiiprtdiim- 
sion. I hope, my Lord, the lloii’ble Member will pardon nu' whmi I say that 
he himself has proco(’id(Kl under a misapprehension of tln^ spirit which actuat-Ml 
me in moving this amendnumt. I do not wish to restrict or (|m'Stlon the 
power of nomination ol (i ov(‘rnnuuit. That must rcmiain as it is. Hut I 
proposes that, in making tlieH(‘. nominations, at h'ast thret^ numilx'rs shall be 
mufassal rc^presentativc'S, and it is no doubt n('ci‘ssary t hat tlu' best mmi should 
be select(‘d ; but 1 think it will not be difficult to find nuui jiractising in the 
mufassal and Ixdonging to tln» nuMlical profession who can (X)nsi(h*red ht- to 
occupy a place in tlu^ medical (hxinoil. It is only to protect mufassal interi‘Hts 
that I want to providi^ lor du(' represtmtation ol at h^ast I hrei* memben's of t In^ 
medical Council If it is not acci‘ptable to Governnxmt, I do not wish to 
take up the time of this Council by useh^ss argument. 

The motion was then, l)y hxave of tin* Presidemt, wilhdrawn. 

List of Amendments— Motion No. 2. — The Hon’ble Hal>u Sunmdra Nath 
Ray moved that the words ‘‘of whom thnx- at least shall not lx* (jov(u-nmmit 
servants or in receipt of any pay or allowancx^ from (xovernment ” bt* addc^l 
after the words ‘‘ Ijocal Gov(‘rnnient in line 2 ol (danse 1 (/>). 

He said : — 

“ My Lord, my obj(^ct in moving this anx*ndment is that then^ should 
not be a very largt^ number of officdal nx'inbers on this (x)un(dl. i lima* may 
be a majority of official members in the (Council, but tln^ (dause, as it is 
framed, will give not only a large* number of official mcmibiu-s, but porliaps 
about three-fourths of the immibers will be officials. It app(‘>ars that the 
President is to be nominated by tin* Local Government. Wc*. can very 
well assume that he is to be an official, Ix^cause* in anoth(*.r public body (I 
mean the University of (Calcutta), it is aft(n <>() years that we have got a 
non-official Vice-Chancellor. We shall have to wait for at ffiast a quartc^r 
of a century to see a non-official gentleman appointed as 1 resident ol this 
Council. In clause 4 we sec* that a iimmber is to be elected from 
among the members of the Faculty of Medicine by the Senate of the 
University of Calcutta. Only this morning I consulted the Calendar of tin. 
Calcutta University, and 1 saw that, out of 16 members of the I acuity of 
Medicine, there are 12 (officials and only 4 mm-officials ; we can vea^ wcdl 
assume that the gentleman who will be elected by the Senate of the Calcutta 
University will be an official. Then one member is to be elected by tha 
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registered practitioiK^rs wlio are qualified to be registered under the Medical 
Acts. Probably be will be a non-official member. Then there are three 
members to 1 h^ elected by registered practitioners who are graduates or 
licentiates in medicine or surgery of the University of Calcutta. One member 
shall ill each case be eleeti^d by registered medical practitioners practising 
outside ('alcutta. So that of the throe members to be elected under clause (e) 
and the two members to be (dected under clause [f ) — at least two should be 
elected by registered ])ractitioners outside Calcutta ; and, with reference to 
tlu'se two members, I think if the (hvil Surgeon of a district wishes to 
become a member he is sure to be elect(*d, and nt) non-official will be 
elected. We can very well assUme tliai these two members will also be 
oflieials. So that what I say is that it is not only intended that a majority 
of the memlKo's will be officials, but that about three-fourths of the members 
will bo officials if tln^ clause bo left as it is. In these circumstances, I think 
(fOvernm(mt would do well if they were to accoj)t tlie amendment proposed by 
mo. GoveTiinumt hav(‘. thought it proper to givc^ a non-o‘‘ cial majority 
to the liOgislativt* Council, (lovernnumt have thought it proper to give a 
non-official majority to municipalities, and Gov(u*nment have thought it proper 
to giv(^ a non-official majority to Distri(‘t Hoards. I really cannot 
understand why there' sh(>uld Ix^ such a ])redominanc(' of official memlx'rs in 
this M(xlical Council. With these words, I beg to move this amendment.” 


Th(^ Hon’ble Mu. STEPHENSON said 

” 1 am afraid I must oppose this annuiduient on the sanu' ground as J 
opjxwed the last, viz., that the whole objc'ct of giving Government nominations 
is to enabh^ Govc^rnment to put tln^ best men they can get on the (vouncil. 
TIkuv is no nxason whateveu* why (government should not put a Government 
servant on the (’ouneil, if that Gov(U’nment servant is in th(u’r opinion the 
best man availabh^ If a non-official is the best man availal)l(‘, then Govern- 
numt will put a rion-oflicial on.

“(’lausi' 1 (e) ])i*ovi(h‘S that of the lb mmiibers who will constitute the 
Council. oiK^ membm- shall Ix' ('lect(xl from among the mmnbers nf the 
Faculty of Mcxlicine by tin' iSi'iiate of the Calcutta Univ(‘rsity. The proposed 
ammidment is to make this clause run as follows — ‘ that the imunbers be 
elected from among the non-official members of the Faculty of Medicine by 
th(‘ Stmate of the (Calcutta Univc'rsity.’ The qiK'stion has been raised, 
espt'cially in sonu^ observations which have fallen from the Hon’ble 
Mr. Stephenson, about the desirability or undesirability of classifying mem- 
bers of the Gouncil in two classes, official and non-official, and in so far as 
sucJi a provision t.ries to charac^terize any difierence between members of tlie 
Council, whose duties are statutory and uniform, I certainly approve of the 
remarks made and the spirit in which they are made. Hut at the same time, - 
remembering the discussion that has taken place all over the country in 
connection with tln^ proposals of this Hill, remembering what we have heard 
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wha<^ the non-official medical practitioners of this country say about the scope 
and the objects of the Bill, and how their interests are likely to be affected, 
practical men cannot ignore the differences or the distinctions, however 
undesirable it may l)e to characterize them — between the interests of the non- 
offioial medical practitioners on the one hand, and the interests of th(> official 
medical practitioners on the other, however deplorable it might be to 
recognize such distinctions, it seems to me, I am bound to say, that with 
regard to the amendment which I vtmture to bring before the Ccniiicil 
for consideration, there is onv:? safeguard in the clause itself as proposed 
in the Bill whicli might make it unnecessary for me to press my 
motion, namely, that the election is to be made by the Senate of the 
Calcutta University. My hon’ble friend Babu Surendra Nath Bay has 
just reiuin led us, although his figures are slii^htly inaccuratt>, that 
of the 15 members now constituting the Faculty of ^It^dicine ol the 
Calcutta University, only three are non-officials. If the election had rested 
with the Faculty of Medicine, wtdl, human natun^ being constitutiul as it is, 
one should have expected that the member to be eh^cted by tln^ Faculty of 
Medicine would l;)e an official. Therefore tlun-e would virtually Ix' one 
official added to the 8 who are likely to be appointed by the (Tovt^rnment 
under clauses [a) and (i) of tlu' Bill. It might be pointtxl out, hovvc'vau-, to 
an oi)jt*ction like this that the election does not rest with the Faculty of 
Medicine, but with the Senate, we, however, rememlx'r tliat the Senate 
consists of nearly 1(H) members of whom 80 are nominatevl by flovornment. 
Thertifore it seems to me that while you give a body, of whicli 80 jx*r ctmt. 
consists of Government nomiu(‘es, power to elect a member for the Council, 
it is desirable tliat a restrictioii lik(' this sh<;uld bo imposed. If W(‘ compare 
the figures propiosiG by clause 4 of th(‘ Bill with the figures of th(‘ ()nly 
Medical Council which are r(‘adily accessible to us, I nx^an th(^ (buuu’al 
Medical C(7uncil for the United Kingdom, what I find is this that of the 32 
meml)ers who constitute* that Council, 5 are nominated by the Government, 
22 are nominated l>y the different corporate* bodies, including the 13 tdect(>d by 
the different univeu'sities of the United Kingdom an<l 5 nominet>s eloett'd by 
the register'd medical practitioners. The largest element of (xiursi' arc* the 
22 elected by the different corporate bodies. Now it is a well-known fact that 
of the 13 who are elected by the ilifterent univ(‘rsities in the United 
Kingdom, the election rests with people, who are not — if J may be jx*nnitted to 
use an expression — ujider direct official domain. Of the 13 pf^rsons to be 
elected by the universities therefore, it will be follow that tin' large majority 
will be non-official medical practitioners. Instead of 13 ineinbe.rs to be elected 
by the universities in the United Kingdom out of the 32 who C'onstitnte the 
General Medical Council, we have here one single member to be elected by 
the Calcutta Univ(*rsity from the members of the Faculty of Medicine, the 
constitution of which, as 1 have just pointed out, is that of the 15 members 
who constitute the Faculty, only 3 are non-officials. Having n'gard to these 
facts, my Lord, it seems to me to b(‘ desirable that a condition like this should 
be imposed in order that the numb(*r of official members of tlu' ( Council might 
not be too large.- This is all that I have to say on this amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. STEPHENSON 

“ I must in the first instance thank the Hon’ble Member for helping 
me to destroy his own amendment. 1 would point out that the comparison 
with the Medical (Jouncil in England is quite out of place here. The Medical 
Council proposed here in India is in a very different position. The English 
Council consists of 30 members. I think I am right in flaying that.” 

The Hon’hle BAHU MAHENDRA NATH KAY said 

“ I think it consists of 32 Tnemhers.” 

The Hon’ble COLONEL HARRIS said 

“ I think the number is 38, and including the President it is 39.” 
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The IIoiTble Mu. STEPHENSON, continuing 

I think that, out of that number, I am right in saying, there are 5 
appointed by the Privy Council and the rest are elected, one each by 
those universities and Ixjdies which have a right to give licenses to 
practise. The position here is absolutely different. The Select Committee 
gave the University of Calcutta a representation on the Council because it 
is tlm only body in Bcmgal that can give a license to practise. We 
asked the University themselves how it would be best to arrange for this 
repn^sentation on the Council, and we have provided that a member shall be 
elected from among the members of the Faculty of Medicine by the Senate 
of the Calcutta University. That is what the University themselves desire. 
The point of the amendment is sim) le : it is to narrow down the power of the 
University to elect a member. We have aln'ady been told that there are 15 
memljers of the Faculty of Mediciiu', and instead of allowing the University 
to choose one out of that number, the new proposal is to tie down to one out 
of three non-official members. Surely that proposal carries its own condemna- 
tion. For the same reason as I have already objected to the Government 
power of nomination Ixdng restricted, 1 object to the Calcutta University’s 
powei* l)eing restricted. Therefore I oppose the amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Du. DEBA PRASAD SARHADHIKARI said 

“ My Lord, 1 have an anu'ndment on the agenda j^aper in much the same 
terms. I take it that it will not be necessary for me to move it sejiarately, 
but it would serve my purfiose if 1 spoke to this motion. 1 desin* to 
associate myself with all that has fallen from the Hon’ble Babu Mahendra 
Nath Ray in siip]>ort of the amendment. I do not agree with the Iloii’l)le 
Mr. Stephenson that this would be really narrowing down the choice of the 
University. He will remem Ixu* that whenever, in regard to outside 
rei)resentation, the Univc'Tsity has been called upon to appoint a representa- 
tive*, — although there may not have been any written law on the 8ubj(H*t — 
the unwritten law is to have a non-official if possible. My Lord, in spite of 
what the Hon’ble Mr. Stephenson may say with regard to the undesirability of 
the distinction betw(‘en the official and non-official in the medical ))rofession, 
then* is, unfortunately, a marked cleavage, which has to bo taken into 
account, and in o7*der to get rid of the ])Ossibiiity of which the Uon’ble Babu 
ISunmdra Nath Ray has spoken, it is of great importance tliat non- 
official opinion should have a fair representation, and tliat can bo secured 
only by circumscribing the choice in the manner proposed by tlie amendment, 
so that non-official n*presentation may be as complet(> under tlie circumstances 
as possible. This is not a cas(^ of introducing a new principle in the election 
at all. The Council will reunember that in regard to the (dection in the 
municipalities and District Boards and to this Council, a principle like that 
which is sought tube here imposeul is not only allowed but insisted upon ; and 
even when a Government pleader of a district offers himself as a candidate 
for election, though it is questionable wliether he is a Government servant or 
not, the first ceremony that he has to go through is to resign his Government 
pleadershi]), so that he may be wholly exonerated from any colour that may 
be lent to his position as an official. Having regard to these considerations 
and a certainty of almost all non-official representation being dwindled, if 
restrictions like these be not provided, I think this amendment ought to 
be accepttnl by the Council.” 

The Hon’ble BABU SURENDRA NATH BANERJI said 

“ I wish to offer one or two remarks with reference to the observations 
which have fallen from my friends behind me and from those on my side. 
The whole question resolves itself into this : This Council is to consist of 15 
members, of whom 8 are to be officials to be nominated by the Government. 
The issue is simply this : Do the Government want more than 8 officials 
on the Council ? If the Government do not, I think it ought to 
accept the amendment. It is not a question of restricting the choice of 
election on the part of the Senate. The power of restriction is inforoed 
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as lias been pointed out, in connection with the electloiiH to tliis Council and 
if there are circumstances present in comiection with this case which call 
for the restriction of the power, I don’t see why the limitation should not be 
enforced. It seems to me therefore that this is eminently a reasonable 
amendment, and having regard to the fact that the Government do not 
want to have more Govern iiieiit otiicials, they ought to accept tiu^ 
amendment.” 

The Hon’ble RAI RADHA GHARAN PAL BAHADUR said 

‘‘My Lord, I have a similar motion and I do not think it necessary to 
formally move my amendment. 1 shall associate myself with the obst*rvaiions 
that have fallen from the Hon’ble Dr. Sarbadhikari and the Hon’ble Babu 
Mahendra Nath Ray. My Lord, 1 want to make one observation with reganl 
to the speech of the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill in n'ply to the 
amendment moved by tlie Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Ray, that the ])ower 
of the Government to nominatt^ should not bt^ fetttu’ed in any way and tliat 
Government should be free to nominate 8 out of the 15 inembtM’s constitut- 
ing the Board. That principle having bt>ien accepted by the Council by the 
rejection of the amendment of my friend, the Hon’l)le Babu Surendra Nath 
Ray, I submit that it naturally follows that the election of the otln>r 7 
non-officijil members should not be fett(u*ed in any way, s<) that a ])iii*ely 
non-official bcxly might be able to nominate purely non-official members to 
represent the medical profession on that Ijo ly. \\ (' submit that the Act 
being in its inlanc}", its operatifm should be controlled by (lovernment 
through the majority which they have in this (.’oumub ’Fhat majority will 
consist of the President and the seven members who will be nominattHi by 
the Government, and the otlnu* m(*ml)ers who an^ to be non-officials, 1 sul>imt, 
should be purely members elected by the bodies mentioned in tlie subse(iuent 
part of clause^ 4. 

Tlnm, my Lord, it lias also beem statiul — I do not wish to tak»‘ u]) llie 
time of th(* * Council, as it has been vtuy well illustrated by niy hoii’ble 
friend Dr. Sarbadhikari — that in tln‘< re])res(mtati(>n of the municiiiality and 
District Boards on this Council the Government v(‘ry generously and wistOy 
laid down the rule that the officials should have notliing to do willi the 
nomination or eh^ction of tlu^ non-official members ()f this (%)uneil. 1 liat 
principle has been follow(Hl for som(^ ^a^ars past, ami it is rather lat(‘ in tlie 
day to initiate a nc'W principle, I submit that the motion which has betm 
moved by my hon’ble friend may be accepted without any harm to tln^ 
principle laid down by the Hon ble Member in chargt‘, as tht‘- Gov^cMiiment 
will have a standing majority through tln^ nominated official memlKU’s, and I 
do not think that tln^ object which th(‘ Gov(‘rnment have in view \yill be in 
any way frustrated by giving the non-officials a free scope to nominates their 
own representativ’^es on the Medical Chiuncil. 

The Hon’ble BABU UPENDRA LAL RAY said : — 

“My Lord, I b(*g to associate myself with the Hon’ble Mtunbm’s who have 
spoken on this clause. It is the most inijiortant of all tln^ clauses in the 
Bill and requires candid considtn*ation. I congratulate the members of the 
Select Committee on the wise step they have taken in increasing the number 

of members of the Council and in eliminating the provisoes ndating to the 

appointment of the first Council. By lining tins they have won the 
confidence and grateful thanks of the public, and specially of the mmnbers ot 
the medical profession, inasmuch as the enlarged Council is likely to be 
representative of all classes and interests concerned. Ihis is ccirtain y t n 
object of the Bill ; but it has to be seen how far that object has beem 
attained. The manner in which clause 4 has been recast by the memiiers 
of the Select Committee by increasing the number of members of the 
Council to 15 instead of 9 clearly shews that the object is to have re)>resenta- 
tion of all i^sses of medical practitioners. Of mem 

(including tlm President) are to be noniinated by the Government, l ie 
rest will be elected as per sub-clauses (c), (d)^ {e) and (/)» I o pu j 
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feeling is that the 8 nominated members would most likely be officials. It 
is therefore fair that the 7 elected members should be sent in by the non- 
official medical practitioners who form an overwhelming majority in the 
Province. I beg therefore to suggest that proper care should be taken to 
ensure this, and this can only be done by altering the clause a little on the 
lines proposed. It is only fair that at such elections no Government official 
should be entitled either to stand as a candidate or to vote. The necessity 
for such provision is well known and this is not without precedent. The 
election of non-official additional members of Your Excellency’s Council is 
held on such principles, the utility of which is beyond question. I anti- 
cipate that the reply of the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill is likely 
to be that the seven members to be nominated by the Local Government 
would not necessarily be officials in Government service. If this is so, the 
answer is that without the alteration of the clause in the manner suggested, 
some at least of the elected members also would be Government officials, as 
in the mufassal stations the Civil Surgeon and the Assistant Surgeon in 
charge of hospitals command great intluence, and if they themselves stand 
as candidates or exert their influence in the elections, no outsider would 
have any chance of g(^tting returned by the electorate. With these remarks 
T beg to (ionimend this amendment to Your Excellency’s acceptance.” 

The Hon’ble SIR WILLIAM DUKE said 

“ My Lord, 1 would wish that in a Bill like this, designed as it is to 
regulate* matters conneete^d with a learned profession, leas importance were 
attached to official and non-official politics. It is not exactly a matter of 
politics ; it is mainly a question how the best could be done for the advance- 
ment of a learned profession, and tln^ state of things would be happier 
if so much stress were not laid upon the official and the non-official point 
of view. 1 may observe that professional attainments have nothing to 
do with official relations with the Government. If members desire to 
make it a question of politics it cannot be helped, and I presume that many 
points can be worked up on i)olitical lines, at any rate as regards the 
University, I must again, however, draw attention to what the Hon’ble 
Member in charge has already pointed out, and that is that in the case of the 
University at any rate, the choice should not be limited in any way and the 
member whom the Univeu'sity will send to tlie Council ought to be the 
best man it has in the profession, a man with the highest professional 
charactc'v and greatest weight. He may or may not be an official, and there 
can, I think, be no question that, in principle, the Faculty ought not to 
be restricted as to the member whom it may send by any other condition 
than that he should be one of the Faculty.” 

The motion was then put and lost. 

The following motions were then, by leave of the President, with- 
drawn : — 

List of Amendments— Motion No. 4.— The Hon’ble Dr. Deba 
Prasad Sarbadhikari to move that the word ‘‘non-official” be inserted 
between the word “the” and the word “members” in lines 1 and 2 of 
clause 4 (c).

He said : — 

My Lord, after reading the objt'cts and reasons of the Bill and 
after going through its provisions I am convinced that tlui (lovernnumt 
are desirous of taking the public into their confid(mct> in constituting 
the Council mentioned in the Bill and to make it a n'presentati oiu* 
as far as can be under the pn^sent circumstanci'S of the country. The 
measures which are being sought to be introdue si an^ quite iu‘w to 
this country, and 1 can contidently state that neitlit*r during tin* Hindu 
nor during the Muhammadan ]>eriods any attmiipt was made to discri- 
minate publicly between a duly qualilied and an irrt‘gularly brought up 
medical practitioner ; and as far as 1 am awarc^ that only in th(‘ year 18;>8 
a measure like the present om^ was intrcnluced into so far advanced a (‘ountry 
as the kingdom f)f (xreat Jh*itain and Irelaml. In my humble opinion India 
is not yet prepared to have a tVnincil like the one* mentioned in the Bill ; but 
as it is the wish of the Government that such a ('ouncil should be establislu'd 
it is our duty to see that it does the work allottiul to it satislactorily. 
]^V clause 4 \a) and \h) pow(u* has been n^mu’vcHl by (Jovernnumt to 
nominate 8 members of tin; Council and therefon^ in my humbli* opinion th(‘y 
will be easily able to (command a majority at any tinu‘, and il in addition t.o 
these 8 members otlnu* Govtu'nnumt S(U*vants are allowi'd to havc^ stoats 
in it the result will be that the Council will not b(‘ l(»oked ujxmi as a 
representative body but as a nt‘W (b‘pai’tm(‘nt ol the ( lovernnumt, ^ or tin' 
above reasons I b(^g to propose* that, und(‘r clause* [dj^ (*ovei*nment. st‘rvant.s, 
who are qualified to be registered under the Medical Acts, should b^* (^xcludtHl 
from voting. My am(m«lm(‘nt runs as follows: * ddiat om* nKmilxu* to be^

The Tlon’ble MAULVI A. K. FAZ-UL-HAC,! said 

•‘My Lord I have* got an amendment which ])ractically includ(;s 
amendments a to If), and f find that after tin- discussion of annmdments 
a to 7, one portion of the anu-ndment which I inteinled to firoposi^ is 
gone. I do not know at that ratn what wdl be tin* fat(; of the other 
amendments, and I doubt very much whether there will be anytiiing e 
for me to urge. It is for these n;asons that I cravi* ^ our Lxcollencv s 
permission to say a few words as n‘gards tin discuission which, I see, las 
been raised between official and in)n-(>fficial in(*inb(*rs s() far us their utii.ty 
on this Council is concerned. I forget, my Lord, who it was vvdio said that 
all laws are made for the sake of man and not map for tlm sake oi law. 1 
believe, my Lord, that one object of this legislation is to afford relsd to tlie 
peopln, audit is in consonance witli the wishes of the peeph* i liat a 
legislative Acts should be undertak(*n. It is through non-ofhcial t*hu..ent 
that the wishes of the people are best ascertained I can well a' preciate 
the importance of the nunarks made by the lion ble Member in charge. (> tin* 
Bill deprecating any unnecessary distinction between official ami non-official 
element ; but so far as their respective duties are concerm*<] 1 c(;rtainly 
believe that officials and non-officials, when throAvn together m tke 
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performance of a public duty, can act witli perfect fellow-feeling in the spirit 
of comradeship. Rut it is best that w(? should remember that the distinction 
exists, and dfx^s exist for the best of reasons. Some of the Hon’ble 
Members have already spoken on this siibjec : i)Ut 1 think a little frank 
confession has to be made. It is tliis, that we non-ofticials feel somewhat 
afraid of an official majority It seems to me that, when somehow or other 
officials predominate in a representative btxly, the acts of that body are 
likely to be construed by the general public as having been dictatf^d by the 
Government authorities. 1diey may be right or they may be wrong in their 
views, but such a feeling does exist, and if that feeling exists I do not see 
wliy Governnumt should b(' so particularly anxious to have an official majority 
on the Council. I, therefore, do not see any real point in the opposition which 
is being offered to the amendment by which we all recommend that there 
should l)e a majority of non-official members. For these reasons I wish to 
accord my support to the amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. STEPHENSON said 

"My I jord, the effect of these amendments will be to disqualify completely 
every Gevernnumt servant as a medical man, not only tin? members of the 
Indian Me-dical Service, but cnmry Government Assistant Surgeon, all Govern- 
ment Sub- Assistant Surgeons, an‘ to b(‘ de))riv(‘d of any voice whatever in 
their own Gov(‘rnment. Is this what the Hon’ble Members consider is in 
aeeordantu^ with the spirit of liberty and democracy ? 

What is the justihcation for this wholesale disfranchisement? The Select 
(Committee took away tlu^ original clause^. 4, wdiich set uj) a Council of 
4 eJ>officio members out of 9. We deliberately did away with that coniposi* 
tion l)ecaUKe we felt that, in the case of the medical profession, whem 
you were setting up a Couiuul to govern that medical jirofession, ther(^ was no 
question whatever of official or non-official. W(^ therefore deliberattdy swept 
away all ex-officio nqm^sentation. Hon’ble Members now come in and 
ask us to go further and to set up deliberately anon-official (council. What 
is this distinction between officials and non-officials ? One llon’ble Meiriber 
has stated that the object of having non-officials on this (Council is that it is 
only through non-officials that the public voice will be represmited. We 
do not want the i>ublic voi(*.e to b(^ represented on this Council. We want 
tlu^ voice of th(^ profession rejiresented. What difference is there between 
an L.M.S. man who has taktm Government s(u*vi(‘e, who has i>«.ss(h 1 his 
life in tlie miifassal, and an L.M.S. man who has not taken Govtumment 
service, ])ut who has set up ])ra(^tice in the mufaSsal ? What is the 
reason why they should rc^gard medical matt(>rs from a different point of 
view ? The Hon’ble Mombm- who 8;)oke last was afraid that there would 
bo at all events a fear that the public would consider that Government 
were infliiencing every action of this Council. Wliai is the work of this 
Council ? This Coumdl has to sol up a register. It has to register certain 
peoj)le with certain qualifications. There is no question of policy in it. If 
iht'y have the qualifications, they go on the register. It has also some very 
small disciplinary ] lowers. It is entrusted with the power of refusing to 
regist(n\ or turning oft* tlu^ register, a man whom they considered guilty of 
infamous conduct Where do Government come in there ? It is the trial 
of a man by his own peers. ^ What interest have Government in hounding 
a particular member of the profession ? Do I understand that the Hon ble 
Member considers that every time a man is turned off the register, even if the 
case is clearly proved, the public generally would consider that Govern- 
ment have turned him off, tliat Government have issued an order to the 
official majority of the (/ouncil to turn him ofi the register, to find him guilty 
of professional misconduct ? What is the objection to have Government 
servants on the Council ? It must be either that they have too high an 
ideal for the rest of the proh^ssion to live up to, or that they have so low 
an idi'al tliat they wTiuld bring the rest of the profession down. T do not 
think Hon'lile Members would accept either of those alternatives. What is 
the disqualification of a man who is an eminent physician or surgeo i, but is also 
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an ofifioial for serving on the Council ? What is this crime of being a servant of 
Governiiient ? It seems to me that these amendments strike at the wliole 
underlying princif/le of the liill. What we hope to effect hj^ this Hill is to weld 
the whole utedical profession into ont\ with a single aim for its own higher 
advancement. As long as we perpetuate any distinction betweim officials 
and non-officials, we Jire bound to have two camps in the Council, two camps 
in the profe^ssion, and we shall never have a wdioh‘ unific'd profession, raising 
the ideals of the medical profession to the heights which they have reached 
in other countries, and for that reascm 1 protest most strongly against any 
idea of importiirg a distinction l^etwetm officials and non-officials into an 
institution which deals solely and entirely with the organization of an efficient 
medical profession which knows neither country nor (colour nor crtHnl. 

I feel very strongly that any attempt to set up two opposite parties, 
looking at each other with jealous eyes, will harm the whole faculty, and 
for that reason I oppose this amendment.** 

The Hon*ble HABU SUUENDRA NATH BANEHJl said 

My Lord, tlu^ Ilon’ble M<uiibor who has just spoktui labours iiiubM* ilie 
idea that there is no real divm*gi‘nce of intcu'c^st b('tvve(‘n official and non- 
official medical men, and that tlitM'ttVct of tlies(‘ aiiHOidmcnts would Ix'tosi'tup 
two opposite camps in this (\)Uncil, om^ (;amp consist ing of th(‘ official m(mil)tn-H 
and another of non-official momhio's. llt^ says that this (hxincd, which is 
to represent tho medical prob'ssloii as a whol<% lias no ndVn'mu' wlint('V(‘r to 
official and non-official inti^n'sts. Now, is that so? Is it the case* that 
there is no divm-gcmce of interests betwxxm oflicials and non-officials, t‘ven so 
far as the medical profession is conctn-mnl ? — ’* 

1ffie H()n*l)le Mu. STEPHENSON said 

‘‘ I did not say there was div(‘rg(‘n(‘e- of interest bidwinni inedicxal men. 

I said that, so far as this Bill is coman-md, tln^- intin-ests of tin* proresslon 
an', the same. No (loul)t tlien*, is a dillenmcci uT opinion and intmx^sts in 
pi’ofessional matters, hut so far as this Bill is eonctn’iKHl, tluTi^ is no 
divergence.” 

The Hon’blo BABU SlTKh:Nl)BA NATH BANEIMI said 

At least w(j have one (pial ific*ation tliat, so lar as this Bill is cmhicci ned, 
tli(U'(^ is no diverginice of interest, d lunxdore it is adniitt<'(l that th(n(^ is 
divergence of intert'st hetwtum officials and non-offii*ials in the iiKxbc-al 
profession so far as ()th(*r matters heyond the l*ill an; eonci'riK'd. lluit 
is a conct^ssion which I am glad to he able to extort from my hon hh' Iriend. 

But. 8ir, this Bill eov(‘rs a veiy wddo ground conne(;te<l with the medical 
profession, and in that wide ground then^ are inten;Bts that are divfu^gmit 
and conflicting — interests which might bf' said to be of a pai ..loular (diaract(*r 
looked at from an official ])oint of view, l)ut of a wholly diflFi'nmt cliaracner 
looked at from a non-official point of vii'W. My bon bh; fri(‘nd must have 
noticed that a series of amendments hav(; been started from this side, or the 
House with reference to confining the official element to within certain limits. 

Why should wo feel so strongly about this matter ? Why should we bud that 
it is necessary that we should havi; a certain non-official r(;preHentation on 
this Council ? Jb;cause we believe that, if the official majority was 
predominant, if the voice of that majority was not to be restrict<;d by a 
non-official minority, the interests of the profession and ot tin; (country would 
suffer. We are not acting under any feeling of perverH(;ncflK. We think 
this is a iriatbir in which the Government should adnib that wx; shonhl have 
a voice. It is a new experiment, and, l>eing a new experiment, tim initiation 

of it, the o-uidance of it, must in the first placi-, b(* left to tin; ( Bn ernment. 

That is the view on tin’s side of tin; House,, and we do not disputi* it. P>ul,, iny 

Lord, at the same time fcve are of deliberate opinion that in the constitutions y 

of this body there should be a substantial leaven of the non-offieial medical 
profession, and all these amendments are directed towards this object in 
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view ; and it is Homewhat Rurpriaing that my hon’ble friend should not know 
the attitude of this side of the House, and should not be in sympathy with it. 
We are anxious to make this Bill a success. We are anxious to leave the 
guidance in the hands of the Government, but we also feel that if this Bill is 
to be a Ruceess, it can only be so by an adequate representation of the non- 
official element on this Council — that the officials must be permitted to have a 
predominant voice, but that that voice must b(> tempered by such considera- 
tions as the non-official minority may find it neet^ssary to advance. That 
is our attitude, and all this talk about officials and non-officials. having no 
divergfjncB of views is irrelevant. If there is no divergence of views, why 
don’t you accept all these amendments, and let us have all the non-officials 
th(u*e ? I challenge* my hon’ble friend to meet me on that ground. If there 
is no divergence of opinion, if tlie interests are completely identical, I do not 
think he ought to object to these amendments. Is my friend prepared to take 
that challenge ? I hope and trust he will.” 

The Hon’l)le Mk. STEPHENSON said 

“ May T point out that we do not mention a single official in clause 4 ?” 

The Hon’ble BABU SURENDRA NATH BANEIUI continuing said 

“ 4'he word is not mentioned, but I think past exj-erience is our guide in 
these matters. W(' know that when Government have the right of appoint- 
ing re))re8entatives, they will, in many cases, appoint officials, a large 
majority of them, and if they will not appoint a larger majority of officials, 
th('y will appoint persons whom we call quasi-officials, wdjo are worse than 
the officials. The latter will be under no obligation to Government, not even 
under the obligation of drawing their pay from Gov(irnment. They will be 
only under the obligation of having been appointed to these offices by the 
Government, and th(‘refore they feel it their duty to vote for the Govern nuuit 
in season and out of sc^ason. We do not object to officials, but quasi-officials 
we hat,(*, abominate, and are afraid of, and therefore we would much rather 
have officials than quasi-officials. I do hope that my friend will not object 
to the amendments, because wv are anxious to help Government. Our 
attitudes is that Governnumt should hav(* a preponderating influence, but tliat 
we should also have as a minority a substantial voice in the deliberations 
of this Council.” 

The Hon’ble BABU MAHENDRA NATH RAY said 

‘‘ My Lord, having already spoken on my motion, I had no desire to say 
more on a somewhat similar subject, but ttiis elaborate attempt on 
the Hon’ble Mr, St(*phenson’B ])art to raise a question of morals, so to say, 
has compelled me to submit a few additional remarks on this subject. 
The Hon’ble M . Stephenson has told us that all that we require is the voice 
of the im^dical profession, and he has also ]>ut the vfjry pertinent question, 
w'liy should Gov('rnment servants be disqualified? Both these proposi- 
tions — one a direct proposition and the other in the form of a question — are 
excellent in principle, but the j/oint is this : — Has the medical profession as a 
whole no divorgpiicc of interest y The Hon’ble Menibor in charge told us 
that, SO far as this Bill is concerned, there is not recognized and need not be 
recognized any diversities of interest. 'I'he Hon’ble Member will pardon me 
if 1 say that I am afraid this statement is based on a fallacy. Let us 
look at the clausi* which we are now discussing — clause 4 itself. Clause 4 
does recognize* divergence of interesi.s in the medical profession, or else why 
should separate provision be made in clauses (c?), (e) and (^ ), resjiectively, 
for election of members to the Council by different branches of that profession ? 
Why don’t you say, let six members be ejected by all registered practitioners, 
whether qualified under the Medical Acts or under the Bill introduced now? 
M hy not leave out all that distinction about one member being elected by 
those who are registered under the Medical Acts, and three by those who are 
graduates or licmitiates of the University of Calcutta, and two by all the other 
j"egistered practitioners ? I am afraid, therefore, the Hon’ble Member in 
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charge of the Bill evidently overlooked that cardinal principle of his own Bill 
when he said that, so far as this Bill is concerned, no divLOsity of interests 
in the medical profession ought to hi* recognized. Now the Bill itself does 
recognize one kind of diversity of inttu-est. This amendment proposes recogni- 
tion of another kind of diversity of interest. The Bill rt'cognizes divt^rsity of 
interest so far as it affects those who are registered under the Medical Act, as 
distinguished from those who are graduates of the (hilcutta University, as 
distinguished from those, the others, the residue of the medical practitiomu’S 
registered under the Act. This is a distinction as to diversity of interests 
which we believ^e to Ix’! quite sound. What is j)roposed is to introduce 
another element in respect of this diversity of interests, and that is this : we 
believe, that, for reasons which lie on tlie surface, the intt'n'sts of tlu^ non- 
official members of tlie jjro^ssion art' not in all respects identical with the 
interests of the official memb(u*s of the yiroft^ssion. If this hy])ot ht‘sis is 
wrong, all these amendments are bastxl upon wrong principles. Ihit. if this 
hypothesis is sound, these anunuJmtmts are all based upon sound ])rinciph's 
and the object of these amendments is to safeguard against the constitution 
of the proposed Council btung in an ovtu'whelming \>ffi(ual majority. It is no 
use, miy Lord, under the semblance of i>lausibl(‘ argiimmits. to ovm-look this 
menace, and to say that the interests of scienci' do not recognize tlit* 
distinction between officnals and non-officials. It will b(' fallacy if you 
overhKjk that. As a matt(W of fact, having regard to various circum- 
stances which you need not stop to consider, it is a fact that in (xu*tain 
essential respects the interests of that large Ixnly of inedical practitiomu’S in 
this countrv who are non-officials art* not t*xactly ithuitical with the 
interests of the official nominees. If tht*n' is a diversity, it cannot be 
removed or swept away by aiipeal to the sacred cause of scit'nct' or to tlu^ 
cosmopolitan character of the y)rofe8Rion. All that is vtu-y goixl to ht^ar, all 
that is very good to argue, but if such diversity of interests exists, r(H)ognize 
it and try "to give eflect to it. If such diversity of interests does not exist, 
you have" every right to say that these anu'ndmonts are basixl on unsound 
principles, but no reference to the sacred causes ol iiKHlical sciemen* can 
remove diversity of interest, which doi^s, as we honestly iH'lii^Vi*, affiurt the 
situation.”

TheHon’ble SIR WILLIAM DUKE said 

“ I would just like to say a word or two in respcjct of wliat has been 
urged in favour of putting men in tln^ Hrrvico of (lovi'niment on a difh^reiit 
footing to others ; I must say that I remain unconvinced, hecause 1 think we 
ought to recognize facts. However much we may hope for and b(dit‘ve in 
future of the medical profession of Bengal, the fact cannot be got ovx*i 
the Government service will probably, for many years to come, form 
largest (certainly the most important) part of it, and Government are 
prepared to permit the disfranchisement of a very considerable portion of 
the profession, including some of the most eminent practitioners in the 
Province, merely for the sake of what I may call an acadmme idea that 
Government servants as such should stand aside from the self-ad mini strati on 
of the profession. Now, as to the statcnl iacts, we aie at present diui mg 
with an amendment to clause {d) which conec^rns only those who have 
European qualilications. The state of the case is that in all, in Bengal, 
Calcutta, and the mufassal, the»e are 120 men with such qiialihcations, and 
almost exactly half of these men are Government servants. 1 do not pretend 
to say for a moment whether the Government servants are the more (munent 
class or not ; at any rate, they are numerically as important as the others 
It seems to me that no ground of principle whatever has been l)rought 
forward as to why 60 out of 120 of these men having European qualifications 
in Bengal, should be disqualified from ever voting for or being members 
of the Council. I think my hon'ble friend Babu Surendra ^ath Banerp 
sometimes possibly says more than he means. I did not really know that 
he regarded non-officials nominated by Government with such extreme hatred 
and loathing. I do not believe that he abominates the Hon ble Dr. Nilratan 

Sarkar. ” • 
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The Hon’ble lUBU SURENDRA NATH BANERJT said 

“ I rise to a point of order. I think the remark is objectionable, that 
I do not mean what 1 say. ” 

Tiie Hon’ble SIR WILLIAM DUKE, continuing, said: — 

“ I tak(^ it, then, that the Hon’ble Member does abominate the Hon’bie 
Dr. Nilratan Sarkar, and regards him with loathing. I presume he also 
abominates the Hon’ble Mr. S. P. Sinha. It is very hard on both these 
gentbniien, who have my sincere sympathy. The Hon’ble Member says they 
have no responsil)ility ; they are not responsible to Government, and yet they 
always vote with Government when required. I think, before making a 
remark of that kind, he should read the published Proceedings of the Council 
and see iiow often these abominable nominees of Government have voted with 
them !” 

The Hon’ble BAKU SURENDRA NATH BANERJI said 

“ I did not refer to all, Sir. ” 

Th(^ Hon’ble SIR WILLIAM DUKE, continuing, said : — 

‘‘ Well, ther(^ are some of these gentlemen at any rate to whom the 
Hon’ble Member admittedly referred (though at the time he seemed to 
embrace all Government nominees in his remarks), and I think it is very 
unfair of him to have done so ; and as they are not here to defend themselves, 
1 think it my duty to do so for them. ” 

Tha motion was then put and lost. 

List of AmondmontS — Motion No. 9. — The Hon’ble Rai Nalinaksha Basil 
Bahadur moved that the words “ not being Goviirnment servants ” be added 
after the word ‘‘ practitioners ” in line 2 of clause 4 (e). 


He said : — 

•’ Some of the grounds mentioned by nn^ in connection with my amend- 
ment of clause 4 (d) apply to the present amendment also. A very large 
nunib(‘r of graduates and licentiat(^s in m(‘dicin(^ or surgery of the University of 
t'alcutta are in the service of Government, and for the reasons already stated, 
tlioir names should not ap])ear in the list of voters. In the election of the 
members of the Legislative Council, Govcuunmmt servants have b('-en rigidly 
excluded from voting. It may be mentioned also that, under the provisions of 
the Bengal Municipal Act, two-thirds of thi‘. total number of Commissioners of 
each inunioii>ality are elected, and although the Government have been em- 
powered to a])point the remaining one-third of the Commissioners, the Act has 
taken care to mention, as a proviso, that the number of persons holding salaried 
offices under the Government and appointed as municipal Commissioners shall 
not bear a larger proportion than one-fourth to the total number of Com- 
missioners elected and appointed. A similar provision has been made in the 
Local Self-Government Act also. For the above reasons I hope this amend- 
ment Avill be accepted. ” 

The Hon’ble Mu. STEPHENSON said 

“ Your Excellency, 1 am afraid I must oppose this amendment on the 
same ground as the last. 1 do not wish to weary the Council by going over 
the same ground, as regards officials and non-officials. I would only like 
to drive home, perhaps even more strongly, the point that, under this Bill, 
there are only two things the Council can do, — one is to put a man on the 
register, and the other is to take his name oft’. As regards those two things,. 
I cannot see that there are any divergent interests between any members of 
the medical profession. This particular amendment proposes to exclude 
officials from those members who are elected by registered practitioners who- 
are degree-holders or licentiates of the University of Calcutta. There are 
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in the list published by the Inspector-General of Hospitals 804 sucli men in 
Bengal, of whom 374 are in Calcutta. There are well over 3(K) Assistant 
Surgeons, I think, in Bengal, all Government servants. W hy is this liuge 
proportion of tne whole to be left out on the single argument that Govern- 
ment have 8 members in the Council, and therefore it is not necessary that 
there should be any more public servants on tln^ Council. 1 take it tlmt this 
is the only reason for tlu‘ amendment. ” 

The motion was then put and lost. 

The following motion was, by leave of the Presidtmt, withdrawn : —

“The only question that has not already been dealt with is about candi- 
dates for election.” 

The Hon’blo Dr. DEBA PRASAD SARBADHIKARI said 

^ “ Then the amendments may be put with the omission of the words 
either a voter or.” 

The PRESIDENT said 

“ That is so ; with my pcnuiiission, tin* words ‘ tn’tluM- a voter or ’ occurring 
in amendments Nos. 1 1-15 must go out, and thest* anHUidments may now be 
moved with those words deleted. 

“ The Hon’ble Mr. C'hakravarti is not h('n‘, so tln‘ ainendinent standing 
in his name (No. 11), which is identical with tlie. ot her amcmdiiKuits. drops. 

1 call upon the Hon’blo Dr. Sarl)adhikari to move' amendment No. 12, whic^h 
stands in his name.” 

Tlie Hon’ble Dr. DEBA PRASAD SARBADHIKARI then moved that 
the following proviso be added at the (*nd of clauses 4, nanu^ly : — 

“ Provided also that no Government official sljall be entitled to be a 
candidate in respect of any eh^ction under claus(; (r/), clause (c) 
or clause (/).” 

He said : — 

“Your Excellency, that verbal alteration, I beg to move the amend- 
ment standing in my name. There st*ems to Ik* a c(*rtain amount ol didusion 
that we are indulging in on both sidc^s of tin* House. Some are under the 
impression that there is nothing in this Bill that need alarm the profession or 
the public, and therefore there need be no particular anxiety in regard to 
this matter. Some are under the impression that there is a great d(^.al in 
the Bill, and therefore it is to be desired that the Council should be as 
representative as possible of all interests. 

The Hon’ble BABU MAHENDRA NATH R!kY said 

“ My Lord, I beg simply to support this amendment as another amend- 
ment similarly worded stands in ray name, namely, amendment No. 13.” 
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The Hon’ble RAI RADHA CHARAN PAL BAHADUR said 
My Lord, I beg to support the amendment which has been moved by 
my friend the Hon’ble Dr. Sarbadhikari, as an amendment exactly similar in 
terms stands in my name. I would say a very few words, as I have nothing 
particular to say on the great principle that has been discussed, that there is 
no distinction }>etween official and non-official interests so far as this Bill is 
concerned. My Lord, in this matter it has teen said, and I believe it is also 
recognized by the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill, that it is a great 
privii(^ge for a person to be tried by his own peers ; but, my Lord, even in a 
jury trial l)Oth the prosecution and tiie defence have a right to challenge 
the jury, and Ium'o in this case there would be a trial of a medical man by his 
peers, and so far as official element is concerned, it will be in a standing 
majority, and if the non-official element is to be restricted, I am afraid this 
privilege of Ixung tried by his own pe(>rs will be to a large extent frustrated. 
There is thus this great apprelumsion, as Your Excellency might have 
gathered from the Press and from the utterances in this Council. 

My Lord, in view of tlu^, assurance ihat has been given by the Hon’ble 
Member in cliarg(^, that there is no intention of making any distinction 
betw(Hm officials and noii-officials so far as this Bill is concerned, it strikes 
me whetlier it would not bo better, although tli(3re is no motion to that effect, 
to h'ave the cfmstitution of the Council entirely m the hands of the medical 
prob^ssion. Let the n^gister of all medical practitioners and degree-holders, 
official and non-official medical men, be prepared and let them elect the 
members of the Council, so that there will be no distinction between 
officials and non-officials in the election of members to this Council. 

It has been said that the Government should have — and wo all admit it — 
a hand in the controlling of the operations of the Act, when the Act is in its 
infancy, and we admit that it is not proper to ])re88 for election of the 
members of the (Joiincil by the medical profession as a whole, but we submit, 
my Lord, that the privilege of nominating a candidate as far as candidates 
from the eh'-ctoratc^s under cLauses (/>), (c) and (/) of clause \ are concerned, 
should be at least with the non-officials, and having regard to the amended 
form in which this auumdment has been moved, the officials and non-officials 
of the profession will have the privih'ge of nominating a candidate, who 
must be a non-official, and the officials and non-officials shall have an equal 
voice in his election. Now that the amendment has been reduced to such 
a harmless proposition, I think it will be acceptable to the Hon’ble Member 
in charge.” 

The Hon’ble MAULVI A. K. FAZ-UL-HAQ said 

” My Tjord, as 1 have a motion exactly similar in terms, I wish to say a 
few words in support of this amendment. My Lord, the matter has been 
thoroughly discussed, and I wish only to say this that in this Council, we, the 
non-officials, are supposed to be in a majority, and it is very easy to see from 
the number of amendments that have been proposed, that the trend of non- 
official opinion is most overwhelming, of having a non-official majority on 
this Medical Council. I think that if non-official opinion has any value, the 
officials ought to take it that it is the wish of the non-officials that there 
should also be a non-official majority in the Medical Council.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. STEPHENSON said 

“Is the Hon’ble Member in order in referring to the non-official majority 
in this Council ? ” 

The Hon’ble MAULVI A. K. FAZ-UL-HAQ, continuing, said 

“ I wish to put before the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill that 
the mere fact of so many members having sent in amendments similar in 
character, recommending a non-official majority in the Medical Council, shows 
that our apprehensions are that the constitution of the Medical Council will 
practically be as at present, namely, that the official element shall predomi- 
nate. I do not wish, however, to take up the time of the Council.” 
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The Hon’blo Mk. STEPHENSON said 

“My Loi’d, I was iiiyscdT struck with tlitMUiinlxir of identical anuuulincnts 
which have hetui sent on tins Hill, i)Ut tln^ inference which 1 drew fioin this 
was that the llon’hle Meniluu's Innl (a>nsnlt(‘d to^t‘thtM* and had drawn up 
amend nieiits in identical t(*nns. I will not, howtwer. wt'arv tin' Council l»y 
any further <liseussion on the (piestion of the official and tln^ non-official 
eleirnmt. This anuunlnunit is confined to oin‘ ]>oint. and that is whetlnu* a 
fioveriinient official may Ix' a candidate or not. Th(‘ Couiuul has alrt'ady 
declined to disfranchise a fiovtuainumt offic*ial. < io\ (‘rnnu‘nt officials art' in a 
minority, and I think that tin* ( 'ounc*!! will a^ret* that there is no r(\as(ni why 
the nnunhei* wlnun the n'^st,(‘r(‘d ]>ractitioners nia>' wish tot'h'ct should not 
!)(' a (Tov(‘rnnu>nt officu’al.”

inemhers as Pn*side!it, it shall he lawful for the Local 
Governnnmt to direct accordingly, hy notification published 
in the Calcutta Gazette: 
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‘‘ Provided further that, of the weven memberB to be nominated 
by tlie Local Lrovernment under edaufte (6), two at least 
sliall b(^ non-officialfl.” 

Jl(^ said : — 

Under tlie English Medical Act of 1858 power was given to the Council, 
constitutinl under its provisions, to elect its President. It may be said very 
reasonably tliat what is gorxl for En^rland is not necessarily good for India 
inasmuch as India is far behind England : there can be no doubt on the 
j)oint. and I do not ]>ropose that just at the commencement of the operation 
of the ])resent Act such ] owct should be given to the Council. We hope, 
however, that in course of thn^e years the Council will b<* able to discharge its 
duties satisfactorily without any reasonabh^ complaints from any one. If our 
ex])ectations are fulfilled, the Government will then be in a position to judge 
wh(‘th(M‘ the privilege should be granted, and if in their opinion the Council 
will b(' d(*serving of the privih‘gv th(‘y may be disposed to grant it. My 
pro])OHition is that power should be r(‘S(*i*ved to do so. If my proposed 
pr(>viso be, not enaet(‘d into law, th(‘ Government will not ]k‘ competent to 
graiit tli(i priv!leg(‘ even if it be disposed to do so without amending the 
])resent Act. 1 beg to submit that my proposal is v(‘ry moderate, and in my 
humble (Opinion, is a very reasonabh* and I iiop(* the member in charge of 
th(‘ Pill will kindly acce])t it.” 

Tlu‘ Hon’ble Ala. STE1‘1IENS0N said 

My Lord, I think the Hon’ble Member’s proposal must be based on 
the Home Kule proposals for Ulsttu*. 1 do not think that it is a businesslike 
way of <lealing with the question, if wc' are satisfii^d that for at least thi’i'e 
years a ])articnlar form of constitution is required, J think we w^ould leave it to 
the future to alter that form w^hen it was no longer required. The Hoii’ble 
Member n(‘ed be under no apprehension that tlien^ would l)e any difficulty. 
In Pombay, 1 believt‘, within a very few months of the passing of the Medical 
Pill tlu‘ Pombay Council i^assed an amendment to it and I am perfindly 
c('rtain that we shall be willing to do so here when the time comes.”

1 may ptwhaps lx* jiermit- 
ted to make one or two remarks on the annmdnnmt whicli tlie Hon l>le 
Member behind mo has just moved. 1 have to thank him for liis remarks 
about myself. I!ut I feel constrained to < j.pose Ids motion tliat tli<' im-mi.ers 
of the Council oi Registration slumhl not be paid reasonalile JVes for dieir 
attendance, ('lause 1 of the Ifill is based on section oi the Kuglisli 
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Mc^lical Act ol 1858, which jn-ovideB tliat there shall be paid to the luernbers' 
sncli n^asoiiable travcdlinii^ expenses as shall, from time to time, be allowed by 
the (ieneral Council and approved by the Oanmissioner of His Majesty's 
Treasury, d’here is also a similar provision in the Dombay Act. Under the 
rules of tliat Act t In* meml)m*s |[yet a fee of Us. 50 a day for attendance on the 
mec*tiii^s of Council. Tlie meetings of the Medical (Joiincil will be very few 
indt‘ed — not mon^ tlian oiu‘ or two in a yc^ar ; so this will not amount to a 
larg(‘ sum.

So we must not have a nuuv ministerial officer as 
Registrar but a man with some medical qualifications, i,e,, a man who is 
comt>et 0 nt to act as executive officer of the C.ouncil. 

Under clause 19 of the Bill, every person applying for registration of 
his name must satisfy the Registrar that he is possessed of some title or 
qualification referred to in the schedule. The Registrar must therefore be 
fully acquainted with the different qualifications which candidates may 
possess, and unless he be a medical man himself, he will not be able to fully 
understand what qualifications are necessary to entitle a person to be 
registered. 
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Then, under clause 22, i£ any person is dissatisfied with any decision 
of the Registrar refusing to enter the name or any title or qaalitication of 
such person in the register of ri*gist(^red practitioners, lu' may, at any 
time within three montlis from the date of such dt^cision, a])[*eal to the 
Council, whose decision shall be final. 8o that we see that ht> is not only to 
be a mere ministerial officer but a go-between betwetm the (Council anci tlu' 
public. He will have to exercise some executive^ power, and against his 
decision there is an appeal to the th)uncil. What 1 want is that he should be 
a qualified medical man, and the (jualifications which I want liim to possi'ss 
] hav(^ specified in my amendment. As the Seert^ary will have imjH>rtant 
duties to perform in the Council, 1 think that he should be a i)r(^]H‘rly 
qualified man. It is for this i-eason that 1 have propost‘d tln^ ammidinent. 
1 hope it will be accepted.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. STEPHENSON said 

“ My Lord, 1 must op])()S(‘ this anKUidnumt. 1 may obs(n*vt' that 
Hiib-clause [ill) is anotlun* injustict* done to Ireland, as all Irish 

degrei^s are excluded. Hut apart from that, i think that this amendmtmt ties 
the Council down far too much. Tln^ lu^gistrar will be a vt?ry important 
])erson as he will have the driving pow(‘r, but it do(^s not seem necc'ssary that 
ht‘ should be a doctor. Tlu^ Council will m^t 1 h‘ a rich body, and I donot s(h.^ 
wliy men of the Assistant Surgi^m class should not Im' suffici<mt if it 
is nectessary to have a doctor. Tln^. (.%)uncil will not a rich body ; we havii 
to pay travelling allowances, ami 1 am told that t he travelling allowanc(‘S of 
tills (’hmncil amount to lis. 18,000 a year. So that travelling allowances 
may wry j^issildy be quitt^ a n^asonable amount of money. TlnCJoumul will 
very likely not hav(^ (Uiough money to ap])oint a whole-tinu^ M.H. The 
work of tlm Ih^gistrar is st'cr(‘.tarial work, and it will not b(' very much in tlu^ 
first year or two.

The Hon’ble COLONEL llAliUIS sari 

“I would iu8t like to say that 1 am in entire agreement wnth the Ilon’ble 
Member in charge of the Lill, that it is not nee.-ssary at, all to havo a 
Registrar as a medical man. There an- no strictly mod, cal duties wind, the 
Registrar would have to perform. His dutn.s are almost entiiely ch^rica . 
His chief duty is to enter into a hook certain .lualiheations which are given 

to him, and of the genuineness and registerability of wl.ich ho is satished. 

There arc no medical duties at all, and 1 do not sec why a man u.th medical 
qualifications is required. It is more a man with commonsense and a man 
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who is a strong man, at the same time a man with tact, who is required 
because he may sometimes have to deal with people who do not understand 
why their qualifications cannot be registered, and he should therefore possess 
the smmtor in modo with the fortiter in re. 

I may point out that in the General Medical Council in England, which 
is a body much mon* concerned witli strictly medical matters — for instance, 
it takers up the question of degrees and examinations and so on, — the present 
Registrar, Mr. James Robertson, is not a medical man. The Registrar of 
the Rranch Council in Scotland, Mr. Ro(^ is not a medical man. The 
Registrar of the Branch Council in Ireland is not a medical man. The 
Registrar of the Bombay Medical Council, whom they have just appointed, 
is not a medical man. I do not see why any medical qualifications arc 
necessary. I quite agree that he should be a good man of business, but he 
will have very little w'ork to do, at any rate at first, and it must also he 
ri'mcnnhered that the Council will not have too much money to give in the 
way of salary. Moreover, I do not think that it necessary to engage a whole- 
time man for the appointment, if, as is likely, there may be only two or three 
me(^tings in the year. For these reasons, 1 am against the appointment of a 
medical man for the post. 

1'here is another reason which I think has to be stated, that is to say, 
I think it will ho a very unenviable post for a medical man. 1 as a medical 
man would not like to hold the office* of Registrar, and have the i)08sibillty of 
people saying that I was a]>proachable. 1 do not think that it would be a 
nice ]U)8ition at all for a intHlieal man. At the Collegia of Surgeons, whitdi 
is a technical body, the S(Hn-(‘tary. that is to say, the Registrar, is not 
a medical man ; at the C>)llege of Physicians, he is not a medical man. 
Why, thiTefore, should we hav(^ a medical man for this Medical Act of 
ours ? 

The motion was thim put and lost.

aliove all bias, and who. in the estimation of the accuscHl ami tlie 
general ])ublic, may hav(* no reason or ground whatf^ver to have a h^aning 
for or against the accused. A Civil Surgeon of a district is giMuu'ally iht^ 
head medical officer of that districl. and lias a number of subordmatc^s 
under him who are assistant as well as sub-assistant singi'ons. All these 
men under the present rules are allowed to practises, and tli(^ contest as to 
who shall have the largest practice lit^s between the Govi'niTnent nuMlical 
officers and the private praetitioners, who, in the majority of cases, being 
masters of tlunr whole time*, arc able to acquire th(^ b(‘st practice. Conse- 
quently a sort of jealousy ^^xists between the two classim of practitioners, and 
instances are not wantjjig that a Civil Surgeon’s ears !iav(‘ been poisoned 
against private practitioners, if ‘not deliberately, owing to uneonscious bias 
against them. 'J\> guard against all possible contingencieH I have prop()S(‘(l that 
the 8am(‘ rule as prevails in the municipalitit^s and tUv Distric*! Boards 
with regard to the removal of a Chairman or a Vice-( 'iiairinan may hc' also 
laid down in this Bill. Section 21 of Bengal Act III of 1884 says a (diainnan 
may be removed from his office by a resolution of tin? CtiminisHioners in favour 
of which no less than two-thirds of the wliole numlKu* of tln^ ( VanmissionerH 
have given their voters at a met^ting Hp(*cially C‘)nvone(l for tin* purpost*. I be 
Local Self-Governimmt Act has a similar provision for the removal v)f a Vice- 
Chairman. I therefore hninbly request that Your Lordship’s Governimuit 
may bo jdeased to take the above facts into tlnur consideration. 

The Hon’ble BABU SURENDRA NATH RAY said 

I have nothing to say, but J support this amendment. 

The Hon’ble RAI RADHA CHARAN PAL BAHADUR said 

‘'My main amendment is No. 27, but that is practically the saim^ as that 
moved by my friend, the Hon’lilo Rai Nalinaksha Basu Laliadui, with t,lif) 
exception that he wants to insert the words at tl»o beginiiing, wliereas I lici\ (‘ 
given notice that the words should coim* at tin*- close. lli(*Teforo, 1 submit 
that the principle being tin* same, I will support amendnumt moved by tin? 
Hon’ble Rai Nalinaksha Basu Bahadur. It is for the Gov(uuiment to decido 
if they wish to accept the principle. In tliis connection I would only say

present and not at a meeting where a snatch vote would obtain a decision.

Memi)(^r in charge of the Bill.^’ 

The Hon’ble Mu. STEPHENSON said 

“ Your Excellency, the. amendment under discussion requires that a 
Iwo-tlilrds majority should be necessary before a member of the medical 
))rofeHsion is found guilty of infamous conduct in professional respect. In 
framing this Kill the Oovtirnment and the Select Committee avoided introduc- 
ing the. Idudgeon clauses of the Bombay Act which gives the Government 
povvt‘T to supersede the Council. To meet the fear that a bare majority on 
the particular point would not carry weight with the profession, the Select 
Committee mtioduced an ai)peal to the Local Government. As, however, 
there appears to he a considerable body of opinion that the question

All that is atttun]>t(Hl in this annmdnn'nt, as has been fniinted out by 
the pn^vious si)eakers. is that the initiative should not be exclusively confined 
to tlu^ Council, but if otlnn-s feel any grievance', either as to the* exclusion 
or iiK'lusion of any (jualification, tln'y should have tlu' right of approaching the 
Local (loveinnuuit with r(*gard to r(‘meKlies. though the Council for its own 
reasons may not. As 1 have said, it is inconceivable that the Local Govi'ni- 
nK'iit should proceed to tak(‘ action without n'ferring to the Council. That 
Is not a matt(‘r with which wv are (uinceriu'd, but it Is conceivable, my 
Lord, that an (mtside repn'sentation may fall flat if sent up to the Council, 
wh(*r(’as it might not do so li it rt*ached the Government, to which w(^ desire 
to have access in cases of lu'cessity. That is the object of the amendment, 
and it IS not intend('d to lowi'r the status of the Univi'Vsity at all.”

“ In my i)osition as Finance Secretary my hidings wen^ with the 
Hon’bh' JLunber when he object(‘d to th(‘ payment of fees, but I cannot go 
with him wlnuj h(^ object.s to thi' rcHunpt of lluun. Th(> Mc'dical (^)uncil will 
liav(^ very few soarca^s of inconu^ ; th(‘se fees are om*. Sc^condly, the Medical 

(/ouiicil at Home charges lees for this same registration. It is the same in 

}h)rnbay and Madras, and iht* fees ar(‘ to b(> prc^scribed by the^ledical (;(Hincil, 

siibj(‘(;t to tli(^ sanction of the Local ( tov('rnin{‘ni. I tliiiik tlie Hon’ble 

Meinbcn* may n^st assur(‘d that tliey will not bt^ such as will break any 
medical ])ractitioner. I should not Ik' willing to depi'ive tln^ Medical Council 
of this small additional source of income.” 

Tli(‘ Hon’ble HAl BADHA CHARAN FAL BAHADUR said

Tht‘ Hon’bh' COLONEL HARRLS said 

“ May I say a f('w words on tin* subject ? 1 cannot uiuk'rstand why 

then' sluaild bt^ any objection to medical practitioiu'rs paying a fee. It 
will only be a small fe(‘ in India for registration. 1 do not think that any 
praetitioiK'r will objt'ct to pay this small fee. It is quilts optional on the part 
of ])ractition(*rs to register additional qualifications or not. They are not 
obliged to do so in England, and they will not be obliged to do so here. As 
has b('en mentioned by the Hon’ble Mr. Stephenson, the Member in charge of 
the Bill, these fees are charged to practitioners in Croat Britain who register, 
and I do not know of any case in which they have objected to pay them. 
R('C('ntly, (luite recently — by the last mail’s papers — the question was raised 
in the Hoas(^ of Parliament ; I forget who raised it. The Secretary was 
asked wlu'ther practitioinu-s should continue to pay fees for registration, and 
the answt'r given by the Ilon’ble Mr. McKenna, after consulting the Medical 
(k)uncil, was that the Medical Council reported that they could not possibly 
do without the income they got from these fees. Last year the income they 
got was £750. It is not very much if you consider that these fees form the 
only income from which the stafl’ will be paid. In fact, there is only one 
other source of income that this Council of Medical Registration will have, 
that is, the sale of registers. There is no other source of income, and they 
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must have some income ; ami as I said l)efore. I do not anticipatt- tliat there 
will be any objection on the part of practitioners. In llondtay. tin* charg’c is 
Hb. 15, in Madras, Rs. 15 ; tliat is for the first registration, and for tlie 
registration of new titles in ^ladras and llonibay it is Us. 5 for additional 
Indian rpialifications. and Us. 10 for foreign qualifications ; so it is not a very 
large sum. I <lo not think this amondtnent ought to be accepted.”

The Hon’ble Du. DEBA PRASAD SARBADHIKARI said 

“My Lord, in view of theojiinion taken by the Hon’ble Member in 
of the Bill, I find that even the first apipeal could hardly be ' 

necessary if it is a question of finding cut whether any particular 
is a holder of recognized degrees. ’Ihe Registrar m such a case 
and can never go wrong. It is only when some question or other that might 
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interfere with hie judgment in the matter arises that he expresses his doubt 
by refusing to register his name. What is a Registrar ? He is an executive 
authority. He is only a hand of the Council, and therefore what the Registrar 
does is the Council’s work. Can there be an appeal from the work of the 
same bcxly to itself ? If an appeal is really permissible, it ought to be to 
somebody other than that whose action is to be appealed against. Ordi- 
narily, of course, no questions like these are likely to arise, and I cannot 
imagine cases in which the Registrar will be called upon to decide mere 
questions of facts that may have to be put right by the Council. The 
class of question that may arise — but I hope will not — will be somewhat like 
those that my friend Dr. Nilratan 8arkar has alluded to. For example, a 
holder of a recognized degree or qualification is following a method of 
practice that may not commend itself either to the Registrar or to the 
Council, and not impossibly, he may find himself in a difficulty. Cases like 
this are rare, and an appeal to the Government will only in those cases be 
necessary. For example, if an M. R. of the Calcutta University practising 
homeopathy or the Ayurvedic syste.m were to apply for registration, doubts 
may arise in the mind of the Registrar as to whether he could allow the 
name of the ap])licant to bo registered, and it is not unlikely tlnat his doubts 
will be shanjd l)y the Council. In a case like that an ai)peal to the Council 
would bo almost im^aningless.” 

The Hon’ble HARU MAHENDRA NATH RAY said 

I am afraid there is miHa])prehension somewhere. Th(‘ duties of the 
Registrar are defined in clause 11). He has got to see whether a man comes 
within the Schedule or not, and the vSchedule gives the ])recise list of 
qualifications, and what the Registrar has to do is to see whether a certain 
apjilication for registration as a medical ])ractition(U‘ comes within the 
different clauses of the Schedule or not. No question requiring discretion 
or exercise of judgment can ])ossibly arise, but the Registrar may make 
mistakes with regard to the meaning of certain words in th(‘ Schedule, and 
it is then that an appeal is given to the Council, and that I think ought to bc^ 
enough. I see on com])aring with the English Acts that an appeal is given 
generally to the General Council, and in s])eclal cases, to the Local Council, 
and that is deemed enough, I do not therefore^ see why there should be an 
ajDpeal to the Local Government. My friend Dr. Sarbadhikari is evidently 
thinking of cases where the Registrar may, in the exercise of his discretion, 
refuse to register the applicant. Such a thing, if the Registrar understands 
his statutory duties, cannot i) 0 SHibly happen.” 

The motion was then ])Ut and lost.

I have already pointed out that the ])ower 
of revision asked for is against the refusal to enter an applicant’s name in the 
register. If the Council is convinced that they had made a mistake, there 
is nothing whatever to prevent it introducing his name again later on. It 
is not as if the Council having once passed an order that this man’s nanu^ 
would not be entered, the question would never ha reopem^d. There is 
therefore no necessity for bringing in a ]>rovision of this nature. ’ 


The Hon’ble KAI NALTNAKSHA BASE IJAIIADUK said 

“ My Lord, I say that if a mistake is made and if (hrcumstances art^ 
shown, then certainly Government must have ])ower of revising the order 
of the Council, though I do not say that as a matter of fact he will have a 
right of appeal. Ikit only in certain cases power to revise must be givtm to 
the highest authority, and as Government is the highest authority in the land, 
T hope that i)Ower will be reserved to it.”

Unless it is clearly and abundan y 
shown as to why peoples’ right to the sovereign courts should he taken away 
from them, I think a clause like this should not he allowed to stand.

Further, I 
want to ])eint out that tlnoH^ are various ])rovisions in the Jbll which have 
been, not withst.anding the dilVercuuH' of o]>inion from t-his sid(\ accepted 
by this H ous(\ and whi(di mak(^s the decision of the Council final in all 
matt('rs, and in others tln‘ <lecision of tlu‘ Lo(aal Covt'rnmeni as final. Having 
regard 1.0 tli(*st' facts I do not set* any rt^ason why t his clause^ wjis inserted, 
(*spt*cially wlien it uas not in the original Itill, which was introductul, I bt‘lieve, 
with the sanction of tin* (b)Vt‘i’nmont of India and the Secretary of Statt*. 

1 am not awai’t* whtuhtn* this clatist* has Imhui inst‘rt.(‘d afttn- a rt'ft'rence to 
tin* S(‘Ci*(*t.arv of Statt*. Ihit whatiwtn* may be tlie cast*, I think that if any 
I’l'asonahh^ causes of action aristas, (juiti* apart, from the provisions of 
the Hill whi(di inakt* tin* order of the (h)uncil final in almost all in- 
stanct^s, that valued privih'ge of i’(‘ler(*nce to a (*ourt of law should not 
be tal<(m away.

The llon’bh^RAI NALINAKSHA HASH HAH ADU R said :~ 

*■ I\ly Jjord, in my humbh* opinion tin* cdausi* lias boeii v(*ry vagufly 
wordt*d. 1 do not understand wln*tln‘r this elaiist* has been inscu-ted irV 
iinh'imdfy tiu' thmncil against any of its acts or to bar a suit with r(^s])oct to 
mattei’s (h'cided by it. As the wording now stands, it is susceptibh* of tin* 
iiit.erpri'tat ion that it bars all sorts of suits.' In exo'ry civil matter tin* Civil 
(’oLirts have jurisdiction unless their jurisdiction Is jiurposely taken away by 
enact.ments. Has any easi* be(*ii made* out why t In^ Ci\'ildk)urts should be 
depriviMl f)l' tludr powi-rs t.o int(*rfen* with t.ln^ ib'elsioiujiassi^il by this ( Auncil ? 
It is in my humble opinion doubtful wlnd.her tin* g(*ner;d ■ powi'rs of a ('ivil 
(h)urt can be taken away liy a local C-oaiK‘il. Ih* that what it may, I do not 
'find any r(\ason is assiginnl to bar the n‘medy under the common law. For 
tin* abov(* n‘asons I beg to support the annuidment.” 

Tin* Hon’ble HAHF SFliENDRA NATJl HANKRJI said . 

“I (h'sire to say one word with n‘gard tn t his matter. If this clause 
W(*r(‘ not insert(‘d in the Hill, I take it that any aggrieved person would have 
had a right of a]3i>eal to the Civil f^ourt. Tlu*refor(i the insertion of the 
clause takes away IVom him what may be r(*gard(*d as a natural, indtdeasible 
and inalienable right. That l)eing so, it is incumbent on the part of 
those who have inserted this clause to make out their case. Ilavt*' tln^y made 
out their case V \\ v do not find tlie slightest indication of anything like a 
justification for tin* inS(U’tioii of this clause in the statement made by the 
majority of the iSelect Committee or in the note of dissent. 1 was not 
a member of tlu* Select (Vanmittee, but 1 learn from those who were 
members of that Committee, that in the original Hill this clause did not find 
a place, and that it came to be inserted subsequtmtly as the result of 
the deliberations of the Select Committee. We should like to have the 
reasons for this change. This clause found no place in the original Bill and 
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how came it about subsequently that this clause was inserted ? Tljesi* are 
pertiuent questions which I think thi‘ Hon’bh' Member in char^^e of tin* Hill 
should answer and in regard to which the])ublic demand a satisfactory exjdana- 
fion from the Government. Jt is a very serious matt('r to encroach upon the 
rights of a citizen, whether h(‘ be a doctor, a lawyer or an engimuM*. M lien 
you make up your mind to taki^ away a right — a right which is safeguarded by 
law — I think it is incumbent upon tlu' (ilovm-nimmt to come forward with tht‘ 
amplest and most satisfactory reasons for justifying tin' insm’tion of a clausr 
of this nature. No such justification for the claiisi* has yet bt'cn forthcoming 
from the Hon’ble Member in charge of the UilL’ 

The HoiTble Min STEPHENSON said 

I have listem^d candidly t<> tlu* obs<o vations inadt' by tlu* Ilon’blo 
Members to find out what, ttM*rible crinu' is ln'ing eonnnittrd by claiisi^ 
12411. I am told in the first instance that, it tak<‘s away an inalienable righl. 
If the right is inali(‘nal)le, bow e.an it bc' taken away? 

Jli(‘ llon’ble PAPU SUbENDRA NATH HANERJ I said : — 

‘‘ft can be takim away by tln^ S( ►vtoangn.” 

The H()n’bl(‘ IVl in S'J'EPHENSt )N, continuing, said . — 

I am told that it takes away a valuable right <*njoy(Ml by tin' i)eo|)le. 

I know that, it, does nothing of tlu' kind. The rights ari' not. there. I ntil the 
Hill is passed tlnna' is noijuestion ('it.lu'r of giving t In' right to appeal or 
taking it, away. Si^condly, 1 am told that it was not in tin' original Ifill. 
Certainly it was not in the original l>ill, neitlnn* was t,ln‘ apjxaal to the 
Local Government. I have alnaady (exi)lained that in tin* S«*h*ct Gommittt't' 
.thc» a])peal to tln^ Local (Tovi'rnment was givi'ii to nn^'t tht* obji'ction t liat tin' 
dtci'sion of a bare, majority on t,ln‘ C^nineil would not carry \\elght,. Tin' 
ticL'Ct (h)mmittet' therefore deeidi'd to give an a])peal to the Local Govern- 
nnmt. I hav(' already discussi'd in eonin'clion with anotin'r ann'inlment, t In' 
question as to where the appi'al should go to. We decldc'd that it, should go 
totin' Local G overnnn'iit/. This ('ouneil has di'clded tliat it sliould go to tin' 
L^^cal ( I ovt'rnnn;nt , 'and having decnh’d that, sun'Iy it is only (!onsJst,('nt to 
I’uh' out all otln'U lines of a])p('al. Sui-tdy the S('l('C.t, Gommltt(M' would hav(' 
been lacking in tln ir duty il alter allowing the luglit, ol appeal to tlu^ Local 
Govt'rnment, it liAd nor a^o)lded the possibility ol liiture (n)nfusion by 
di'finitely di'claring thal tlnux' was no right, ol iN'sort, to the ( ivil ( ,ourt. 

The Hon’ble Mm CHAKHAVAUTI said 

“’* 1 wish to say a few words, my Lor<l, wit h regard to t his amend nn'iit . 
It seems to nn' that tin' ann'iidiin'iit is a vi'ry n^asonabh' amendnnmt In'caiisr 
it pi'ovides a method of scrutiny into an a<‘t which must be of a quasi-judicial 
character and bi'cuiusi' I takV it that, tin' ac'tion of the (/ouncil will Im* ol a 
quasi-J udicial character. M hy should theri* In* any appn ln'iision that the 
decision arrivi'd at by the ('ouncil should be sub]ected to tlie considei ation bj 
some otlnn* authority ? (fin* notict's wuth a certain amount ol ri'gret that soit, 
of apprehension, ‘of matters brn'iig consid(u;e(l by tin' constituted tribunals of 
the country. It is only having cither the ( ivil t /oiirts or tin* (lovi'rnnnmt to 
interfere on a proper case being inach* out, and on*' cannot, apprehend H.^^d 
either the Civil Courts or tin* Gov(‘rniin*nt will interiVn* in a casi' in which 
there need be no interferenci'. it is only giving an opi)ortunity for a pe rson 
aggrieved by a decision ol tin* (Jouncil. whudi alter all is in t ln*^ natuii' of ii 
judgment in regard to his conduc*t, to have the matt.m sc'ttled eithei IxdoM 
the Civil Court or the High Court.”

He said : — 

‘‘My Lord, the clause is in the following terms : — 

‘The expression “Legally qualified medical ])ractitionor,” or '‘duly 
(pialified medical ])raetitioner,” and all otlu'r expressions importing a 
pt'rson recognized i)y law as a medical ])ra(4itioner or a member of 

tlie medical profession, as used in any Bengal Act or any Act of 
tln^ Governor General of India in Council in force in Bengal, shall be 

deemed to mean a medical i)ractitioner registered under the Medical 
Acts or this Act ; and no certificate required to he given by any 
medical ])ract,itioner or medical officer under any Bengal Act or any Act of 
the Governor Gimeral of India in Council in force in Bengal shall be valid 

unless such practitiomu* or officer is registered under the Medical Acts or 

this A(4.’ 

My Lt)rd, in the Objects and R(‘asons of this Bill we are clearly told that 
all that was intended by the Bill was to have registration of certain classes 
of imGical praci.itioners. No attempt, according to the Objects and Reasons, 
was to be made for constituting tln^ Council into a body to determine upon 
qualifications. If the Act required duly qualified medical practitioners to do 
certain things, it is really merely the ascertainimmt of the qualifications that 
tliis Bill is concerned with. The extraneous accident of a man being on a 
certain register or not cannot take away from his intrinsic qualifications. 
If he is qualifi(‘d to do that which that Act contemplates, no other Act 
can take away from him that qualification, except of (jourse in a definite and 
openly spt'cified way and not by mere implication. Tf a degree is taken away 
from him, of course his qualification ceases. His qualification is inherent, 
and can never otherwise cease, and this Bill cannot take away that qualifica- 
tion from him. It is an act almost of injustice to the practitioner. The 
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Hon’ble Dr. Harris has told us on tho question of foos for rogistration — hard- 
sliips regarding which worn })ointiHl out hy a prtndoiiH speaker — that it is quite 
optional fora man to conu‘ on tlu^ n^glster or not : no one compids him to do 
so. I take it that he is quite serious \vh<ui hv says so. If then for any 
reason a man dcx3s not want to go on the ri^gistm*, does not want the atlvan- 
tago of being registered, why should his qualilications 1 h‘ taken away ? For 
that reason, my Lord, I submit tliat this clause ought to be omitted. dduu*e 
is another aspect of tln^ qinistion, and that is injustice not only to the 
practition(jr himsidf, but also to the ]Hiblic. Supposing a large l)(Kly of 
practitioners do not choosi* to come on tht‘ n^gistm*, wliich aftm* all is a mer(> 
register, as the prom(^t(U's of the IVdl havi' oft.tm said, why should tln'y be 
deprived of the iiilnuamt and hithtM*t(» e.xisting advantag(‘S of their 
qualifications ? ” 

The Hon ble KAl KADHA LIIAUAN TAL LAHADUK said 

My Lord, 1 liave a similar motion just following the llon’bh^ l>r. 
Sarbadhikari, and I associate mystdf with tln^ observations that havi^ fallen 
from him. Furthm*, I want to submit to your Lordship tliat perhaps 
Goveumment havi^ n^cognizi^d that this will be too hard a provision to be 
enforced at onc(\ and it will ]>ut the ] ublict into great ilifiiculty. In thiU. 
vi(iw, my Lord. I find that in claust' (1) of tlu^ Hill it is stattal that this 
clause shall not come into force until a dati^ to be appointed in this behalf 
by the Local Governnumt by notification in tin* ('alcutta (hiz<ate. 'Fhat 
siiows that, although the whoh^ Act will come into operation as soon as it is 
passed by this (Vnincil, and after it has rectuvtd the assemt oi your 
Ex(;ellency and of tlnv Viceroy, tlu^se thn‘(' clauses will not coiik' into 
opiu-ation until the Locaal ( iov(‘rnm<‘nt furtlnu- consid(‘rs th(‘ matter aiid 
publishes a special notification on tlu^ subjt^ct. My l^ord, thesi‘ clauses will 
operate with great hardship on the ])eoj>h', becaiist^ th(‘y will, il tln^ certificate 
of r(‘gistratioii b(^ given witli the expn^ssion ‘ legally (lUalilitMl })ra(5titioner, 
or duly qiialificMl mtNiictal ])ractitiomu' is to b(‘ (h‘(‘m(ui a medical luau^titioner 
regist(uaal under this Act or any other Mtnlical Act’ cr(‘<ate great dilficultu^s 
in th(‘ mufassal ; for this reason that, in tlu' mulassal, ther(‘- may Ik' miMlical 
])ractitioiiers who may not, all of them, b(* registen‘(l undm* t his Act, and 
then, in various matters, th(‘ evidmua* of medical practitioners is necessary 
in courts of law, (‘Siu^cially in tin' mufassal, wh(‘n^ thm’e ar(‘ no medical 
])racditioners of great emin<mc(‘, and the ])(H)ple an* contimt- with g(‘tting 
the services of humblei’ iiK'inlx'rs of the serviiue H any ])articular nn'dical 
man is not registm*(*d. then> will, I submit, Ik* that iinliiect t-endmicy on t u' 
part of tlio court, that indirect iiitliieiice on tlie court, not to accej)t the. 
evidence of a medical man hecaiise lie Ik not a nu'dical man reffintered under 
this Act or any other Medical Act. 1 suhmit, tlierefore. my Lord, tliat 
having regard to tlu' oli.ject of the Ihll, wliicli is simiily to set uii a registet 
of medical ])ractitioiiers wlio ari' willing to register themselves. < o not 
think that this Hill shouhl go farther as is proi-osed hy the (dause uinJer 
discussion. If it does, it will be fhlt as a great hardship, especially in 
distant parts of the mufassal. I would thendore sii))port the motion ol the 
Hon’ble Dr. Deba Prasad Sarbadhikari that this clans., be omitted. 


The Hon’ble Mk. STEPHENSON said 

“My Lord. 1 have not been able to gather exactly what the obje.ction t<j 
this clause is except that it is uniu'cessary. 1 thought tin. Hon b e hai 
Radha Charan Pal Bahadur was going to say that the evidence of a .lector 
would not be accepted in a court uid.^ss h.. was on th.. register and I was 
I>reparcd to jump on him for that statoinont. H.iwever, h.. turium i toun. 
and said that it might indirectly have some efiect on the com t in 
believing his evidence if he wer.'. not registered. 1 he puipose o . n. i , 
as has been rightly said, is to set uj* a register, rii.. purpose of that regu ter 

is to include all those who hold qualifications which are considere.l by the 

State sufficient to enable them to practise on the boflies of the inhabitants 
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of the Stat(\ A Hchedule has been drawn up of those qualifications which can 
be registered. All qualiiicationg^ have been included in the schedule which^ 
Government considers, give a riiquisite guarantee of efficiency. Surely, when 
you liave a State register including all those whom the State considers are 
guarantec^d (dficient, it is only logical, when the State refers to an efficient 
medical j)ractitioner, a qualified medical j)ractitioner, to suppose that it refers 
to theH(* meii. Until you have a register the (‘Xpression ‘duly qualified 
j)ractitioner ’ means practically nothing. It is left to individual pleasure. 
Onct^ you have* a register it surely follows for this reason that ‘ duly qualified 
medical ])ractitiomM* ’ must mean a man who has got a registered qualifica- 
tion. The Hon’bh'- Dr. Sarl)adhikari seemed to draw a distinction between 
the qualifications of the man and the qualifications that entitle him to entry 
in tin*- n^gister. But th(‘- qualifications ar(‘ the training he has received, and 
the hall-mark of that training is th(‘ degree or the license or the diploma. 
You may call that a qualification, but you cannot sei>arate that from the man. 
If you tak(; him oif the registm* for any puri)Ose, he does not lose his 
qualification, but sim])ly b(‘conieH disbarred. He still has that training, he 
is quite j)OHRibly as (d(‘ver a man as he even- was befor(\ I think thondbre 
the (Council will agr(‘,e with me that the State, having set uj) a settled list of 
m(‘.dical ])ractitioners, must confim^ ‘qualified medical ])ractitioner8 ’ to men 
who can go on that list. If a man can go on that list and does not choose to 
do so, I do not think wt^ c.an extend any consideration to him. 1 think 
it is the duty of (wei*y nubical ))ractitioner who has registrable qualifications 
to g(d tlnnn n^gisteriHl. 

Then he protests that it will caiiR(‘ a liardshi]) (‘ither on individuals or 
on tlie i)ublic. I hav(^ already, in in-esenting th(‘ Seh‘Ct (h)mmittee’s nq^ort 
to tln‘. (/ouncil at the last meeting, given a list of thc^ ccn-tificates that are 
requinnl under any Act to be glvtui by a medical practitiomu’. They are a 
ct>rtificat(' of leprosy umhu- th(^ Leprosy Act, a certificate for labour under 
the Assam Labour Act, a cm-tificate of being over 12 years of age und(u- the 
Indian Factories Act and th(^ Indian Mines Act, a c(>rtificate of lunacy under 
the* Lunacy Act, a certificate of vaccination undtT tlie Vaccination Act, a 
certificate of freedom from infection und(u* tlu^ Inoculation Act. 1 have not 
beem abl(^ to find any otlnu's, and I think tlie (Vmncil will agnu*. that taking 
away from an unregisbu-ed nuHlical j ractitioner tln^ right to give any of those 
certlfi(;at,es does not Ix^ar in tln^ slightest degre«^ hardly on him or the ])ublic. 
As a matter of fact, with tlu' (‘X(Hq>tion possibly of vaccination, I think I 
might vimture to say that no j)ractition('r who will not (‘.om(‘ on tln^ registcu' 
has evm- given a c(>rtificate. under those Acts. Tin* first ]'art of the clause 
says the ex])ression ‘ l(;gally (|ualified medical practitioiu'r or duly qualified 
medical ])ra(!titioner shall mean a ])ractitioner registered under the Act.’ I 
think the Hon’bh* Dr. Sarbadhikari has rightly ]>ointed oul that what the law 
means by a ‘ legally or duly qualifif'd iiKulical pra(;titioner ’ is a man wdio has 
suffici(mt guarant(H* of effici(‘ncy in practice. W(^ in settingup our register, give 
the Council pow(*.r to movi* tlie Lo(!al Government to bring on to the register 
any qualific^ation which in their view ]»resup))ose8 the possession of efficient 
qualifications for the ])ractico of surgery and nu*dicin(*. Therefore I think 
it follows that, for the protection of the public, Government are bound to 
interj)ret tliesc* words in the Act as meaning doctors who are up to the 
standard that lias been considered to have registrable^ qualifications.”

I bog to submit that claust^ 27 A, if pass(‘d, would li'ad to grt^at. iiu'oiivt'- 
nience- to the public and also to great dilliculty to the ( lovcrnnu'nt. I may 
be permitted to inform tlu^ (hiuncil that vve* condn(*,t our hos])itals and s(;hools 
with the h(dp of our ])assed students. In fact, we (h'jiend ('iitirely upon such 
help, and cannot do without such lu'lp. Tln'Ti, again, then' an' many mufas- 
sal dispimsaries that an' stain'd l»y our pass(‘d stmh'iits ; some of these 
dispimsarii's might re,quir(^ help from muni(u])al funds. We, in 1 h'lgacthia, 
olitain substantial In^lp I'very yi'ar from the (hib^utta Muni(*lpality. ’fin' 
enforcement of this claus(* would bt' to paralyse this institution at onci', apart 
from the question of throwing out of tunploymt'iit so many mt'ii who art' 
already in st^rvict'. Of cours(',.^it would bt' said that tin' elaust' is not going 
to 1)(^ (uiforct'-d just at [irt^st'ut ; but t'vtm thi'ii, il it Im' passt'd, it wouhl liavt' 
a great dislu^arttming efft'ct upon our olhtu'rs, bt'cause ollit'ers. with blighttHi 
prospects, wouhl certainly b(' distnmtt'nti'd, and il would be impossibh' to con- 
duct our hospitals and schtiols with tin* ht‘l]>ol discontented ollicers. I In' funds 
at our disposal do not pcTimt us to avail ourselvt^s of mt'ii tranu'd in Oovern- 
memt institutions or in tln^ ITnivt'rsities. ddi(>re lies tin' great, est dilli(*ulty. 
Theu’e is anotlu'r matter. My Ijord, kabiraji hosiutals art' likely to spring 
up in the near futurt'. Alrt'ady there is a hospital in Calcutta in whi(di 
there is a kahirali ward, and tliat hospital receivi's ai<l from the local funds 
from the municipality. fliis hos])ital must lorb'it municipal In'lp or giv(' up 
the kahiraji ward at onct', beciaust' no kdhtrdjt (|ualifi(*ations could be 
registered. Now I may point out that it would havt' Ix'en a far bi'tlx'i’ ])oli(\\ 
for the Grovernm( 3 nt to follow tlu' Dritish A(d., whicli conf(*rnxl tin*, fuivilegt* 
of registration on all practition(*rs who W(*n' acting as surgeons on the 1st 
October, 1858, in the ])ublic service, or in the service of any charitable 
institution, on the production of evidence that thi'ie was sufficient ground lor 
permitting such registrati(3n.” 


The Hon’ble Mu. STEPHENSON said 
Will the Hon’ble Member give me the reference ? ” 

The Hon’ble Du. NILRATAN SARKAR said :— 

“ This is an abstract of the principal laws aftbeting tin; medical profe-ssion. 
It is an extract from the Registration Act, which runs thus ; 1 orsons who, 
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on or before October Ist, 1858, bad appointments as surgeons or assistant 
surgeons in the Army or Navy or Militia or in the service of the East India 
Company, or were acting on or Ixdore that date as surgeons in the public 
service or in the services of any charitable institution, are entitled to be 
registenid on tin? production of evidence to that branch of the Council to 
which application may be made, that there is sufficient ground for directing 
such registration to be mad(?’. ” 

The Hon’ble Mu. STEPHENSON said 

‘‘ Will you please give me the section of the Act ? I did not quite 
catch it.” 


The llon’ble Du. NILRATAN SARKAR said 

“ It is an extract from th(‘ Act. It is on the first page of the Medical 
Directory, sc^ction 45. 

Now I do not K(".e th(‘ wisdom of having such a destructive and 
exclusive clause in tln^ Hill, and in tln^ circumstances I move that the 
clause be omitttKl. ” 

The Hon’l)le RAI RADHA CHARAN PAL BAHADUR said 

My Lord, I have an idtuitical motion covering the same ground. This 
clause was not in the original Hill, and 1 believe it has been inserted by a 
maiority of tin*. Select ('ommittee. I do not think it is necessary, considering 
what thci objects of the Hill an^. The main objects of tin* Rill, as has been 
rei)eatedly declannl in this Council, are to set up a n^gister. Now this clause 
would ])roliibit any medical practitioner other than a registered practitioner 
from holding any appointmc'iit as a medical officcu’ in connection with any 
hospital, disjKUisary or infirmary which is sup])orted nartially or entirely by 
local funds. 1 f tln^ Calcutta Munici])ality is contributing a certain sum of 
money in respc^ct of tlu^ homeopatfiie hospital that lias been (^stablisln^J in 
('alcuita, or in connection with tln^ Ayurv(*dic Hospital connecttMl with the 
Raja S(^w Hux Hogla Hospital on Harrison Road, any medical ofticcu* who is 
now holding an appointment tluu'e would not Ixi p(U’mitt(*d to liold that 
api)ointni(uit uidess he is a r(^gist(‘red practitioner, but he cannot Ix', my Lord, 
a registered p?*actition(u- unless Ik^ is an allopatli, and although we all highly 
appreciates and value tin* servicers of our allopathic doctors, we sometimes, 
and not infreqinmtly, iny Lord, have* to stu>k the* advice and assistance of 
kabirajas and honHn)paths ; and kahirajas and hom(n)]>aths arc? not included 
in this se.lieduh?, and theu'efore none would lx* entitled to hold an appointment 
in such a hospital as 1 liavt? mentioned, excic?pt with the special sanction of 
the Local Covernnituit. I do not doui»t that the sanction of the Local 
Gov( ‘.rumen t, will be withhedd exccqjt on r(3asonal)le grounds, but, my Lord, 
where? is the ne^cessiiy of having this provision to secure the special sanction 
of the? Local Gov(?rnnient ? My Lord, 1 fail to undc?rstand why thi^ c?lause 
should be‘ allowed to remain in the? statute. The objects of the Hill will not 
be in any way frustrated by the omission of this clause. The impression, 
rightly or wrongly, has bc?en cremated in the? public mind, especially among 
the kabirajas and homeopaths and the public gc?nerally, that the operation of 
this clause' will work unfairly and that the ‘ practice ’ of medical practi- 
tioners will he' affected. 1 think this apprehension ought to be allayed 
by the oniissiem of this c'dause. 1 have road the proceedings of the Select 
Committc'e, but I have not yet been able? to gather what particular reason 
led the Scdec': Coumiittee' to insert this clause in the Bill. I do not know, my 
Lord, whether it has Ix'en approved by the Secretary of State when the Rill 
was first submitted to him, but I submit, my Lord, that this is a provision 
which saw the light of day after the Hill had been launched by the Select 
Committee, and has created great apprehension in the minds of the public. 
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I earnestly hope that the Hon’bh' Moniher in chargt' of liill will accept 
the motion moved by the Hon’ble l)i\ Xilratan Sarkar for tlu^ omission of the 
clause.” 

The Hon’ble (K)LONEL KAURIS said : — 

’‘My Lord, may I allowed to say a few words on this motion ? 1 do 

not think that there is any provision for excluding? any persons who’ practise 
homeoj)athy and who are not on the registm*. It is not projiosed to registm* 
persons ; it is proposed to register their qualifications. Following tlie 
example in England, tliere is no ri'asoii why any ])i*rson who practises 
homeopathy, provided he possessi^s n‘gistral)h‘ (lualificaitions should be 
excluded from tln^ register.” 

The Hon’ble BARU SUUENDRA NATH R>ANE1M1 said 

“ What about tlie Kabirajas V” 


The Hon’ble COLONEL KARRIS, continuing, said : — 

“There is no detinite and cb‘aily laid dowji standard for Kabii-ajas, 
iior is there any for AyurvtMHct practitioners. ShouM th(\v liax e a definite 
standard at any future tlim* 1 should b(‘, (juitc prepared to csonsider the 
(jiK^stion of })utting them on. \V(‘ can only consider a (hdiniti' ('xamiiiation 
standard. ^Fhen' is no otlnn- standard i)ossible. IF 1 myself t.o take 

to j)racti8e in hoimuijiatliy, I do not think 1 could b(‘ k(‘j)t out oi the la^gisttu'. 
My qualifications would Inna* t o b(‘ r(‘gistcrtMl irr('sp(H*t-i ve ol t-ln* particidai 
line of practice 1 adopted.” 


The. Kon’ble Mu. CHAKRAVARTI said 

“My Lord, 1 do ho])e that the Kon’bh^ MendMU* in (diargc^ ()f the lb'll wil 
see his way to omit this clause. I do not think that any h^gislation should 
havt> a retrospective (dlect. 1 vmituri' to think tluit tin* Medical Dejiartmenl 
of the Governimmt will b(^ (unbarrassial in this (dausc and in making 

this provision (‘ffective, b(‘caus(‘ the clause is not with regai-d to t In* i utun* 
but IB With regani to the ])(*oplc who already have a])pointment»s in tin 
institutions referred to, and the (|uestion is as to wlietln*r they should 
b(^ alh)wed to In^ld their appoint-numts unless they are registmt^d. I Ih‘ lesult 
is that they go out unless they are registennl. and uidi^ss then^ is r 
special sanction obtaim^d iroin tin? L(X*al t «ov(*rnin(mt. 1 v(‘nture to think 
that, oven with la^gard to tln^ special (lovernmmit h<jsj)itals in the mufiissal 
it will be extremely difficult to work this clause if it iKXjomes a section in tin 
Act to be passed -/because, apart from tin* (iut‘stion of hardship which it niusl 
entail uiion the ])eople who hav(‘. been in llie service without (jualifi(^atiom 
and who have probably been working for l>0 or ’J.o years, who will suddenJ.t 
find themselves thrown out of employment on the ground that tln^y have m 
registrable qualifications according to tin* Bill which is to be passed. Apart 
from the question of hardship, the operation of this clauses will causi 
inconvenience to the many institutions which an* all ol a mixed (ffiaract(*i 
and it will entail lieavier exp(‘nditure. 1 know tliat then* is nothing, 
in the Bill to prevent a practitioner wlio wisln-s to firactise homeopathy Iron 
coming on the register, but with re:rard to him, unless lie has had i 
degree from an allopathic institution, he will have no chance* at a 1 l hen*tore 
in these circumstances, I sincerely hope and trust that the Kon l)h‘ A enib(*r ii 
charge of the Bill will see liis way in not making this clause take n*tro- 
spective effect, because the moment it comes into operation tin^ pr-sent 
incumbents must go out unless they can satisfy the requirements ol tli;^ 
clause.” 
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The Hon’ble BAHU SURENDRA NATH RANERJl said:— 

‘‘ My Lord, 1 corifeBS I have not Ijeen able to follow the Hon’ble Dr. Harris 
in the observjitionB he has made. He has told ii8 that there would be no 
objection to put on the register homeopaths.” 

The Hon’ble COLONEL HARRIS said:-. 

My Lord, I said homeopaths having registrable qualifications.” 

The Hon’ble HAHU SURENDRA NATH HANERJI, continuing, said 

“ My Lord, that makes all the difference in the world, that is to say, a 
man may be a fully (pialified M.l). of a hom(n)pathic university, but unh^ss he 
has registrable (lualifications mention(‘d here, which are all allopathic^, Iiis 
name would not be ]>ut on the rc‘.gister. The impression which tlie Hon’ble 
Dr. Harris’s speech left on my mind is quit(‘ different. I thought that the 
measurc‘ was catholic and comprehensive, and that as soon as qualified men 
presented thcunscdves before^ the Registrar and told the Registrar what 
tlieir (lualifications were, their names would be put on the register. As a 
matter of fact, no homeopath can l)e registerc^d, no matter what his qualifica- 
tions may be, unless he comes within the purview of the re^gistrable 
qualifications which are numtioned in the schedule. That means practically 
the exclusion of such persons. You must look the facts straight in the 
fac^e without any quibbling and without any atteni] t to look around. HcTe 
are gentlemen in Calcutta with distinguished homeopatliic or Ayurvedic 
qualifications but without any allopathic distinctions. They liavc^ not th(‘ 
ghost of a chance of being jnit on th(‘ register, and they will therefore be 
excluded from performing certain dutic^s to which reference was made by 
the Hon’blo Meunber in charge of the Hill. In any case*, if they are em] loyed 
in any charitable hospital maintained by (iovernimmf, they must go out. or 
the local board funds will not b(‘ j)aid. My Lord, there is this fact to be 
borne in mind that at the* ])rt‘sent moment Ciovc^nment re(‘ognizes Ayurvedic 
d(^gre(‘s. Under what rules and undcu* what standard, guided by vvhat test 
or code, doc^s thc^ Covernmemt confew the titlc^ of Daidyaratna ? Tlicu'e must 
be some standard. Tlunad'ore tlu'rc' is a standard, although Coloiud Harris is 
not acc|Uaint(^d with it. He that as it may, it is clear tliat if my friend’s 
amendment is not a(x*epted, thcuH* will be* many institutions doing higlily 
useful work and sup])ort(‘d by local funds and ])artly by (Tfoven-nment 
funds which will come to a standstill. The funds will be* withdrawn and the 
men connc'cted with them will have to cut off all connection with tluun. 
I ho])e that, in view of tliese considerations, the amendment will be accepted.” 

The Hon’ble Mu. STEPHENSON said 

‘‘ My Lord, we an* not. introducing a new princi])le. The statutory rule 
at ])resent under the Local Self-Govermmmt Act and the Municipal Act is 
that a local authority or managing committ(>e vested with the control or 
administration of an institution under class 4, or h shall bc^ entitled ta 
appoint thmr own mt^dical officers, subject to the following condition : — 

that he be a duly (qualified man, licensed or certified by a recognized 
medical school or college, and that his license or diploma is 
subject to the a)>proval by the Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals. 

There is nothing new in this clause ; we have had these regulations- 
for years. I may say at once that there is no intention to interfere in any 
way witli the Kabirajas or Hakims, There is no definition of them in the 
Act, I tliink that the Government can safely pledge that they do not propose 
to take any action with regard to the Kabirajas. 

As regards Government hospitals and Municipal hospitals and Local 
Board hospitals, I think it is perfectly right that Government should lay 
down rules that officers in charge of them should be registered. The Council 
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will understand what it means. It means that they are possessed of one of 
the many qualifications which the Government consider suitable to entitle 
a man to practise medicine. Government cannot ^o below tlmir standard 
with regard to the mufassal institutions. The Hon’ble Mover has instanced the 
case of Belgachia. The point was raised that, if we gave any assistance to 
Belgachia, this clause would prevent any passed student of Belgachia from 
being employed in that hospital. To meet the ease of possible individual 
hardship the Select Committee added the first words t(^ the clause, but 
would urge that if Government gives considerable assistance to a hospital it is 
right to insist that the officers employ(‘d th(*rein hav(‘ qualifications up to a 
minimum standard. I would emphasize the fact tliat this clauH(‘ is not a new 
one. It transfers the provision from statutory rules into this particular 
statute, thereby following the example of Madras. Ibunbay and England. In 
this form I do not think that then' is anything ineciuitable or harsh in tlu' 
clause, and I would maintain it.” 


The Hon’ble BABE MAIIENDBA NATH BAY said 

“My Lord, f am bound to say that, with regard to what tlu* Hon’ble 
Member has just now told us, the matter dot^s not seem to \)o qiiit(^ so simple 
as that. Under the District Boards in this province, tln^n^ aie Ijospitals 
o[ various classes and the hospitals of classes of o and I employ, 
with the sanction no doubt of the lnspi'Ctor-( bmeral of (h'vil Hos[)ital8, 
persons who are (lualified now according to the opinion of tln^ pn^smit 
Inspector-Gimeral of Civil Hospitals but who no longer would be (jualified 
as soon as this Bill is pas8(Hl into law. For instance, in th(‘ district 
with which I am concerned, there is, I bi'lieve, more than one ix'rson who has 
obtained a diploma from an institution which is under private manag(^- 

111 ^. lit one of these is referred to by my friend tlu‘ Ilon’ble l>r. Sarkar 

whom the lnspector-G<‘iieral who is pn'St'nt herc^ considiu's (jualilietl (mougli to 
hold th(' appointnumt of nuMlical practitiomu-s carrying a ]>ay of Bs. -40. 
What will l)e th(ur fate? Under th(‘ clause^ whicK is now proposi'd to Im^ 
inscu'ted, tln*s(‘ people will have to go. and no jM'rsons holding tli(‘ (jiialifica- 
tions that these pc'o’-le Is'ld can Im' ap))oint<'d. uid(‘ss and until the sch<‘duh' 
is so expanded as to includi' men (d these- qualifications, about which I hav(‘ 
very little hope. No doubt the operations of this clause may be ))ost)>oned to 
a date fixed bv Goveumment. If the clause' comes into opeu-ation, not eaily 
these iieoph' 'but no ])e'rsons holding similar (juablications can be ap]»ointeel. 
Th(' present rule is an elastic rule, and if the' I nsi>ector.Ge;ne'ral thinks that the 

diploma whiedi the' eandidat<' holds is sufficie*nt. I he*re' is no ol qe-ction tee h is 

appointment. No such rule* will any longe-r be' in force as soon as this 
Bill is passc-a into law. That is n.y .liHirulty. 1 -h. not s.-o how unh-ss, at 
any rate, it is proposod not to p:ivc any n^rospccti vo cth-ct to this olanso, 
this claus(> could avoid opi'rating with prejudice to a larffe niiinher of people 
who arc alivadv in eiut>h'.vnient. This clause. 1 is based upon a section 

of the Mt'dical Act of 1S.'»S, hut no siiriilar dilhculty was likely I o occur in 
England in view of the special p>-"vision which was n.ade long aj?,, 
wiiich niv friend Dr. Nilratan Sarkar has reh.rivd. Lnless you take int<, 
account these difficulties, it is not easy to see hovv one can “I'l"-'-''- " 
clause, at any rate in its entirety, as it stands. It is a matter ol eonsi.h labl.

The Ilon’hle SIR WILLIAM DUKE said 

‘•Mv Lonl the clause is notone which introduces of its own lorce an 
entirely new principle. The qualifications whieli will, in luture, he regis- 
trable have always been insisted on for public m.iployinent, and il 
have been made thev c.in onlv have bemi \’ery rare. Ihis much, i > < 

am nremtaHl on behalf of Governm. nt that the Act will be so applied 

as not^ to affect persons who are already m office at the time oi its fMSr,inK. 
As for future candidates for emppyment 

registrable qualifications. It can hardly do less ; it can haidly say that it will 
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Ranction i^erRonH being tniiplnyod in iiifltitutions Rup])f)rted by public funds who 
have not the lowest qualifications which its machiinny is able to manufacture. 
The llon’l)lc Babu Mahendra Nath Hay has said that at present the matter 
of employment rests with the Inspector-General, because he hitherto 
has had no rule to guide himself. In future, ho will have a standard of rigid 
qualifications. VVdiat applies to public institutions applies in not quite the 
same way to the institution on behalf of which Dr. Sarkar was speaking. If 
th(‘ (‘xisting incumbents are not touched, 1 fancy that his objection will 
disappear. I take it that his intention is that the institution should 
b(‘.come registrabh' and that his best students will have in future regis- 
trabhi qualifications. In view of the guarantee 1 give on behalf of the Govern- 
ment that it. will not interfere with those who are already in employment, the 
ol)jection will lose much ol its force.” 


The lbm’bl(‘ 1 )h. DI:BA PRASAD SARBADHIKARI said 

“My Lord, we are very much obligtMi to the Hon’ble Sir William Duke 
for the assurance he has just given, which does away with a considerable 
portion of the objections that w’e have to certain aspects of this Bill. But 
there is. my Lord, a very complex cast* to which ndercnce may be made ; 
for exainplo, thi^ Bhagwan Das Hospital with which 1 am connected as a 
gov(n-nor. B has two sidtes. The Kabiraj side must have its medical officer. 
If th(‘ claust^ go(‘S out as it stands and if the Municipality or the Government 
ev(‘n gives it a grant, what will happen is this ; because the medical 
offict'r of tlu' Ivabiraji side of that hospital ha]), ens to bo and must be a man 
without rogistral)le qualifications, this hospital will fail in obtaining any aid 
that it may be entiile 1 to obtain. That is a class of objecjtion that will noi 
b(^ got ov(u* by tlu' assurance given by th(^ lloiTbh^ Sir William Duke.”

The 
one in th(^ Calcutta Municipal Act is some two pages lon^ and omits some 
important an^as in tlm city. Most other Acts merely refer to the definition in 
tli(^ Calcutta Municipal Act. I think therefore that the simplest plan is to 
take ])()W(‘r for Gova^-rument to define the Calcutta area by rule.”

In tlie case 
of th(‘ Helgachia Institution they had to go through a regular course of school 
and hospital training for at least four yt^ars and then pass an t'xamination so 
stiff that out of several hundred candidat(‘S who pr(‘sent(Ml thtuns(4v(^s during 
th(‘ first y(‘ars only about :^<S0 ])ass<‘d. ]\Iany of thes(‘ students arc* now 
holding r(*s])onsihle posts in our hospitals and schools as wcdl as in dispen- 
sari(*s and husiiu'ss concerns in the mufassal. I submit that if tin* former 
stu(h‘nts ol idle (lovernment Modi(*al Schools as well as of tin* military class 
of <di(* f^alcutta M(*(lical Colh^ge could he admitted to registration, there* is 
no n‘ason why our passeul stu(h‘nts should he denied tin* privilege*. It would 
he said against us p(‘rha]>s that the e'fiuipim*nt of our school is nf)t so good as 
that in the* Ooveu*nment schools. 1 admit this so far as tin* pr(*s(*nt is 
e.onc(‘rn(ed. Put I claim that our e(jui])immt, im]H*rfect as it is now and 
capable* of vast impreoaum'-ut, is not worse* than what ])revaih^d in some* of the 
h(‘st Goveu-nment schools 15 or (‘Ve*n ten y(*ars ago. And yet students who 
])asse*d out of Cove'rnment schools long before that pe'riod are* going to 
he* admitted I may he* peu-mitte*d to ])oint out how im})erfect the t(*acliing 
was in some of th(*s(' institutions in those* days ; all important subjects like 
pathology and physi(dogy, which are* the* i>asis of the lie*aling art, were not 
taught in some of the (Tlove*rnme‘ut schools. Th(*r(* was no Ht*parate chair of 
clu'inistry in most of them.

Js our school worse* e(jiil]i]K*d than that school or the recently 
started school at Gauhati when* the e*quipm(*nt might still he called elementary ? 
Th(*ndore it would he bare justie*(‘ to place the qualifications of our students 
on an equal footing with those* of the i)asse:*d students of some Government 
scliools, because* our students had to obtain their certifii'ates after about four 
y(*ars of school and hospital training and after ])assing through a crucial, 
Avritten, oral, and jiractical (*xamination in (*acli subject. 

I may he j)e]*mitt(*d to ohse'rve* that my proposal is a very rnfMerate one, 
for the* admission of such candidates to registration will depend entirely 
upon the opinion of the Council.

The Hon’l.le Hahu MAHENDRA NATH RAY said , 

Mv Lord, as another amendment which luns presieely in similar terms 
stands ill my name. I beg to support the one moved by my friend, the Hon’ble 
Dr Nilraian Sarkar. This amendment is at any rate a recognition of the 
existiiK^ state of things, and not a provision for the future. I say so in view of 
what the Hon’ble Mmnber in cliarge of tlie Dill has just told us, that the object 
of the Dill is not to make a provision for the future, but to recognize the existing 
state of things. Now with regard to the tliird article in the Schedule, a 
provision is made evidently in view of r(>cognition of H'mdar schools— schools 
like tbose referred to by my learned friend the Hon l)le Dr. Sarkar, and article 
savs that every person who has been trained in a medical school recognized 
by (lovernment, but not maintained by Ooverninent, may come within the 
Schedule. It is perfectly reasonable to exjiect that Government would recog- 
nize bv a notificaiiim in the manner contemidated in the .'Ird article one or the 
otlier (if ih(( existing schools not maintained by Government, referred to by my 
learned friend When that is done. i>ersons who have been trained in such 
schools would come within the schedule. But we must take note of the fact 
that these instituthins have not yet been rec(gnized by the Government, 
alt hou'di they have within the hast several years turned out a very large 
numb M- of I hose who are following the prolession as detailed by my learned 
friend d'he effect of not adding an article like that now proposed by my 
friend would be to exclude this very large number ()f persons from registration 
aif.o Kvim wlien ihewe schools are recognized by Government by a 

iiotihcaMon in tbe Odcutta Gazette in the future, such a recognition woulii not 
have a ret rosiiecti ve effect, and it would be cont, ended that before recognition 
the standard was not up to the mark, and therefore we cannot possibly register 
those people wild weri' not trained in such schools before recognition. That 
is a perfectly reasonable view to take, and thm-efore the amendimmt proposes 
t'hat though these institutions have not. yet been recognized b.t tlu^ Government, 
if in th(' oiiiiiion of the Gouncil these people have r(>ceived instructions 
mialifviiig for registration, they should be registered. The amendment semns 
to iie perfectly harmless from th.at point of view, and it seems to me recognizes 
a very huge number of professional men who have got their training from 
th('S(' schools, recognizes them for the imrpose of registration. When the Act 
of 18.5S was passed in England, no doubt the schedule ol the Act. whicli was a 

prettv long one, recognized institutions which h.ad already jiower undm- the 

l.TW to grant licenses t.o jiractise. In that respect I am afraid there can lie 

no aiialoiry. strict Iv sfieaking, between what was done in England under the 

En-Tlish "Act ami' what is proiiosed to Ix' done by th(> iiroposi^d amendment. 
But this ditference is not material, seeing that the condition and state of 
things in this country are so differemt. There, in the Lnited Kingdom, 
were already in (*xist(mce a very large niimb('r of Golh^ges (if 1 hysicians and 
Surireons aiid Apothecarv's Halls, in addition to the Universities which were 
reccTgnized by Royal grant as ooinpi-tent to confer qualifying distinction, in 
this country W(' have in existence a number of very useful institutions not yet 
reco niized by Govm-nuient , but serving a vm-y very useful purpose. Is it desir- 
•iblelh it a b<xly of men— a v(>ry large body of men- who had received rraiiung- 
in those inslitii'tions should be hopidessly debarivd for all future time to come 
from lh(' ri(rht of getting their names registeivd ? Of course it is very easy 
to say thar the people who could not get their names registered would 
noi suffer much. We have already adopted a number of clauses which show 
that tile privilege of registration is a very high privilege, and I am not going- 
to elaborate on this point. An unregistered person may continue to carry on 
his profession, bid he must do so under a very considerable disadvantage. J» 
it rio-ht tliat peojile who are not subjected to any disadvantages now should 
be subjected f,o disadvantages in the future^ for no fault of their own ? Of 
course it is not for me to compare the amount of education and training of a 
siudmit brought up by a training in these schools. My friend, the doctor^ 
is quite competent to apeak on the matter. But there is, my Lord, ample 
safeguards provided bj the amendment itself. If the .Council consider that 
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t||e4ramiii^ 0hat these students have received is not ample and snflicient to 
Ut registration, then there is an end of the matter. I hoi)e. my Lord, 
t^^falore that this amendment, which is a veiy useful one and whieli is from 
th^ Government point of view quite harmless, will be accepted by the 
C<p«cil.” 


The Hon ble Mr. STEPHENSON said ; — 

dhe amendment [)ro;)osed is that every ji(»r8on traimnl in an existing 
Medical Oollejfe or School in India not maintained by the LcKial Goverunuuit 
who has received such trainin^r in medicine, surgery, and midwifery as would 
qualify him, in the o union of the Council, to be re£,nstere 1 under this Act, 
should be elic^ible. 

- ‘'The Hon’ble Babu Mahendra Nath Ray has already disposed of any ar^^u- 
meiits from the an€ilo_jy of the British Act. I therefore^ need not discuss the 
Hon’ble Dr. Nilratan Sarkar’s ari>:ument on that head. I entirtdy a<^nM^ wit h the 
Hon’ble Babu Mahendra Nath Ray that tlien^ is no analogy, and "no ar^mment 
can be liased on it at all. We are asked for this comu^ssion, and the main 
ground brought forward for this and the subseiimuit anumdments is that there 
are in existence' C(‘rtain institutions which sm-vc a useful juirposi-, ami havt' j ass- 
ed out a considm’able number of students who are now holdincr afjpointimmts in 
inufussal disi*ensaries. As re^^ards that, I may imuition with refenmee to tin* 
amendment we had yesterday, that I have luaui informed since" yesterday that 
there not is one single nuMlical oflicer in Covtuaiment r)r district board, or 
munici])al disjtensaries who h*as m^ come from reco^fniziMl s(‘hool. ddie 
object of the aniendnient is to g("t thesis passfu! studemts on to the n^gistin*. 
In the first jdace, 1 wish to avoid the vi^ry thorny subjtu^t of comi'arisons. 
1 do not propose to iindertaki' the invidious task of critiedsing any of these 
existing institutions, but I think it is fair to say that tln^ register is a register 
of qiuilified medical practitiomu's. It is not Bufli<;ient tln^refon' to say that 
other institutions are useful and turning out students who are doing work of 
the kind which is useful in Ihmgal. In ord(‘r to establish a claim for tluun to 
go on to the register it must be proved, not only that they ^ire usidul, but that 
they are the compeers of th(‘ imm who will come on the n^gister. ’rhough 
they are doing useful work, if they are not of the same standard as those who 
will come on the register tiny have no real claim. 

“ d'aking the wording of the amendimmt, it leaves it to the opinion of the 
Council to say whether an individual has received such training in medicine, 
surgery or midwifery as would qualify him to be registered under tlu^ Act. 
There is no standard set out in the amendment. 1 taki" it the. standard m(%ant 
is the standard of otluu* qualifications which are included in the scln^duh^, there- 
fore the (V)uncil, before they can do anything under this amemlrnent, must be 
satisfied that this individual has received a training which is comparabh" to the 
training received by the possessors of tlie qualifications mentioned in the 
schedule. W^ell, at the outset I think I can say that had Govu^rnment consider- 
ed that any of these schools give such a training as is comparable with, and 
equivalent to, the training required by tln^ qualifications mentioned in the 
schedule, that school or those schools would have been mentioned in the 
schedule. The Council cannot trace back the history of an individuars 
training. They cannot go backwards and set* what actual training he has 
had during his four or five years’ course. They can only accept the actual 
training given to all those who have been educated in the same institution, 
that is to say, the training given by the institution, and not the training 
given to the individual. Therefore the (yVmncil will have to be satisfied in 
the case of the institutions from which these individuals come — in the 
wording of clause 18, that the title granted by any University, Medical 
Corporation, examining bociy, or other institution is a sufficient guarantef" 
that persons possessing such title or qualification ] ossess the knowledge and 
Efkill requisite for the efficient practice of medicine, surgery, and midwiferj\ 

“ Again, I say that had Government been convinced that this was a fact, 
these institutions would have been included in the schedule. If the Council 
in future is convinced that this is a fact, they will be included in the 
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schedule. But until the Council is convinced that the training is Sufficient 
in any given institution, I cannot agree to bring them directly on to the 
register. The amendment, I take it, is really for the benefit of individuals, 
and it is not directly claimed that all those who are trained in the school shall 
be recognized, that is provided for under clause 18. This provides for the 
inclusion of every person trained. The scope of the Bill is not to test 
individuals. We sot up a register of persons possessing qualifications, and 
we include in the schedule all those qualifications which Government at the 
present moment consider are a sufficient guarantee of the possession of a 
skill which is safe for the public. The basis of the registration is not 
personal — it is the qualifications. The Council will have no right to exclude 
persons holding these qualifications from the register on the ground 
that they do not think that after all, though he has got qualifications, 
ho is really skilful ; in the same way they have no right to include 
in the schedule a person who has not got these qualifications, on the 
ground that they think that nevertheless he is a good doctor. They can 
register only qualified men. Qualifications are based upon training. In the 
medical profession, perhaps more than in any other profession, examina-.^ 
tions are not sufficient. A student must go through a long and careful course 
of hospital work, as well as the theoretical training, and it is on combining 
those two together that his skill and efficiency to practise horeaftfer 
must depend. It is not merely book learning. Bcwk learning by itself 
might enable him to pass examinations, but it is not a sufficient guarantee 
that ho is a gofxl and careful doctor. We must know that he has had a long 
training, a clinical training, and that the institution where he has had this 
training is fully and sufficiently equipped with a hospital, with class-rooms, 
and equipment generally to give him the necessary training. No amount of 
book learning can adequately make up for inefficiency ()f training. The 
Council, therefore, is not in a position to judge of these individuals. It would 
not be fair to sot them up as a judge of an individual’s skill, and it would 
be going contrary to the whole principle of the Bill, if we were to try to 
inflict this duty upon them. Further, I maintain that it w’ould be wu-ong to 
place an individual on the register who has not got a qualification wliich can 
be pointed to. To do this would be to lower the registi'r. It would inflict 
an injury upon every medical man whose name is on that registc'r. 'J’ho 
register is a register of certain fixed qualifications. If you include any 
in it who have not got those qualifications you would give opjiort unities 
to the enemy to blaspheme. You would make the other provinces say, 
‘this register in Bengal is worth nothing.’ It is based on no sound 
principle? At the same time 1 recognise that there will be hardship 
to individuals. There are undoubtedly cases where there will bo hardshi]) 
if individuals are not allowed to come on the register. Such cases of 
hardship must arise in every act of legislature of this nature. When- 
ever you start a new system, there must be some hard cases. But the 
proper way to moot these hard cases is not by lowering the register by 
putting on the register people who are not entitled under the Bill to come on 
to it, who have not got the qualifications which the register is supposed to be 
the hall mark of, but to give facilities, as far as can be done, to those 
individuals to obtain a registrable degree, and to come on the register by 
virtue of their own merits, and not merely by grace of concession. This is 
the way that Government will endeavour to meet these individual cases of 
hardship. There are proposals before Government that as soon as the Bill is 
passed a State-examining body shall be set up which shall grant licenses 
which it is expected the Medical Registration Council will recognize. In 
drawing up the rules of that examining body. Government will make every 
endeavour to provide for those cases of individual hardship, and give these 
individuals an opportunity of obtaining the qualifications to be given by this 
State body, and thereby come on to the register as of right. I think that is 
the proper way of dealing with the hardship, and I think that it will place 
individuals in a very much stronger and better position than if they were 
passed through by mere grace of concession. I, therefore, oppose this and all 
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the other amendments, but can say that Government will, as far as in them 
lies, do their best to provide a way for these individuals to obtain a 
registrable qualification of their own.” 

The Hon’ble Babu SURKNDRA NATH BANEIUI said 

“ The gist of the argument of my lion’ ble friend, who has just spoken, 
eeems to be that if these amendments were accepted there would be a lower- 
ing of the standard. I venture to submit that in any case there would be a 
lowering of the standard, whether you accept this ainendmeiit or not. Take 
a concrete case, because the best thing in an argument like this is to deal 
with an abstract proposition by the test of concrete examph^s. A Campbell 
Medical School student who has graduated say 25 years back will be 
entitled, as a matter of right, to have his name entered on the register. The 
newest member of the Indian Medical Service, who comics out with flying 
colours, with all the academic distinctions that he has gained in England, 
will also be entitled to have his name entered in the registcn*. Therefore, 
side by side on the same register we have this antiquated graduatl^ of 
the Campbell Medical School, w^hose knowdedgt^ is not u]) to dat(% and a 
distinguished alumnus of an bmglish university. Is that fair? Is not that 
lowering the standard? I put that question to my lion'bh‘ fricmd opposite. 
Under the Bill as it has been passed, or will be passed by the Council, 
there is that inevitable lowering of the standard which you cannot help. 
Therefore, why do you raise a difficulty in this ca8(C? That is tln^ first 
point whicli I take. The Bill, such as it is, noct^ssarily involv(*H the 
inclusion in the register of persons whose qualifications vary in many 
ways, from the best men to the iikui who are tlie vmy revtu'Si^ of l>oing 
the best. Then, mv Lord, my friend has often referred to tin* Englisli Act. 
My friend to my left has pointed out that in this matter tht* English 
practice is different. It was l>ound to be different, for the n^ason that in 
England most of these institutions were chartered : most of tlnmi had 
received Royal charters, and liad been n^cognized. In our c;as(^ that is 
not so ; but I claim that when we cannot follow^ the English Act in its (l(*tails. 
we ought, as far as practicable, to adopt the ])rinciples of tlu* Englisli 
Act. That principle has been laid before the (k)uncil in a v(‘ry luminous 
way by my friend the Hon’ble Dr. Sarkar. That principle, stated in 
brief is this — inclusion, not exclusion, comprehension, not destruction. 
From the backward graduate of St. Andrews, who could not p(*rhaps perform 
a simple operation, to the graduate of the ('ollege of Surg(‘ons and Physicians, 
all were admitted, when the Act was first passed, on tln^ register. Therefore 
the English Act adopted the ])rinciple of including in tlu^ rc^gister jiersons 
of very divergent qualifications, and which prevail there I venturis to submit 
that we should do the same thing. My friend lias held out <a sop to us that 
there will be no difficulties at all so far as individuals are concerned, because 
there will be an examination, and if there are difficulties, them those* 
difficulties could bo avoided by the test of an examination which might be 
held afterwards. I want to put this question seriously to the Hon’ble Member 
in charge of the Bill. Take the case of a man say of 50 years of age, totter- 
ing on the verge of the gi^ave — does my hon’ble friend really expect that he 
will come forward and sulnnit to the test of an examination? It may be 
possible in England, under those favourable climatic conditions which 
prevail there ; but it is absolutely hopeless here.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. STEPHENSON said 

“May I ask my hon’ble friend to lot mo know from which of the 
unrecognized schools this dodderer of 50 years comes ? The oldest of the 
unrecognized schools was started in 1887.” 

The Hon’ble Babu SURENDRA NATH BANERJI, continuing, said 

“ I quite accept that fact. I will meet my friend on his own ground. 
Of the recognized schools, the oldest would be in 1887. The oldest student 
in that school would have been a graduate in 1890. This is the year of 
grace 1914, which means he has passed out of that school 24 years. Well 
he must have been about 24 or 25 years of age, when ho passed out of it. 
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and now he will be about 50. Was 1 very wrong when I said that a man of 50. 
tottering on the verge of the grave, would have to pass an examination under 
the circumstances that were required ? I think my hon'ble friend’s argument 
will not stand the test of scrutiny. The comfort, the consolation that he 
held out before us will not appease public feeling in this matter. I think, my 
Lord, in this matter we ought to follow the principle of the English Act. 
viz., that we should include as far as practicable students of the institu- 
tions which are now doing such admirable work. My Lord, we have often 
heard that the Government are anxious to encourage private enterprise in 
the matter of medical education. The acceptance of this amendment 
will be a rul^stantial proof on the part of Government of their anxiety to 
encourage private enterprise in medical education. Then, my Lord, I put 
this question to my hon’ble friend. Is it not a matter of justice, fair, common 
justice, that the students of these institutions, of institutions like the 
Helgachia School, sliould be placed on the register when students of 
antiquated schools like the old Campbell Medical Hospital will necessarily 
find their way on to that register. A graduate of the Belgachia School 
coming out this year, in point of im^dical education, will be at least on a 
par with the graduate of the Campl)ell Medical School who passed out, 
say, 30 years back. The latter will get into the register without a word 

of protest by virtue of his right. Is it right and proper that the up- 

to-date graduat(*- of th(‘ Ih'lgacliia Scliool should be excluded for no 

otlnu- nwason than because \w has not got marked on his brow the 

impress of a Governnuuit institution ^ 1 think, my Lord, this is not fair. 

J put the case upon the high ground of justice, apart from all considera- 
tions of j)olicy and expediency, all considerations of that kind. I put 

the oas(' upon this ground. Is it fair to exclude the graduate of the 

Belgachia School win , in point of medical education, is fully equal to 
th(^ obsoh^te graduate of the Campbell Medical School who passed out 
30 years «ago, and is it fair to exclude the graduate of the ^ Belgachia 
Ckillege and include a graduate of the Campbell Medical School f 1 speak 
to this assembly of Einglish gentlemen, and I ask them to say whether 
this is fair ; and if it is not, I am entitled to a vote in favour of these 
amendments. 

My Lord, 1 do not know that I should be justified in detaining the 

Council much longt^r, but there is one point to which I desire to refer. The 

fact' cannot l»e disguised that this Bill has created a considerable amount of 
agitation, controversy, and uneasiness in the public mind. If you want 
this law to bo administered smoothly, properly and efficiently, the co-opera- 
tion of the public is indisptmsable. This amendment is a crucial matter. 
Let me say this with all the emphasis I can command. We have many 
amendments ; the}" have been set aside, but I will say this without fear 
of contradiction, without fear of challenge, that this amendment which 
iny hon’ble friend has moved, is a crucial amendment, and the Bill will be 
judged by it. If you reject this amendment, I am perfectly certain that 
the feeling of the Indian community will be arrayed against this 
measure, and I ask from the point of view of administrative expediency 
whether it is wise, whether it is expedient to launch a Bill, which has 
arrayed against it the sentiment, the voice of the entire community? 
It is unfair to the candidates who are not the students of Government 
colleges, and I say their exclusion would alienate the sympathies of 
the (‘ducated community, and that would interfere with the smooth 
and efficient working of the Act. For all these reasons I hope and 
trust that my hon’ble friend and the Government will reconsider their 
attitude, accept these amendments, make it possible for this Bill to 
be launched into ofieration under conditions which will ensure it success. 
It is a new experiment you are trying, and you want the help, and the 
co-operation of the people. You will not get it unless you accept this 
amendment.” 

The Hon’ble Dr. KILRATAN SARKAR said 

“ My Lord, we have reason to be grateful to the Hon’ble Member in 
cha^e of the Bill for evou the very ^mall concession which he is prepared 
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to demands that if an examination is to he held for oiir 

students before admitting them to registration, should also the same test 
be applied to the former students of Government schools ? Idle only eommon 
standard I find in these schools, at least so far as Article d of the 
schedule is concerned, is that all of them are conducted by Government. 
There is no fixed standard, no uniform standard. The Hon’ldt' Member 
in charge has repeatedly asked for a standard in tlie amendments that 
I moved. I confess that the.re is no high standard in our schools, but the 
British Act had to be satisfied with sonu'thing like tln^ same state of 
things in connection with this matter whmi they admitt(‘d many persons, 
who, before the 1st October, were acting as surgeons in the public si^rvice, 
or were in the service of charitabh^ institutions. Tlj(*se men W(‘r(' ludd 
entitled to be registered on the ])roductlon of evidonet% satisfac^l.ory to 
the branch of the Council to which application had to bt‘ mad(‘, that tdmre 
was siifticient ground for directing siudi r(*gistration to be madte Thus no 
definite standard was fixed. All that was said was that if, iji tlu' opinion 
of the Council, certain officers were found {digihl(% they would bt^ n^gistiouMl. 
Now, my amendiruuit also propo8(‘s that . and nothing mon* than that. In a 
matter like that, something must bt^ left to de])i‘nd upon tin*, ojnnion of t he 
Council, and that is what vv(* st‘(dv. and nothing mor«^ tJian that. Now, we 
have no objection to tlu^ tont of a further i‘xamination being ap])litul to 
the case of our studcuits, but witli what grace could t he (h)vei*nmont a]>j)ly 
that test to our students wlnui they ar(^ going to admit wliol(‘Salt' all tluiir 
students who passed out .HO j’luirs ago, aiul who passiMl out :i0 y(‘ars 
ago, — who passed out at. a time wlum tln^n’ was practi(;ally no standard 
in many of the Govern uuuit scbords and vvlum t.lu^ preliminary standard 
was mueh lowcn* than wliat it is to-(lay ('ven in our schools ? 1'bis 
is my difficuilty : 1 do not understand this. 1 hope that 1 lit^ G ovtu-nimmi 
will kindly rcHionsidi'v t he situation. The units aia^ th(‘]*(‘, iny Lord ; 
they are quitch pr(q)ar(Hl t.o (•o-o])erat(‘ with t.h(‘ ( lovaM-nnumt.. It. is 
only for the Gov('rnm(mt to mak(^ a small concu^ssion I o inst il ut ions wliicdi 
are striving after progress and nothing <'ls(‘ ; and wliieh ar(' trying to 
co-operate with ili(^ Gov(*rum(mt in this matttn-. Tluna^ aia^, as 1 said, ovtu' 
56, ()O0 peoples who mak(^. a living out. of tin* healing art, and only a few 
thousands in all can claim to possess any Government (jualitieations. 
There is a m^cessity for tlu' supply of another 5.‘>,(H)0, and in this mattcu* 
the resources of Government are not xory largo. Tin* GoverniiKUit will liavc^ 
to depend upon publie co-opcuuition, — npon tln^ (^o-op(‘rat ion of the imb^pfuident 
practitioners. They arc^ quitch prepared to co-operate with th(‘ Government in 
this matter, but their labours must Uo n^cognized, ami the first fruits of t lndr 
labours should not he roj(‘cted in this summary way. This is all 1 liav(A to say.’'

Ho said : — 

“My Lord, it seems tome that there is a considerable amount of mis- 
api)relnmsion on the i)art of the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill. 
His grievance is that the standard will be lowered. The question is not 
that there is a desire on our part to lower the standard below the minimum 
which is acceptt‘d for the purpose of registration, because it is idle to say 
that everyone who is going to be included in tlie register has got the same 
qualification. It is not so. I presume that my hon’ble friend, the head 
of the Medical Department, has a very high degree. I cannot conceive 
that a young student wlio has passed out of the Medical College and if my 
friend had been a professor tluu-e, he would have received his training under 
him — that he would be just as qualified as the head of the Medical Depart- 
ment after something lik(^ 30 years’ experience. Therefore it is idle to 
suggest that the qualification of every man whose name will be on the 
register will be the same. All that you can provide is that there must be a 
minimum qualification. With regard to what the minimum qualification 
should b(^ — I do not know anything about medicine — I generally try to avoid 
a doctor, if T can — T understand from those competent to express an 
opinion tliat if a man is sufficiently educated in medicine, midwifery and 
surgery and had a practical training afforded by the institution, and not a 
man who has not studied anatomy, physiology and who hp not done 
microscopic work which is so very essential in medical education — that he 
should come on the register. What I do complain against is the taking of 
the high and mighty attitude with regard to the hall-mark of registration 
and that it would be lowering the qualifications of the persons entitled to be 
registered, if you include any students educated in any of the private 

• institutions. I protest against it. By all means, either by inspection or 

* ei^lninatirtn* insist unoVi^a nroner traininc^ bv them so far as the lectures are 
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concerned and also with regard to the ])ractical work. If they are not fit to 
be reccjgnized, insist upon that Ixung done. Unless the object is to exclude 
every institution wliich has not the good fortune of Government assistance 
and which is to be therefore taboo(^,d. 1 don’t 8(*e why if in n'gard to 
Belgachia institution as l>eing considereil as aa institution affoniing a 
fair amount of education in medicine, midwibu’v and surgery which 
will qualify a particular student so trained to b(' registered that it 
should be exclud(Hl simply because it hai)p(‘ns to be an institution 
which is conducted not under Government auspic<^s and whicli is not 
maintained by Government funds. That (‘xactly is one of tlie grievances 
felt by the people. You don’t co-operate with regard to matters of public 
importance. We \N\arit (lectors. I will appeal to tlit‘ htvad of tln^ Medical 
Department to say, if it is not a well known fact with regard to th(‘ admis- 
sion to the Medical Colh'ge, that tlnne are applications from 500 st.udmits 
when you have room only for 125 students? We want doctors, gnxat om^s, 
but not as exjKuisive as the ll(‘ad of the Di'partmcuit . 1 know wliat his fees 

are ; the villagers cannot atlord that fee ; we want s(mie sort of nu^dical ndief 
and help. Some 10 or 12 years ago two or three privatt' institutions camc' 
into exi8tonc(‘. From all accounts and reports wi^ understand that they an^ 
doing excellent wa:)riv, and ^^ht‘n the occasion aristas all that wt^ suggest is that 
they shcuild be l( 3 ft to tli(‘ discn^lion of the Council to 1)0 r(>c;ognis(Hl or not. 
Surely when W(^ ask that the ( V)uncil should in its discri'tion r(‘(u)gniz(' tin' 
institution according as the Council finds as to wlnThcu- the qualification of 
the candidate is up to thc‘ standard which, ac(‘.()rding to tlu' o])inion of the 
Council, should securi' thcTii thi' right to b(‘ r(‘gist('red, then what is the 
liarni ? Why slnmld there be any difficulty? Hut tin* suggestion is that 
we will g('t rid ol that hardship by having a Hoard of Fxamiinu's who 
will exaniiiK^ them.

In 
this scln'dule there an* given c(*rtain institutions and univc'rsit ies which an* 
recognized l)y the Gov(*rnm(uit and also thos(* wliich may be i-('cogniz(Ml by 
Government hereafter, d’o this sch(*duh* it is int(*nd(vl to mak(* t.his furth(*r 
addition, namely, that (na*ry person who had b(‘('n train(‘d in an (*xisiing 
medical school in India, not maintain(*,d by tin*, Local (ilovernnuuit, but in 
the opinion of tlu' (kiuncul capabh* of imparting such a ti'aining in nuMlicim*, 
surgery and midwifery as woidd qualify such a p(*rson to Ik; n;cognized un(h*r 
this Act. Such p(*rRons will Ik; d(*(;m(;d to have' n;gistrabl(* qualifi(;ation. My 
Lord, here in this case, the school must, in the opinion of the Council, be 
deemed to be capable of imparting such a qualification. 'J’Ik* school must Ix^ 
first of all approved by the Council as a suitable institution which is capabh; 
of imparting such a training, and, if a person trained in that school comes wuth 
a credential from the institution, it will Ik* (;ntitling him to lx; regiBter(;d. 
1 don’t think there is any objection to the imdusion of the amendin(‘nt or 
rather to the addition which is sugge8t(*d in this amendment. I only hope 
that, having regard to the strong fe(*ling created by th(* apprehended (*xclu- 
sion of some of the institutions which have been working in a spirit of 
co-operation, although independently, with the Government this am(*nd- 
ment will be accepted. The Council will have ample opportunity and 
power to judge of the capacity of the institution to grant such a degree 
or diploma to the alumni of the school. If the Council approvexl of the 
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capacity of tho institution, then the students of such an institution will 
have a right to register their names, and not otherwise. There are ample 
safeguards, and I say again that I hope, having regard to the public 
feelings aroused in the matter, this Council will accept the amendment.” 

Th(^ Hon’ble ])K. DEKA PRASAD SARHADHIKARI said 

“ My Lord, as has been pointed out, the amendment of the Hon’ble Mr. 
Chakravarti and those of the Hon’ble Riii Radha Charan Pal Bahadur and 
myself occupy a somewhat different position from that moved by the 
Hon’ble Dr. Nilratan Sircar. I quite sec^ the difficulty of the Hon’ble 
Member in charge of the Hill, who is unable to trace the academic histoi*y, 
if it can be called, of th(^ students trained in different unauthorized schools. 
For that n^ason and fully appreciating that difficulty, wo thought that 
an amendment of the kind that we have given notice of, might be more 
acceptable to the (Government. My Lord, it is no secret that there is one 
institution at all (weiits, the I>elgachia institution, which is not recognized 
by (*overnmen+ officially, but is recognized (uiongh to entitle it to help and 
support. N(‘gotiations that would see fruition of the full measure of that 
lielp and support an^ pending and an* soon expected to be completed. An 
institution constituted lik(> that, which has done us(dul and admirabh^ work, 
as th(' Hon’blo M('nib(*r in charge of tlu^ Hill has put it — work 1 must say 
now in no way inferior to tht* standard obscu’ved in th(> (Govc'rninent 
recognized schfiols, — it is a mattcu- for regret that a school like that should 
bo loJt out of consideration. W e there! or(! say that, i! the Council is 
satisfied that tin* scliool is worthy of n'cognitioii, the law should be so 
franu'd as to inclinh' the stuchuits ])assed out of that institution in foriiKu- 
years. 1 Lm'I, my Lord, that th(‘r(' is a difficulty in the way of tin*- Coumul 
exercising th(' function in the way W(* contmii])lat(‘ in the anumdiiHuit. 
Wlu'tlu'r tin* examining body, which is ann()an(;ed by thi^ Hon’bh' Member 
in charge of tlu' Hill, will be one (uitirely fn'c from obji‘Gtion or not is 
what w(^ cannot say without knowing nion* about it. That will dcqiend 
upon th(‘ (h'tails of tin* sch(*mo. Prol)al)ly (iov(*rnmt‘nt will frame ruh^s 
thatf will mak(‘ away with tlu> objections. Wln'n', hr)W(‘ver, is tln^ objc^ction 
to tlu' (Jovcu'ument themselves granting rc'cognition to any non-Governnu'nt 
school in the same way as it would havt* to grant recognition to their 
new schools ? If a m^w s(‘hoc)l is to be started in Hooghl}’' or Hurdwan, 
the Government will havt* to (‘xer(;is(^ the n^cognizing power, as they have 
dom? in tin' case of schools at (Jauhati, Cuttack and Dacca. We invite 
the Governunuit to rf'(;ognize tin* Helgachia School and vvlnm they have done 
that, then* should bi' no obj(*ction at all to their old stud(‘nts also being 
recognis(‘d. That is the way w(' are trying to put the amendment before 
the (hmncil and to point out that a very descnwing holy of practitioners and 
students arc* left out of the scope of the* Bill. In order to get rid of that 
difficulty w(* an' moving this specially reasonabh' amendment, which 1 hope 
will meet with the approval of the (Government.” 


The Hon’ble Haiui SURENDRA NATH BANERJI said 
" My Lord, I am sure that the Government must strongly sympathize with 
the efforts madi' by my friend Dr. Nilratan Sircar and the admirable Hoard of 
Directors, who are associated with the Helgachia School. I am perhictly 
certain that it is an institution which commands the sympathy of the Govern- 
ment, and 1 hope that the day will come when that sjanpathy will be showm in 
some practical form. Hut there are medical schools, and Government cannot 
recognize all of them. We recognise that fact, but I think that difficulty can 
be got over by the terms of the amendment, because the matter is left to the 
opinion of the (council. Whether the students of any particular institution 
are to l)e enrolled or not will depend upon the discretion of the Council. 
That I think ought to satisfy the Council. The discretion is given to the 
Coancil, the trustees of the Government, in which there is an official majority. 
Tlfcat being so, this amendment ought to be accepted by the Government.

1914.1 The Bengal Medieal Bill. 

MaharaJadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan ; Mr. Norman McLeod ; 

Sir William Dtihe, 

,We know very well the sympathy of the Government for the Belgaohia 
School. I beg that this sympathy may be shown by the acceptance of this 
Amendment/’ 

The Hon’ble MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR OF BURDWAN 

aaid : — 

“ My Lord, the principal reason that we are pressing this amendment is 
that an institution like the Belgachia institution will bo loft out if the Bill, 
as it stands, is passed. 1 understand that the Government have sympathy 
towards this institution. I therefore think that either some kind of provision 
which will enable this institution to be affiliated through the operation of 
this Bill should be put in. Perhaps if, after the words ‘ in the o])inion of the 
Council in my friend Dr. Sarkar’s amendment, some such words as ‘and 
with the sanction of the Government,’ are added, it may meet with the 
approval of the Government. I think that such an ainondment might be 
put forward by the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill and it would be, 
I am sure, accepted by all of us. I do not know the position of the Govern- 
ment, but I cannot help expressing iny sympathy towards the Belgachia 
institution, regarding which the Hon’ble Dr. Nilratan Sircar has made out a 
strong case.” 

The Hon’ble Mr, NORMAN McLEOD said : — 

“My Lord, I have not any very great experience as to medical schools, 
but 1 can at any rate pretend to acquire the experience of most of the 
members who have spoken. I have every sympathy with schools such as 
that presided over by the Hon’ble Dr. Nilratan Sircar, and 1 think every 
endeavour should be made to recognize good schools, though I deprecate 
the inclusion of medical factories or their graduates. I cannot agree with 
the dictum laid down by my friend, the Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Banerji, 
that a man at 50 is looking to the grave ; otherwise we would hav(^ lost 
long ago his valuable services (laughter). If a man of 50, with 25 years* 
experience, cannot pass the standard of the Campbell Medical School, then he 
is not worthy of being a doctor. If, however, he wants to be registercul and 
is keen on his profession, he can find means of so doing, but, in any case, it 
is to be hoped that those schools, one of which I have already mentioned, 
should take steps to attain the standard necessary for imfiarting knowledge 
and thus avoid any question of difficulty in the way of registration of their 
graduates.” 

The Hon’ble SIR WILLIAM DUKE said 

“We have reason to be grateful to the Hon’ble Dr. Deba Prasad 
SarbadhiKari and the Members who followed him for having cleared the air 
by showing exactly what they have in mind. We might have gone on for a 
long time with intellectual gymnastics without ever being able to draw a 
line regarding which we should be sure as to who were inside and who wore 
outside it. The sort of argument that in fairness all should be treatt^d alike 
leads to nothing, because you cannot have equality given to everybody who 
makes a pretence of medical practice. My Lord, we cannot but take a 
reasonably high standard, although our principle is a principle of inclusion 
and not of exclusion. I do not suppose anyone can mean that he wants 
to include everybody who, with or without justification, practices medicine. 
What we want to do is to include those who have some kind of training 
considered sufficient to qualify them for practising, and not persons who have 
no such pretension at all. But the amendment goes further, and I am afraid 
that Government cannot accept it in its present form as it throws on the 
Medical Council a duty which cannot properly be thrown on any body of 
persons trained to scientific standards. The school which most of the Hon’ble 
Members spoke of as doing honest work and turning out students capable of 
practising medicine, etc., is the Belgachia School. As ^ vised, Government have 
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not yet been able to recognize that school. If they had been able to recognize it 
the school would have already found a place in the schedule. We hope it will 
be possible in future to recognize this and other similar schools under clause 18 
of the Bill. Once they are reccjgnized, there is, of course, no further difficulty* 
Bui so far as Government are concerned, we are not. prepared to admit that 
that 8chof»l or any private school in Bengal has hitherto been fit for recognition. 
What the amendment practically wants the Medical Council to do is to 
register, as an act of grace, all previous students who had passed out before 
the school is recognized as fit to give the necessary instruction. That is not 
a logical ]) 08 ition to take for a body of professional men. You cannot expect 
them to say that because the school has become fit to pass out students in the 
year U)15 therefore we are prepared to register the pupils who passed out 
of it in 1905. That is a thing we should not ask for. In such matters a 
Council of scientific persons must be governed by logic and by law, but it 
is open to Government to try to arrange compromises which may meet 
difficult cases. The Hon’l)le Member in charge of the Bill has pointed out 
that under clause 18 of the Bill the Council may accept the certificate of a 
medical corporation or examining body as to the qualifications of a candidate 
for registration. Now it is the intention of Government to appoint a Govern- 
ment Medical Faculty which will examine the pujuls of Government and 
other medical schools recognized as having attained the required standard 
and will grant them a license which tlie ('ouncil will no doubt he able to accept 
We fully recognize that this Bill should be on the side of inclusion, and Govern- 
ment will be prepared to meet the cases of passed students who have had a 
reasonable degree of training by giving them an opportunity of appearing at 
the examinations of the Medical Faculty for a certain y)eriod after the com- 
mencement of the Act. That is to say, an opportunity which will last for 
one or two years or something of that sort. It will not last for ever : there 
is no reason why it should, but the opportunity will be given. 1 may say 
that practically there i.s no question in our minds but that we will be able to 
give such an opportunity to those men who have been passed probably at 
any time, and certainly during recent years, out of Belgachia. The Hon’ble 
Babu Surendra Nath Banerji has argued that that is a poor concession to his 
moribund practitioner of 50. Well, as I have said, it is impossible to meet 
eveiy case, but probably the man of 50 who has been practising here for the 
last 20 or 30 years will not be much affected by the question whether 
he can or cannot get on the register. He is not likely to find out before the 
second foot descends into the grave, whether any difference will be made to 
his practice by the absence of registration, but when it comes to practical 
politics, and when we have to deal with men who have passed out for the 
last 10 or 15 years, then the Government will consider their position as 
trained men ; and if an o; portunity is given to these men, to appear at examina- 
tion for a license probably as much will be done in that respect as is practically 
possible. Well, as Government have not been able to accept this amend- 
ment or any amendment cf the same kind. I hope it will be understood that 
the people who have really a fair case for it will be given that opportunity. 
If it is frankly admitted that they are unable to pass even the^ very lowest 
kind of examination which may be prescribed for a license, then I am afraid 
it is impossible for the Government or anybody else to help them ; but when 
a man who claims to have received a degree of training which approximates 
to what is now thought to be necessary, is found able to pass the examination 
for a license, I think Government will accej t as a matter of grace, though not 
of logic, that he is qualified for registration. 

The Hon’ble Mr. CHAKHAVARTI said 

I have listened with great attention to what has been said by the 
Hon’ble Sir William Duke, and although I cannot agree with the Hon’ble 
Member’s remarks wdth regard to his idea of practical politics, I find that it 
will serve no useful purpose, especially after wdiat little hope he has given us,, 
to press this amendment. Therefore I withdraw it.” 

The motion was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn.

College or School (whether recognized by Cjovernmont 
or not) before the commencement of this Act.” 

He said : — 

My Lord, I have come to the last of the amendments proposed by me. It 
is a very important one, and I beg to invite the earnest attention of the 
Hon’ble Members to it. It is a well-known princifde of Legislative Policy 
that an Act should not have a retrospective eflfect. They say that every 
statute which takes away or impairs a vested right acquired under existing 
laws, or creates a new obligation, imposes a new duty or attaches a new 
disability in respect of transactions or considerations already passed, must 
be deemed retrospective in its operation and opposed to those principles of 
jurisprudence which have been universally recognized as sound. Although 
the provisions of this Act will be put in force after it receives the assent of 
His Excellency the Governor General, it will practically have a retrospective 
effect if my amendment is not accepted. A very large number of 
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medical practitioners without any hindrance or opposition from any 
quarter have been honestly and earnestly carrying on their profession as 
medical men for a long time and have no doubt done good service to the 
country. They are now suddenly told that their career is practically at an 
end. True it is that the present Bill does not prohibit them to practice, but 
it places a great hindrance on it. They may be allowed to exercise the 
healing art, but if a certificate is required for the purposes mentioned in the 
Bill and they grant one, it will not be looked at, nor received ; and the patient 
will be told to go to a registered medical practitioner to get a certificate 
from him, and the result will be that the poor man will be put to the extra 
expense of calling a more expensive man for the purpose of having 
a certificate only from him. It is well known that the people of this province 
are very averse to change. They do not like it at all. A man, 
living in the village, falls ill and calls his village doctor, because he has 
great faith in him, though he may not be a duly qualified man. He will not 
like to call one who is duly qualified even if he has the means to do so, but 
the generality of the people in the mufussal are not able to bear the heavy 
expense of being treated by a duly qualified doctor. May I beg to ask, is 
there a sufficient number of duly qualified men to be able to attend to the 
public at large of this vast province? The answer to the question, my Lord, 
must be in the negative. I have been told, but I have not been able to ascertain 
whether it is true or not, that there is only one qualified man in an area of 
55 square miles. If that be so, how can he attend to all the sick people living 
within this area ? In Bengal we have only three institutions ivhich impart 
medical training to the students of thi.*^ large province — the Medical College 
of Calcutta, the Campbell Medical School, and the Dacca School of Medicine. 
It is a well known fact that they are not able to meet the dt'mand of the 
province, and if only men turned out by them are allowed to practise, the 
result will be disastrous, because in that case a large number of people will 
not have any medical assistance whatever. Thanks to our benign Government 
a large number of charitable dispensaries have been established in Bengal 
throughout the whole length and breadth of it, and it is a fact that an appreci- 
able number of men who had served as compounders in these institutions have 
picked up a knowledge in the healing art and these men together with the 
medical students who have failed to pass their examinations from the above 
college or schools have now settled in many principal villages of this province 
to practise medicine, surgery and midwifery, and am glad to be able to 
say that many of them have acquired a good reputation and have 
gained the confidence of their patients. Will it be just and fair to put a 
restraint to their practice ? Again, it should be remembered that owing to 
the paucity of seats in the Medical College and Schools mentioned above, a 
number of private institutions have sprung up, and they are trying their best 
to give a sound medical training to every boy who is able to go there. I may 
inform your Lordship that all these colleges are now crowded in all their 
classes, and that there are boys, though of very slender means, who have 
come from great distances in order to get a training in these institutions. 
These l)oy8 have spent from one to four precious years of their lives in these 
institutions in the hope of earning their bread by practising medicine, surgery, 
or midwifery after they are able to pass their examinations. May I ask 
whether it would be reasonable or just to tell these boys — * What a foolish 
act you have done ; you have come here for nothing ; the instruction you are 
getting here will be of no use to you, and, even if you pass your examination, 
you will not be classed among duly qualified men — go back to your home 
and attend to some other business.’ I submit, my Lord, that it will be 
extremely cruel to deny these boys, after they pass their examination, the 
privilege of having their names entered in the Register of Practitioners to 
be kept under this Bill. My Lord, I may be pardoned in pointing out that in 
so far advanced a country as England an Act like the present one was 
sought to be introduced in the year 1858 only. Taking into consideration 
the ditference between the two countries in respect of advancement and 
training, I submit that the time has not yet come to pass such an Act

liere, but as it must bo passed, I humbly pray that the Hon’blo Members 
will kindly take into their consideration the facts mentioned by me and 
take proper precautions that its operation may not lead to hardship to the 
people. I submit, My Lord, that when an Act is passed which intnKluces 
new qualifications for a class of professional men, it is but just and proper 
that vested rights of that class should not be interfered with. 1 thercEoro 
hope that concessions may be granted to those who are now actually employed 
in carrying on the profession of a medical practitioner of five years’ standing 
and the rigidity of the law may be relaxed in favour of boys who liavt* bium 
prosecuting their studies in privat(3 institutions. h2ven in the Eiq^Iish 
Act a provision was inserted in section Ih to the effect that it should be lawful 
for the General Council by its special orders to dispense with such provision 
of this Act, or with such part of any regulations madt^ by its authority as to 
them shall seem fit, in favour of ])ersons who an*, acting as Siirgcuuis in the 
public service or in the service of any charitabh^ institutions, find also so 
far as to the (council shall seem exptMlieiit, in favour of nuHlical stud(uits 
who shall liave commenced their prof(‘S8ional studies bedon^ tJie passing of 
this Act. I hope, for the reasons mt*ntioned above, my anamdincnt will b(^ 
accepted. With regard to practitioners who hav(^ binm practising only for 
two years, 1 have laid down that they shall have to pr(K]u(;e a certificate 
from a (hvil or a Presidency^ Surgeon that in liis opinion llu'.v have suflicient 
qualifications for practising in tin' 8ubj(»cts nn'iitioned abov(\” 

The IIoiTblo MAITAUAJADIIIRA.IA lUIIADUR OF lUIRDWAN 
said : — ^

make registrable every kind of quack practising b(dor(‘ iln^ passing of this Rill, 
and I hope, my friend, aften* having that tin' otlnu' anu'inlnnmts

The Hon’ble RAT NALINAKSIIA R>ASn l^AHADFR said 

“ My amendments relate to ])(3rsons who are «a(;tually nfh'ctiMl by^ th(^ 
passing of this Bill. I only ask for a concession in favour of tln‘S(' jxusons.” 

The Hon’ble Mk. STEPHENSON said 

“ I will not trouble the Council with any <]etail(Ml (examination of the 
llon’ble Member’s speech. I had hopes that I had explaiin'd to him on 
other occasions on which the* (|Uestion arose, what tln( meaning of the c(;rti- 
ficate in that clause was. I think all that is neca^ssary is for the (Jouncil to 
examine this particular amendment. The first portion is — ('very ])erson who 
has been practising medicine, surgery or midwifery as a profession for a 
peri<xl of at least five years prior to the commencement of this Act — that 
lets in our old friend, the compounder-doctor. It takes in thosc^ pests of 
scxjiety who go round the country operating tor cataract — it will Jet in any- 
body who chooses to maintain tliat ho has practising as a doctor for 

five years. 

The second part transfers the right of certifying for medical qualifica- 
tions from the Medical Omncil to the Civil Surgeon, which is not, 1 think, 
a thing which any Member of the Council will be ready to agree to. 

The third lets in anybexly on to the register, mind ya)U, who has com- 
menced his professional studies. I do not quite know what commencing 
professional studies might be, but it might even be taken to be putting your 
name down as a medicfil student. W(3 know that in the case (^f many clubs 
names are put down as soon as a child is born, and it would be pcjssible under 
these circumstances for an infant to be brought upon the register as a medical 
student, as according to the amendment he will not have to coin[)let(3 his 
professional studies, he has only to commence them, and thereu[)on comes 
npon the register. There is no examination, and all that a man has to do 
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to be registrable is at most to attend one lecture in some school and call 
himself a medical student. My Lord, for these reasons I oppose this 
amendment.” 

The Hon’blo Dk. NILRATAN SARKAR said 

“ My I jord, 1 think it iiiy duty to diaBociate myself altogether from this 
amendment. If it is carried, it will he only less injurious to my own pro- 
fession than to another body, and that is to humanity at large.” 

Tlie motion was then put and lost. 


Clause 17, 

Tlie llon’lile Mn. STEPHENSON said 

“My Lord, then* still remain some amendments the consideration of which 
was jiostponed at y(‘sierday’s ni(M*ting.

During tln^ last three yt^ars of our budgi^t largi^ 
sums hav(^ Ix^en contributed liy Jinpen-ial assigninmits for spt^cific ]>ur])oHes, 
but lor which, soine of the most urg(>nt reiqui remen ts of the: Ih'i^sidencv would 
have starved. We cannot always count on tlu^ liberality of tlu' impmaal 
GovcTiiiiKuit. That our finance may ken^p paci^ with tln^ growth of (‘Xjumdi* 
ture it is neicessai’y that our settlemmit shoidd be raistnl and W(* should thi*re- 
fore oar-mark the provincial surplus balance or a])portion it- on sjM'cific scluMnes 
and bring our closing balance in future tf) a])proximat(* tlu' minimum opening 
balance. 


P rovincia! Equi pmciiifi. 

My Lord, the financial allotmcmts for provincial ecpiijiments mak(> no 
mention of the details of the works, and 1 would urge that- in future deliniti^ 
schemes should be framed and incorporated in tin* statenumt so that tln^ 
Council may be in a position to scrutinize them. 

Education. 

My Lord, the provision made for payment in support of local schools 
under District Hoards stands at Us. 2,88,560 against Us. M,21b(K)(), the 
decrease being due to the stoppage of the equilibrium grant on the surnm- 
der of tlie public works cess to the District Hoards. It is not known why th(‘se 
grants should be stopped inasmuch as the non-payment of the grants to these 
bodies would cripple their resources and would defeat the very object for which 
the Imperial Government has mad(^ a recurring assigniiKnit of Us. 24,05,000. 
In contributing this amount towards the provincial revenues the Gf)vernm(mt 
of India intended to set free the slender income of the District Hoards 
from payment of the public works cess, and if again on this very account 
other grants that have hitherto been counted upon by tln^se bodies as a 
source of their regular income be suspended, they would hardly be able to 
tide over their financial embarrassments. 1 would urge that the grants to the 
District Hoards may continue as heretofore. 

My Lord, I am compelled to revert to my hast year’s resolution suggest- 
ing the reservation of a substantial amount for the promotion of Muhammadan 
education which had the acceptance of Government and to say that in spite 
of our repeated endeavours nothing tangible has yet resiilted. 
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In replyino: on behalf of Government on my resolution last year, the 
then Director of Public Instruction, the Hoii’ble Mr. Kiichler, expressed 
himself as follows : — 

‘ The first head — of recommendation of the Education Commission of 
1882, namely, that the special encouragement of Muhammadan education be 
regarded as a legitimate charge on local, municipal and ])rovineial funds — 
is of a general nature, and the adoption of the resolution by the Council will 
practically endorse the recommendation which was made by the Commission.' 
S])eaking of the Madrasah Reform Scheme, he said ; * This scheme, if 

carried into effect, will cost a very large sum of money indeed, and I think 
that tliere is no doubt it will lie adopted by Government, and Government 
in adopting it, will show, as it has always shown, I maintain, its readiness to 
give every fa(;ility and every assistance to the cause of Muhammadan 

education,’ ‘ As I have already intimated that Government 

will offer no objection to the a ceptance of this resolution on the part of the 
Council, it is not necessary for me to say more than that no apprehension 
n(^ed have bc^en felt on the part of the Muhammadan community that their 
claiiiis would be negh^cted.’ Referring to the speech of Sir Harcourt Butler at 
Delhi, h(^ said : — ‘ 1 think this is an anij le assurance, and the Muhammadan 
community necKl thendon^ fetd no fear tliat their claims are likely to be 
neglect(^d.’ Tlien followingon th(^ luads of the Governmont of India Resolution 
No. 301 (hi), of the 21 st February, Iblo. on the Indian PMucational Policy, 
a circular was issiUMl to all Local Governments on the 3rd May, DLb on 
the subject of Muhammadan education and the directions in which it may be 
improved, assuraneni of Mr. Kiichler, coupled with th(‘. (government of 

India circuilar, came as a soothing balm to the anxious minds of the 
Musalmans. 

My Lord, against all these ])Ositiv(' assuraiu'es and jdims hopes expressed 
th(' Ilon’ble Mr. lloriudl now in his speech of 5th Marclj last n^cords that — 

‘ with th(' ('xception of Rs. 2,00,000 which has Ixmui st‘t asidt^ for the 
acquisition of laud in connection with the establisliment of a Muhammadan 
Arts (/oll(‘go in (^^alcutta and th(5 organization (d' the (Jalcutta Madrasah and 
connected institutions, no sums have Ixuni ear-marked for sp(^cifi(;ally Muham- 
madan institutions.’ 

My Lord, in tlie face of all the j)romises most eni})hatically made by 
G()V(U’nm(‘nt and the ac(uq ting of my n'solution for ear-marking a substantial 
])or(ion of the Imperial assignment, both recurring and non-recurring, for 
Muhammadan educition, I am disappointed to find that all our hopes have 
been daslied to the ground after the statements of th(3 Ilon’ble Mr. Hornell. 

It is indeed a great pity that after all their assuranct^ to look to the just 
demands of tlu^ Muhammadans, the Government now say point blank that 
they have allocated all the available funds tliat were placed at their disposal 
by the Government of India on educational purposes other than Muhammadan 
education. 

My Lord, 1 am in duty bound to point out to Government in the most 
emphatic terms on behalf of my community, that this action on the part of 
Government is not oidy in contravention of the spirit of the Imperial 
Government orders as rt^gards the disi)osition of their munificent grants, but 
is a departure from the avowed policy of (xovernment in the furtherance of 
Muhammadan education. 

To add to our disappointment, the Hou’ble Member protests against any 
suggestion tliat the Muhammadans are not getting their fair share in the 
general improvements which the Imperial grants are imabling the Gjvern- 
ment to effect, and sums up by saying th it Muhammadan boys are seeking 
admission to secondary schools and colleges in ever-ini'reasing numbers, 
while there ar(3 parts of the Presidency in wliich Muhainmadan boys form • 
the majority of those at school. I have already pointed out that during the 
years 1899 to 1909 Governmont spent about 62 lakhs of rupees out of the 
provincial revenues only for higher collegiate education, and that rhe number 
of Muhammadan students that received instruction during these years was 
only 5,114 against the total of 91,858, i.e.^ 6 per cent., and it can safely be 
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asserted that the htMielits accruing from iht^ lavisJi exj)eiidit on the 
secondary wchools and colleger out of th ‘ Imj^erial grants wonhl also he 
shared by Muhammadan students, hut tin* numher would hi' vejy insigiiilicant. 
My Lord^ our grit^vances are higher U)» ; in tiu' collt'glatt^ and in tlu' 

secondary hraneln*s of education. it is t hert^ that wt‘ need the Ind]) of 

Government most, and it is tiiere that we do not. get it sullieiently.

In this rt‘Spe(n,, too, wt* are disappointtej to hntl that nothing frtini tin* 
recurring grant has betm allowed for this purjiost*.

As rt*gards tlu‘ distribution t)f a lakh and a half rupet'S for tht' improvt‘- 
int'iit t)f Secondary Aide(l Knglish Schools, the three tlivisions of Last 
Bengal that wcu't' just dtmied appreciabh^ sustt'iiance for t he ad vanccnnent of 
education having, on tht' abolition of the LIovtn*nmtmt of Kastern Btmgal and 
Assam, again rt'vcirtetl to their formtu- position, shouhl have Ixuni adeciuately 
provided. 

Madrasah lie form Scheme. 

ddie absence of any provision for the intnMluction of the Madrasah 
Reform Schenu^ is indexed a very d(*plorabh^ omission. Wlnm the Dacca 
University scIkuiic. is launcluxl and classi's for Islamic studii^s are stai'ted, 
students will not be availabh^ for tln'se class(‘s unh^ss the Madrasah lud’oriij^ 
Scheme is introduced at once and money apportioned then'on. 

h male Kd uea tio n . 

My Lord, whatevtn- allotnamt I take for scrutiny, I do not fail to find 
that the causes of Muhammadan education is the greater sufioror. In 
paragraph 22 of tlu' speech of the Director of J*ubiic Instruction, the grant 
available for Feinafe education has Ixmui takmi at Rs. 2,44,000, out of which 
a sum of Rs. 10,000 is reserved for Muhammadan girls’ hcIkkiIs. It will 
appear from the Quinquennial R(*vi(‘w just published that llie number of 
girls and women under instruction in the Primary and Secondary schools 
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fetaiidfi at 163,870, oi which 77 per cent, are Hindus and only 16 per cent. 
Muhammadans. Then again the Muhammadan girls mostly attend the 
Primary schools and there are few in the Secondary, not .even one-sixth of the 
whole allotment would thus go towards tin' education of Muhammadan girls. 

My Lord, in these circumstances, it will be palpably manifest that 
the causes of JIuhammadan education is still being starved, and I would once 
again appe.al to Your Excellency’s Government for a redress of our 
grievances. 


Ferries. 

My Lord, I would c(‘rtainly welcome the construction of bridges over 
some of the rivers and klials in the l>aeca Division, and the sooner the Dengal 
Local Self-Government Anemdintmt Act of D)08 is extended to those places 
the bett('r, but I would asstx)iate myself with the Commissioner of the division 
in detesting all toll-bai*s. 

(Jo7nniunal Representation and Public Services. 

May Lord, in concluding I cannot but r(der to the fact that the time-limit 
iinpos(>d has precluded the possibility of my discussing many a subject of 
absorbing iniblic interest. 1 would v(‘ry much liav(' wished to dwell on the 
imperative necessity of adtupiate repn^entation of my community on all 
8elf-goV(u*ning bodi(*s and on tho ne<‘d of admitting Muhammadans in increas- 
ing number in public s<M*vices. 

My Lord, these subjc'cts an^ of sucli importance that I consider a mere 
passing relenmcu'. quite sufficiemt to draw the attention of Your Exc(dleiicy’s 
Gov('rnment for redressing our grievance's from the' point of view of my 
00111111 X 1 nity.” 

The Hon’ble RAJA HRISHIKESH LAHA said 

^‘May it ph'ase Your Ex(iellen(;y, the Budget which has Ix'en presented 
to the (h)uncil by Your P^xctdhmcy’s Government possesses some ft^atures 
whi(di are v(‘ry markcnl and encouraging. It shows an opening balance of 
Rs. 3,(M,3(),0()() and a closing balance of Rs. 1 ,98,32,000. Such a large 
surplus, iini)rec(dented indet'd in tlie financial annals of Bengal, is apt to 
(O’eate a fec'ling of oi timism about tJn* real progress and welfare of our 
province. Oiu' cannot InJj) tliinking tliat, with such a larg(' surplus at their 
disposal, the Govt'rnnuuit would lx*, in a jiosition to carry out many useful 
reforms which they have long had in cont(*mplation and also to satisfy some 
of tin* crying n(*eds of the country. Bright as the propect is, it is not, however, 
so bright as it looks. The larg(* balance is mainly due to the special grants 
from the (lovernnient of India not Ix'ing fully expend(Kl for the purposes for 
which tlu'y are intended. Tin* Imperial grants have an unwholesome effect 
on our standards of expenditure, and though there is some growth in our 
revenue, yet the growth is slow and is not commensurate with our growing 
ex[)enditure. Further, the recurring (expenses will continue, though the

Suspensions of Land-Revenue in the flooded areas. 

We are thankful to Your Excellency’s Government for the suspensions 
of land-revenue in the districts of Midnapore and Hooghly in the current 
year on account of the distress caused by the recent floods. The distress 
has not totally disappeared in many places, and it still exists in an acute 
form in Contai in the district of Midnapore. It is, however, doubtful whether 
the amount of Rs. 2,60,000 allotted for the purpose, wiR be found adequate. 
No doubt an investigation has been made, and the suspensions allowed in 
the Contai subdivision in 1913-14 should not be recovered in full next year as 
the people there are not expected to recover so soon from the losses caused 
by the recent flocxl.

The removal of the inoonveiiiences of these* liard- working offictu s 
ought to receive a more sympathetic consid<M*ation.

We cannot sufficiently thank the (Government of India for tlie 
assignment thi*y have nuide for the reduction of fet's in (dtuiu'iitary scboels, 
and for providing free education in schools in backward an^as, in furtheranct* 
of which object Your Exc(*llency’s (Governnumt hav(‘, alttu- ])roviding for 
urgent reforms, allotted Ks.

We are also thankful for the aibjtments madt* for incr(‘asing l lie pay of 
teachers and gurus and for the training of the latt('r.

1 wdsh t.o say now that 
after tin* Htat(*nn*nt made by yeair Kxcelle*ne*y, and a study of the* ruh‘s of 
the Council, I fully uinh'rstand that it was ne)t possible* for your Kxee*llency’s 
fiov(*rnnn*nt to grant tin* reeiue'St made*. 

I have* (na*ry confidenci*, my Lord, that unel(>]- youi* Lxctellency’s 
sympatlu'tic administratieni mutual feelings of trust and confidence must 
grow up and increasi* among us. 

Anel this feeding e‘mbokh*nH me to put forward the r(^pre*sentatie)n8. and 
make tin* sugg(‘stie)ns, anel reepiests, which I am ne)w about to lay bebwe* yeni. 

Finffncial. 

My Lord, I desire t.e> asse)ciat(* mysedf with a feeling which is fedt in 
all communiti(‘s, and whiedi has bet*n emphasized in all quartt*rs : the 
feeling that this Presidency should have greater financial independence in 
the future. As matters now stand, revenue is divided between the Local 
Govmnment and the Imperial Government; and the share falling to the 
Local Government is clearly insufficient for the local wants under the 
vigorous and progi’essive policy of your Kxcelleiu^y’s administration. To 
make up tin* deficiency we have to depend upon such extra funds as 
the Imperial Government can be pi*rsuaded to allot to us ; and while I do 
not f(n* a moment wish to be understood to imply that the Government of 
India would treat, or does treat, this Government unfairly, I think that it 
would be more becoming, and would tend to incre^ase efficiency, if your 
Excellency’s Government were allowed a larger control over its receipts and 
disbursements.

The Budget. 

The Nawab of Dacca, 

Education, 

My Lord, I desire to ofter my warmest congratulations to your 
Excellency’s Government on the lil>oral manner in whicli the subject of 
education is generally being treated at your hands. In the matter of 
education we have much lee- way to make up, and ('very penny spent on tlu' 
cause means an additional stt'p gained. Lut, my Lord, while linding so much 
in this subject on which respectlully to congratulate your Gov’^ernnumt, I 
desire equally respectfully to draw attrition to the tendtmey to devote so 
much time to considering and maturing scIkuik^s that too litth^ time is loft to 
give full effect to them. For two years a sum of Its. hi, 000 has been set apart 
for the extension of the Baker Madrasah Host('l, bill. I rc'grt't to state that 
the scheme in connection witli it has not yt^t passt‘d the stagt's of discussion. 

ddie probhmi of Muhammadan Education, more (^sp(*cially in tlu' higher 
Collegiate branch, has been for long reetdving the sympatlu^tic attention of 
your Excellency’s Government. 1 sinciuady trust that it will be found 
possible in the very near futuri‘ to bring the cpiestion of IMuhammadan 
education in all its branches to a clear and definite d(H-ermination ; and that 
such definite determination may lx*, followed l>y a strong and vigorous policy 
of action on the part of Government. It is much to l)e feared that if time is 
lost in deferring decisions on schcmies which are now undt'r Governmimt 
consideration, a l)reak may occur in tlu* continuity of tin* policy in coniu'ction 
with Muhammadan Education — since “ Hopi* dehorn'd inak(q,h tht^ h(‘art si(!k.” 
The Hon’ble Mr. Samman in reply to a (pU'Stion in this Coiimul, a short tinn* 
ago, admitted that th(3re is nee^d oi hostel aiicommodation for Muhammadon 
students in the University Law (hillegi*. May 1 ho])(‘, my Lord, that the need 
being admitted, w(3 may look for practical r(‘li(d* in tin* iK*ar futures ? 

Medical, 

I wish, my Lord, to make a f(*w remarks in conm^ction with tin* 
charges under the medical hc^ad. I feel that it is much to be (h'siixul t hat 
Government, on their own initiative, should take* nn'.asun^s to improv(‘ tin' 
sanitary conditions of mufassal towns, sinci* too many of tinun an' still in a 
most deplor«abh3 sanitary coiiditi(.)ii. I also hope that with tin* Bmigal M(‘(Jical 
Bill, now passed into law, not only that the numlx^r of nnxlical schools in 
the PresideiK^y may 1x3 increased, l)ut that the existing o!n*s may, in tln^ 
many easels in which ndorms are esstmtial to efficiency, be. ])ut on a ))roper 
and efficient footing. 

While on this subject I wish to draw the attention of Government 
to the necessity for affording great(‘.r facilities to Muhammadan students 
desirous of admission to the Calcutta Medical Colle-ge. Matriculates, it is 
true, are eligible for admission undt^r th(3 University Ih^gulations ; but in 
practice preference is given to graduates and Intermediate* passed studemts ; 
and, as the number of these is fairly larger among th(3 Hindus, but in conse- 
quence of the much-to-be-regr(‘tted negb'Ct of English (iducation shown l)y 
Muhammadans until a very recent date still small among my community, 
the authorities seldom find room for Muhammadan studeuits with the h‘Hser 
qualifications, even though they are eligible' under the ruh'S. I trust that 
it is not too much to hope, in the interests of the Muhammadan community, 
that Government will cause an inquiry to be made into the number of 
Muhammadan students in the McMiical (Jolh^gi* coming from tin' Pr(*sidency 
of Bengal ; and, in the event of their finding that my complaint is well 
founded, that some remedy irmy be devised, or ruh3S ])as8ed, which will cause 
Muhammadans to be admitted in larger numbers than at pro8(3nt. 

I also take this opportunity t(3 express the hope that provision may 
be made, from the large allotment for the purpose ol construction of hostels, 
to provide a hostel in connection with the Dacca Medical School. I’he net'd 
for such an institution is very keenly felt ; and there is no possible doubt in 
my mind that money expended for such a purpose would be money exceed- 
ingly well spent. 
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My Lord, it is a cause of genuine pleasure to all concerned that the 
knotty problems and difficult questions in connection with the Dacca lakheraj 
lands, which have been pending for the last hundred years or more, have 
now been so satisfactorily solved. The thanks of all concerned are due to 
the local officers who have been engaged on the spot on the inquiry in 
connection with this matter, and I feel it my duty, as well as a pleasure, to 
congratulate your Excellency’s Government on the happy solution of a problem 
which has of late been agitating the public mind more than a little. 

Police- 

Regarding the provision made in the Budget under the heading 
Police, I, sharing the feeling with many others, think that expenditure in 
connection with the police has become a burden for which, in point of fact, 
commensurate results are not obtained. 1 do not seek to blame individuals ; 
but, judging from results, it appears to me that the system under which 
police work is carried out must bo susceptible of improvement. Probably I 
think the difficulties lie mostly in conne^ction with the training of the force ; 
such training being carried out on old linos ; which lines, however, suitable to 
the prevention of the old-established forms of crime, perpetrated by a lower 
class of criminals, ignorant, unorganizc^d and generally unintelligent, arc not 
calculated to enable the force to cope with certain latter-day form of crime, 
perpetrated by a class of persons possessed of shrewd intelligence and 
considerable ability aided by some scientific knowledge. I am aware that 
this subj(K*t must have engag('d the most scuu’ous and earnest attention of your 
Government : and it is not with a veiw to indulge in destructive criticisms 
tc'uding to eml)arra8s the Government, but entirely with the idea of assisting 
in what T consider a much-needed reform that I suggest that it might 
advisable that certain specialists sliould be trained to combat this form of 
crime under a system more akin to that in force in Scotland Yard, the head- 
quarters of the London Metropolitan Police Force. 


Dacca University, 

My Lord, I have to express my heartiest thanks to Government that 
provision has been made in the Budget for the Dacca University ; and 1 
hope by tlu^ end of the official year that a commencement of the work in 
connection with it will have been made. I cannot close my remarks without 
referring briefly to one of the special features of the Dacca University Report. 
I mean the Gollege for the well-to-do classes. Much adverse criticism has 
been directed at the proposal to form such a college ; but it would, in my 
riew, bo deplorable if sucIj criticisms were allowed to override the considered 
opinion in favour of creating it. For one reason or another, into which 
it is needless to enter in detail, a disintegrating process has been at work 
among the landlord class in Bengal. As a consequence the old type of 
zamindars, once renowned for their liberality and their liberal-mindedness, 
is slowly being wiped out of existence ; and if the process be not 
arrested, the old class, with their old traditions, will eventually become 
extinct. To arrest the progress of disintegration, an education suited to the 
special needs and requirements of the (dass is necessary. The ordinary 
education of the college as found in Bengal is of little or no use for this 
purpose ; nor does an academic degree obtained at the University tend more 
than most remotely to bring about the reform which is so essential. What 
the class I refer to requires is a sound training in zamindari work ; a proper 
acquaintance with social accomplishments, both mental and physical ; the 
acquirement of a sense of fairness and equity ; and, above all, the attainment 
of a clear conception of a landlord’s duties and responsibilities. I am confident 
that such an institution as the proposed College for the well-to-do classes 
would lead not only to an economic improvement in the properties owned by 
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landlords who had passed through the institution, but would also pave the 
way towards a better understanding and happier relations between landlords 
and tenets generally, and in this way, ultimately help not only to make 
tenants happier and more contented ; but in addition would tend consider- 
ably to bring the landlord back to live on his property ; instead of living, as 
he does in too many cases at present, as an alien to the place which bred 
him. My Lord, in spite of the oppositi(»n which has been displayed to this 
ineasure, I do hope that the Governmcuit will stand by the recommenda- 
tion made by the University Committee, and suppmt a im^asure, which I 
am convinced, must be beneficial both to the landlord and to the tenant 
classes. 


Representation of the Muhammadan on Distriot and Local 
Boards and Municipalities, 

My Lord, I have one more subject to touch on — a subject which 
specially interests me as a member of the Muhammadan comiruinity. I nd’er 
to the existing constitution of District and Local Hoards and Municipalities ; 
and the subject becomes one of burning interest to my community when! 
as now, large allotments have been made for improving the sanitary and 
educational conditions of the country. My Lord, Muhammadans form' uiorc^ 
than 50 per cent, of the total population ; and we ask that the administrative 
machinery of the country shall be so adjusted that the Muhammadan com- 
munity may be proportionately represenuM on I Ih^^c boilies. With sacn'd 
places demolislu'd in j)ursiiance of Municipal Resolutions, with sanitary and 
lighting arrangements more defective in Muhammadan (jiiartors than else- 
where, with municipal schools without provision for Tm-sian or Ai-abi(r 
teaching, with meat shops banished bc^yond miinieipal limits, wt* Muham- 
madans ask that the principh', of communal representation may bt^ n‘C()gniz(‘(l 
to the full by your Excellency’s Oov(M'nment ; so that Muhammadans may 
obtain full and effective representation on these local bodies. RelormR in 
this respect, we h'cl, are badly needed, and tlui sooiun* tln^se reforms can be 
taken in hand and put through the b(‘tter. My community eanif^stly hopes 
that before your Excellency lays down the reins of officn^ a solution of tin* 
problem in connection with Muhammadan disabilities will have be(ui arrived 
at. 

Muha nunada n Loya I ty. 

Now, my Lord, one last word. As a Muhammadan, T should like to 
take this opportunity of dispelling an illusion which appears to exist in 
various quarters. It is said that the Muhammadans of this Pn^sidency havu^ 
also become disloyal. I say emphatically that no greater insult has ever Ix^en 
offered to our community here, and that the authors of such calumny are 
neither well-wishers of the Government or of the people ; and 1 declare with 
all the force in my power that the Muhammadan community is not disloyal 
and never can be disloyal. 

My Lord, with these observations, and thanking Your bL\C(dIency and 
the Hon’ble Members of the Council for giving me a patient hearing, 1 beg to 
resume my seat. 

The Hon’ble Mk. A. W. C. CHAPLIN said 

Improvement oj the Duars Roads. 

My Lord, I understand that the preliminary surveys for the improviuneut 
of the Duars roads have now been completed and the cost of the programmcK, 
as submitted to Government, amounts to Rs. lakhs for the Public Works 
Department roads and 10 lakhs for the Jalpaiguri District Hoard roads, or a 
total of about 34 J lakhs. I understand that Government, after full considera- 
tion of these proposals, have practically accepted the iirograirimes in toto^ 
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and, although it has not been found possible at present to allot the whole 
amount required for the full programme, they have decided to carry out as 
much of it as possible in the near future, and that it is probable that a sum 
of 20 lakhs will l)e found during the next four years towards the cost of the 
construction of the more immediately important roads. 

I desire at the outset, on behalf on the Duars, to thank your Excel- 
lency’s Government for the sympathetic attitude you have adopted and for 
your recognition of this question, which is of such vital importance to the 
welfare of that great district. The proposals for the improvement of the 
Duars roads were drawn up after great deliberation and exhaustive enquiry 
and discussion l)y the Public Works Department and District Officers in 
consultation with the leading planters of the district. They provide for a 
concrete scheme involving two systems of roads, the one having its focus at 
Jalpaiguri and the other at Alipur Duar. The Tursa river divides the 
Duars into two parts geographically, and this division is accentuated by the 
railway system. The completion of these two road systems, having their 
foci at Jalpaiguri and Alipur Duar, respectively, is an essential preliminary 
to a complete system of roads linking up ihe whole of the Duars. It was 
originally intended that those two systems should be connected by a bridge 
or ferry across the Tursa river and a metalled road from Alipur Duar 
to Dhupguri. It has now, however, been decided to omit this portion, and 
against tliis decision I raise no protest, as I recognize that, until the two 
main syst(mi8 are completed, it would not secure any immediate advantage 
and the postponement of the expensive connecting road to some future date is 
not unreasonable. 

Th(5 Hclunne of I'oads, as accepted by Government, provides for a net- 
work of roads inter-connecting the various sub-districts of the Duars with each 
other and with the railway stations and main roads leading to the sadar 
stations, Jalpaiguri and Alipur Duar. I understand that, in view of the fact 
that it has not been found possible to allot mcn^ than 20 lakhs during the 
next four years towards the full programme, Government have asked the 
Duars Planters what possible reduction, or postponement, of certain works 
can be made until aftt^r 1917-18, when it may be [ ossible to rind further 
funds for such works. This raises a qiu'stion of some difficulty, and I am 
(h^sired by the communities whom 1 r(‘pres(mt on this Council, to urg(' 
(Tovernmeiit to definitely ])rovide funds for the main schem.e, as submitted 
by the Public Works Department, and to undertake the completion of, anyhow, 
the full Public Works Department prugi'amme at as early a date as possible. 
Having regard to the primary principle of the scheme, namely, to establish 
through-road communications throughout the Duars, it is impossible to 
eliminate, or reduce, any of the main roads provided for in the programme, 
without seriously curtailing, and even destroying, the system on which the 
utility of the scheme depends. Disconnected sections of roads are of little 
use to a district as a whole, and links taken out here and there will surely 
tend to destroy the whole chain. 1 would therefore urge on Government the 
acceptance of the Public Works Department Programme of 24^ lakhs in its 
entirety and that the whole of the 20 lakhs available, and as much more as 
can be found possible, be allocated to this purpose. 

1 understand that the proposals included a grant of about 6 lakhs 
towards the District Hoard Programme. If sufficient funds are unavailable, 
let this part bo postponed. The Jalpaiguri District Board has now increased 
funds at its disposal as a result of the recent decision of the Government 
of India to make over the Public Works Cess funds to the District Boards, 
and as these surplus funds will be further increased by the transference of 
certain of its roads to the Public Works Department, it seems not improbable 
that the District Board may bo able to deal with its own programme with 
the funds at its disposal, supplemented, if necessary, by a loan when, and if, 
required, or possibly, a special grant from Government at some future date. 

I therefore suggest that the following important main roads on the 
Public Works Department Programme, estimated to cost 24 J lakhs, be 
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undertaken first and that work on them be put in hand in the order 
named, namely : —

The Hon^ble MAHARAJA RANAJIT SINHA of Nashipur said : — 

“ My Lord, after keeping aside tlio ininimiim closing balance^ of 20 lakhs, 
and every item of expenditure which has b('(m earmarked for specific ])ur- 
poses, we shall have a clc)8ing balanct^ of Rs. 25,96,000, which is very 
satisfactory, and for which the Hon’bh^ Member in charge of P inancf^ 
deserves our heartfelt thanks and congratulations. 

The Burdioan Floods, 

My Lord, the distress which tht^ recent floods causc^d in the distri(d-s of 
Hooghly and Midnapore was so intense^ that it will take som(5 time for those 
districts to recover their normal condition, but wo are grateful to your 
Excellency’s Government for the suspemsion of the land revemue (jf those 
districts, and for the interest which your Excellency took in alhwiating the 
sufferings of the people by making a special grant from Government on 
account of the floods. 

Education, 

My Lord, in our colleges, besides the professors who an^ recruitiul 
from the Indian Educational Service, there are two classes of men engage^d. 
One is called a professor, and the other a lectui’or. Hoth these class(*s of 
people do the same work, and there is no distinction befwmm their quali- 
fications, but one is drawn from the Provincial Educational Service and the 
other from the Subordinate Educational Service, so I venture to appe^aJ 
to your Lordship’s Government that these two classes of persons should 
have the same pay and status, and that they should both be drawn from the 
Provincial Educational Service. 

My Lord, when I suggested last year about the extension ol lomale 
education to the zanana, the Hon’ble Mr. Kiichler, who was then I )i reactor 
of Public Instruction, assured the Council that tliere would be a mat( 0 ’ial 
advance within the course of the year, and in reply to my quf^stion tJm 
Hon’ble Mr. Samman, on the 1st December last, enlightened the Cr)uncil as to 
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tli6 proffr688 iubcIg in that liiroction up to that timo. J'iut I find that only ^tho 
sum of Rs. 30,000 has hoen provided as a lump sum for female education. 
The Hon’hle Member has not sent in his corrected speech yet. 1 am not sure 
if this is the only amount that has been provided for tliis purpose, but, if 
that l>e so, 1 am constrained to say that it is not adequate for such an 
important, matter. Female education should not only be limited to a few 
districts, but should lie further exten led, and experiments should bo made m 
all the districts and subdivisions of this Presidency. 

Sanitation. 

My Lord, 1 find that wo wore unable to spond tho entire amount 
which was budgetted last year for the improvement of sanitation, and this 
year too there is a provision of Rs. 18..')3,000, of which it is said that there 
will ’be a probable saving of Rs. 10,00,000, so that tho actual figure which 
it is contemplated to spend is only Rs. 8,83,000. 'Hie question of inijiroyo- 
ment of sanitation has liecome so jiressing in tliis country that I think 
delay in cai’ryiug out the reform would be grievous. It may be said that the 

municipalities' do not come forward to the (.Jovernmmit to ask for a special 
grant for the ])ur|) 08 e. On previous occasions 1 tried to impress on your 
Lordsliip’s Oovernment that it is not possible for the local boil ies to apply 
for a substantial grant for the completion of any of the important schemes 
for till' iiiqirovement of sanitation and so my piayei is to join Loidship 
t liat schemes for drainage and water-supply should be made free of cost 
for all municipalities ; and in that case they would be in a position to know 
what are their requirements and what sums tlu‘y will bo able to spend within 
their own resources, and what sums tliey sliould approach the Government 
for a grant. My Lord, it is necessary tliat ('very municipality should bo 
providi'd with drainage and wuitor-supply. As far as my experience goes as 
Chairman of the Murshidabad Municipality for lii years, 1 find tlnat it is 
impossible for any municipality to undi'rtake drainage schemes on account 
of the heavy cost ; but if wo g(d a scheme, we can do tln;^ work piecemi'al, 
the work is doiu* graduallj'. So I appeal to your Lordship s (io\ ('ininont tliat 
schemes for drainage ainl water-supply might hi' ordeia'd free of cost, so 
that luun icipaliti(‘H aiul local boiludH may not liavo to pay on that account. 
The whole country is imh'bted to your Lxcadleiicy for the interest your 
Kxiclh'iiey took in profiosing to sujiplj' evi'ry village vsith an adi'ijuate 

supply of I lire <lrinking wati'r. and tin' entiiv am it on account of tlie imblic 

works cess has been assigned to t he Ibstriel boards lor that ]iUipos('. Lilt, 
my Lord. 1 am afraid that the District Boards are inclined to spend more 
money on’ roads and bridges, and iinh'ss the Coveriiment earmark at any rate 
some'iiortion of this grant for th(> pur)iose 1 am afraid that that material 
progress will not be made in this connection within a reasonable turn'. 

My Lord. 1 undi'rstand that the sum of Rs. 50, 000 has hemi allotti'd by tho 
Govc'riinu'iit of India for cutting jungh'S as an experimental measure in oriii'r 
to drive away malaria from this country, but the exports here are of opinion 
fhat it wmuld bo useless to spend aipy amount for making such an experiment. 
Whatever may bo the oiiinioii of the experts, the poimlar opinion is other- 
wise. It may not b(> usidiil in thi'- rural areas owing to fhc* siiattoied natuic 
of the population, but if an oxpi'riiiK'iit be tried in municipalities and small 
towns 1 think that it might bo successful. So I venture to suggest that 
your Excelloncy’s Government may find it possible to make an experiment 
in this direction, at least in some of the municii alities which exist in the 
districts of Murshidabad and Jessoro, which are the most malarious distncts 
in the whole of Bengal. 

» Dredging. 

My Lord, I find that last year I suggested the dredging out of the 
entrance of the Bhagirathi River, and I am glaij to notice that provision 
has been made in this respect in the current year s Budget, for which our 
grateful thanks are due to your Excellency’s Government. My Lord, I 
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find that on page 66 a provision of Rs. 20,000 has been ma lo, whorras in 
the schedule attached to payfe 20 1 lin 1 that Rs. 16,000 has becni biidtrotted. 
I cannot reconcile the figures, and 1 hope that tin' Hoii’bb^ Member in cliarge 
of the Public Works De])artment will be abb' to remove my (b^ubts in tliat 
respect. 1 venture also to submit that the other navigable rivt>rs which 
have gradually silted up should also he dre Iged. It would not only facilitate 
trade and river traffic, but it would also go towards improving the source of 
supply of good drinking water to the villages through which these rivers How. 

Special allowance to ojfficers in charge of subdivisions. 

My Lord, I find that the officers, in charge of the subdivisions of the 
districts, whether belonging to the Indian Civil Servict' or the Provincial 
Civil Service, have grave responsibility and that th(‘y an^ th(‘ most hard- 
worked of officers. They do not get leave such as other offictu’s mijoy, 
and their r0Sj)onBibilities were mnan so great as tlu^y are now, when 
lawlessness and disorder ])revail. Tlu^y recoiv(‘. liowtnnn*. no (*orrt^sj>onding 
advantages ovm* their brother officers who art' at the sadar. Even tht^ 
Sub-Inspectors of Police who are deputed as Court Insjx^ctors gt't spt'cial 
allowances for tliost^ duties, but thest^ hard-working offictu's do not gi^t any 
allowance, except that they are allowed resitleiitial quarttns. 1 appt'al to 
your Pjxcellency’s Governmt'nt that the matter might, i-eci'ivt' careful and 
favourable consideration, and that some provision will b(^ made in lu'xt year’s 
Budget in the matter of spt^cial rtHiognition of these offitun-s. 

Encouragement of the Agurvedic sgsteni (f medicine. 

My Lord, we passed the Medical Hill this morning, and it was said by 
my friend, tin? Hon’bh' (joloiud Harris, that tht' Icahirajes have got no 
standard, and so they could not l)e n'gistered ; and so I apj)i^'il to your 
Excellency’s (Tovernment that some (mcouragi'numt might be given to the 
Ayurvedic^ system of medicim'. Eneourag(unent has already Ix'i'ii given 
to C)ri(mtal beaming, in tlu^ shaj)e of (jxaminations and di])lomas giviui to 
Sanscrit scliolars, I must admit that tln'O' has be(^n a mati'rial ])rogi’(‘SH in 
tliat dirt^-ction. The people in th(^ interior of the dist-ricts sutler generally for 
tlie greater portion of the year from malarial leviM* and bowel (M)m])laintH, 
and other complications, owing to tin*, jxasomnl atmosph('i*e wliicdi tlu'y 
imbibe, and it is not possibb> for thtnn always t ;0 (;all in doctoi-s and ])lac(' 
themselves under allopathic tr('.atnient which is vc'.ry costly, and th(‘y have 
recourse, iherefon', to the Ayiirvc'dic tr(\atme.nt. I hit tlno’c'. art^ v(o-y lew 
Tcahirajes now in tlie inteiaOr wlio (;an tre^at. under this systmn siuaa^ssfully. 
and so they have to d(‘p('nd upon (juacks. If your Excelhmcy’s ( iovc'rnment 
would encourage this :\yurv('dic system of tr(\atment, I am siin^ that in tin* 
course of a few years tin', country would turn out a good numlxii* of lc(d}irajes^ 
who would be fully qualified, and who would In'lpful to tin*. ])ef)j)le living 
in the villages in the interior, wlio cannot afford to (;all in allopatlnc dofttors. 

My Lord, owing to the pavda systcun ])r('valent In this cnaintry. the 
women of this country are very reluctant to pla(a> th(nns(dv(^s under the 
treatment of male doctors, whether th('y can afford to do so or not, and it 
becomes esscmtially necessary to inenvasf^ the mimlxn* of lady do(d>()rs in this 
country. Her P^xcelloncy Lady Hardinge has laid tln^ foundation stone of a 
female medical college at Delhi, and 1 think that if a lemah^ m«idi(;al 8chr)ol 
of that nature be established in our Presidency, a long-b.'lt want in that 
connection will be removed. 


Service of Summonses. 

I have only one word more, and f shall conclude. My Lord, I am very 
grateful to your Excellency’s Government for increasing the initial j)ay of 
the munsiffs from Rs. 200 to Rs. 250, and cn'.ating a mm grades of munsifs. 
My Lord, the litigants, however, are sufiering. Those who are conversant 
with the practice and conditions of tin*. Court must see that these people feel 
great inconvenience. 
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Furthermore, they find it a great exp^ense to have summonseB served 
through the peons. The classes of peons who serve these summonses have a 
method of their own in doing their work and so the litigants, both plaintiffs 
and defendants, are suffering in a great many respects, into the details of 
which I would not liie to enter here. These peons as a class do not bear 
a good reputation. If matters cannot be very easily set right, I should suggest 
that tlie service of summons may be made through the post-office. I 
understand that this system has been tried in some districts, and I beg to 
submit that this may be extended to other districts at least as an experi- 
mental measure ; and if it is found successful, we may be able to reduce 
the number of process-serving peons. With these few words, I beg to 
resume my seat. 


The Hon’ble Maulvi MAZHARUL ANWAR CHAUDHURI said 
Hostels for Muhammadans, 

“ My Lord, I wish to congratulate your Excellency’s Government on the 
satisfactory character of the Budget. I must say that having regard to the 
increasing and insistent demand for liostel accommodation, the Budget allot- 
ment for hostels in the muffasal does not seem to be quite adequate. My 
Lord, in the Burdwari Division, with the exception of Hooghly, no other district 
contains, or has thought fit to provide, hostels for Muhammadan students. In 
Midnapore a hostel was recently built by Government, and it was intended 
that it should accommodate both Hindu and Muhammadan students. But 
somehow or other no Muhammadan college student at Midnapore has yet found 
a seat in the hostel. So, my Lord, a hostel specially for Muhammadans-will 
also have to bo built and that, too, in the course of this year. Bunlwan is an 
important Muhaminadau centre in West Bengal, and the want of liostels for 
Muhammadan students in that town has been very keenly felt for some time 
past. Last year tlie Hon’ble Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan and 
Maulvi Abu) Kasern strongly apf>eal(‘d to your Lordship’s Government for 
the establishment of hostels for Muhammadan boys in the town of Burdwan, 
and I understand that Mr. Kiichler, the late Director of Public Instruction, 
gave hopes of a si)eedy removal of the want of a hostel in that town. In May 
last, Mr. Stark, the Divisional Inspector of Schools for Burdwan Division, 
visited Burdwan, and hold a conference with the local gentlemen and with the 
local educational officers, and actually selected a site for a Muhammadan hostel, 
and I understand that he assured the local gentry that he will send up pro- 
posals to your Lordship’s Government for sanction without delay of the 
scheme. But, my Lord, up to this moment nothing has been done. Want of 
hostel accommodation has been keenly felt in Burdwan, and although Govern- 
ment has done nothing up to this moment, the local gentry have, as a temporary 
measure, rented a small building where free lodging accommodation is given 
to the Muhammadan students of colleges and schools of the town of Burdwan. 
But this cannot last long, and I earnestly appeal to your Excellency’s 
Government to build a hostel in Burdwan in the course of the financial 
year. My Lord, hostel accommodation for Muhammadan students is also 
badly needed in Birbhum, Bankura, Ulubaria and other places in the 
Burdwan district. Now that the former apathy and indifference of the 
Muhammadans to English education has given place to a keen desire, and 
I must say, enthusiasm for it, it would be a matter for great pity if that desire 
and enthusiasm is to be damped for want of facilities, which the Government 
can easily provide. I therefore earnestly a})peal to your Excellency’s 
Government to establish hostels for Muhammedan students in all districts and 
subdi visional towns in the Presidency and Burdwan Division, where such 
hostels do not already exist, and build as many as the budget allotment will 
allow. 
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I next wish to draw your Lordship’R attention to the g^rievances o£ the 
people in resp^t of the cliaukidari force. 1 do not know precisely the 
system by whicli chaukidars used to be paid in other divisions of Bengal, 
but 80 far as the Burdwan Division is concerned, th(' chaukidars used to hold 
zemin lands for the service, and the people had to pay nothing whatever for 
their services. These chaukidars. when they held tlie chakran lands, used 
to work for the zamindars in the matter of zemin collections and ustnl to help 
the villagers at their social and ceremonial occasions. But the Government 
in their wisdom assumed these lands a few j^ears ago and settk^d them on 
the zamindars on condition of their j^aying half-rent of these lands and gave 
them the other half as compensation for the loan of the service of chaukw 
dare. As half-rent of these lands was not sufficient to meet the entire cost 
of maintaining the chaukidars. Government imposed chaukidari taxes. The 
people justly complain that they hav(^ been taxed without getting a»»y benefit 
which they were in enjoynumt before. Therefore this tax presses ht^avily 
on the poorer classes, and esp(‘cially on the labourers. These Inboun^rs earn 
from Rs. 5 to Rs. 10 a month, and with that small ])ittanee they have to 
maintain their wives and children, and sonu^times their agt^i parents. Thus 
your Excellency’s Government will see how hard and difficult it is for these 
people to pay this tax. It is not an uncommon sight to see brass lotas and 
plates of these poorer |i^^ople seized by tln^ collecting pamdiayats by the 
aid of the chaukidars. This is only roughly tht‘ position of tlu^ piiople. 
If the Gfovernment will not bciar tln^ entire exfKmses of maintaining the 
chaukidars, a less objectionable mode of raising money should be found, 
and as this chaukidari system is an integral part of the ordinary ])olice force, 
they ought to be maintained out of the general revenue, as the ordinary police 
officers. There is another circumstance which makes it all the more incum- 
bent on the Government to bear the entire cost of maintaining the chaukidars. 
I mean this : These chaukidars are now employed as j)rocess-servers on behalf 
of Government. Certain notices, such as land registration notices, and similar 
notices are now generally served by these chaukidars. It should be remem- 
bei*ed that the parties upon whom these notices are served are regularly 
being charged with process-foes. These chaukidars are actually earning money 
for Government, and therefore it is the greater reason that these chaukidars 
should be entirely maintained by Government, and absolutely there is no 
justification whatever for taxing the people of any part of the cost of main- 
taining the chaukidars.” 

The Damoodar Floods, 

With respect to the floods on the west side of the Damodar, I said what 
I have had to say while 1 had the honour of moving a resolution on the 
subject on the 8rd March last. Mr. Fiiinirnore in his sympathetic reply which 
induced me to withdraw the resolution, stated that Mr. Addams-Williams 
was engaged in investigating the matter. I understand that the re|>ort 
of Mr Williams will soon he received by the Government, if it has not already 
been received by them. If the suggestions which Mr. Williams may make 
or has already made, calculate to prevent the ravages of the floods, measures 
which he recommends ought to l^e taken in hand at once. Therefore my Loril, 
some provision ought to have been made for it in the Budget. Although no 
provision has been made for a scheme which Mr. Williams may recommend 
or has already recommended, calculating to remove or greatly minimize the 
ravages of flood, that scheme ought to be taken in hand in the course of the 
year, out of the reserve of 20 lakhs of rupees which we find in the 
Budget. 

Proposed alignment of the Howrah^ Bistopur line, 

‘‘My Lord, the proposed alignment of the Howrah-Bistopur line shows that 
when the line is constructed, the situation of the country to the north of the 
line will be very gravely aggravated. Even if the Bengal-Nagpur Rad way 
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Company builds 8 miles of bridges for the flood zone to free the dis- 
charge, the speedy discharge of the flood water from the northern part of the 
country towards the south, and into which the Rupnaraiii will flow will be 
greatly obstructed. Therefore, my Lord, this is the proper time for taking 
remedial measures in hand.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. BAYLEY said : — 

The Port of Chittagong. 

My Lord, I wish, with your Excellency’s permission, to make a few remarks 
on the financial needs of Chittagong Port, which I urge require the pressing 
consideration of Government. The Port- Commissioners in February had 
the great advantage of obtaining the opinion of Sir Francis Sj)ring. Chainnan 
of the Madras Port, on the jn-esent necessities of the Port to keep it in a 
state fit to receive without difficulty the large steamers now trading to the 
Port. 

Sir Francis Spring is a recognized authority, perhaps the greatest in 
India in such matters, and we may, therefore, accept his views as sound ; 
moreover, they coincidf^ with those of the late Mr. J. R. Bell. 

Our most urgent requirement is the i>roviBion of ho])per Ijargas at a cost 
of about H lakhs, to be used in conjunction with the one dredger we now 
have ; this e(]uipment, it is hoj)ed, will carry us for a short time, but it 
must 1)(^ followed by the addition of a new dredger at a cost of 10 lakhs 
which we have urged for some years. Approximately, therefore, vfo ask for 
13 lakhs, and to enable us to use these apjdiances, about 1 J lakhs will be 
required as working ex])onBe8. Thest} are the very minimum requirements 
with which we can hope to koe]) our river and bars in a fit state ; it will 
take moT’e than two years to obtain both the hop])er and dredger, and when 
T say that the water on the outer bar is at tlie prtisent moment loss dee]) than 
in past years, while at the same time the river is silting U|) opposite the 
Railway jetties, our one dredger will, therefore, have the greatest difficulty 
in co])ing with the situation, and il will be realized that our position is 
much more serious than heretofore, and in fact we are in a most critical 
position. 

Sir Francis Si>ring is now ])re])aring a second memorandum which will 
advise the Chittagong Port Commissioners as to the ])rogramme to be placed 
before Government for further facilities and im])rovements to be carried out 
in a fixed number of years, and 1 ho])e that the Chittagong Port Commis- 
sioners will now very shortly be able to place before Government a definite 
programme and pro])osal8 as to tlie provision of funds. This will, I trust, 
receive sympathetic consideration from Government. 

The following figures relative to the expansion of trade are of interest, 
and justify my ho])o that Government will give monetary help. The Custom 
figures show increases, such as value of trade in 1903, 283 lakhs against 
993 lakhs in 1913-14, salt im])ort8 in 1903, 5 lakhs against 14 lakhs in 
1913-14, while the trade over the Railway jetties has increased by 20 per 
cent, to 30 i)er cent, yearly increases during the last four or five years. These 
figures show that trade has increased in great volume in past years, and there 
are indications that it will continue to do so in the future, but it is important 
to note that this steady ))rogres8 has taken place without practically any 
increase in the Railway extensions in the hinterland. 

There is, however, every ]>ossibility that in the near future private 
enterprise will provide branch railways in the Dacca and Mymensingh 
districts, which will without doubt give great stimulus to trade i)assing 
through the Chittagong Port, and, therefore, not only is it necessary for 
Imperial funds, through the Railway Board, to be provided for additional 
Railway jetties to be ready to deal with the increased number of ships 
expected, bul it is imperative for the Port Commissioners to be provided with 
funds to keep the river and approaches in such a state that larger ships can 
be received. 
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, We have strong hopes that in a few number of j’ears, ]>orhaps within 
ten, the increased trade will make us self-supporting, so far as our yearly 
expenses are concerned, and we also trust that the j)osition of t)ur tinancos 
will then be such that we shall be able to raise* funds in the open market 
without coming to Government for assistance. 

We are not unmindful or forgetful of the great assistance we have had in 
the past, but in tlu* meantiuui as the Government have spent so many lakhs 
on the Port works and on the Railway jetties and appliances, it will he a 
great pity if all this large sum is, after all, to be waste 1 through the failure of 
funds being provide 1 at this critical moment to prevent the silting up and 
closing of the channels ; immediate relief is, therefore, sought by the provision 
of at least 3 lakhs, to be followed by a provisional grant of 10 lakhs to 
permit of an order for a dredger being placeil to save future* delay. 1 trust, 
therefore, your P^xcellency’s Governiiu'nt will be i)leas(‘d to ahord the Port 
Commissioners of Chittagong the monetary assistance they so urgently need. 

The Hon’ble Dr. DEBA PRASAD SARBADHIKARl said 

Education. 

My Lord, the Educational Budg(*t will be dc'alt witdj by niany Hon’ble 
Members. It is no long(n- the exclusive pn'serve or privilegt* of tljo 
Universit}^ member on p:)ur Exc(‘llency’s (Council to dc^al with this iinjiortant 
question. My work has also binui largely lightened in regal’d lo tlu* question 
of Muhammadan education, which 1 us(nl to make my sfK^cial cart* in former 
years. Many competent and willing colU*.agut^s havt^ taktm ii]) this important 
branch of the-question. I would thertdort^ confine my observations to a few 
principal topics. 

In spite of the tolerably large grants of tlie (joveriniH nt of India, 
your Excellency’s Government is in some difficulty with rt'gard to their 
practical application in the absence of clear and dtdinite undtu-standing 
as to the direction of the diversion of funds not ovtudly earmark(^(l. 
The University, for example, have always und(*rsto(Kl that tlu^ Vinh Market, 
for the acquisition of which they have long been ])ressing and which 

has been more than promised in onler to relieve congestion in regard to 
class-rooms and hostel accommodation, would soon be availabh^. Jt has, 
however, not been able yet to obtain the m'.cessary funds for tin; necessary 
buildings, because in certain minds there still (exists an idea that the 
Fish Market is being acquired for “general educational pur| os(‘S,” and not for 
definite University purposes. The work inauguraled by the n^tiring Vice- 
Chancellor will immediately suffer if the Pdsh Market be not acquired and 
made over to the University and if funds be not found for l)uilding on it at 
the earliest possible date. Another field of academic uscdulness, which 

the University Institute rei)reaent8 and in which your Excellency, 

the members of your Excellency’s Government and your PLxcellency’s 
Secretaries all take the greatest possible interest, is suffering much 
for the want of the 3 lakhs of rupees long supposed to have been 

sanctioned and earmarked for its building and furnishing. This is an 
important feature of the supplementary University education^ to which 
we attach so much importance. P^'or University work ])roper, besides caf)ital 
expenditure of not less than 30 lakhs 8|)read over a short number 
of years, we urgently want Rs. 50,000 for p(»st-graduatc t(*.€aching, Rs. 30,000 
for the Sir Tarak Natli Palit Laboratory. Rs. 20,000 for University Ihiaders, 
Rs. 6,000 for Universit}' Librarian, Rs. 6,000 for th(5 S(*.cretary to tlu^ 
Governing Body for post-graduate teaching, and Rs. 72,000 for six University 
Professors detailed in our letter to the Government of India through your 
Excellency last October. Elaborate post-graduate teaching arrangements 
have been recently made in the University, but it is fully intended and 
necessary that college post-graduate teaching should not in any way sufter. 
Generous provision for this has to be made in Government colleges. 
The Presidency College Improvement Scheme has not been pushed on with 
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tke rigour tliat we had looked forward to, and the Governing Body have 
important and pressing echernes in this ccmneetion as well as in eonnection 
with the stren^hening of post-graduate teaching which are claimant in their 
demand. I believe the Sanskrit College, in which, to our regret and shame, 
M.A. affiliation in Sanskrit has not been possible for the last few years, will 
require considerable strengthening. Various mufassal colleges that desire to 
undertake M.A. teaching will also have to be strengthened a great deal. So 
will the private colleges with regard to this matter as also with regard to 
the hostel scheme. The Budget under discussion makes inadequate provision 
for these demands. I trust early opportunity will be found for having the 
whole situation cleared up and for having continued and progressive work 
assured in the University and in the field of education in general, instead of 
having a dead-lock as is apprehended in some quarters. I have every 
sympathy with the desire for strengthening schod education, but I cannot 
agree with the largely borrowed views of the Hon’ble Babii Mohendra Nath 
Ray that a large percentage of our college students are unfit for studies, 
because of their deficiency in English. There may have been a falling off 
according to the r(*contly cmunciated exacting standard, and if possible 
that should no doubt be remedied. But considering the materials and 
resources with which we work and considering the great difficulty of the 
language the wonder is that our students get on as well and not a good 
deal worse. 1 d(*ny that the University has allowed, or will allow, through 
its portals unwoi-thy candidates ; and however much improvement may iye 
needed — and there is always scope for improvement everywhere — 
questionable suggestions like those just referred to at'e not very helpful in 
bringing about improvement. 

Duplication of higher medical teaching has lc)ng been a recognized 
necessity, and I congratulate your Excellency on the arrangements that by 
your tact and sympathy you have been able to arrive at with the Albert \'ictQr 
Hospital authorities to which reference was made this morning in connection 
with the Medical Bill, We regret, however, to find no definite provision has 
been made for financing it in the way Jtgroed upon. Without prompt and 
material aid the teaching establishment connected with the hospital will have 
promptly to shut down the moment the Medical Bill comes into force and 
with such closure the hospital also will suffer, A pronouncement on this 
important question would bo greatly welcomed. 

The Damoodar Floods. 

One of our colleague®, the HonT)le Maulvi Mazhaml Anwar Chau- 
dhuri, recently drew attention to the needs of permanent relief in the 
Damodar areas against future floods. We were again promised careful 
consideration and sympathetic treatment of the situation. While schemes are 
being framed on a large and comprehensive scale, there is no reason why 
minor schemes not involving any large outlays should not be undertaken and 
Budget provision made therefor. For example, by co-operating with the 
Bengal-Nagpur Railway in regard to their proposed Blstupur Chord, and by 
cutting relieving canals joining neighbouring channels that cannot carry off 
the overflow water, some tangible relief could be afforded. The Bengal- 
Nagpur Railway are just having a careful survey made of a p)art of the affected 
tracts through which their Chord is proposed to pass ; and if the Government 
will please co-operate with the Railway Administration by cutting small 
canals in the neighbourhood, the Chord can pass through convenient points 
which will be a great public good in many ways. If the . entire scheme that 
has yet to be determined upon, and that will probably cost prohibitive sums, 
cannot be undertaken long, co-operative measures with the Railway 
Company ought not to be deferred and provision for it ought to be made. 
This I urge by way of meeting the objections anticipated by the Maulvi 
Mazharul Anwar Chaudhuri. These relieving canals must be taken in hand 
at once. 
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Excise, 

Budget resolutions and other resolutions are not generally eanird in 
this Council when emanating from non-official members. Nor is it likely 
that such a general result will bo achieved in the near future, though there 
has been now and again a notable exception. Hut Hon’ble Meinl)ers have 
the satisfaction of realizing that in some instances, at all events it is possil)le 
to have reasonable non-official views of things at^cepted by the Government 
in slow degrees if they are pressed on its attention with mcxleration and 
reasonal)le insistence. Such achievements, slight as tlu'j’ ar(\ are lu‘I])ful in 
encouraging Hon’ble ^lembers to j>res8 their views of things from year to yts'ir, 
and if they come to be accepted slowly and gradually after years of insistence, 
there is some occasion for rejoicing and some consolation. 

One such matter is the improvement in the Kxcis(> policy of the 
Government regarding which friends of '( emperanc(^ in this Coiuicil and 
other Councils of the country, Imperial and local, hav(^ for yt^ars ])ast biMui 
working hard. Their hithei'to thankh^ns tasks an^ beginning to Ix' rewardf'd 
with recognition and ('xcellent results may be expected in the m‘ar futunx 
We are hoping that substantial concu^ssions to })ubli(; o])inion will now Ix' 
possible. There are distinct indications of ]X3rsonal symi)athj^ with our aims 
and aspirations on the part of thos(‘ in authority — indications that Govm-n- 
ment are not quite comfortable about tlnu'r ]>rt‘sent ICxoise policy. W(' shall 
find, we hope, that the GoverniiK^nt will now gi*adually modify sons* of th(‘ 
less defensible features of th(‘ administration. With oin* of t-lu> nxxigm/a^l 
and honoured Tcuriperanoo leaders as Hnd('r-S('cr(‘tary of Stat(‘ for India, 
the forward work of your Kxcelhmcy’s Govtu-nnumt, as well as tht' Imjxn-ial 
Government, ought to be Cv)nq)arativcly (Xisy. Kvim with facilities like t lu'so 
ixd’orm measures must, however, lx* slow and (^aulioiis, and hi' would Ix' an 
intiunpei'ate man of teinperanci' indeed who would not I’ceognlze and resjH'.ct 
this contingency. 

In regard to F^xcise, I desire to congratulate my friend tliii Com- 
missioner of that Departmi'nt, for the continued fi'cundity of the bird of 
prey that lays this goldim egg foi* Govei-mnent. almost in sjhte of it. It is 
ratlier a startling fact s<‘t. forth on pagi' :f() of t he Ihidgi t that, whih^ the 
actual revenue obtainixl for Excise* in IhlO-ll was 'about (h‘> lakhs, t hi' 
Budget estimate for 11)11-15 is 15S lakhs or nearly 100 laklis to the 
good. The revised estimate for thi^ (uirreiit yeai* is the high figiiri' of 152 
lakhs due to higher liceiisi'-fces and increased duty, and ])a]tly to increased 
efficienc}^ on the part of the improved service. The budgi^^ed incrixase of h 
lakhs for 1014-15 is regarded as a safe anticipation as, owing to thi' highm- 
duty, the receipts from the consumption of liquor may bi' checked, and tlu' 
department has realized the need of cheitking the consumption of opium and 
charas. It must be noted, however, that an increase in expenditure for the 
same period is budgeted for lakhs so that the de])artm(mt anticupatiis an 
increased revenue of lakhs upon its administration of excisi' for the ])eriod 
under review. Since the debate on the Financial Stati'inent last year, the 
country has had tlie privilege of a valuable and frank pronounemnent by His 
Excellency the Viceroy himself on thi' whole subject of Excise Adininistrat ion. 
1 may be allowed to touch on one or two points suggested by thi' increase of 
revenue under Excise now under your discxission. It was satisfactory to tlu' 
deputation that attended on the Vici'roy to hear his first pronouncement that 
‘‘the Government of India, the Local Govijrnmcnts and Administrations and 
their officials are unanimous with Tinnperanci' workers in desiring to [)romote 
the cause of Temperance in this country by all means within th(>ir j)ow(3r. 
And it must be acknowledged that your Ijordship and the officials in Bengal 
controlling this department have shown tin* justice' of this claim in a way 
that will be a model for the other Provincial Oovornmimts throughout the 
Empire. The establishment of licensing Boards in Calcutta, Howrah and 
BaUy has given signal proof of the sympathy of the Administration of this 
province with Temperance views on this special aspect of administration, and 
I desire to take this early opportunity of voicing the sincere gratitude of 
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thoBo I may bo taken to represent, for making this interesting experiment,” 
which, if successful, His Excellency tells us, may be extended to oth(‘r large 
towns also. This also casts heavy responsibilities on Temperance workers 
and the general public, which must not be ignored. 

The increase of revenue anticipated for 1914-15 of 6 lakhs will be 
regarded by many as a further indication that the policy' of Government 
fosters the drink and drug habit. His Excellency pointed out, however, that 
figures of revenue expansion do not necessarily imply increased consumption, 
and that any intcu’cst Government may have in revenue does not imply that 
the moral and social aspects of the traffic are overlooked. If this is so, we 
shall expect the department to give the closest attention to the prevention of 
any undue expansion of consumption, and trust that it may see its way to do 
so along the lines of reform on which His Excellency laid more or less stress. 
Among those I may mention the free use of representative advisory commit- 
tees with a i)olicy that looks to a further development of local control, the 
cp*elul investigation of the sites of licensed premises, so that undesirable 
sites may 1)0 gradually abandoned, and clos(ir adlierence given to the di^part- 
mental rules (m the subject, a further restriction in hours of sale, the supply 
of counter-attractions to drinking and drug-taking, the introduction of 
Temp(u*ance teaching of a more definite character in the school books us(‘d in 
schools and colh'ges, and securing, so far as is possible, more accurate statis- 
tical inJormation on tlie whoh‘ question of the consumption of liquor and 
drugs. Idle sjin^ad of the (Mx^aim^ habit is causing alarm to the people and 
the CioverniiHUit, and though much has becm done to stop it the evil grows 
rampant. The question has reC(Uitly engaged the attention of the Imperial 
Government, and it is to be hoped tliat drastic but eflective methods will soon 
be invoked. It is destroying the manhood of the country more than th(' drink 
liabit has done. 

The policy of excise administration is still engaging the attention of 
the Secretary ol State, and we may anticipate a critical survey of the various 
intricate problems now engaging the attention of all administrations in this 
Empire, 'remperance workers will be satisfied so long as they have evidence 
that the administration, in th(' words of His Excellency the Viceroy, ‘‘ is not 
relaxing their steady policy of watchfulness and restriction based on practical 
expedients for chc'cking excessive consumption.” 

The Vrovincial Judicial Service. 

Anoth<>r diroction in which iuBistent endeavours on our part in the 
(h)uncil for the past few years have borne some fruit is partial improve- 
ment in th(' Provincial dudicial Service. A sum of Rs. 50,000 was set apart 
last year for the roorpanization of the niunsif’s liranch of the Provincial 
Judie.ial Service. Tin* details of the sclnune were communicated to the 
ofticers concerned in l)ecend>er last, after the Secretary of State’s sanction 
had been received. 

I find that Rs. 21,000 has been set apart for raising the pay of the 
last grade of inunsifs. Under the recent reorganization the number of 
officers in the last grade is 35, and if the pay of each officer in that grade be 
increased by Rs. 50 per mensem, the total increased cost comes up to 
Rs. 21,000 per annum. 1 have l>een pressing for this much-needed reform 
from my place in the Council ever since 1908, and I congratulate and thank 
the Government on their decision. Owing, however, to the very heavy 
officiating list, the real benefit to the officers concerned is not as great as it 
appears. The officiating period, with long intervals of enforced idleness, is 
now prolonged to three years and more, and confirmation on Rs. 250 is there- 
fore a bare act of justice. In view of the initial pay in the other Provincial 
Services, the abolition of the grade of Rs. 200 in the Provincial Judicial 
Service is more the recognition of a principle than any substantial gain to the 
Service. I trust this will make the Service still more popular and effective. 
The University has just proposed tliat the age of admission to the services 
may be raised, so that the better class of graduates and the better class of 
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junior practitioners may be drawn. But I must sound a note of warnine. 
Under the recent scheme, the number of munsifs in the graiie of Hs. :J5() has 
been increased by 4 and fixetl at 70. If the number in the lowest grad.* be 
further absorbed in this grade, the total number in the new last gr.adt' on 
Ks. 250 will bo ((0 + 3o —) 105. The total number of munsifs in the 
Presidency is 245. Nearly h.alf the total strength of the cadre will therefore 
be in the lowest grade. 'I’liis is sumly an impossible arrangement, and is 
sure to create very grave discontent in the near future, when the serious 
block to promotion will begin to I.e felt. Further reorganization on 
altogether different lines will therefore now be necessary, of which 1 have 
worked out the details. The tjin.'-limit of the debat.> forbids my going into 
these details. But I shall be glad to send in to the Ilon’ble Mmnher in 
charge for confiideration. 

The other point which calls for notice is the appointment of a new 
officer to be styled the Inspector of . I u licial Offices on a salary of Hs. IS, 000 

per annum. If tlu' post be meant tor a nuunber of the Provincial Sm'vice 

as is not unlikely, so far as may be judged from the salary — then it would 
be a welcome addition to the. very few prize posts held by the Service. 'I'ln. 
Government should be congratulatiul on bestowing this post on tln^ Piandncial 
dudicial Service. Tf however it is meant for an oHiciw of tin' Civil Ser\ ice, I 
donot think it should bp pojuilar with the Provincial officers; nor will it 
draw the i-ight class of officers from tlu' Civil Service, in which cajialde men 
soon find rapid advancH* in othc'r walks. In any case*, the jin'cise nature of 
this offici'i's diitu's, the lum^tions he will lu' calhsl upon to dischai'ge, l.ht' 
authority at whose suggestion this appointment has been created, should be 
made known.” 

The Hon’ble MAULVI MUSHARRAF HUSAIN said 

“ My I jord, I bog, on the occaRiOn of tlu^ discuRsion of tht^ Hudgi^t for th(' 
year 1914-lo, to jians a few remarks on topics which art^ engrossing public 
attention. 

Dist net Adinimstratwn. 

The most important of these is District Administration, which 
includes various subjects touching the interest of tlie pcuiple at large. The 
centre of tlu^ whole administration is the District Magistrate and (h)lh*ctor. 
whom the peojile regard as being virtually the Local Agcmt of riovernmemt. 
When the administration was organized at tin* comnnnicement of Ibutish ruh*, 
tile whole attfuition of the organiz(*rs was directed towards Ihe safety of life 
and propert}^ of tlie people and to tln^ accurate collection of land-ri'Vtmiie and 
other taxes, and (he District Magistrates were required to look to these two 
principal objects. During the last century and a half of well-nian{igt‘(l and 
synifiathetic British rule tliese objects have been attaincnl, though heri^ and 
there new t3lements of disturbances appear which are confined within the 
microscopic minority of the people of the Presidency. Idie p(*ople an* now 
disposed to regard the achievements of British rule in India as tlnur natural 
birth-right, and they look to Government for something more in mattiu s of 
general improvement of the country. The people now think that the 
District Magistrate whom they regard as the real representative of Govewn- 
mont in the district, should primarily look to education, sanitation, 
commerce and other subjects affecting their mental, moral and physical 
welfare. Circumstanced as the District Magistrates are at present, they have 
to dispose of many trifling matters which could, I submit, fie better done by 
their subodinates. My Lord, as the time allowed for this speech is very 
short and as I will have to deal with other subjects also, I would suggt^st 
Siiortly that the whole District Administration should now lie reorgan iz(^d on 
such lines as the present circumstances warrant, and that tlie District 
Magistrate should hie relieved of the dispiosal of many matters of a routine 
nature, which can conveniently be done by his subordinates and of tlie 
scrutiny of accounts which may, I gubniit, be left partly to his subordinate^ 
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and partly to auditors who should be appointed for the purpose, and that 
he should confine his whole attention to general improvement of the district in 
matters of education, sanitation, communications, commerce and kindred 
subjects. 


Management of Government Estates. 

My Lord, your Excellency has come to know by this time by official 
enquiry and conversation with non-officials that the people are suffering 
much from a lack of pasture-land for their cattle in this Presidency. In 
reply to some interpellations your Excellency’s Government were pleased 
to declare that sufficient pasture-land woilld be reserved in Government 
Estates. 1 bog to remind your Excellency’s Government of this promise and 
to request that detailed descriptions of the lands reserved for grazing 
purposes in the various Government Estates should be speedily notified in 
th(^ local official Gazette. My Lord, another place where cattle may gi-aze 
is Reserved Forests. 1 would remark with regret that, during the last two 
years or so, the grazing of cattle in llescirved Fonmts has been practically 
prohibited by the imposition of inen^ased rates of fees. 


Excise, 

I beg to congratulate the Govt3rnment for devising a scheme for the 
successful reduction of the consumption of liquor and for the increase of 
revenu (3 under this head. At the same time I beg to request Government 
to se(' that liquor is manufactured in Bengal to some extent, so that the 
l)e()ple of Jhmgal may derive some profit fi*om its manufacture. 


Forests. 

In discussing the management of Forests, my Lord, I am confining 
my nunarks to the Jalpaiguri fon'sts alone'. The beds of the rivers, on one 
or both banks of which there is a reserve^d forest, are included within the 
Res(U’ved Forest. These rivers practic^ally remain dry during the summer 
and cold weather, a very small channel being left for tlie passage of water. 
The seeds of trees carried by rain-wat(M' are dej^osited in the bed of the river 
and ar (5 allowed to germinate in the river-bed which remains dry for 
practically eight months in the year and seedlings come out and grow into 
tret'S in a short time. These tre(*s act as natural spurs and cause the 
acciumilation of silt in the channels and necessitate the shifting of the 
riv(>r-beds so as to make room for the passage of water, which causes 
considerable loss to the neighbouring property. My Lord, this is a very 
serious subj('ct to which 1 bog to draw your Excellency’s attention. The 
rivcn-btuls should, T submit, be chuired of all t,re('s and they should not form 
|)arts of Reserved Forests at all ; but should foiun ordinary pasture-lands 
not sulqect to the strict and hard rules of the Forest Department. In this 
connection I beg to remark that, unfortunately, we have no experts to advise 
us as to the bc^st method of training these rivers, and I think an expert 
should be appointed direct from England or America to study this iptricate 
Bubie(‘( on the spot and to advise the Government as to the best way of 
saving the property from the vagaries of hill currents. 

Police. 

My Lord, I would, at the risk of criticism, suggest that the police 
force should be increased and that more police-stations, should be established 
at suitable places to check the village touts — a class which has sprung out 
of easy accessibility to District and Subdivisional head-quarters by improved 
railway communications, and who are increasing the number of litigations 
atidk thereby impoverishing the people at large. 
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Education, 

In discussing tlie suhjoct of e<lucation, my Lord, 1 shall dwell 

chiefly upon the education of the Muhammadan community. Kveryhodv 
(both officials and non-officials, and Hindus and Muhammadans) is stMiouHly 
considering what steps ^^hould he taken for the spread of liberal education 
among the Muhammadans who are admittedly vt>ry backward in this resp(^ct. 
Some people think tliat (‘ducation will spread among them if projnu* hostel 
arrangements be made for them with existing institutions. My Lord, 1 

regret I cannot wliolly agree with this view. Ilesidcuiee in a hostel means 
more expaiiditure tlian that incurred when a boy lives with his family. Tht‘ 
Muhammadans are a lmittcHlly ])oono- than tlie other eommiiniti(‘s and, as 
such, most of them are not competent to dt^fray the (>x[)enstis incurrtHl l)y 

living in hostels. In reply to an inttu’pellation I made in this (%>iineil last 

year I was grieved to learn tliat out of about bOO high Knglish scdioois only 
five were managed by Muhammadans. My Lord, it maki^s a sympal ht^ti(• man 
almost incline I to shed tears at this sa<l stall* of the .Muhammadan 
community. Tliis clearly proves, my Lord, that tlu* prt*s(mt liigh Knglisli 
schools liTo not situated in cmitres of Muhammadan jiopulation. and it 
is for this reason and this reason only that tin* Muhammadans art^ so v(*ry 
backward in ])oint of Knglish iHlucation. I liavi* b(*tm eln*rishing this idt^ii 
for a very long time and, as an (‘Xj)(*rinumtal nn‘asnr(', I havi* (*stablished a 
high Knglisli school in a villagi* of the district of Tippera wh(*re tin* 
population is prac^tically a Muhammadan one, and I am glad to announc(> that 
out of boys more than 275 boys are Muhammadans, and tln^ b(‘st. boys 

are almost all Muhammadans. This experiment mnbohhms nn* to siiggt^st to 
the GovernnKuit that, to sjirtvad Knglish education among M u liammadans, the 
(jlovi*rnnumt should emnairagi* tin* (‘stablishinent, of middh* fhiglish and high 
Knglish schools in centre's of Muhammadan population. 1 siin;m'('ly beli(‘V(' 
that tin*, thorny probhmi of sprt‘a.ding (h'cent, Kngl ish (‘dm^at ion amongst tin* 
Muhammadans will be solvi'd by brinj:ing (‘ducat ion to tin* hounds of tln^ 
j)eoplii. and not by carrying away boys from their family and colh'c.tlng l,ln*m 
in a town whicdi is tin* (tt'iitn^ of all allurmiK'nls. Of (bourse by sug^i^sting 
this coiirsti I will not say that sonn^ good will not be, done if host(ds an* givmi 
to Muhammadans in towns. 


Hostel s IN ('(ilcutfo. 

I should b(* failing In my duty if I did not sp(*ak on th(‘ nec(^ssity of 
])r<.)viding a hostel somewlu'ia* in‘ar (^)ll(‘j^*(*, Scjuaia^, wheia^ almost till the* 
colleges are situatrul. The short tinn* allott(*.d to me doi's not allow me t,o 
discuss at length the nect^ssity of this, but I b('li(‘V(^ it is now a(lmitt(3(l by 
everybody interested in educati(jn that such a hostel is nect^ssary. 

.Idtnissions in Schools and Colleges. 

Many Muhammadan students an^ ndused admission in schools and 
colleges for want of accommodation, and I would ask tin* GovoriiriKmt to 
devise some means to remedy this. 


Medical. 

My Lord, since your F^xcellency’s advemt to this Presidency, your 
Excellency has been instrumental in helping to })reserv() the liv(*s of the 
village people from disease and death by gemn'ously providing haiidscjme 
grants for village sanitation and water-supply. This will no doubt be the 
means of eradicating a great deal of diseases in the future. But, my Lord, 
at present a great number of people die in villages from cholera and small- 
pox. The number of doctors in villages being small and tfie condition 
of the sufferers being poor, the people suffering from these diseases practi- 
cally die from want of medical aid and medicine." To remedy thift state 
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of affairs oacli district should, I submit, be provided with doctors whose 
duty would be to visit villages affected by cholera and small-pox and 
to distribute medicine amongst the sufferers. 

Agriculture, 

Since agriculture is the princi])al means of livelihood in Bengal, 
the agrieulturists should be allow(id to avail themselves of the iniproved 
systciiii of cultivation and manuring. This they can do if experimental 
farms are established close to them. The Government, admitting this 
}>rinciple, has established experimental farms in various })laces ; but the 
country being a large one the number of such farms is not sufficient. I 
would, therefore, impress U])on the Government the necessity of increasing 
the number of such farms. 


Superannua iion. 

My Lord, tlu'. large increase in ex).(‘nditure under this head from 
Rs. 26,22,000 in 1011-12 to Ks. 32,:i],000 in 1014-15 leaves room for discus- 
sion. In saying so, my Lord, I (lo not wish to admit that deserving persons 
should not get their ])eii8ions. What I want to sugge^st is that those who are 
competent to server th(‘ Governnumt should not be allowed to n*tire to enjoy 
their i)ensions and be a burdtm ui)on the Public Kxchequer while they are 
yet al)l(*- to do th(‘ii work. This matt('r should l)e tlioroughly gone into, and 
"schemes should be formed to see that the tax-] ayers should not suffer l)y the 
grant of ])ensions i.o thos(^ who are still ca])able oi service. 

Althougli 1 am nunarking against this incr(uis(‘, 1 think it my duty 
to imi ress U])on your p]xc(‘llency’s Government, the injustice' that is being 
done to tli(‘ old Sub-H(‘giatrars by the ])resent, pension rules. Wlien they 
wen', appointed they W(*re under tlu^ Ix'lief that their se'rvices would be 
regained for life, I>y tbe pn'sent i)ension rules, the justice of whicli is 
questioned, the j-ensionabh^ s(U*vices of thc'Se Sub-Rt'gistrars have b(*en 
counte'd from the' daU‘ of the nun-ganization of the de])artment which, 

1 understand, took ])lace only ('ight yt'ars ago, and not from the dat('. of 
ap])ointUK‘nt. It is vt‘ry curious that by this rule these Sub-Rc'gistrars, wlio 
used to get fi-om Rs. 75 to Rs. 2.50, will have to be satisfied with a nominal 
pension of Rs. 10 to Rs. 50. After sc'Tving tlu' Government for the whole 
of their lif(‘ it is strangt* that these officers are lt‘t ofl‘ without any decent 
nutans of subsistence'. My Lord, I ho] e your pjxcellency’s kind heart will 
fool for tliese officers and that your Excellency’s Government will do some- 
thing to ameliorate their condition. 

Com nmnicatioiis, 

I beg to offer my sincere thanks to your P^xcellency’s Government 
for the suitable provision that has been madt' in this year’s Budget for the 
improvement of the Dooars roads. My Lord, we wanted a thorough metalled 
i-oad from Tetulia to Kumargram for the improv(mient of the whole district. 
This was the* opinion of a re])re8entative meeting of both planting and other 
interests at Jaljiaiguri. I hope your Excellency? ’s Government will accept the 
opinion of the pc'ople and spend the money ac<;ordingly.” 

The Ilon’bh^ Bahu MAHENDRA NATH RAY said 

Sanitation. 

“My Lord, with a closing balance of 28 lakhs of rupees, it would 
serve no useful purpose to make any suggestions for increased expenditure 
under any of the heads of the Budget for 11)14-15. But I beg with your 
Lordship’s leave to make some remarks in connection with some of the topics 
regarding sanitation and education — matters which arc of considerable import- 
ance and in resj ect of which I have had to do something in connection with 
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tsxy duties as a pernon connected with the various local bcKliee in the* iniifaseal 
and a person coimectod with the (Meutta University. J find, niy Lord, under 
the head of sanitation, that is, ‘‘ Medical,” a provdsion of nearly dl lakhs of 
rupees has been made for the year, includiiiir a lump sum of non-reeurring 
expenditure of over 18 lakhs and a lump grant of recurring exp(uiditure of 
over 9 lakhs. 1 hesfi figures are very satisfactory. Hut one^ has got to note 
with sorri)W that there was a saving in th(‘ y(‘ar just over, out of the allot- 
ment under this head, of nearly 10 lakhs of rupees. This means that although 
ample provision is l^eing made for improvements of sanitation at least in 
recent years, for some ri‘.asoii or otlnu*, the object aimed at is not fully 
gained, tiie sums allotted are not being utilized. 1 have* no right to spt^ak 
generally in connection with the various allotnumts made* under the h(*ad of 
sanitation, but I can speak with some knowledge of thi‘ grants madt^ to tin' 
municipaliti(^s in Ihmgal und(M* this lu'ad. With regard to the surnunho* of 
the income from the public works cess made to tin' District ]U)ardK, it is 
premature now to speak, Ix^causi* unless and until the ('ess Act has bet'ii 
anumdod it is not ]? 08 Sible to conpxd the l)istri(;t Hoards t(> spend the money 
out of the amounts so surnmdered on sanitary im])rovements. Hut with 
regard to the allotnnmts specially mad(^ for tin' imf>rov(‘nK‘nt of tin' sanita- 
tion in municipaliti(;s, the difficulty whi(;h tin' suburban munieipalitii'S h'lt— oi’ 
course the municipality which 1 have* tlie honoui* to r('])n‘sont h'lt no 
difficulty as they knew how to util iz(‘ the rnont'y — is this. An allotnn'iit is mach' 
in the Hudgt't f^^r s onu' impoi*tant sanitary project ; half tin' yi'ar is over ; tin' 
])erRons who are respoiiHil)l(‘ lor seeing tin* prop('i’ a]>])lication ol tin* inoin'y 
commence making their n'port. and at tin* ('inl of tin* yi'ar (‘itln*?* a small 
proportion ol the allotment has b(‘(‘n sju'nt oi‘ noin* at- all. Similar (difficult i ('s 
are felt in conneetion with tlu' (‘xpi'uditun* of sums allotted for : lie sanitation 
in connection with the District Hoards. The opinion wliieli 1 }ia\’(' rornied 
from an examination of huge* surjiluses Irom year to y(‘ar is tJiis, that 

unh'ss and until tin' present vSanitary Hoard is j>ut on a more' satisl’aela'ry 
basis and unlc'ss and until that Hoard can command the si'rvices oT a largt'r 
number of (^xjk'iIs in difieiauit <lepartments, it can rnwi'i* ('ojx* with tin* work 
that these' large' sums must from yeuir to ye;ar call foi’th. Take* tin* case* 
of th(^ scheme' fejr wate*]*-su p])ly in tin' rural are'as or take* t-he* case* eif the* 
elrainage' sedi(*me' in the* suburban municipalities. No deiubt the Sanitary 
Hoard oxe'rcises a ge*ne^ral conti'ol, pn*par(‘S the* scln'ine'feir tlu'se* niunicij 'alitie*H 
and atte'inpts to the* be‘st eif their pe)We*r te) j>ush e>n with the* wea-k. The* 
Sanitary Heiard has at its cejmmand a ve'iy lew e‘X})e*rts, anel ve'iy fe'W jK*o])le 
who can really go tli rough the scheme's anel who can ]>ut iu*e*ssure so as to 
push the scheme’s through. The' re*ce)nstitutie)ii eif the* Sanitary Hoard U])e)n 
a more enlarged basis, with, say, a de)ze'n exp(*rts, e‘aeh in one* sul>j('{;t., with 
an office allotte'd to each, will help ne) deiubt rmt eady in the* framing e)!’ tin* 
schemoH require'ei for the* several feiil»url>ati are*as, but will alsei e*nsin*e' that the* 
works are ])re;)pe*rly pushed through. The're* is in) use* n*lying upein the' e)ve'r- 
seers of the mufassal municipalitie*8 with Us. 100 a me)nth, neir with a District 
Hoard Enginee?r on Its. 400 a month, with a small e*stahlisbnn*nt. It is no 
use asking th( 3 m te) pn'pare* a sche'ine anel to se'e* through the; vve)rking eait (^)l 
the scheme and to push on with the work. The* solution that 1 c;an suggest 
for the conside'ration of the Government is, as I liave alreaely Hubinitt(*el, tin' 
reconstitutiem of the Sanitary He)arel on a re'ally efficie'iit and e‘n)argeHl basis. 1 
don’t expect any political cry liaised upon tin* groiinel that tJiese; lo(;al authori- 
ties should be left te) themselve's anel simuld not be' hainp(*r(vl in we)rking 
out the details of sanitary measures. Spejaking feir myse;]f and the' y)e‘e)ph' 
with whom I have workeel. such assistane-e fre)m the? Sanitary Jh)ar(l nnd 
such direction from the Sanitary Hoard which 1 have pointed e)ut will be 
welcomed, and will not be re8('nte*el as an invasion on the principle* f)l l(K;al 
self-government. 

Secondary Education. 

The second subject upon which I desire to invite the) att(;ntion of 
your Lordship’s Government is the allotnie*nt on secondary e'ducation. 1 
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find from the figures that the total allotment on grants-in-aid for the 
year has been fixed at 16 lakhs of rupees ; compare that with Rs. 22,80,000 
which formed the figures of the revised estimates of the year just over, includ- 
ing, of course, the grants to schools under private management. There 
is, however, another sum : I find a lump provision for secondary education. 
The figures for the year just over have been Rs. 1,96,000 and the figures for 
the present y(iar Rs. 1,28,000. While 1 Cf)uld find no objection with regard to 
the allotment made under the head of Sanitation, because the allotment 
appears to bo adequate, with regard to the allotment under the head of Educa- 
tion, 1 am bound to say that they are not sijfficient. In the inadequacy of this 
allotment 1 believe the (government liave a responsibility which cannot be 
lightly dismissed. I beg it to be understood that the remarks which I have 
got to make do not refer to allotmcmts on education geiierallj^ but only on the 
particular class of tnlucation, which is known as secondary tulucation, that is 
on education in schools which prepare for the Matriculation (‘Xamination 
of the Calcutta University. Mucli has been said in recent times al)Out the 
lowering of standards of the examinations of the Calcutta University and the 
harmful consecpiences. which the lowering of the standards cause, and an^ 
likely to caus(^ in the future. Whatever my private views on the matter 
may b(», it is not dt^sii'able that one should commit himself pnbli(;ly, but 
tlnu’e is one thing wliidi I have no doubt most of us will feel and that is 
that of ttj(^ very lar.»‘(wmmber of stinhuits \\ ho conuMip from tin* mufassal 
scliools and present themsdvc's at the Matriculation examination, a con- 
siderable ])erc(mtag(^ tin) (juiti^ unfit to carry on their studies in the 
Univcu-sity. What is the reason for this? Is it l)ecause tht' Rengali Hindus 
and Muhammadans are really intellMctually so infcu-ior that this is the case? 
I submit not. What T have found is that genthunen conn(>(d(‘d with what 
art^ calbul Matriculation or high English sdiools in th(‘ mulassal have found 
that the authoriti(^s of these schools labour iindm- very gnmt difficulties. 

total lee recdpts in most cases vve havt^ found to lx* about Hs. dOO 
a month, and having regard to tlu^ (lovcu'iiment grants (the Mon’ble 
Mr. lloriull very ranly giv(^s thes(‘ schools mon^ than Ks. 50, lls. (iO or 
Rs. 70 a month), tin* whole teaching staff, including grants to libraries 
and other things, ]iav(‘ to b(‘ provided within tln^ limit ( m.I sum ol Rs. 3o0 
gemn'all^y. It is found n(‘c(‘ssary therefon' to (uitertain foi’^thi* posts of 
Head Masters and superioi* teachers genthmum who may be quite good 
men for the den-rcH^s that they have*, got, but wlio an^ not ]H‘rhaps (]uite 
compet(mt to bc^ at tlndn^ad of Matriculati«)n or high English schools. The 
nuison is that the school authoritit^s cannot pay more than Us, 50 to Rs. 70 
to a Ih^ad Master. The only i)OSRibh‘ solution of tin' difficulty is for the 
(lovernnK'nt to come in and to make substantial grants — not Rs. 50, Us. 60 or 
Kh. 70 — but at least Us. 200 a month for schools deserving of public support. 
Well, this may appear to be an ideal, lor il you proceixl to do so, you will 
have to augment the grant for secomlary schools by nearly three or four times 
the presiuit allotment. Hut in the interests of sound education and in the 
interc'sts of proper Univc'rsity standards, it is absolutely necessary that this 
money should be forthcoming. If you do not provide the money, these 
Matriculation schools will go on sending up a large' numli«t'T of students. The 
University authorities will, I hope my friend the Hoidble Dr. Sarbadhikari 
will excuse me for saying so, not find it easy to reject 80 per cent, of the 
students that come up for the Matriculation examination ; so a large number 
of studemts must begin University studies not perhaps to the interests of 
sound education.” 

The Hon’ble RAI HARI MOHAN UHANH)RA BAHADUR said 
Lowis Jubilee Sanitarium. 

‘‘My Lord, I congratulate your Excellency’s Government on the very 
prosperous Budget presented to the Council, and, on behalf of the Committee 
of the Lowis Jubilee Sanitarium, Darjeeling, thank your Excellency’s Govep- 
ment for the provision very kindly made for a grant to that Institution which 
is in need of help. 
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Enlargement of the Sanitary Board, 

I tender my re^spectful thanks to your Excellency’s Governinent for 
having enlarged the Sanitary lUiard hy adding to it a Municipal and a District 
jBoard Member and a representative of the European eominunity. 1 now 
submit that the Sanitary Board may be furlluo* widened and strengtlientHl 
by the inclusion in it ol a representative of the landholders — a body who 
are deeply interested in, anil whose help is needinJ in various ways for, the 
sanitarj^ improvement and niedical relief of the country, and by the inclusion 
of a gentleman from the middle class vvho is a non-oflieial and not a Member 
of your Excellency s Gouncil, but who has actual experiimce of the country 
and who is in constant touch with tlu‘ people in the rural areas. 

Sanitation, 

It is a pity that, as at)pears from paragraph ol. page :2() of the 
Budget, BO mucli as 10 laklis of rupees of the grant under the ht^ad of 
Sanitation was not utilized during the year 1913-11. I believe tliis state of 
things will continue unless and until the Sanitary Board is vested with 
powers to supervise effectually the workings of the District Boards and 
Municipalities in matters of sanitation and niedical rt‘lief and to compel 
t)ffectual steps to be taken to utilizi^ thi^ grant which your Exci>l limey s 
Government make for tlie purjiose. 1 may l>e permifted to add hen* that thi' 
pliysical features and conseipient neei^ssities of East and West Jhmgal are 
not similar. Canals, which are necessary lor t'coiiomic improvement and 
sanitation, are not so much required in East as in West I>(>ngal. Sucli 
works cannot be undertaken by District Boards and, thm*efore, they sliould 
be taken in hand by the Public Works Departm(‘nt of the Government. 

Pasteur Institute for Bengal, 

Another matter which suggests itself to me is that Ihmgal should 
liave a Pasteur Institute of lier own for the benefit of Uor people, and I 
submit the inattcjr for tlie consideration of your Excelli'iicy’s Government . 

Enhancement of the pay of the lower grade of Ministerial Officers. 

And once again I riMjuest your Excellenc 3 ^’s Govmaiment to considiu 
whether the time has not comi^ when the pay of thi^ lower grade ministerial 
officers should bo enhanced on account of the high jirices of lood-grains. 
In order to place before^ jujur Excellency’s Government figuri^s to show the 
average pay of each ministerial officer jier head of his dependants, 1 attempted 
to collect the required statistics, l>ut the ministerial ofiicm’s whom I askiul 
to lot me have the statistics were unwilling to comply with m.y request 
without Government orders. If Govmmment would pcuunit thi^ ministerial 
officers concerned to let me have the statistics, I could collate them and 
submit them to Government and then the condition of the officers concerniMl 
would be fully realized,” 

The HoiPblc BABU UPENDRA LAL RAY said 

Education. 

“ My Lord, the work of the Council has been considerably shortened this 
year by the absence of resolutions on the. Revised Financial Statement, with 
the excei)tion of the three moved by the Uon’ble Mahara ja Ranajit Sin ha of 
Nashipur on the 13th of March last. The consideration of those resolutions 
did not take up much of your P^xcellency’s time. The representatives of 
Government in charge of the various departments have considered their own 
subjects very carefully, and it is to be hoped that the amounts earmarked for 
specific purposes will be utilized and will not be allowed to lapse during tl)e 
year and thus lose their respective places in the budget for the following year. 
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As an instance, 1 quote the proposal for the provincialization of the Victoria 
Technical School at Chittagong. This was provided for in the current 
year’s Budget, and the Hon’ble Mr. Kiichler, the then Director of Public 
Instruction, in his speech on the Budg(^t last year, observed as follows : — 

1 may mention here, in the first place, that the ])olicy of jn-ovincializ- 
ing technical institutes is l)eing steadily carried out by 
Government and that at no distant date we hope that a very 
large number of technical institutes throughout the whole 
province will be brought under provincial management. 

I do not know whether this scheme has been shelved or whether it is in 
contemplation to utilize a portion of the grant under the heading of Education 
lor this specific purpose. The necessity for devoting a portion of the grant to 
this branch of education cannot be overrated, and the growing needs of the 
country certainly denumd that more elaborate industrial and technical 
schools should be established in all parts of the province. The late Govern- 
ment of Eastern Bengal and Assam held a representative conference at 
Dacca under the presidency of the llon’ble Mr. Nathan, whose vast knowledge 
of those matters is beyond question. 

Several recommendations wt‘ro made, but it is not known whether they 
have been forgotten or whether they hav(^ been put aside in consequence of 
the teiTitorial redistribution. If the recommendations have been partially 
carried out — and 1 am not aware whether tJiis has been done — I would venture 
to suggest that the rest may be taken in hand after careful consideration 
by your Excellency’s Govcn-nment. Who amongst us is not aware that a 
large number of successful candidates at the University examinations from 
year to year are left out of (unployment, wljich they so very earnestly 

and are in consequence plunged into misery and distress ? 8uggestions 
have often hecm made that our youths should take to industrial and 
commercial pursuits, but unless adequab> facilities are afforded for tluu'r 
education on those lim‘,s their struggle for existence will become keener and 
the l)itt(U’ cries of the unemployc'.d for bread will not be hushed into 
silence — the more so, because, although living is Ix^coming dearer and dearer 
every day, the j)ay of the minist(>rial officers, who n^prc'sent th(' l)ulk of 
tlie middk:>-ola8s poj)ulation, has becui only slightly increas(‘d. A glance at 
t he Budget will show that many wcdl-paid a]>])oinl inenls have been, and 
will also be, created. It is true that the necessity for such appointnuujts 
does exist ; but at the same time it is clear that the amount required for 
one such post in any i)articular d(‘partm(uit sometimes exceeds the aggregates 
amount paid to the ministerial and the menial staff of that department. I 
notice with pleasure that a sum of lis. 43,000 has been provided for a new 
survey school at Oomilla. This is undoubtedly a move in the right 
direction. Suggestions have from time to tiim^ been made for the 
affiliation of the Ghittagong College in certain subjects which are not 
taught there at pia^sent. The matter was repr(>8ented to Your Excellency 
in the addresses of several local public bodies and was also personally laid 
before the Hon’ble Messrs. Lyon and Honiell during their visits to 
Chittagong. It is not khown whether this has been sanctioned and will come 
under the heading of lAlucation. Another fact that strikes me as curious 
is that no amount has been allotted for the construction of quarters for the 
Principal of this College, although a sum of Ks. 25,165 was set apart in 
the Budget for the current year for this purpose. This item does not, I 
regret to observe, find a place in the Budget under discussion for reasons 
unknown. The answer to my question on this subject yesterday shews 
that the matter is under the consideration of Your Excellency’s Government, 
and it is hojied that some decision would be arrived at at an t^arly date. 

The needs for the wider dissemination of higher education, as well as 
the congestion at the Calcutta colleges, justify the improvement of many 
mufassal colleges and the raising of the status thereof and also the formation 
of new first-grade colleges in some district head-quarters. This is not 
possible unless the Government are liberal in their contributions. The 
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Comilla College ie in need of such assistance and the public hav(< been 
anxiously expecting it. The pay and allowances of the Inspi'cting staff sc'ein 
to swallow up a Largo portion of the allotments for education, Kaaving an 
insignificant amount for distribution amongst the ministerial officers of the 
Biducation Departinent which, as I have alrea<lj' obsorveil. is so badly in 
need of grants. 

Sanitation and Watcr-supph/. 

My Lord, the people of this Presidency art* deeply grateful to Vtnir 
Excellency for the keen and sympathetic interest wliich you have bt'eii 
taking in the question of sanitatitai and watt'r-supjdy. The .Municipality 
of Chittagong have been pushing through the sclieine of lilteri'tl water- 
supply for which they have got a very liberal and handsome donation 
of Rs. 2,00,000 from Your Excelloiicy’s GovtM'iiiiit'iit — a bounty really 
in excess of their expectations — for which tlu^y are deeply tlui'nkful to 
Your Excellency. The scheme^ when completiHl, will hear (‘loipient 
testimony to Your Excellency’s solicitude for the wtdfari' of tlu‘ inliahitants 
committed to your fostering care. 1 also take this opj)ort unity to eon vey 
to Your Excellency the thanks of the Munitupality for tln^ I)r()vision 
of the sum of Rs. 2()j0()() for sanitary iinproveinents in the town of 
Chittagong — a grant which they have been enjoying for about five years now 
and without which it would not have been possible for them to mtu't tht'ir 
requirements in this direction It is h'rvtmtly hofied that tht‘ grant will 
continued from year to year, since the result has Ikmui vtM\v satisfactory^ 
inasmuch as malaria has practically Wen stamjHMl out of tht' town. It. is 
gratifying to note that other municipalities hav(' also Ixxui shaking oif t h(‘ir 
indifference and apath}^ in tlu^si' matters, and sons' of tlumi hav(' ah’eady 
prepared rough scheimis and forwanhul tln'in to tht‘ Sanitary IJoard for 
sanction, d'he (Jhandjmr Municipality has simt smdi a scdamie which, wluu* 
thrashed out by tlu^ Sanitary Hoard, will, it is hop(xl, nxa'ivi* tin' sam(' favour- 
able considi'ration in Your Exctdhmcy’s hands as tlu' otln'rs havt‘ rtxjcived. 
The problem of watcu'-suppl}" in th(‘ rural anuis is a V(‘ry difficuilt oiu' t.o solve, 
and in that direction also 1 notic(‘ with ph'asure that the ])ubli(‘ have Ixx'n 
Avaking up as will appc'ar frotn the nunn‘rous applicat ions whicdi ar(‘ i)ouring in 
for the r(v('xcavation of existing tanks, and I am glad t hat tdn*se a])])li(}at ions 
are being treated by the District Hoards with such sym])athy as they (h'Si'rve. 
It is an accei)te 1 theory that in rural aix'as in Hengal, tanks, and not avi'IIs,. 
constitute the principal source of water-supf)ly. Th(' stric^t iHinla system 
prevalent in Hindu and Musalman 8oci(*ties rc'(|ulrt*s that tfn're sln)iild b(\ 
several tanks in evt'ry Aullage from which the peoph‘ m:iy hdeh watt'i* foi' 
domestic and culinary purposi^s, as it is not possibh‘ for the a\(n*age villag(‘r 
to employ servants. I coiib'ss that it is not possibh' for tln^ Govf'rnment to 
undertake the work of excavating tanks in the villagt^s as it involvcis an 
enormous outlay. 

The people themselves should be attracted to it, and this can Ix' domr 
by the GovorniiK'nt alone and not by any oiKi (dse, for th(^ following 
reasons : Thej-e are villagtjs without number whore there' aln^ady exist 
numerous tanks owned by several co-sharers, d'hest' tanks an' not taken 
care of wlien the co-sharers separate — to say nothing of tanks Ix'longing to 
different families. It often hapi)ens that the poor co-sharer cannot join with 
his well-to-do partner in undertaking the work of improving th(' tank. 
Generally there is resistance and obstruction offenxl by ont' or more of such 
co-sharers when some others come forward to r(‘-excavate tln^ joint tank. If, 
therefore, the chances of offering such resistance are removed without in any 
way affecting the proprietary rights of the unwilling partners and soim* 
protection for the money spent is afforded by GovernTiient by legislation, 
many of the existing tanks will, within the next few years, be restored tolh«*ir 
former conlition or improved consid(*rably by th(^ owners th('mselves without 
any pecuniary assistance from the riovernmemt. This can be done I'V 
allowing such of the co-sharers as may be willing to carry on the won: of 
excavation the exclusive right of fishing in" the tank for such a period as 
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might be deemed sufficient to cover the expenses incurred for excavation. 
The longer the period of enjoyment of this fishery right the stronger will be 
the attraction and incentive to the co-sharers to excavate the tank. The 
right of exclusive fishery in a tank is in many places a valuable right. If 
this suggestion commends itself to Your Excellency’s acceptance, a 
committee may bo appointed to consider the question in detail, and if thought 
fit legislation may then be undertaken to carry out the recommendations of 
the committee. 


Port of Chittagong. 

My Lord, 1 wish to say a few words about the Port of Chittagong. 
Many persons often make the observation that this port is a rival of the Port 
of Calcutta. If the trade statistics of the two ports arc compared, it will 
appear at a glance that this observation is wholly unfounded and unjusti- 
fiable, as the trade of tlie Port of Chittagong is quite insignificant compared 
with that of the Port of Calcutta. Chittagong can very properly be 
d( 3 scril)ed as the sister port of (Jalcutta. The congestion of traffic at 
Calcutta is a source of grave anxiety to those interested in its development ; 
but at Chittagong considerable tracts of land below the jetties and on the 
foreshoie have been acquired by the Port Trust, which merchants can lease 
on very suitable terms for the construction of mills and warehouses. A line 
of railway lias also been laid along the river bank affording both river and 
rail communication for trade of eve^ry description. The port is situated at 
a distance of only nine miles from the Bay of Bengal and is "within easy 
r( 3 ach of big sea-going vessels. If the Assam-Bengal Railway, which feeds 
the port, were supplied with suitable branches ajid connections, Chittagong 
would b(^ th(^ only and the natural port for a tract of country measuring 
about 80,()()() square miles and containing a population of about nineteen 
millions. The condition of the river njquires attention, and the necessity 
for a second dn^Iger is now being very keenly felt. It is only fair that from 
her natural situation Chittagong should l>e given a share of consideration 
and not be madi^ to depend upon on tlu^ overflow traffic of Calcutta, where furtlier 
developments involve^ (mormons ex])enditur(' of InoneJ^ My Lord, 1 do not 
grudge*, any such expenditure for tlic^ senior port, but only j)reBR the claims 
of lier sistcu- port. I fail to understand the appndiensioiis of scjme of tin* 
tradi^rs of Calcutta wlio have oppos(‘.d any demands for improved facilities of 
communication and the opening up of new railway lines connecting with the 
Assam-Bengal Railway. It is admitted on all sides that the existing accom- 
modation for trade at Calcutta cannot cope with the growing needs of the 
port. What, therefore, My Lord, can be the harm in allowing it to go to 
Chittagong from where it can be distributed to the surrounding tracts of 
land at much less expense ? 


Erosion of the Town of Noakhali. 

There are wild rumours in circulation about the fate of the town of 
Noakhali which is in danger of being washed away by the Megna river. 
The proposal for the transfer of the head-quarters of the district has 
caused alarm in the minds of the public, especially in the mercantile 
comuiuiiity who generally find it difficult ti acquire suitable sites for their 
business premises. If the cost of protecting the town from erosion is 
prohibitive*, the anxieties of the people may be removed by an announcement 
that the head-quarters will be shifted. If for any reasons the place where 
it is proposed to build the new town cannot be declared at present, the 
intention to do so may simply be announced so that persons anxious to build 
more houses in the pr(3seiit town may await the final decision of Your 
Excellencj^’s Government in the matter and thus save large amounts of 
money which would otherwise be wasted. 
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The Grand T'mnk Canal Project. 

The Grand Trunk Canal Project ib likely to mature within a 
measurable distance of time. Although it cannot he denied that siieh 
a canal is necessary, not only from a sanitary point of view hut also in 
the interests of trade, questions of the site for the outfall and the align numt 
have given rise to some controversy. In this connection 1 heg to in\ itt^ 
Your Excellency’s attention to the suggestions which havt^ been ])Ut forward 
hy the Committee of the Bengal Maliajan Sahha. It has been urged that 
the alignment jiropoaod hy Mr. O. th Lt^es with lhadartola as tlu^ site 
for the outfall will make the canal longer hy eight miles and will tjntail a 
far heavier outlay. The Committee of the Mahajan Sahha have inadt' a 
sensible suggestion, which I venture to think, will he fully invt^stigated and 
considered, and if such investigation shows that tln^ route j^roposed hy 
them with the outfall at either Chitpur or (-ossipore will he h'ss expensive, 
more quickly completed and considerably shorter in length, 1 see no reason 
why the suggestion should not he recommended. The Mahajan Sahha 
suggest that the route should follow the existing new cut and the 
Bhangor canal from Kulti, and that the outfall should at all evcmts ho on 
the northern side of the Howrah Bridge, eithm* at (’hitj ur or Cossi] (n-c*. 
There is no denying the fact that the majority of tin' Jute Mills are on the 
Chitpur side, and that it is necessary and desirable that the sea and river- 
borne traffic should he demarcated. I would therefore invite Your Ex- 
cellency’s attention to the suggestion put forward in this connection, which 
I have no hesitation in saying fully deserves a thorough investigation. 

Munstfs. 

My Lord, I will conclude my speech with only a few words about 
the heading of “Civil and Sessions Court — Munsifs.” Jn intrcKiucing the 
Budget last year, the Hon’hle Nawah Syed Shams-ul-lluda nunarkiMl : — 

“ Under the head ‘Civil and Sessions Court — Munsifs’, an additional 
provision of Rs. 50,000 has been made for the regrading of munsifs and of 
Us. 32,000 for additional munsifs. The regrading is intended to raises tlu^ 
average stipends of the munsifs in th(^ Bengal service to a l(*v(d with tliat 
of Bihar and Orissa. This will to a certain extemt rcunov(i th(' gric^vanci^s 
of a very deserving body of public servants, who have contrihuttnl so much 
to the efficiency of the judicial administration in the province.” 

The Hon’hle Sir William Duke during the discussion of th(^ ]{udg(4 
also remarked as follows : “It was stated at the same tinu^ (referring to the 
reply given on the 5th of March, 1913) that the question of the pay of th(‘ 
lowest grade of munsifs would be taken up when the orders of th(^ Govin n- 
ment of India about the reorganization have been received.” I find with 
pleasure that the pledge has been fulfilled, and that the^ Secretary of State; 
for India in Council has been pleased to sanction the ree^rganization of the 
Provincial Judicial Service and the regrading of munsifs at a total cost (^)f 
Rs 68,400 per annum, which has been provideMl for. It is not clear wlie:the;r 
sanction has been obtained for raising the pay of the lowe^st graelo of 
munsifs, for which a sum of Rs. 21,000 has been budgeteei uneler the gmieu'al 
heading of “ Obligatory Schemes.” That this should be; elone at no distant 
date admits of no doubt, and the relief so anxiemsly sought for l)y the le)west 
grade of munsifs should be forthcoming as early as j practical)! e‘. 

The Hon’ble BABU PRASANNA KUMAR RAY said 

General Remarks. 

“My Lord, The Hon’ble Member in charge of Finance is to be congratu- 
lated on the sound and excellent budget presented to us this year. riie 
statement consists as usual of three parts— the actuals for one year, tlie 
revised estimate for another, and a Imdget estimate for a third, lo a layman 
my Lord, these dry bones of facts and figures do not appeal, but this can >6 
said of them with certainty that they embody the outstanding policy of the 
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Government and puts in prominence the methods to be followed in gfivinar 
etfect to it. My Lord, prima facie, therefore Your Lordship’s Government 
de8(*rveH sincere' conf^ratulations from every loyal citizen of Bengal for your 
Lordship’s ge'iierous policy regarding education, sanitation, and other adminis- 
trative' affairs U'liding to tln^ weltan^ of the i)eople concerned. 

Hut at the same time I c mfess to a sense of regret that from a closer 
pc'rusal of the stat(unent w(‘ find that in the last two years a deficit has been 
avcited by an op(‘ning l)alance which I venture' to submit is partly due to tlie 
8I)(‘cial doles from tin' Imperial Kxchequer not being fully utilized for the 
purp »He for which they an' intended. Then'fore, My Lord, it is with some 
hesitation that 1 offer my remarks on it, and when I make them, it is not 
because that 1 fail to recognize the difficulties with which the Hon’ble 
M('mb(‘r in charge of tin' Finance' has to contend with, but because I realize 
that t his is the only opportunity before us to give ('xpression to our views 
regarding the si'veral branches of administration. 


Excise, 

Going through the item of receipts and expenditure the first item 
wo meet tliat des(‘rves (comment is P^xedst'. It is with a sense of great 
satisfaction that wc' notice that Your Fxccillency’s Government is taking steps 
to chc'ck the consumption of oju’um and charas. In thi' past years the pcdicy 
of th(' P]xcise l)e[)artment was safeguarding the' intc'rest of the Government 
rc'Vt'nm' rathc'r than rc'ducing drunkenness. My Lord, only imposition 
of high duties and thc'rt'by making licpior as costly as possible is not to ]>e tlie 
aim of Govc'rnment. A high ])ric(' for a commodity like liquor, unless it is 
high to a ])rohibitive dc'gree, is not an (‘tfc'ctive check at all. It nmans only 
so niucli more takc'ii out of the jK'ckets of the poor consumers.” The 
rc'inedy lies, if I may Ik' f'ermitted to suggest it, in reducing the facilities for 
obtaining tlie drink by a gradual rc'duction in the number of excise' sho])s and 
also, as was suggestc'd by the Hon’lilc' Mr. Moberly, by cuirtailing the hours 
during which shops would be opc'ii for tlu' sah' of intoxicants. 


Medical aid and Sariifafion, 

» 

1 now comc' to the quc'stion of mc'dicaal aid and sanitation (items 50 and 60). 
As regards the former 1 bc'g to offer my sincere' congratulation to your Excel- 
lency’s Government for ])rovision being made for jungde clearing and for nur- 
sing arrangements in mufassal hospitals. Though the grant is not adequate 
enough, yet everyone is grateful to tliti (iiovernmont for a move in the right 
direction. 

As regards sanitation, on behalf of the people of Chittagong I beg to 
thank Your Lordship for the grant of a munilicc'nt sum of two lakhs of rupees 
for watc'r-suj'ply within the' municij'ul area. P"or the last twenty years Chitta- 
gong, with all its beautiful and natural advantages, was a veritable refuge of 
choh'ra and malaria ; and who does not rc'call with horror the number of 
mortality in the months of April, May and dune in the thickly-jiopulated parts 
of the' town every yc'ar. The sclu'me, though it is in its infancy, will 1 hope 
be gradually pc*rfc*cted under the sympathetic guidance of Your Lordship’s 
Govc'rnment. 

Your Pjxcelhmcy’s Government in the Resolution reviewing the reports 
of the working of tin' District Hoards of Bengal just issued, has observed that 
the Hoards have not spent the sum allotted them for sanitation. My Lord, 
as a responsible nu'inber of one of the important boards of this province, I may 
respectfully remind Your Lordship that the allotted Bum was made over to us 
at the fag c'nd of the year, and it was not possible for us then to devise 
scln'ines within so sliort a period. Money may be spent in a minute. But it 
is our duty to see that it is spent systematically and usefully. 
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Now I come to the iliost important item in the statement, viz. : — 
Education, In the matter oC schools, both general and special, a sum of 
Rs. 26,50,000 is to be spent including inspection chargt'S (which alone 

amounts to lls. 7,89,000). It is a inattt‘r of n*gr(‘t that more than 25 per emit, 

of the allotted sum will go as inspection chargi^s. Lc^t us hope that in 

future we shall si^e tin* p(‘rcentage on the decrease*. It is to be* regretted that 
a very inadequate jirovision — namely Us. 67,500 lias be(‘n mad(* for t(*clinica] 
and industrial schools. In a ju'ovince like lh*ngal, wlu*re the need for 

technical education is very great, considering thi* mistu*able circumstances of 
the middle class ]*eople, the Govt*rnment provision of such a p('tty sum is 
a matter of surprise. ‘‘The evident economic advantage* that a nation 
obtains,” says one of the loading writers of (^immerce and Industry, 
“ through the skill of its ])r(Klucers is a prima facie ground for Stale aid being 
given towards the attaiiim(*iits of suitable training. Expenditure for such an 
object is jiroductive, even from a financial point of view.” 

Afe regards Elementary education Your Excellency’s Government is 
trying to help us and for this tlnanks of the people are due to ^’our Lordship. 
The provision made may b(> said to be a gocKl start. Then a sum of 
Rs. 2,17,000 has been provided for hostels outside (Calcutta and Oacca. The 
Chittagong Collegia though a first grad(^ one*, has not yet got a gocKl host(*l of 
its own. Tlu* l»oa7’ders now live in a house*, which is dedrinumtal to both 
study and ht*alth. Such is tht> case with the (Jollegiate School host(L 
In (Jomilla also the Victoria College has not got a suitable hostel of its 
own. I appeal to ^"our Excellency for necessary aid in this r(*s]'(*ct. My last 
observation under this head is that ])rovision ought to be mad(* for making 
the Chittagong College a self-contained one— having all the branclu^s of 
study affiliated. Every year at b*ast 50 to 60 students flock to Calcutta only 
because the Chittagong (Jollege has no affiliation in J^ogic. The* ( 'omilla 
College, though near at hand, cannot accommodate more*, than the ])r(‘scrib«‘d 
number. It is not desirable that stud(*nt8 should Hock to Calcutta, wIk*!* 
suitable provisions may be made* m^arer home. Th(*r(dore 1 ap])('al for mor(^ 
g(*n(*rou8 aid for the Chittagong College and also for raising tin* Comilla 
College to a first grade one. Anoth(*r nuatter, which I would lik(‘ to invit(^ 
th(* attention of Your Lordship to, is th<' difficulty ielt by East(‘rn B(*ngal 
students in securing their admission into tlu^ ]^residc*ncy College*. It is 
the premier colh^ge in Ihuigal and no distinction ought to Ix^ made ther(*> 
whether the student comes from a Hindu School, or the Hare School or a 
school in an unknown hand(*t of Bengal. 


Erosi<m of the 7^ofrn of Noakhali. 

My Lord, I would be failing in my duty if I do not represent to yriur 
Lordship the condition of the town of Noakhali. Tlu^ rivi'r is within hall a 
mile of the town and (God forbid) the town may b(^ washed away within a 
short time. Truths and half truths are being circulated daily as to the- 
transfer of the headquarters to some other place. It is natural that this 
causes alarm in the jiublic mind. Therefore*, in ord(‘r to allay public anxiety, 
a definite pronouncement ought to be made by the Government fin this 
subject. 


Increase of Pay of Munsifs, 

Now the last observation that I wish to make in connection with this 
year’s budget is the supreme satisfaction we feel that at last h^gislative 
grievances of a deserving class of jiublic servants have* b(X‘n r(*dressed l)y 
Your Excellency’s Government. I mean the jirovision for the increas(* of pay 
of the last grade of munsifs. It is a proof positive that Your Excxdlemw is 
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keenly BolicitouB that justice ought to be done where it has been too long 
delayed.”

But the n()n-olT(i(dal 
un'inber finds it dilKculi to bring’ forward any new sclienn' or project or to 
sugg’i'st any alt(>ration at the fag and of the year, when tlje Government 
have eonsidertal and pre))art'd during the yt‘ar, with tlu' aid of its vast 
resour(u‘s, schtunes for adoption. A more active participation of the non- 
ofiicial members (‘ould be st'cured if tdie Finance Committee is appointed 
at the beginning of the year and is made a Standing Committee, and the non- 
official memb(n*s ar(' permitted to bring before the Committee any proposal 
for proper discussion and elucidation. The interchange of views between 
Government members and the non-official members and the threshing out 
of facts and figures in the Committee will satisfy both parties as regards 
the feasibility or otherwise of the schemes or suggestions. Such a Standing 
Committee will afford an incentive to the non-official members and wiU, at 
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the same time, save the time of the Council on disouBsions on motions 
brought before the Council on financial matters. 

At the time of the next financial settlement, I would suggest to Your 
Excellency’s Government to apply to the Government of India to surrender 
to the Government of Bengal the whole of the revenues collected in Bengal 
under the heads Land Revenue, Stamps, Assessed Taxes, the Government ol 
India retaining the entire revenues from Customs, Salt and Railways, instt^ad 
of presenting doles from time to time. The Bu lg(‘t shows a deficit ol 
Rs. 1,05, 98, 000, which is covered by the opening balance of Rs. 2,04,;10,000, 
and this leaves a closing balance of Rs. 1,98,32,000, out of which again 
Rs. 1,69,36,000 is earmarked on particular items of expenditure, inclusivt^ of 
the minimum working balance of 20 lakhs. This leavers only Us. 28,96.000 
for new expenditure in futim^ which is too in(*>agn^ a sum. This is an 
unsatisfactory state of things. Ihis slu'.ws that tlic^ (''(juilibriuiu of our 
provincial tinance is dependent on tlie systesni of doles from the Govt'T’nnnuit 
of India. It is for Your Excellency’s GovernriKMit to considtu* wherliei' this 
state of things cannot l)e alt(‘red by securing the whole of tln^ j)rogressi V(' 
revenue under Land Revenue, Stamps and Assijsst^d d’axes which will priKliuH* 
an additional revenue of about Rs. 2,56,69,000. 


Primary Education.

My lord, I find Rb. 50.()00 has been budgeited for jungle-clearing, f 
am afraid the sum ie inadequate. Malaria is still as rampant as before in the 
province under your Excellency’s sway. The congestion of Calcutta is not 
a little due to the malarial condition of outlying municipalities. In the 
remote mufassal it is raging with more or less virulence. , The cutting of 
rank vegetation in jungles will no doubt contribute in some measure to 
th(i abatement of malaria. A much larger sum of money should therefore 
bo devoted to this puri) 08 e. Equally important is the removal of obstruction 
to drainage and obliteration of cess-pools : works like the Magi*a H&t di-ainage 
scheme are beneficial to the country. The improvement of waterways, 
dredging of old and drying watc^r-courses serve doable purposes — improve- 
nuint of water-supply and drainage and easy and cheap means of inland 
trade. No expenditure of money is too large on such schemes. In this 
connection, 1 heg to invite the attention of Your Excellency’s Government 
to the condition of Tolly’s Nala to which attention has been drawn several 
times in this Council. 

lieltef in fiooded areas. 

In 1 ho lludgot iind(;r the head of “Miscellaneous” only Rs. 50,000 has 
hecMi ])rovi(led for exp(uiditure in gratuitous relief in flooded areas. Having 
regafd to th(i oxtensivt^ area aflected by the floods, the devastation caused 
by it, arid the iininenHity of distress prevailing in the areas, 1 ventui-e to 
submit for the consideration of Your Exccfllenc^y’s Governneiit whether the 
grant is at all adequate'. The sympathy of Your Excellency’s Gove'rnment 
with th(i people at the time of their dire distn>s8, and tlu^ co-operation of 
offieaal and non-official w^orkers to save tiro lives of j-eoplo and to alleviate 
th('ir distress, (evoked wudospread gratitude from the country, and I feel 
] am not making an iiKdlectual a])]«(*a] in praying for a substantial incrciase 
of grant under tliis liead. In this conni'ction I should be failing in my duty 
if 1 did not jay a w^arin tributi* to my Hon’ble friend Mr. Lyon for the 
ability, industry, devotion and self-sacrificing w'ith wliieh he discliarged 
the onerous duties as the head of the r\dief operations. As the Secretary 
of the Central Relief Organization in Calcutta, 1 S))eak from j ersonal 
know'ltnlge of the advice, help and encouragenumt which were fri'cly and 
ungrudgingly extended to us by my Hon’blo friend. It is to us a matter 
of regret that tlie state of his health compels him to take leave. We 
sincerely hope and trust that ho will come back renovated in health to 
resume his duties. 

District Charitable Society. 

There is an allotment of Rs. 1,70, ()()() for dfination for charitable purposes. 
My lord, in the absence' of a Poor Law^ in this country the various charitable 
institutions conducted by the r(q>resentatives of the people give relief to the 
aged, tlie sick, the invalid, the widows and orphans thrown into destitution 
l)y the sudden death of the bread- wdnner. The District Charitable Society 
of (’alcuttais the oldest charitabh; institution, being founded in the year 
1838. There are two branches — Indian and European — wffio W’ork hand in 
hand and look after their resjective communitic^s. The grant to this most 
useful society is very small. 1 believe for the last thirty or forty years the 
sanu' grant has continued, which is, as 1 find from the annual report of 
ih(^ society, Rs. 1,200 a month from the Government of India, and Rs. 250 
from the Local Government. Tlu' population of Calcutta from 1872 to 1911 
has increased from 6,33,000 to 8,93,000, but the grant remains the same. I 
earnestly pray tliat the Government may be pleased to make an increased 
grant to this most useful Society.”

1 need neit refe;r to the*s«^ figiirees. ddiry 
we^u’e* givtm by my Hejii'blej friend Babu Mahenelra Nath Ray ye^steu-elay. My 
friemd suggeste*d that the* Sanitary Boarel sJjoulel be recfnistitutexl. My irie*nel 
the Hon’bie Rai Hari Mohan ( diandra Bahadur in tln^ speech tliat Ih' eh‘li\ (‘re'd 
last year from his place in the Council rocommende'd that a Central l>oard 
should be constituted in association with the Sanitary Bejard for the [lUi-pose- of 
supervising the weirk eif sanitation throughout the province. 1 dei imt know 
what answ(*r the Hon’bie Member in chargi^ of the liepartinent will givi*. but 
it dot*s seem to me that it is important that we should have Standing ( ’mn- 
mittees of this Council, one for sanitation and another for education, to bo 
associated with the authoritit^s in charge. Tlui effect wouh] be, I vcjituie to 
submit, to quicken the pace of the administrative machinery ; schemes would 
be rapidly submitt(?d ; work would be speedily carried out. 

My Lord, in the course of the observations which my frimid to the loft 
made yesterday, he said that the examination standard of the University had 
been lowered, and — ” 
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The Hon’hle BAI5U MAHENDRA NATH RAY said 

“ I did not commit myself to any expression of opinion. I said that there 
is an impression that the standard has been lowered, but I did not commit 
myself.” 

The Hon’bie BABU SURENDRA NATH BANERJI said

So far as (Calcutta simhmts who pass th(‘ Matriculation 
Examination are concermMl, I will say that I am in a position to sf)eal< with 
souK^hing lik(‘ p(‘rsonal knowledge and authority. Up to January U)O^U 
1 was teaching the first year class of the Ri]H*^^ College, and 1 was in daily 
contact with studtmts who had passed in the ]\Iatriculation I^xamination. 1 
did not cxp(U’i(mce any difficulty in carrying tlnun along witli m(‘ in the 
inattei* of the understanding of English, nor did I hear any C(>m])laint on 
this scf)re utttu'od l>y any of the professors of tlie college. 

ddien, my Lord, with reference to the obs(o*vations ma<le by my 
llon’ble friend tlu^ Nawab Bahadur of Dacca with r(‘gard to tln^ wcdl-to-do 
classes — 1 am sorry that the Nawab Bahadur is not her(‘ — 1 desire to 
record niy most emphatic proti^st. My Hon’bl(‘ frituid, the Maharaiadhii’aja 
Bahadur of Burdwan, s])(*aking from his place in this Ccnimnl last year, 
nd‘(‘rring to that matter, said that he was opposed to the establishment of a 
C(dlege for the well-to-do classes. That represents the concensus of puljlic 
opinion in this matter, and if my memory serves me right, I believe a 
resolution of Government was recorded some time back in which the idea 
was disapproved of. 

My Lord, passing from this matter, 1 come to certain ]X)ints of detail in 
regard to which my Hon’bie friend the Director of Puijlic Instruction will 
probably be able to giv(* me some ex]>lanation. Free elementary education has 
recto ved only Us. HO.OOO in U)l^^-14. This sum seems to mc' and (‘Vt'ryboly 
elst' tr) be inadequatte Then there has been a decline in the number of 
malt' students attending primary schools. On the ^Ust March 11U2 we had 
l.()»»S,152 students, and on the Hist March UUH, we had fifi7,158. There has 
been a seiisibh^ declim', and my friend will probably bt‘ in a position to give 
SOUK' explanation in regard to this matter. 

Tlien, my Lord, there are certain other items in regard to which I desire 
to call my friend’s attention. 1 find that personal allowances amounting to 
Rs. 10. (HK) have been given to heads of colleges. I should like to know why 
these personal allowances have beim given ? Who are the I'ecipients ? Do 
they idelong to the Imperial, the higher educational, or the Provincial 
Service ? How many of them are Indians, and how many Europeans ? In the 
next place, I find personal allovraiices given to two Inspectors amounting to 
Rs. 4,200. We should like to know something al)Out them also. 

Passing from education to sanitation, I desire to call Your Excellency’s 
attention to the great problem of waterways. Our river systems are not 
what they should be. Many of our great rivers are silting up, and as a 
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result, in consequence of the interruption of drainage, the country around 
ifi rendered unhealthy. My Lord, the Huriganga river in the Dacca district 
ie silting up, dredging operations have been started, and a \\\at<r\vays 
Oommittee, I understand, lias been appointed. I dt^sire to appeal to Your 
Excellency’s Governirnnit to do tlnur utmost to n*claim and exttMul the 
magnificent waterways of our ]n*ovinct‘. My Lord, in tin’s coiniecti< m, it 
may not pce-liaps b<* out of place to call Your Kxeelh'mjy’s att(*ntioii I o the 
Italian system which I undtu-stand migagtMl the attention of tin* Sanitary 
Conference. The systtun is known as BonijivazioNe. It is a doubh* systien 
of drainage and sanitation. It scidis to raist* tln^ K'vel of tln^ land, and to 
deepen the level of tin" riv(‘rs. It has b(‘eii in operation for neaily i?(H) to .‘UK) 
years in Italy, and has proluced adniirabh‘ results. It is very exp(‘nslv(‘, 
but I understand that it is also nununerati vt‘. 1 appc'al to 'N’our Kxec'llency’s 
Government to ado])t the sy^t(»n) in ^eh‘eted areas, and await the i-f^ull. 

Police. 

My Lord, I now pass on to the (pit^stion of i^xpenditii]*(' on Polices Tlu^ 
expenditure on Polict^ has bemi steadily growing. In D)l::f-1H it was s;> lakhs ; 
in lUJH-14, it rose to h4 lakhs of nipta^s. In your (‘stimatt* of 1!M 1-15 
it is about a (:n*oi-(‘ and eight lakhs. It will Ix^ se<ui that in tin* coiii'se of 
three years th(^ (‘xptuiditiiia^ has incrc'asixl by about 25 lakhs. My Loi-d, the 
V(*rdict of pul)lic opinion is, and from my jilact' ns a pojmlar ri^presentati ve, 
I f(‘(d it my duty l,o lay that vm-dict ixd’on* you, that lie* ofii(Ut*ney of the 
police has not kc'pt, ])ace with this imu-ease of poli(‘,e expiuiditu re.

In tin* Tn*xt ])lace I d(*sire to call attention to tln^ (diankidari tax. My 
friend to my bTt expressed the opinion y(‘sti*rday that that tax should be 
abolished. My Lord, that represents a partieiilar view. 1 do not know 
whetln*r that view will lx* aec(*pt<*d by G()V(*rnment and the public, but then* 
is not the slightest doubt that tliere is a sfroiig Innly of pul)Hc opinion 
which regards tln^ tax as obj(*ctionahle. as uin*qual in its inei(b*rK;e and 
oppressive in its operation. But, my Lonl, I object to tlie chaukidari tax on 
the ground of principle. Watch and ward is th(j duty of the Govtu-nment. 
Watch and ward should not be a charge upon local finances. I think 
that is a principle which is accepted and carried out in all civilized countries. 
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1 think, then^foiv, my Lord, that if tlic chaukidari tax is retained (;r any 
other tax Huhstitul(Ml for it, the procet‘ds of village taxation ought to t)e 
devoted to the benefit of tin* sanitation of the villages concerned. That 
is th(‘ j)ositIon wliieh I take up. That is the princi})l(^ which I venture to 
lay down, and tliat is the principle which 1 think Your Excellency’s Govern- 
iiumt should accej)t. W(^ g(*t about 62 lakhs of rupees a year as the 

j)roc(^eds of tlie chaukidari tax. ^ly Lord, if W(‘ are to gi^t 62 lakhs (T 

rup(Uis from the villag(‘S ol Ltuigal, not by direct taxation (I am opposed to all 
forms oT dii’ect taxation, especially whim leviiul in villages), but by some 
form of ijidirect taxation, we could turn the whole of this amount to highly 
useful and benefiee.nt ])Urpos(iS, and no higher or mori* bimeficent purpr>se 
could be found than the sanitation of thiiSit villages. My suggestion, 
thej-efore is this, that tin* e.haukidari tax should bo abolished, that in its 
j)laee indinmt taxation which will ju-oduci' ihi' saim* sum of money should 
be im])Osed, and that the whole of this amount — we tak(‘ it at 62 lakhs of 

ru])e»‘s a year — bi* dc'votiul to the sanit.ation of tin* \dllages of Longal. 

Iicsforati(}){ of the villages of Bengal. 

My Loi’d, Lord Morley has told us in his m(unorabh‘ despatch of the 
27t.li Novembi'r 1!K)8, winch is tlii' sheet-anclioi* of Indian reformers, that the 
village is the fundanumtal. the indestructible unit, of thi' Indian social 
systimi. I)vit what is the position of oui' villages to-day ? They ai'c ruined, 
dilapidated, desiu’ted, owing to thi' pn* valence of malaiaa. My Lrii’d, I invite 
Y(jur Excelhmey’s Govi^rninent to ndiabilitate oui* villages, to ri'store them 
to their former condition of iK^aiau ])l(mty and ])ros])erity. It is a task to 
which I di'sire to inviti^ Your Kxcelhmey’s (o)vernment. and it will lx* worthy 
(4‘ l,h(‘ great. (Jovernmiuit ovm* whiidi Your KyciMemw has the honouioto 
])resid(‘.”

Riderring to the Provincial Ihidget Pkstimate for the yt^ar 1911-15, 
J oiler my warm thanks to the llon’ble the Finance Member for the fuller 
information contained in the Financial Statement which he has laid befoi-e 
tin* Council. 1 also take the op])ortunity of expressing my api)reciation of 
the careful and satisfactory charaiitiu* of the year’s Pudget, and lieg to offer 
my congratidations to the llon'ble Finanei^ Membm* on its presentation. 

Tech nica I Educa tion . 

1 am obliged to observe vvith ri'gret that, under the head ‘Education’, 
the grant of Rs. 7,000, sanctioned in the year 19 Id-14 for opening uj) B and 
C classes in certain high schools, has been omitted from the Budget of 
1914-15. Students desiring to take U]) technical iMucation would be able to 
receive some sort of preliminary instruction if those branches of education 
were made available to them, and if some of tin* existing high schools were 
furnished with classes teaching this subject. The abolition of those classes 
from some of the high schools, such as from the Comilla Zilla School, is not, 
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I Bubmit, in the best interests of the public service, and especially in the case 
of the Comilla High School which was the only institution of its kind teaching 
this subject in the whole of the Chittagong Division. It appears desirable, 
therefore, that Government should sanction a recurring grant for the inainteu- 
ance of such classes in at least some of the high schools in the Presidmicy 
and especially in the one at Comilla. 

Under the head ' Engineering and Survey Schools ’ there appears 
a decrease of about Rs. 61,000 in the revised estimate. This surplus should 
have been utilized for provincialization of certain technical sohcxJs and for 
opening up some industrial schools in quarters where no such schools at 
present exist and where they are absolutely necessary. 

Agriculture. 

The most important need of the country immediately next to the 
spread of primary education is the equipment of tlie agricultural pov>ulation, 
and for this reason I would like to suggest that primary education be 
divided into two different kinds : — 

(1) primary education general for the masses ; 

(2) primary education speeihe for agriculturists and their children. 

As regards the devtdopnuuit of pirimary education under lu^ad (1), the 
Government an^ already in possession of a variety r)f suggestions and com- 
ments, and different shades of op>inion have bium re(U‘ived whicli still engage 
the attention of Goveriimenl in order to give tin' stdieine full considt'ratiori. 
l>ut the nec(‘ssity for agidcultural education in tlie )>r()vince st‘ems so very 
great that the agriculturists as a class should no longcu* be allowed to nunain 
in their present stai(‘ of mental pimiiry. Tlnw ado})t at ])rcsi‘nt a system 
of cultivation which is quite* out of date and tin* force- of habit and the 
influence of tradition oblige the^m to cling to it. Tlu* n^sult is that tliey 
are not (‘asily roused to intelleetual activity, and the longen- they remain 
in this states tlie greater hold d(H*s it have upion them and the slower 
are tlndr chances of improvement. Tlu‘ situation is so alarming that pros- 
perity cannot be (^xpectenl among this class of pnop)U' until fr(‘sli life is 
lireathed into it. : The manner in which this may bc‘ done must be l(*ft to tin*, 
callable brains in Your Kxcelleney’s ( JovernuK^nt. 

In a country like Hengal, where the bulk of tlu* liv(^ by 

agricultural pursuits, their material well-b(*ing always depends largely on tlie 
state of the seasons and the outturn of the crops. As the cultivators are 
slow in changing tlieir pres(‘nt aniiquat(*d methods of cultivation, and the 
different kinds of manuring are li'ttle practised and artificial inc^asures 
are little known, the systematic education of these poor agriculturistB 
by practical methods and fr(‘e of cnist is a dire necf'ssity. J his is the 
first thing necessary to rvdvom rural life from ignorance and drudgery. 
It is high time tha/lf labour-saving machinery and other modern imple- 
ments of agriculture sliould reitlacc^ tin* pn^sent antiquattn] methods of 
agriculture practiscMl by these? ignorant pe^ople. d here? is nc) reason, 
except a lack of knowledge among tin* (cultivators, why tin* soil should 
not bo in a bett(?r state of feu’tility. As the agriculturists are 
ignorant of modern scicmtific methods of agriculture, agricultural educa- 
tion may be safely recogiiizccd as a new factor in the marter of exercising an 
ennobling influence in th(?ir liv^c*s and in tin? (‘nriching of their profession. The 
solid strength of a country lies upioii the. substantial increase of its rosources. 
Such practical knowledge of cultivation might tend to do much to yield an 
exuberant return of food-gi*ains all over the agricultural area of the proyinci^, 
wliich I regard, rightly I think, as the eliief need of the people at this critical 
period. What I wish to say is that the. public mind should be made familiar 
with the idea of scientific culture. This should Vie called purely an agricultural 
education for the province, which should be encouraged and fostered l*y 
Government and supported by all classes of the people, in order that hount^- 
OUB harvests by the yielding hands of Providence may be the* order of the 
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day. The differencos of Boil, climate, etc., might not Ije favourable to the 
application of all the principles of h^uropean agriculture ; but something 
should, howev(o', b(} done, and it is gratifying to note that, in spite of the 
existing old iiK'tlnxls of cultivation, the art of cultivation is gaining ground 
slowly. If the people are trained and taught the art of scientific cultivation, 
in th(^ right sense* f)f the meaning, 1 am sure that the industrial and economic 
condition of the cultivators will no longer be in doul)t, and as agriculture is 
considiu-ed to be the staple industry of the country, it will really 

forjii, if fosten^d, a bulwark for British rule based on the hearts of 
the people. As India is almost entirely an agricultural country, the 

people in India should be made thoroughly to understand their subject 

and be taught with regard to it the principles of sound business, 
and the virtues of self-reliance and thrift. 1 venture to make these 
observations, because tlie present situation always fills me with anxiety, 
and I submit to Your Excellency’s broad-minded statesmanship that, 
if agricultural instruction be handled in an enlightened and efficient manner, 
the solution of this problem must m^cessarily conduce to bring economic 
salvation to India and to .add to universal felicitj". 

An (‘ai’ly inauguration of nieasures of reform, with an adequate 

number f)f (*xperts to instruct the cultivators in the knowhalge of improved 
inetlnxls of ])loiighing tlu'ir lands and manuring tlu'ir soil, is urgently called 
for, and such a st(*p forward will form one of the holding landmarks in the 
history of th(‘ province. 'Jliis improv(‘ment, whicJi will nmder tlie condition 
of a portion of the jHmsantry in tlu^ llritish Empire more prosperous and con- 
tended, ]i(*s in Your Excellency’s hands ; and the administrative machinery 
of th(‘- Govc'.rnment, of which Your Excellency is the revered he.ad, will, if 
th(^ imju'oveinent is (‘ffect(H.l, continue to bt^ regarded as the harbinger of 
prosp(‘rity and happiness to thousands of agricultural homes and all the 
noblest aims .and ()l)j(*cts of Oovernment will thus be fulfilled. 

In conclusion, 1 congratul.at(^ Your P]xcellency’s Government on the 
fact that the year under review is a year of prosperity and progress in .almost 
all the branches of administration of Your Excellency’s Government in the 
province.” 

The Hon’blo BABU SURENDRA NATH RAY, said 

G eneral Reina rks. 

“My Lord, the most distinctive fe.ature of th(^ prewnt Budget, like that of 
the Budget of the last year, is the largt* optming bahance mainly due to the 
allotments, recurring and non-recurring, made by the Government of India 
for the purpose of the development of education and better s.anit.ation and 
also the amount assigned on account of Public Works cess being unspent. 
While th.ankful that the resources of the Government of India have been 
found sufficient to enabh* that Government not only to renew this grant but 
also further to increase them in a year of gloomy outlook, we cannot but feel 
that instead of these recurring grants for 8anit.ation and education being 
yearly assigned to the Government of Beng.al by adjustment through the land 
revenue head of account the arrangement l>etween the Government of India 
and of Bengal should be the assignments to the latter Government of certain 
items of income which would be recurring and upon which the Government 
of Bengal could .always look with certainty for meeting the vast expenditure 
of the province in its varied and essential requirements, whether sanitarj^ 
educational or otherwise. 


Secondary Education. 

In my last Budget speech I dwelt on the needs of Secondary Education 
and especially of the aided schools. The resources of the latter are but 
limited. Although it is the recognized principle of Government that the 
grants for high schools must not exceed one-half of the income guaranteed 
from private sources including fees, subscriptions, donations and endowments, 
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it appears that during the financial year 1910-11, while the income from 
private sources was Rs. 14,7^i,916, the amount of Goveriiimmt grant-in-aid 
for aided schools was only Hs. 1,91,983 or only about 13 per cent., while in 
1911-12 it appears that the percentage was but slightlj" increased, viz., to 
14*8 per cent. The statements laid on the table by the Hon’ble Mr. Samman 
in answer to question No. 5 ask(‘d by me at the Council met^ting of the 2()th 
March, 1914, shows that in many cases the grants-in-aid have been increased 
liberally, but what we want to know is wlu'thor or not the increase' has been 
allowed on condition of the school authorities being forced to raise from their 
limited resources an extra amount equivalent to the incri'ast'd grant-in-aid, 
even in cases where the increased grant falls short of the recognized Govern- 
ment share of one-third of the total income. 

Medical College Hostel. 

We are thankful to Government for the provision of five lakhs of rupees 
for a hostel for the (Calcutta Medical College'. On the 4th April last 1 made 
the following observations regarding tlic^ Rudget estimates for 1913-14 : — 

‘ Tht'rc is another matter in this connexion which I ought to mention for 
the consideration of Government. Tlu'n' is, so far as 1 am a wart', at prestmt 
no hostel attached to tlio ( 'aleutta M(‘dical Collegt* exct'pt probal'ly one for 
the military students. Host<‘ls are fjow attaclu'd almost tt) evt'ry Arts 
Colle'gc in tlio provinct'. If tlit're is any class of students who retpiirt' a 
hostel it is the studtuits of the Medical (college. Tht'y havt' not only to 
attend the (.yollege during lecture hours, but havt' to be on duty to atteml to 
the patients of the Mt'dical ('olh'gt' II(»s])ital both during daytimt* anti at night. 
It is therefore a k'gitimate grievance with tlu'in that like tht* studt'uts t)f 
other colleges, they have no proper accommodation.’ 

It is therefore a matter of sincere plt'asure not only to me pt'rsonally but 
I think to most of the non-official members of tht* (amncil that within a year 
of the above remarks, the Govt*riimt'ut havt' made a provision of 5 lakhs of 
rupees which I think will provt' quite sufficient to meet tht* urgency of the 
case, viz., a good hostel for the students of the Calcutta Metlical ('ollege. 

Admission of Students into the Medical College. 

There is however another matter in connection with the ('aleutta 
Medical College which I wish to mt'ntion here. 1 had occasitm to bring this 
matter before (Government not only by my remarks on the Rudgi*t estimates 
of 1913-14 but also by various questions which I put in tiie (Council on more 

than one occasion. It is tlio inadequacy of the j)rovision for nu'dical training 

in the province. In answer to my questions j'ut in this Council on tlu' 1st 
September last tht' Government was pleased to answer that in 11)10, out of 
380 applicants, 123 were admitted to tht' Calcutta Mt'dical ('ollegt*, in 1!)11 
out of 531 applicants 142 were admitted, in 1912 out of 544 aj'])lit?ants, 153 
were admitted, and in 1913 out of 581 tht' same number, viz., 153 students, 

were admitted. I was further told that limitation of admissions was due not 

to paucity of staff' l>ut to the capacity of the laboratorit's and buildings, ))arti- 
cularly the former. Students were admitted to the full number for whom 
practical work could be arranged in the laboratories. In answc'r to a further 
question J was told that (rovernment had at ])resent no proposals under 
consideration for the admission of a larger numlx'r of students in the Medical 
College. If the staff is adc'quate for tlu' purpose of imparting medical educa- 
tion to a larger number of students it seems rather strange that Government 
should year after year turn away nearly three-fourths of the students sirnjdy 
because practical* work in the laboratories could not be cyranged for tln'in. 
The need for a large number of men trained in medical science is admitted 
by everybody. Then* are two private Medical Schools in Calcutta which 
want to be affiliated to the (Calcutta University or rather the passed students 
of which schools want to have a recognized status, but that Iny been so far 
refused. There is no provision in the Budget to help those private medical 
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Schools in any way. In the circumstances one would have naturally 
expected that at least provision for teaching a larger number of students 
would l)e made in the Budget. But nothing has been done. One would have 
naturallj^ expected that the Government who have taken so much pains to pass 
the Bengal Medical Bill should take all steps to give proper medical training 
to a much larger number of students than the limited accommodation in the 
Calcutta Medical College can at present afford. 

The Provincial Executive and Judicial Services, 

We are grateful to Government for increasing the pay of the last 
grade of Munsifs from Rs. 200 to Rs. 250, thus making the initial pay 
of the members of the Provincial Executive and Judicial Services equal. 
Provision has been made in the Budget for residences of Judicial officers 
not only for the year 1914-15 but also for the years 1915-16 and 1916-17. 
The amount is Rs. 50,000 in the first two years and Rs. 36,000 in the 
third year. We hope and trust that the whole of this amount will be 
spent in building residences of Munsifs, for they are a class of officers 
who feel the greatest inconvenience for want of proper residence, specially 
in the rnufassal. I should like tc) make one suggestion with reference to the 
status of the members of the Provincial Executive Service for the considera- 
tion of the Government. It means no extra expenditure but it will give 
contentment to many. At ])resent the members of the Provincial Judicial 
Service an^ divided into Munsifs and Subordinate .ludges. The former draw 
a f)ay of Rs. 200 to Rs. 500, wh(u*eas thf^ latter draw a pay of Rs. 600 to 
Rs. 1,000. Members of the Provincial Executive Service draw a ])ay of 
Rs. 250 to Rs. 800 and are, in w^hatever grade they may be, all known as 
l)(»|)Uty Magistrates. In some distri(,‘t8 senior Deputy Magistrates exercise 
the ])OW(‘,r of an appellate Court in criminal cases. This power is ordinarily 
V(^sted in District Magistrate's. I would simjjy suggest that l)ei)Uty 
Magistrate's drawing a pay of Rs. 500 or Rs. 600 and upwards may, as soon 
as thi'y attain the grade of Rs. 500 or Rs. 600, be vesti'd with sonu^ at least 
of tlu^ ]K)wers of a District Magistrate and be designated ‘ Additional 
Magistrates.’ ''riiis will havi' the effect of not only lessening tht^ heavy 
burden on a District Magistrate but will ])lea8e many senior men in the 
S(>rviee without entailing any additional financial burden upon the State. 
There is much in a name. I think the Government need not await the 
report of the Public Services Commission to carry out the above suggestion. 


Jails, 

There is one item in connection with this subject to which I would like 
to draw the attention of Government. It aj)pears that as regards dietary 
charges in Jails the sanctioned estimate for 1913-14 was Rs. 4,17,500, 
whereas the revised estimate was Rs. 5,67,000. In the Budget for 1914-15 
the amount ])ut down is Rs. 5,00,000. This is no doubt an addition of 
Rs. 82,500 over and above the sanctioned estimate of last year, but it is 
less than the revised (jstimate of last year by Rs. 67,000. This increase of 
Rs. 82,250 is again put down to increase in the price of food-grains and not 
to better quality of food to be supplied to prisoners. 1 think the question 
of supjJy of better food to j^risoners is at present engaging the attention of 
the Government of India, and I need hardly say Your Lordship’s Government 
will see its way to revise the Budget estimates by the light of any recommen- 
dations that may be made hereafter. 


Courts of Law, 

Under the above heading we find in the revised estimate a provision 
of Rs. 4,02,000 in the place of Rs. 2,78,000, and we are told that the revised 
estimate includes provision for fees to counsel in the Barisal Conspiracy 
case. We cannot and ought not to demur to any expenditure incurred by 
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government in political triaU. The Government are quite justified in 
incurring all legitimate expenses or such expenses as it considers legitimate 
In the trial of political cases. But when we find a sum of Us. 4,02,000 pul 
down in the revised estimate iivthe ])lace of Rs. /i, 05, 000 and we are told 
that the revised estimate includes [)rovl8ion for fees to counsel in Damodar 
Diara case, that the Budget includes large provision for fees to counsel with 
reference to past actuals, we are forced to raise our voice against such 
lavish — nay extravagant — expenditure. The case in which expenditure was 
incurred was a case of alluvion anddiluvion, and J think the mufassal pleaders 
can conduct such cases as ably and efiicitmtly as any one else. The 
Government has got a pleader of their own in all districts, and he is g<merally 
one of the ablest pleaders of the place. We cannot understand wh}^ 
this expenditure was incurred in counsel’s ftres when tlu>re was an ai)})eal 
to th(^ High Court and when the other side hatl thi‘ cast? eonductiHl by the 
local pleaders. I think this is also tln^ proper ])lace and pro ;t‘r time in whicli wt^ 
ought to raise our voice in regard to the expenditures by Govtn-nment oT 
Rs. 14,000 in what is known as tlu^ Small Cause C.ourt Bailiff’s case. This is 
the figure supplied to this Council in answer to a (piestion put by me after the 
order of retrial by the High Court. We should lik(^ to know what 
farther sum has been spent since in this cas(^ in order to conqiare th(‘ 
expenditure with the iinj)ortance of th(‘ case. If tlu' Government thought 
it necessary to dcdeiid tln^ accused it could havt> ord(n*ed its own Law GtHcer, 
the Publ ic Prosecutor in the Polic(^ (hnirt, to undtu*takt‘ the task. But to 

engage the services of a counst4 at m;arly tw(uity or thirty times the fet‘ of 

the Public Prosecutor to dtdend an accustMl in a pt4>ty assault case is some- 
thing which passos our coinprehmision. 1 think 1 voice tlie opinion of not 
only the non-official memb(u*s of this (^.ouncil but of the |)ublic gtmerally, 
when 1 say that money spent in this c.ase, has been, t) put it most mildly, 

money not spent in a iiropor way, and t.ln^ publiti did not (*x])e(tt tins 

expenditure from the Govcuuiment whoan^ th(‘. trusted custodians of t he Public 
Exchequer. 


Sam fan/ Board. 

We are thankful to Your Lordsliip’s GovernnHUit for apjiointing two 
non-official mmnl»ers of Your Lordshi])’s (hmncil and a noii-ofhcial European 
gentleman who is (diairman of an important riparian municipality as inenibers 
of the Sanitary Board. We liope Your Lordshiji’s Governmmit will inv(*.st 
the Board with larger jiovvt rs endong, so that not only thc^ uselulness of 
the Board may be incn'ased, but that it may a real helping hand to 
Government in all sanitary questions of tlu^ province.” 

The Hoii’ble Mk. NOU^^IAN McLE()I) said : 

“My Lord, in connection with tln^ items grou})(‘d under the ‘ Mtulical 
head of the Budget and the desire of Government to (establish, in some 
form, an Examining Board with a view to raising the standard of im^dical 
practitioners in this country, 1 liave this morning come into possession of 
some facts, which tend to dispC/l the suggestion made yestm’ilay in thij 
debate on the Medical Bill that Indians of tin; advanced ag(*. of 50 are unable 
or averse to go in for examinations. My authority is a membijr of this 
Council, a distinguished medical man, and I can therefore with confidence 
emphasize what I have already said that if a mc.dical man wishes to exc(d 
in his art and raise himself to a higher standard of efficuency, there is nothing 
to prevent him doing so. Tin* facts ])at before uut arci these : Some yeairs 
ago^ Government, with the laudable d(‘-sire of keeping up the standard of 
men practising in the mufassal and elsewhere, instituted a schemti under 
’‘which men, who had passed out of a certain school, were enabh?d to return to 
their studies, pass examinations and make themselves up-to-date. 1 his has 
been keenly taken advantage of, and at the present moment then; are men 
^t a hospital of ages ranging from 39 years to 60 men who have re-entered on 
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their studiee with a view to passing examinations and thus of bettering 
their medical attainments. Governments all over India are paying away 
money in large sums for the advancement of education. I hope this Govern- 
ment will show a good example, and pay a considerable sum for the purpose 
of making it easier for our medical practitioners of whatever grade to make 
themselves even more useful in the future than in the jiast. We may educate 
our students to bursting point with knowledge, but wliat is the use of it 
unless they have sound bodies, and to that end the best means of f)re8erving 
health and preventing disease is to have in our midst medical men of the 
highest attainments j)oseible.” 


The Hon’ble MAIJLVJ A. K. FAZ-UL-HAQ said 
Muhammadan Education. 

“My Lord. I rise with some regret to take pari in these discussions, for 
I feel that in justice to the duty I owe to my community, I cannot allow 
this Budget to pass unchallenged. 1 know that the, lim'it of time imposed 
renders detailed discussions impossible ; but nevertheless J cannot, by 
adopting an attitude ol silence, subscribe to any jirinciple which would 
justify exfienditure from public funds in utter disregard of the legitimate 
claims of my community. 

My Lord, it is now 12 months, almost to a day, that I raised my voice 
in this Council as a jiroU^st against tlie |.olicy of’ wliittling down the’claims 
of the Mu hamniadaii community in allotmmits of public expenditure^ for the 
furtherance of education in this country. 1 used the language of strong 
comment, and I hoped that Goviirnment would either attemiit a justification 
of their policy or a refutation of tlu! charges I liad brought against them. 
Neitlnu- course was, however, adojited, and 12 luontlis have rolled away 
without effee.tiiig any change for the better, either in the- attitude of the 
officials or the tenijier of the Muhammadan community. It looks as if 
my voice in this (Council died away like a voice in a wulderness, and not 
oven the faintest eelio I'cnetrated the stolid walls of the Government Secre- 
tariat. It may be consonant with official dignity to treat our remarks 
with indifference, but 1 would remind them tha't the only result of this 
attitude has been that my open indictment of Government policy remains 
unanswered to the present day. 

It is true that in presenting the amended Draft Financial Statement 
in Council on the .5th of March, the Hon’ble Mr. Ilornell said that he pro- 
testt'd against any suggestion that the Muhammadans are not getting their 
fair share in the general improvements which the Imperial Grants are enabl- 
ing Government to effect. 1 may tell the llon’ble Member that a dogmatic 
assertion like this, coming even from a head of department, must fail to 
carry conviction utdess it fits the fact, or unless it is backed by acceptable 
argument. Mr. Hornell is new to tlie department and it is a pity that liefore 
he had acquired sufficient grasp of facts to enable liini to judge of cur claims 
in their true perspective, he should have lieen led to identify himself with a 
policy wdiich is o| on to serious criticism. T rati ler look upon the Budget 
allotments in the light of an insult to my community, and I cannot allow this 
protest to pawn unariKwered. 

My l.ord, it will save time if I begin with accepted facts. The 
HoiTbl(> Meinber has himself admitted that beyond an allotment of 2 lakhs 
for the acquisition of certain lands, no sums out of the 52 lakhs assignment 
have boon set apart for spocihcally Muhammadan institutions. I do not think 
it requires much logic to convince anyone that an allotment of 2 out of 52 
lakhs is a somewhat questionable recognition of the growing demands of an 
advancing community But this is not all. Not only is the allotment 
Itself extremelv inadequate, but it is a distinct breach of many a promise held 
out to us by the late Director of Public Instruction and other officials, and is 
in conflict with the spirit of the Government of India Resolution on the subject "" 
of the encouragement of Muhammadan education. It will be within thn ^ 
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recollection of this Council that on the 14th March, 1918, the Hon’hle Nawfib 
Syed Nawab Ali Chowdhury, Khan Bahadur, n^oved a Rt^solution recommend- 
ing the allotment of a substantial sum in Budget provisions in furtherance of 
Wluhammadan education. This Resolution was accepted by Covernment 
without a controversy, and the Hon’ble Mr. Kuchler, replying on behalf of 
Government, gave us the assurance that our claims would not be neLrlcctoil. 
This was followed by my own Resolution of the 4th April, which was also 
accepted by Government, with a promise that sums to be specitically spimt on 
Muhammadan education would be separately shewn in scheines for the 
distribution of Imperial Grants for Kducation. 

All these promises and assurances have practically come to nothing, and 
it is now sought to silence criticism by a rigid frown of official authority. 
Time will not permit a detailed examination of the question in all its 
aspects, but I will refer to only one particular to show how unjustly we are 
beint^ treated — I refer to the question of hostel accommodation for Muham- 
madan students. In the speech already referred to, the Hon’bh^ Mr. Kuchler 
admitted that oneway ‘in which the higher education of M uhammadans can be 
fostered and facilitatcnl is by tlu^ provision of an adequate amount of hostel 
acconiiiKKlation.’ This was on the 18th March, and on 17th March, the 
Hon’bh^ Mr. Kerr stated that a considerabh' proportion of the 10 lakhs grant 
made by the Government of India for the en‘ction of hostels in Calcutta, 
would be d(‘Voted to th(^. provision of hosted accommodation for Muhammadan 
students. Not only has no attempt betm made to ke(*p this j)roniise. but 
this year tlie authorities have gone orn^ ln'tU'r, and havt^ ndraim^d from 
allotting evtm om^ single pic(^ towards Muhammadan hostels in Calcutta. 
We are told that the Baker and Elliott hosbds will be extcuidiHl and that 
Rs. 91,000 lias been set ajiart for this purposes Evtui lH>n* vv(^ are 
being k(^pt on tin' temterhooks of impatiemee, and the story of Rs. i)l,()00 
having been R(‘t apart is b(‘ing re})eat(‘d year aften* yoav, Wr first Inward of this 
Rs. 91,000 in Ml’. Kuclihu-’s spcH^ch on tin* 1 Ith March, 1918 ; it r(‘ap])eared 
in Mr. Kerr’s reply on thol7tli Marcli ; and this yimr it miuM’gt^d out of 
oblivion in Mr. kSamman’s r(*])lv on the 2Stl) February. 1 wondm- how many 
interpellations in Council will b(^ necsssary to dislodge this sum from its 
imprt^gnabh^ ]»ositiou in tlic^ Budged., in ordeu* to be of 8()m(‘ practicjaJ Ixmc'fit 
to Muhammadan st.ude'iits. 

My Lord, I liave beard it said tliat no urgemt case* has betm maeb* out for 
any spe^cific scluMne^s of t*xte>ndeel hostel ae-exxnmodation for Muhammadan 
students. A refutation eif snedi a statennemt rexjulre'S mon‘ tinu^ than I have* 
at my disposal, and I e^an only red’e‘r to ce‘rtain fae*ts wliiedi speak for tlie*m- 
selve^s. The teital numbe*]* of Muhammadan students in the* varieais coll(*,ges in 
Calcutta, including Law and Mexlieu’ne*, come*s up to fhiO. It app(*arH from the 
reply to tlie* epii'.stion by the^ Ilem’ble* Nawab vSye*el Ilossam Haide*r (ffiandhuri, 
Khan Bahadur, that of these only 109 live* in e‘xisting Ge)ve*rnme‘nt hosteds 
and 24 in lieisteds attachexl to private* institutiems. In othe*r wex’ds, as many 
as 527 boys eir nearly 80 per cent, of the^ tedal are* left to shift for theunsedves 
in the precarious scrambler for accommeKlation in the^ une‘onge*nial and 
unsympatlietic envireinmemts of a city like (Calcutta. It is wortliy of not(^ that 
out of the 660 students as many as .521 belong to institutieins roughly within J 
a mile radius of Ceillege Square. No amount of e'xte^nsieins tei the* I>ake*r anel 
Elliott hosteds can bring theses studeuits any re*al redie*f. What is wantex] is a 
well-equipped hostel situated in the viednity of institutions in close* proximity 
to College Squares 

The case of mufassal students is equally l>ae], if not worse. ()ne has 
only to take a rapid survey of the conditions obtaining in the 26 distrie*ts of 
the Presidency to realize how jjressing is tlie* demanel all round for hewtel 
accommcxlation. We* have the^ case's of Burdwan, Mursliidabad, Mielnaporc, 
Nadia and Jessore whe^re there are* abse)lute‘ly nei hostels fe)r colle*ge stude'uts, 
while the accommodation fe)r school studemts is of the most meagre* kind ; 
there are the cases of Dacca, Khulna, Chittagong, Tippera, Rajshahi and 
Pabna where the accommodation for both classes of stuelents is grossly 
.inadequate. In Dacca itself, out of a tejtal of 211 college students there is

hostel accommcxlation for only 54. At Rajshahi out of a total of 149 
students only 28 are living 'in hostels ; in Tippera, there are 62 college 
students for only 16 of whom there is some kind of hostel accommodation. 
It is needless to multiply instances. We are told that only about one lakh 
will be devoted for the improvement and provision of hostel accommodation 
in the mufassal. Are we to understand that little doles out of this one lakh 
allotment distributed pell-mell all over the Presidency will eflect any material 
change in existing conditions, or afford our students any appreciable relief ? 
Lot the Hon’ble Mr. Hornell answer. 

My Lord, while on the subject of expenditure on Muhammadan education 
1 cannot help saying a few words about the Calcutta Madrassa, The affairs 
of this institution badly require looking after. 1 am told there is a Madrassa 
Committee, but the duties of this body seem to comprise anything but the 
act of 8U])erviHion over the affairs of the institution. The question of the 
Principalship of the Madrassa should at once be taken in hand. A sum of 
more than Rs. 1^’^>,()()0 a year is being spent to maintain this post, and 
Muhammadan opinion is practically unanimous that all this money is being 
wasted. I fail to see the propriety of having a European mem’l)er of the 
Indian Educational Service to glorify a post whose duties are of such a 
meagre character. For more than a quarter of a century, the Education 
Department has been playing interesting e.xperiments with this post, although 
the necessity for its maintenance really ceased with the abolition of the 
Colleg(^ classes of the Madrassa. European scholars have been foisted on this 
institution whenever the department seems to have felt a difficulty in making 
suitable i)rovi8ion8 for them (dsewhere. Dr. llmmle was a Sanskrit scholar, 
but the Hindu College would not acccqit him, and he was sent to fill the 
Madrassa sim^cure, and carry on learned researches in Pali and Sanskrit 
arclurology. The present incumbent is a Hebrew scholar, and 1 am told tliat 
his attainments in even homely Urdu are so meagre that he has to talk with 
his Muhammadan subordinates through the medium of an interpreter. It is 
time that these arrangements should l)e terminated, the post abolished, and 
the saving effected devoted to more useful purposes. 

My Lord, I ventured to trespass on the attention of this (yV)unci) with 
iny remarks on. Muhammadan education l)ocau8(^ I am anxious that the 
widest facilities should be given to our studcmts in order that Muhammadan 
education may be put on a par with the needs of the community and the 
country. But I mean no disrespect to the official world when 1 say 
that 1 have grave misgivings if my efforts will bear any practical fruit. 
A\ithin the last 15 months, numerous attempts have been made in various 
sliapes to draw pointed attention to the needs of our students and the neces- 
sity for making suitable provisions in the Budget for specific schemes in 
urtherance of Muhammadan education. But the success which has hitherto 
attended our efforts has beim practically nothing. To our questions in 
Council, enigmatical replies have sometimes been given, and even our success- 
ful resolutions have been either ignored, or condemned to glorify the dusty 
shelves of the Government 8ecretariat. It is seldom that the non-official 
voice can successfully prevail against the official, and even if it does prevail 
it seems to receive tlu' scantiest recognition. I do not know what other non- 
official members think of this, but to me the situation is most discouraging. 
We are in theory the chosen representatives of the people, and to please our 
fancy, we are even in a majority in the Council. But for real effective work 
on belialf of our country, our opinion is of little more value than that of the 
average man in the street. I believe, it was Lord Morley who remarked that 
Indians in agitating for representative institutions were really crying for the 
moon. Well, my Lord, we have perhaps got the moon after all, but our voice in 
the Councils of the Government seems to be as ineffectual as that of the man 
in the mpon. I am disposed to think that our leaders in their eagerness for 
these representative institutions only clutched the shadow but lost the 
substance, and that while we have been crying hoarse for bread, .we have 
been given only stones instead. 
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My Lord, I do not wish to detain this Council any longer. It is time 
that in grappling with the various and coinplicatod prohlems of administration, 
officials should take note of the real tempin’ of tlu^ Muhammadan commu- 
nity. It should not be forgotten that the ^luhammadan community of to-day 
has outgrown tlu' stage ol polirical adolescmioi* and can no longm’l)(‘ nurtur- 
ed on fitful doles of official tav’^our. Wi* have heconu* conscious of our 
rights and privileges, and any indillerenci' to our claims naturally causes 
resentment. And where resmitmmit exists, discontent is hound to follow, 
and it requires the highest statt^smanship to deal with the complex prohlems 
of administration at such crisi^s. The annulnumt of tin' partition deeply 
affected the minds oE the community, and suhseipnmt 1 ‘vents have hardly 
improved the situation.^ I would appis-d to thost^ who havt* had knovvledgi* of 
the state of things in East P>engal imnu‘diat(^ly jireceding th(‘ annuliiKuit to 
testify how loyally the e.oinmunity stood hy (lovm-nnu'nt in tlu' fac(* of influ- 
ences which might havi‘ W(‘aned it from the ])aths of loyalty. 1 would a]>]H‘al 
to Your Excelhmcy’s (lovto-nment to reflect, vvhetlier tlu' i)ledg(‘H held out hy 
the Government of India at the time of tlu^ annulnnmt have l)een faithfully 
kept. I would appeal to the various heads of (h^pai-tnients, in th(‘ nanu^ of 
that sense of justice which is at onc(‘ tin*, hoast and the jiride of ev(u*y Briton, 
to consider whether Muhammadan interests have really Ix^tm receiving du(^ and 
proper att(‘ntion. And lastly, I would apjxxd to Your Excelhmcy in person to 
consider tlnwnattin’ candully and so to shapt* the policy of administration 
as to ensure to us that justice, that fair-play, that (Xjuitable jiarticupation in 
Static patronage, which are tln^ birtlirights of ev(U’y British subject, and 
which are not denied to the most insignificant of tlu^ countless comimmiti(‘s 
which go to make up the heterogemous pojmlation of tln^ British Empire.” 

The llon’ble Dh. NIL KATAN SAIllvAH said 

Edticatioii* 

“ My Lord, I do not think I can btdter utilize tli(‘ few minutes at my 
disposal than hy inviting tlu* attention of this Gouncil to a (iiu^stion to whicli 
public attention has v(U’y prop(*rly bi*(m drawn by tln^ Hon’bb^ Mr. Horne, 11 — 
I mean - cc'rtain educational needs of Calcutta which have not l)e(*n very 
scrupulously attended to eitluu’ by the Corporation or tlu* Ijocal Govc^rnment. 
There does not seem to be any ground for disjiute that tlu* growth and 
organization f)f primary and industrial (Mlucation in tlu* first city of tlu*, 
Emjiire have been left mainly to chaiux*. And if w(^ liav(^ arrivuxl at tlu^ 
rather satisfactory figures of 5I’(> and 26*8 per cent, of boys and girls 
respectively of school-going age actually at sclifiol, it is as much dm* to a 
combination of happy accidents as to any (efforts of thosi* who would ordinarily 
be ex])(^ctcd to forward tlu* caus(^ of education in this city. 

It is regrettable that tlu*, civic conscienct^ of (valcutta has boiui at (^ase sf) 
long in this matter, having actually deluded itself into the beli(T* that (xluca- 
tion is none of its jjrimary concerns. And looking back to the yc^ar 1888, 
we are surprised to find tliat there*, was strong opfiosition even to the inseu-tion 
in th(^ Municipal Act of the jiermissive clause* that now eunj)owers the^ (Jorpor- 
ation to proviele for the proinotiem of jirimary anel t(*chnical exluetatiem. I 
will not detain the Council by entering into an e*xamination of the question 
as to whether primary education of the city population should le^gitimatedy 

be reckoned among the duties of a municipal Cor|u)ration and shoulel 

form a charge on its finance. Suffice it to say that in the countries 
of the West, it is counted one of the^ main responsiliilitie^s of IcKjal bcxlies. 
^^ven if one were to demur to this as a principle, there is another 

point of view — which, however, is nrit without a tinge of selfishness — 
from which the question can be looked at. As my distinguished countryman 
Sir Gurudas Banerji pointed out long ago, education should be widely 

spread in Calcutta, if only to ensure a better appreciation of the , sanitary 
laws and the civic virtues and duties by the people at large. However, as 
the present provision in the Calcutta Municipal Act simply permits and df>es 
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not enjoin it as a duty, the Corporation grant towards the maintenance of 
secondary and primary schools, and schools of industry and art stands at the 
ridiculously low figure of lie. 32,894 ; and the total Educational Budget of 
the Corporation is represented hy some seventy thousand rupees, which is 
made up of^ direct and indirect contributions to educational institutions of 
all kinds. Even apart from this inadequacy of contribution, municipal apathy 
in this matter reflects on the educational progress of the city in quite another 
way. There being no other constituted authority within the city limits of 
Calcutta which can be called upon to assume responsibility, the cause 
of primary education remains a shuttlecock which is bandied by Govern- 
ment to the Corporation and by the Corporation back to the Governmenf 
again. And as a result of this, we find that while even the mufassal towns 
and mufassal local bodies have amjfly reaped the bem'fit of the recent muni- 
ficence of the Imperial Government in the cause of education, Calcutta has to 
remain satisfied with nuxiest doles which it seems to be nobc^y’s concern to 
see expanded. Ev(!n under ordinary circumstances, a mufassal municipality 
is expected to s| end 3'2 per cent, of its local income on education ; and in the 
year 191 2-1 3, the District Boards in Bengal devoted more than 25 per cent, 
of the whole (Expenditure to (Education. If it wer(‘ possible to get 3‘2 per 
cent, of tlie'total Coi-poration revenue for purposes of (Education, we would 
have at our disposal ovfEr thnEo lakhs ol ruptECS, which, coupled with an 
ad(Equate. Gov(Ernment grant, would he suflici(mt to meet the expenses of 
primary (Education, liut if that is not possible to he reahV.CEd, one finds 
no HEason why this city should not emulate in this particular another 
Presidency town which is sonnEtimes looked upon as a rival. Bombay, we 
find, contrihut((s very liberally towards tluE primary education of her pecjple, 
and what is mor(‘, the t'Orjioration tluEHE has all t he responsibility of primary 
education, this ciJiitrol being (Exercised through a mixed committee of eight 
iTK'inbers the ( 'Oiqioration and the GovernnH'nt b(Eing e(|uully r(*pr(Esented. 
k section in the Bombay Municipal Act lays down that tluE municipal 
contribution in any y('ar should not be less than a sum which, added to the 
f(Ee levK'd during that year, would be e(]Ual to double the Government grant. 
In Bombay, in 1907-08, tiu' total (Expend i tun' on primary education from all 
s(iurc(ES was about 2j lakhs, of which 1 J lakhs was found iiy tlni (Jor])oration, 
soventy-thnEc thousand rejiresenting Government contribution. In Calcutta in 
the same year the total exjuEiiditure on primary education was 3|- lakhs, of 
which h'ss than J lakh was met. by the Corporation, a little over one lakh 
being contribut(Ed by Government. 'I'he present efforts of tluE Calcutta 
(Virporation being pnn'Iy voluntary, there is nothing to wonder at in these 
figures. That there is v(«ry great room for improvement in the matter 
of priinary (Education, whicli is in a greatly miserable state at pres(Ent, 
IS admitt(Ed on all hands. And th(E question is one as much of finance 
as of a constituted agency which would thoroughly identify itself with the 
educational interiEsts of Calcutta and hold itsell responsible for the expansion 
of primary (Education. As for funds, it may be pointed out that Calcutta 
18 not being very fairly dealt with by Government as there is no authority 
vyho can make a demand for money. Even in certain official circles this has 
given rise to some disappointment. 

My Lord, I hav(E looked through our Budget statement in vain for any 
special grant for primary education in Calcutta. But let us hope that a 
proportion of the lump education grants from the Imperial Government, 
which are not earmarked in the Budget for any special ] urposo, will be 
devoti'd to the (iause of primary education in Calcutta, a portion of such 
non-recurring all:Etm(>nt being utilized in providing mcidel houses and other 
equipments of prima-y schools in this city. TIke Excise revenue of Calcutta* 
should be placfEil at the disposal of the Corporation for meeting the recuri'ent 
expenditure under the heaii of Primary and Industrial PMucation in the city. 

I am convinced^ that want of adequate funds is not an insurmountable 
difficulty, if the Government and the Corporation can be persuaded to make 
liberal contrihutJonB. lJut the real evil is the want of sense of responsibility 
of the Corporation. And the only remedy seems to lie in vesting the 
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Corporation with full responsibility in tho matter of primary education. As 
the late Sir Charles Allen admirably suggested, Tlie Corporation should 
assume responsibility for primary education of a literary and vocational 
< 5 haracter throughout the city, receiving from Government an annual 
^rant of expanding revenue, sutKcient, when added to the present allotmimt, 
to pay for primary education which should probal)ly im free and compulsory.’' 
I am glad to find that the Corporation has already taken some steps towards 
the attainmemt of this object. But in order that this ol)ject maj" bt' fully 
carried out, it ,will be necessary to make a legislative provision vesting tlu^ 
Corporation with necessary powers. And it is my Ju)])e that sp(>cial amend- 
ment of the Calcutta Municipal Act will be undertaken in this behalf at an 
early date.*’ 

The Hon’ble Mk. HORNELL said : — 

“ Your Pjxcellency, the only real!}" serious attack which has Ixmoi made 
on the Government in connection with the educ;ational estiinatt^s is that 
which is concerned with Muhammadan education. As rt'gards this item 
of our (educational prograiTune we hav(^ Ikmui charg(‘d with a hrc'ach oF faith, 
and a picture has been drawn for the Ixmtdit of this (\)uncil in wliicdi the 

Local Government are n^presmited as radiant with tin' bounty of tlu^ 

Imperial Government but turning a d(‘af (^ar to the needs of thosi^ wliose 
needs are greatest, and Ix^stowing bimtdits u])on those wlio maMl tlnmi 

least. The charge of bnaach of faith n^sts mainly on a crn'tiiin n^solution 

of the Hon’ble Nawab Syed Nawab Ali (diaudhuri which was pay sod on tlu^ 
13th March last. The Hon’bb^ Nawab has ndiu’w^l to tliat resolution, but 
perhaps in onU^v to make* myself quite ch'-ar I may just nqx^at to the ('ouncil 
what exactly happen(‘d on tliat oc(?asion. Th(‘ ri'solution lains as follows : — 

‘ Tlu* Council r(‘commends to the (Jovernor in (’ouiuu’l (u) that a 
substantial sum out of the o<lucational grant of Ks. 7r>, 00, ()()() be 
applied : — 

[t) towards providing b(>tter facilities for th(‘ (Mliutaiaon of Muham- 
nia(Jan boys in existing colh‘ge.s, scdiools and Madrassas, and 
(u) towai’ds starting new educational institutions, with similar 
faciliti(^s, in cenl rt‘s of Muhammadan poi)ulation, and 
(///) that a fair and reasonabh^ amount out of llu' r(MMirring educational 
grant Of Rs. 18,20,000 appropriattx] in that b(‘half.’ 

My predecessor, in accepting tln^ n'solution on Ixdialf of Goviu-ntmuit, 
«aid as follows : — ‘ P\)rtunately th(‘re is no financial obj(^ction to this 
resolution, as the Hon'ble Member has not askcnl for the allotment of any 
specific sum, but has inerely asked for a substaniial contribution fro?n the 
Imperial grant which is being made* for the general purpost^s of (Mlucation. 
Moreover, the resolution, as will be noticed, is coucIkmI in g(*neral terms, and 
these terms are in entire accord with thc^ policy which has b(x‘n laid down by 
the Education Commission in 1881 towards Muhammadan education, and 
which, I take it. has beem consistently followixl by Government (wer sincfi.’ 

Before dealing more specifically with tlu^ attack, I dc^sin^ to mak(< a few 
general observations with reference to the Imperial grants gen(u*ally. In the 
first place, I would remind tho Council that all the Imperial grants liav(' Ix^en 
assigned under specific heads, and their scope more* or less ch^arly (ItdiiH^l. 
In the second place, although the Hon’ble Nawab has relf^rred to these 
grants as munificent, and although of course W(^ are (*xfxioding]y grateful for 
having received them, T think that even In^ will admit that wlnm you come to 
examine any specific grant in the light of the demands wliich are urgent in 
the particular branch of education with which the grant is concerned, 
you will be forced to admit that it goes a very little way indexed. I 
would also wish to emphasize the fact that the ability of the Education Depart- 
ment to take a grant and spend it quickly bears no relation whatever 
to the extent or the urgency of the demand with which the grant is concerned. 
Take, for example, the case of hostels in Calcutta. We all know how 
imperative this demand is, an! hero I will allude briefly to some remarks 
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which fell from the lion’ble Nawab of Dacca, who ftuggested that we took bo 
long in considering our s<;heiiies that sometimes they became addled, and that 
we forgot that tlic object of considering and maturing a scheme was that 
eventually it should result in action. He brought forward, and the Hon’ble 
Maulvi Faz-ul-Haq also alluded to, tlu^ question of the extension of the Baker 
Madrassa hostel. H(^ deplored the fact, and he deplored it rightly, that 
although a sum of Ks. 91,000 has been pi'ovided for some considerable time in 
the Budg('t, this scIkuiic has not 3x4 passed be3^ond the stage of discussion. 
1 d(^plore it also. 1 can only assure the Hon’ble Nawab of Dacca that 
this delay has been most inten8(‘]y galling to all the members of the Education 
Dei)artmeiit who were concerned with the scheme. Perhaps, by way of illus- 
trating th(^ sort of dilhculties which occur geinu’all}' in conn'=*ction with 
building schenn^s in ('alcutta, J may just allude to one or two of the delays 
in coniuxtion with this sedieiiie for the extension of the Baker Hostel. Some- 
thing like this hap; xned. ddie schenn^ was prepared, but it was discovered 
afte r tin; plans bad be(ui drawn up that in orden* to carry out tlu^ design 
it was nec(^ssai*y to (uicroach U])on a lane to the extent of onl3" a few inches^ 
It was a sniall niattcn*, but unfortunately this lane was a public road leading 
to a tliana, and of course this brought in the Commissioner of Police, tho 
Chairman of tln^ ]\Iunicipalit3% and all kinds of people. I have done my best 
to try and push the schen)(' through. 1 have paid 8ev('ral visits myself to the 
sjjot in the early morning and written long memoranda stirring up all the 
authorities conccn-iUMl. 1 am sorry that tlie work has not yet been put in 
hand, but 1 am (juitt^ sure that the 8ehem(‘ which was drawn up was neither 
adcHpiate nor satisfactory, and when we have fully discussed and worked out 
revised and oxtcmdcxl proposals, the community concerned will not, 1 think, bo 
ungrateful. 

Wtdl, in spite of the fact that the ability of the Education Department 
to take a grant and B})end it (juickl}^ b(»ars no relation, as I have said, to the 
(extent or urgency of that d(unand, 1 think that the ( ’ouncil will agree with 
me when I say that it is a veiy bad thing to liav(^ unsptuit balaimi^s left in 
the Biidgf't. If we ki‘i‘p money unspent, esi)ecial]y money allottcxl for capital 
grants, W(^ lay ours(‘lves open to th<* contention that we have got moiv 11101103" 
than W(^ can spmid, and we are of course confroiit(‘d with a quite natural 
reluctaiHX' or imhxd ndusal on the part of tht> kh’naiice 1 )('])a^tment to 
sanction an}" additional funds until we have spent those that we have; got. 

Now as to th(‘ sjiecilic charge, viz., that in allotting th(‘ imperial grants 
wa' have brokim faitli with the Muhammadans, and have treated them with an 
illiberalit3' which tiny do not des(*rv(% 1 have btnm taken S(n’erel3" to task for 
sugg('sting that the Muhaniniadaiis share in the general improveiiKuits which 
w(' have been able or ina3^ bo able to eflix't in stmondaiy or primaiy schools b}’ 
means of tin* Imperial grants. 1 must even now confess that when 1 wrote 
th(} sentence? to which such exception has been takem 1 thought that I had 
scarce^" even’ written an3"thing more harmless. But as a specific instance let 
me take the case of secondaiy schools. The Hon’ble Babu Mahendra Nath 
Ka3" gave the Couiudl yesterday a descri] tion of tlu? very poor condition in 
which a great many of these institutions are owing to lack of funds. 1 entirely 
endorse what the Hon'ble Babu Mahendra Nath Ray said. We have brxm told 
that these secondary schools, to which Muliammadans and Hindus alike resort,, 
an* ill a dej)lorably weak condition owing to lack of funds. Well, what money, 
what additional nHUirring grants have we in hand to ini] rove these conditions ? 
] may j)i‘rha].s remind 3 m)u that as long ago as 1908 a scheme for the imjirove- 
UKuit of secondar}" education in the province of Bengal, as it then was, was 
sre] ared by Sir Archdale Earle and sent u}) to Government. The cost of this 
pclieme amounted to 14 or 15 lakhs. We have received towards the improve- 
ment of secondary education two Imj-erial recurring allotments, one of 1^ lakhs 
and the other of Rs. 2,26,000. The grant for a lakh and a half was specifically 
earmarked and assigned for the improvement of existing schools, and we were 
told distinctly and definitely that the money w'as not to be spent on extending 
secondary education, but on improving it. The assignment of the grai^ of 
Rs. 2,26.000 has not yel been definitely settled. The Insjectors in the various 
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divisions have b(H*n askt'd to eonsider the assigniiieiif of this allotnieiit. I 
adnnt tliat tlie ]\1 iilKmiiiiadaiis liavt* sjjucial elaiiiis. I liavi* fravcdh'd a ^ood 
deal about the Pri'siilency siiK‘(‘ ] joiiii'd. I have setui how rt'al their iuhhIs ai*e, 
eBpecially the lua'd for hostols, and to this I sliall eoiiu' in a inonuuit. 1 liave 
said that the ^rc^it of Hs. has not yt‘t been dtdinitely assigned, but 1 

would ask the (Umneil \vh(‘th('r. should ( *ovi‘rnnient (h‘eidi‘ to allot that ^-rant 
for the iirii)rov(‘inent of the ordinary }l\frh and :\Iiddh‘ Kn.n’lish sehools, to 
which Hindus and Miihaniinadans alikt' r(‘S(»rt, tluw will have acted otlun wist' 
than in a spirit of perfe(;t pfood faith. 1 understand that the' Miihaniinadans 
^nerally consider that it is desirabh' that their boys should n‘Sort in eviu*- 
increasine: numbers to th(‘ ordinary si'condary schools. W t vr it not so. thmv 
would be no basis for th(‘ critleisni with nd*(‘rene(‘ to hostels, whicdi I under- 
staiul refers larLii'ly to tht‘ <|U(‘stion of hostiOs in connection with hiiidi 
schools. 11 that is so, tluni sundy, ^(mthuium. in all fairness, is it an 
outrageous thinn- to havi^ sut^L»*('stt‘d that, whim tin* inoiu^y wt‘ haM‘ in 
hand is totally and absurdly inadequate for tht‘ work wfiiidi wt‘ have 
t(^ do. the first char^i* on what inoiu'y wi‘ havi' now shouhl bt‘ those 
secondary schools which an- o| cm U> Muhaniniadans and Hindus alikt*? 

Ihd'erence has becui inad(‘ to the Madrassa Ihd’orin Scheim*, and to tlu' 
remarks vvliicdi lell from tlu^ lij s ol my ] red(‘ccssor whim, in connection with 
the Resolution to which I havt‘ just r(‘f(*rn‘d, lu' desalt with this mat tin*. 
T quite (mdors(‘ (‘verythinj; wlii(;h th(‘ Hon’bh‘ Nawab Saiyid Xawab Ali 
(diaudhui'i said about tin* extrinno ini} ortanc(‘ of pushiiuj^* forward this scheme 
as soon as jiossiblc’. W ln*n I jom(‘d lieri*, h‘ss than a year an’o. I found a \'(‘ry 
^ri'.at number ol schemes await. in;j^ mt‘, amoncfst them the IMadrassa Rerorm 
Scheme. 1 saw that tln^ introduction of this scdimiK*, of Avhiidi 1 mitin'ly and 
absolutely ap]>rovi*d. would be a matter of V(‘rv .<^ri‘at. ditliculty and complexity, 
and what is mnr(‘. evem to introdiici* it on a small scah‘ vouhl cost a considm*- 
abh‘ sum of mom'v. 1 ha\'<*iilso. as 1 (‘Xplaim*d, l>ccn more' and moia^ inijiresscd 
in the (U)urs(' of (‘vm-y tour I make Avitli the inadeijiiacy and weakm‘ss oftlii^ 
onlinary S(‘C.ondary schools. vShould 1 havi* bemi justifi(*d in advisiiiL!; (iovern- 
iiKuit to hold UP a larii'e amount of tht‘ sums — viu'y small sums — which have 
already Ix'tm allott(‘d to secondary (‘dmtation, in ordm-to linanci* tin* Madrassa 
Reloi’in ScluuiK' wlnm it should Ix' lound | ossibh‘ to introduce it. ? l)o iml let 
me b(‘ misunderstood, d'lie scIk iih' has Ikmui most caiadully considc'red in tin' 
last f(‘AA^ months by Mr. Taylor, tin* speiaal ofli(a'r for ]\]uhammadan (‘ducal ion. 
It is on(‘ of t.he first thiiiLi’s Avhich I ask(‘d him to do. and it is now bcfori* im* 
in d(‘tail. I cannot entxu* into any d(‘(init(‘ umh'rta kimjf on b(‘liair oftlovern- 
numt, but 1 am qiiiti^ sun* that., in tin* cours(‘ of the next few months, 1 shall 
have* my ]>ro] osals ready for tlu‘ introduction of that scheim*, and 1 do not 
despair of bein^ able to su^^(‘st a nutans by which it can be financt'd. 

Now, as to bmiah* (‘du(*ation, tln^ Hon’bh' tin* Nawab Saiyid Nawab 
Ali (diaudhuri has painti'd a picture of a (ommunity whicJi is cryimj^ out. for 
the education of its trirls, and a community which, facts! with an allotmi'iit of 
Rs. 2, M, ()()(), is told that it cannot have nK>r(^ than Rs. 1 (),()()(). VVh ll. W(‘ 
are. by uH^ans of these recurring* rj^i'ants financing* various schemes, such as 
the Urban school schturu^ and the Sadar school sch(*m(^ which wen* worked 
out in the old province of East(*rn Ih'ii^aJ and Assam aft(‘r consultation 
with, and careful consid(>ration by, the F(*niah* Edinxition ( x)mmitt.t*(*, on which 
Muhammadans were represeritisl, and althou|^h I (piiti^ realiz(* that, tlnna* an* 
difficulties which pnwamt tin* MuhammatJans from takiuf^ tin* full ix*m‘flt 
(T these schools, I cannot but fei^l that it is at h*ast fair t^) us to say that 
not only can they profit, but that tln*y an* actually profiting to some (‘xt(‘nt. by 
the introduction of these sch(*m(*s. Only tln^ other day T was in a mufassal 
town w^here there xvas an urban school, and 1 found that no less -than two 
members of the staff, wdio wana* all ladi(‘S, w(‘n*. Muhammadans. Then 
a^ain, the Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid Nawab Ali Ohaudhuri has made no 
mention whatever ol tin* fact that out r>f these additional funds wliich hav(* 
recently been ^iven to us, wa* have appointed an additional Assistant 
Inspectress for the improvement of zenana education in the Rurdw^an and 
Presidency Divisions, and that out of J5 new zenana teach(‘rs who have 
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b('en appointed and financed out of these Imperial grants no less than 8 
are Muhammadan ladies. 

As to primary education, I ventun; here again to suggest, with all due 
def(‘rencc‘, that the Muhammadans shan* in sucli general improvement as we 
have l)een able and may be able to elTect. 1 have l)eeii in many parts of 
the Presidency where the majority of the teachers of primary schools are 
Muhammadans, and what is mon*, in the allotment of some lls. 4,47,000 for 
increasing thi^ pay of teachers in primary schools Muhammadans share 
equally with others. Phe Muhammadans have shared in all the capital grants 
for luiildings and eqiiijunent which have been made during the last few 
years, which hav(^ aggregated b(‘tvveen two and three lakhs of rupees. 

1 now come to the very vexed question of grants for hostels. I am 
afraid it is nt^cessary to go into some detail. 

T1j(' Imiierial allotment concerned is tlie grant of 20j lakhs for the 
construetion of hostels throughout the Presidcuny of Bengal and what is 
known as the Dacca KnclaA^e Scheme. In July last I found that we were 
not making very much progress with the allocation of these grants, and so I 
spent thr(*e or four laborious days in collecting all the demands which had 
uj) to that time b(*('n submitted to nu* and showing them against the grants 
with which they vvcua' concerned. Against this grant 1 found that we had 
re(;eived schtuiu^s for hostcds in various conditions of maturity amounting to a 
sum of 10 lakhs. Obviously, th(^ first thing to do was to gtd Gov^ernment to 
distribiitt* each g’rant which had Ix^en assigned to morc‘ than one ] urpose 
under the vaiuous heads with which it was concc'rned. Having received 
tlu* ordei'S of Govemnnuit assigning lakhs to hostels, all that it 
has been possible for me to do sincu^ then has been to draw up 
a list of tlu^ moia^ matured ]>rojt‘cts and to press for tln^ completion 
of thes(^ scheiiH'S. This list inclu(h*s projects for Muhammadan hostiJs 
which amount to one lakh. If 1 have given the inqiression tliat one 
lakh out of lakhs is the shan^ to which, and to whicli alone, tlii^ 
Muhammadans an' entith'd, 1 desiri' to apologize' for having been misb^ading. 
Tilt' ])osition is simply this : 1 find myst'lf with lakhs to sjiend on college 
and school hostt'ls ; for rt'asons, to the cogt'iuy of which tlie Council is fully 
ali\'e, I consider it to be most desirable that th(' mont'V should bt^ Sjn'ut 
wit h as litth' furtht'r dtday as possible. Local imiuiry witli reference to 
the di'mands had )-reviously bt'eii madt^, and as a result of tliest' intjuirit'S 
ct'i tain ])rojects art' bt'fort' me. As each of thest' projects reaclu'S me in a 
state of comph'tion, I shall tuaisidt'r it carefully, with a vit^w to decuding 
wht't-her it can bt* sent forward to Governnumt to b(> hnanced wholly or in 
y)art. Hut 1 am quitt' willing to considt'r any new' schi'ine for the construc- 
tion of a host('l, wdu'ther it b(^ for Muhammadans or for Hindus, or anyone 
els('. Nor should it be assumed that it wmuld be vain to S('nd up such a 
scheme si'cing that jio funds an^ likely to b(' available. The projects on tlu' 
list abov(' reh'rred to are in various stages of matunty, and over and above 
this capital assignment, some funds — I canm^t say how^ much — wdll bo 
availabh' for construction, for (iovernnu'ut has agi’t'^'d that some amount of 
tlu' annual lmy)erial gn-ant of l\s. I,b2,()()() for hostels may b(' d('-voted 
annually, for tin' j)res(Uit at any rate, to ca])ital contributions. As [ have 
said bc'fore, wt' are (|uit(‘ awar(> of tht' spi'cial deitiand for hostels for 
Muhammadan ])Uj)ils. 1 hav(' noti'd this carefully in all my tours, and only 
the other day at Pangjiur I had a met'ting of tln^ ]•(q)res('ntativ(3S of the 
district and encoui'aged tln'iii to sc'iid foiwvai*d jirojt'cts. We hope, as I have 
said, to do much nn»re for IMuhammadans. But hav(' w'e done so very badly 
for tln'iii in t he ])ast ? In H)13-14 wv y)rovisionally allocaied about 8 lakhs 
ol ru])i'es [or institutions wdiicli w'ere syiecifically Muhammadan, and 1 desire 
U) explain that w hen 1 said that 2 lakhs earmarked for tin' purchase of land 
in Galcutta was tin' only amount wdiich w'as assigned to wdiat I called 
syu'cifically Muhammadan institutions, I w\as not thinking of such institutions 
as hostels for high schools, but of such institutions as wdll be used by 
Muhammadans alone. Evmn so, I wrould ask whether it was quite generous 
to st'ize U])on tlial statimient and to say what yxu'fidy, what faithlessness 
. is this ! This sum of Rs. 2 lakhs is the first contribution towards a scheme 
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wKich will entail very consid(‘ral>le (‘xponditure. It in not the tiiiu‘ now to 
go into the details of the proposal to establish a Muliaininadan Arts ('olloj;!' 
in Calcutta Tvhich has oeeupi(‘d so niiieli of the time of tlu‘ HoiThh* Xawal) 
, Syed Shains-iil-Huda and niyst^lf during the past ft'w months, but this amount 
of 2 lakhs, if spent on tht‘ ac(]uisition of a goixl site, will miable us to nialv(‘ 
the first move towards a gtunu-al reeonstruetion of tlu' Madrassa and the 
establishment of an Arts colh^ge in (kdeutta for Moshun stinhuits. 

As 1 hav(‘ just said, in t we provisionally alloeattal a sum of 

Rs. 8 lakhs lor institutions which W(‘rt‘ s])(‘citically Mnhamniadan. ddiis 
figure includes the sum n{ Rs. 1 lakh, to which 1 hav(‘ ju^t alhuh'd, as 
representing the estimated cost to Government of thos(‘ hostels for Muham- 
madans which are on my pending list. In R)12-1H w(^ allotted l\s. .i.Oo.ehi) 
to Muhammadan hostels and the Moslem Institutt' ; also, as you will 
remember, a sum of Rs. 2,1K),0()0 was assigiUMl to the construction of hostels 
in Calcutta in connection Avith (?ertain aithnl coll(‘ges, one* of the conditions of 
this grant l)eing that 20 per cent, of the seats should l)(‘ res(‘rved for Muham- 
madans. In 1011-12 've allotted a sum of Rs. 1,08,028 for Muhammadan 
hostels. 

So much then for the cast^ against GoV(‘rnm(mt wirli relerence. to 
I^ruhammadaii education. I turn now to oruM)!* two other matt(U‘s. The Ilon’ble 
Raja Hrishik(^sh Laha has madc^ a n'bwcncc^ to th«‘ allotm(U)l of 1 lakh for 
manual instruction. IR* has complaiix'd of its inad(‘(iuacy. Rut that is not 
our fault ; it is the fault of l h(‘ Imp(wial (ioverimHmt which made the al lot immt. 
He has also rc'bu’rcnl to the groat ntu'd, as h(‘ considiu's it., of int roducing into 
all secondary sch(K)ls an clemcuit of manual instruct ion. I should only like to 
say that I endorse (mtirely what he has said, and I rejoi(‘(‘ to find t hat such 
u])-to-date and enli^hteiu‘d vit‘ws should havt* fallen from his lij»s. This 
brings iiK^ to a criticism in (aairn'ction vvit.h what may be callcMl technical 
education. 

Tin* II on bl(> Xawab Syed Hossam Ilaidiu’ (diaudhuri and the Ibai bh* 
Rabu Upeiidra Lai Ray havt^ ]*el(*rr(Ml to various )>]'oje(*ts in (•( )nn(‘ct ion with 
technical education in Kast.ern Rengal. Tlu‘ lloii’bh* Nawab says that tin' 
closing of ci'rtain ‘R’ class(‘s, S]H‘cially thost* in ('onillla, has not been in the 
inttM'csts of the puldic service. ]1(‘ also dejilori's the decri'ase of Rs. til.

sation of (HM’tain t(*chnical stdiools and tln^ omission to provnhle I’unds for 
prcn'incialising the (diittagong ^d*ctoria T(Kdini(;al Scdiool, and, with reb*rence 
to ^Ir. Nathan’s conference at Dacca in n‘gard to industrial ediujation. he 
has asked wh'’th(‘r tlj(‘S(‘ proposals hava*. bfam forgotten. f irst oi’ all. as 
regards the ‘ R ’ class(‘s, I (mtirely agnn* with the criticisms of the Ilon’ble 
Nawab, but unfortunately w<‘ cannot hav(‘ (dass(‘s without jxijiils. The 
class at (domilla was closcul IxTorc* 1 joim‘<l th<‘ (h*) >art.nient . and 1 lirn'e 
since in vc‘stigated thf' circumstanc(‘s in which this was done. Tin* class 
ha 1 coiiK' down to a V(*ry f(‘w pupils. In many cases the (dosing ol 1 , Ik* 

‘ R ’ edass was absolutidy ini‘vitabh‘, sim])ly becaus(‘ no j)upils could be 
found willing to join the class. Them as rega.rds i\I r. Nathan’s ])rojiosals 
lor provincialising technical s(dir>r>ls, I may say that these proj>osals havo* 
not been forgotten. 1 hav(^ \osited nearly evoryoiH' of tfi("S(‘ institutions 
niys(‘lf, but in vif'Av the dcx'elopment that lias taken place in the last 
t wo or thriH^ years, T hav(‘ found it n(‘cessarv in soim* cases to ask for 
lurther inv(‘s( igation. For (*xamph*, when I went down to Lhittagong to 
see th(^ Victoria T(‘chnical Institution whi(!h < R)V(n*nment had de(d<led to 
provincialise, I found that the institution had fauiscM] to exist. Tims tin' 
})ro})osal to provincialise an existing institution had beconu' a j)rf>posal to 
found an industrial school on the ashes of an institution whicdi iiad faih^d. 
In these circumstance's I tliought it df^sirablo to reconsi(h*r the g^meral 
position. 

Technical schools in Eastern Rengal ami elsewhere crinsisi mainly 
of three departments. There are the sub-ov(trsecr classes, siirv^^y 
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claHReR and artiRan claBRce. Idio Rul)-uverR(;or classeR were in a flouriRliing 
coiid.tion a few years ago, hut they an* }iow morihund. In 1909-10 there 
wen* 91 candidates who sat for the Suh-overseer Examination from the five 
technical sclnujs in Eastern Bengal, whih* last year tln*re were only 69 
candidates. In many schools, which 1 have visited lately, the suh-overseer 
class has almost c(*.ased to exist, c.g.. not v(*ry long ago the Eastern Bengal 
and AsKam Government decided to provincialise the Uancrpur Technical 
School in order to j)res(‘rve IIkj Rub-overs(‘er classes which the District 
Board wi're inclined to abolish. Last year there was only one ])Upil. in this 
class, and it seems doubtlul wh(*thei- thei>' will be any at all m^.xt year. The 
survey classes seem to be promising, but tljere was some doubt whether 
th(‘y W(M*e to b(‘ contimuMl in view of tlu^ ]:)roposed founding of a Sarv(*y 
School at (Joniilla. But I should like to say that 1 liave been able to 
establish friiuidly relations with Major Hirst, and I set* no reason why 
tin* survey classt*s in the t(‘chnical schools need in any way clash with 
the Survt^y School at Comilla. Tlw condition of the industrial classes is 
not v(‘ry reassuring. In sonn*- castes 1 havt* examined the* fij.-ures of the 
attendanci* ol thesi; class(*s for the last ttui yt*ars, and 1 find little evidence 
that th(‘ training giv(‘n in them is appn^-ciated. Very few of the artizans 
who art* ptu’suaded to coint* to th(‘se class(*s to leai‘n blacksmith’s Work do 
not, stay Jor tin* wlioh*. courst* and many do not stay for more than a year. 

'J'ht* CJnttagong ('ollt'gt* has bet'ii nH'ntiont*d, as also its tlemand for 
extension. Tlien^ again tht^ ))osition has been gtmerally survt\ved, anti my 
officti is Avorking out the proptisals for t'xtt*nding tlie affiliation grantetl to 
that institution. As rt^gards tlu* ]*rinei])ars houst* at Chittagting tht' 
nion(*y has btum tak(*n out of tht^ JUidgt't. Tin* jii’ovision t)f such a 

house is coniu'ctt'd with a st*rit^s of projxisals for rt*distributing various 

Go\'(‘rnnH'ni buildings in tln^ ])lac(>. Tliis brings nn* to a gtuieral rt'inark 

madt* by tin* Hon’bit* Dr, Sarbadhikari with rt'fert'nce to miifassal collegt^s. 

1 In* Hon bit* tlit*, \ ice-( diancellor t.if tht* Uiii\*('rsity rt‘f(‘ri*(‘d to tlu^ gr(*at 
dt*sii*ability t)f dt‘Vt*lo))ing th(‘.st‘ mufassal collt*ges. I should likt* to say that 
] t'ntii*(*ly agret' with him. At. pr(*stmt we art* in soint* difficulty, l)t'cause 
wt* liavt> no i-t*curring lni])t‘rial grant. whi(*Ii wt* can s))(*nd on tln'st* 
collt*g<*s, and inortMivt*!*, as lu'ganls capital t*X])t*inlItin-(', J may In'i’e r(*inind the 
(Anincil that tht* Tmpt‘rial grant for capital ('Xpt*nditun* tin colh'ges, st'coinlary 
schools and training collt'gt^s is only 7 lakhs, wliiltv tin* scln*ine for the 

impr()\a‘nit'nt of t.ht^ Prt*sitl(*ncy Gollt'gt^ alont* amounts to oxau* IS lakhs. Tlu^ 
•Sanskrit (Jolh'gt* has bt*t*n nn*ntion(*d, and that, too, I hopt.* wt* shall be able to 
inij)rov(> tluring tlu* nt‘Xt ft>w years. The Luii\ t*rsity Institute is one of tht* 
scht'mes whicli has l»et*n hanging fin* for a long time, but it will perhaj-s be 
sonn> comlort to those Htm’bh* M(‘mbt*rs who takt* an interest in that excellent 
institution to know that the declaration for the acquisition of the land Avhich 
is re(]uir(*d has alrt*ady appt‘anHl in tin* Gazette*. The Hon’ble Babu Surendra 
iNatli Banerji has rt*f(*rred to ct*rtain grants of }H*rsonal allowanct^s to 
Principals of col]t‘ges and to lnspt*ctors of Schools. The first of these is 
connected with a ]>roposal which camt* from tin* Government of India in the 
course* of last ytuir to t In* eirect that Principals of certain co]l(:*ges should ree(*ive 
allowances. Tlu* ])roposal is still under the consideration of tlu* Govern- 
ment of India, and I am therefore not in a position to say anything further 
on the subje'ct. Tin* allowance's to Tns])ectors of Schools are connected with 
tin* scheme for compe'iisating certain ojfice*rs in the^ Provincial and the Indian 
Educational Se'rvices for such d(*lay in tlndr promotion as seemed likely to 
occur as tlu* re'sult of the^ holding uj) of certain {proposals for the general 
improve‘nu*nt of the Service pending the ivport of the Public Service 
Commission. 

] am afraid I have left many points out as I have not been able to deal 
with mon* than a few of the points that have been raised by the Hon’ble 
^lembers, but the Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid Nawab Ali Chaudhuri has said that 
the payment in support of local schools under District Boards stands at 
Rs. 2 , 88 , 060 , as against Rs. 14,29,000, the decrease being due to the stoppage 
of the equilibrium grant on the surrender of the Public Works cess to the 
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District Boards. The Hou’hle Nawah asks why the payment of these grants 
should he stopped and suggests that this alleged stoppagt^ will deh'at the 
very object of the Imperial recurring assignment. Tht^ Hoiri)le^Meml>er has 
not understood the position, which is, 1 admit, complicated. Originally I 
understand pounds and ferries were made over to I )istrict BcTards as a source 
of income, certain responsibilities in conin^ction with educational and medical 
matters being assigned to them as sources of (‘xpenditure. Tin* inconn' did 
not increase at tlie same jiace as the t'Xpenditure, hence C(*i‘tain grants were 
given l)y Government, which were calhid (Hpiilibrium grants. 1'liese iHiuili- 
brium grants were resumed when the Ihiblic Works ct'ss was made over to 
District Boards. The sanctioin*d (‘stimaU* of last yvnv amoiiiited to lakhs, 
and the Budget estimate lor 11)14-1.0 amounts to Ks. l\88,oH() only, this reduc- 
tion being due to the resumption ol the equilibrium grants which* amounted, I 
understand, to «a bout 4j lakhs, whereas tin* nnluction is h*ss than lakhs. 
Tin* revised (‘Stimate forlhll-la, which amounts tolls. H. ()()(). includt‘s the 
<*ontril)Utions from Imperial grants which W(‘n* niadt* ov(*r to Distric^t Boai’ds. 
Tlie contributions an* not inclinh'd in tin* bu(lgt*t (*st.iinatt* un(h*r tin* h(‘ad 
' Paynient in support of Local schools,’ because* in the budget (*stimat(^ the 
Imperial grants are shown in lump. 'Fin* figun's which the llon’ble Nawab 
should liave conij)ared w<*re fJj lakhs, namely, the sanctioned I'stimatt* lor 
Ji)i;L14, ('xcluding the Imperial contributions, and Rs. l\8S.,^(;(). th(* Budg(‘t 
t*ntimate for tin* curr(*nt financial y(*ar, in wlii(*h of coiirsi* no Im}>(*rial 
contributions havt* been tak(‘n into account.” 


Tin* llon’ble Ma. Kf:KR said 

^ly Lord, 1 ])roposi‘ iin*rt*ly to say a very lew words i*(‘garding a l\*w 
topics relating to tlio Revenue Department, which havt* lM‘en raistnl by some 
■of the llon’ble iVL'inbm's who have spoken in the course* of this discussion. 

’riie llon'bh* Raja Hrishikesh Laha has thanktHl filov(M*nment for tln^ 
suspensions of land revenue- in Midnaponi, but has expr(*ss(*.d some doubts as 
to wlietln*!* the provision made on this account in tin* budg(*t is suHicitmt. 'rin^ 
luidget figures were based on tlie be^st information wt* could g(‘t, and 1 do not 
know whether the Hon’ble Memlx'r has any grounds for distrusting them. Any- 
how I may explain tliat tin* amount of tin* suspensions do(‘s not (i(*])(*nd in any 
way on tln^ provision mad(* in the budg(*t. I’ln* revenin* in tin* 1 >}overnm(‘nt 
estates in Midnapore, which w(*re affected by the rt‘Ct*nt 1Io<m|s, has bi‘(‘n (ui- 
tirely susp(‘nd(*d for a year, and no coll(*ctions will b<* ma<](* till aft(u- tin* next 
ljarv(*st, whether tin* estimati* madt* in t.ln^ budget is sulheifuif or not. It, is 
impossibh* at prescAiit to say how much of tin* susjx'iidtMl r(‘V(*nin* will lx* 
collected next year, as all depiuids on tin* next harvest. Rut alter t.ln* lilx*i- 
ality which has been shown this y(-ar, the Hon bh* M(unb(*r n(*ed lx* und(*r no 
aj)prehension that Government will show any harshness in r(*alizing tlnm* din‘s 

The H on’bh* Rabii Surendra Nath Ranerji has rais(xl tin* (pK'stion of 
Kanungos. 1 have ve?*y grt*at s^unpathy with what In* said on tlje subjhnu, 
and what is moiv* important, Governm(*nt have* tin* sann^ symj)athy. I am glad 
thei*efore to be able to tell tin* Gouncil that a scheme feu- impi*oving the* pay 
and prospects of Kanungos is in an advancenl stage* of consi(l(*i-at ion, and I 
have ev(*ry hope* that orders will be iKsu(*d in the* next fe*w months. Se) far 
as I can recollect, the impre)vement in pay will not be* quite* so gre*at as ther 
Hon’ble Member suggested, but T think I may say that it will lx* substantial. 

The Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid Hossam Haide*r (Jhaudhuri devottM] a larger 
portion of his spt^ech to the question of agricultural education. This is alto- 
gether too large a question to take up at the fag end of a budg(*t debate, but 
the Hon’ble Nawab’s remarks will receive full ceaisideration. The qiu'stion 
has recently come up in connection with a vo7*y full discussion which took 
place at the recent meeting of the Board of agriculture at Coimbatore. I 
should like in this connection Pj Invite the attention of all members of this 
Council who are interested in agriculture to the proceedings of tin* Roai^d of 
Agriculture. The book, I think, is published fora rupee* and e^ontains m*arly 
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200 cloHely priiitc^d fcKjncap pages. Jt forms a complete record of the activi- 
ties of the Agricultural Departments in the different provinces of India and 
of tlie views of the best autliority as to the lines of progress. I venture to 
suggest that if Hon'ble Members would refer to that publication before 
raising questions ndating to agriculture in this Council or elsewhere, it 
might help our discussion to take a more practical form and lead to more use- 
ful n^sults. 

Several otlno* Hoiri)le Members have touched on the subject of agricul- 
tnn\ but th(‘ nunarks made are for the most part of a general nature and not 
such as to call for any (h‘tailed comment on an occasion like this. 1 may 
fairly otaim that the Imdget shows that Government are fully alive to the im- 
portance of the Agricultural Department in this province. The total provision 
made for agriculture under various heads is over 7 lakhs — a higher figure than 
has ever l^efore been reached.” 

The Hon’l)le NAWAB SYED SHAMS-UL-HUDA said 

“My Lord, Hon’ble Members have dealt with a variety of subjects, some 
strictly relevant and others not so ridevant to the Budget. T do not intend to 
d(‘al with inor(‘ than one or two matters raised in to-day’s discussion. I am 
(‘xtremely obliged to Hon’ble Members who have put forward various sugges- 
tions for the improveimuit of the (h‘partment of sanitation. But whereas I 
welcom(‘ criticism, I must say that so far as the administration of this 
d(‘j)artmt‘nt is concerned, wt* can claim that w(‘ havc^ done all that was possible 
for us to do. We hav(' not bt‘en illil)(‘ral in making grants whmievtT 
opportunitit‘s liavi^ occurred. But our complaint has btnm that local Ixxlies — 
municipaliti(‘S oi* District Boards — hav(^ not com(‘ forward to ask for our 
assistanct^ W(* hav(‘ d(‘parted considerably from th(^ practice of past years. 
Some years ago it was laid down as a definite ])olicy of Gov(*rnm(mt that 
proposals should b(^ confined to wat(‘r-su])p)ly and drainage, that p)roj(‘ctH 
should b(‘ on a larg(‘ scale, that no grant should ordinarily be of less than 
half a lakh, and that tin* general rule should be that one-third of tin* wliole 
cost should b(‘ proviilod by a loan — not less than one-third from other local 
sources including subscri])tions and not more than om^-third from Gov(‘rn- 
ment gi-ant. If anyom^ cares to examine in detail tlu^ grants that w(* have 
made in recent y(*ars, they will find that we have finan(;(*d scluunes which 
were not strictly in connection with water-su])])ly and drainage*, that havt* 
finaiUH'd sonn^ small schtunes, ami sums much wmaller than Bs. 50,000 
have been giv(‘n to various local bodies. It will also be found that we have 
not, confim^d ours(‘lv(‘s to a ))ro})ortion of one-third of the total cost — in some 
cases we hav(^ madt* grants for nion* than half the total amount to Ik* spent — 
but with all this spirit to m(*(d tin* d(‘mands of local btxlif^s we have not be(*n 
able to spend mo]*e than a portion of the money that we had budgetted 
for. I can say this that if we find any scheme that has come u|) to Gov(‘rn- 
n](*nt but is not can*i(‘d through, it will be found that the fault dcx^s lie on the 
side of Government. P]a)])osals havi* also bcnm made for im])rovem(mt and 
reconstitution of the* Sanitaiy Board. 1 cannot (‘X])ress a definitt* o])inion. 
ft is possible that tin* Sanitary Board is ca])abh* of fiirthcu* improvenK*nt, 
but we hav(‘ only very r(*c(‘ntly add(Hl tlire(* non-official memb(u*s to this 
Board, and w(* are waiting to see what new light these members bring 
to the work of this Board, and in the light of any exi)erionce that we may 
gain we may consider the desirability of further imi)rovoment in the 
(‘onstitution of the Board. 

As r(!gards the comjdaint that there is no agency which can properly 
draw up a s(di('me for municipalities or District Boards, all I can say is this 
that i'(*(u'ntly we have framed rules laying down the duties of the Sanitary 
Boards and of the Sanitary Engineer. Under these rules any municipality 
may request a Sanitary Engineer to j)repare a scheme, and for the preparation 
of that scheme a certain sum has to be paid. But as soon as the scheme is 
carried through that amount is refunded. The money is asked because we do 
not want that the Sanitary Engineer should be requisitioned to draw up

schemes which have no chance o£ being carried through, and I think that this 
is a very reasonable safeguard that vvi^ coiihl impose. We havt' strongtlieniHl 
the Sanitaiy Department by the addition of Dc^piity Sanitary t^aumissioners 
and recently we liave jiassed a law requiring municipalities to appoint their own 
Health Officers and Sanitary Insi^t^otors. This is still in an experimental stage 
and wc‘ are awaiting furtlKo* developments. 1 can assure Hon’ble Memlxu-s that' 
we havt* no desire to be stationary, that \vt* have every desire to advance 
with the roqiiireimmts of the time, and that il‘ after a fair 'trial We find that 
something has to b(‘ done, we sliall not be slow in doing it. It has htnui 
sug^^sted that the Sanitary Hoard should be given authority, on their t)wn 
initiativi\ to prepare sehmnes for municipalities and to 'si*e tliat tliey 
are carried through. I do not know what the f(‘eling will bt‘ wlnm that 
is done, and when the Sanitary Hojird biggin to meddle with municipalities l)V 
pushing forward jiroposals which tin* municijialities do not like. 1 aiu 
not quite suiv that the Hon’bh* Menibi‘r who mad ^ tin* sugg(‘stioii sviH 
be thanked for it. \\ (* want that the local b(xlit*s shoulil be left as far as 
(efficiency will ])ermit, unfettiued in tin* t^xercist* of tlnnr disen^tion, amt 
1 must say that so far as sanitary improN'(*ni(‘nts ari'* concerned, wi* ha\'(*. 
occasions to notict* a (l(*sir(* to stand in tin* way ol theist* iinprovennuits t*v(*n 
when liberal grants havi* b(‘en offimxl by ( iov(‘rnnn‘nt. 1 liavi* found a bnding 
among many Municipal C.\)mmisKionHrs that impro\ eimnits of vvat(u--supply 
nn^an furtln*r taxation to tin* pix^ph*, and tliat it is b('lt(*r to get on without 
it instt*ad of having to jiay moin\y for gcxKl drinking wat(‘r. 

It is not (Government that can bring in great sanitary iniprovmnents ; 
these iiiust (h^p(-Mid luitiri'ly on tin* p<‘oph*, and so long as the h'eling exists 
that mutlnu-good water nor good sanitary surrounding an* conducive to health, 
J am afraid any great improvt‘]m*nt is not possibh*. Fhere is a temhuK'v to 
depend a great deal uiion what wt^ call hisniet, and the fei‘ling is ]>robably well 
voiced by tln^ Pi'rsian jxH't, wlio says that you iummI luivto- be afraid of (hxitli, 
for on the day on wliieli death is ordaiinxl nothing will savt* you. and on tin* 
day cjii which it is not ordained nothing can kill you. If that is tin* kind of 
f(‘(^Iing witli which peojih^ look at the (juestion. no f lov<*rnnnmt (*ver Ctan do 
very much, but all that 1 can say to my llon’ble frit‘nds is tliat at the presmit 
tinn* W(* hav(^ plenty of money to spt*nd, and if they will ask tln^ir const i- 
tiKuits to coim* forward with sound schenn^s wiiich are (capable of being 
finanetHl b> (Gov(‘rnm(*nt, it will lx* in no niggardly sjiirit that thoH(* diunands 
will bt* ni(*t. I do not think that I in^ed say more on this subject. 

The iK'xt (piestion to whieJi 1 would mak<^ only a shoi't nderencx^ is the 
qiK'stion of Muliammadan education, as to which a gocnl deal has b(‘on said, 
and in n^gard to which a great deal of buding lias Ixxui shown. The re))ly 
which has been given by niy Mon’bh^ friend Mr. llornell would probalily 
dispose of many of the misappndiensions on the subji^ct, Ixicause I think t hat 
they an* nothing mon*. than misapprehensions. I would only say this : th(*r(* 
is no desire on the part of the Govei-nment to be unsympatlu*tic towai-ds the 
claims of the Muhammadan community, hut it must lx* n‘memb(‘red that tln^ 
question of Muhammadan (*ducation is only a part and parccd of the general 
education of the peo])le of tlie country, and that the demands on the time 
and attention of the Director of J^iblie Instruction are so great that 
with all anxiety to oxamim* thesf* various important questions, In* is not in a 
position to [iroceiid with tin* sam(^ i-apidity as my Ilon’hle, friends would 
wish. I havt^ said that there is evi'ry desin* to encourage Muhammadan 
education, and if my I Ion ’hie friends will only wait and sei* what is done, 
I do not think that they will have reason to lx* so despondimt. 

As n^gards the proposal for an Arts collegt* in (Calcutta, I can t(dl my 
Hon’hle friends that Government work tak(^H time to mature. These* 
schemes liave to pass through various stag(*H. Everything has to be carefully 
considered, everything has to be* provided for, and it is only a few days 
ago that we have beem able to calculate* the cost of the scheme, n^curriug 
and non-recurring, and the accoinniodation that would he necessary, and 
wo hope to [)roeeod with it as early as we can. 
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As regards the question of hostel accommodation in the vicinity of 
College Square, the matter is one of considerable difficulty. The difficulty 
has arisen in this way. There are a number of hostels which are, 
I believe, in course of construction or will shortly be taken up for construc- 
tion. In these hostels provision has biwm made not only for the Hindu 
students but for the Muhammadan studcsnts also. As regards the hostels in 
connection with the^ City College, tln^ Hipon College, the Scottish Churches 
College, and St. Xavier s Colleg*-, we have one-filth of the seats reserv'cd 
for Muhammadan boys. We must hw to what extent the aceommcxlation 
m these hostels IS availed of l)y Muhammadan students and what further 
demand tlnin^ is which Covernment has still to meet. As regards the 
Tresidtmcy College, there is the further question that if a Muhammadan 
college^ IS eBtablish(«l in the Madrassa comj»ound, how many students will 
resort to the Presidency College, and whether there should not be some 
restrictions to the admissions in the Presidency College at least as regards 
studi'iits taking up Art subjects. subjt>etH as to which the new college 
may be affiliaUtd. 01 course there is still the (juestion about acicommodation 
for students of the Law flollege, and of the Medical College. These matters 
are occupying the attention of (iovernmeiit. but before we can make up our 
mind as to the extent ol the acaromniodatiou lu'cessary we have to consider 
the otfect ol th(‘ other scIkuik^s which an* about to lx* carried through. 

As legaids the ^I.adrassa j*eloi*m scheme my HoiLble, friend ojiposite 
lias complaiiuMl that a great deal ol (h*lay lias occurri^d m carrying this 
sclu'uie till ough, and that wt* havi* not. gom* \'ery lar yet. I sympathize with 
my llon’ble friend in his remarks, hut the same difficulty has ariseii here. 
In th(' first place, we had to take advict' and consult different parts of 
the country as to whetlnu' they would hav*' or would not ha\e the 
reformed scheme. In my tours through the Cliittagong, Kajshahi and other 
divisions, 1 consulted the leading Muhammadans as to whether they would 
have tlie reformed or adhere to the iinri'formed course. 'I'lii'n th(*re lias been 
a proposal that in some places we must have lioth. These questions we 
have considered, and now the scheme is l.efore the Director of Pul.lic 
Instruction for further considiu-ation. No doubt it is a difficult subject^ 
and my Hon lile fiiend will also realize that the Director of Public Instruction 
has not readily at his command expert advici* about these matters. There- 
iore, what I say is this : do not lu‘ impatient, give us a chance of doing all 
We can, and il you find in thi' (uid that w'e an' not ii]) to your requirements, 
you can come, forward with as strong an indictment as Vou like. I have 
nothing more to say on the question of Muhammadan education, although 
there is a good deal more which could be said ; but most of the points have 
been met by my Hon’ble friend ;\lr. Hornell, and I think that his 
speeeh has convinceil my llon’ble friemls that, after all. Government are not 
as negligent of Muhammadan inti'rests as they are ajit to think. 

'I’here is only one other point on whicli I would touch, and that is with 
reference to the Registration Hepptment, wliieh has been mentioned by 
tlu^ Hon hie Maulvi Miisliarral Husain. Ih* bitterly eoniplains and is ])repared 
to shed t(‘ars lor tliose officers of tin* Ke^stration* Department who have lost 
a long iieriod of their service for purpos(*s of earning their iiension. One 
may sympathize with the feeling, but I cannot say more on the subject, 
because thi' question is one which is now under the consideration of a 
Royal ( 'omnnssion ; but I may tell my friend that the hardship, if it is a 
hardship, is not a thing which we have created, but as a matter of 
fact what (y)veriimcnt liave done has been as far as possible to remove 
the hardship. IJelore 1905 there were no provisions for any pensions 
loi siib-i egfistrars. Sinct* 1907 they have come under Government pay, 
and their services have been made pensionable. Now the complaint is that 
Government liave not been sufficiently liberal in determining the scale of 
their pensions. Jf it is a question of sympathy, then sympathy is due to the 
hundreds who have retired or would retire before 1915, witliout any pension 
rather than to those few who retire in 1915 with small pensions, the whole 
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Bubject i8 I believe under the consideration of the Public Services t^omnuH- 
sion, and I do not think it is necessar}’^ to say more about it/* 

The Hon’ble SIR WILLIAM DUKE said 

‘‘ My Lord, I am afraid my remarks must be necessarily somewhat diseon- 
nected, for it is left to me to take up all th(^ matters that no one elst* has 
replied to. 

The first subject that I have to mention is tlunt of the Judicual Service. 
Attention has been drawn to the faci that only a single Munsif’s residence has 
been provided in the present Rudget. That is because most of tln^ moiu^y 
available for this year lias lunm taken up to provide' a residiaice for a Judgt\ 
Hut as a matter of fact, in th(> last two yi^ars W(‘ havt^ pia^vuh'd Munsifs 
residences each year. We liav(' during tln^ next four yt^ars a considerable 
amount available under this In^ad of the provincial ecjuipiiHait, aiul 1 l)elit'V(‘ 
we shall be able to make similar st(‘ady if rather slow progress in KUi)plying 
an admitted want. 

Satisfaction has been expresscsl that provision has b(H‘n made for raising 
the pay of tlu^ lowest grade of Munsif’s. 1 would ask nuunbers to ad(>pt an 
attitude of (^xpi^^tation on this sjibj(>ct. 1 mys(‘lf hav(' always contfunplated 
raising the pay of tlu' lowest gradi^ of Munsifs sinc(‘ th(‘ tinu^ wlnuM In* 
Government decided to do it in the case of the Exinaitive S(*rvic(*, and that 
was carried through about thr(‘(> years ago. We thought that probably wliat 
was fair for one s(n-vi(*(‘ would bi‘ fair to the other, and in fact, S(> far as tin* 
]\Iun8ifs are r(H*ruit(.‘d ratluu* older, they have an additional claim. lloW(‘Ver. 
W(' decided first t-o take up th(‘ gi*ading of th(‘ whole S(u*vic(\ Wi^ wen* succi'ss- 
ful in obtaining considi'rabh' advantages for tluun, inasmuch as 1 lu* 
average i)ay has btHUi iiicn^ast'd, and is now higher than that of tin* fhxeculivj' 
S(‘rvdc(\ It is also higlu'r tliaix that of tin* dudicial S(U’\’ic(' in any )>rovinc(* 
in India exca^jit Hihar. In that case th(‘ average ])ay was ])Us1hm1 as tin* main 
argunuuit, and it is ratlnu’ difficult, aft(*r succ(‘ssfully using t,h(‘ .argument of 
th(^ av(U*age pay t o gi^t th(‘ grading of th(‘ whol(‘ s<*rvic(' im])rov(*d, to go ba<‘k 
and ask for a furtluM’ concessi<^n be.causi* one ])articular grad(‘ is under))ald. 
However, my opinion on tin* subj(‘ct has not altinaal, and I have onl>' to say 
that if th(^ High (Joiirt choose' to takf‘ tin* mattiu* up and inakt* out a taast*. 
(lovernnuuit will givi' it the fulh‘st c.onsidcration. 

Till' Hon’ble Nawab of Daciaa madi* an appeal to us to ]*(‘H(u*\'e a I'ertain 
number of vacancii's in the Mialical Gollegi' for Muhammadans with the 
necessary minimum (jualification, that is to say, tlii' Matriculation. For 
many years it. has binm possible to fill all the v^acancies by men with higher 
qualifications, and of course it is viTy desinilile tliat iiH'dical students should 
have as much gimi'ral education as possible.. We havi' hi;ard with pleasuri* 
of the very great advance* in tin*, last few years of Muhammadan ('du(;ation. 
ajid I should have hoped that by now there wf)uld be no want of Muham- 
madan applicants at the Medical (Jolh'ge who have the Intermediate^ Arts 
qualification. I trust that before long there will bi* no lack of such applicants, 
and to my mind that would be by far the more satisfactory solution. Wi* di^sin* 
to see Muhammadans get their fair share of medical education, and, ovm* and 
above that, we really have the necessity for a certain numlx'r of Muham- 
madans in our own Medical Service. We are not getting sufficient of them. 
It is to the interest of Government to do everything possible to push medical 
education amongst them. At the same time, from our point of view, it would 
be much more satisfactory if the men who came forward had tin* projK^r 
standard of education. I would rather therefore wait and see whether we do 
not get the men whom we expect. If however we do not, it is the easi* that 
we have reserved a certain proportion, 20 p)er cent, of vacancies, for men with 
the minimum educational qualifications for provinces where education is 
somewhat less advanced than in Bengal, such as Bihar and Orissa, and if it 
should prove to be unavoidable, perhaps out of that 20 per cent, we may be 
able to reserve some portion for Muhammadans. 
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Tho question of the pay of ministerial officers has been raised by Rai 
Hari Mohan Chandra Ihihadur. I would only remind him that the pay of 
all the ministerial officers in the Presidency was revised between the years 
1910 to l^Ul^ I do not of course assert that tljat should last for all time, 
and that no revision will ever bt^ necessary. It is no doubt the case that the 
prices of tl](" n<^cessiti(*s of lift' still continue to rise, but I do not think that 
the time has com(; for another general r(*vision. 

d'h(^ Hon’hle M(miber has asked for some assistance for an inquiry into 
the number of d(q)endants whom ministerial officers have to support. I am 
afraid that such an inquiry cannot be made by (Tovernment. It will be very 
dilhcult, very uncertain, and ])robably infructuous. Esj^ecially where men are 
m(unb(u-s of joint families, it is imj)ossil)]e to say how many pt^ople they have 
got to su]q)ort, and after all, I think it would hardly l)e our duty to direct 
that th(^ pay should Ix^ dej)end(*nt on the number of people they may have to 
support. It is only really (issential that the pay should be sufficient to 
k(Xip an officer in suitabh‘. circumstances and to enable him to support an 
ordinary family, but if there, ari^ three or four times that number, it is hardly 
possible that the pay should be increased in proportion. 

An(^th(3r [)oint pressed upon us was that subdivisional officers should 
receive som(3 special allowance. So far as I know, amongst the officers of the 
status who an3 usually a])point<3d (o siibdivisicuis, whether they are (h’vilians 
or Pi’ovineial, Hindus or Muhammadans, tlu^ position is very much sought after. 
It carrii3H with it a fro(‘ hous(‘, first class travelling allowance, whether the 
offietM* is ordinarily entitled to first class travi'lling allowance or not, and I am 
bound to say I hav(‘ ne,ver found any want of men anxious for subdivisions. 

The Hon’bh', I>abu Uj^uidra Lai Hay asked us to do something to assure 
the inhabitants of Noakhali as to what tlnnr fate will be. It is impossible 
not to sympathize', very much with tin* stati*. of unciu’taint}^ and anxi(‘ty in 
which the ])eop]e of Noakhali now are, but at the sanu; time I hope that there 
will b(‘ no grave caus(3 foi- appre,li(‘nsion for souk* consi(h*7*abh3 time* to come. 
It. is not llk(3ly that the op^'ration of the erosion of the riv(3r will actually 
attack the town for anotln*)* thnn* or four yc'ars, and it is j)ossibh*, and let us 
hope It is probabh*, that t he riv(‘r may turn back and nevx'r attack lh(3 town at 
all. All I think rb.nn'rnment should do is to be C(*rtain in their own mind what 
nn^asun's they will tak(* if the evil day comt's. and how tlu’y should be carried 
out so as to avoid dislocation as much as possibh*. It would not, I think, be 
advantag<u)us at pn^st^nt, wlnui w(^ an*, quib* uncertain as to wlnqJier Noakhali 
will have to ))o evacuatc'd at all, to (h'signati* some new place as a future 
head-(iuarters of tin* district. I think tin* i)rincij»al t*ffect of such a course 
would be to sot up exb^nsive spt^culalion in land wdiich, if the changci were 
n('V(‘r 1o tak(' ])la.co at all, would lx* regally ruinous. If, th(*refor(3, (iovorn- 
ni(*nt ('\'enlually decid(' that it is iieei^ssary to ])i*ovide a city of n*fuge, it will 
be dont* in ix^asouabh* time but not bt*fore tin* in^cessity really arises. 

Lin* Hon’bh* Mr. Lyon is unfoi*tunat(‘ly indisposed and is not present 
to-day, but In* wished nn* to n'fer to one* or two matters wliich liave been 
mentioiuHl. I am afraid T am unabh* to treat them with tho fulln(*.ss with 
which he would have done, and I can only mention them l)rielly. 

The first is the roads in the Dooai's section of Jalpaiguri, which the 
Horrble Mr. Chaplin has spoken about. All that we have to say in regard to 
tliat. is that on the whole the programme to bo adopted by the Public Works 
r)(*pai’tm(*nt will closely follow the local programme of requirements. We may 
not be able to provide the full amount asked for, but wo do expect to provide 
tin* great (‘r ])ortion in the course of tho next four years, and work will proceed 
rapidly. 

Then as regards tho port of Chittagong, this Government are fully alive 
to the importance of the port of Ghittagong, at any rate to the eastern portion 
of the province. 1 think we have given sufficient proof of that, in that, although 
tin* Government of India subsidy has been cut down, we have ourselves 
provided Rs. Zh.OOO a year for the Port, although we have not in any way 
that direct financial interest in it which the Government of India have. Much 
has been heard in the past of the jealousy wffiich was felt against Chittagong 
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in Calcutta. I think that hardly any feeling of that kind 0]M'ratoH now. I tliink 
the feeling ie that no amount of trade going to Chittagong would ever he 
likely to affect Calcutta, hut 1 think tlu‘rt‘ is a cfutain luke wannness about 
Chittagong in Calcutta, (^alcutta people^ aia* so conctuuuM] with tluur own 
immediate affairs that they are not anxious to have* th“ trouhic' of lookimr aftei- 
business at Chittagong as wtdl. However, lliat is hy thi' way. \V(‘ e\p(>et 
very shortly from (/hittagong the r(‘poi*t' ol Sir h rancis Sj)ring on ins|)(.'c- 

tion which he has rec(‘ntly made, with tlu‘ local vie ws U]K)n it, and when we‘ 
have tliis we shall considc^r what is h(*st to he dont‘ foi* tlu^ Port. 

Cii^ fhe great question of wat(M*wnys also, (JoN ernnuMit- have not h(*en 
idle. Ihey have just now addrt^ssed tht' Covmiinu'nt of India on tin' suhjt'(;t 
of dredgers for tln^ subsidiary wat(‘rways, and tliey an' about lo addn'ss tlnun 
almost immediately on the project for a grand trunk canal which was drawn 
up last year by Mr. Lees. These, 1 think, are th(‘ i)rincipal mattc^rs of d(‘tail 
on which I desired to 8p)eak. 1 wouhl lik(' lo say a ft'W words about the 
gemu’al financial situation. 

Much has been said about the di^sirability of gr(‘at.t'r financial iiuh'piunlenet'. 
ell. we all desire that. I liave n^lmaa'd to it inystdf on ])r(^vious oc;casions, 
and we should feel in a stronger posilion if wc could havt* inon* control over 
our own progress — if we had more iv veilin' in our own hands. At the saint' 
time it is not reasonal»le to n'pri'sent tin* situation as bt'ing worst* than it is. 
nor to ask for what is n^ally iinpossibh*. For inslantu', wt* havt' liad talk tif 
having a (it'licit of ont' crore of rujx't's in our pri'sent Hinlgt't. 'bhat. is a vt'ry 
artificial manner of sp('aking. Oui* ordinary inconit* tin's yt'ar is tlit* saint' as 
our ordinary income lias been, or rather, is apprt'ciably bt'ttt'i* than it has bi't'ii 
for a niimbtu’ ol years. Lasi yt'ar ant] prt‘\'ious yt'ars wt* Jiatl soint* sjiecial 
gifts given to us, anti wtu'e abh' to sjx'iid very litth*. and a cron* remains lo bo 
sjKUit. ]>(H.^aLise Wt* art* sjx'ntling tliat crort* in addititin to our tti’dinary^ 
inc uue, it is hardly a corret't ri'prt'stmtation tif facts to say that wt* are li 
crort> in dt'ficit. Tint rt*al lact is that this yt*ar tin* Ihitlgt't is vt'ry niut'h what 
it lias been befort* with our grtiwing inconit', incrixising at tin* ral.t' of 
soint'thing likt' 10 or I I lakhs a yt*ar, anti tiur ortlinary t'Xjx'inlitu n* tt'inling 
to t*xj)ainl at almost t'xactly tin' saint* rat«*. As a matt(*r of fact tht'i-t* is 
practi(!al t>t|uality. hat tlu*rt* is not, and what wt* slitxiltl liko' to ha\’e, is stimt* 
margin for new tlt'vt'loj int'iit. Our st'ltlt'mt'nl is only tenij tn-aiy, it (*omt'S 
to an end with this year, anti tin* Oovt‘rnmt*nt of Intlia and oiirst'lvt's will ha\a* 
todiscuss what tht> permain*nt st'tth'mt'iit will be. Wh* mayhojit* that wt' shall 
obtain some increast* uinh'rthe ht'ad t>f ‘ Crowing rt'vt'init' As a mattt*r of 
fact, a comparat ivt'ly nnxlt'ratt' increase would jirtibably bt' as mut'h as wt' 
have a right tt) expect. Wt' have tt) rt*mt‘mlx'r that after all tin* Cbivt'rninent 
of India have their own ('xpiuitliturt' to fatx' — vt'ry important t*x}x*nditu rt* — and 
we can hardly t'Xpt'ct it tohantl over all its growing rt'Vt'iiut's to tht' ))rovinct*H; 
and some of tht' expt'ctatitais whit'li art' raist'tl could hartlly lx* nH*t by any 
Government. Phu- instance, tht'rt' is tine point wdiicli I imtitx* s])ecifit;ally, and 
that is the demainl that Govt*riiment slioiild taki' over tin* wlioh' of tin* 
chaukidari expeinl i turt'. 

Tliis has bt't'n olijt'ctt'd to on varitxis dilVcrt*!!! grtxmds, but wdialevt'r 
the grounds be, the point is that Govt'rnmt*nt will havt* to pay. 1 still st'c 
signs of the old itlt;a that Governmt*nt, likti a Fairy Godmother, is able It) 
materialize revenue at any nn)mt‘nt it is ri'qnirt'd for any ])iirpoKc. Ihit 
the fact is that even if the systom of village rating tx*ascs, tht' tax will 
still be paid and the money will hav<‘ to come out of the ptx'kets of the 
people. That is one of several rt'astms why tin* system has not l)ct‘n 
changed. Another reason why I havt; ht'en p(*rsonally t)])])OH«‘tl tt) tin* chaiigr* 
is that people would have to jiay very imndi nnin* tlian tht'v liavt* jiaid. 
At present chaukidari pay is extremely low\ and ont* rt ason is that as I lie 
people assess themselves thej’ naturally Ht*t* to it that it is k(‘pt low. 
But if Government is to take over tin* l)unl(»n, it will have to look imndi 
more closely into the rates of pay tlian it has been tl oing in tin* j.ast and 
will probably have to pay half as much again or even more than that. 
While on that subject, I am bound to say that, although 1 do not deny the 
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juBtice of some of the complaints about chaukidari assessment, I think 
that they are very disheartening when they come from those who press 
for the admission of the people to a larger share in the administration of 
their own affaii^s and especially for the revivification of the village system. 
After all, chaukidari panchayc^ts have been chosen with great care during 
the last few years. They are 8(dected from the best sort of people that 
can be got locally, if not by formal election, at any rate by common consent — 
and it their assessynuits in this petty matttn* of village taxes are as out- 
rageous as they are n^presented to be, what are we to say of the capacity 
of these people? As a matter of fact, 1 do not believe that they are so 
bad. 1 think j)r()bably they sometimes fail in not taking as much out of 
ceiiaiii people as they ought to, and that they take rattier more than they 
should from sonu; who are not in so good a ])Osition to pay. But I think 
that if th(T(‘ is any vitality in village life and the spirit of self-government, 
that s<n-t of thing ought to cun^ itB(‘lf. 

ddie llon’bh' Babu Surendra Kath Banerji dcmianded that Government 
should take ov(U' this charge b(^cauH(‘ he says the ciiargc for “ watch and 

ward ” is one which the Governnumt d(‘frays in all civilized countries. 

W(*ll, 1 think that is going rather far. In tin* first place, it is denying the 
anciimt civilization of India wlien^ the local watch and ward has always 
been a (I ii*e(!t (diarg(" upon the villages. In tht‘ s(*cond jilace, thou^’h tlie 
IIon’bh‘ Mmnber may considm’ this to be of less importance, I. have always 
re(;kon(Ml (drc^at Britain as a part of tln^ civilized world and th(‘n^ tlie 
Borough and (^.iiinty Polici^ ari^ providcnl by local i*atiiig. I do not say that 

what(‘vtu* is gcxKl for Knglaml is good for India, ])Ut I do say that tlnu’e is 

no argil nuuit from English conditions tliat any cliango is n(‘C('ssary in India 
in this resp(*ct. 1 think, liowc^ver, that tin' gn^at point is that W(^ should 
hope that pcuijih' will Ix^como abl(‘ to managi^ tlieii- own affairs. 1 have 
brought the siibji^ct in at this ])oint as showing what (uiormous demands 
are madi^ upon GoverniiK'nt. Probably, if we were to take over the 
chaukidari as a charge upon tln^ g(me7%al no'eniK^s, W(^ should iind within 
a yivar or two that it was (*osting us little shoi’t of a cron^ of i*u]i(M‘s. 
\\ v could of course bear that, if we could obtain r(‘vt>nu(> according to the 
sanguiin^ (*xp('ctations of tin' Hon’ble Kai Ivailha (’haraii Pal Bahadur, 
that is to say, if tlu' (lovcu'nimmt of India gavi^ us all the heads ln‘ wants, 
W(‘ should have about crores more reveniK^ but is anything of tlu^ sort 
n^asonable or ])osslbl(^ ? Bather, as I have said, th(‘ best we can hope for 
is that at tin' end of this year, when we obtain our ^wmsf-permamuit 
settlenumt, we should secun^ soim^ slight im])rov(unent in th(^ ju'esent 
proportion of growing nnumue which may enable us to provide not merely 
for the absolutely necessary expansion in our existing services but may 
leave a little margin for fresh developments. 

My Lord, before I sit down I ought i^erhaps to try to put an end to the 
rather pf^rsistent statement that financially the Presidency of Bengal is 
treated in a different way from the other Presidencies. I have been at the 
head of the Finance Di'partment of this Presidency since its formation, and 
I am unaware of what the ditlerences are in the manner in which we are 
supiposed to be treated, save and except that the jiresent financial settlement 
is, as was inevitable, a temporary one. From next year it will be quasi- 
permanent. Still I do not think that the fact that the settlement is 
temporary has made any difference in the treatment of Bengal. It is also 
of course the case that we have not behind us the same length of tradition 
as the other Presidencies. We have to make our own traditions. 1 do not 
know what there is to comfdain of. The financial rules under which we 
work are exactly the same in all cases, and as far as I know, we are treated 
in financial mattfu’s exactly in the same way as other Presidencies/’ 

The PRESIDENT said 

Gentlemen, I think that evei'y one who wished to speak^on the Budget 
discussion has spoken. It only remains for me to say a few words before we 
adjourn for some time. According to precedent I shall refer not merely to 
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matters dealt with in the Budget but to cither inattcus also. First ul all I thank 
all of you — officials and non-officials alike — for thi‘ help you have given 
tne — help both in b^gislation and in administration. In tin* niattt'r of 
legislation 3 "ou have passed six bills : four of tlii‘se liav(' aln'ady In'c-onu' law 
and two more are awaiting tin* aj)]>roval of tin* (B>v(*rn(»r ( i(*in*r:d t,o become 
law. When we considm* what has Ixmmi doiu* in cohl weather sessions of 
C/Olincil in previous years, 1 beli(*ve we shall find that this output, of h‘gislation 
is quite* U]) to the average. In the matter of a<lminist.ratioii my oifica'rs ha\'e all 
helped me as was tlnM'r duty to ilo, but you, non-official memb(‘i-s. have also 
helpc‘d im*, by asking qU(*stions and by moving or s])(‘akiiig to r(‘solut ions, thus 
drawing the att(*ntion of my colh*agues and mys<*lf iu matters which, in your 
opinion, interest the ix'ojdt' of Bengal for whose W(*llare it is our duty 
tr) work. 

Of tin* Acts which W(‘ havt* passed into law. tin* Sanitary t >ffiee)-'s 
Act introduces a new feat uia* into t he ]>rovincial iinici})al .\(‘t l)y 
providing for the admission of sanitary offic(*rs and ins])e(*t ors in mufnssal 
municipalities; this I hop(* may j)rov(* to bi* an improvem(*nt.

Wi* shall giv(* 
close attention to tin* r(*port, and 1 ho])(‘ wt* shall find that it. will lead to a 
start being madt* very soon on those im])rovements, which C(*rtainly must Ix^ 
effected if (Calcutta is to continue to hold tin* ])rominent, jfiace which she 
at present holds amongst the cities of tin* east. P(*rHonally, I am anxiously 
awaiting another ivport, tin* Rtqjort of the District Administ.rat.nm ( 'onnnittf*e. 
I know that some of you do not (^xp(*ct as much good lesult. as 1 hojx* foi*, 
from the appointment of that CbMnniitte(* ; but both you and I. I am sure, 
realize the importance of g(*in*ral a<l!iiinistration in tin* distru ts, and I b(di(*ve 
that you will rejoicre if th(^ appointm(*nt of the (Jornmittec* i(*ads to some 
of the good which I exi)ect from it. 

T was glad to see how much interest was taken by all Hon’bh* Membiu’s 
in educational matters. After what Mr. Horn(*ll has said to-day, I net^l say 
little about this subject, f would, how(*ver, inention oin* point to whicli 
Mr. Hornell intended to refer, but which (*Hcaj)ed his memory. 1 he Hon bh^ 
the Vice-Chancellor, Dr. Dfdia Prasad Sarbadliikari, y< st(*rday (*xpi:f*ss(Hl a 
desire to know about the fish-market site in northern Calcutta and was doubt- 
ful as to what was being done about securing it for the University. Tln^ site 
has, as a matter of fad. been already acquired l>y Government, and Governmen! 
are prepared to give it over to the University so scx>n as the University shall 
have obtained the sanction of the Government of India rotln^ proposals which 
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it in pnjpanM] ti> luakc for the umo of tliai Kite anil can bliow how it will pr( 
vide, tlie necesnary funds. 1 am undm* the impression that this informatir 
has already heini conveyed to tlie University; hut if there is any point ( 
which rny Hoii’hle friend wishes for fiilliM* information, Government will I 
only too ^lad to do their himt to give it. 1 regret tliat my colleague, tl 
Hon’hh^ Ml’. Lyon.sliould not la* able owing to indisposition to he present to-da; 
Hi' Ijas asked nii* to correct any impr(*ssioii wliich may exist, and I hi‘lie\ 
that such im])ression does exist, that tlie large pending halances out of tl 
Imperial grants indiiaate inability on thi^ part of Governmimt to utilize tlies 
gi’ants. The Nawah Hahadm* oi Hacca for one ex[)ri‘ssed a fear that this W£ 
so. I symjiathize very much with the Nawah Hahadur in his general dislik 
to keeping a large sum of money idle without spending it. iV'rhaps lioth h 
and I — certainly I — would hr richi'r if we had not often thought aliki* on th 
matter; hut he that as it may, I loidhie Members must remember that the?- 
lai-ge grants, For which we are very grateful, Jail Jar s]ioi*t of tin* gi’owin 
demands of this Pri‘siden(;y, and that thei-efore much can* must hi* taken i 
examining the many calls on the ])uhlic purse, so that Governinimt ma 
choose the best and most urgent schemes on wliicli to expend ])uhlic fundi 
It has hi'.en this c.oMsidt‘ration and not any inability to spend the mone 
which has h'd to the halances remaining uns])eiit. 

Another matter in which Mr. Lyon has la'i'ii actively interested is th 
Kurdwan Hood. This Hood a few months ago caiisi^d us siu’ious aiixirt^ 
Thei-e is one result of it over which we all I’ejoice — it showed how willing maii 
ol the j)i.M)p|(‘ of Bengal are to woi-k unselfishly for the good of tlii'ii* fellow 
men. But there w'ei’e other i-esiilts not so ])leasing. Puldic interi st in thei- 
Hoods has to a gre,at extent now di(*d out., luit it may not hi* out of place t 
tell you what the ])resent ])osition is. Three of the districts of the Biiniwa 
Division, viz., Burdwan, Hooghly and Howrah, wei’i* i-(‘stored to theii* iioi’in: 
condition early in the cold weathei*. In tin* thaitai subdivision of the i\lidm 
pon* dist.riiH. r(*lief measures were more ])i*olonged. ( b>lh‘i:t ions of rents wei 
suspended ill the Government estates ; the chaukidari t.ax was I'einitted fi 
three-ijuart.ers of tin* year ; loans on a libei'al scale were given to agricii 
turist.s, and speiu’al ai-rangements wt're made liy tJie Public W'orks Dejiartinei 
to provide work lor all who reijuired it, while grat uitous relief was gix eii t 
th ose unable t.o vvoi'k. ddiese measures prevented dist-i'i'ss Jroni ('Vl 
becoming acute, and the latest, ri'jorts from tin* ari'a are vei’y favoui'abh 
rtieri* is e\'ery hope that il tile (mining si‘ason is a good one. all traces ol th 
lat(* calamity will soon disaj>])ear. 

l\laiiy of you liave shown great interest in tin* means of communicai i< 
whethi'r by rail or by wati*)*, throughout tin* Presidency. Increased pio^ 
perii.y, growing wa'alth and the advance of education will make* t hat, inlerei- 
gi'oAV even more. I leel sure that t.he lloii’ble Mr. Lyon and (Government a 
a whole will do t heir best to meet all reasonable demt'inds in tliis matter. 

1 was also glad to observe* your great inter(*st in sanitation, of which in’ 
colleaguf’ the Hon ble Nawab Syed Shams-ul-Huda lias already spoken. Ii 
this connection I waudd mi'rely say that I hojie you are giving close attentioi 
t o the s(;ientific work in this connection which has been so ably done b; 
Major Fry, by Dr. Bentley and by Major Oli'inesha. 

One point ol general administration, to which I would lik(' to refer, is tin 
complaint that the pay of numial seiwants is not what it ought to be. Tin 
rise in the price of food has undoubt(*dly given good ground for this com 
plaint : that rise has pi’essed hard on many menial servants of Government 
I am not in a position at presmit to say what the recomiiumdations an* whicl 
w(* are making to the Government of India, but you may take iny word for i 
that. (Tovernmeiit an* determined to im])rove the lot of their menial stu’vants. 

We have* heard a good deal about the Police. They are much criticizec 
and their faults have often been ])ointed out. Government do not ])rofes8 thai 
the ])olice are all that they might be ; there is room for improvement 
although tluu'e has been mucli im])rovement and Government hope graduall,^ 
to secure more. But on behalf of Government, as well as of myself, I woulc 
like to say a wmrd in recognition of the j^ervices which have beer

rendered by those of tlu* piilice whose duty ii is to deal witli thosi' criiiies 
which wo believe are jiolitical in nature. W(‘ know how dangerous and 
ditHcuIt it often is lor those otheers to ])erforni their duty, and we admin' the 
way in which, in spite of lieiiig tlimnselves only loo conscious of that dangrr. 
they have j)er8evered in their task. We deplore tlie loss from time to tune 
of the lives of some of our ahh'st and most devottnl otHcers. 1 Ixdieve i hat 
you all here deplore that loss. It is the duty oF (iovei’nmeiit to make provi- 
sion for the de] 3 endants of tliose officM'rs. and ( « o\ i*i*nment. I hope, will alwa\'s 
act up to this n'sponsibility, t hough this is hut a small consolat ion. It. is only 
fj*om time to tinu' t hat tlu' ])ul>lie eomi‘ to know what excelhmt woi'k is doiu* 
by members of the iM)liee loree, and thi'n'Tore I think it is but lair that I, who 
am constantly Ixung reminded of the dangt^rs which lln'st' men run, should 
take this op})ortunity ol puhlicly (expressing my admi]‘at/u)n for llit'ir hra\ ery. 
Speaking at Iximbay on thi‘ liOl h ol ^lai'ch t in* \ leeroy (‘X]n i‘ssed his admi- 
ration lor tlu‘ lu'roKj (jiialith's ol thtese nii'ii, who, as he said. ‘ wit h no watch- 
word on thi'ir li])s hut duly, ha\‘(‘ steadily gont' about tht'ii’ work, carrying, 
as sad (‘xpm-icenci' has provt'd. tlu'ir lives in tln'ir hands.’ Ia*k(‘ t in' X’ic'eroy, 
I hnd surt' that, the day will come whtni it. will lu' r(*c.ogniz(‘d that tliosi' nu'n 
hav(' acted as bravely as any of the military In'roi's of whom we iiav(' so olU'ii 
read. If I W('r(‘ ail Indian I should bt' ])i'()iid t'<> ha\’(‘ tlnisi* men as ni\' 
lellow-countiynu'n. 1 am not an Indian, but as one I’t'spoiisibh' to some 
extmit. lor tine government of India, 1 am jiroud to knou that in the sei-\ ict' 
of (o)V(']-nnK'nt t heia^h i< ' Indians who can show sticli loi-tit.mh' in knowingly 
facing dangi'i* in thi' <'X('CUtion of tlieii* duty, with(»iil any hope of grt‘at 
ri'ward. 

1 now wish to say a li'w words on anothei* matter — the stato ol a Hairs 
which (‘auses this danger to which J hav(' just laderrt'd. S])eaking at 1 tacca 
last summer I said that 1 fear('d that tho iiublic of Ih'iigal hardly r(*alized 
what, a risk some ol tin* young nn'ii of Ih'iigal wi'n* lainning. i\Iuc‘h t.liat 1 
ha^a' h'arned since, mak('.'> iiu* lerl, ('Vt'ii moi-e t han I did t hen, t lu' gra\ it\’ of 
that lask ; and maki's mo (‘\a‘n mori' anxious l.han I thi'ii Avas that all who can 
liel]> by tin'll' inllm'iKJo to h'sseii that risk should do so. ^^)U. the non-olh (;lal 
Indian nn'inlxers of my (^)uncib are. I f('(‘l sun', as anxious as any oin' t.o i)ut 
down ])olitical criiiK* in tin.', inlt'rt'sts ol your oavii ca)nnti*y which you lo\’(‘ so 
wa'lb Tilin' and again you havt' told nn* this, and I bi*ll('V(' you. I belie\'e 
you hat(', as much as I hati', to read tin' as]>(*rsions sonn't.irin's c.ast in 
ignoranc(‘, let us hop(' in misinfornn^l ignoranci'. on Ih'iigal in t h is mat ter. 
Many of you liavc' told iiu' that tin' political situation in l>engal, and I b('lieve 
you, is betti'r than it, was ; thert' is h'ss ill-foeling towards ( b)\a'i-nmen t than 

tln'i’i' once w’as. 1 ]*ojoic(', and you n'joic'c to know' that ; yon ai’(' loth tot.liink 

you ai'(' riglijr.-4'^f> 1)(‘ M.Ti to t hink ; you ar(' hard to convinci', you an' right t.o be 
hard to convince', that any of your fellow-c'ountryun n an' f'a])abh' of act, lug as 
S(ame of ln*r dt't.ractors would havi' us believe that many in liengal would like 
to act. Ikit, g('ntlenn*n, evidence which has Ixnm brought befo]-(‘m(' forces me 
to btHieve, and. I think must forci', however n'luctantly, otiu'rs to believt*, that 
tln're is a small number, a very small numlx'r in ])r(porti(^>n t.o the wdioli' of 
the ]:)opalation of Hcmgal, who are pn^pared to go to extrenu's of ('j-iiru', or t(; 
make otlii'rs go to extn'inos of crime, if (jiily they think tln'y can tln'rt'by do 
liarin to tln^ estaldislii'd riOAon-nmcnt. And there is a sonu'wliat larg('r, but 
still small numl)er of pu'oph' in Bengal — young imm and (‘nthusiasti(! int'n for 
the most part, who, tlirough ignorance, or perhaps I ought rather to say 
through incomplete knowledge, are ready to be h'd l^y thos(' more guilty 
than themselves to go to any length in crime, some in tht' firm belief that 
they ar(' acting nobly. There' is again a numbe r of pf'rsons, actually and 
still more relatively small, who, though ind. prepart'd tht'msf'hms to act, 
yet have a certain sympathy varying no doubt in degrt't' with those' who 
are prepared to commit crimes ; and who may, under pressurt' of some emotion, 
pass out of the one category into the other. Gentlemen, I belie vti that what 
I have said is true. I believe that there is a great risk that some of our boys 
and young men, actuated perhaps even by generous motives, may join one of 
these bands. I do not ask you to accept this merely on my word ; and you 
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cannot have the evidence put before you which I have had put before me. 
All I ask you is to believe that there is evidence enough to make me — and I 
do not think 1 am prejudiced in any way— believe this, for I feel sure that 
there is not otie^ of you who would not admit that if there are any such men 
as I have described, they are not only risking doing much damage to them- 
selves but may also cause much pain to their relations, and certainly are 
doing grave hurt to their fellow-countrymen, for by their action they risk 
delaying the carrying out of reforms which wdll be for the good of their country. 
It is the duty of Government, if they be convinced that there is danger, to 
take such stei)s as they may deem necessary; but I need not dwell on that. 
The real cui e lies in public opinion, and I do appeal most earnestly to you, who 
obviouslj' can afiect public opinion, to take any and every chance wiiich may 
offer itself to guide the young men of your country to look on the future of 
their country in a way less likely to do harm to it than 1 fear may be the case 
if they listen to the persuasions of some persons who are, I believe, at present 
anxious to influence them.

interpose a ])ermaiuuit obstacle to tlu* relief which would otherwise be 
afforded . 

5. It is difficult to estimatiUdje extfuit to which tlu* hofKl-leV(4 at (ihatal 

would be reducjed as a result of tlu* construction of tlu* res('i*voii*s and of the 
subsidiary measures which, as Mr. White* points out, would lx* n'ciuinxl to 
give the (Jossye-Selye HockIs a freer aoc('ss to the Damolar liasin. But it 
will not be unn^asonable to aHsum(' that the high flools which occur on tlu* 
average about once in every five years would never rise above 2>^*0() at 
Ghatal. In such case the value of the benefit, as shown in paragraph 10 of 

Mr. White’s report, would be about Rs. 1, ‘40.000 per annum.

With nddrence to your letter No. f.alT,—/., dated the Ord .Iiiiie, 1002, 
I have tli(‘ honour to forward a copy of a letter No. 1 72 1. dated tlie 2.ard' 
Octolier. 1!I02, from the Honorary Assistant Kngineer. Kdilpur Subdivision, 
to the hximutive Kiigineiu', Northern Dr.ainage and Kmbankment Division. 

2. d he Honorary Assistant Kngineer first of all discusses the sugges- 
tion put forward in paragraph l.d of your letter under reply. He gives 
his lotisons loi b<_‘licving that a scheme lor exj,(Mliting thi^ formation Of a 
(diannel to c induct the spill-water Irom the Degua bimach to tin' lioojmarain 
W'luld lie impracticabh*. Mr. Macomdiy shared this opinion. His remarks 
on the subject will be found in his letter No. 1.371, dated the Hth Ma 3 -, lf»()2 
fi.rwarded with my letter No. 3!) l(). dated the .hth duly, 1!)()2, in paragraph F, 
of whiidi 1 gave the reasons which induced me to agree with his views.’ 
Furtln'i- (■(insideration of the subject has only confirmed the opinion I then 
formed. The objections to the schmne put forward by the Honorary 
Assistant Kngineer ajipoar to me to be pi'rfectlj’ sound ones, and in reply 
to the (luestions asked in paragraph 14 of your h>tter. I can only say that — 

(1) I know of no cxperieno('s which would justify a large expenditure 

upon w'orks so uncertain in tlunr action. 

(2) If the Hegua channel wen* cut. the river would probably not 

keep to it without training works which might be very 

costly. 

(3) The cost of maintenance might be very high and the j.ossible 

benefits most uncertain. 

I am accordingly unable to recommend this alternative as one likely to 
be of any practicable benefit. 

3. Ihe Honorarj’’^ Assistant Engineer next rev'erts to the reservoir 
scheme, and he gives his reasons for believing that the benefits likely to 
accrue from tim control of the Daniodar floods afforded by it would be about 
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14 lakhs of raises. If this estimate is approximately correct, then, I think, 
a strong case exists for the reconsideration of that scheme. If the total 
benefit be put at only half this value, the scheme, if it costs 60 lakhs, 
would still pay a return of nearly 12 per cent, on the outlay. I would! 
therefore, venture to suggest that the project hi- reinvestigated with a 
view to its being undertaken under the provisions of the Sanitary Drainage 
Act. 


NOTE BY D. B. HORN, Esq., CHIEF ENGINEER, BENGAL, 
DATED 3l8T DE(]EMBER, 1902. 

As I anticipated, the seliemo of attempting to assist the Begua to 
scour out its own channel is reported to Im^ impracticable. 1 accept the 
opinion of the ongineors consulted. I simply raised tlu^ possibility with the 
view ol having it discussed. TIh‘ Superintending Engineer revm-ts to the 
reservoir scheme and suggests that, if the Honorai-y Assistant Engineer’s 
estimate of the l)€mefits wliicli are likely to accrue from the control of the 
floods is corn^ct, it should be reinvestigated with a vitnv to its being under- 
taken under the provisions of the Sanitary Drainag(‘ Act. 

Only last wei^k 1 discussc^d this qm^stion of btmefil with tlie Executive 
Engineer and the Honorary Assistant Engim'er, and I am convinced tljat the 
estimate of 7 lakhs, which is giv(>n in paragrai)h 10 of my hotter, is much too 
h^eful. 

Ill my original estimate of H2 lakhs for constructing the dam, I assumed 
that tile crest of the dam might be utilizi^l as an ('scapi^ ; but as this would 
entail a certain amount of risk in the high HockIs, escaix^s would n^qiiired, 
th(n’el)y raising tbo cost of tht‘ dam to about <10 lakhs. Tht' capitalizixl 
value of the maintenance charges (Ks. 50,000 a y^^ar) would amount to 
14 lakhs. Including interest charges during construction and the cost 
of the 8urvi‘y of the areas benefited, I am confident that the total sum to be 
a] 'portioned would not be far short of sixty lakhs ol rupees, ddie area to be 
reclaimed and benefited would not exceed 54,250 acres, so that the av.^ rage 
rate of apportioniiKMit works out to Rs. 110 ])er acre (see paragraph 11 of 
letter). The rat(^ for reclaimed hand would of course be highei-, whereas for 
benefited land the rate would be lower. 

Ev(m with this high rate, it might ])ay if the benefit could be guarantei^d, 
but this is impossible. With the reservoir constructed, the land to be 
benefited would, even in ordinary high floods, be submerged under 7 feet of 
water for four or fivi* days. In extraordinary fhxxls, there would be no 
benefit. Where there is so much uncertainly ms to the beneficial results of 
the scheme, I am decidedly of opinion that further in vcistigation is unnecessary. 
It is very disappointing to me personally that the enquiry should have ended 
so fruitlessly, but it has shown that absoluti^ protection to the flooded area is 
only possible with an expenditure ranging between the limits of ij and 
2 crores of rupees, that partial protection can only be obtained at a cost of 
60 lakhs, and that the partial excavation of the Begua, at a cost of 20 
lakhs, is also considered to be impracticable.

In section 1, paragraph 1 of your letter No. 327T. — /., dated the 16th 
October, 1901, I was directed to enquire and report whether anj^ remedial 
measures, and if so, what measures, could be adopted to mitigate the extent 
of the damage which is frequently caused by the Darnofxlar floods. 

2. This question of remedial measures is one of long standing, and 
before attempting to prescribe a remedy it is necessary first of all to have 
a clear understtoding of the conditions which obtained more than fifty years 
ago. 
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3. The Dairioodar embankmentB at that time were badly aligned and of 
insufficient section ; breaches in both banks were of very frequent occurrence, 
and thereby large tracts of country were subjected to disastrous floods. 
The following {extract from a letter written by the Superintending Engineer 
of the Hurd wan Circle will show how absolutely hopeless the maintenance 
of the embankments had become, and that it was useless to continue 
attempting to uphold a system of embankments which gave no protection to 
the country on either bank : — 

In 1848-49, wlion t)ie annual deHtruction of the enji>ankiiie[itH made many officora think it would be 
bent to remove them altogetlier, when the river DamiMwIar Heeiiied determined in annexing the Banka 
river and forming a junction with it at Hugliupore, when the time certainly had come for Home change 
in the system of operatioriH, a question was started as to whetiier it would not be advisable to secure the 
most valuable and most exposed side of the river, and to take advantage of the conformation of tiie other 
side, which seemed favouralde for the rapid draining off of the Hooiis, by opening it to the Hoods, 
removing the embankments, and limiting the range of tlie land inundaiion t>y a cross embankment 
stretching from the Duinoodar to the Uoopnarain.” 

4. In 1851, a survey was started with cross levels to cover the whole 
country on the right l)ank of the Damoodar up to the Darkessur river, with 
the view of ascertaining if it was feasible to abandon the embankments along 
a portion of the right bank of tlu3 river. 

The remcKlelliiig of the h^ft embankment was in progress in 1852-53, 
when Lieutenant-(%3lonel Ooodwyn, Superintending Engineer, South-Eastern 
Provinces, wrote a long report on the Damoodar embankments, its bed, 
banks, drainage, inundations, etc., in which lie strongly advocated the 
embanking of rivers. 

The reasons advanced by bijn were that tlienj was no cause to suppose 
that the river-l)ed would be raised thereby, but the reverse ; that the 
embankments in process of being remcxlellod were sufficiently strong to resist 
any possible curnnit ; and that the Hood-level would not be raised by the 
permanent retention of the embankments on both banks. 

5. Colonel Carstin, Chief Engineer, held precisely oppfisite views ; 
quoted instances of embanked rivers in Bengal where no damage was done by 
floods ; and gave it as liis opinion that if both banks of the Damoodar were 
abandoned, effects of the floods would not be disastrous, considering the 
immense area which they would have to spill over ; and that even when the 
flood waters did reach the Grand Trunk Koad or the East Indian Railway, 
“they would be so shallow and have so little current that they would cause 
no damage to either.” 

6. For dealing with the Damoalar embankments three distinct pro- 
posals were put forward — 

(1) To abolish the emliankments oii both sides as far as Ampta. 

(2) To abolish a certain length of the riglit embankment, but to retain 

the left one for the protection of Burdwan, the Grand Trunk 
Road, the East Indian Railway, and any possible deterioration 
of the Port of Calcutta. 

(3) To retain l)oth embankments and to force the river to carry all its 

silt into the Hooglily at Falta. 

The Government of Bengal eventually accepted the second proposal, and 
in 1855 orders were issued to the Superintendent of Embankments to remove 
the embankments from Sangat Gollali downwards for a distance of 20 miles. 
Before the flocxl season of 1856 a length of 15i|- miles was removed ; but, 
owing to the absence in Europe of the Superintendent, it was not until the 
cold weather of 1858 that the orders of Government were fully complied 
with. 

7. Prior to the removal of tlie embankments, a Deputy Collector was 
specially deputed in 1864 to make a detailed enquiry as to the state of culti- 
vation in the villages which were likely to be submerged, and to assist him 
in this investigation he was provided with a map on which was marked the 
possible limits of inundation. 


Note.— For the early history of the einbankmeuts consult Selections from the Bengal Hecordo, 
▼olunies XV, XL and I. 
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The Deputy Collector estimated that 762 villages were likely to be 
affected, with an area of 458,956 biglias. Of tliis area, 46,105 bigbas wore 
waste, and 2,044 bighas jungle land — in all 48,149 bighas were not under 
cultivation in 1854. Of this area, tbe Deputy tbdlector estimated tliat 
26,168 bighas would i>e improved by silt brought in by floods, but of tlie land 
under cultivation, he considered that 165,089 bigbas would be injumd ; so 
that of the whole inundated area, 40 per cent, would be rendered more' or 
less unfit for cultivation. 

8. It is to be regretted that a similar enquiry was not made a few 
years after tbe embankments had been removed, as after this lapse of time 
it would have been a useful guide m this enquiry by enabling me to judge 
if there has been any improvement in the cultivation of the floodtjd area. 

Mr. Hobhouse, Collector of Burdwan. made an ins])ection of tbe inun- 
dated area in the cold weather of 1858, but In- was ovid(uitly unaware of tbe 
Deputy Collector’s report, as be stated that bis only means of comparing 
the past and present condition of tbe country wert! tbe result of bis own 
observations. In bis repoi-t is given a list of villages visited, with tlu' area 
found waste in each, and tlie following is a brief summary of tbe result of 
hie inspection : — 

“ That fniiii Sun^ftt Go.'luli to Huiiiimiu a hut not iiiiicii injury lian iKion done hv the* removal 
of the einhanknientK ; that from Hainiinia to llyhnipore a very poat di'ul of injury han Itecn done hv the 
same cause ; that from Kistopore to Kotsimool an imniense deal of injur} lias heen done h\ the flood 
waters let in thronj;h tlie Kistuport* vent-channel us a chief cause, and that tliis injury has Immui added to 
by tin* removal of the enihankmcnts, floods hein^ thus let in, which have added force ami vulinm* to those 
liefore prevailin^^ ; that the injuries done are not, except perhaps in jilaces like the semi-circle ol' uaste 
lan<l, generally of a p ‘rmanont nature, the <‘ondition of the lamJ showing, and the vjllujj»erH usually 
admitting, that cultivation could easily he resumed, and would shortly he restored to its former prosperous 
state, were the different lireaches and verit-channel naimal once closed." 

9. A similar oiiqiiiry waH madt^ by Mr. IJoIiIiouhc in alttn- the 

whole length of 20 miles of the right einliankmmit liatl Ix^on nnnoved. I will 
liere quott^ verhatim the summary of his in V(‘stigations, as I shall havt^ to 
refer to tlumi later when considtn-ing rht^ qnt'stion of a renudy for the 
conditions as they exist to-day : — 

“ On the subject of the 1 )amoodar inundation on the ri#;ht hank, I suppose I shall he exfiected 
to giv(! some sort of summary of my investigations. I think, then, that cominentnng from Is-lovr 
Sangut Golluh, the floods must have entered the hreuidies — Jirnt^ at Itoopshah ; sectmd, jnsi below 
Goitumpore ; t/iird^ hetw’een Jamna and Bang^atehia ; /ourl/t, lictweiMj Baiimnia and iJijulnu ; jijlh^ 
between Hijulna ami Ilurripore ; between Jumdoho and Hylmtpore ; seventh below Niish(*epore, 

and between Jote Dtikhin and Jute Sre<*ruin. VV'herever the main body of the floods iiassed 

through all those breaches, there more or less injury’ has U’cn done on the hank ami inlamJ h\ (he 
sweeping away’ and rotting of crops and the deposit of sand to a greater or less ilepth. In places where 
the Hoods have simply’ waslied lands without any violmit rush of wniter, uml have (hence gently and 
naturally rec* ded after n*sting some two or three days there, to judge by the crops, tlie Hoods have lieen 
beneHcial to the country. Of breach No. 7 there is no iiceeHsity to speak, as an einhunkment is being 
run across it. At breaches 1, 2, 3, b and 8, iiiiich sand has heen deposited near the river hinks, and 
some crops Were probably swept away or rotted inland, but no villages seem to have lieen materially 
injured in the line whicli the floods take tiirough these breaches. At hreaclies 4 ami 0 the greatest 
injuries have been done. Here from one to two miles of length and (juarter of a mile in breadth on the 
river bunks and inland scarcely any crops are to he seen, and sand deposits studded now and then with 
clumps of course grass every' where meet the ey’e, ami the villages of Hijuliia, Bongrani, Kuipore and 
Teandoll, and their cultivation seem to have siilfereil very much destruction of houses, property, and crops 
through breach No. 4, and the villages of Jlyhutporc, Sadeepore, Dcnapore and Balagor, ami their crops 
through breach No. 6. 

“ If I might suggest, I shouhl say that a measure of e<|uity to th<* raiyats and landhohlers on the 
right bank would be to Hil up all the breaches mentioued, so as to hririg tluuri to the levels of the river 
banks on either side of them ; and thus perhaps when all the right hank is overtojifKicl by’ the HoimI, there 
might lie a general and eipial spill over the wdiole country' instead of those partial rushes of Hood water at 
eight breaches over some tliirty-six miles of river hanks ; hut even if this result could not thus he obtained, 
at least the Hlliiig up of the breaches would satisfy the minds of people, who now' remark that whilst cesses 
to maintain their eiiibunkmeiits are included in their jiimnias, and the Government receives a y’early sum 
of Rs. 65,000 to muirTtain tliein,'^ ttiey are not only not niuintaiiied, hut are removed, and even the breaches 
in the natural bunks are now never repaired." 

10. In the ooki weather of 1861, an uncovenanted Deputy Collector, 
Mr. donee, made an inepeotion of the Burdwan district, particularly from 
Kotsimool to Tundool, and reported that the prevailing featum testifying to 
the damage done by the removal of the embankment was tlie immense 
quantity of waste land to be mot with ; and although these lands are too far 
from the river to be covered with sand, yet the goexi soil appears to have 


* Note.— G overnment does not receive a yearly sum u£ Rs. 56^000 to maintain the embankmenta. 
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been washed away by the force of the current. He also instances two fact* 
to show the damage which must be done to lands subjected to floods suet 
as last year — 

{{) At Suboldoho and Boro there were 10 to 12 feet of water over the 
lands, as corroborated by the marks on trees. 

(«Y) At Kamalghurree and two or three other places, the people an 
migrating. 

The Collector of Burdwan (not Mr. Hobhouse, I understand"' from a 
perusal f»f this report observed that whatever indirect advantages may have 
been derived from abandoning the embankments, the direct results have been 
almost complete ruin to the cultivators, whose lands are situated along the 
banks of the Darnoodar. 

11. In the Hoogbly district a personal inspection was made by the 
Collector from Shahpore to Dihi Borsoot. It was noted that for a mile or 
two on the right bank the crops were gocxl ; that the land had been enriched 
by silt deposit. Beyond this a tract from 2 to 2^ miles in width had been 
much injur(M]. In this tract, i\w Collector gathered, there was 12 feet of 
water, and notwithstanding its wide expanse, the current was strong, “ up- 
rooting trees, destroying liouses, leaving in places a considerable body of 
sand, and otluo-wiso devastating a large tract of country, which was covered 
with coarse grass over the greater portion and used as grazing-ground for 
the ]mblic.” 

12. Tlie Bengal Government was evidently not satisfied with the reports 
above referred to regarding the state of the country after the floods, as 
Lieutenant Garnault, k.k., was deputed to make an enquiry during the cold- 
weather season of 1862. Tliat officer made a rough survey of the waste lands 
in th(} Burdwan district ; but, unfortunately, 1 have not beem able to obtain 
a coi)y of it. The gen(‘ral result of the enquiry was that there were 21,271 
bighas lying waste in 18(12-63, against 18,820 bighas in 1858-59 and 16,668 
high as as estimated in 185d. 

The increase of 2,151 bighas since 1858-59 Lieutenant Garnault attribut- 
ed to two causes : — 

1st — There was much more waste at Srikistopore, and 
2ndly — that then* was a quantity of land lying waste at the time of 
tlie enquiry, which in ordinary years would be cultivated. 

Mr. Jones’s estimate of the wast(‘ land from Sangat Gollah to Kotsimool, 
which at the time was evidently considered excessive, was only about 4 
per cent, in excess of Lieutenant Garnault’s. 

Lieutenant Garnault sums up the whole of his enquiry in the Burdwan 
district (he did not inspect the Hooghly district) in the following words : — 

“Tlmt u quaiitit} of laud lian Ut*t*u put out of cultivation there in no doubt ; that u ^reat 

quantity more Iiuh been untitted for rice cultivation, but Htill able to produce ecpially lucrative crops of rjbi 
there is alao no doubt ; but it bun yet to he proved timt the greater produce on Home lands on account of 
the alluvial deposit from the Hpill watern of the Darnoodar does not compensate for the loss wliich has 
been Huntainod l>y portiorm which have iKHm laid entirely waste. For my own part I am niclined to 
think tliat if tlie wliole of the landn yubject to tlie AochIh belonged to one individual, he would find no 
docrcuHe in tlie income derived from the produce of the land.” 

13. The final orders* of the Bengal Government on this very important 
question were as follows : — 

“ On a careful couHideration of the subject, tbe Lieutenant-Governor is of opiuiou that the removal of 
the ernbankmontH on the right hank of the Darnoodar lias l)een a jiidiciouR measure, the work has been 
carried out with skill and judgment, and the results accord closely with the expectations formed when it 
was first authorized in 1856. Wliatever partial damage may have l>een sustained by the natural action of 
the river, now that it is no longer attempted to confine the flood waters within artificial limits, it is not to 
lie compared witli tlie injury and devastation formerly produced by the suddeu and violent irruption of the 
rivei bursting its embankments, while the general fertility of the area subject to Inundation has l>een 
greatly increased. But while arriving at this conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor is not unmindful of the 
fact that a certain extent of country in the immediate vicinity of the breaches that have occurred has 
been injured, and that a sense of insecurity still prevails among the raiyats from the uncertainty of the 
action of the river on its hank. His Honour is, therefore, of opinion that some practical measure should 
be devised to utilize the flood waters of the Darnoodar, to give confidence to the raiyats, and, if possible, to 
reclaim the land which is now uncultivated.*'

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14. These final orders may lie considered to conclude what may he 
termed the first stage of the proceedings connected witli th(> regulation 
of the flooils in the Damoodar rivm-. I will now [iroceed to static hrieily tii(‘ 
result oI tlie investigations which were inail(' vvitli tlie view of (‘stahlisliing 
reservoirs in the upper sections of the Danioodar and Ifarakur rivers. 

\h. In one of the appendices to this repcirt will hi* found extracts from 
the notes of my inspection of the inundated country. They may he con- 
siden^d somewhat lengthy ; but I vtuitun^ to think they will he found ustdul 
should further enquiry he considered necessary. I was unahle to obtain any 
information as to the present state of cultivation, so 1 decided to sen* with my 
own (‘yes as large an area of the Hooded (country as possihl(‘, hidore 
attemj ting to suggest any remedy for its improvement. In a suhse(]U(‘nt 
paragraph of this rej)ort I will attempt to (‘ontrast the state of cultivation, as 
it is to-day, with what it was in the cold season of 1851). 

16. In the (^old weather of 186^^, Lieutenant (larnault explon'd tin* 
up[)er jjortion of the Damoodar river, and select(‘d four sites for n^servoirs, 
oiK^ in (?ach of the following rivers, viz., the (Jurhee, Haliaroo. Ihikaroo, and 
Konaree. He estimated that th(‘S(' four reservoirs would lowtu' tln^ lUxul- 
l(‘V('l of the hldilpur gauge by one foot ; and altluiugh tht\v would not Ix^ 
sufficient to save entirely the(‘ounlry on the west of the Damoodar from 
inundation, still with this reduction of lev(d half of tlu^ Hoeds h(4wt‘tm 1851) 
and 186d wxaild have passed to the sea without doing any damagt', and tin' 
danger caused by th(‘ remaindtu* would hav(' h(HUi gn^atly alh^viatiul. 

17. ddie following were tln^ Li(Uit(*nant-Dov(U*n')r’s ordc’rs on tin* 
r(‘p()rt : —

vi(‘w of discussing sit('s suitable for “ n^servoirs to ke(‘p liack tlu' inundating 
ilools and store th(‘ ("Xc(‘ss watiT for futun*. use (*itln‘r lo irrigatt; mughhour- 
ing land or incnb'ise tln^ availahl(‘ Hood of tin* lowin’ Danioalar during the dry 
season, and thus form a sourca^ oF supply for (finals.” 

The result of this emjuiry was that fourteen additional sit(‘s w(^n^ 
discoveriKl more or h‘ss suitahh‘. for reservoirs. 

li). About this time Mi^ssrs. S(djill(T. P(‘t(‘rson, and tJoodenough applied 
for a concession for c )nstructing a navigahh* canal, hetwecui tlj(‘ Uaniganj 
coalfields and the Hooghly, as an alternative route to th(^ Last Indian Rail- 
way, which was re})orted to Ix^ uiiabh^ to d(^al with the rapidly-incn^asing coal 
trade. Tln^ Orissa famine was also in progress, and it was no doubt these* 
two new factors vvliicli promi»t(xl the Govn^rnment of Bengal, in nqjorting the 
n^sult of Lieutenant H(^y wood’s (inquiry to the Gov(‘rnnunit of India, to 
recommend that a commencement be made with siudi of tlie reservoirs as 
present the greatest facilitic^s, and can be (ixecutcul at a modiiratc* oost, more 
especially as the (Hiicd’ Engin(*(^r has pointed out tin* absolute necessity for 
some water being stored in (connection with the proposcxl canals from tin* 
Damoodar now under consideration. 

For this purpose three sitccs in the Damoo lar and two in tin* Barakar 
rivmr were recommendixl for seb'ction, (especially as tine water stored thenein, 
calculated at 17,500 million cubic fei^t, would, when In id back, not only 
exercise a most perctqitibkc effect on the Hoods, but also lx* immediately 
reproductive in supplying the canal from Uaniganj to (Calcutta at a timi* wln*n 
there would be little or norn* availabh; in the riv(*r. The Lieiitimant- 
Governor also stated that he was all tin* mon* anxious to s<x‘ this expeniment 
tried, as the fl(3ods of the Damoodar are still a sulqhml of great difficulty, 
which the measures hitherto adopted cannot \)0 said t<j hav(^ practically sidvaxl. 
««#««« 

In the same letter the Lieutenant-Governor, therefore, proposed to have 
the survey and estimates made for tine n^servoirs as forming a necessary 
adjunct to the canal project, and at the same time offering an opportunity of 
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testing to a not unimportant extent, and without additional expense, the 
principle of restraining th(^ flocnls. 

20. In April 1870, plans and estimates for the Damoodar Canal, revised 
agreeably to iJk^ instructions conveyed by the Governor General in (.’ouncil, 
weni resubmitted to the Government of India, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
exj)ressed a liope that the estimates would now be deemed sufficiently 
coinplet(^ to admit of their l^eing forwarded to the Secretary of Stat(* for 
sanction. 

21. Tlie Government of India forwarded the plans and (\sti mates to 
tli(‘ Secretary of State in dune, and informed the Hengal GovermiHUit of 
tli(^ fact. They also requested that expenditure on preliminary o})erations at 
tli(^ liead works might b(‘ susj)end(‘d, as Ilis Excelhmcy the Goveriioi* (buuu-al, 
notwithstanding the strong rcaaannKmdatifm in favour of tlu^ scIkuik* of His 
Honour, and of various offictu-s consulted, was not satisfied that tin* Govern- 
mimt in carrying it fuit would b(‘ S(‘eure(l from financial loss, owing to th(UH‘ 
being no c(‘rtainty that the ])t‘o])l(^ would take the water rt^gularly. 

1di(> Secn^tary of State*, in bis Despatch of November 1870, wroti* as 
follows : — 

I cauriot Uiink, tla rt'fdn*, lliat the sclioinc ii!i<J<*r cotiHi.lt'ratio i CDiild he procecflt*il w ith iiiiimaliatcl}’ 
without nak H(‘nou8 linaiic-iul ]()Hh. I |oiii in opmioii \\itli your ExccUcmicn that it nmII ho winiu- to 
wait until itl»Kcrvation of llio irii;LCali'Ui an*l naxi^ution vsorkK in opciation in tlio Midnapon- and thitlaL’k 
diHtnctH Hhall liavo affoid<-d hetter lacaiiH (-f jiid^^inji; whal will h<* the prohahir oH'oetH of Hiinilai uorks in 
tiir ooijiitry ladwoen Jluni^aiij and Calcutta. 

This eom])h‘tos tlu* (‘arly history of tin* question of dealing with the 
Damoodar floods — a (piestion which has remaiiUMl in abt^yanct" for ovm* thirty 
years, with tht* (‘xception of tlu* dt^taih'd surv(*y which was madt* by Mr. Let's 
in 1888-8h, and which h'd to the altandonment of a furthtu' h'ligt-h of t-tui 
miles of tlit' right (‘inbankment. 

22. I will now considtT what the elfect of the floods has bt'en on the 
country during tin* last fifty years, and if it is possible^ by any nu'ans, and at a 
moderate cost, to mitigatt* tlu^ frequ(*ncy aitd severity of tlu* flotnls, so that 
the waste land may b(^ again brought under cultivation, and at tlu^ saint' time 
lessen the annual mis(uy caused to the poor villagers, wht), stHuningly, from 
force of circumstances are compt'lled to live* under ctniditions which, during 
periods of flood, must b(*, to say the least, alarming. In the hhils t)f Eastern 
Bengal tlu^ villag(‘rs provide tluunselvt^s with boats for glutting about, but on 
the Damoodar right bank this is not possible, as the flocHls seldom last more 
than a week, and during that timt^. tin*- villagers are kept prisont'rs on tlu^ 
village mounds. In (‘Vt^ry village I heard the same story, viz., that the flocxls 
were higher in recent yc^ars, and apart from the ('vidence of gauge-ieadiiigs, 
their story was confirmed by the number of houses whi(di had fallen during 
the flood of September /a.s^ It is, of course, no xiew experience for the 
inhabitants of this unfortunate tract to wak(> up in the morning and find the 
whole country one vast sea of watcu*. (Laptain Einnis, in his report of the 
flocxi of 184(), speaks of the country being under water ‘‘ as far as the eye 
can reach,” and Mr. Denton, speaking of the country farther south, says that 
it was one sheet of vater, and that the water from the Damocxlar passed 
over the bunds of the Dark(ssur into the latti'r river. 

211. At that tiuK^ (uaui, I understand, the villages were for the most 
part on mounds 8 to 1 1 feet high. At the present day the' villages are still on 
mounds, but I believer it is not uncommon for the pwrer peojile to have to 
tak(' refuge in tn^es during (*.xc(q)tionally high floods. It was no doubt this 
liai)ility to floods, caused by imj)erfect embankmeuits, which led Governimmt 
in 1854 to abandon the right (uubaiikmeiit in ])refer(uice to abandoning the 
embankments on both sides of tlu' river. It is not generally known how 
imperfect the drainage of the country is between the Hooghly and Damoodar 
rivers as high up as Kurd wan. In y(‘ars of ordinary rainfall no drainage is 
required, as the whole of the rainfall is necessary for maturing the rice crop ; 
but whenever then' is an abnormal fall of rain, the country becomes water- 
logged, as the only outlets for the drainage are a few small oiionings in the 
right bank of the Hoogldy in the upper portion, and in the lower portion the 
drainage sluices at Dancuni, Howrah, Burra Jallah, and Sijberriah. This was 
particularly noticeable during the last two years when the rainfall in 
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September was exceptionally heavy. If, therefore, in addition to the ordinary 
rainfall, the country were also subjectiHl to annual inundations from the 
Damoodar, many vilkijOfi^s on the left of tlu^ DamocKlar would, at the pr(‘H(>nt 
time, be as badly of! as tho8(^ on tlie riLrht, lo say nothing of the frequent 
interruptions to traffic which would be caused by bri'aches in the East Indian 
Railway. 

24. J 1h‘ sell-acting tidt‘-gauge at Xoast*rai on tin* Hooghly shows that, 
during the whoh^ ot August and S(q)t(‘niber, tln^ river It'vel nevm* falls below 
19 above nu'an S(V'i-lev(‘l ; wluut'as, at (loj)eegange on tin* Koopnarain the 
gauge oid}^ registiuanl 2d\5 for t W(‘nty-four hours during S(q>ttunb(*r last, and 
six days alterwards tlie mt^an h'vel was only 10*50, notwithstanding tlu‘ 
lu‘avy Hofxls in tlu‘ (h)ssy(‘ and St4y(^ riv(‘rs as wi41. It will be s('cn, ther(>- 
fore, that the lvo()j)narain rivtu* is 1 lit* natural outfall for the Dainocxlar flood 
water, and thert‘ can now 1 k' no doubt that tin' ac'tion of (iovi'rnnu'ul in 
abandoning the right enibankiniuit was judi(*ious. (lr(‘at inis('ry has il()ul)t- 
less l)(‘(Ui caus(‘d thtM’eby to the inliabitants of the inundatt'd trac^t, l)Ut 
histoiy shows that tln^v wiua* not unused to it. aItJiough it is jxissibh', since 
tin* abandonnu'ut of the (unbankment. tliat tlnur sufferings an* more freqiumt 
and of long(U* duration. 

2;). from what I have* wi-itt(‘n in j)]*(‘vioiis pai*agraphs. it must be* 
(‘vichmt that tlnu'e is only oin* possible* way of mitigating f lu* extent of tin* 
damage caus(Ml l)y tin* Damoodar floods, and tliat is by t in* consti'ucttion of 
controlling res(*rvoirs as in‘ar as possibh' to tln^ conliuenct^ of tin* Damoodar 
and Jhii'akur riv(‘rs.

1 J feet 6 inches. It is described as follows by Mr. Smith, the Executive

1 liavo c()nij)ar(Hl tlio duration of all tlio Hoods from IS57, and with tiu' 
'ption of tho unusual floods in July 1897 and Soptomlior 1900, tht' duration 
of an ordinary high flood is about 21 hours. 

i<S. Boforo proceeding further with tho question of size of rt^servoirs, 
it is n(K‘0SRary for mo to coinparo tlu^ gaugo-n^adings at Edilpur for as many 
yt ars as reliable rt*adiiig8 can bo found. Tho zero of th(‘ gauge, prior to 1851) 
was 92‘58, when for some reason or other it was lowered about 3j foot. In 
tli(^ following year tho gauge was put hack to its old zero, wIku’o it remained 
until it was washed away in 1880. 1 ordered that tho zero of tho gauge lo 

b(^ cdu'ckod last month, and found it to he 8 iiudios too high. 

Tho following is the list of gauge-readings at Edilpur which are all

^ ^ In 1853, Captain Dlcknis, who was tlion AsHistant Socrotary to the 
Military Hoard, atteiii])tod to prow that tlu‘ hod of tlio riv(>r was being* 
raised, and on this same subject Li(‘Ut t‘naiit Garnault wrote as follows in 
1864 : — 

“It liaB hoL'n Btutod that tht- Imtth* ol ili<‘ Dainodai han been ami won; but I 

think tliut tlie measure of the reim»vul of the embanUfmmt is only om* of temporaiy HmniesH, 

and that in a few years we shall liml (mrseives in ju^t us ^reat dinicnltieM as ever witli the Damodar floods’ 
and with ont'^of our chances of relief exhausted There is no donid. J tliink, that the bed of the Duinodur 
from liuniganj to Moislirakha has riH<*n, and is steadily rising : coal Isjats, uhioh could navigate the riV(M' 
from June till NovemlKir, can now only ply in lie* In^riu.Ht freshets ; there is also no d<)nht that the country 
on tlie ri^ht is rising. At Sadepore the c«>uiitr\ has risen a fo(tt sinee the was put up in 1859 : and 

tlie villa^^ers informed me that since the removal of the embankment the land has risen 3 or 4 f(!et.“ 

As regards the high floods in n^ccnt years, it should be renieinbered that 
the spill over the loft bank above Kdilpur must be less now than it was in 

][^866, so that for similar Hoods tlie gauge-readings at Edilpur nuist 

necessarily be higher. It is also a fact that, during the last three j^ears, the 
floods in all the rivers, from the Dainodai* to the Mutai, hava^. been higher 
than any recorded during the previfnis thirty years. 

To my mind, tlnwefow, the evidence of the gauge-readings is conclusive 
that there has been little, if any, cliang(^ in the heiglit of river-bed during the 
last fifty years. 

29. During the very high flood of 1840, (japtain Dickens calculated that, 
notwithstanding the breaches on th(i liurdwan side of the river, at least 
300,000 cubic feet a second must have pass(^d over the land on the right of 
the Daniodar and he further estimat(Ml that, jf tlie whole discharge of the 
river, viz., 600,000 cubic feet a second had passed, the depth of flood over 
this land would only have been increased two feet thereby. I am unable to 
understand how Captain Dickens arrived at tin* above conclusion, as I have 
attempted to calculate the discharge in the flooded area, but I am sorry to say 
the results have been most disappointing. 

One thing, however, is certain, and that is, in order to give adequate 
protection to the inundated area, it will be necessary to hold back a consider- 
able portion of the flood discharge of the river, and also for a not 
inconsiderable length of time. 

30. In a previous paragraph of this report, I referred to two exceptional 
floods of recent years, viz., that of July 1897 and September 1900. 
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The former flood was at its height for nearly two whole days, and 
certainly for three days, the average discharge could not have been less than 
400,000 cubic feet per second. The flocxl during September 1900 lasted for 
60 hours ; and although it was not such a high flood, its discharge, while it 
lasted, was probably about 400,000 cubic feet per second. 

Th(* flood of September 1900 was unusually prolonged in all the rivers 
in the Midnapore and Balasore Divisions, and may. therefore, be considered 
exceptional ; the flood of July 1897 was also, as regards duration, exceptional,. 
although the floods of 1877, 1888. 1898 and 1901 were almost equally high. 

The following is the mean height of floods for thef"' foil owing pericxls : —

It will be seen, therefore, that tlu' average flood of the last five years- 
was 13 inches higher than that of the ten years previous. The comparison,, 
however, is scarcely a fair one, as it is possible that the floods during the 
next five years may be low ones, in whicli case tlie mean height of floixl from 
1897 to 1906 will probably vary little from th(‘ mean of the period from 1887 
to 1896. 


31. In order, th(‘reforo, to give any tangible protection to the inundated 
art‘a, and from what has been said in the previous paragraphs, it is (‘vident 
that a very large portion of the flood must be held back, and, in my opinion, 
it will be necessary to retain 200,000 cubic feet per second for three days, 
wljich corresponds to a storage capacity of 51.940 millions of cubic feet. 

The probable effect of this would be to lower the gauge at Edilpur to 
12 feet, so that there would l)e litth' or no spill across the right bank from 
Sangatgollah to ojiposite Gopalpur bungalow. Between that and Jamalpur 
the spill would probably be 50,000 cubic feet, and the balance would find its 
way through the Hegua breach and the main DamcKxlar towards Ampta. The 
effect of this would be that the whole of the country as far as Begua would 
be free from floods, and any flood-water there might be would be beneficial 
than otherwise ; whereas the country below Begua, instead of having to 
impound 350,000 cubic feet a second for some days, would have only half 
that amount to impound, so that the flooded area would be much smaller, 
and the depth of water over the lowest land would probably be reduced by 
one-half. This great reduction in the height of flo(xl in the neighbourhood 
of the Darkessur river would at once give relief to the flood-water from the 
('ossye and ScJye rivers, which does such frequent damage to the Ghatal and 
Chet ooa circuits. 

32. During my recent inspection I was able to realize what the full 
force ol the Damoodar flood-water must be when it first approached the left 
bank of the Koopnarain. During the flood of September 1900, the flood-water 
poured over the left bank of the Roopnarain as far up as Joteekanaram 
inspection bungalow, so that it was impossible for either the Darkessur, the 
Cossy(\ or tlie Welye rivers to get rid of any portion of their flood-water 
through this portion of the Roopnarain. For two days there was no 
difference of level b('tween the gauge readings at Ranichuck and Gopeegunge, 
The consequence was that the Ghatal circuit embankment was sw'ept away^ 
the Darkessur zamindari embankments are rapidly disappearing (1 under- 
stand the zamindars have given up trying to maintain them), the Chetooa 
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and neighbouring circuit embankments wore breat‘hod, with the result that 
the whole country was inundated. 

During the last three years the results have been disastrous, and 1 have 
reluctantly come to the conclusion that it is almost liopeless to attempt to 
continue niaintaining the Schedule 1) embankments, if sonu'thing is not done 
to control the Damocxlar flomls. 

83. The surplus water of the Cossye and Selye Hools is about 800,000 
cubic feet per second, and if one-third of this quantity could niadily find a 
me.ans of escape into the lowland above the Hakslii khal, thcuv would no 
difficulty in this quantity, combined with the reduced tlischar^jTt* of tlie 
Damocxlar, finding a speedy ])a8sage through the railway bridge at Kolaghat.* 
It is true that this 8urf)lus water from the (-ossye and S(‘l\e rivers would 
j)robably slightly increase the depth of watcu* in tlu' inundated area to the 
north of the Dakshi khal ; but it is impossible' to avoid this, as in any cinuim- 
stanees a certain area of this land must remain waste. * 

All the florxl- water of the Damoodar must fiass over this land, and if a 
portion of the flocxl is kept back for a time, it simply means that this laiid 
will no longer be subject to a high Hood, as is the case at ju’c'sent, but it will 
probably be Hooded for a longer time with h^ss clepth of water. In thc^sc' 
circumstance's it seems to me impossible that this land can evc'r bc^ brought 
under rice cultivation, but in time it might be possible to make th(‘ land 
suitable for rahi crops. 

34. By controlling the Damoodar Hoods as proposed, I am of opinion it 
would then bc^ f)ossible to givt' absolute protc^ction to tht^ whole ol (Thatal, 
Chetooa, and other circuits below, while the country from Sangatgolah to 
Begua would be lr('(' from Hoods, and breacln^s in the right bank ol thc' rivcM* 
would l)e no longer possible, ddn* country to the south of the Ih^gua would, 
no doubt, b('. improvc'd, but it is impossible* to say to what extc'iit, and, as I 
havc^ already remarked, tlu're would always be* a certain arc'a to tln^^north ol 
the Bakshi khal which would dc'rive no benc'fit. 

There are other advantages to In* derived from the construction of the 
proposed resc'rvoirs, which may b(‘ bric'Hy summarise 1 as follows. 1 he* 
proposed nc'W railway irom Bankura to II(»wrah would be more cln^aply con- 
structed : — 

(a) If the crossing is Hxc^d above Bc^gua, veuy few op(mings would be 
required to pass the spill-water, and at the main rivc'i* crossing 
a bridge sufficumt to pass 200,000 cubic feet a sc^cond would be 
all that was necessary. 

ih) At present an average annual expenditure of Rs. 20,000 is incurred 
in repairing breaches in the right bank of the Damoodar. T 
estimate tliat, if the flood level were reduced by three feet at 
Edilpur, no part of this expenditure would be necessary in 
future. 

(c) During the last three years the excess cost of repairing bn^aches in 
the Ghatal, Panna, and ClH^tooa circuits has averaged not h'ss 
than Rs. 50.000. I consider that, if the flood-water at Ghatal 
is prevented in future from rising above 28 on the gauge, almost 
the whole of this expi'iiditure would be saved. 


85. Before attempting to (estimate tin*, annual saving of crojis which 
would be effected by the construction ol T’oservojrs, I will first of all conH)d('r 
if suitable sites for reservoirs are available. 


From the M reci.rds 1 liave aKcertaiacMl that tlie Hi-ctiou of the river at Kola^tmt \h luueh tie- huidv 
to-day aa It wae in 1850.

Col()nel Randall then went on to say that although the sites wore isolated, 
he antici|)at(Mi no difficulty in the construction of the reservoirs if proper 
arrangements wt're made heforohand. He, therefore, recommended sites 
Nos. 1, 3 and 8 in the Mahcam. Gurhee and Konaree affluents of the Damoodar 
and Nos. 1 and 6 in the Rarakur being regularly surveyed and estimated for. 
He estimates the storage capacity at these sites to be 17,500 millions of cubic 
feet. “ or rather more than a quaiter- of the whole quantity of water shed off in 
a ''i-eat flood like that of 186(5, sufficient to have lowered the levels of the 
river to within its natural hanks at Edilpur and so prevented any destruc- 
tive? (ffiects.” 

37. I aui miable to follow the reasoning of the note, as the area of the 
catchment basins above the reservoir sites is under 1,000 square miles, or • 
Jth of the total drainage area of the two rivers. Dickens’ empirical formula, 
for calculating the discharge of a river is Q=CM*, where C is a constant, 
and M the drainage area, so that the discharge, is nearly proportional to the 
catcliment area. Under the most favourable conditions, the reservoirs could 
not havo reduced the discharge by a lakh of cubic feet, or. to put it in other 
words, they would simply have sufficed to convert an extraordinary high 
flood into an ordinary high flood, which corresponds to a reading of 15 feet 
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on the Edilpur gau^aro. Lioutnnant Hoywocxi must have writtiui tii<‘ following 
’paragraph of his roport under a misapprehensiou : —

Irrigat ion works in Bcmgal hav(* not b(*(*n a financial succi^ss, so tlimv^ is 
no likelihood of the old irrigation canal seln'ine b(‘ing nwivu'd ; and as 
regards a navigation canal, it would be impossible to construct one that would 
serve tlu^ (mal trade as cheaply and exp(‘ iitiously as railway

80 that tlie st-atc' of cultivation betvvec'U Bamunia and Balagurc'e lias eonsidc'r- 
ably im])rovt‘d, and this is no doulct du(> to tin' brc'aches lt<‘ing almost c'losc'd, 
ami also to their being })ossibly h'ss di^pth of spill ovc'r tin* right bank than 
tlu'rc* List'd to be. From Balagiirtu' to Begiia I ha\a' inarkc-d loiighly on the 
acc-ompanying tracing tin* art^a of land (about 1 - stjuart' mih's) which has Ix'cn 
h'ft uiicultivat(*d sinct' tin' (*mbaijknn*nts wt'rc* rt'inova'd in lS5f). It. is, how- 
ever, satisfactoiy to be abh* t o report that about orn'-third of this area is now 
Jieing rt'claimed owing to the contraction of tin' Lakiaiand Beiigacha hreacht'S. 

From Begua to Kotesimool tin* country to-day is e\an*yvvln're wc'll (udti- 
vated, so that, tlu'rt* has bt*en considc'rabh' improvc'meiit ln'i'i' also. 

•lb. In jiaragraph 11 the state* of cultivation, as seen by tin' (%)lb'ct.or of 
Hooghly, is gi\auj Ix'twtM'u Shalipcna^ c1oh(* to Kotc'simool, and Bilii Barsoot. 
Th(> width of g(»od crop ahmg the riglit l>ank of tin* Bamoodai* is much tin* 
same to-day as it was th(*n, but the waste* ar(*a of '1 to mih's in width 
referred to does not exist as far south as tin* ( )hai)adangah road. In 
paragraph 4 of my inspection notes the evidcmcc* of tin* villagers in this 
neighbourhood was to show that the land had been considi'rably raised in 
rec(?iit years, that tht* waste land was being brought under cultivation ; and 
that the Begua had formed for itself a deliin'd chanin*! as lar as Markunda, 
wlu'ia^ it is now 2, ()()() feet in width. As this riv('r advanct's southwards, tin' 
Jow land will be filled up, cind tin* an*a ol cultivation will be still lurtln'r 
increased and improved in consequence. 

47. To the south of the Chaj)adangah road tin* area of good croj)s 
along the right bank of the Damoodar is from 3 to 4 mih's in width as far as 
Puspore bungalow. The waste land is roughly markcMl in the accompanying 
tracing and measures about 19 square miles. With the (*x(;epti(ai of a small 
area, which is shown as having good crops, the remaining an^a is indilfcnmtly 
cultivated. To the west of this area, as far south as Hurrischuck. only 
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indiflFerent mJz'cropB are ^rown, while to tlie south of this again a large area 
is waste. Tlie. result of my enquiry may he briefly summarised as follows: — 

(i) that the area of waste land has been doubled since the embank- 

ments wi^re removed ; 

(ii) that tile land unfitted for cultivation, or indifferently cultiv^ated, 

is now only f)8,00() bighas against 165,081) bighas as estimated 
by tlie Special Ihqmtj’^ Collector. 

48. Th(' site, natun' and cost of dam will now be considered.

Harakur than they would otherwisi' Ix^ in tin* Damoodar. In the case of an 
extraordinary Hood, lasting for two oi* thr(x‘ days, tli(> vvhoh' of the flood 
discharge of tin*, llarakur rivtu*, amounting to 180, 000 cubic feet a st'cond, 
would hav(^ to b(* passi'd out of th(‘ r(‘S('rvoirs by means of (^scap(^s ; Avheixaas 
on th(‘ Damoodar tln^ escapes would have to Ix^ (Xjual to a dischai-ge of ;f0(),000 
cubic; fcH't a sc'cond.

Undt'r a ln*ad ” of 10 feet tin* lower V(;nt8 will discharge 100,000 cubic 
f(;et a second, with a velocity of 16 f(;et. 

51. In Indian rivers the first Hood c.^f the season contains the greatest 
quantity of silt, and as a considerable portion of this flood will be allowed 
to pass unimp('dt;d through the under-sluices in the dam, I assume that the 
amount of silt which is likely to be deposited in the reservoir will be small, 
and even wlu'ii the main portion of tin* flocxl is being impounded, I also 
anticipate that, by means of the iq)p(‘r sluices, the; rate of silt deposit will be 
retarded. When the; Hood is of long durati(m I proj)ose to use (he U])per 
iluice's and also t in* cn;st of the dam as an escape, in order that the princi})al 
escapes of tin* reservoii* may bo reduced to a minimum. 

A s soon as tin* Ho(xl in the Damoodar has reached its maximum, the 
reservoir will lx; emptied as speedily as possible, cai’t; being taken that 
the maximum discharge (exci'pt in the case of extraordinary floods) shall at no 
time excec'd 800, ()()() cubic feet a second. The eflect of this method of control 
will le that in future a high flood will be im]) 088 ible, but the river will be in 
moderate flood for a longer period, and will thus be better able to scour out 
and maintain its natural channel. 
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52 . Before estimating the cost of the reservoirs and tlie pnd)iihle advan- 
tages to be gained by its construction, I will try to ascertain, as accurately 
as possible, the prol>able amount of silt which is likely to be deposited in the 
reservoir. 

On this subject Captain Garnault, on his ivjK>rt on the BomocKlar Canal, 
wrote as follows : — 

**Colonel Stracliey do littB tiie pructicabillty of Hiibdiiinj HotMJh l>y resf'rvuirs, because lie ih not 
satiafied that they can kept from tilliiip up. I imuie Home expernneritK last year with the watei of I lie 
Damoodar and found that it contained 1 in 5y < partH of holid matter by volnine ; thiH would make the nvern 
tilt up in 59 years if tilled ten times in a season (they proliably would luit be tilled live times), jH'rliups 
in a Bhorter time owing to larger obstacles t*eing rolled down than sand. The silting diHieulty has Is'en 
ex^ierienoed in all countries in whicii reservoirs have lieen made, luit remedial ineusiires have iKieii applied, 
tnd there is no reason why similar measures and others which exfierience has since brought forth, should 
not l>e applied to these." 

In a recent note of Mr. Higham’s on the propostnl Cauv'cry r(‘8erv()ir, he 
considers three cases of silting : — 

(0 Reservoir, full. 

{%{) Reservoir, half full. 

(t£e) Reservoir empt 5 % or at no higher level than is necessary for the 
purpose of passing through the sluice thf‘ discharge required. 

Case (m) is the one which should he applicable* in the liarakur instance, 
as the reservoir will l)e emptied as soon as a flood lias passed, ddiis is no doubt 
the condition whicli is least favourable for the deposit of silt. Mr. Ilitrhanrs 
fipinion is that, even under these conditions, more than oiu'-third of tin* silt 
in suspension will be deposited. His opinion is expressed in tlie following 
words : — 

“ The coDclusion which I drjw is that even in the most favourable circmnstuiiccH, when a htrong 
flood is passed through a nearly empty reservoir, a larger fiorlion, probably more I ban half of the 
silt ill suspeiisiou, will U* trapfied, and that it will not be possible to scour out silt (excejil m the iiiuiuMliale 
locality of tlie uii<ler-s|uices) by passing lieavy floods through an empty reservoir." 

• <' « D * O 

"1 am still of opinion that the amount of mit that will !>'• iuter(;epteil during a Working Ki ason is 
likely to t>e not less than ha f the whole quantity in HiiKpeiision. There eun he no «lonhl that ii large 
portion of the silt must Ik* trapped, as all the tini,* the water is being impounded, tlie velocity lu the lak« 
must be very small, and to carry ibis silt away wntli a low river alter tin* flow has passed will not 
be possible." 

53. I liav(' been unablo ti) obtain any definite information about tin* ratt^ 
of silting in reservoirs, (oiloind Smart, (diicf Engiinn^ of the Irrigation 
Department in Madras, wljoin I consultt^d on tlu* snfiject, has favoured me with 
the following opinion : — 

*‘1 h* ieve no Self that the siit ohjeetiuii has be(*n iniicli exaggerate], and that before condMiiuing a 
reservoir on this aecoiuit, metliods of eleiining sboiild be eousalered. For instance, m the Caiivei N < iihi- 
I calculate that lw»-thirds of t lie yearly deposit could be cleared tmt by steamers and luud piinlK at a 
capital cost of 2 lakhs of rup'^es, and a yearly exp enditure of Um. 5o, <)(>()." 

I also consulted IVIr. Strange, Under-SiH:n;tary to the Government of 
India, who has had wide exjK'iience of oartht'n dams in Western India, but 
even he could give me no definite information as to the probable rate* of silting 
in the proposc'd Barak ur reservoir. 

The following extracts from a note hy liim on this question art* 
interesting : — 

“ Quantity of nill deposit . — ExjKjrimentH on the silting of reservoirs were made some years ago 
in the Bombay P.esideiicy by measuring the actual d<*pth of deposit in boxes placed on tboir floors 
Other experiments were made by levelling carefully marked out section lines acros- certain reseivoirs, and 
OD these it was int*nded to plot tlie altered surface after silt had Iwen dep«»Kited for some yeiirs It is 
not known if the resuLs of tlieae exfieriments have b ^en pubiislieil an«l are available. The most recent 
exparim-uits made in B Mnf)ay are those which have been, and are being, carried out by the Indus Hiver 
Uominission, Sind. These probably do not take into acemint the eleni'*nt of tiin * required for tin* dcqtoHU 
of sdl ; tiij otliirs certainly do not : this is, Iniwever, a matter of tiie greatest importance in the f>r<*-,(*iil 
case." 


Mr. Strange thus goes on to state that silt may be divided physically inif) 
three classes : — 

(a) Coarse or heavy silt — Which is practically kept in suspension only 
as long as the water is in motion, and is deposited as soon as its 
velocity is much checked. ' ^ 
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(b) Medium silt — Which remains in suspension for some time after the 
motion of the water ceases and may not be completely deposited 
for some days. 

(c) Fine silt — Which remains suspended in mechanical solution, the 
greater bulk of it for a long time and all of it for some consider- 
able time. 

The total amount of silt brought down by a river and the proportions of 
it which fall under these three classes depend upon the nature of the 
catchment. In the present case it may be taken for granted that the whole 
of (a), some part of (/>), and but very little of (c) will be deposited in the 
Barakur reservoir. What the actual amounts will be cannot be said with 
any exactness in the absence of experiments. It would, therefore, seem 
desirable tliat these should be made, with the element of time taken into 
account, whether it is determined to proceed with this project or to abandon 
it, as they will furnish very useful information whicli is otherwise probably 
not availabh'. 

Some (‘Xperiments made about 1854 showed that in heavy flrH>i8 in the 
Indus near Ilohri (north of Sind the silt was oth) the bulk of the water and 
half of this (^ioth) was of the heavy description (a). The Indus is probably 
the most In^avily silt-laden river in India. It must also be remembered that 
silt, when it is compressed and dried, will occu])y far smaller bulk than it 
does when newly deposited. 

Distribution of silt deposit . — The heaviest silt (a) will be deposited at the 
head of tlie res(u*voir. In the present case it will tljus be exposed for the 
longest time to any influence tending to remove it that can bo brought to bear 
on it. The nuHlium silt [h) will to some extent, be deposited more quickly at 
the head of the reservoir, but the amount of its deposit will chiefly depend 
upon tlie dey.)th of the water, as it will be distributed nearly evenly 
throughout its volume. The amount of deposit of the fine silt (c) will, for the 
same reason, depend almost entirely on tlie depth of tlie water. Thus we 
may safely assume that the greatest dej osit on any cross section of the 
res(U’voir will be on the old I'cd of the river, and will increase the further 
that cross section is from the dam. This will be borne out by inspection of 
any old reservoir where it will be seen that the old (diannel bed is practically 
obliterated, and that the floor of the basin rises gently from the dam. 

The Barakur reservoir will, however, differ from an ordinary one, in 
respect of the manner in which silt will be deposited, in that in it the water 
will \)o much loss quiescent than it is in the case of the latter. In the high 
floods of the Indus, while the main river is rolling down a muddy torrent, 
the spill-water botwotui the flood embankments is at first but slightly tinged 
by the earli<‘st overflow and becomes pellucidly clear after its sdt is deposited, 
as this water is but slowly changed so long as the rivers remain at the same 
lev('l. This is an extreme case, as here the discharging current is at a 
maximum and the impounded storage at a minimum, but the Barakur 
ro8(UToir will, when the river is in flood and many large sluices are open, be 
similar as the bulk of the water in motion will be flowing along the central 
portion, while that at its sides will be fairly stationary and will not receive 
lai’ge fresh additions of silt. 

5-4. The quantity of alluvium carried down by the Damoodar has been 
estiuiat(»d by Captain Garnault at 1 in 590. This estimate appears to me to 
b(' excessive, as the estimated proportion of alluvium to discharge arrived at 
for the Hooghly is 1 in 2,444. For the Rhone it is 2,166, for the Mississipi 
it is 1 in 2,420, whih^ the proportions estimated for the Danube and the Volga 
are much less. Assuming that the proportion for the Barakur is 1 in 1,200, 
that there are two floods a year, and that half the silt in suspension is kept 
back, the depth of silt deposited over the flcxn- of the reservoir would only 
amount to d third of an inch per annum. Where so many assumptions have 
to be made, the above calculation is of little value, but I think it is sufficient 
to show that the rate of silting up of the reservoir will be comparatively slow. 

55. As regards the coat of the dam, I have made a fairly accurate 
ostimate, and assuming that independent escapes will not be required, the 
dajSl^bpnot be built for less than 32 lakhs of rupees, which is approximately 
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.^qUiralent to a rate ol Rs. 350 per million cubic feet of water stored, and I am 
|>erfectly convinced that the above is the minimum rate of storage, no matter 
m which valley the reservoir is made. It is a large sum to expend on first 
.cost, and with interest charges amounting to not less than Rs. 1.50.000 a 
year, it seems to me that the pc^ssible benefit to be derived will be out of all 
proportion to the expenditure to be incurred. 

56. I have now to consider the question of benefit, and when I come to 
analyze the possibilities, I regret to say that they are disappointingly small. 
In paragraph 47 of this letter I liave shown that the state of cultivation in 
the inundated area is, on the whole, much better than it was forty years ago ; 
that the land in advance of the defined channel of the Begua is being 
gradually raised, and as the Begua goes on scooping out for itself a broad and 
deep channel, so will the land on its banks be again brought under cultiva- 
tion ; and there is no doubt that the land so reclaimed will in the end bt^eome 
more fertile than corresponding land within the protticted area on the left 
-bank of the Damoodar. L)oul)tless, a certain portion of the land below the 
Begua breach would be benefited by the construction of the i)roposed 
reservoir, but I am unable to estimate the value of the benefit. I am inclined 
to think it would not be at all in ]u-oportion to the great cost of the protoctiv^e 
works. 

57. It is only a few days ago that I have come to know how little 
damage is done to the rice cro]) within the Chetua circuit. During the last 
few' years, wdiih* I was Sup(u*intending Engineer of the South- \\ t^Httu*n (’ircle, 
«the embankments suffered from disastrous floods. In 1898-l)ib nK)()-]9()l and 
1901-1902 t)i(^ Chetua circuit was inundated, but strange to say in 1897, the 
year of the highest flood recorded in tin* Damoodar during the last forty years, 
rthc Chetua circuit embanknumt was not breached, as the Cossye and the 
Selye rivers were not in flood at the same time. 

The Ghatal circuit embankment is breached almost every year, but the 
area protected is small, and as the cultivators are invariably fortunate in 
securing a crop of boro rice or til when they lose their winter rice crop by 
Jflotxls, the loss to them even is not considerable. 

In 1885 and 1887 tln^ Chetua (uubankments were breached and tlie crops 
within the circuit damaged, but from 1887 to 181^8 tli(‘r(j was no loss of crop. 

Even in yc^ars when the winter crop is lost owing to llixxls, the 
.cultivators, by holding up a portion of the flood-watcu*, can invariably secure 
for themselves a crop of boro rice or til. This is the largest circuit, being 83 
square miles in area, and if 1 am eorr<H;t in HUi)posing that the (*yclo of 
disastrous floods lias passed, this an^a W(7uJd derive litth* benefit from tlie 
•construction of a controlling reservoir on tln^ Barakur rivtjr. 

58. During the threci years mentioned above, tin* annual expmdifure on 
t;he embankments was about Rs. .50, 000 in excess of tin* ordinary expenditure 
of previous years, but I venture to hope that the great (excess w^as ahiiormal, 
.and is not likely to occur again for years to come. 

No saving would be affected in the construction of the Grand Chord 
Railway bridge across the Damoodar, as the bridge must Ixi made largo 
ionough to pass the maximum flood of tie* river, viz., 500,000 cubic feet a 
second. 

The saving in ordinary annual maintenance of the emhankmentfl would 
probably be under Rs. 20,()00. 

There seems, therefore, to be only one conclusion to be drawn, viz., that, 
even with the smaller sto^’age reservoir proi)osed in this letter, the cost of its 
construction and the annual charge for its upkeep would be out of all j^ropor- 
tions to the benefit which could be expected in n*t urn. 

59 I am disappointed with the result oj my enquiry, as I was hopeful 
that the smaller project would prove to be feasilile, and it was only about a 
fortnight ago, when I turned my attention to the question of benefit, that I 
began to realize that even the smaller ] roject w^as an impossibility. 

There still remains, however, one i)Ossibility, and that i» the training of 
ithe Begua in such a way as to encourage it to scour out its ova’ll channel. 
By the erection of temporary embankments to concentrate the spill, or by 
excavation of the bed in suitable places, it might be possible to accelerate 
the rate at which the Begua has been working in the past. 
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If this were succepefiil, the temporary hunde would be removed aiid. 
new ones constructed in front to encourage still further advance of the 
river channel. If the Begua could in this way be induced to scour out a 
channel capable of discharging 100,000 cubic feet a second, my second 
proposal of storage would be gained in this way, possibly at considerabljr 
less cost, but the process would take a longer time. If the river could be 
trained for five miles so as to form an early junction with the Mandesswari 
below the Jelianabad road, a great object would be gained, as the land is 
low to the south of this road, and as soon as the river could discharge 
itself direct into this low land, the reclamation would be rapid. 

The land between the two rivers during the last 40 years is being^ 
slowly built up, and when the process is complete, the property will be a 
valuable one. 

The zamindars and raiyats must have patience for a little while longer. 
Their position is better now than it has been in the past, and the condition 
of things is slowly improving. I have requested Mr. Maconchy, the 
Executive Engineer of the Northern Drainage and Embankment Division, 
to niake the necessary surveys of the Begua river with the view of ascer- 
taining if there is any prospect of training the river as proposed and at a. 
reasonable cost. 

60. The following is a brief summary of this letter : — 

(1) It was only after many discussions, prolonged over a period of 

years, viz., from 1846 to 1854, that Government decided even- 
tually to abandon a length of 20 miles of the right embankment 
of the Damoodar extending from Sangatgolah downwards. 

(2) There can be no doubt that Government made a wise decision in 

abandoning a portion of the right embankment. The country 
on tlie right of the Damoodar had always been liable to Hoods 
owing to imperfect embankments ; flo(^-levels show that the 
Bupnarain river is the natural outlet of the Damoodar ; that if 
tlie embankments on the left of the Damoodar had also been 
abandoned, much of the land and many of the villages to the 
south of Burdwan would now bo in tlie flood season in a miser- 
able plight ; the East Indian Railway would also lie liable to 
annual breaches ; and all this, without any compensating 
advantage being secured for the unprotected villages on the 
riglit bank. 

i M) In onler to alleviate the distress which was caused to the villages 
l>y the abandonment of the right embankment projects for 
storage reservoirs in the upper roaches of the Damoodar and 
Ilarakur rivers were considered between 1864 and 1866. 
Certain sites were selected, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
recommended that five reservoirs should be constructed in 
order to supply the irrigation and navigation canal wliich it 
was proposed to construct between Raniganj and Calcutta. 
It was estimated that the irrigation scheme would be so remu- 
nerative that the whole cost of the reservoirs could be borne 
liy it. and that, thereby, no additional burden would be thrown 
on the zamindars for flood protection. 

The Government of India and the Secretary of State were of opinion 
that the scheme would not prove to be a financial success, 
and ordered its postponement until the prospects of the Midna- 
pore and Clrissa canals were assured. 

With the exception of the enquiiy which was made in 1888, and 
which led to the abandonment of another 10 miles of embank- 
ments in 1890, the question of protective works for the 
. inundated area has remained in abeyance ever since. 

(4) In 1853 Captain Dickens was of opinion that the bed of the 
Damoodar was rising. In 1864 Lieutenant Garnault was certain 
th.^ rhe bed was rising. After comparing all the gauge readings 
at Edilpur from 1857 to 1901, the evidence seems to be that little 
or no change has taken place in the bed of the river during tha 
last. 40 years. 
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(5) During the hlgheftt flocH.1 on record in duly 18i)7 the maximum 

discharge of tlie Damoodar was 500,000 cubic feet per second, 
but for an ordinary high flood which corresponds to a reading 
of 15 feet on the Edilj)ur gauge, the discharge does not exceed 

400.000 cubic feet a second. The longest duration of a flood 
was 60 hours in September 19(K), but ordinarily a flood 
remains at its highest for not more than 24 hours. 

(6) IP give absolute protection to th(‘ country would necessitate tlie 

|J;orage of 200,000 cul)ic h^et a second for three days at an 

estimated .cost of not less than one and a quarter crore of 

rupees. As the zarnindars would have to boar the whole of 
this vast expenditur(\ it was not considered necessary to 

treat this project seriously. 

(7) Projects for storage res^u'voirs in the Selye were considered 

in 1868, when 14 sites were selected. The Cossye river 
was investigated in 1868, when four sites were selected as 
being suital)le, but the question of reservoirs in both valleys 
was dropped on the score of expcmse of construction, and the 
probability of little revenue being dt'rived from them as 
irrigation projects. 

(8) This enquiry has shown that in order to control the flc»ods of tluj 

Cossye and Selye rivers it is jSrst of ail necessary to control 
the Damoodar, and when this is done, immediate ju’otect ion is 
given to the embankiiumts on the other rivers. 

(9) After a more detailed examination of the duration of ordinary 

floods, it was considered that a smaller scheme, viz., t(^ store 

100.000 cubic feet a sc^cond for 24 hotirs in the Barakur river 
would give reasonalde protection to tln^ land and villages in 
the inundated area, and also to the Ghatal .and Chetua circuit 
embankments. 

(10) The cost of the scheme is estimates.) to b(^ thirty-two lakhs of 

rupees, and the annual cost of maintenance at not less than 
one and-a-half lakhs of rupees. 

(11) On encpiiring into the area that would be projected, it was found 

that the benefit to be derived would be small compared with 
the great cost of thc' work and its annual up-ke(q) afttu'wards. 
Even the smaller schenu; is not possil)le, although no difihmlty 
ne(^d bo feared from the* possibility of the reservoir silting up 
within a reasonable time. 

(12) There is still one possibility left, .and that is the training of the 
Begua river. If this is feasible, the cost will i)robal>ly bo less, 
although the process will take a longer time. 

Before concluding tliis letter, 1 desire to express my acknowledgments 
of valuable assistance received, particularly from Mr. C. A. White, Executive 
Engineer of the Cossye Division, also from Babu Bama Churn Paramanic, 
Honorary Assistant Engineer, Ifabu Durg.a Churn Chuckerlujtty, Honfirary 
Assistant Engineer, Babus Rama Nath Sircar, Aghore Nath Chatterjf‘e and 
Jotindra Nath Banerjee.

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Extracts {Appendix A) from notes made during my inspections of the 

inundated country hetioeen the Damoodar and Roopnarain rivers in the 

months of November and December 1901. 

In Sangatgolah. during the time of highest flo(xl, the depth of water is 
only 18 inches. To the oast of the village there is a breach 40 feet wide 
with 6 feet of water running througli it at high flood. Rut there is 

l.ractjcally no breach in the right bank between Sangatgolah and Edilpur. 
At Kuinirkola there was a large breach, liut it was effectually closed before 
last rainy season, and is now being silted up. I then struck across country 
to Kandaghosh until 1 came to the kutcha road which runs from Burdwan to 
Bankura. The rice crop was everywhere good, although during the height of 
fltxid m September the country was 3 feet under water. The flood was a 
high one, as the gauge at Edilpur on the .Oth September registered 1.5 feet 7 
inches. In Khejurbatti the villagers said the flood-water did not enter their 
village, and eveiywheie the crop was guod. In Shosangah there was a foot 
of water on the road and in Saloon the fields were 1 feet under water. This 
was corroborated by another villager, who pointed out the flood mark on an 
old bridge, a great portion of which was washed away some forty years ago. 

In Sangatgolah an old resident told me that the country near the river 
bank had been flllecl up ,1 ftuit since the embankments were removed. 

2. In Kamalpore a portion of the old embankment, about 3 feet high, is 
still standing, flie crops inside are all good and where the early rice crop 
has been harvested, the land is being prepared for winter crops. The depth 
of spill over the river bank is 2 feet. The Assistant Engineer, Babu Durga 
Churn Chuckerbutty, inspected the crops on the east of Jehanabad road to 
MEchktiia dnd on tho wost to Doychaiuici, and found them good. In 
Palainpore there is little cultivation along tlie bank as it is mostly wood. 
The depth of spill-water is a foot or little more. Up to Bangacha the country 
is rather sandy, and the depth of water of river bank is 2 feet. All along 
in front of Bangacha there is a large amount of khashi grass whicli holds 
back the sand, so that the depth of spill is not more than 18 inches. At 
Bangacha there IS the remains of a breach which must have been much 
wider than it is now. This is one of the bia^achi^s referred to in Lieutenant 
Garnault s r(‘port on 1862. I ho breach is closed by a spur bund 300 feet in 
length, and is breached every year. Tlie river spills across its bank up to 
Jackta where it is only a foot. The chaukidar at Jackta stated that there 
was 6 to i feet of water on the low land for five or six days, but on the high 
land the flood orilj lasted one day. Lverywhere the rice crop was good. 

3. In Reeropore and Nathoo two breaches occurred during last rains. 
Iho lUsh of water through them must hav^e betm great, as large mango trees 
ha\e been ovei turned. I he breaches are extensive, and sand has been 
carried aci OSS country for a very great distance. In many places 2 to 3 feet 
depth of sand has been left on the ground even at some considerable distance 
from the bi:(^aches, and if they are not closed, the land will be thrown out of 
cultivation. The rice crop will not be an average one. Travelled through 
the rice-fifdds as far as Boro, and found the crop excellent, notwithstanding 
^at the deiith of water over the fields in Boro and Balaguree was 8 feet. 
The nee crop must, therefore, have been under 3 feet of water for at least 
three days. I then crossed over to 8adipore, and thence along the river bank 
through Lakra, Berugrain, Boloramporo, Janculi and Kalara to the Jamalpore 
bungalow. I measured the depth of spill which passed over the bank at 
badipore, and found it to be 2j feet. 

(which is known in old reports as Kistopore) the breach, which 
was l,/0() feet in 1800, is now only 600 feet, the remainder of the spur bund 
having been silted up to high flood level. Over the open part of the bund 
there is a depth of 6 feet of water during high floods. Near Berugram, the 
depth of water over the country is 3 feet, and now that the Lakra breach has 
become so reduced, the land, which was formerly covered with khasht grass 
IS now being rapidly reclaimed. 
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In front of Bolorainpore the depth of spill is 4 to 5 feet, hut notwith- 
gtanding all the land outside the ol<l eitihankinent from Beru^ram to 
Bolorampore is cowred with luxuriant sugarcane, plantain gardens, rice and 
¥ahi crops. 

At Janculi, the hroacli, wliich opened out for a lengtli of 1,40() fet‘t in 
1883, and was still the same width in 18<n, is now ])raeti(\ally eh^stul. During 
the last five or six y(\ars a village lias sprung up in what was onC(> tht‘ middh' 
of the broach. Tlnu-t^ is 3 fe(‘t of water owv the ground at the time of high 
flood. A strange filature in connection with tliis hn^ach is that tlu^ deep 
'channel of the river is in front of it. 

The whole of the country between .lammli and Lakra is now being 
reclaimed from khashi grass and planted with rie(^ 

Below Lakra to Ungoona there was fornnn-Iy thriM' sfpiare mil(‘s of 
.country under khashi grass, of which only one-fomth is lying wasti‘. tiie 
remainder being brought undc^r rict* and nxhi cultivation. Tlu‘ ero]) is an 
average one. From Ungoona to Adum[)ore tli(‘re is a stri'teh of hpv land 
about three miles long by two miles wide, half of which is undeu* cultivation ; 
the remainder is coviu'ed witli hhasht and bcna grass. TUo stale of the 
rice crop is not good. 

At Jehangirpur the depth of sj)ill was 3 feet. 

From Sreekist(^j)ore I \V(uit inland for a mile when* thi‘ ih^pth of watcu* 
during flocxl w^as 4 feet. 4410 crops are poor, said to be du(‘ to the want of 
rain in July and August for transplanting. 

At KamaguriHi J came to tln^ Baehordah klial wdiieli has fjvichmtiy been 
silted up. Depth of wat(‘r over the land w^as said to liave hecm 7 feid and in 
the khal 15 feet. About a sqiian^ mile of country secuns to liave had no crop, 
but it is now being prepared for wdnter crops. On the liighei' land jute has 
been reaped, and rain crops are being sown. All I Ik* former waist(‘ land 
seems now being brought under cultivation. ]h4wa*en this and the B(‘gua 
breach I passed thiough sonH‘ excellenl rice crops, wdiich an* now' protecti'd 
by the Sassunjiur lunbankment. 

At the Begua broach the deptli of spill over the land is 4 b*(‘t. 

4. At Pursoorah (bidiind tlie Damoodar hdt e*nbankment; and opposite 
Chapadanga the depth of flood- water ov(*r tlu* fi(‘lds is 3 f<*et. At Shodpur 
nala 50 feet wide and 6 feid deep, tin' fIood-w"at(M‘ I'isi^s 5 fei't over the bank. 
A little further on are tw'o branches of this nala, of tlie sanx' wddth, hut not 
so deep. About the 3rd mile of the Jehanal>ad road tlien^ is a bridge about 
150 feet long which is (^omphda*ly buri«l undc'r sand, ('rops U]) t.o this point 
on both sides, are good, but khashi is again visibh* with nee in patcln^s 

(possible reclamation). 

At Moishnan tlui fields aia* highor than th(‘ old road, and at Sarntarmath 
a cultivator stated that the flofxl-w'ater was onlv 3j feet over his holds, and 
that the land had been raised from 4 to 5 feid by sand brought down by tln^ 
floods. He further stated that there was cultivation Inu'c bidore the Begua 
breach took place, but after that the land f^ecann' w'aste. It is now’ bf'ing 
reclaimed, and produces two crops. I then came to the Basin nala which is 
50 feet wide and 6 feet deep. Tliis nala is being filled in wn'th sand, and a 
cultivator informed me that within the last ten years it has betm silted up 
15 feet, and that the land on the banks has boon raised 4 fef*t. The d(‘pth 
of flood- water on the land is now on!}" 4 feet, and the crojis an* go(Ki, with 
patches of irAa^/w grass in between. At 5th mile of the road is Harrinkhola- 
h&t on the banks of tln^ Mandeswari. I took the evidence of an old 
inhabitant of the village who said that the flocKl-level is getting higln*/, and 
that the flooded area is a mile wider on each side than it used to be.- It now 
extends to Pursoorah on the east and BalloraTufiur on the w’(*st. Formerly 
the flood-level near the Damocxlar right embankment at PursfKU-ah was 
6 inches, now it is 4 to 5 feet. 

At Harrinkhola the land has been raised 4 to 5 b^et. Formerly the 
Mandeswari was the drainage channel of the country coming from Kaithi and 
had no connection with Begua. Now it has been joined to the Begua for the 

last 20 years. 
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I thon turnod north, and went to village Melancha oa the left t 
the Mandoswari which has an average width of 130 feet and 8 feet 
water. The heit-ht of the river hank is about 10 feet and depth of 
over the bank -1 feet. 1 found the crops good. In Tuc'keepore aTiT®^^ 
informed me that they had been trying to remove the khasht gr&B?. for th f '' 
ten years, and that in his lifetime (50 years) they bad never got crops -bef 
There was 7 feet of water over the land for three days, 

A mile to the south of Keshubpore the rice crops are very good, and fo 
the village 1 interviewed Kazi Kahillade, who said the country is being &Ued 
up with sand, and around the masjid there is 4 to 5 feet depth of sand. 
Adjoining the masjid tiiere is an atchala. The Boor of this building was 
formerly 7 feet above ground ; it is now only 2 feet. He said that the flood- 
level must be greater now, as tJie floor of the masjid must have been built 
above flood-Jovel. Now there is 3 feet of water over the floor. Keshubpore 
is on the banks of the Mandeswari, which is 500 feet wide and 10 feet deep. 

In flood time there is 4 feet of water over the bank. This river is said to be 
getting wider but shallower. A little to the north of the village there is a 
scaiuindari ernli.ankinent which Honorary Assistant Engineer, Bama Cluiirn 
Paramani(% inspected some ten years ago. It was then 8 feet high ; now it is 
only 3 feet above ground level. To the east of the village there is about 
half a square mile of country out of cultivation, but on the west of the 
Mandeswari the ric(^ crop is goiKl. 

1 then turned eastwards when 1 crossed an old spill channel 300 feet 
wide which is being r.apidly silted uj). , 

On the loft b.ank the bed is little more than a foot below ordinary ground 
level. At Hurnikhali the depth of flood-water over the land is 5 feet. 

Betwemi Hurnikhali and Alati, there are several spill channels, which 
will disappear within the next two or three years. The higher land between 
thi'in is now bidng cultivated. 

I then passed through Dihibatpur, where there is 6 feet of water over 
the land for two days, and thence to the right embankment of the Damoodar. 
During my journey 1 came across little or no uncultivated land, and in many 
jilaces the rice crop was excellent and of first-class quality. 

5. 1 then crossed from -Jcarah to Boikiintpur. Between it and Shoaluk 

there is 5 feet di'pth of water in floini time. 

The rice crop is only an average one, and, as far as I could see north and 
south from the liack of an elephant, there was no khashi grass, the whole 
country being under rice. In the village Shoaluk a villager pointed out the 
height of flood, which was 7 feet over the ground. 

He explainoil also that it was only the late transplanted rice which had 
Buffered. 

Passing the village, 1 came to a spill channel, and a cultivator stated 
that the land had been raised 2 feet during the last few years by an overflow 
of sand. 

Previous to that the land was cultivated. The sand first came to the 
north of the village, and was now extending to the south. 

The floods have lieen higher during tlie last six or seven years. 

In Shoaluk Markunda a resident said the flood was 7 feet above the 
ground and lasted for 24 hours ; that the spill channel was an old one, and 
was formerly 12 to l.'i feet deep, but during the last four or five years it 
had been filled with sand and was now only 3 to 4 feet deep. 

The land has been raised 3 feet during the last four years. 

In Markunda itself the land has been raised 3 feet during the last seven 
or eiglit years. Around the village the crops are excellent consisting of 
sugarcane and rice, and winter crops are also being cultivated. 

A little way beyond Markunda I came to the Bogua which is a well- 
defined river about 2.000 feet wide, banks 8 feet high, and depth of flood- 
waier over the bank about 4 feet. The land on both banks is cultivated and 
the rice crop is average ; winter cr^ps are being sown. I then turned 
towards the oast, and crossed an old khal close to the village of Shahpur. 

It is 60 feet wide and depth of water 1.5 feet. The water level is about 3 
feet, bi'low the ground. I found good crops on both banks of this nala, and 
on the left bank the sugarcane was particularly good. In the village the 
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depth of floodrwater is 5 feet. In Kushigunge the croj s are also good, and 
depth of flcHxi- water th(^ same. 

In the evening at ('liapadangalu Mr. Golam Hossein, Honorary Magistrate, 
and other inhahitantB of Rasiilpore and Alati, came to see me, and represented 
that there had been no rice crops for the last e years, and tliat the present 
X)rf)p was due to there being no flood in the Damoodali until September. They 
prayed that means miglit adopted to savt* their houses from being 

destroyed, as the floixls were becoming worse (>very yt‘ar, and tht'y suggested 
that the Ilegua breaeli might bt^ cIoschL 

6. Froju (fliapadangah I crossed the fields to niiajMlara Seramporo, and 
thence between Bulrairjpon^ and Hati to Hurrooah, wlnn-e 1 met tlu' SingtM' 
Klial.' The zamindari (unbankmeni shown in tlit‘ oiit^-ineli survt‘y ma]) iias 
become useless. In Dliapdara some of the houses have falhm, and tht> 
villagers said that during tl)e floods they liad to liv(> in tn‘t‘s. TIuMt^ was 7 
feet of water over the land which lasttMl four or Hv»‘ days, 'riu' villagers also 
said that the florxis liad Ixhui iner(‘asing during tln‘ last threi* years. 

From Dhapdara tlnu'i^ is a stretch of lowland uncultivated for about two 
inih^s long and a (juart(‘i- of a mile bi*oad. The crops on both sides ari‘ also 
poor. 

At l>ulram])orc then' is b fe(^t of Avateron tin* highland, and 7 bu't on tln^, 
lowland duVing flood tiint*. Some of t in* hoiisi^s in the villagt> have fallen. 
The flood lasted for three days and tlmn fell about a foot a day, but tlni 
•current was not strong. In llati tin* crops an* also j-^oor, and khnshi grass is 
again visibh*. 1 also found sainl on tin* land which stH*ms to be t‘xt(‘nding 
towards the east. At Hurrooah in the Sing»‘r Khal. tin* tiood is said to b(‘ h 
f(H't ove'r the bank. The khal is 70 feot widr with 1 fe(>t of watei* in it, and 
the. hank's are 8 feet abovi^ watm* h*vel. A flood is said to last thnn^ days. 1 
then w(mt along the bank of tin* klial, ami nolt‘d that the crop was slightly 
bett(*r to the west. Fu)‘th(*r on, I ohserv(M! that tln^ countiy to the west, as 
far as (lopalda, is eovm’iul with khashi grass. It is also shown wastt* in the 
survey map of the* district. Tin* erojis on tin* (‘ast side are poor with sonn^ 
patches of average sugarcane crop. In Ooldlghri then> is 4 h*ei, of tlexHl- 
water over the* liedds. UetwenMi (iohlighri and Oodna tin* rien* crop is av(‘ragt‘. 
In Neotta the flood- wati'r is saiel to be* 8 fe*f*t ove*!' tin* c*ountry. 1 was a little* 
s(H^j)tK}aI al) )Ut the lu'iglit of flooel shown te) me by tin* villag(*rs, but I was 
.able te) e;e)rre)boratf* their stateum*n1 from marks eai some ti‘eH*H beyond tin* 
village. 

Be^tween Neotta and Kampore* zamiinlari o]nbanknn*nt on the* e^ast, the^ 
land is low ; th(u*e is still water in tin* fields, but the* rice* c*roj)s will ave‘rage 
ten annas. In Pantediure'e* tln*re* is no ri(‘<* creTj) ; in lact. tin* land is “parti”. 
Inside the Kampore e'mhanlvinent the rice crejp is ne)t worth cutting. Ihe* 
emliankment is breaclie^d in several placeAs. and they are* not we^rth repairing, 
as the embankment on tin* semth is low, so that the circuit is {)raeiically open. 
I made ejiit the height of vvate'r on the^ bank to be* it ie^(*t. I had a long 
<jonver8ation with a villager of Pantebure*!*, nameei Dobir Khunkar (])ne*st). 
He said the cultivating class hael elisappaaivel. and those who re*inaine(j in tln^ 
village worked as daily labourers. He* informe*d me that seve*ral huts haei 
fallen down in the villages of Pantefljure^e anel Ifalipiur, and he (‘omplaintnl 
bitterly of the introduction of tin* cliaukidari tax this yoai*. I tlnui went tf) 
Daspore. The flood was 8 fe 3 f^t abovm the country, and sonie^ 20 t(^ 25 houses 
in the village had fallen down. The land is [)arti with tbe^ e^xee ption of a 
few isolated patches of poor rice and poorer rahi. 

The villagers also said tliat the flexKl was higher and tlie current stronger 
than last year, that the flood lasted four days and tlnm fell at the rat(3 of a 
foot a day. They also informed me tliat the eroj) to the vilest is about four 
^nnas. 

The country to the south of Daspore, as far as could be seen from the 
howdah, is either all wast(i land or very nearly so. I then turned towards 
the east, and came to the circuit embankment at Pairapore which is said to 
have existed for a longtime. Balm Prosuniio Bose of Khorope repaired it 
last year, but it is now breached in several places, and the flood-water inside 
the circuit was at least 8 feet high. The crops in the lower side are poor, 
but inland at Singti Shibpur and other villages, the sugarcane is luxuriant. 
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At Janglepara I croesed an old spill channel of the Damoodar which coines^ 
from Dehi Borsoot, on ray way to Puspore bungalow. 

7. 1 crossed from Puspore to Jooguldah, and found the rice crops and 

sugarcane j)Oor, and a great deal of uncultivated land. A cultivator informed 
me that flood- water does not enter his village as a rule, but it has done so for 
the last three years. The de| th of flood-water is 1 foot 6 inches. There is a 
zainindari bund at Puspore, 4 feet high and 3 feet crest ; inside the embank^ 
ment there is 4 feet of flood-water, and in some places the crop is good, while* 
in others there is no crop. 

In Singti Dukhin there was 3 feet of water during the high flood of this 
year. Early rice has been harvested and winter crops sown. The land 
fertile, and although the rice crop is only six annas, this is due to late 
cransplaiitation owing to unfavourable rainfall in the months of July and 
August : the flocxl-water is beneficial. 

In llaiehuck the depth of water was 4 feet. In Rabirampore there is a 
circuit embankment which is 4 feet high and 3 feet crest. The bund was 
overtopped 18 inches during the highest flood of this year. The bund is an 
old one, and was constructed to hold up water. 

From the elephant I noted the crops up to Goomghur on the south and 
Mansuri on the west. There is no doul)t the soil is fertile, and with favour-^ 
able rains the crops would be good. As it is they are average. At Sonatolla 
there was 2 fet t 6 inches of water during flood time, and it fell in two days, 
that is over a foot a day. This was on the land adjoining the road from 
Bargachia to Khanakul. 

No sand or silt comes here, as the flood-water is clear. Notwithstanding- 
the land is fertile and the sugarcane round the village is luxuriant. 

From Chand Chuck I saw the state of crops up to Mustafapore three 
miles to W(^st, The condition of crop up to Magree Jollah is good. There is 
110 zainindari bund, and the depth of water over the fields in flood time was 
7 feet. 

In tlK‘ Magree Jollah the land is permanently waste, and there is water 
on it still. The jollah extends up to Mustafapore on the west and Makhal- 
pore on the 8(>utli. 

I should say that the boundary of good crops (that is sugarcane) is 
Chand (diiick, but the rice in the lowland is good. 

I tium travelled south, leaving Goomghur on the left and came to Chand 
Cliuck Dukhin, wliore a cultivator informed me that just west of Mustafa- 
pore a new nala from Begua passes which is widening and deepening. The 
old Mondessari is three miles west of Mustafapore. 

For sixt{‘en years the floods have been high, and many huts have fallen 
in tlu^ village this year. 

At th(' south end of the jollah. as far as I could see, the rice crop seemed 
goKl. At Koteshay the height of flood was 5 feet for three days and then 
subsided in four days. 

The state of crops further south is said to be good, but to the west of 
Mustafapore they are poor. On the border of Koteshay I came across the old 
khal that comes from Dehi Borsoot, and I was told that it is being silted up. 

I tlnm passed through Makhalpore to Ranjobar and found crop good. From 
Kanjobar the country changes. There is little or no sugarcane to be seen^ 
sim])ly rice. In Sheoraberai there is rice all round, which would have been a 
good crop had the rainfall been seasonable at the time of transplanting. 
There was 3 feet 6 inches of w^ater over the fields in this village, and the 
villagers said it would have done good had it come earlier. 

J passed through Hamdara and thence to Ampta. 

8. As it was more easy to inspect the remainder of the country from 
the R )opnarain side, I proceeded up the Bakshi khal. On the left at the 
entranct' is tlie Bakshi circuit embankment which is at least 12 feet high, and 
was not breached during the September flood, and the rice crop inside is 
gocKl. Adjoining is the Kurriguria circuit. The south and east embank- 
ments are breached, but the northern boundary is intact. The rice crop in 
this circuit whore it does exist is not two annas. The country to the east of 
the Sabgathtola khal is all open and uncultivated. To the north is the 
Kashimooli circuit in which the rice crop is good. Outside the north bound- 
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ary of this circuit and as far as I could Bee— north, east and west— the wlK)le 
country is covered with jungle grass, but perfectly dry. 

Returning I went along the cross khal to the Jypore circuit embankment 
and along it to Saoria village. The embankments are as shown on th(> inch- 
to-a-mile map, but the Saoria embankments arn interior oni^s and hnsaeliiHi. 
The Jypore enibankment is good, but the khal embankment is breached in 
many places. The Jy}»ore circuit has been cultivated for the last 20 yt^ars, 
but this year s rice crop was lost, also rahi crop owing to recent cyclom'. 

rh(^ Ivhalla circuit has not been cultivated for s(*ven years. It was 
reclaimed 2»^ years ago, but has only been cultivated four years. It is now 
grown over with Lena grass. 

Went up Ponadara khal to Ikitra. The country is all optm, but the nev 
crop is not good. Srune patches are gocKl, but tlu^v are the exception. 

9. Kntered the Pansuh khal, and travtdled by launch to .loria (’buck 
where the Hood-water was ] ointed out to havt^ been 10 feet ovm* the land. 
Got into a small natives boat as the current was too strong for tlu' jolly-boat, 
and proceeded to Hurrish Chuck. 8o far as I could He(‘. the country is 
covered with Ichashi grass, but I was told that in places th(‘re iiw small 
patches of cultivation. Al)Out half a mile to the south of Hurrish Chuck 
there is a jheel, which is probably c^aust^d by the small sdteid-up drainage 
channel which leads out of it. 'Fo the south of this horo rice is cultivatiul. 

Travelled by boat up to Chengra which is opposit(^ Jfalaguree. The 
branch khal shown in tln^ inch map to the south of tdn^ village^ still exists, 
and iiasses the village of Mustafapon^. At Halagunu* the main khal is 400 
feet wide and 10 feet dt^ej), but imnu'diately above (Himigra it again l)e(*onH's 
small. During Hoods there is 5 to 0 feet of water over all the co i ntry from 
Hurrish Chuck to (Hiengra. 

From Chengra 1 could s(^e the country for miles right away b(^yond 
Dainlah. There is no rice crop, and only poor crops are cultivated. 

In Chengra and Mustafaf>ore the rice crop is about 4 annas. 

To the north of Hurrish Chuck then^ is still a good di^al of jungle grass 
to be seen, but there are also pitcln^s of poor rahi b(‘tw(Hui. Tln^re is also 
similar cultivation to the east of the vi llag(‘. 

At Shashabat on my return journey from marks on the trees I found t he 
depth of flood-water ov(*r the land must hav(‘ b(Mui 11 to 12 f(*(‘t. 

The accompanying map gives a fair i(h*a of thc‘ static of (udtivation in lln^ 
whole of the inundated country.

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(m) If the Binaller renervoir scheme (paragraph 42 of the report) were 
saiictioned, what would be the' probable annual benefit to the 
Ohatal, Chetua and other circuits? 

{iv) In pai-agraph 33, the surplus thMxl-water of the Cossye and Selye 
hoods is, in my opinion, exaggerated. The discharg(»H are 
calculated on a rainfall of 8 inches in the 24 hours, whereas in 
paragraph 26 in adjoining areas the average rainfall is shown to 
have been equal only to a net flow-off of 3*13 inches in the 24 
hours. Will you kindly state your opinion ? 

3. I wish to draw your spi'cial attrition to Appendix A of the report in 
which I have not(*d the statc^ of cultivation as observed by me during my 
insp(*ction of lln* inundatt*(l area in Novrnd)er and December last, and to 
recpiest ^hat in futun' you will instruct Executive Engineers of the ('ossye and 
Northern Drainage and Embankment Divisions to draw up in each year a 
joint re))ort on similar lines, so that any iini)roveni(‘nt in cultivation may be 
observixj from y(‘,ar to year, 

1. To k(Hq) the Ex(»curive Engineei' of the Cossye Division informed of 
the Hoods in the Daniodar, a copy of the Edilpur gauge reading should be 
sent daily ; and as long as th(^ gaue-e reading is above 12. a daily telegram 
should be s(uit, so that tin* Executive EngiiuHn- may be prepared to study the 
eff(^ct of the. Hood on the country to the north of the liaksi khal. To assist 
in the study of tlie.se tioods in the Kujinaraiii, additional gauge readings are 
^ r<<] ce^sK. nect‘Bsary, and I would sugg(^st that new gauges 

be fixed at the sites marked* in the accompanying 
map, and the readings be observed regularly during the flood season.

In continuation of -my letter No. 547/., dated the 26th March, 1902, I 
hav(^ again the honour to address you on the subject of tln^ control of the 
floods of the Damodar river. 

2. In paragraph 60 {^) of tin' rejiort, which was forwarded with tln^ 
above letter, it is stated that thert^ can be no doul)t that Government made 
a wise decision in nunoving a jiortion of the right embankment. As it has 
been brought to my notice that tliis fa(‘t has not been convincingly proved in 
th(' re) ort, T now send you ('xtracts from volume XII of the Proceedings of 
1852 regai'ding the Damodar embankments. 

3. I was not awan^ of the existence of this volume at the time of 
writing my nq ort, but I trust that the following extracts will (ionclusivel}" 
show that tin* most bem^ficial solution, in the interests of the districts, was 
to remove a portion of the right embankment, and that this opinion was 
geneiTilly shared in by tln^ inhabitants of the areas affected. 

4. I have been unable to obtain a copy of the report of the Committee 
of 1846. hut it was evidently of no great value, as Mr. Ricketts, of the Board 
of Eevenin^, characterized it as a crude production. The Committee, it would 
appear from his note, was in favour of abandoning botli embankimmts. 

5. The following extract from the report of Mr. Drummond, Collector 
of Burdwan, dated January, 1852, is interesting : — 

It is part of Lioiitonant Iiiipoy’s plan to cxtoiid noxt yoar tlu* principle of retirement, which has been 
introduced on tlu' left, to the liglit hank of the Ouniodar. The cost of tliis will l>e considerahle, and the 
injury to many villugt's and estates extensive, and, before entering upon sueh a work, it may l>e well to 
usceituin, ))y careful enquiry, whether the eiiibuiikment on that side might not, with l)enetit to all parties, 
l>e dispensed with altogi'tlicr.

Tlie general feeling of tlie country, so far as 1 have l)een able to ascertain it, i-i decidedly — and almoit 
aniver.-ialh — i» favour of such a course of proceeding ; the only point upon wdiich stress is laid is that 
the ahandimrneiit. if any, should he universal along the entire right hank.

6. In the report, which was forwarded to you with my previous letter, 
reference was made to three proposals which were submitted to Government, 
but I have since ascertained tliat there were four proposals, the first one 

* being the formation of two huge mounds with canals or catch-drains attached, 
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one of them extending from Howrah, in the direction of Burdwan. as far as 
the great hund of the Damodar ; the other, east and west, between Sankrail 
and Ampta. Tine scheme was ahandoned on account of its great expense 
and because the railway which was to have shared the expense had l»een 
taken m another direction. 

^ was referred by the Governor-General in 

Council, for fanal decision, to Major Baker, Consulting Engineer for Kail wavs 
He chose the fourth plan for the following reasons ; 

\V hereas it may be possible to provide a free escape over the right bank 
the embankments on the left will lie greatly relieved, and the country behind 
It will be placed in comparative safety, while by providing a larger space for 
the deftosit of silt, the process of raising the river-bed an.I the formation of 
sand banks will be retarded. 

It is true that a certain tract of country would be subjected t ci frequent 
immersion during the rainy season, and will be cultivated, if at all. under 
considerable risk, but its total area is small compared with that of the lauds 
which would be protected to tho eastward. 

In favour of this plan, it is further stated by Mr. Uicketfs. iMember of the 
Sadar Board of Revenue, in a note on the management of embankments, that 
'• the zamindars are so well aware of the inefficiency of the existing state of 
things that all those who have property on both sides .are (h(> belioves' (juite 
prepared to agree that the embankments on the right bank should be 
abandoned, provided those on tho left aro so strengthened as tn make 
breaching impossible.” 

******* 

It was .also pointed out in 1852 “that on the left bank, betw.a-n tho 
Damodar .and Hooghly, there were b.asinlike hollows which, if the left 
embankment were removed, might become permanent lakes or swamps, 
uncnlturable and malarious.” 

8. I will now discuss the quostion of fe.asibility, on financial grounds, of 
c<arrylng out the scheme of constructing a reservoir in thi' B.arakur Valley 
capable of containing a discharge of 100,000 cubic feet a second for 21 to 30 
hours, which is the average period of duration of a high flood in the Damodar. 
The total area inundated (?) by an extraordin.ary flood is 37!» square miles, 
and (??) by an ordinary high flood, ,365 square miles. I have assumed that 
the difference between a flood of .500,000 cubic feet a second ami one of 
400,000 cubic feet a second would reduce the depth of water in the 
submerged area to the north of the Ohap.adangah road by 2 feet ; to the south 
of the road for ten miles, by 2J feet, and for the reimainder of the area, by 
3 feet.

The construction of the proposed reservoir on tin* Barakur river would 
confer little or no benefit on the area which now produces gocxl average crops. 
Of the waste area, possibly 30 square miles would be greatly b(*rjefited 
within five years of the completion of the reservoir, but the remainder of the 
area above the Baksi khal, coloured yellow on the map, must always lemain 
waste, as it has to bear the brunt of the Damodar floods, and the Cossye and 
Selye.as well. 
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9. The following is an approximate estimate of the value of the crops

This is a very outside (*stiiiiate. In my opinion ilie probable gain to the 
raiyats in a year should not be taken at more than 7 lakhs of rupees. 

11. The Revenue Secretary, wdio was consulted as to the financial aspect 
of the above estimate, recorded the following opinion : — 

Tl»e coat of tlic roSorvoir ia ostiinutu<l at 40 luklia, with amiual iuUTCHl and inainttMiancc cliargea 
fimountiug to IJ to 2 lakhs. Two lakhs is the naft r Kgurc. A tiimnciul export is waiitod to capitaiiH^^ stu h 
A scheme. Somotliing would depend on the period v\ithin which tlie scheme may l>e e«>inph*ted, the rate of 
interest charged, the period for ulncli intorcHt iiuiy run InTorc an apportionment scheme is worked out, ami 
something would depend on the annual maintenance charges as ihstinguislied from iiiti^rest. As far as 1 
can gatlier, howev’cr, allowing for interest ami inaintenaiice, the capitalised sum would not he less tiiaii (>() 
lakhs, and might he much more. 

Supposing tliat this imm o£#0 iakhs he apportioned against the r>4,2.^>0 acres reclaimed ami l>enelitt*d, 
we get an average apportionment of Us 110 un acre, wlilch is about tiircie times toe average ralt* 
apportioned in the Uajapur scheme (tmr biggest drainage scheino). The reclaimed lands uonid have to ]»ay 
iriucli more than Us. Ill) an acre and the t»cm*lite«l lamls less. 

Such a higli rate of cost seems to take the Mchciin! out of the rc;gion of practical politics. A glance at 
Mr. Horn’s map will show tliat the areas to he rcclaimoil and heiictited, thougli to sonic cxU*nt compact, 
yet extend over many villag<‘s. Tiie taking of levels and tin* apportionment of cost wtnild he an a<l<litioniil 
item of cost, wliich lias not been taken into coiisidtTution above. Many (jiicslions would arise us to whether 
land rt'ally was benefited or not. 1 do not say that thes<* «|iu*stions would Is' insuperable. Lik<* (jiiestions 
in other areas, tli(‘y could he solved by Drainage Coinmissioners ; but if the sclu me Is* left to h,. voted for 
by laiidlioldi'rs m th(‘ area affiH'ted, all sorts of doiihls w'ouhl hav(‘ to he satisfir'd.

In paragraph ol) of iny rt'port I siiggi'sttHl that should it ho (h‘cl(h‘tl 
not to att(>inpt the ivsorvoir, it niiu’ht ho j)oshihj(‘ to ht^lj) tho imindatod aroa 
by assisting tho Hogua to scour out ith own channid. 1 am wt'll awai't* of tlu' 
ilitficulty of the prol)hun and a solution at all foasiblo is only pDssihh^ to ho 
forinulatt^d l)y ono, who has ati intiinatt^ knowhulgo of tlu' ground, assisttul hy 
tho advico of intolligent villagtu's. Owing to tho fow days in tin* yoar during 
which the river is in flood, tho ])rogroBs of scouring is viM\y slow. It has 
taken tho Hoguu 40 years to form a (diaunol for its(‘lf four to five miles long, 
and it would probably takt*. tho same tinn* for tht^ rivoi’ to forct*. its way down 
to tile Cliapadangah road some live or six miles further on. 

To assist th(^ river it would ho necessary to excavate a channel .^lOO to 
600 feet in width and 6 fetjt d(H*,p at a cost of Rs. 1.50,000 p(*r mile, i.e., say i) 
lakhs of rupees. Beyond the road tht^ uncultivated land begins, so that it 
would he necessary to extend tln^ river for another eight to ttui miles. To 
assist the river, even an tixpenditure of fully 20 lakhs of rupmis would ht^ 
required. 

14. As the cost of this alternative scheme is estimattMl about one-third 
of the reservoir scheme, and would therelore just bring tht^ apportionment 
within the Rajapur limit, I am directt il by the Ideuttmant-Governor to request 
that you will l)e good enough t<) examine this proposal mon^ cbisely and 
favour Government with your opinion on the following points : — 

(1) Have you any experiences to recommend it? 

(2) If the Hegua channel were cut, would the river take it and 

keep it ? 

(3) Would the cost of maintenance be high, and is the scheme such 

that it could he confidently undertaken ? 
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LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS. 

THE BENGAL EXCISE (AMENDMENT) BILL, 1914. 

LIST OF BUSINESS— ITEM No. 3. 

The Hon’ble Sir William Duke moved that the Bengal Excise (Amend- 
mentj Bill, 1914, be referred to a Select Committee consisting of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Stephenson, the Hon’ble Mr. A. H. Cuming, the Hon’ble Mr. Moberly, the 
Hon'ble Dr. Deba Prasad Sarbadhikari, the Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal 
Bahadur, the Hoirble Maulvi Musharraf Hussain, the Hon’ble Babu Mahendra 
Nath Ray and the mover, with instructions to circulate their report in time 
for its consideration in Council at the meeting to be held in September next. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

(Under the Rules for the discussion of matters of general public interest.) 

LIST OF BUSINESS— ITEM No. 4. 

The following Resolution stood in the name of the Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid 
Nawab Ali C’haLKihiiri, Khan Bahadur : — 

“ This'Council recommends to the Governor in C’ouncil that an expert 
C’ommittee, consisting of officials and non-officials and presided 
over by the Director of Public Instruction, be appointed to 
formulate definite recommendations to Government for the 
furtherance and spread of Muhammadan Education in this 
Presidency, such Committee to be representative of Muham- 
madan interests throughout the Presidency and to be assisted 
by the Special Officer in charge of Muhammadan Education as 
Secretary.” 


The Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid Nawab Ali Chaudhuri, Khan Bahadur, 
said : — 

” My Lord, the last (Gazette having announced the formation of the Com- 
mittee to which my Resolution refers, I do not think there is any point in the 
Resolution wliich 1 wished to put forward for the consideration of this Council. 
It would be useless now to discuss the reasons which led me to press the neces- 
sity for the formation of this Committee, and my only regret now is that the 
Committee is to be a temporary one. I wish the C’ora'mittee had been allowed 
to last for a longer period, in order effectually to place before the authorities 
the different problems relating to Muhammadan Education which may arise 
from time to time. As regards the constitution of the Committee, I am sorry 
to miss the names of a few who would have been very useful members of the 
Committee. The Muhammadan Educational Conference suggested some 
names, and I do not see why the unanimous suggestion of such a representative 
body should have practically been ignored. J sincerely hope and trust that 
some additional appointments will be made to the Committee in the light of 
the suggestions made by the Conference so that it may be made really useful 
and effective for the purposes for which it is going to be constituted. 

With these few words, I beg to withdraw the Resolution standing in my 
name.’’ 

The Resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 
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LIST OF BUSINESS— ITEM No. 5. 

The Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Baiierji moved the following 
Resolution : — 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that Rule 7 of the 
Bengal Legislative (Financial Statement) Rules, 1912, be so amended as to 
confer on the Finance Committee ((‘onstituted everv year iirjder Rule 3 of the 
gaid Rules) the right of considering the j)ro\ision to be made under the several 
heads of expenditure in the Draft Financial Statement, and not merely that 
under the head of “ Ijiiallottcd Expenditure," and of making proposals in 
resi)ect thereof for the consideration of the Local Government. 

He said : — 

IJonLle Members will bear in mind that every year a Finance C'ommiltee 
is aj)pointed to consider what is called tlie unallotted expenditure in the budget 
estimates. Tlje unallotted exj)enditure in the budget estimates of 1913-14 
was fixed at 14,50,000 rupt^es; the unallotted experjditure foi’ 1914-15 was 
fixed at 14 lakhs, and the total budget estimates for 1914-15 was lixtHl at 7 
crores and 36 lakhs of rupees. It will thus be seen that the unallotted expen- 
diture is oTily a fraction — J was going to say an insignificant fraction — of the 
entire budget exptmdi ture, and therefore the labours of the Finance (\>mmittee 
touch only a fringe oi' the very widt‘ area covered l)y the budget ex})enditure. 
'.riie object of my R('solutioif is to extend the scope of the work of tin' l"inance‘ 
Committee and to invest it with the powei* to consider all heads of 
budget expenditure. Jf my Resolution, which is really an amendment of th(‘ 
Rules, is a.cceptiM], it will be necessary to amend Rul(^ 7 of th(‘ Rules rtdat ing to 
the presentation of the Firuiiicial Statement. Your Excellency has authoi’ity 
vested in you by tfie Rules to amt^nd them subject to the saaiction of th(‘ Govern- 
ment of India. As I propose that Rule 7 of these rules be a, mended, it is nec(\s- 
sary that i should read that rule. Itule 7 is in these terms. — 

“ The Finance Committee shall consider how the provision made under 
the head ‘ Unallotted Expenditure ' referred to in clause {(/) in 
sub-rule (2) shall be distributed among the sfiecific major heads 
and to what purjioses the sums thus allotted should be applicul." 

Rule 7 refei’s to clause {(/) of sub-rule (2). (dause (d) says : — 

" The Draft sliall comjirise tabular statements showing the amounts avail- 
able for maximum recurring expenditure and for total expiuiditure u|)on other 
new schemes, the latter b(*ing [irovisionally included under a liead ‘ 1 nallotted 
Exjienditure.' 

Clause (rf) refers to new schemes other than those mentioned in clause (r) 
]t is therefore necessary to considt^r the terms of clause (c) of sub-rule (2). 
Clause (r) says : — 

" The Draft shall comprise tabular statements showing th(‘ estimated 
Provincial exjienditure under specific major heads, on existing establishments 
and schemes, and on new schemes the cost of which is not considerable or wliich 
the Local Government considers to be of an absolutely obligatory character." 

It wdll thus be seen that the Finance Committee f)ossesses only a very 
limited authority to consider new schemes of expenditure only of a particular 
class. New schemes of expenditure which the Government consider to be 
absolutely necessary or the cost of which is inconsiderable are w ithdrawui from 
the jurisdiction of the Finance Committee. Indeed from the figures which J 
gather from a note which has been kindly placed at my dispo.sal by iny Hon’ble 
friend the Financial Secretary, it ap[)ears that the work of the Finance Com- 
mittee is confined to only a percentage of expenditure incurred, upon new 
schemes. In 1913-14 the total expenditure uf)on new schemes amounted to 45 
lakhs of rupees. The Finance Committee had to consider the “ Unallotted 
Expenditure ” of that year which only came up to fourteen lakhs 
and fifty thousand rupees — or in other wmrds less than one-third of 
the total expenditure upon new schemes. In 1914-15 the total 
expenditure upon new schemes amounted to 35 lakhs of rupees. 
The Finance Committee dealt with only 14 lakhs of that expenditure 
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or less than one-half. My Lord, there is no reason why the whole 
of the ex{)enditure upon new schemes should not be submitted to 
the Finance Committee. I am encouraged to put forward this view by the 
fact that the Committee is a purely Advisory Body, that the authority of the 
Government is in no way fettered by its views and that the Government may 
accept them or reject them according to its discretion. Let me turn once 
again to the wording of Rule 7 which says that the Finance Committee is “ to 
consider ” and not decide how the provision for new schemes is to be distri- 
buted; and Rule 10 vests in the Government the power to decide what the 
provision is to be, subject to the final sanction of the Government of India. 
The wording of Rule 10 is as follows : — 

“ After considering the proposals of the Committee, the Local Government 
shall embody its own conclusions in the Draft Financial Statement and shall 
refer the Statement thus amended to the Government of India.” 

In view, my Lord, then of the fact that the Finance Committee is merely 
advisory in its functions, I submit that the Government will lose nothing, but 
is likely to obtain valuable assistance from the Finance Committee by submit- 
ting for its consideration not only new but all heads of the Budget Exfienditure. 
The Budget Expenditure consists of three heads. 'J'here is expenditure that 
is fixed; secondly there is exj>enditure that is [)rogressive and lastly we have 
expenditure u[>on new .schemes. My Lord, thei-e is nothing fixed, nothing 
unalterable, nothing in the nature f)f a settled fact in our administration, be it 
financial or otherwise. We are moving and everything is moving, though it 
may be with a alow movement, and even expenditure that is fixed or jirogres- 
sive may, with advantage, be laid before the Finance Committee; and 1 submit 
that there is absolutely no reason why the ('oinniittee should not be consulted 
with regard to all kinds of new schemes 

7diere is another aspect of the question which should not be over-looked, 
lirivite your Excellency’s Government to consider the value of the training 
which menibers of this Council will receive from the discu.ssion in Committee 
of the details of the Budget Exjienditure. The wider the area of the di.scus- 
sion the more elTective will be the training. Members of this Council who are 
also members of tlie Corfioration, will, 1 am sure, testify to the enorincms benefit 
they have derived from the detailed discussion of the Municipal Budgets in 
their committees. The adojition of the course wliich I have ventured to 
sugge.st will add to the efficiency of the Couneil, strengthe]i our financial 
adndnistration by bringing it in clo.se touch with public of)inion and inspire a 
larger measure of public confidence. Therefore alike in the interests of this 
Council and for the greater efficiency of the administration J venture to 
recommend this Resolution to the aiaH'ptance of the Council and the Govern- 
ment." 

The Ilon'ble Sir William Duke said ; — 

" My Lord, I am afraid that 1 must tax the patience of the Council to listen 
toa rather lengthy exposition of the process of preparing the budget. It is 
by no means a simple one; and even although I have had a certain amount of 
practical experience in it, I do not find it particularly easy to explain. How- 
ever, I will do my best to show what the system is with a view to assist the 
Council in considering the practicability of the Resolution which has been 
moved. I must say, at the outset, as the Ilon’ble mover has pointed out, that 
the rule which he desires to alter is one which was enacted by Ilis Excellency 
in Council with the sanction of the Governor General in Council, and we have 
to consider the matter from that point of view. 

What this circumstance implies in practice is that the rules for all the 
Indian Local Governments are framed very much upon one plan and with due 
regard to the iirocedure of the Government'of India in framing their own bud- 
get to which those of Local Governments are merely subsidiary. Any 
change, therefore, which may be proposed should be considered from the point 
of view of Its being acceptable to the Government of India, such as they might 
sanction without undue dislocation of their budget arrangements. ^Jow, as 
a matter of fact, the rules, w'hich, as I have said, are more or less common to all 
the Local Governments, bring the Finance Committee in only at a rather 
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advanced stage, and if it were required to deal not merely with the unallotted 
. expenditure, but with all the several heads of expenditure in the Draft Finan- 
cial Statement, it would be necessary for it to come in very much earlier, and it 
is to be considered whether this is physically possible. According to the rules, 
the Finance Committee must be elected before the 5th of Ja*nuary and must 
meet not later than the 18th of January and submit its report to Government 
before the 27th of January. Now, the scheme under which the budget is 
prepared is as follows ; — 

The several Heads of Departments send in their budgets by October, one 
copy to the Accountant-General and the other co})y to the Administrative 
Department of Government concerned. The schedules attached to the 
budget, showing the new expenditure required, are examined by the Adminis- 
trative Department and, in consultation with the Financial Department, are 
classified into " Obligatory ” and “ Optional." Obligatory " includes 
matters regarding which discussion seems unnecessary, because they are such 
as have been directed by the Secretary of State or the Government of India; 
or have been considered to be unavoidable by tlie Local Government. 
‘‘ Optional " are matters which it is open to the Local Government to under- 
take or let alone at its discretion. Meanwhile, the Accountant-General has 
been examining the budget and should return it to Government by tJie Ibtli of 
November. The Administrative Department scrutinizes the budget as passed 
by the Accountant-General and then jiasses it on to the Finaruual Department. 
Under the rules, the Financial ]3epartment should have finished by tla^ first 
half of December; but as a matter of fact, the budgets are never up-to date, 
and the Financial Department has to work at extreme pressurt^ usually 
throughout the Christmas holidays, so that the first edition of the budget may 
be forwarded to the Government of India on the Jst of January. 

Now, it will be apparent that, until all the budgets have been (completed, 
it is impossible to say what the amount of unallotted exjienditure can be. It 
is only known practically at the moment when the budget is due to the Gov(u*n- 
ment of India, and is subject to the apjiroval of the Government of India. 
The Government of India, as a rule, return the budget within a fortnight, tliat 
is to say, a very few days before the 18th of January when the Finance 
Committee is due to meet and to make its reconinamdations. 

I have so far described what is done according to rule. I would now draw 
the attention of (duncil to ’what the Local Government has, of its own motion, 
done in order to give the Finance Committee a more real influeruH* upon the 
expenditure of Government. It w^as realized by the Finambal Dej>artment 
very shortly after the present Council system came into oj>eration that tini 
F*'inance Committee was being given only very restricted opportunities, if 
some nine days before it had to rtqiort, it was furnished merely with the fact 
that so many lakhs of expenditure, usually very few, were unaliotted and with 
a long list of schemes which Government desired to l)e taken uj) and was asked 
to make its recommendations u{)on this basis. Accordingly, since 1911, the 
Finance Committee, instead of being elected only at the last moment, has 
been elected during the rains session and has been convened in Novtunber as 
soon as the schedules attached to the departmental budgets showing the new 
expenditure which the dej)artments wished to incur could bt* collected. It 
is true that at this stage it is impossible to tell what funds would be available 
for unallotted — that, as I have explained, is only known ut the last moment 
when all the budgets have been completed, that is, about the 31st December. 
But, at any rate, this system gives the Finance Committee ample time to 
express their opinion as to the necessity or the relative urgency of the projects 
put forw^ard by the departments or to })ropose others wliich they may refer to 
them. It rests, of course, with Government to accept or rejec^t tliese i)reli mi- 
nary recommendations of the Finance Committee, and when they are convened 
for their formal meeting on the budget on the 18th January they see how^ far 
their advice has been followed ; and if they are dissatisfied, they have a further 
opportunity of advising Government in their formal report, and, of cour.st*, if 
their views are still not accepted, of pressing them further in the later stages 
of the budget. It is true that the Government of India are averse to accepting 
minor changes made in the second and still more in the third editions, hut if 
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changes of real importance were recommended and especially if they were 
supported by the weight of the Legislative Council, it is probable that they 
would be accepted. 

Now, J tliink I have shown that Government has of its own motion and 
before any private member had suggested it, done everything that it thought 
possible, to extend the influence of the Finance C’ommittee. I trust that the 
Council will give us credit for this, at any rate, that our policy has not been 
to restrict and limit their influence upon the budget, but the contrary. 

Tli(‘ Hou’bh^ Mover drew attcmtion to the- fact that the unallotted was 
but a small jiroportion of the total m‘w exjKmditiire. 1 do not know exactly 
how Ih^ lias worked uyi these* figures. However, I am quite prepared to 
acciqit th(‘ Tact that the unallotted is only a small proportion of the new 
(^X])(‘nditure. 1 could not myself at this moment say accurately what the 
new (‘Xpmidii ure consists of, but it is to be r(unembert*d that ex)>enditure on 
lu^w schem(‘S has usually been considered for many years Ixd'ore it actually 
takes effect. In many cas(‘S, it has been submitted and apj^roved by the 
{S('cr(‘iary of State soim* y{‘ars before; the scheme could be given effect to. 
W(* may t-ake for instanca* tin; Police* jioliey of recemt years. 1 su})j)ose it is 
lU'arly upwards of 10 years sinci* the Police CommiRsion com})let('d its 
inquiih'S. and it is 7 or K years since tin* Secretary of State* passed his 
ord(M‘s on the nuMimmiuidations of that Commission, and in passing his orders, 
h(' a])prove.d of scIhuik'S to be; carried out as funels ])(‘rmitted. The total 
was alreaiely lixe*el <'it that stage. It was only a questiein ol how funels would 
be available from ye‘ar'te> ye-ar and as funds were made available portions of 
the* schedule- we‘re; giveui edlect to. We have* not tlumght it ne'ce'ssary and I 
elo not think that the* IJon’bh* Move*!- has regally aelduceel any reasfin vNdiy 
e*xp(‘nditiir(‘, whiedi has be‘e‘n eonsielere'd in this way by the* (M)ve*rnm(‘nt and 
sanctioneui by the Se‘e;retary of State* ane.l finally decided eai, should again be 
submitteu.l to the* Finance (kanmittee*. He may e]e*sire* this, but it sei'ins 
to us to be* a me;re‘ waste* of t ime*, as tlie final authority has be*(‘n given and 
the‘re' is no ]*e*ason to ke*e*}) the> scheme*s back. 

So much with re‘garel to that pea-tion of the* ne*w ex])(‘])eiiture which 
has bee'll bi’ouglit be*fe>re the* Finance* ('ommitte'e. The* Hon’bh* Meiver, 
liov\e'Ve*r, thinks, and it may l»e* tliat others tjiink with him, that it 
is not (‘iiough fo;: the* Finance (kimmittee* to deal with the new 
expe*nd itui'e; in the* buelget, but that it shoulei scrutinise* all the? heads 
of e;xpe*iiditure‘. This, I fear, is not j>ossible iineler any syste'in which we 
can de'vise*. 1 have* ele*scribed alre*ady how the dcjiartments in October 
se'iid in the*ir budge*ts te> (iove*rnme*nt. It is obvious that nothing can be 
deine without t he* de;partine*ntal budgets, and if it be euggeste'd tliat these 
might lie pre'pareHl e*arlier the re*ply is that they already proce*ed upein emly six 
months’ actuals which is too little for accurate estimating, while the 
Financial l)cpartme*nt when debating with them is able to add the experience 
eif a seventh month. Obviously, it is impeissible to begin earlier, and the 
period from October to Di'cemlaw is fully occupied by the departmental and 
financial scrutiny. All that can be done at this stage is to give the Finance 
Committee the earliest opjiortunity of considering the new schemes ; and 
that we have done already. 

W(* have done something else which does not come to the particular 
notice of the? Council but which has the eflect of extending the influence of 
the Finance Committee. Pefore the formation of the present Council 
system when the Legislative Council had no hand in the preparation of the 
Budget, it was the practice of all departments to press at any time for any 
now schemoR which they thought desirable and for which they thought funds 
might be forthcoming. It is obvious that if this were permitted under the 
existing system, much new expenditure might be sanctioned by Government 
during the course of the year without any reference to the Finance Committee 
at all. The Financial Department has taken up the standpoint that all 
expenditure on new schemes should, as far as possible, only he admitted when 
it has been placed in the schedules attached to the departmental budgets 
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and accordingly has come under the scrutiny of the Finance Gomiuirtee, and 
this principle has been more and more rigorously insisted upon as t he depart- 
ments have grown accustomed to the new system. If then all new schemes 
are submitted to the Finance Committee, the result must he that in the 
course of years a very great proportion of the expenditure of Govtn*iimcnt 
will have been undertaken in accordance with the views and the 

advice of the Finance Committee. More than this it is impossihh^ to 
hope for. There is no time or opportunity tor the Finance (h)mmittee 

to deal with the detailed heads. The more memhers understand the 
process the more they will realize that 95 per cent, of the ordinary (expendi- 
ture of the Province is unalterable and unavoidabh% while thtt direction whi(;h 
the development is to tak(* depends upon the destination of the lemaining 
5 per cent. Further, if it were urged that the Finance Conmiittet' might 
recoTiimend the curtailment of existing expenditure ami its di\’ersion to 
other directions, my reply is that it is altogethei- unllk(*!y that the 
Government would take the very serious step of curtailing the o))(3rations 
of existing departments on the advice of the F'inanct^ Committee wIkm) 
dealing with the annual budget. If it is urged that it is not impossible 
that such advice might be warranted, my reply is that ihc' Fijjaiuic CM)mmitt ee 
is not the body nor its scruti]iy of the budget the occasion for such 
recommendations. The several budget estimates loi* each year ari' available 
to the members of Coumhl before tlirec months of tlu3 yi‘ar have passt;d. 

lUilky as they are, they can be studied and understood by tin' light of tlie 

estimates of pivcrediiig years and by the (explanations which have been 
giv(m in Council during tin* budg(*t debatt'S, and if, as a rt'sult of such 
study, any memb(*r comes to the conclusion tliat a particular dt*partnnmt 
is ovei-grown or that certain fcuuns of (*xp(‘nditure art* unr(‘asonal)h*. his 
prt»j)(*r course' is to bring the matt(‘r bclon* the Coiiinul in tin* form of a 
rt'solution, and to try to obtain sup]»orj; for his vit'ws tln*i*t'. 

I will givt* point to what 1 safy by a concrt'te t‘xam])h3. A not infn'tjueiit 
newspaper criticism on the (‘.ducation policy of tdir* (iovt*i‘nment is that too 
much is spent on insj)(‘Ction and too little on tin* sch(.)ols tht'iiist'l ves. Now, 
suppose tin* Finance (Aimmittee wtuv dt^aling with this ln*ad and took that 
view, what effect could it have on the budget? I Iiojh* it is understood that 
J am giving a purely theoretical examph.*. I do not suppost' for a moment that 
the Finance Committe(' would put forwai'd such a view ca* that Gov«‘rnnjent 
would accept it. But supi)Osing these unlikely things haj)^)ene(] tlj(' most that 
G()vernm(*nt could do would be to desist from recruiting a few men at tin' 
very l)()ttom of the scale. For the rest, clearly, t ln‘y would have to cany 
on their (establishment as it was. Now if, on the oth('r hand, the matter 
wc*re seriously proposed for the consideration of tin* Council by jaeans (^f 
a i'(*solLiltion moved during the course of the year and tin* Council (‘udfjrsed 
the view and Government accepted tin* reconinn*ndation, it would, of course, 
take effect in the l)udget in the long run, but only aft('r much careful and 
detailed consideration as to the steps; for instance, in rtiducing establish- 
ment, it would have to bt* considered how far men could 1x3 pruisioni'd off 
or given compensation, how retiremc'iit could l)e accelei-ated, hr)w oHi('(*rH 
might be transferred from the inspecting to tin' professorial oi* tf'acliiug 
cadres and so on, and the results of the change of j)olicy would aj)pear 
not in one but gradually in many succeeding budgets. 

I am sorry to have taken up so much of the time of the Council, but 
I have been doing my Ix^st to get mombors to see with me that it is 
not a question of the willingness of the Government to extend tin* inttuenci' 
of the ( Vnmcil upon its financial policy, but of the prot)er metlnxi of doing 
so, and I trust that tin' Hon’ble Mover will recognize that tin' particular 
prop(^sa] which he had made for the expansion of tin* functions of tin' 
Finance Committee is not really workable.” 

The Hon’ble Haju: Suukxdk.a Nath Banekji said : — 

’* My Lord. I am sure, w(* are very much indebted to the Hon’bh' Mc'mber 
in charge of the Phiiaiice l)(*partment for the very cl(*ai- and lucid explanation. 
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which he has given us as to the varioas stag(^s through which tlie budget 
lia^ to pass beiVoe it is finally accepted by the ( iov(M*nnieiit of HengaK and 
th(‘ (lOverniiHoit of India.

The Hon’ble Dk. Deua Puasao SAHUAniiiKAiii said : — 

My resolution covers a largi* ground and invoh’os big issues. Since 1 
sent in this Resolution, 1 have h^arnt from a let ten* rocoivu'd fi'om the Socr(*tary 
to the Council that the* 1 )i‘])iirtnumt concerned is cu)nsld(n'ing t |j(' mattm* and 
that it has not yet completed its inxu^stigation. .\ rf^solution liko* this cannot 
be properly considered by tin' (Jouncil without a thoiough and c'omjilete 
investigation, and I <'xp(*ct better results from my n*solution by enabling tho 
Department to com])let(i its in vestigation than by having a <hd)att* in (>Hincil. 
Therefore under rule 10 of the Hub's of Husiness. I would ask your 
Excellency to be goo<i enough to postpone tin' discussion of tins resolution 
till the Dt'partment has completed its investigation and is ready with its 
facts.” 

With the permission of His Exccdlency the discussion of the Hesolution 
was postponed till the Septemlu'r mf*eting of tln^ Council.

The Hon’hlc Maliaraja Kanajit Siiiha of Nashipur moved the followins 
Resolution : — ® 

This Counuil recommondfi to the Governor in Council that a Sanitary 
Comniitree consisting of officials and non-officials (with the District and Sub- 
diviHional Magistrate, respectively, as President of each Committee) be 
appointed in each district and subdivision of the Presidency with a view to 

assist the Sanitary Hoard in matters of sanitation. 

He said ; — 

QUe.stion ol sanitation has been discussed in this 
CoumnI on several occasions in various forms and this subject is also 
engaginir the constant attention of your Kxcellency’s Governuient and so I 
do not think it is at all nocessal-y to dwell on the subject at any gi-eat length 
My ol.ject in moving tin's resolution is that there should be Sanitary 
Committees both at the head-quarters of tin' iHstrict and subdivisions to 
bring to the notii-e ol the Sanitary Hoard and to the District Magistrate 
the various needs of their locality in regard to sanitation. There is a 
provision in the Local Self-Govermiieiit Act iiiidei- which such District 
Sanitary Committei's may lie aiipointcsl. Hut 1 am afraid the provisions of 
section '>\ ol the Act have not always been complied with. Over and above 
that, 1113’ prayor is that C/omiiiittf^es lie also appointee] in Hubdiviaions, and 
that Huch (.'oinimtteos should also consist of ofiieials and non-officials the 
President being the SubdiA-isional District Offieiw. 'J'here is no fear' that 
thi'se ( ommittiM's will take up the time ol the Go\'ornment by unnecessary 
(•wrospondeiiee and frivolous reiiorts. My object is simply that th<> non- 
offieiais should be placed in a better ]>osition to inform the Subdivisional 
Magistrates about the particular needs of i)artieular localities. The Muni- 
cipalities devot.e tlnur time to various othei» works ol improvement, but these 
Committees would have no other business but to look to the sanitation of 
towns and rural anaas. I hope that your Kxeellency’s Government and t he 
Hon ble Member m charge will not find it verv difficult to accept inv 
resolution. ' ^ 

'rii(< lloii’lile Nawau Syki) Siiams-iii.-Hi da said : — 

- My Lord, 1 will only make a short statemenl. The Hon’blo .Member 
has already relerred to the. provisions of t he Local Self-Government Act 
Section 91 of that Act says that every District Hoard shall appoint to be 
members ol a Sanitation (-ommitti'c not more than five members and not less 
than three. My Hon’ble friend was quite right wlimi he said that in this 
respect the provisions of the Act hav(' not always been complied with. As a 
matter of fact after receiving notice of this resolution we made inquiries from 
Commissioners of Divisions. We wanted to know how far the provisions of 
section itl had been eonqilic'd with. It has been ascertained that in the 
Piosidency and Hurd wan Divisions. Sanitation Conimittees have been 
appointed under the Act in all districts except Nadia. In the Dacca, 
Ka,]sliahi and t hittagong Divisions to which the amending Act has been 
^tended only this year less ])rogress has naturally been made. In the 
Dacca Division every district except Dacca has a Sanitation Conimittce. In 
the hajshahi Division the districts of Rajshahi and Rangpur have no such 
Lommittees. In Chittagong there is no Sanitation Committee. 

It is reportt'd that the Dinajimr District Hmrd will take up the question 
as soon as it has boon reconstituted and that all the other district boards in 
Hie Rajshahi Division propose to discuss the question at their next meeting. 
Ihe iniormation has just lieen receh’ed from Commissi oners and steps will 
now lie taken to have Committei's aiipointod in accordance with the l«w in 
each district. So far as tin' requiroinents of the district are concerned, 
i believe tl‘at the appointment of a Sanitation Committee under 
Hie Local Sell-Government Act will serve the same purpose as the 
Hon ble Member has in auow' with this difference that while the Act 
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speaks of Sanitation Connnittees in districts only, the Hon’hle Mem- 
ber would have ^ such committees in subdi visions also. As reg^ards 
subdivis ons, I don’t think it would he possible to find qualified men to take 
up the work. Besides, under section 115 of the Local ISelf-Oovernmeiit Act, 
the responsibility is placed on Union CominitteeK as regards sanitation within 
their own jurisdiction. Every Union Committee is subject to control l)y 
the District Board and is expected to look after the const^rvancy and 
sanitation of the local area. My hon’ble friend is well aware tliat it is 
now the policy of the (iovernment to increase the number of Union 
Committees in this Presidency, and as soon ns we have a large* nuinln'r of 
these ComniittetMS. all over the Presidency, I l»elieve, it will be more elective 
in improving sanitation in rural areas than Sanitation ('oirnnittees 
in subdivisions. Besides that, every subdivision and ev(*ry loc;al Bojnd is 
represented on tlie District Bojird. and there is no reason to Indite (> that 
the Committees that will be af)pointtnl by District Boards iiiub*r tin* Act 
will not adequately represtmt the local Boards. On all tht^se grounds 
we have found ourselves unal)le to acctqd the resolution of niy hon’bh^ iVic'iid 
in the precise form he has formulated it. But I may assurt* him tliat we are 
going to push the matter forward, and 1 hopt* that W(' shall soon be able to 
inform my hon’ble friend that in (*very district a Sanitation Committt e has 
been f'stablished. 1 have shown how tin* provisioms of tlu' Local St‘lf-( iovern- 
ment Act have been applied in almost all the districts in Western ; 

and so far as East(*rn Bengal goes, I have aln*ady ])ointe(l out that tin* anuunl- 
ing Act has only recjeiitly been ext(‘nded to it and work is being puslnnl 
forward there. I think that my hon’ble friend is mnv in a positif)n to judgi^ 
whether he shcmld pn‘ss his resolution or withdraw it.” 

Tlie Hun’ble jMahaua.ia Banajit Sinha of Nashipur said : — 

My Lord, I am much ind(*bted to the H(')n’b]e Mtunl)er in charge* Tor his 
very sympathetic reply and on tin* assurance that the work will la* pushed 
forward and that he is giving the matter his full attention, 1 shall nc^t ])r(*ss 
my resolution and b(*g to withdraw it.” 

The resoluticn was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 

LIST OF BUSINESS— ITEM NO. 8. 

The Hon’blo Baiut Sukendua Nath IUnek.m movtal that this Ccainoil 
recommends to tln^ Governor in Council that a Committee*, consisting of 
official and non-official Members of this Council, la* appointcal to consider 
the revision of the Settlement between this Government and tln^ GovcMnimmt 
of India (whicdi is to take etf(*ct from 1915), and to advise the Loc;al Govtu’u- 
ment thereupon. 

He said: — 

My Lord, this is a resolution which, I may claim, is niadt> in the inten^sts 
of the Local Govtnnment, and I hope and trust that tin* Council and the 
Government will see their way to accept it. By accepting it, tin* Gov(‘rnment 
will jdedge th^jmselves to no new policy, and to no newprinci] le, but it simply 
invites a number of gentlemen, members of this Council, to form themselves 
into a Committee to advise the Government with reganl to matters which 
vitally affect :he financial well-being of this province foi some y(^ars to 
come My Lord, finance is the touchstone of every administration. John 
Bright, in one of his great speeches, said — ‘ tell me what the financial position 
of a country is, and 1 will tell you all about its Government and the condition 
of its people However progressive the policy of a Government may be, 
however beneficent its intentions, it is bound to be seriously handicapptM if 
it is confronted with financial difficulties and embarrassments. The problem 
of efficiency in the last resort resolves itself into a problem of finance, and the 
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Provincial Settlement which is about to be concluded with the Government 
ol India will determine the financial position of this province for some time to 
come, and 1 hope that in this matter, your Excellency’s Government will take 
tJi(* Council into their confidence and enlist on behalf of your Government, the 
luoial support of this (Joiincil. 

My Lord, these Provincial Settlements have in the past been the subject 
of very keen controv(*r8y and contention, not indeed between the Government 
and the j)eople, Init between Government and Government, between the 
Impei-ial and the Provincial Gov(;rnments. We all remember the scathing 
denunciation passed by a great preconsul in this province, when he said 
tliat on the occasion of every quinquennial settlement, the provincia 1 sheep 
was shorn of its wool and turned out to shiver in the cold. But 
this and other incidents of a similar character are now matters of ancient 
history, and they need not recalled to mind except to mark the growth, 
the remarkable growth, of our system of Provincial Finance, which at 
every stage has provided amjder funds and has conferred ampler powers 
upon the Local Governments over Provincial funds. The quinquennial 
contracts have been done away with ; the Settlements are now permanent 
or quasi-permanent. The changes was made in the time of Sir Edward Law 
who looked forward to the ultimaU^ fiscal indopeudence of the Provinces ; 
and a further d('velopment took place under the auspices of Sir Guy 
Fleetwood Wilson and Sir James Meston when the new Settlements were 
made in 1912. Owing to the modification of the Partition and the new 
ttnritorial re-adjustment that was then made, a temporary Settlement 
was concludc^d with our Province which is now in force and which is to 
terminate on the Hist Mareh next. Under the existing Settlement, apart 
from our wholly provincialized resources, there are four Ijeads of nweniie, 
divided in equal shanks between the Imperial and the Local Governments. 
They are : (1) Land Revenue, (2) Stamps. (H) Assessed Taxes and (4) 
Irrigation. Now looking at the Budget foi‘ 1914-15, we find that the 
estimate of leceipts for the year was fixed at 6 crones and 27 lakhs of 
rupees in round numbers, and the expenditure at 7 crores and H6 lakhs of 
rupees. In otljer words, but for the Imperial ben(dactions, tluu'c^ would be 
n deficit amounting to about 1 crore and 9 lakhs of rui)e(‘s. This, my Lord, 

I submit, is an unsatisfactory static of things. Giir Province ought to be 
s<4f-(X)ntained, self-de])endent, able to stand upon its own It^gs and pay its 
own way without (*xtraneous assistance, ('ven though it should coin(^ from a 
HujKU’ior Government, 

My Lord, my sul)nussion is that whatever S(4t]ement is arrived at, it 
siiould l)e a siddhunent that should secure this end and (uisure the solvency of 
our ProvincH' inde])endently of Impm-ial grants. Tln^.se benefactions or doles 
as tliey are sometimes called have Ixmui described l)y the highest financial 
authority in this Province, Sir William Duke, as wasteful, demoralising and 
as preventing, by introducing an ehunont of uncertainty into our finance, 
tln‘ develo])ment of a i-egular system of provincial finance. Every word of 
this statement, if analysed, will be found to be correct. The benefactions 
(^f the Imperial Government will depend upon the resources of the Imperial 
Government, and th(w must vary from year to year. They must further 
depend upon the willingness of the Imperial Government to help and the 
pressure of the Local Government, which must also vary. My Lord, a 
system of finance so largelj^ dependent upon conditions so shifting as these 
must be pronounced to be unsafe, unsound and unsatisfactory. 

My Lord, 1 therefore submit that the approaching Settlement should be 
so determined that we may bo able to get on without the adventitious aid of 
Imperial benefactions. We shall be ^ad to have them when we can get 
them ; but we should be able to get on without them. One or two proposals 
may be submitted in this connection. As I have pointed out, our deficit 
(without of course the Imperial doles) would come up t(» about 1 crore and 
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9 lakhs, taking the figures of 1914-15. Now the Imperial share of the land 
revenue comes up to 1 crore and 14 lakhs. If this were given up and the 
land revenue wholly provincialized, the deficit would be more than covered, 
and I may here add that Sir Charles Tnn^elyaii, a high financial authority, in 
the evidence that he gave before a Select Committee of the House of 
Commons which sat between 1871-73, observed that tlie whole of tin' land 
revenue should be made over to the Provinciaf Governments. The land of 
the Province belongs to the Province ; and the revenue should belong to 
the Province. I may say that there is observable a distinct trend of opinion 
— it may be a subconscious trend — in the Finance Department of the 
Government of India, in support of this view ; and in Burma, fths of the 
land revenue were made over to the Province by th^ Sc'ttlenient of 1912. 
But my proposal in this connection is not wholly free from objection. Ours 
is a permanently-settled Province. The land rc'Vimue is not an expansive 
source of revenue ; and in a few years’ tinm, even if the whoh^ of it were 
made over to the Province, it may not suffices W m(*et our growing wants. I 
therefore pass on to the consideration of another l)ranch of our rc'venue, viz.. 
Stamps. The Imperial share of the Stamp n‘venue is a 1 and 11 
lakhs of rupees. This if made ovtn* to us would just cover our defiedt and 
place us in possession of an expanding S(/Urce of revtmue to meet our growing 
requirements. In making these suggi^stions I am supported by tlie high 
authority of the Dtxjeniralization Coinmission which recommends that 
increasing shares of growing revenues should be made over to tlu^ Provinces 
They say at page 34 of their Report : — 

‘ This increase of regular Provincial revenues should, in our opinion, be 
met by gradually provincializing heads of Revenin^ whi(di are now divided 
and for which the Provincial Government must always be specially responsible 
such as Forests or Excise. 

I derive further supj)ort from the policy of the Governimuit of India 
itself. At every Setthunent divided shares have beem provin(u’aliz(Ml or 
larger shares of divided revenues have been mad(> f)ver to tln^ Ih’ovinces. 
Forests and Excise us(^d to be divided heads in Bengal. They an^ now 
wholly provincialized revenues. 

’riiese arci the suggestions which h<av(', occurred to nui. ’Idion* ai’e 
other suggestions wlii(di hav(* no doubt oc^curred to other Hon’ble M(urib(M'H. 
Tlie Oov(M*nm(‘iit liave probalialy considered tlu^ mattio* and hav(‘ by this tinu* 
form(^d some sort of an idea as to the r(>conim(md:itIonH which they will submit 
to the Gov(‘rnment of India. ’rh(^S(* and other pro; osals would be usefully 
considered by a Committee* if appointed. The Committet^ would (*ntir(*ly 
advisory, and the Govtu-nmeiit would be under no obligation to f‘cc(*.pt its 
views. None the* less there would be a distinct advantagt* in tin; mutual 
interchange of ideas, and Government may receive valuable aid. If the 
Government and the Committee are unanimous in all or at any rati^ in rf^sptx^t 
of many of the jiroposals to be laid before the Government of India, with 
what added weight of authority those n^icommendations would come before 
the Government of India ! They would no longer be the proposals of the 
Local Government only, but those of tlu^ Local Government backed by the 
authority of a Committee of this Council, representing the voice of^ public 
opinion. It would be a pity and indeed a grave misfortune, if the Govern- 
ment were to throw away this instrument of powm’ with which 1 invite the 
Government to arm themselves, not indeed with a view to fight the 
Government of India — I hope there will be no fighting at all V)ut to make 
an appeal to that Government for a Settlement which would mean the 
financial well-being of this Province for many years to come. 

One word more and I am done. We have oft(?n talked about the 
necessity of co-operation between the Government and the people. My Lord, 
I think we have made it manifest that as your constitutional advisers we are 
anxious to co-operate with your Excellency’s Government in all matters 
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affecting the welfare of the Province and of the people. Here is a notable 
instance of our anxiety to co-operate with the Government in a matter of 
supreme importance fo the Government. The acceptance of the Resolution 
will mean the readiness of the Government to avail themselves of all offers 
of co-operation when conceived in a moderate and reasonable spirit. Its 
rejection will create a painful impression in the public mind and will lend 
colour tf) the belief which is entertained in some quarters that we move 
our Resolutions here only to meet with a courteous but firm negative.” 

The Hon’ble Sik William Duke said : — 

My Lord, the HonM)le Mover has no doubt taken the best road to make 
me consider his proposal with favour since he has done me the honour of 
quoting with approval my views on the way that provincial settlements should 
be framed and has besides given expression to general principles regarding 
them wliich I myself hold very strongly. That, however, is in regard to 
general principles rather than to the specific object of his motion which is to 
appoint -a Committee to advise the Government upon the coming quasi- 
permanent settlement. However, wliih^ we are still upon the general lines, 
1 will say again, though 1 object to doles as strongly as anybody as a regular 
system of financing Provincial (Tovernme^nts, that it is not reasonable to carry 
th(i objection further than the facts. I do not see any sign of our getting 
any further doles. We got large doles when the Goveniment of India had 
a great deal of money, money which I tliink they did not expect, their 
receipts for several years were enormously in oxc:‘8S of the budget and they 
were in tlie delightful but unusual state of having unexpected niomw in hand 
and they gave us some of that money. I do not think that the same thing 
is likely to continue. Then, too, as I have pointtnl iiit on a previous occasion, 
it is hardly fair to say that if we had not had a crore or so of these doles we 
would have had a deficit of that amount. To take a hypothetical case, if 
my income were £ H, ()()() a year and aoinel)ody left me a h'gacy of £ 1,000, 
and I spent £ 4,000 in that year, 1 think it is rather too much to say that 
1 should have been in deficit by £ 1,000 but for the legacy. If we had not 
had that crore, we should not have gone- in for a go(xl deal of expenditure 
purely non-recun ing expenditure on buildings, equipment, etc., n lating to 
education and sanitation. As we have got the money, we are doing the 
best we can with it. 

Passing from this to the particular object of the resolution, I admit at 
once that th(‘ arrangement of a permanent or (juasi-permanent settlement of 
provincial income and expenditure is a inatt('r of such importance to the 
welfare of the Province that it is perfectly natural that Members of the 
Legislative Council should take special interest in it and desire to express 
their views as to the direction in wdjich expansion ought to take place and as 
to the provision which should bo made for it. I do not think, however, that 
the Hon’ble Mover has a clear idea of the kind of negotiation which will 
take place or the matters to which it will be directed. It is probable, as I 
shall explain later, that these matters which he really considers of the 
greatest importance will only be dealt with in an altogether general way and 
that there wdll be no opportunity for pressing the particular claims or ideas 
which he considers of vital importance. Furthermore, and this is really the 
most important consideration, under our present constitution, governed as 
it is by regulations under the authority of the Indian Councils Act of 1909 
(J mean the Act of Parliament), there seems to be no provision for the 
Legislative Council to come into the matter. Provincial settlements are 
arranged between the Executive Governments of India and of the Provinces 
concerned, and it is hardly open to one of the contracting parties, particularly 
to the subordinate party, to take the assistance of others in the transaction 
without the consent of the other party. In plain terms, the Government of 
India might very well object if they found they were dealing not with the 
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Executive Government of Bengal, but partly with tlie Kxeciitive Govern- 
ment and partly with the Legislative Council which so far has no constitu- 
tional status in the matter, and since the HonM)le Mover lias access to the 
predominant partner, I think he might very well address himself to that 
partner rather than to us. This dry statement of the position may afford 
amall consolation to persons who are really deeply interested in the result*^ 
and who believe that, given the opportunity, they could exercise^ a bem'ficial 
influence upon the negotiations. But, as I said at the eommencenient, J 
doubt if it is realised what these really amount to. In the first |)lace, in the 
whole of India, there are only three provinces which havo not vet got a quasi- 
permanent settlement and all the others have obtained thmr st^ttlmiKuits 
more or less recently. It is, thendoro, extremely unlikely that the Govern- 
ment of India will permit our settlement to deviate in any iniiiortant matter 
of principle from those which they have n^cently ooneludt'd. Now, as 1 
understand, the principles on which a settlement is made are that an 
estimate is made first of the normal expenditure of tle^ Province under every 
head, then certain sources of revenue or proportions thereof so calculated as 
to approximate to the total normal expendituri' of the ]h-oviii(;e iwo handed 
over to it. There are two stages then: the first is the cand'iil examination of 
normal ex[Hmditure. This is a very laborious and very technical business ; 
it has been in ])roce88 since March and will not be finished befon^ tlu^ end of 
this month at the earliest. It is not a matter in wliich any committfM* can 
be of assistance, as the whole question is one* of the (*xamination of past 
actuals and ol th(^ elimination of all abnormal expenditure Tin* m^xt stage 
is to get the Government of India to accuq-t our vi(*ws as to the normal 
expenditure. Then^ may be soint^ items which we shoidd wish to includt*, 
but whicli the Government of India might not Ix^ prepared to acccjiU 

Such might lie proposals which have not y(*t b(‘n‘n sanctioiUMl by tln^ S(*cr(^- 
tary ol States or [proposals which the Local Govt‘rnmcnt wish to sanction and are 
technically compi‘terit to sanction, but whi(di tin* Government ol. India iniL’ht 
think (jould b(*tter be ))ostpom*d. ddit'se matters, too, t.etdinical cand will be 
settled on technical grounds. Once tin*, normal figui‘e for ('xj)(*nditun‘ has 
been ascjertained. the question arises — Ilovv that amount of mon(‘y is to be 
given to us, and this is the null crux of tlie s(*ttl(*an(mt. it is of (xairse 
of the greatc^st importanet^ to tin* Ih^ovinee that Inuads of nonmin* made 
over to the provinet* should lx* of as (^xpausivi* a (diaractcu- as possihh*. 

1 have no doubt that this is the point at wliicli tln^ Hon’Llc Mover 
thinks that a committee* would Ixi of assistancu*. to this Govi*rnment. 
A committee might urg(*, for instance, that while expenditure on (Mluea- 
tion liad I'een expanding in a certain ratio during the last 10 years, 
it ought to expand at douhh^ or treble that ratio in the n(>xt t(m. It might 
take a similar line, say, about sanitation. It might ])ress for particular 
schemes and point, for instanci*, lo tin*- liugi^ expeinlitun^ which is wantiul to 
complete the various developments nxjuired at tin* Miulical (Jolh^gi^ (irouj) of 
Hospitals, or it might urge the provision of funds for opening up n(*.w districts 
or new subdivisions where they are wanted, or for providing tin* cost of the 
separation of judicial and executive functions. If there, woro any hope* that 
the Government of India would be prepared to go into tin* d(‘tailH of such 
schemes and to make provision fur th(‘m, it might b^- n*,asonabh^ that a 
committee should give advice as to the extmit to which they ought to ho 
pushed. There is, however, no such expi^ctation. The, Govm-nment of 
India will take the normal expenditure. They will give us at the moment 
such margin over the normal as they think they can afford. It is an important 
matter for us, but it is not to be expi^cted that tin*, margin will be anything 
very magnificent, and they will give us such an amount of exjianding 
income from such heads as tln»y think that we nxpiire ami they can afford, 
and they will form their estimate of our requirements, not by totalling the 
various items which we think we want, but rather by comparing our 
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general develoj.ment and rate of progress with that of other ))art8 of India 
and by dealing with us on wide lines, according as they may think that upon 
the whole we are entitled to more liberal treatment than, say, Bombay or less 
liberal treatment than, say, Burma. As a matter of fact unless there is to be an 
entire revolution in the principles of provincial settlements the only two main 
heads from which we can hope to receive a much larger proportion with any 
advantage* to ourselves are stamps and assessed taxes. We can state our case 
for tliis without the help of a committee. To be very much better off we should 
either have to be given the power of local taxation or a share of Imperial 
heads like Customs and Railways, which it is quite useless to talk about 
in this Council. The Hon’ble Mover may be dissatisfied, but if he really 
looks forward to fiscal independence he ought to think it more satisfac- 
tory to have a moderate but gi*owing income which we can do the best 
we can with than to go to the Government of India with a list of local 
wants and ask for specific sums to meet tliem. All his arguments against 
doles tell equally against such a course. I think then that it will be realised 
that on the present lines of working there is no room for a committee just 
as on the constitutional side it can at present have no status.” 

The Hon’l»le Bahu Sukendra Nath Banerji said : — 

“ My Lord, I v< nture respectfully to join issue with my Hon’ble friend 
as regards the constitutional issue raised by him. The budget is a matter 
which, under the constitution, is open to our discussion 7 and therefore the 
lirovincial settlement, which is a part of the budget, is a matter which comes 
legitimately under the scope of our discutision, and any resolution appertaining 
to the budget or to the provincial settlement does, I venture respectfully to 
submit, come legitimately within the functions and cognisance of this 
Council. I think therefore that, so far as the constitutional aspect of the 
question is conc(‘rned, 1 must take leave to differ from my Hon’ble friend 
and to submit that the weight of argument is entirely on my side. My 
friend’s speech lias been very sympathetic. I am very grateful to him for 
it, and 1 am sure the country will be very grateful for it, but we want 
results, and there is pist a possibility that the Government of India will 
prove ol>durate, and that, unless extra pr(*88ure were brought to bear upon 
them, they will not be ])repared to yield. My Lord, ours is a special province, 
and I feel a sort of patriotic pride in saying that the province of Bengal is the 
prenihn* province in India, and as such we may claim a treatment at least on a 
footing of equality with other provinces, or perhaps a treatment somewhat 
better than tin* other provinces, and 1 do not think your Excellence’s 
Government — 1 was going to use rather strong language — will not have 
done its duty if it does not press with sufficient insistence the position which 
this Presidency occupies among the provinces of India. J feel that the 
unaided efforts of the Local Government will not avail and that the views 
of the Local Government backed by the authority of the Council may 
prevail with the Government of India, and we wanted to place at your 
Excellency’s disposal the services of a committee which, while supporting 
your recommendations, would make these recommendations irresistible so far 
as the Government of India was concerned. My Hon’ble friend the Member 
in Charge lias observed that we are likely to get a gi-owing share of some 
of our revenues, and he has mentioned assessed taxes and stamps. Stamps 
is one of tliose sources of revenue to which I refer, and assessed taxes are 
certainly a source of revenue in respect of which we ought to get an increased 
share. My Lord, it is not enough that the Local Government should press 
forward their recommendations, but the Local Government should have 
behind it the authority of this Council, the authority of the constitutional 
advisers of the Government of Bengal, when it places its proposals before the 
Government of India. I think the Government is throwing away a golden 
opportunity, and I cnly wish your Excellency could see your way to accept 
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thiB resolution, and if it is not accepted I feel that I must press the matter 
to a division.**

This Council recqinmends to the (iiovornor in Council that, on the 
occurrence of the next vacancy in tln^ listed posts ofxm to 
members of the Provincial Executive Service, the appointment 
be allotted to a Muhammadan.

The lloidblo Maulvi Faz-ul-Haq said : — 

‘‘My Lord, since 1 gave notice of this resolution, I have considert^d the 
matter, and I am afraid there might bo some misapprehension as rt^gards 
the issue raised by this resolution. It may h^ad to controviu-sy, and such 
discussion cannot prove to be of any gocnl eitfier to the ofIic(*rs themselves 
or to the Muhammadan community. What I w(;uld say is this : that I 
never desired that any and every Muhammadan should be appointed in the 
next vacancy whether he is efficient or not. We should insist that 
every public servant in this country must be officfent, and admission of 
inefficient officers to posts of trust and responsibility must ultimately be 
regarded as nothing short of a public calamity. Hut as no Muhammadan 
has been appointed to the post referred to in my resolution, since the 
reconstitution of Bengal, I thought that tliere might be sorutt very strong 
reasons for not appointing Muhammadans ; for I could not believe that 
efficient Muhammadans could not be found for the post. But I now leave it 
to the justice of your Excellency’s Grovernment to deal with the matter with 
the hope that, when suitable Muhammadans are found, they would be given a 
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chance. My Lord, so many resolutions have been moved and withdratVn to- 
day that I feel hesitation in asking ynur Excellency to give me permisiiion to 
•withdraw mine. 

“ The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn.”

Under rule 10 of the liengal Legislative Rules, 1912, the two resolutions 
below, standing in the name of the Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Ray, were

10. This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that a City 

Civil Court, separate from the Calcutta High Court, be 
established in Calcutta for the trial of suits valued at Rs. U),000 
or under, or of such otlier valuation as the Government may think 
proper which may be instituted within tlio original jurisdiction 
of the said High Court, and tliat Government be pleased to 
take the necessary steps for its establishment. 

11. This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that a Board 

of Education (to consist of official and non-official members) 
be formed for tln^ purpose of the administration of primary 
and secondary education in this Presidency. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

His Excellency the President said : — 

“ Now, gentlemen, our business is now ended, and it will be my duty in 
a few minutes to declare this Council adjourned. But, befoi'i^ doing so, 
J should like to say a very few words. As you know, a desire has been 
expressed by many people in certain parts of Eastern Bengal that this 
Council should occasionally nnud. in Dacca, ^bhis desire is shared by some 
of you. It is quite a natural desire, and when we think of recent history, 
we cannot womler that those who hold it strongly urgc^ us that we should 
act on it. 1 am well aware that the majority of non-official members of my 
Council do not wish to meet in Dacca, and 1 know that from the 
official point of view thert^ are sirong reasons against our meeting there. 
But I have always wished, if I could, to do something to meet the natural, 
and, in some ways, laudable feeling of local patriotism which inspires those 
immediately connected with my second capital, and 'I am glad to have found 
in conversation with many of you that you are not averse to making some 
self-sacrifice if by doing so you can help to cement the friendly feeling that 
links Calcutta and Dacca. 1 have determined to summon a meeting of this 
Council in Dacca while my Government has its headquarters there during 
the rains this year, I must say, however, that I intend this meeting to be 
looked on as of the nature of an experiment. I do not intend now to express 
any opinion that the same meeting ought to be held every year ; though, 
no doubt, the success or otherwise of this meeting will be taken into con^ 
sideration in making arrangements in future years. I would wish to make it 
clear that I do not pro; ose to allow matters of a really controversial nature 
to be taken up at the Dacca meeting. In view of the opinion which has 
.been strongly expressed to me as to the difficulty which many members 
have in going to Dacca, I feel that it would not be fair to allow contentious 
business to be brought forward there. I know that those of my counsellors 
who wish to be in Dacca will thoroughly understand this. I promise you 
therefore in behalf of the Government that we shall bring forward nothing 
at Dacca which might prove likely to meet with opposition from our non- 
official colleagues. I feel certain that I can claim from my non-offiojal 
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colleagues that they will also act in the same spirit. Uov'eruuient will 
not bring any pressure to bear on any members of this Council to make 
them come to Dacca if they do not wish to do so ; but we shall do as well 
ae we can to make arrangements for those who do come. I know from 
experience how much the people of Dacca have helped me to enjoy my stay 
there, and I believe that they will do their best for you, and that such of 
you as do go there will receive a very favourable impression as to the second 
capital of Bengal. I must say further, however, that I do not think it will 
be possible to do without a meeting in Calcutta very soon after the Govern- 
ment letuins f i om Dacca. I loresee that there will be matters (which si^tui, 
to Government important) in dealing with which 1 shall want to have your 
assistance before long, and I anticipate that Government will be prepared 
to put these matters before you early in September. I now declare the 
Council adjourned until Wednesday, the 5th of August , at 1 1 a. m., when 
I look forward to meet many of you in the Durbar Hall at Dai;ca.”

The answer to the first part of the question is in the negative, but 
Government understand that the Steamer Companies are constructing new 
steamers of a better and faster tyiie to run upon this route. 

As regards the second part, proposals to connect Dacca and Calcutta by 
railway have been made at various times during the last 40 years, but have 
been postponed owing to the great engineering difficulties encountered. In 
1880, and again in 1900, surveys were made for a line from Dacc^a to Aircha, 
a point on the Ganges opposite Cloalundo. 

A statement is sent annuaUy to the Government of India of new lines 
recommended by the Bengal Government. This line was included in the last 
statement so submitted; but there are other projects, particularly in the dis- 
tricts of Mymensingh, Bakarganj and Faridpur, which are more urgent than 
this.”

THE BENGAL EXCISE (AMENDMENT) HILL, 1914. 

LIST OF BUSINESS-ITEM No. 2. 

The Hon’l)le Mr. Moberly preHonted the report of the Select Committee 
on the Bengal ExeiBe (Amendment) Bill, 1914. 

The Hon’ble Mk. MOBERLY '«aid 

“ Sir, — In view of the inability of the Hon’ble Member in charge to present 
the report of the Sel(*.ct Committee which was appointed at tln^ meeting of the 
2nd July to consider the Bill to amend the Bengal ExeiBe Act, 1909, I have 
the honour, at liis request, to lay that ro])ort on the table. It will be 
observed that the Bill has been modifi(*-d in two main particulars only. The 
object of tlu^KC changers lias ))rimarlly l)e 0 n to attain greater precision of 
expression. Tlu^ first H(‘ries of alterations has as its object the removal of 
ambiguities as to the territorial application of the Bengal Excise Act, 1909, 
as it will stand aftiM* amendment. The second has been rendered necessary 
by the adverse ei-iticism, by the (Calcutta High Court, in a recent case, of the 
definition of the term * denatiinKl.’ which has been in force in various 
enactments in India for the last fifty yciars. The {Select Committee is greatly 
ind(d)te(l to tln^ legal members of tluhr body for their assistance in amending 
the clauses afflicted 

Unanimity has been attained (except as regards one point — the amendment 
of section 65 of the Ihnigal Excise Act, 1909, by clause 24 of the Bill, so as 
to extend th(‘ power of composition to all ofiences other than those which fall 
under s(H!tion 58. It may be iiKuiiioned that the clausi^ as it stands in the 
Bill is takcui from si^ction 7() of the Pjastern Bengal and Assam lixcuse Act, 
1910, and will make no alt(‘ration in tin* law actually in force at the ])resont 
moment in a large part of tluv Presidency. Government do not however 
attach great importance to this amendment ; but as the o])inion of the non- 
official iiKunbers of tlu' Sele(‘t (Committee was divided, it was dc^cided to leave 
the clause unchangtMl until the fuller sense of t Ik^ (Council had been obtained. 
If it is asc(u*tain(Hl, when tln^ Bill (mines up for discussion, that a distinct 
majority of the non-official memlx^rs are opposed to this amendment, Govern- 
ment do not propose to jua^ss it. 

It is proposed to take up tln^ discussion of tlu' Bill at the meeting of the 
Council which will be Indd on the 4th September, and 1 would remind 
members that amendments must reach the Secretary to this Council not later 
than 11 A.M. on tlie 2()th instant.” 


RESOLUTIONS. 

LIST OF BUSIN ESS-ITEM No. 3. 

The Hon bio MAUL\ 1 A. K. hAZ— UL— HAQ moved the following 
resolution : — 

This Council reccmimeiids to the Governor in Council that, pending the 
permanent establishment of the Muhammadan Arts College in Calcutta, a 
well-equi])ped Arts Coll(‘ge, with a l)oarding-houBe attached, be at once 
opened for Muhammadans in suitable hired houses in Calcutta. 

He said : — 

“In moving this resolution my object is simply to draw the attention of 
Government once more to the pressing needs of the jumblem of Muhammadan 
education, with which 1 dare say the Hon’ble the Director of Public 
Instruction is very laniiliar. It was in 1913 that several questions were 
put in this Council and discussions have been going on sincm then, both at the 
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time of the Budget discussion and on other occasions, as regards the difficulties 
which Muhammadan students feel in obtaining admission into colleges and in 
finding suitable accommodation for themselves in Calcutta, This is a matter 
of common knowledge, and I do not think I should take up the time of this 
Council by dwelling at length on what, 1 take it to be, is an admitted fact. 
The question then remains — What remedy can we suggest for the presentstate 
of affairs ? I think I may be permitted to say that ftovernment have prac- 
tically pledged themselves to give us, in view of our needs and riHiuirements, 
a well-equipped Arts College. 1 take it as a necessary corollary that we 
shall also have a well-equipped boarding institution attached to this 
college. I know that the financial difficulties in the way of carrying out this 
project immediately are very great, and although Ocwornment hav(^ got enough 
money at their disposal for purposes like this, the demand on tin* Government 
resources is so very great that wo should also possess our souls in ])atience 
before we can see our hopes realised* But as is well known, ‘ hopt^ dcderrt'd 
maketh the heart sick and vve have been waiting for two years, and I would 
only to-day say a f(>w words as to what has come to mt' as a personal 
revelation, if I may say so, as regards the diffi'uilties of Muhammadan 
students in Calcutta. This was after the t^xamination results W(‘ve out. I 
issued a notice that I would be willing to accomnxKlatt* a C(M*tain nunil)er of 
students who did not find admission into ai\,v of the difi\n-ent rt^oognised 
hostels. I was flooded witli a|)])lications, and no h‘ss than 1:^7 students 
came to see me, but T said I was not going to run a boarding institution, but 
I was going to accomnuxlate such of tlunn as I found to b(‘ extn>mely 
deserving, and could not by any (‘tforts of theii- own s(H‘ur(^ admission, 
have accommodated 17 of them. 1 saw the Hon’ble tlie Vice-ChaiKadlor on 
this occasion and hc^ directed m(‘ to s(h> tin* llon’bli' ustice Sir Ashutosh 
Mookfu'jee. I forget what position In^ holds in this matter, but I think he is 
the controlling authority as n^gards the g<mtlemen wlio control nx^sses in 
Calcutta, 1 have not been able to st^e Sir Ashutosh, but I hav(‘ tlx* students 
in my house, and I ljav(‘ observiid tlxnn nx)st minutely ; what tlx^y do 
is not only that they include in tlxur school studies lit(n’ature of the 
most objectionabh^ kind, but utt(n*ly neglect th(*ir h^gitimati* studies. 
And unless students of this class arc* kept under projxn* guidances and 
surveillance, I am very sun* c^veny one h(*re will agnn* with nx^ tJxy will very 
soon go astray. They imbilx^ ideas — 1 have talkt^d with them — which an^ 
extremely reprehensible, not Ix^causi^ theses students an^ naturally vicious 
but because they are not kept under propiu* ch(‘ck and control. My 
own idea is that one of the best ways of ke(q)ing tluun under proper control 
is to put them into well-equipped, wcfll-managod, well-kept boarding institu- 
tions. 1 have seen myself what wonders a good boarding institution 
can work in any area where the peoples have got a genuine demand for 
education. 1 am reminded at this moment of the good work which has been 
achieved by the Bell-Islamia boarding-house in my own town in Barisal 
which was established in 1896. The number of Muhammadan students in 
the three schools was not more than seventy. I do not know what the 
number now is, but last year, if my memory serves me right, the numb(*r was 
more than doubled, and not only in numbers has this good result been seen, 
but marked improvement has been discernible in the character and quality of 
the young men who are turned out of this boarding institution. I can say 
that they are a distinctly superior lot to the young men whom I met in times 
when the boarding institution did not exist. This is nothing new in Barisal ; 
the same thing has happened in ])la(ie8 where boarding-houses have been 
established, and it is for this reason that whemever an opportunity has 
occurred I have raised my , voice, however feeble, in favour of Vioarding 
institutions. 

To come back to the resolution which I put before this (kiaiuul. I 
think that if there is no possibility or likelihood of Government arriving

at a speedy (Ic^eision in this matter, if the financial difficulties in the 
way of (loverijinent are Buch as we cannot have either the College or the 
boarding institution at once, my suggestion is that a good house be hired in 
Calcutta ; and if we cajinot have the college, lot us by any means have the* 
boarding institution. 1 was reading in the Statesman the other day a notice 
that had been circulated by the Principal of the Presidency College, and I 
wondered that no less than 51 boys had boon refused admission in the 
Intermediate class, and 43 boys in the 1>.A. class of the Presidency College. 
This is the story so far as the Presidency Colleger is concerned, and though I 
hav(^ not got the statistics at my command, 1 dare say the figures will bo found 
appalling so far as other colleges are concerned. We can, therefore, safely 
conclude that between the B.A. and I.A. classes no less than 300 to 400 
boys are refused admission in the colltjges in Calcutta. 1 do not think 
that we Muhammadans can affVml to allow so many boys to go back simply 
because they cannot 1)(‘ accommodated in any educational institution. There 
was a turn) when thc^ cry was that the Muhammadans did not avail 
th(uriselves of the facilities which (iovtu-nment had provided for them. That 
was tree ; l)ut now that we an* going forward, 1 respec.tfullj^ I'jray the Gov 63 rn- 
ment that not oidy should the doors bo Hung open wide, but the break should 
not b(? ))lac(5d on what seems t(3 lx* tin* desire of the* Muliamniadan community 
to take tin*, fullest op])ortunity of the educatioiial institutions. 

Sir, 1 do not wish to take up tlu^ time of the (V)uncil. I quite recognize 
that tlu^ autlioritii^B tlumisel vt‘.s are trying to do their Ix'st in the matter, but 
my oljject in ])lacing this resolution before the Council is only to draw 
attention to our pressing nect‘ssitit^s, and 1 ho])e this resolution will commend 
itself to th(^ Council.” 

TheHon’ble CHAUDliUHl MUHAMMAD ISMAIL KHAN said 

“Sir, in tlu^se days, when our notice is constantly brought to the 
difficulty which students experience in getting themselves admitted into 
colleges, it is no wonder that the Muhammadan students, whose numbers 
are inert 'asing yt^ar by yeai* and who arc^ ])roverbiall 3 " poorer than the 
stu(h‘nts ol other commuiiititrs, should find it almost impossible to prosecute 
their studies if no furtheu' j)rovis1on is madt* for their colh^giate education 
in this regard. My hon’ble fritmd is very earnest about this question. 

It cannot but be so. My community urg(‘nt]y wants it and my hon'ble 
friend is tht^ spokesman of tin* (uunmunity in this Council. What he 
asks for in this rc^solution is not too much. His request is vc'ry modest and 
reasonable, nay, it is an advice^ of caution. Ho does not want Government 
to begin tliis matter with a very large initial expenditure in the matter of 
the construction of (U)llege buildings and hostel, but lu^ wants to proceed 
in this matter slowly, humbly and cautiously. Jly this means, we shall gain 
experience and see what manner of buildings will be required for the intended 
college and attached hostel and what will be their net cost. We need not 
bo in a hurry about the buildings requirtxl for this purpose. In Calcutta 
there' would be no lack of prop(‘T hired houses for this purpose. What we 
want urgently is an institution of the kind proposed in the resolution. I think 
there would be no dissentient voice in this Council about this matter. I 
heartily sup])ort the resolution just now moved by my hon’ble friend Maulvi 
A. K. Paz-uLHaq.” 

The Hon’ble IlAI RADHA ClIARAN PAL BAHADUR said 

“ J have listened with very great interest to the moving and eloquent 
speech of my friend, Maulvi Faz-ul-Haq. I am in full sympathy with the 
noble aspirations of our Muhammadan fellow-subjects. Sir, they were 
lagging behind, and they are now progressing, and they want to take full 
advantage of the benefits of education under the aegis of British rule. Sir, 
as far as I have been able to follow and to understand the resolution that 








has ^ moved, there are two proposals embodied in the resolution : one is 
the establishment of a well-equipped Arts College^ for the Muhammadan 
students, and the other a boarding-house for the Muhammadan studtmts. 
Weli^ Sir, with regard to the first proposal to have a well-equip];ed Arts 
College for Muliammadaiis, I have not been able to quite understand 
whether it is intended that the Arts Colh^ge should be aoU*ly for tht' Muham- 
madans only, and that no student of any other denomination sliall be 
admitted to it. In my humble opinion, vSir, sucl) a conBiimmation is not to be 
wished for, because in many of the schools and colleges in Calcutta Hindus 
and Muhammadans receive; their education side by side, ddiis is a lu'althy 
thing which brings about a feeding of unity and brotluo-luKKl, and a feeling 
of greater friendship and fellowsliip which is goenl for tlu* well-lK*ing of 
society. I admit. Sir, that there is a paucity of colleges in (Calcutta, having 
regard to the large number of students that an^ tnrntHl away (‘ve ry ye‘ar 
from the University. This difliculty is e‘xpe;rieneed not only by Muhammadan 
students but also by Hindu students, and I belit've; no one; is more* aware* of 
the fact than my Itmrned friend on my right, the pre^semt Vice-l diancedlor of 
the Calcutta Univer8it3\ Sir, cveiy year wliem the‘ results of the (‘xaiiiina- 
tions are out, we^ are bosie^ge^d by our friends, relative's and acquaintances 
belonging to the middle classes, asking for reH'ommendations to tliis college 
and that college for admission of their boys, We^ll, Sir, what we find is this * 
that liaving regard to the restrictions and limitations iin])os('(i l)y the; (Calcutta 
University on onr (;olleges, the'y are' ol)Jige‘d to rediise* niimbe'rs of applications 
and a number of young men are therefore* de'nie'd tie; b(*.n(*fits of liighe;r 
education. I j)erHonally approaclied tlie* late* Vice‘-( diance^llor, and liave' had 
more; than one opportunity of speaking to the- ])res(;nt Vi(;(‘-(hiaiiC('ll()r of 
the University, and so far as I can iirule;rstand, both of the;in say that more; 
colle;ges are wanted in Caleuitta. I think, the'refore. Sir, tliat the* ))r(;])()Hal 
for the estahlishment of an additional or more; colle'gi's in and ai)out 
Calcutta is necessary for botli the; Hindu and Muhammadan conimiiniti(‘H. 

As regards the' boarding-hoiise's, I think thai- the* e;stahliHhm(‘nt of 
hoarding-houses lias done' givat good to the; community to which I be'long, 
and it is natin’al for the* Muhammadan community to asK for boarding-lmusees 
for their students, hecause stude'iits can be' kept iineh'r (;ontr()l and (;an l)e 
taken much better care; of in boarding-houses tlian those; wliolive; outside* and 
lack siicli guidance and e.ontrol. Moreover, the' pare'nts of the'se hoys 
appreciate an arrangeunent l>y which their sf)ns are broiigfit up within 
an environme'nt which ke^cps the'in away from all outside (*vd iidlue*nees. 

I am sure*, liaving re'gard to tlu* sympfithetic altitmle of ( iov(*i-nm(*nt to the 
rising generation, tfiat the; reH]ue;Ht made for the estahlislime'nt of boarding- 
houses will meet with the attention of (loveriimemt. and that at no elistant 
date* suit.nble boarding-houses will be* e;stablish(‘(l for the Muliammadan 
students in and about Calcutta. I have* nothing more* to say, but only to 
give* my general su{)port to the noble; aspirations of iny Muhammadan felle)w- 
citizens.'’ 


The Hon’ble Nawab SAIYID, NAW All ALl CHAUHHURI, KHAN 
BAHADUR, said 

“ My hon'blo friend, Rai Radha Charan Bal Bahadrir, olqects to an 
educational institution fejr Muhammadiins, but I ma}" mentiejri h(;re tliat 
there is already an institution in Calcutta which is puredy int(*nd('d for the 
Hindu community. There was the Madrasa colle^ge* for Muheammadan 
students, but as there was no great demand in those days for that colI(;g(*, 
the Madrasa was amalgamated with the Preside'iicy e;ollege, but now as 
there is a great demand for higher education amongst Muhammaduns and 
the Presidency College cannot satisfy this demand, it is inteudecl to start a 
college for Muhammadans only. With these words, I beg to support the 
resolution of my hon’hle friend Maulvi Paz-ul-Haq.’’ 
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The Hon^ble Mr. HORNELL said 

“ Mr. Vice-President, — The terms of the resolution are — 

‘ This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that, pending the 
permanent establishment of the Muhammadan Arts College in Calcutta, 
a well-equipped Arts (Jollege, with a boarding-house attached, be at once 
opened for Muhammadans in suitable hired houses in Calcutta.’ 

“ I mention this, because the resolution is couched in very specific and 
clear language. We are not therefore, I take it, discussing the question, 
whether there should be a Muhammadan Arts College, nor are we, in the 
terms of the resolution, considering the question, whether there should be 
additional provision Tor boarding-houses for Muhammadan students apart 
from th(^ question of a Muhammadan college. 

It is litth^ more than a year ago since I first took up the question of the 
establishment — or more correctly the re-estalilishment — of a Muhammadan 
Arts Colh^ge in (Calcutta, from the first 1 had been strongly impressed by.the 
desirability of the scluune and anxious to make a start as soon as possible, not 
because of any very immediate^ iummI, but because^ it seemed to me that the day 
was not far off, if it is not aln^ady with us, when the Muhammadan community 
would ]iav(' attaiiK^d a stagi^ of (Mlucational devidopment at which tln^y might 
reasonably ask for tin* restoration ol the. Arts (College which once existed for 
tlnun in Calcutta. 

A great dc^al has been said of hiio about the difficulty of students, 
experienc('d by studcuits, (^spcnnally Muhammadan studemts, in finding accom- 
modation within th(‘ colleges in (kilcutta specially and in Rongal gemu’ally. 
In order to find oui, exactly how this matter stood (iovernnKmt instructed 
the Assistant Din^ctor of Muhammadan Education to make enquiries of 
every Muliammadan student who passed the Matriculation examination last 
year. TluHaets as disclos('d are sonu^what as follows : 524 boys passed 

and we have already re(^eiv(Ml replies from 486 of tlu^rn. Of thesd ;f99 had 
joimnl and 87 had given up thtdr studi(As. One hundred and Forty-one boys 
first failed io sc'ciin^ admission into the colleges, but rlu‘y all subseqmmtly 
lound accommodation in oth(‘r oolh^ges. 

I tliink that tlu^ ilon’ble Mr. llaq has hit U])on a vtuy r(‘,al difficulty 
wIkui he refers to the difficulty of Muhammadans obtaining suitabh^ aeeoni- 
modatioii in (kaleutta. To this iioint I shall ri'vi'rt. To go back to 
th(‘ M uhammailan Arts (h)l|og‘ sclnmn" — before^ working out a jxu’manent 
selumie at all, tlu^ (pK^stion wlnddier tem])orary arrangiummts for oixuiing 
tlK‘ (tollege (dass('8 at an earlier dati* could not bi^ ma(h‘ was thoroughly 
iiivestigatiab It was ilecided t(' al)andon th(‘ att('m]/t to start the colh'ge 
classes on a temporary and ])rovIslonal basis In makt^shift quarters, because 
it was thought tliat it wouhl not la*, giving the institution a fair chances to 
inauguratt* it undm* smdi conditions. Having arriv(‘d at this conclusion, 
7iiy office set itself to (a>m;(‘ntrat(^ all its (uiergies on a complete and 
])(U’maneiit scluum*. 1 h(> ri^sult is that a complete' scln'ine is now ludoro 
Governnu'iit. (lovi'rnnuuit have i^xpre^ssed themselvi's generally in favour 
of tli(' scln'ine and are in jirocc'ss of acquiring a piece of vacant* land in the 
neighbourhood of Wellesley Square, tin* possi^ssion of which will facilitate 
the carrying of tin' schenu^ into actual (ffiect ; but the establishment of 
the colh‘ge canmit y(4 be regardtMl as an accomplished fact. In the first 
plac(', it is impossible with the funds at ] resent at the disposal of the 
Education Diqartment to find either the recurring or the capital cost; 
tiu' Local GovernnHuit will have to go to the Government of India and 
ask lor their spcKual help. Exactly how much, if anything, the Lix^al Govern- 
ment could afford to spend on the maintenance of an additional Arts 
Gollege in Calcutta I cannot say, but 1 ask whether it would be sound 
practical ] olitics to go to the Government of India and ask for money for a 
really efficient Muhammadan college in Calcutta when we have already 
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started such an institution on temporary and provisional lines. They would 
pttoUably suggest that having started the college the Local Government might 
wdl let it go on under temporary and prtWisional conditions, until they could 
.aflbrd to develop it from their own resources. But the Muhammadans may 
perhaps say that ‘ one bird in the hand is worth a good many birds in the 
neighbouring bushes ’! Granted ; but have you got your bird in the hand, or 
.are you likely to get him ? It is not a very easy matter to provide suitable 
housing accommodation in t'alciitta for .3(M) to’ 400 boys. J can assure you 
it is extremely difficult to find any houses at all. I am not speaking altogether 
without knowledge. I must confess that 1 regard it as practically impossible 
ito house a college of the size contemplated at all dt'cently in hin'd Imildings 
in any central part of Calcutta. It might l)o possible to house it on the 
outskirts of * alciitta, but vvouhl not a Cidlege on tin' outskirts start with a 
very handicap ? Then, again, there is tin' (juestitm of cost. A reasonable 
number of decent houses could not be hired for nothing. I put tiown Us. 1,000 
do Rs. 1,200 a month as the very minimum. We have asked Government to 
provide an Arts College at a very considerabh* cost, both initial and recurring. 
What WO arc now asking for is practically that this schoim^ should sujiplo- 
mented by a further schenit^ of starting a collegia as soon as possible, and 
.this supiiloiiKuitary Hch(un(3 will cost not nuntdy all the n^curring chargos 
which will 1)0 lu^cc^ssary for the upkeep of th<‘ college ; it will involve also 
tlie annual payiniuit of a considf'rabh^ suni of nioin^v for nuit. I am not in 
a position to say whi^tlu^r riovernment would or wouhl not bt^ pn^pan^d to 
accept such a scheme. If tlu* permanent sclnuni' is found to be impossible 
•of fullilmont within a rc^asonable tiim*, tlnm should be facinl by aj)osition 
which might call for further considiu-ation but as Diri^ctor of Ihiblic Instruc- 
tion, as one <3xc(3edingly intcu’ested in the succi^ss of this proposal, I 
would most strongly urge that tin's suggi^stion be not pn^ssiul too far, 
becausi' I f(M*l that the start of th(^ colh^ge umhu* conditions such as thos (3 
which the Mover of tin? Ih^solution has in vi(‘vv will not bt' giving it 
.a fair chanc(\

The Hon’ble Dm DKDA rilASAD SAUDAl )H 1 K A ID said — 

I would IK t- liavf^ liked to have intervened in this dt‘bat(‘, but. for tlu^ 
pointed personal reft nmciis tliat have been nuide by two lloidbh^ Meunbeu’s. 
Before 1 answer this point, I should like to clear up the ground n^garding 
tihe points raist*d by tln^ Hon'ble Kai Kadha (Jharan Pal Pahadur. I am 
afraid it would be too late for me to go back on the scIkmikl 1 have been 
closely looking round this sparsidy-attiuided nuudung. I do not think that 
there is one present in this Council who wiih ])resent when I raised the 
question many years ago of the noci^ssity of reviving the old Mad rasa 
College classes, in the interests of Muhammadan education, of which I had 
to constitute myself the champion and the. special standing counsed long 
before any of our Muhammadan friends hero to-day could take up the cause. 
A mixed college has no doubt its advantages, from thi3 point of view of 
4ihe community vdiich is wanting all the education that it wants and should, 
.as a part of such education, Ifhve phmtiful ox)port unities of coming hi contact 
with others. If, howmvbr, it be established that no mixed college will

accommodate all that need accommcxlation it would he almost entitled to hare 
a college of its own if sufficient numbers are forthcoming. There cannot be 
the least doubt that the Muhammadan comirmiiity has now attained that stage*- 
The congestion is so great that we want not one but many colleges and the 
Muhammadans may have a college of tlieir own so that the other colleges* 
also may ndieved. But, Sir, in this connection I think it ought to be even 
now an open (piestion as to wJkHIku* the colie need necessarily be in a 
congested central part of Calcutta in preference to what at one time was 
thought would Ix^ the ideal thing in connection with the Presidency College. 
I cannot uiiflerstand why those who were so very keen about the removal of 
the Presidency Colleger from th(^ site* where it had grown to an ideal spot 
away from tram traffic and other noises of civilised cities, I cannot imagine 
why advanced educationalists of that school should not, now that we ar^ 
almost promised a new college for Muhammadans, work up to that ideal, 
particularly as residential aceommodatioii of the neeessary type is going to be 
provided. 

Later on I shall very brieily r(dV>r to the want of acjcominodation in our 
colleges, but 1 may say this that, so far as Muhammadan students are 
concerned, my fritmds will find that there is regally less room for grievance 
and complaint so lar than the Hon’ble Mov(*r of tlu^ n^solutiorc has made out. 
The Ilon’bh^ the Director nf Piil)lic Instruction has given you facts as regards 
last y(‘ar ; this year, on aceount of what appean'd in Pn'ss and what was 
said from the public jdatform wdiere it was alleg(^d that about ^3,000 college 
students wvrv gcJing about from coll(‘g(^ to college and being n'fiised 
admission, 1 caused very strict enquiric'S to be sent round to all the colleges 
to ask ilxm) what accommodation they bad and how many iht‘y wer(' obliged 
to reject. This a})pli(x] to Hindus as well as Muhammadans. Keminders 
were' also sunt and we found that there an* colh'ges in Jhujgal wht*re s(‘ats 
an* still availal)h‘. Of (‘oiirst* th(^ fancy combinations of subjects wdiich 
students wx)uld like to havt* in a college right at their front door WH*re often 
impoHsibh', but that is an ideal which 1 do not think that any Govt^rnmtmt or 
publift body will ever 1 k> abb* toattain ; but wx* an^ able y(‘t to give a n'asonable 
combination ] ractically lor all wdio desin* to have them. TIjc Registrar lias 
again ad(lr(‘SS(Ml tln^ diff(*r(‘nt colleg(‘s, and J made a stat(‘m(‘nt in the 
Senate* ; but tin* r(*spons(‘. lias i^ot b(*('ii adtxjiiate*. Advenlisenients in the 
new'Kpa])(*i-H also inviting stueh'iits to let the Ih'gistrar know tlieir wants 
an* b(*ing insert(‘d and tn^orytliing Ave^ can do to help students is lioing done. 
Whate difficulty thc‘re may lx* in tlu* (^asi'.of some> plucked stiidi'iits, I have 
heard of no S(^rious difficulty in the case of new^ students. I do not think we 
have a right to assunu* that many new^ students an* y(*t w^ithout accommeida- 
tion. I admit tlmre an* sotne*, and the^ chief difficulty wdtli tliem is with 
regard to e;ombinalion The difficulty in the case of plucked students is 
gn*ater because tlieir cexnbinations an* cjld, and tlie*y canneit very wnll at the 
end oi the seceind year change it ; and the Senate has devised a moans wffiich 
is giving appreciable ndief, ard that is to insist upon a man taking two out of 
thn^e subjects in a colk'ge and exempting his attendance in regard to a 
sabj(*ct in which In* can get no lectures in his College, if he can produce a 
certificate of having received adequate instruction in that subject. 

We may have to take (^ther steps with regard to plucked students, but 
with regard to new^ students 1 do not think the difficulty is yet too great. 

Kelei'eiice was made to the difficulty of getting boarding-houses for 
Muhaimnadan students. The Hon’ble Mover of the resolution did approach 
me wu’tli regard to tmlarged aecominodatiun as he has told the Council, and 
I referred him to the. Hon’ble Sir Asliutosh Mukerjee wdio is the President 
of the Residence Committee, for, since T assumed charge, it has been my 
endeavouf to maintain the constitution in all ifti different aspects. We have 
asked the difierent Committees to go into different matters with 
the President of the Residence Committee that has to deal with the

bottrding^ and nwdHiioe of Htiuionts. The Hon’blo Mov't^r of the resolution 
has himself admitted that he never went to the President^ and I do not 
think, theivfons that he has a right to complain. If it came before us in 
due form, I am sure the University would have given him relief even with 
its very limited resources. It is all a question of payment ; all wlio want 
can get hostel accomincKlation of a sort if they pay for it. This is a matter 
with which th(^ University cannot deal ; it is a matter for the Government. 
If the Government introduced so many free seats in In^tels for the aoconi- 
nuKlation of poor Muhammadans that would U‘ a matter for which we ought 
to 1)0 glad, but n'ganling which we have no voitn*. This question of ]>overty 
might be a standing difficulty in regard to all (iiiestions of advance of 
Muliammailan education. Oin* Hon'ble Member was t(»lling me that evcm if 
you provided all the Muliammadans hostel acc<)mmodation that is mH^ied, 
most of th(‘ Muhammadan boys will not lx* abh? to pay for them. That 
is the r<*al state of affairs, and I do not think we can devise any im*ans 
which will r(mi(‘dy it unless fi\^e seats can be larg(dy ]>rov’idetl. How(‘ver, 
tht‘i-(* is no doubt, Sir, tliat tlnn-e is a gri^at iit^ed for bo:irding-hoiiS(*8 for 
Muhammadan stinh'iits in tiu* mughbourlKMKl of (h>lh^ge Scpiare. Tin* Hou bb* 
the Director rf Public Instruction must now have found out tliat the 
distance between tin* Uollege Sqnan* and tin-' reoognistxl Muhammadan 
localities of (halcutta is realij’ much more than In* at first thought it to b(\

I liad no wish to 
indict the authoriti(*s with being at all lax in r(*gard to tin* provision 
of accommodation for stu(h*ntH. As I hav<' aln*a<ly explaiii(*d, my reason 
is to draw the attention onc(* mon* to the urgmicy of tin* matter and also 
to emphasise the fact that tin* heeling in our community is vovy great that 
some sort of relief should lx* given, and I (juit(* appn'ciatt*. the justice* of the 
remarks that a maki^Bhift arraiigeinent at the pi*esent moment might (hqiriver 
us of what we may lx; haf)p 3 ’ to count upon as a real boon if we can hold 
our souls in patience. That mav^ be tnn* so far as the colh?gt*H arc con- 
cerned, but 80 far as baarding iustitutions an* (;oncern(;d, 1 think that 
suitable bairding mcHses can he started in hired Ijoiises in Calcutta.

“Sir, — In moving this n^solution 1 <lo not wisli to jiass any (uuisurc* on 
tlu' working ol t he Dacca Miinieijiality, nor is it in a spirit f)f carping criticism 
that I bring forward this resolution lor tin* consideration of this Council. 

I have livf*d in Dacca for S(*v(‘ral years, and it would have lieen extremely 
surprising il the prestmt insanitary condition of a gn^attu* jiart of the Dacca 
town had not been iirominently brought to my noti(;e. I do not know if the 
Europ(‘an memb(*rs of this Coumnl have had any m^casion to visit what we 
call old lhacca. II tln-y liavi*. they will sympathise^ with me when I say 
that of all tin; pr(‘ssing questions that engagiH.he att(‘ntion of Govtu-nment 
.so lar as this city is (‘oncmuK^l, th(‘ most pressing on(‘ is tlnMinjirovement 
ol the sanitary condition of th(^ city. Thm-e ar(‘ not only narrow streets and 
laiK^s, but tln^ nieans of communication an* bad enough, and what is most 
obj(‘ctional)le is tiu* unsatislactoi\\ conservancy arrangements in tin* city. 

1 fiiid that in a ri'cent issin* of the IlcrahL which is tin* only authorised organ 
in Eastern Ihmgal. t his point has b(‘en veiy ably and exliaustiv(*ly treat(*d. 
Phe editor has tak(‘n the troubh* of jxiinting out sjiecilic instancies in which 
the citiz(‘ns ol this historic^ city have got a just, grii'vance as negards the 
cf)ns(*rvancy arrangi'ini'nl,. I think it is a malt(‘r of common knowledge and 
tlu ‘re Will not b(* any ditierenci* ol o])jnion. I do not Avish to go into the 
specific instanc(‘S. My recommendation at the ])r(*sent moment is this : that 
an Exp(‘rt (hanmittee of officials and non-officials be appointed to look into 
this matter, and after they have* considm'ed it in all its asjiects and in the 
Hglit ol local exp(‘rience, they will be able to submit to Government a scheme 
which will at once Uv aceejitabb* to Government and also lead to the improve- 
ment of sanitary conditions ol this city. AVith these* f(‘w words I beg to 
commend my resolution to tin* ace(‘])tance of this Council.’* 

Phe Hon’ble NAWAD SYED SH AMS-UL~HUDA said 

“My fri(*nd wants an Expert Committee to investigate the sanitary 
conditions of Dacca and submit a scheme for its improvement. Phe insanitary 
condition of Dacca is notorious, and I do not think that we require an Expert 
Committ(^e to tell us that. Phis mattt'r of the improvement of the sanitary 
condition of Dacca has been und(‘r consideration for more than twenty years 
and numerous schemes have been formulated, and in one instance a ixmalty 
of Rs. 24, ()()() had to bt* paid to the contractor, because the scheme had to be 
abandoned. Phe latest scheme is one for the sewerage of the old toAvn of 
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Dacca prepared by tlio Sanitary Kn^rim^rr, Mr. Williams. It is a vtM-y cf)mi)re- 
heneive scheme, but it will cost about tw(‘!ity-fi ve lakhs of rupi^c^s. It was 
estimated at first to cost twi*nty-two lakhs, but it was found afterwards 
that we re(iuire a numlKu- oi dumj^ing-depots and tlu‘ cost will amount to about 
twenty-live lakhs, and from my own expm-ituice of tlK‘se (estimates I think that 
we should consider ourselvi‘s fortunate if w(‘ can managt' with thirty lakhs. 
Besides th(‘ schenu‘ of tw(mty-five lakhs, we nniuirt^ about ti\u‘ lakhs for tin' 
opening of inaccessible latrines, 'rin^ Council will b(‘ surpi-ist'd to hear that 
out ol 18, ()()() latriiK's 4,000 ar(‘ luacct'Ssibh' and have m'\'cr Iumui cl(*ai*(‘d at 
any time.

Sii*. after the j uonou nce'ine'iit, ol’ the llon’ble* Me'mlx'i' in ejiarge*, it K(*e'ms 
to me that the* rt*soluti()ii should not have b(*t*n weirde'd as it is. but should 
have be(*n an ajipeal for the* eolb‘etion c)f sii bscrijitioiis. 1 think that Wfxild 
have ben'll more a])propriate. Tlu* difficulty is only wit h re'gard to the ways 
and means. If it xve're* only a ejue^stion of moneyv. I do not think f wfiiild 
hav(' brought forward this resolution. Dnt, 1 can say this that so far as 
■certain ])ortions of the* town of Dacca are* conce*rne*el. the* Municipality itself 
has got ample' funds at its disposal, and I thought that the' atte*ntion of the 
-authorities should he drawn to a ejiu^stioii of sucli imjiortance*. Ilowe'Ve'i*, 
I do not wisli to waste the time eif the Council if tin* H(di(*me is alre^ady 
before Government, *ind if Government do not think lliat a committing 
like this can be of any help to it. So far as the H(die*me*s aiv concernod, 1 
do not think there will hi* any purpose served in ])r(*sKing this resolution 
further, because as it is now worded 1 do not think I can ask for something 
for which I cannot make out a case. With tlu^sc^ words 1 beg to withdraw 
the resolution.’^ 

The resolution was then, by lc*ave of the President, withdrawn.

The llou’hl.* NAWAB SATYID NAWAB AI.I CHAUDHUKI. KHAN 
BAH A DUB, moved the following Resolution : — 

‘‘This (N)uncil recommends to the Governor in Council that one session 
of the Bengal Legislative Council he held every year at Dacca.” 

He said • — 

‘‘ I do not think I could better signalise tlie first meeting of the Bengal 
Legislative (Council in the second capital of the Presidency than by bringing 
forward a motion which seeks to make such meetings an annual event. It is^ 
indiHnl, an irony of fate that it should have become necessary for Dacca to 
plead her cause hei*(' to-day, and press for the recognition of some of her 
ind(‘f(\asibl(^ riglits as the Si‘Cond capital of the Presidency of Bengal — 
rights which have b(*en solemnly assured her by the higlu^st authorities here 
and in Phigland — rights which again have been sought to be ignored in 
certain quart(u*s. I shall draw a veil over the n^ccmt past — the brief sp(‘ll 
of glory which, in our ignorance, W(‘ thought to lie a heritagi* that had come 
back to old Da(;ca to revitalise her. but which, alas ! was destiiu'd to vanish 
too soon. W(' will not mourn over days that are irr(‘V()cably gone, but should 
be thankful f(jr what(‘ver small gifts W(‘ liav(‘ Ix^en ])romised to console 
oursolv(^H with. And it is om* of thes(‘ pledges, wliich were mad(‘ only two- 
y(*ars back on an historical occasion to the p(M)ph' of Kastorn Bengal, that we 
desin* to s(M' (tarried out in all its (‘ssential particuilars. 

Some tini(< has no doubt elaps(‘d since those* m(‘morabl(* despatch(*s were 
pcMiiH-xi in Simla and in Whitehall ; but. Sir, I am ()])timistic (Uioiigh to 
lH*li(‘V(' that words us('d and simtiments (‘xpn*ss(‘d thenmi have lost none of 
tlu'ir sincerity and logical significance* to-day. If w(* turn to these* docum(*nt& 
that ])ass<‘d b(‘tw(H*n tin* Goveu-nnumt of India and the* S('cre‘tary of State* on 
the* que*stion of the* te*rritorial redistributions, theu-e* is left no room for so 
muedi as a shaelow of doulu that the maintenance of the* im])(n*tance^ of 
Dacca as the capital of Kaste*ni Be»ngal was laid down as the* .due qua noa of 
the aelministrative* re*arrange*memts. As the SeH*i (»tary of States acknowh'dges, 
in rederring to thee state* of things that ])re*vaih‘el be*fe)re^ the* creatieni of the 
province* e)f Easte*rn Be*ngal anel Assam, ‘it is ceo*t;ain that the* provincial 
centre of gravity was unduly diveM*te*d to the* w(*steu‘n i)ortion of the* are^a, and 
to Calcutta itself, with the' iwult that the* Muhammaelan community of 
East(*rn Be*ngal weu-e unintentiemally ele*j)rive'd of an aele*quate* shares of 
cemsieleu-atieen and atte*ntion.’ Sir, it was this deq)lorable iie'gligence^ of 
Kaste'rn Bemgal that ne^cessitateMl the* territorial changers brought about by Lore! 
Curzon. Anel it was to pre*\ e*nt a re'lapse of Kasteiai l>e*ngal into the* shadow 
of e‘old ne^gle^ct — ‘to avoid slipping back into the* unfortunate* state* of things 
beefeere the* partitieui,’ as Loi'd (h-e'we ])ut it in the Hemse' of Lords — that the* 
Governnumt of India and the Secre*tary of State felt ealh‘d upem to confer on 
Dacca the* status of a se*e*e)nd ca])ital. The* Se*cre‘tary e)f State in his de^spatch 
says : ‘ 1 attach lU) little* importaneu* to the* ])roposal that the* Gewernor of 
Bemgal slmulel re^garel Dacca as his se‘cond capital, with full claims on hi& 
regular attention, and his residence* for aji appreciable part of the year* 
The arrangeme*nts which have* bee*n maele the*re* for the* administration of the 
existing Lieutenant-(T!e)ve*rnor will thus ne)t mei*ely be utilized, but will serve 
a valuable juirpose which it would have' bee‘n difficult to secure had proposals 
similar to those which you now make* been put forward when the whole of 
Bengal was undiviel'eel. In these circumstances I consieler that you are right 
not te» make any sugge'stion for a Cewnmissionership at Dacca analogous to* 
that existing in Sind in the Presidency of BomJjay.’ 

r reHjx*etfully invite yeiur attention, Sir, to the last two sentences in this 
statement which go to show that the Goveu-nor’s connection with Dacca is to* 
be of a close anel living character such as couhl not, at any time, make us- 
regret that the otlu'r alternative of a Special Commissioner at Dacca did not 
find favour with the authorities. 
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ii^'v to th(‘ doliato that was raised on this (jut^stiou in the House 
of Lords by Lord Curzon, we hnd that the e.r- Viceroy tnnphasised on the 
continuance of Dacca as a real second eai)ital of B(^ngal. ‘ 'Hieiv is a 
strong feeimiEr in India,’ said his Lordsliip, ‘that it will be well to ])lae(‘ some 
statutoiy obligation ii])on the (Tov(‘rnor ol Bengal to sp(‘n<l a et^rlain amount 
of the year at Dacca. I do not giv»‘ an opitnon on that point, continued

It may be v(*ry good for l)a(*r'a to havi* the seat of Covernment h(u*e for a 
coiiph^ ol months in the year, even though the constitiitc'd advisers of Covern- 
ment an* not pi'iv ih-ged t o iiiei*! in C(»un(;il in this city. Dut to call it i he 
second cajiital of Ih'iigal wriuld involve a t(*rniinologi(*al in(*\actitude wdth 
wdiich we aia* loth to ass^xnale His Kxcellency. 

Ajiart Irfim any (consideration of jirofit to Dacica or l^astern IJengal, wdiicli 
may notCiax (' any wa*ight wu'th some of us — wdiat would not tlie ])opular ri‘pr(*- 
sentati\'(cs gain by lK*ing for a fewdays in t In* year in touch w'ith a mu fassal city 
wdieiK* all the current ])roblems of adininistrat ion — I'ither in tin* domain of

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The Hon^ble MAULVI A. K. FAZ-UL-HAQ sai<l 

1 was expecting some of oiir friends from the western jxart of the 
Presidency to say something on this resolution which I thought would 
t^asily have lauded us in tin' region of controversy. 1 was n()t aware 
whether they welcomed this resolution, but aftm* having giv^^n the ri^solution 
my best consideration, I can lind that the opposition to it! if tiu're is any room 
for any opposititin at all, ought to come from the non-offieial memlx'rs of this 
Council. So far as the oHicials an' conceriKMl, I may tak(‘ it that, unh'ss tlu> 
arrangmnents are materially changed in fulun^ most of the ofheials, who an^ 
nimnbBrs of the Council, will spend s<>im^ time ai any rati' in Dacca, airl the 
meeting of the Coiineil could b ' so arranged as to coincide wit h t licir prost iict^ 
in this city. It is for this reason that 1 say that, if ilit*rc arc any i)l>jociions 
to the hoi ling ol the Council session, t ln.‘ ob](H*tion is likely to ('one* fri)ni the 
non-oHicials, and, broadly sp(*aking, tin' non-olH(*ials could bt‘ iliviib'd into two 
distinct divisions— one from the East('rn Ih'ngal districts and th<‘ other Irom 
the W 0 st(n*n jiart of this Pia'sidcmcy. T may mention one or two facts in ordtn* 
that Hon'bit' Mmidau’s may conu'- to a <h‘eision on the issues t hat havt> been 
raised b}^ this la'solution.

turned uj) in large numbers. I haxo^ I'eason to belime that a large numbin' 
of them would certainly have come but for certain un fo)’ese(*ij ci lammst ances. 

1 do not think that I need take up the time of this Council by going into 
tin* minute (h*tails, but 1 may mention that si'Voral Hon ’ble Members hnv«* 
written to the leading citiz(*ns of the (Council explaining the reasons ffir tlnnr 
absence from tln^ sitting of the (Jouncil to-day. Tin* last telegram rec( ixanl 
from the Hon’bh^ Mr. Bancrji was to the effect that In* had some urgent ])ifce ol 
business of his own. and that his solicitors did not advise him to l(^av(* (Jaloutta 
at the prf'sent nionumt. ()tln;r gentdenH*n, exc(*pt the Maharaja of Burdwan. 
have written to say that either tiioy are ill or they liaxn* got some imix rtani 
private business which ]>rov(mts them from coming ; otherxvise they would 
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certainly have come. We give tLem cn-dit lor all this sympatliy, as Uiey have 
all in their incssageH wished i'or tlie success of tieday’s sitting at Dacca. ’ From 
the letters tluiy have written and the telegrams they have sent, ^lot one .of 
them seems toohjeet to the sitting of the Council at Dacca. 1 take it therefore 
that so far as non-ollicial niemhers are concei-ned — tlie Fastern . Bengal iiiem-S, 
bers ani certainly in favour of it. and so far as the Western BengaUn^mil.ers 
are concerned they are not opposed t.o it, and uidt'ss for illness or other personal 
business — th(‘y wotdd certai)dy have attended' at Dacca.

Ills words, that tin* Hindus and Alnliammaelans stand miitiM 
to-day, is lu'artily reciprocatixl hy tin* community to which I he long, and I wish 
that the (‘thxJt of lh(‘S(‘ nohf<A words will haxa* takim away the diHer(‘nc(*s 
arising IVom the eontrov(‘rsi(‘s of tin* jiast which wi* ail likt* to forget 
and Ik' would liavi* done well il he had relraiind from dwelling on them. 
Sir, ^his proposal that <)in‘ session, of tin* L<*gislati\a‘ (doiincil lx* held 
i'Vi'yy yi-ar in Dacca, ii examiin‘d critically, will !m‘ found to lx* lias(‘d 
largely on si'iitinient — siuftiment vvt* r(‘spec1 and adore. Sir. I am sorry 
to s(‘e that niy honoin-able friejid has qu(‘stioijei I tin* inijiortanei* of ( iaicutta. 
Calcutta (h)cs not belong to Western Ih'iigal only. fhdeutta hehnigs to 

Western and f.iast(*rn l>(*ngal aliki*. Look at t'alciitta — it oc(‘upn’s the fore- 
most position in lieiiual. I do n(»t ohjixit to an (X’laisional meeting at Daciaa, 
but 1 would he t*ln' lii'st, and I hi'lii^ve every memlx'r .f tin* ('ouiicil 
Avho is inter(’sl;ed in the welfan* of the province .will he the first, to op]»ose 
any important mcasun* hfung taken U]) for consid{*ration at a ('oun(‘il m(*i‘tijig 
at Dacma. 1 think. Sir, that although many of us would not ohji'ct to 
holding meiqa'iigs at Dacca, from tinu* to tiim*, we Avoiild C(*rtainly' ohji'ct 
to a whole session Ix'ing ln*ld at Dacca. No dou ht t he Hon ’hie Mr. Haq 
r(‘pres(‘nt,s Eastern H(*ngal. and In^ also npiresmits tin* TMuhammadan ciam- 
munity, hut I would ask him, how would he like it if he were di*tained 
Inn-i* for three montlis at a str(‘t(di, having to give up his lucrative practice 
and he kept away from the^ succulent jiastun^s of the High (Jourt. He has 
spoken eloquently about holding a session at Dacca, hut 1 am sun* he will 
h(‘ om* o1 the first of the absentees. Sir, as I liaAU^ said h(*fore. tln re 
might havi^ been ditlerences lx*! ween the Hindus and Muhammadans during 
tln^ last. lc*w years, hut the Hindus are now pri'paivd to do anything to meet 
'tin* wishes of the Muhammadan community ; hut h ask thorn whether it 
would lx* wist' to hold meetings away from tin* capital of tin* pr(*mier 
Pn'sidt'ucy in India and away from tin; light of imhlic criticism. How 
would it ht* if tin* C\alcutta Municipal Bill is takt*n up, discussed and jiassod 
at Dacca, tin* capital of East(*rn B(*ngal ^ 1 rini sure, my honourable friend will 
sym|)at hist' with me. I tht*relort> think that it is a large tirdtn* to I’t'commentl 
that a whole session of the CJouncil should he In'ld here.” 

llie Hon l)lt* NAW^AB ED SHAMS-UL-HUDA -said : — 

“ Sir. ] dare say that my honourable friend n*grets as much as 1 do tliat 
this restilution could not he moved at a mt'cling of Council mon* largt*l.y • 
attentietl by members from \Vest(‘rri Btuigal. The West^^rii Bengal mtmibt*i‘s 
are im(*rested on the other side of the question, and any decision that may 
lx* arrned at in this Council Avill to a great extent be discounted by the" fact 
of f lu'ir absi'iice. However, that is a matter for the mover of the resolution 
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to (^pusider, I do not donire to enter into tUe controversy tliat has arisen 
between him and the Hoirhle Rai Radha Charan Pal liaha lur. but J wouhl 
only state what tht^ (TOvi‘rnnient view of the matt to* is. So far as sympathy 
,or mere willingness to hoi 1 a meeting ol* the rouneil at Dacca is concerm>d, 
the fact of this meeting tx)-day is ample demonstration of tl^at. Gcjvernment 
would not, however, plc^dgo tlurmstdves d(»tinitely to hold a meeting of the 
Council every year in Dacca. Meetings of (^jouncil will bt‘ hehl whertnan* and 
whenever conditions of ])ubli(! busim^ss make it necessary or d(>sirabh\ and 
Gov(^rnment do not intend to bind their discn^tion in this matter. As 1 have 
said, I do not wish to ent(U- into £lu‘ larg(M- (|U(^stions that havi' l)(>(m raised, 
but I would say that the importano “ of th(> 8(‘Cond capital depends on some- 
thing more solid than the iinna' holding of a Legislative' Council nuM'ting 
here.”

The VKdvPRESIDKN'r said 

“ (-ilentlemen, this is tlu* first oce-asion on wh)<‘li tin.* pi'esent ( iov(u*niiu*nt 
has ludd a sitting of the Legislative* (’ouned at Dacca. 1 know that Ilis 
Kxcelhuicy Jjord Carmicliael looked forward to w<*lcoming a consiibu’able 
attendance of niemhers, and W(' must rdl regn*-! that cnauimstamu's ol the 
most ominous and world-wide imj)()riaijc(> havu* contributed to (hq)rive it of 
some of the dignity and consequt*nci' which we had ho. tnl it mijdit obtain. 

You are all aware of the cataclysm which has ludallen soiiu* of thr leading 
nations of Pmrope, and of the intt'iise anxiety which it has caused throughout 
the world. Already th(’> dislocation ol tlu' ordinary nudlKKls of trade and 
business has caused considerable local anxiety in fkalcutta. and incjasures 
of precaution may at any moment be rec^uired to d(‘.al with the situation. His 
Excellency the President has tberidore coiisidm’ed it lu'cessary to go to 
his capital without delay, and many of our members who w(we due here have 
been prevented from attending from tlu* same causes. No one will therefore 
judge of the attitude of Gov’’ernment and of the majority of the Council 
towards the question of legislative sittings here by the exiguous attjmdance 
of to-day. These recent occurrences will have made you realize that in times 
of stress and crisis the overwhelming importance of Calcutta will still 
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assert' itself by tlie lo^ic of liard fact. I trust that those members who have 
been able to coiru* from a distance will liave formed a favoural)le impression 
of the surroinidmgs in which they find tlKunselves, and I hope that in more 
fortunate* time's Dace*a may sen* e)tlier meetings e>t the* Council better attended 
anel moje^ accurately re|)resenting the' iinixjrtance* in the Presidency of its 
seceaiel ca])ital. 

As re‘gai'ds ioi'inal oflicual ace*(^ptance* e)l the*^ i*e*se)lution, however, I can 
only reminel yen of the* two points which have alre*aely been state'd by the 
Hem’ble Nawab Sye'd Shams-ul-Huda— first, that tlie eiuestiem of when and 
wlie*re* tlie* Council should me*et is ceenstitut ieaially re'se‘rv(*d, ne)t endy in this 
l)ody, but in others e)f gre-ate*r age and still gre*ate‘r elignity. to^ the liead of the 
Kxe*euit 1 v'e' j se*c;onelly, wleate'ver the* vie*ws ol the* ])re*se*nt (joveunment and 
whate'veu* plcelge's the'y might l)e* willing te) give* fen* tlie'ir own actiem, nothing 
tliat the'y may decide* e)n can l)inel tlie'ir succe'ssors. 

The* HonM)le NAWAP SAIYID XAWAP ALl CHAUDHURl, KHAN 
PAIIADLIP saiel : — 

**Sir, my motion is not that ( *e)ve*rnme*nt should be* be)und down tee hold 
a session e*very ye‘ar at Dacca, Hut Ireim what has ialle'ii from you.

‘‘ Sir, wliate've*!- may be the* ni(*rits eif the re'seel iit ion re garding a se*ssion at 
Dacca, 1 do not think that my pre'se*nt re'soliition can cemie* iineh'r that cate'geiry. 
It is admitted that Dacca is iieit only the* se'Cemd cajiital eif this Presidency in 
theory only, but it is so in fact. In tliei de*spatch of the* Gove*rnnu*nt eif 
Inelia constituting this Pre'slelency it was mentione*d that the* Government 
should s])t‘nd se»nu* iieirtieni of the* ye*ar at Dacca. 1 have* not got a cejinplete 
list with me*, but 1 trnel fre»m the* list wliicli 1 alre*aely jieissess that in the 
seconel cajiital of the* Uniteul Jh'e)vinces, tliat is, in Lucknow, there* are per- 
mane*ntly st,atione*el tlie* De*])artnie*nt of l^anel Ke ceirels, the* (~)flices of thei 1 ost- 
Mast(*r-General, the* lnspe*cte)r-(L‘ne*ral of He*gistration anel the* Sanitary Cemi- 
missioner. JNiona, the* subsieliary capital of Heiinbay, heilels as many as eight 
departme*nts, and. if my me*nmry se'rvcs me* right. Lyallpur possesses two 
elepartnie*nts, and the subsieliary capit.al eif Madras ] ossesses four, and 
Moulnie*in, the* subsidiary e*apital of Burmah, posseses at least one depart- 
nuuit. So it goe'S without saying tliat in all these jilaces the* Governnjent 
recognize' the ini] ortance* of the* se*(;ond capital by leicating some dc'partments 
permanently, so that the* heaels of the*se‘ departine*nts may come in elirect contact 
with the people* whem dealing with their work. I elo not know what my 
Hon’ble fric'udKai Priya Nath Mukliarji Bahadur will think, hut I think that 
his office, as well as the offices of the Director of Land Records and the Sanitary 
(yOmmiHsioner, may be ) ermanently located at Dacca. A question may arise 
as regards the severances of the heads of these departments ‘almost perma- 
nently from Calcutta. What now happens is this, that all the departments are 
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located at Dacca for a couple (^f mouths in the year, witliout any ineonvenienoe 
and if some o[ these departnumts are permanently loc?ated here they can, in 
the course of their tours, visit other parts of the Presidency. It is felt hy the 
people t)f Eastern Ik^ngal that the m‘eds and requirements of the pt‘ople could 
be better attended to if soiiie of tli(‘se di^partnumts are ])(M*manently located 
here, A question may he raistnl that while in other provinces the two 
capitals are joined by railway and that the communication h(q,ween Paleiitta 
and I)acca is very inconvcmient. Put that is a (jU(‘Stion that can hi* settled hy 
Government if it is decided t > have the depari mimts permanent ly locatml here. 
I do not think an^" iiarin will hi^ done. 1 do not think that from tin' officials 
there will hi* any ohjection to my proposal, and, se far as tin* non-ollicials 
are conC(*rnel, I think I can count upon a unanimous support. W ith 
these few words, I he^ to (‘oitunimd this Resolution to the acceptance' of th(‘ 
Council.” 

The Hon’hle Mu. BKATSOX PELL said 

Sir, — P(‘fore 1 go furthiM- I would sugg(‘st that wi' should rider to 
this city as tht^ c'astern eajiital and to tin' mort' modcn-n city (('alcutta) 
as the westi'rn capital of the Presidmicy. Thma* is no invidious distinction in 
these t wo expri^ssions. 

Then, as rc'gards tln^ main jK)int that is hi'fore us — to locate lima' pi'rma- 
nent ly a few oC tin* (P)V(u*iiinont depurtmcmts. 1 was in soiiii' doubt as to 
the exact signifieaiKH' of this jdirase. Wh* List* the i‘X])r('ssion (lovernumt 
d 0 [)artni('nts to indicat(‘ what 1 may call tin* slic^es of thi' Si'cretariat, /.e., 
Ap] )ointm('nt Departnumt,, the Rc'vmiiKi 1 )(q)artin(mt, the hdnancial l)t‘part- 
moiit, th(‘ Political Department, tln^ (loneral Lti'partnii'ut. and so on. I 
thought at first that possibly my hon’hle friend had tlu'se slic(‘s in mind, 
hut from his s[)t'(‘ch I h(*e that he is nderring ])urely to tln^ Executive' 
heads of (‘(‘rtain l>raiich(^s, with th(',ii’ assistants, ch'rks and mi'iiials. E.\am 
tlum th(‘ (h'fiuitioii of* lli'ad of a Department ’ is hy no means clear. 1 liavi*. 
looke<l Uj) the (h'tiiiition in theth'vil Sm’viee lu'gulal-ions, and 1 lind that it 
consists of t wo long lists with an addendum to l,h<‘ eltect that anyom* elsr^ 
is considi'rtMl to h(> a Head of a De])artment whom tlii' Local tiovi'rnrnent 
deelari^s tf) lx* siudi. 1 think most of thi' Hon’hle Mend)ers will h(> I'atlu'r 
BUr])rised to find that the Poai'd of Revenue, t-hr Superintending Engini'cr, 
the District and Sessions Judges are all Heads of Dejiartnamts. How(‘V('t, 
I think I am right, in assuming that what tin* Iloidhh* Mmnhi'r ri'ally wants is 
that som(‘ of the following officers should he located at Dacaja, viz.^ tin*. 
(Miief Engini'i'i’s, tin* Ins])ccto!-E(‘n(*]*al of Pohc'i*, the 1 nsp('ctoi--( Jern'ral of 
Civil Hospitals, t he I nsp(*c*t.or-t 1 eneral of Prisons, thc^ Directoi' of Public; 
InstrU(;tion, tin; ( himmissioiK'r of Exc'si*, t he Inspector-( Rmm-al of R(;gistra- 
tiou, the Registrar of ( .o-operati vo (h’odit Soc'ioties, the Dii*(‘ctoi' oi Land 
Records and tin* Dire(;tor of Agriculture. Wh'll, I may say at onci* that this 
qui;stion has hi*('ii (‘xamined with mu(;h sympathy hy t.lie m(‘mh(*rs of this 
Governmimt. W’e all know the symj)atliy of Lord (karmichael towards the* 
Eastern capital, and I may he peiunitted tosay that you, Sii', wei’e (^)lle(;tor ol 
Hakarganj, the Hon’hle Mr. l.yoii was Chief Secretary to tin; D ovi'iai me.nt 
of Eastern Bengal, and my Inadhle fri(*nd Nawah Shams-ul-H uda was horn jii 
k^astern Btmgal, As n'gards my own sympathy for Eastmuj IDrigal, it is 
supc'rfluous that I should say anything. Put in s])it(‘ of the symi»athy, I may 
almost say the bias, ni favour of Dacca with which we apj^roached this 
question we havc^ com€^ to the. unanimous decision that tlie proposal cjannot, 
on jiractical grounds, he given (‘ffi^ct to. W <* cannot lo(;ati* any c)l the Depart- 
inents at Dacca. First of all, you will readily realize that there; is tin* quc'Stion 
of expense. If, when the (Capital was removcxl from hen*, it had hi'.en (iecidc*d 
that the Secretariat buildings were to remain at the disposal of the Executive 
Government, the (question of expense wouhl not have arisen. Put we an* all 
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glad that a University is going to bo established here, and all these buildings 
are earmarked for the University. The residences now occupied by the 
Members of Government and the Secretaries will be given up to the University. 
The construction of new buildings to noplace them is already under consid- 
eration. 'Jlierefore, if we start (establishing Ht^ads of Departments here 
permanently. W(^ shall have to build still more nmidonces and still more offices. 
Memb(Ts will n^adily realize that the question of finance is a serious one in 
considering tlu' problem Ixdore us, but if it w(u*e esseuitial on administrative 
grounds to incur this expense, 1 am sure that somehow or other we would be 
able to find the money. Hut if we kxA on it from the administrative point of 
view w(‘ nu^et with still gn^atc^r difficulties. 1 believe some people think that 
the function of the (jfficcu's in question is merely to sit in a condortable room, to 
dispose of a little routine correspondence, to int(n-view candidates for appoint- 
ments, and to distribute', patixmage with a v(*ry liberal hand. That is a very 
pleasing but a very fanciful picture, 'idn*. Ht ad of a De])arnnent, in addition 
to a vast amoui't of corres])ondenc(‘, has to b(‘ in eonstaiit touch with his 
Huboniinate olHccu’s, and with this end in vi(‘w has to inspect the work of 
these offic(‘rs as often as ])ossibleon lh(* spot. S(^condly, lie must keep in touch 
with tilt' niemb(n-s of tin' public who ai*('. inter('stt*d in tlie work of the Dt'part- 
nient, and, thirdly, lie must k(‘(*]) in toucli with tlu' Corresponding Dt'partment 
of tlu' S(‘cr('tariat and with th(> M('mb(‘r in cliargti of that Dcqiartment. 
Lord Ckirinicha('l and his colleagiU'S liav(» examined all tln^se cases in the light 
of th(^s(‘ consieb'rations. and hav(' c( me to tin' conclusion that, il would be most 
unwise to mov(5 any of tin'se officers from Calcutta. L(‘t ns tiow take them 
in ordei- — 

In the first place, the Chit^f Engineers are not only heads of departments, 
but they are also Secn^taries to Govcn-iiment, and, as such, they ari' insoparablo 
from tin' Secrt*tariat. 

Then, we conic' to tin' Ins) ector-tiein'ral of Polic(‘. 1 do not think it 
is sinhously urgi'd that tin' Inspector-Gont'ral of l^olici^., who has to look alter 
tin' ].ea(U' and ordi'i' of tin' lh*ovincc', should ))(' at a distance* from the 
Execulive Governnit'nt. 

'^riien, as regards the lnH])ec.tor-G('iu‘ral of (hvil Uosjiitals, W(' all know 
tliat all the large Jiospitals and medi(;al institutions an' in Calcutta, and, if 
In' is not in (kdeiitta. In* is divorced from the chii'f centre of his activity. 

{Similarly, with la'gard to tin' Inspectcor-lTorn'ral of Prisons. .Most of the 
grt'at jails are in and around Cahmtta, and In' can inspect a far gn^ater 
number of them by living in Calcutta than he can by living in Dacca. 

Tin'll as rt'gards tin* Dinxjtor of Ihiblic' Instruction. In spite of the 
eloquent words of the Vie(*-(dianc('llor as to tln> gn^atness of the educational 
interc'sts in Da(H‘a, {^v(m the Vic(‘-( 'hane('llor agn ('S that Calcutta is and will 
still remain the centia* of ('diujation. This will bo so even after the Dacca 
University is established. As regards tin* (Commissioner of P^xcise, the con- 
sumptioi/of excisi'able articles in (yalcutta is very much greater than in any 
other part of the Pi’ovince. And not only so, but Calcutta is the chiel port and 
exciseable articles conn' jiouring in from steamers day after day, and it is most 
important that the (Commissioner and bis staff should see that smuggling 
does not go on in Calcutta. (Coining to the Inspector-General of Registra- 
tion, in spite of the fact that several other jirovinces have found it convenient 
to remov(^ the Inspector-General into one of their outlying capitals, I do not 
think it should be so in (Jalculta. The amount of registration in Calcutta is 
enormous. And not only so, but it has been proposed that we should establish 
in Calcutta soim'thing in the nature of Somerset House in England, a large 
storehouse where all (documents will ultimately be collected. If this be done, 
we are considering it carefully, it wmuld be most unreasonable to take away 
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the head of the department and to leave our Somerset tiouse to take care of 
itadtf. Then we come to the Kogistrar of Co-operative Credit StHMetiee. 
We OOriHidered the question of locating him outside Calcutta, in some place 
where co-operative societies are most numerous. At present in Faridpur 
there are more co-operative societies than in any other part of the Province, 
but this will not always be so. The Midnapore co-ojx'rati ve work is extending 

rapidly, and it is likely that Western Heiigal will soon take widespread 

advantage of the co-operative movenitmt, just as ICastern Hmigal has dom^ 
Apart from all that, j^roposals are un(h*r i*onsidi ‘ration for tln^ I'stablish- 
ment of a provincial ei>-nperativ(^ bank with its Invad-cpiarttn-s in Calcutta. 
This bank will bo under thi‘ control of th(‘ lvt‘gistrnr of Co-op(U*at i\'e Societies, 
and this will takt* a viny gn^at jiart of tin' time of tlu^ Ih'gistrar. This aloin* 
will be sufficimit reason for hesiratiug befon* we reniovt' liis head-(|uart(n*H 
from Ckilciitta. Then W(‘ come to tlu' l)ire(‘tor of Lainl Records : \vt' fnudy 

admit that just at and for the past few years much could hav(^ Ix^en 

said for liaving the Director of Land luaiords at Dacca. Mr. Jack ]n‘actically 
made Ids hcad-quartcn-s in Da(tca, and d‘ I had been in his position, I should 
have done the same, but as you all know, t.lit' work in Dacca Division is 
approaching comph'tion. 


In a few years the c<‘ntre of gravity in s(‘ttloment work will lx* in 
Western Lengal ; tliat being so, 1 do not think the llon’bh‘ Mtunbm- will 
press us to smid tln^ Director of Land lu^cords for a f(‘w ycai-s only to 
Dacca. Lastly, we come to tln^ Director of Agricultui*('. Wh‘ may at onci^ 
say tliat if he wen^ jiurt ly and simply a Din^ctor of Agricuilturc* wt‘ would 
mov(^ Ijim to-morrow to Dacca. It stands to r(^ason that piin^ agricidtural 
work can be much b(‘tter dom^ in tln^ country than in the town, and Dacca 
is peculiarly suitable for siudi work. Wb‘ iiavi^got tlnuM' th(‘ chitd’ (^xpcu-imcntfJ 
farm with a fiiu' Jaboratoi-y and fine buildings, and a largi' (*x|)(u*t stall on the 
spot. So far as agi-icultural work is (M)in!ern(‘d, Dacca would most 

suitable^ })lace for the DiivxU.or of Agricultures but iiniortiinattdy the Dirt'ctor 
of Agrlcultu]*(‘ is ov(‘]‘VV('iglit(ul with a, mass of work whicli is only indinx^tly 
coniK^daKl with agi icii Iture. I rid'eu* to all his statistical work and to tin* jute 
and ot Inn- foi'e^casts, whicJi ho has to jHiblish. This takes up an (Uiorme)Us portion 
of his tim(\ and in connection with this bramdi of his work Ije is pracducally 
tied to Lalcutta ; li(‘ is at tlu' b(*ck and call — and it is riglit that lu' should b(^so 
— of the business commuuitii^s of (kalciitta, both Indian aixl fhi ro|)tx‘in. That 
being so, altliougli we look forward to tin* day wln'n W(^ shall get a si^parate 
olheer to conduct tin' ])urely statisti(;al work, and shall allow th(^ Director of 
Agricultun* to coniine himself to his pro ){‘r work of agricultur(\ y(‘t that 
day is not y(*t come ; and until W(^ can get a separat«' onicau', J am afraid w(' 
must rehictantly say that it is not possibh^ to ]jav(* the Director ot 
Agriculture jilac('d at Dacca. I think 1 have shown that w(^ liave (‘xaniined 
the (juestion with g?'(*at sympathy and have Ixxuj voiy anxious to (io something 
towards locating a f(^w of the heads of (h'partments hei*(3. 1 am very sorry 

that I of all peoph3 shoidd have found it my duty to throw (a)ld water on a 
motion with which I havt' so much sympathy. 1 agr(;e in tin^ unanimous 
conclusion of my colleagues tlnat it is not practieal to go any way towards 
accepting this resolution. If the Hon’bh^ Memb(*r is detf^rmined tocarrythis 
resolution to a division. I have only to say that we shall be glad to know the 
opinions of the non-official members of the Council. It is not the intention 
of the official Members to vote.” 


The Hon’ble MAULVI A. K. FAZ-UL-HAQ said 

“Sir, it is certainly a question upon which I would have asked for a 
division, but I do not think it would be fair on my part, considering thoattt^nd- 
ance at the meeting, to ask for a division. I hoped that my friends from 
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the western division, of the Presidency would support me so far as this 
resolution is concerned, altliough tliey might have had some personal objection 
to the resolution of the Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid. Nawab Ali Ohaudhuri. I am 
afraid I shall ultimately have to withdraw the resolution. But there are one 
or two points in tlie Hon’bh^ Mr. Boll’s lucid explanation which are far from 
convincing, if 1 may l>e pardoned for saying so. I do not mean to say that 
there are not almost insuperable difficultic^s in the way of locating some 
dej)artmentR outside^ Calcutta. Bui. at the same time it strikes me that 
there are oric^ or two departments about which there does not seem to me 
to 1)0 very great ditticnlties. I did not know that this question had been 
discusHcnl by the authorities, and I have no doubt that, if this question has 
beiiii discuss(Mh it has be(;n discussed in a spirit of doing fair justice to Eastern 
Bengal. The claims of tin* East^u-n districts are so g?*eat that, in spite of the 
advers(^ decision as tln‘. rc'sult no doubt of weighty reasons, I would still urge 
on tin* Government to consider these claims befon* they come to any final 
decision, because^ I believe that it is a (luestion which can be re-opened, if not 
in this (h)uneil, at h*.ast by the officials tlnunsel ves, because it is a matter 
which (;onc(‘rns tin* officials most so far as the* Eastern districts are concerned. 
In^t us cite, foi- iiistainu*, oiu^ or two d(‘j)artments which have, been discussed by 
the llon’bh*. M(*inb(‘r — say, tin*, office* of the Inspi^ctor-Geiieral of Kc*gi8ti-ation. 
L(*t us tak(' th() cas<‘ of iJombay and Poona on the oinCiand and Calcutta and 
Dacca on the otln*r. I think that, solar as (Calcutta is fjoncerned, the amount of 
registration work is not v(‘ry much mon* than what, it is in Boinliay. And so 
far as tln^ work of the Inspect()r-(T(*neral of R{*gi strati on is concc'rin'd, I donot 
think (hat tln^ Iiisp(‘ctor-General in llombay has got his hands much lighter 
than the Inspector-General in Pn‘ngal. if, in spite of that, the Bombay 
Governnnuit could locate the office of the lns])ector- Gt*ne,ral of R(*gistration 
ai Poona, J do not S(H) what gn^at difficulties can tln*r(‘ be* for tin* location 
f)f the ollici* of tin* lns])(*ctor-G(‘neral in Bengal at Dacca. Add to this the fact 
that the nuinber of n*gistration cases is far more numerous in Eastern 
B(*ngal districts than in the western divisif)n of the Pn'sidency. In Eastern 
Bengal. p(H)ple not only rush to the r(*gistration offices for the pur])ose of 
registration in cas{‘s where r(‘gistration is absolutc'ly n(*C(^ssary, but also in 
cases in whicli ])eoph* in Western Bengal would not dn^am of going. 
For instanci*, which are giv(*n by the landlord to the. tenant, 

are m*V('r r(‘gisten*d in W(*,Rtt*rn Bi‘ni:al, but tin* tenant in Eastern B(*ngal, 
if he has tin* l(*ast reason to suspect his landloi'd, rushes to the 
registration offici* to have his da/x/ri/a r(*gistered. TJieii tln‘n‘ ar(* the Muham- 
madan rt'gisi.ration office's. So far as statistics are* (a)nc(u-m*d, in Western 
B(*ngal the* re*gistrai- does not make* moia* than h cjr 7 ru])eos a month 
I sjie^ak fre an ])('rsonal knowhnlge*. 1 r(*cn)mnn*neh‘el a person for a marriage 
registrarship and after a time he want(*.d te) give it U]), for not only did he 
realize a V(*ry small in(*omt^ from r(*gistration, but he had to spend extra from 
his own ])ock(d,. 1 donot know whether such is the case anywhere else, but 

such is certainly the case* in Eastern Bengal. These registrations are cer- 
tainly an important part of tin* Inspector-Generars duty, as he has to look 
after tht‘se Muhammadan registration offices. Ordinary registration is also 
mor(^ numerous in Eastern Bengal. I think, therefore, that if the Inspector- 
General sjiends a few more montlis at Dacca than In^ does at present, there 
would not b(*. much dislocation of business. 

Now hd. us take the case of the Registrar of Co-operative Credit 
kSoci(d.it>s. 1 know that the co-op)erative work in Midnapore is getting heavier, 
but ] think that it will takt* yt*ars and years before it makes groat head- 
way in Western Bengal. But in Eastern Bengal in Madaripur, etc., the work 
is already very great. And about the Provincial bank which is going to be 
started in Clalcutta, I do not think that that bank should tie down the 
Registrar to Calcutta. He can control the work in the course of his tours. 
He can visit Calcutta if occasion so requires, but that is no reason why he 
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caiinot spend a few more months at Dacca. The case was almost similar 
before the territorial redistribution. 

In the case of tlie Inspector-General of Re;^i8tratioii, I do not think he has 
got more to do, so far as Western Hengal is concerned, than the InspiH'tor- 
General in the late Eastern Bengal Government had t(^ do, so as far as Assam 
was concerned. Of course 1 am alluding to the Inspi'ctor-Gem^raJ’s work in 
Western Bengal mmus Calcutta. Calcutta is an t^xception. It appropriates 
and justly appropriates the time of the authorities. But I do not think why 
the work in Calcutta cannot l>e controlled from her(> or in the courst* of 
tours, so far as these two heads of departments are concerned. Sir, I dc) not 
wish to detain the Council any longer, hut 1 will only say this, that in view of 
the very groat importance nf th(‘ subject, GovernuRuit should not commit 
themselves one way or rht‘ other and if, for good cause shown, it becomes 
necessary later on to perinaiumtly lo(‘ate somei offices in Dacca, I simu^ndy 
hope that Government will reconsider their pn^sent decision. With thes(^ 
words, 1 beg to withdraw my rt'solution.” 

The R(5Solution was then, by leave of the Vice-Pn^sident, withdrawn.

The Hon’ble NAWAB SAIYID, NAWAB ALI (TTA IIDHUUI, KHAN 
BAHADUR, moved thi' following R(»solution : — 

That this Council recommends to the* Govc^rnor in (/ouneil that (varly 
steps be tak(*n to provid(‘ ad(‘(iuat(‘ waterwa^^ loi* th(‘ District Board Road 
and Railway across tlu' river Banar in tlie Jamalpur subdivision, in the 
Mymensingh district. 

He said : — 

‘‘ Sir, in r(‘ply to my int(‘rp(dlation on tln^- 2Hth F(d)ruary last on tht' subj(H*,t, 
the Hon’ble Mr. Finnimort^ was ])leas(u] to state* that Govinuiment iiavi* mad(‘ 
(Miquiri('S and that th(‘y wcu'c* waiting for a rey)ly from thf^ East,(‘rn Bcuigal 
Stat<* Railway autliorilies and th(‘ Sup(n-intt‘nding Engineer’, East(‘rn (hi-chs 
on reb‘]*(‘nc(‘s mad(‘ to thiMii on the subj(H‘t. Sir, full fiv(* months hava* 
elaps(‘d since my int(M*)H‘llation. and the (lUestion may have be(ui 

I'eceivtHl by this tinu*. 

It is ali-(‘ady known to Go^'ernm<‘nt that the river Banar in tln^ damalj)ur 
subdivision of the Mynn'iisingh district has been l>l()ck(Hl by t he construction 
of a District Boai’d Road and of tln^ Narayanganj-dagannathganj railway line, 
near its junction with the Brahmaputra. I can hardly exaggeratcGdio terribh* 
loss which the people of that quarten* sustain when in the rainy S(^ason the 
river overllovvs, th(*re being no chanrnd for the passage of flood watei*. The 
crops ol‘ the neighbouring N'illages an* totally (h^stroyed, being subnu'.rged 
uncler water, thert*by causing S(*rious loss to the poor subjcR^ts who are 
deprived of their only means of liv(dihood. But tln^ir suff(^rings do not end 
here. 

From also a sanitary point of \dew, the inhabitants of that quart(‘r suffer 
severely. The whrji^ an^a has l)(*com(' the hot-lxMl of malaria, which has 
become- a serious menace* to the health of th(^ wholes subdivision, d'hey had 
petitioned Government on this subject stating all their grit'vances, but theii’ 
petition has apparently not borne any fruit as yet. 

The sooner the mouth of tlie river is s(*t free the bettor for the poor 
inhabitants of adjacamt villages both from economic and sanitary points (A' 
view. Moreover, if the mouth of the riven* is set free, people of that quartei 
will be better able to carry on trade comraunicationB with adjacent places. 
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Sir, thie is a resolution of an absolutely non-controversial character, and 
as such I hope I can count upon the support of my hon’ble odileagues and 
Government.” 

The Hon’ble Mk. HEATSON WELL said 

“ I may say that Government accepts this resolution. 1 agree with the 
Hon’ble Mover that it is of a non-controversial character. The Banar is a 
river which flows out of the old Brahmaputra and finds its way southwards, 
near the north end it is blocked by the District Board Road and the Railway, 
and further south it is blocked by a numb(T of bunds constructed by the 
villagers. The n^.sult is that this causes serious injury to the sanitary 
conditions of the villages along its banks. The Collector, the District Engineer, 
the Superintending Engineer and the Commissioner (myself) all reported in 
favour of removing these obstructions, so that the river could 1)6 flushed. 
The local authorities had submittc^d an estimat(^ for Rs. 4,517 to provide a 
bridge on the District Board Road and to remove the obstriictions made by 
the villagers ; but it is obviously useless to carry out these works unless the 
Railway dc3(^8 its shan^ by providing a bridge on this embankment. This 
railway ju-oject has been estimated to cost about Rs. 7,500. 

It so happens that the line is owned by the I.G.S. Company and is 
only workcjd by the Eastern Bengal State Railway. The steamer company 
has refern'd the matter to the London Board. We are awaiting their final 
reply. I can assure the Hon’bh; Memb(u* that when that reply is received — 
and I have great hopes that the steaiiK^r company will join witli us in 
removing this obstruction — Government will take effective stB})S to see that 
whatever is necessary is done, and done promptly.” 

The Resolution was then put and agreed to. 

LIST OF BUSINESS-ITEM No. 

The Hon’ble MAULVI A. K. FAZ-UL-HAQ moved— 

That this Council recommends to the Govcumor in Council that the 
Governimmt of Bengal do represent to the Goviu’nment of India the urgency 
of connecting Barisal with Calcutta by rail. 

He said : — 

“ 1 may say at onct^ that I have hevu led to move this resolution 
fron’ motives of local partiotism. I have myself experienced V{^ry great 
Inconvenience in the matter of a journey from Barisal to ('alcutta. Barisal 
is undoubtedly one of the most important towns in Eastern Bengal, and 
it is the most important rice-producing centre in Biuigal. As early as 
1915 I put a question in this .ouiicll, when (Tovernment were pleased to 
say that steps wore l)eing taken to connect Barisal and Calcutta by rail. 

I repeated this question in another form later, and favoui’able reception was 
given to it by Government. ] do not know how far the project has advanced, 
but in order to point out the very great urgency of this matter I have moved 
this resolution. 

With these few words, I beg to commend this Resolution to the accept- 
ance of this Council.” 

The Hon’ble Mk. BEATSON BELL said 

” Sir, I have much pleasure in saying that Government have no 
objection in acce] ting this resolution. I may inform the Hon’ble Mem- 
ber that once a year this Government is called on by the Government of 
India to submit a report upon pending railway projects and to state which of 
these meet with the ap>proval of this Government. In our report last year 
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we included the Barinal scheme aa one of those which mot with the approval 
of this Government. At that tim<‘ the Barisal project which held tlu* field 
was a narrow-gauge projt'ct. Since then 1 am j^lacl to say that matters have 
advanced a good deal. iVB'ssrs. (dillanders, Arbuthnot (\). applied to the 
Railway Board for a concession to constnuit not a narrow gaugt" li»ie l)Ut a 
broad-gauge lim^ to Barisal The j>ro )osa,l is that the line sliouid be a con- 
tinuation of the Calcutta-lvhulna li!U‘. 1 h(^ Khulna lint', as now proposed, will 
be carried right north to Madariimr and south to Barisal. This Gt>vernment 
was asked lor its opinion rt^oartling this proj>osaI, and on tht' 1 st March this 
Government rejxirted to tin* ^ i o\'t‘rnni(‘nt ol India that- tin* dt* vtdopmeiit of tht^ 
railways in this an^a is in the opinion ol tht' (Jovt'rnor in (^miuciI a matter of 
much importance, and that llis Kxct*lhmcy accorth'd his cordial support- to tht 3 
application. Sinct' tln'ii tln^ dt'taih'd survt'y has been mad»^ by tlu* Kast(*rn 
Bengal State Railway and tht' t'stiniatt's art' iinth'r pn'paratitin. It has not 
yet been dt'cidt'd who will construct this lint', but, if construt^tt'd, it will 
certainly b(' workt'd by the Kastt'rn Btmgal Stat-c' Railway. \Vt) hoju' t-liat 
tht' people of Barisal will soon gt't unintt'rruptetl coniinunicat ion bt'twt't'u 
Barisal and (Calcutta. My colh'agut's and T tiiscusst'd tht' subjt'ct a hnv days 
ago, and W(> art' now drafring our annual n^port to tin' (iovt'rnint'iit of India 
on the siibjecit of railway ])roj(‘cts. 

I can assur(> my hon’bh' fritmd that tliis broad-gaugi' railway from 
Khulna to i\I adai’ipn i* and Barisal will bt' plata'd on our list, and :dt hough it 
may not be- at tht' top, it- will liavt'. a good plata' on tht' list, anti wt' shall 
do our bt'st to set' that this lint' is ct)mplt'tt*il without untlut' dt'lay. I hat is 
as much as wt' can jiromist' at this stagt'.” 

The Rt'solution was tlu'ii ))ut and agrt't'tl to.

H(‘- said : — 

‘‘ Sir, l-ht' resolution I havt' tht' honour to movt* is of a vt'ry simjilc 
charactt'r. 1 leel surt' that it will mt't'l- with the aj)proval of ( lovernint'nt- and 
will not bt' dt't'med unacci'])table. 1 am suggt'sting only two things, viz.^ 
tht' iniprt)vemtmt of tin* Port of ( diittagong and t in* provisit'ii of bettt'r mt'ans 
of communi(;ation bt'tweeii that jiort and the districts of Kastt'rn Bengal. 
These- two subjt'Cits art' intimately connt'ctt'd with t'ach otht'r. In my last 
speech on the l>iidg(*t I math' mi'iition t)f tin* nt'Ct ssity for iinjiroving the 
port of ( diittagong. Prom its get)graph ical sit-uatioii this port is th(^ natural 
outlet tf) tht^ sf'a for a va^t tract ttf country the tradt' t)f vvhitdi can bc' Ix'-tter 
servt'd both inward and outward through this port, jirovutlt'd Ix'tlt'r facilitit^H 
are given to it. It is an admittt'd fact that the scmior ])ort of tin* Provincf^, I 
mean Calcutta, is crongestc^d Inxivily. The lat(' ( iovi'rnmen t of Kasteim Btmgal 
and Assam corisidi'ia'd thecpn^stion in all its aspi'cts, and did not fail in its 
attempt to imi»ress tin' ( iov(‘rnm('nt of Imlia with the necc'ssity for improving 
it. That (jrovm-nnu'nt also fully supi^orted the scdienH's suggested l)y the 
Eastern Binigal and Assam (R>v('rnnH*nt, and h(*l|)(*d tin* port with funds for 
coping with the many disabilities it had Ix'i'ii sufii'ring from, .^die dredger 
KarnaphuU L supplied to the | ort entin'Iy out of lm])erial reviiimiis, is doing 
excellent work and as the name indicati's, is (me of the comph'tc^ set of 
dredgers or other appliances neci'ssary to keep the work in running order. 
The Commissioners for the Port of (Chittagong have always drawm the 
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attention of Government to the iiecefiBity for further appliances ; and in 
answer to C(irtain queries from this Goveriiineut about the future needs of 
the port they have suggested, amongst others, a more powerful dredger as 
the tiling of first importance. Tln^ river is causing some anxiety and special 
care has to be takim aliout its training and conservancy. The Commissioners 
arfj at present engaged in formulating some suitaole schemes for facilitating 
the coasting trade of the port, and when they mature and reach the Govern- 
irumt we (earnestly hopc^tliey will receive favourable consideration. Nearness 
to the S('a condue.es in no small degree to minimize the expenses of steamers 
using th(^ j)()rt ; and tln^ shortness of its distance from the tracts of country 
it serves by nearly 25 per cent, helps those places to carry commodities to 
and from the port at much less expense. These are the facilities which 
Chittagong possesses gt'ograjihically, and tlu*- incn'.ase of trade within the last 
few years caused evidently by the opening ii]) o! the Assam-Bengal Railway 
justifi(^s (‘,xp(‘ndiiur(* of furtlnu* sums of inoiu'y for the improvement of the port. 

Turning to the question of opening uj) of new railway lines, I venture to 
say that th('r(‘ is nothing new in my sugg(‘.stion. The utility of railway lines 
is undisputed, and the immensely fertile and tliickly-i) 0 ])ulated parts of Mymen- 
singh district art* at ])rt*st‘nt served ^uily by tin* River Sttiamer Companies 
which cannot carry tin* goods from all parts of the district except during the 
rains. Of the schmiies suggested, if a line of railway from lUiairal) to Notrakona, 
for vvliicli a surve^y has aln*ady b(*en made, sliould remove this ditticmlty, and 
we can only hope that the assurance of Government that this line would 
i*eceiv(i tln^ first consideration will be soon fulfilled. Opposition has always 
betm and will also Im*. made to any sch(‘me which affects any particular class 
of people^ but in the case of a scheiin^ by which the whoh* country is benefited 
tlu^ interests of the few should give* way and those of the country at large 
should app(*.al to tlu^ Govc^rnnient. Sir, in these; days of im]a*ov(‘d comnninica- 
tion it is a ])ity that the Barisal distric.t and the comparatively larg(‘ a7*ea of 
the Mymensingh district hitlu'rto untappcnl by railway should not have this 
nu‘ans of coinmunication. 1 am glad toh^arn to-day that the Barisal pi'oject 
will soon be taken in hand. The Assain-Ihmgal Railway leeds tin* Tort of 
Chittagong and should hav(* prior claim to have extensions over the tract of 
country it trav(‘rses. It is not desirable and })rop(‘r that t]j(‘re should lx* two 
lines of railway over the same an‘a, and the transfi‘r of the Dacca- 
MyiiKMisingh-rlagannathganj section of the East(*rn Bengal State Railway is 
on(‘ which should eominend itsidf to this Governn)(U)t. Trade statistics will 
show that tht; imports and exports of the Tort of (diittagong have increased 
manifold since the construction of the Assam-Bengal Railway, and the 
development of this linc^, which is sure to augmimt the giuieral prosperity of 
the country, is a matter which should attract tht' early attention of the 
Government. I do not think it necessary to trouble the Council with further 
observations. The subject is well known to Government, and its importance 
having been recognized by them I venture to hope that the humble resolu- 
tion which I have the honour to place before the Council on behalf of the 
commercial community of Eastern Bengal and at their express desire will 
be accepted. The popular vi(‘w on this question has been repeatedly 
ventilated through the columns of the Herald^ the organ of pubic opinion in 
Eastern Bengal,” 

The Hon’ble Mk. BEATSON BELL said 

“ Sir, 1 have much pleasure on behalf of Government in saying that we 
accord our cordial sui)port to the motion that steps be taken for the im- 
provement of* the Port of Chittagong and for the provision of better means 
of communication between that port and the Eastern Bengal districts. 
The Government has a very kindly eye upon the Port of Chittagong. This 
can be seen not only from the financial help that has been given by 
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Government^ but also from the fact that very recently 8[K?cial legislation was 
undertaken with a view to improve the administration of tln^ port. As 
regards the railways, the Hon'hle Member has referred to the Hhairab- 
Netrakona Railway. This scheme, which has the full support of the Hengal 
Government, is now under tht^ considiM-ation of the Si‘cretary of State, whose 
orders are expected shortlj’. As regards the other means of im]>roying the 
Port of Chittagong, the Hon’ble Member is of course aware that Sir Francis 
Spring recently visited Chittagong and made an epoch-making report. We 
have been considering that report and the fai -reaching recommendations 
contained in it, and long befon^ tln^ HoiCblt* gentleman gave notice of this 
Resolution, you, Sir, and 1 had decided to pay a joint visit to Cdiittagong for the 
very purpose mentioned in tiie resolution. Wr vviu*e going to be accom]>ani(Hl 
by Mr. Stephenson to give us financial advice, and Colonel Lotbini^re to 
give us. engineering ad vice, but unfortunately tlu^ European crisis (ranu^ U])on us 
just when we were ready to start. W(' have' binui rc'luctantly coinp(>lh>d to 
abandon our tour for the pn^scuit ; l)ut we have in no way slackimi'd our 
interest in the port and wo hope btd'on* long to visit Chittagong and t(> do all 
that we can to carry out tlu* im])rovi‘nHmt of the port with such means as W(^ 
have at our disposal oi* may hav(^ilt the futun^. 'Jdiat being so, 1 bav(‘ much 
pleasure in accepting tlie resolution of our hon’ble friemd. 

The Ib^solution was then put and agreed to.

The l^RESIDENT said 

“ Gentlemen, 1 have Ruminoned you to this Extraordinary Meeting not 
because there is any business in the ordinary sense of the word to be done, 
but because 1 feel it is right and I know that many of you feel it is right for 
UB to meet and fexpress our loyalty to our King-Emperor at this time. T 
feel, too, that there is advantage in our showing to the people of Bengal that 
not only is the Executive Government alive to their needs and determined 
to do all it can to meet them, but that the representatives of all classes and 
communities — what(‘ver their creeds or oven their race — are also alive to 
those iKH^ds and are as determined as Government servants are to meet them, 
and what is oven of more importaiKJO, that they are determined to meet them 
in coojKU'ation with GoverniiKuit, thus making it clear that our common 
loyalty is a real bond which hrmly knits the peophj of India and the people of 
Great Britain together and adds to tin; strength of each. T have therefore 
decided to move a Resolution to-day from the Chair. I shall ask you to 
declan*, that — 

“This Council dc^sires to convey to His Majesty the King- Emperor an 
assurance of its profound loyalty and devotion to His Throne and Person ; 
to express its entire confidencii in the Governnumt by law established in 
British India ; and to plac(^ on record its firm resolve to co-operate with that 
Government in carrying out all measures which may be found necessary to 
secure the safety or welfan^ of the p(M)ple. 

Gentlemen, the loyalty of Ifengal is undoubted. There may be a few 
imui, to whom on less troublous tiiiu^s attention naturally turns, who would 
like to upset the Government of the King-Emperor, but the vast majority of 
our people — practically all — are loyal in the true sens(^ of tlui. word. 1 do not 
labour this point. To me the fact seems undoubted. You know how far 
it is tiTie ; if it is true, you^will in all wise ways prove it. 

“ War is a terrible thing ; how terrible, few, if any, of us perhaps yet realise ; 
we may be going to realise it to the full. The news that the whole British 
Empire was involved in war cSine on us suddenly. Little wonder if we all 
stood aghast. Little wonder if to some of us the more terrifying aspect of 
war loomed large. We had not all realised how united we are, and that, too, 
added to the gravity of the situation. But we have realised it now. We 
begin to dwell on what is encouraging. Hero, no less than in every other 
part of the Empire, we hold together. We feel that we have no need to fear 
each other. British businessmen recognise that Indians, as Indians, will 
not seize on chances to do damage to their ])roperty, and Indians realise that 
British troops of all arms will, if need be, defend the lives and property of 
Indians quite as bravely as they will fight for their own. If disturbance 
should break out, we all know that the most insignificant modi., who depends 
on his small stock of wares for his livelihood, can look for the same protection 
a\8 the owner of the largest mill or the most elaborate machinery. Those of 
who have gone into the matter feel that His Imperial Majesty and his 
adweers in entering into the war did so for a cause which we believe is 
rigli^ous. We do not know much — for that has not hitherto been our busi- 
n08s-\about the organisation on which our success in war depends, but we 
believeX that it is as good as conscientious men can make it. As far as India 
is concenued, this organisation is in the hands of the Viceroy and his Govern- 
ment. We trust the Viceroy ; we shall gladly do all that he may call on us 
to do. 
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“In Benj^l, I hope the jieople trust the Government and Ijelieve that 
Government will do their best. I know that Gov'ornment trusts the people to 
help where tliey can. The ] eo|)le can help us — some more tlian others. 
You non-ofiBcial members of my Council can help more than most. You can 
help us by calmly thinking tilings out, by consideniig any proposals which 
may be suggested, by selecting what is goml, by doing yourselves such things 
as you can do, and when you think (iovernment help is required, by not 
being in too great a hurry lor an answi'r, and by remembering that even 
Government cannot always do everything. I'hose are sim|ih* matters, but 
they are very important. We, the E.\ecutive Governmcmt, on our side shall 
consider proposals and, if we think you can give us help by getting informa- 
tion, by spreading information, or in any other way, wo shall not hesitate to 
ask for it. 


“ There was much anxiety, there still is much anxiety, about trade and 
commerce, but it grows less. People realise that things adapt themselves ti; 
altered circumstances. Most of tin* anxiety is due to eausi^s which those 
only with technical knowledge understand. I believe the merchants and 
large traders who do understand them recognise that the Government of 
India, and in a lesser way my Government, liave tried to give help to them. 
Many of the ways hy which commerce can best ht* helpecl 11(‘ outside of India 
altogether. Wc? have been clearly reminded how much we dc^peiid on 
Kngland — on London. Till things are steady ihcv(\ things can hardly be 
steady here. But tlnn'i^ is ra])id improveiiHmt, and W(‘ hope soon to gt^t all 
help we need to enable us to help ourselvc*^. Tne jute industry is in all our 
thoughts. Ino one knows bettiu* than GovernnH'nt the importamu' of 
that industry. \Vr are considcun’ng it in oviMy aspt'ct. \\\^ an^ getting full 
and accurate information. 1 put forward no jn'oposals, but I assure you that 
there is nothing to which I piu-sonallj^ am giving more thought. We n^cog- 
nise the importance to that otlier great industry, the tea industry, of not 
losing its labour force*, d'rade must Ik? S(‘rIously ch(?ck(Kl — nothing can 
prevent that. There must be loss to all, but it is Government’s interest 
quite as much as that of anyone — and it is the int,t?rest of all — not to allow 
employment to fall oil more than can 1 k^ prevented. We know that those 
who must suffer most if trade and commerce shrink are those wJio can least 
afford to suffer. We recognise* that if mills cannot work at a jirofit, mills 
must stop and mill-hands must be thrown out of work. know what a 

danger that may become. The mill-owners will help us. If they are forced 
to close their mills, t Iny will give us warning, so that wi? may be ]>r(?parod. 
Perhaps then you, too. may do something. You may know wh(;re labour is 
needed. Government at least will try to guide labour where employment can 
be found. 


“ The price of food-stuffs and of the necessities of life has been brought 
prominently before us. What has been done elsewhere has been pointed out, 
and we have been asked what we intend to do. We are doing what can. 
We are ascertaining facts. We have appealed to those who control the 
markets, and I am glad t.) say I hoar they arc? helping us. Taken as a whole, 
prices have not risen to an alarming extent. Some of them have not risen 
at all. Others which did rise are now falling. Wo are well aware of the 
danger, and that we shall not fail to take any lawful steps to prevent any 
unjustifiable rise in the prices of necessities. Nothing can be moaner than 
for private persons to make money out of public difficulties, and certainly 
we shall do our best to prevent it. In this, too, perhaps we can get help 
from some of you, my non-official colleagues. It has been stated that 
individuals trading on the nervousness of the Jioorer and more ignorant 
classes have by false representations bought currency notes much below their 
value. Surely you can help to make it more widely known, if that be 
necessary, that a ten-rupee note is worth ten rupees so long as Government 
are solvent ; and that there can be no doubt that the Government are solvent. 
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“ The responsibility of Government is great, and Government recognise 
that responsibility. Your responsibility is also great. I believe that you 
recogni8(3 it to the full. There are many pn)of8 of this. We have only 
to look at our newspapers. T do not refer to one newspaper to which 
I might refer, for I know how immediately one of you is connected with 
it. But there was an article . yesterday in another newspaper, not as a 
rule very closely associated vvitli Government views, which I dare say 
many of you read, entitled ‘ How the Government can help the people in 
the present crisis.* I read that article, and it struck me that it might 
quite as well have been entitled ‘ How the people can help the Government,* 
for the one lesson was quite as clearly put forward as the other. It very 
clearly i)ointed to ways in which mischief may be produced, and I think that 
if those outside of Government do their best to understand these they will 
be helping us, for in many of those matters that which is needed most is 
confidence. 1 think I have now said enough. I feel I can confidently 
appeal to you to help in the greatest need of the present moment. Through 
the mists of ignorance small dangers may easily loom large. You, gentlemen, 
are not ignorant. You have, many of you, great powers of persuasion. You 
can use your powers to enlighten the ignorant and re-assure the timid. I 
cannot now do better than remind you of the old words of the Hebrew 
Prophet — ‘ In qiiietm^ss and confidence shall be your strength.* I beg to 
move the Resolution which 1 have read to the Council.” 

The Hon’ble the MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR OF BURDWAN 
said — 

‘‘ In rising to support this Resolution I shall only say a very few words, 
for the Rcisolution is one which commends itself to everyone of us pn^sent Inu’e 
to-day, and, speaking on behalf of the landholders of tht^ Province, 1 may say 
that th(‘y realise the danger of the European crisis more tlian most of us 
perhaps. For they have had to boar the brunt in more ways than one in the 
past, and th(‘y will have to bear that brunt in tln^ future. Their loyalty is 
known to the Crown, tlnur jirosperity is (mtwined with that of the Govern- 
ment, and I am sure that all zamindars Avillrise to th(» occasion and give sueh 
assistance as may be requirc'd of them. We know full well that we are only 
in tile beginning of a great war ; what tlu' future holds none can sa}^ ; but wo 
sincerely pray for the success of the British Anns and prosperity of British 
India. Your Excellency has been pleased to remark about the effect the war 
is likely to have on trade and coinmerce, and, lastly, on the price of food-stuffs. 
This is a matter that 1 think we are interestedj^in vitally, for to avoid panic, 
to avoid riots, the thing that is necessary is to keep down the price of food- 
stuffs as much as i)Ossible. We can well understand the price of food-stuffs 
on imported articles going up, but T think all market-owners should realise 
that it is to tlnur benefit that indigenous articles or country produce do not 
rise in price, and I think all municipalities should realise this and co- 
operate with the zamindars, with the owners of markets and the Government 
to help us in keeping down the price of country proiuce and thereby 
lielp in keeping down all fianic and disturbances. 1 heartily support this 
Resolution, and wish to add that the zamindars of Bengal will do all in 
their power to help the Government and to show loyalty to the cause and to 
the British Government which has given them so much peace and prosperity.’* 

The Hon’ble NAWAB SAIYID NAWAB ALl CHAUDHURI, KHAN 
BAHADUR said— 

** My Lord, prior to and since the outbreak of war between England and 
Germany and especially ever since the pronouncement of His Excellency 
Lord Hardinge of the unflinching loyalty of the Army and peoples pf^ India, 
there has been a spontaneous outburst from princes and peoples of this vast 
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continent of proffers of personal and material assistance to Government, should 
necessity arise for the same, during this critical juncture. It is well nigh 
astonishing at a time when Ireland was almost on tlie hiMik of a civil war on 
account of bitter and acute party feelings and when tlu' militant suffragettes 
were making themselves ol)noxious and dangerous to a degree by their piu-sis- 
tent and Wanton destruction of buildings and property — I say it was nothing 
short of a miracle that — all have joined hands togc^ther in their earnestness to 
defend the Empire by (jffers of assistaiu^e to (lovernnuuit against tlu^ (‘iieniy of 
Grt^.at Britain — an enemy wlio has provoke>d and tlirust tlu^ war that Was 
never wanted. Then, again, tli(> fact of tlie (‘iicoii raging n(*ws of all the 
colonies v^ying with one another in their offer of assistamu* to Governiuent is 
anotlnn- matter for jul)ilation. Tlu^ Ein]>ire Jias htnui stirred to its depths of 
sincerity in its loyalty to tin* Tliroiu' of England and ferviuit wish for the 
ultimate success of iJritisli arms. Germany has forcinl tli(‘ war upon England 
and has been sticking to set al)laze all Europti in om* eonflagrat ion. 1 must 
say, however, that we are thankful that ()verturt‘S for tlie maint(>nanee of jx^act' 
were strenuously made by Sir Edward Grt' 3 % one of Great Hri tain’s valiant 
statesmen, wJiose name future historians will no doiil>t rticord in glow- 
ing terms. Ikit, alas, (Germany seenuHl to havt^ spurned it all and has 
sought to follow htir own wilful ways. It is an unrighteous war imposed 
by Gtirmany on Britain and Enrojxi in gcntu-al, and wt^ Indians fet*! proud 
to btdong to such a Government that sec‘ks to ‘vindicate,’ in tlu' words 
of Mr. Asquith, ‘the principh^ that small nations must not Ix^ crushed in 
defiance of intei national good faith at tlu' arbitrary vvill of a strong and 
overmastering power,’ and whose arms have Ixxm rais(xl for tlu' ])rot(‘etion 
of h^ngland and luu* commerce and to strike ‘in d(d'enc(M)f tln^ vital civilisa- 
tions of the world.’ I hardly say that th(‘ inbox'sts of this country 

and the civilisation of tlu^ whole world are indissolubly bound iij) with the 
integrity and solidarity of th(‘ !>ritish Phnj'in'. 

“My Lord, I Ix^g lenv(‘ to asso(;iat(‘ myself, as a member of tin' Muhain- 
madan eonimunity, with what has already Ixxm so ably said on the 
snbj(i;t by Your Loi*dship, and 1 say with all th(‘ sinciu’ity of my luxart that 
my conmiiinity shall (*ver rtuiiain h)yal to the ’JdiroiK^ and IN^rson of our 
Ixdoved lving-Kmp(‘ror, and shall (*V('r lx‘ nwly to make such sac*]'ifi(*(‘s as 
we may Ix" called n])on to make to hel[) tin* Govauiimeiit in a siiccu^ssfii I issue 
out (d' this wanton and unrighteous war. 

“ M.y Lord, S[x"aking as 1 do as an Indian and as a iiKunbm* of my commu- 
nity, we are indebted to th(» British UaJ a great <l(‘.al— so much so tJiat any 
sacrifice we may make will not lx* considenid too gia^at. W(^ sliall not lx? 
wanting in our assuranees of symj>athy and lu*!]) to Goviu'iiment at this 
crisis and sink any grievanc(‘s we may have and rally to the suecoiir of 
our Gov.^-riiment. 1 beg to assure Your Exc(‘llency’s ( lovei’iimeiit that we, 
the Muhammadans of Bengal, an* not urn* whit less d(*vot(‘(l and loyal to our 
King-Emperor, and w(* would count it a privilege* to ofifu- nnr fxu'sonal and 
material assistance in the* defence* eef the Em[)ire — an Emjein* tliat has stex>el 
for purity, strength, rigliteexisness amJ civilisation whie*h have* left visible 
and indelilelo marks whereva*r the* British he*lel sway, 

“ Only y(?sterday I presieled eever a meeting ceenvene^d by the Pi’ovincial 
Muharnmaelan Asseeciation at Dacea at the suggeslion e)f the* Jlejii’ble Nawab 
Bahadur e^f Dacca — wiiose? pre)tracte*d iIlne*Ks we* all ehjplorc — when* the 
following resolution was unanimexisly ade^pted : — 

“‘That this meeting, representing the Muhammadans ejf Easte 3 rn Bemgal, 
offers its sincere prayers lor the success of the British arms in the* war which 
has been forced upon England by the unrighteexis action of (irermany, and 
that the community, true to its tradition of loyalty and devotion to the* British 
Crown, places its services at the disposal of the Government in protecting the 
interests of the Empire.’ 
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“ I may assure Your Excellency that in addition to the expressions of 
loyalty and devotion to the Throne t)f England and offers of all possible 
assistance, there goes up a fervent j^rayer from His Majesty’s Mussalman 
subjects in Bengal for the success of British arms.” 


We shall never cease to continue to echo the chorus — 
Rule Britannia ; Britannia rules the waves.” 


The Hoii’ble BABU SUREN DR A NATH BANERJJ:A said— 

“My Lord, J desire on behalf of those whom I have the honour to re- 
present in this Council to a88(x.tiat(^ myself whole-heartedly with the Resolution 
which Your Excellency has been pleased to lay before us for our acceptance. 
I desire to assure Your ExccJlency and througli Your lixcellency the Govern- 
ment of India and His Majesty the King-Enij eroi* of our unswerving loyalty 
to the British conne^ction, of our devoted attachment to the British Throne, of 
our eager solicitude tf) co-operate with the Government, and to participate in 
the defence ol the Empires Jt i.s a crisis which brings to the front the true — 
it might b(‘ tlie hidden — qualities of men and communities. From every part 
of this wide, wid(^ continent, from every se^ction of its multitudinous people, 
from the highest to the lowest, from the Prince in his ])alace to th(‘ peasant 
in his cottag(s there has emanated i-he most striking evidence^ of the devotion 
of th(^ people to the Emi)ire. The ])rinc(^8 of the land have offei-ed to place 
all their resource's at the disposal of tln^ (lOvernnKUit. The middle class 
community, unburdened with the goods of tliis world, an* eager to s('rve the 
P]njpire. Our prayer for enrolmen't as volunte(*rs is a reply to any asi)ersion 
which might be cast on our courage' or our loyalty. We have our tittle 
diffeu’eiices with the Government — what peojde liave not — l)Ut ] speak tlie 
truth when I say that we havt' sunk them all and liav(' buried them out of 
sight for the moment, in tln^ firm n'solve to stand by the Empire. W(* ai‘e a 
loyal peoph*. Your pjxc(‘llency has borne testimony to our loyalty. By 
iiistinct, by habit, by imiiK'iiK'rial traditions, wt^ arc* loyal. Our loyalty has 
'^ts roots dc'ep in our hearts, but it is a n^asoned loyalty. It springs from tin' 
fountains of our afFt‘ctions. We an' loyal not only bt‘cause it is ))art of our 
natun*, our temperament, our cr(‘(*d. but b(*cause eveuyone of us feel that with 
I the stability and ] c'rmam'nce of Ifritish rub* an* bound up tin* best prosjKicts 
I of Indian advancement. Tin* flag which waves over us. tlie flag which has 
'made us what w(' are is the (unblem of our national unity and our national 
progress. It is our hope' and prayer that it may continue* to float over us until 
we enter the* promised land and are reckoned among the free States of a 
great and federated Phnpire. Those ar(> the hopes and ambitions which warm 
our bosoms as we gather round the banner of the Phnpire which is the 
banneu* of justice and freedom. 

“ W e are very far from the theatre of war, but in th(\se days of rapid 
communication the consequences of war ai*e of world-wide com])reherisive- 
ness, and we are bt^i^l.ning to feel its effects in the abnormal rise in tin' price 
of fooil-stuffs h( 3 re. Then^ J^ not the smalh*st justification for this rise of 
prices, bt'cause the enhancc'd p^^» an' charged on tin' old stock which was 
purchas(^d long before we heard '’-td war or the rumours of war. In other 
parts of India the authorities have^'faken steps to regulate the prices. We 
are confident that when the tilin' coined' ^our P^xcelleney’s Government would 
take ste[)s to do the same here. The Cc'i'P^^'ation, wliich controls the largest 
market in the city, can do a great dea^ matter, and perhaps the 

Chairman of the Corporation might get shop-keepers to meet him and 

accept the prices he fixes. Once that is the news would spread like 

wild-fire and mafassal traders would take thoir cue from Calcutta. In 
conclusion, may I be permitted to express hope that Your Excel- 

lency’s Government will be graciously pleas^to accept the co-operation of 
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community and the loyaJ offers of service which they are making. 
StXOh acceptance will deepen their attachment to the Empire which they are 
privileged to serve in the hour of danger. It will enhance their stdf-respect, 
their ^ civic dignity and their sense of Imperial responsibility. Their 
•devotion to the Empire will be consecrated by service. I support the 
Resolution.” 


The Hon’ble Dk. DEllA PRASAD SAUHADHIKARJ said— 

‘‘ On behalf of the University and of all lliat it stands for, which is 
much, I beg to associate myself very wholtwlu‘artedly with tlu^ terms of the 
Resolution that Your Excellency has put from tlu^ Chair. If, my Lord, other 
people are loss l)urdeiied with the goods of this world than our princes, 

ihose that I represent are burdiuied with still less. They cannot offer 

anything in the way of maierial wt‘alth. Rut tli(\v liavt* (‘iiergles and 

their own limited resources wliieh will b(^ wholly at tin* disposal of tlu' 

Government in any manner which th(‘ Governnuuit may desirt^ to utilise 
them. During the last few days in Calcutta and Dacca it has been my 
^ood fortune to come across thousands of young men and tluur ti^achers and 
professors, and they have- all but one message for tlu‘ (iovtu-iiimuit and the 

authorities, and that is of their whol(‘-heart(H] din'otion to tie* Tln'om^ and 

Person of the King-Eni})(‘ror and their adhermicM' to the llritish Government 
<;onstitiittKl by law. I shall not tak(^ up th(‘ tina^ of the Council by going over 
what has Ix^.en so (dcMiuiuitly stated by my j)r(Ml(‘cessoi-. Tliei’e is an 
outstanding feature^ witl) regard to this war, unj)aralleled in i\ir annals of 

recent wars, that tluna* is not a bri'atli of protest or disstuit with i*(‘gard to 

the righttH)Usness of th(‘ war from tlu' point of vitov of the British, and tlnu’e is 
but one oonsimsus of opinion in t'very (piarter that we hav(5 any access to. 
We r(miemb(M* other wars in regard to which thiu-(> may have btMui room for 
difl*(‘r(mc(*s of opinion, and as a matter of fa(.*t ])eoph‘ took diffenmt 

views and ('Xpress(‘d dilfenmt opinions, but in regard t(> this war tlu^ 

opinion wlK'revcu* you go, wlu'ther it bt* amongst tht*- (uluc^att^d peoph^ or 
iiinongst th(^ uned ncatcul, 1 sjauik Hj)ecially for tin* former, tlnu’e is but 
one <)j)inion. All la^cognisc the righteousm^ss of tin* caus(^ that has Ixhui 

undertaken to be dedended bv the- British. Hindus are- a j)eopl(‘ that 

believe, that in war on whateN^er sid(‘ there is rightt^ousne*ss the Lord is 
also on that sides ami that side pn‘vails. That has Ixnm tln^ seiitiment 
freely exprc'ssed and thei*e is stnmgth in that. If Gov(o’nment should 
accept any of tln^ recommendations tliat liav(‘ Ixuui made and will l)e 
pressed on them, 1 beg to assiirt* tin* Goveiaimeiit that our young 
men will vtwy whoh^-hoartedly co-op(‘rat(^ with r(gard to all t.hat may 

be demandcid of them. In the m ‘antim ^ tlnue is aln^ady a practical 
•demonstration of what some of th('S(‘ nnm can do. K(d’erenc(‘ lias already 
been madci to it, and I should lik(^ to dwell on that asjie.et of tlie medical 
volunteer movement. Whatever may b<* tin* fati- of any otlnu* movement 

that may lie initiated, 1 do not think th(‘n‘ can Ix^ any room h'r doubt 

that fullest utilisation shoulil be ]>oHsibl(* with rt*gard to tin' offer ol our 

medical friends. Tln^y arc already meeting in large numbers, organising 
measures for work, and they will soon be n^ady to do what they can in 
regard to anything that the Gov(.*rnm(mt may think fit to utilise tlnmi for. 
That is a practical thing that can at once Ix^ avaih*d of. With n*gard to the 
•economic aspect of the question, hardshij) is already heginning to be felt, 
^nd from the point of view that I npn^'sent, this aspect of the question 
is of the greatest importance, because it affects tin* jioonist communitiiis, 
from which our students mostly come, and any little strain, so far as they 
^re concerned, is bound to tell. Thenifore any prot(‘ction that it may 
be possible to extend to that community will be very welcome and be of 
^reat help in strengthening otlnw meewsures of co-operation mn^dful for the 
hour. With these few words, 1 beg to support the Resolution that has 
been moved by Your ICxcellency.” 
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The Hon’ble Mr. STEWART Raid 

Your Excellency, on behalf of the Rengal Chamber of Commerce 
which 1 have the honour to represent in this Council, I declare the personal 
services, the resources and the abilities of the British mercantile community,, 
individually and collectively, to be without reserve at the disposal of Your 
Excelhuicy’s Government. Tin* Committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
have been and are giving tlnnr constant and anxious attention to the situa- 
tion, and the comruiuiifitie which they issued on Saturday last to all members- 
and to th(^. Press, although deliberately worded with the utmost nuxleration 
will, it is ho})ed, have done much to allay any general feeling that might have 
arisen as to the possibility of s(‘riou8 financial difficulties in Calcutta, and 
hav(^ provtnl that thto*e are no grounds for any such foreboding. With the 
Exchange Banks facing the position and tin* Bank of Bengal at their back 
and Gov(‘rnment, if ne(U‘ssary, ifeehind that, and with the wt^alth of money 
which is availabh^ in Calcutta to-day. I cannot myself see any danger of 
serious financial trouble amongst the trading community, provided that, as- 
has Ix^en ])romised, the common-sense of most is employed for the good of alL 

“ We know that Your Excellency’s (lovernment are prepared to help in any 
way that may lx* nec<^ssary, and that they already havt^ the labour problem 
and regulation of food-prices in hand and are considering what can be done to 
help also our great t(*a and jute-industri(‘S. 1 would point out the necessity 
for pn^vamting tln^ dissemination of false mnvs from p]uropt\ This should not 
be difficult of arrangement, and in this connection 1 vmiture to say that if 
Government consider it neC(*Hsary to exercise^ tin* most string(mt censorship 
for State reasons ov(‘r war-news, they should d(K*]are tliis intention openly. 
Evtu-yone will loyally acquiesca^ in the decision, but t^veryoiu^ is convinced 
that all care must be taken to prevent a gradual growth of a state of general 
and avoidabli' timsion and suspense. Care should also be taktm to avoid any 
uniK'cessary app(\aranct‘ of militarism. All our i^fforts in this dirc'ction should 
be concmiti'ated on the pr(*s(‘rvation of law and order and ])ublic confidence. 

“ lieyond tht‘S(> points there are two or three matters of spt'cific commei- 
cial importance which 1 have betm askcnl to mention ! o-day. \y(‘ recognise 
with gratitude that ^’our Kxctdlency’s Goviu-nnumt are busy witli tlumi all, 
but I would iTiost strongly urge th(‘ lua'd for (‘Xjiediting tht*m. Oneisihe 
extension of fKu-mission to use telegrajdiic codt's to Banks and privati* firms. 

“ I ne(‘d not detail any arguments here, hut I can think of few things that 
would do more to restore busiiK*ss eoiifidenC(\ The little which lias heen 
granted alnaidy in this din^ction is appn‘ciated, hut is, 1 understand, not of 
much practical value, and both hanks and merchants’ firms have declared 
that they an* prepannl to do everything in their power to assist the censors 
in the discharge' of their duty. 

‘‘Another matter is with reb'rence to the system of State Insurance, which 
has been initiated at. Home. We want to know as soon as possible if the 
Government of India is prepared to initiate a similar system here either oi> 
their own account or as Agent for the Home Government. The machinery for 
working such a system is ready to hand in the local insurance companies. 

“ The third and last matter which 1 wish to touch upon is with regard ta 
the six German steamers which are in the river in various stages of loading 
and discharge. Will Government be so good as to declare without further 
delay what is going to be done with all the cargo which is the property of 
British merchants ; also the coal ; also the crews ? The most urgent case of 
all perhaps is that of the 8.S. Fretnjels^ which has been fully loaded with 
a general cargo for American ports for some days. Could not this vesseTs- 
cargo be sent on at once to its destination under the British or American 
flag, or perhaps preferably discharged without further delay and returned to 
those who paid for it ? 
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should also like such information as is available about the S. S, 
Rappenfeh, another steamer of the same line bound for Haiid)urg, which is 
said to have been captured by a British Man-of-war and taken into (Colombo. 
I may say that the late Agents of the Hansa Line are quite prepan*d to act 
for Ciovernment in everything with regard to these vessels, aiul that it would 
appear common-sense to employ them to complete the disoliarge of these 
steamers which are already being unloaded. 


I do not think tliat I can usefully add anything more nieanwliile to 
these remarks, and I would therefore conclude hy rep(\ating that tin* Ix^st 
services of the Bengal Cliamber of thunnieix^e are entirely at the (iisposal of 
Your E^xcellency’s (Tovernineiit, and hy heartily supporting the lb‘soliition 
which Your Excellency has moved.” 


The Hon’ble RAI NALINAKSHA BASU BAIIADUB said — 

“ I, as a District Board n^prf^sentative. beg to support with all my lu'art 
the Resolution moved by Your Excelhmey. There is no doiiht that our 
Empire is in a great crisis, hut as justice is on our side, the victory, I am sure 
will be ours. It is a well-known fact that India is lu^artily loyal to the 
British Crown, and is prepanxl, for the manifold hh'ssings n'Ct'ivtxl from it to 
do the best in her power to help the (jlovtuaiim'nt in the midst of its dithcultit'S. 
India is pn*pared to stand to a man to light for tin* Empiix*. Wbv ^lo 
wish to make any prayer to be employed in any particular (;apac‘it-y and 
thereby enil)arrass the Covernment, but W(* l)t*g to assure Your Kxcc'lhuicy 
that we are ])repared to do any work that may lx* (uit rusted to us. \W^ are 
interested in tlu^ ris(^ of f)i*ic('s, and I assure your Excellency that \v(‘ will do 
all in our power to kec]) them down.” 

With thes(» words, I b(*g to support the* Resolution. 


The Hon’ble Mk. BYOMKES CHAKRA VARTI said— 

‘‘My Lord, 1 cordially support the R(‘solution which Your Exc(‘lh*ncy has 
placed b(Tor(^ this (x)uncil. Although happily for us W(*- arc* faraway from 
the seem* of actual activities, we art^ not v(*ry far from its efr(*(*ts. The 
inoney-markf't is disturbed, tlu* trad(* has be(*n dishxjated, tin* labrnir 
market is beginning to bo in an unsettled state, and the prices of foo l-stuffs 
has gone up. The*- position as it is to-day is om^ of grave difficulty, and I 
only wish that it may not bi^conu* more difficult as timt* goes on. Tlu* immense 
grow^th of the jute industry of \atr years, and the ]X)ssibility of t-liis season’s 
jute remaining unsold and unutilised will add to tlu*, difficulty of tlu^ tenant, 
the landlord, the mill-owm*r and, may I add, tlu*- Governnumt if tlie nt^xt 
instalment of Government ih* venue due on the 2Sth S(^ptember is not 
regularly paid. It is not in a critical and fault-finding spirit that the situation 
is being approached. It requires sympathy, co-operation, combination and 
tact, and 1 desire to (jonvey to Your Excellency and Your Excellency’s 
Government, and through Your Excellency’s Governnumt to the Imperial 
Government and the Crown that, so far as we Indians are eoiuxuuied, you 
have our unstinted support, and I sinc(‘r(dy lio))e and trust that the pn^sent 
situation, how^ever undesirable b}^ itself, will be utilised to th(i fullest extent 
to the benefit and advantage of all concerned, European as well as Indian, 
officials and non-officials who join hands and rally to thi^ suj)port of the 
Government in their moment of supreme danger and diffieulty. Let the 
consideration of all matters where there may he c;ontention and difference 
stand over for the present, and let all of us combine in mitigating the un- 
avoidable effects of the war. Let there be, if it is possible, a comparatively 
small though influential informal committee composed of Europeans and 
Indians, officials and non-officials, which may meet and disseminate such 
information and take such steps as may havm the effect of preventing a state 
of panic and of making it impossible for sellers of necessaries to make undue 
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ana illegitimate gain out ol the i)reBent crisis. There are wild rumours 
which are being spread. It has come to my knowledge that with regard to 
currency notes it has been suggested that a 10-rupee note is worth only 5 
rupees. I hav(^ been making inquiries and find that this is not so. Let the 
various (Jliambers ol Commerce, European as well as Indian, meet and 
dispassionately consider the situation and devise means for relieving the 
situation ; let tha Exchange Banks join in securing as steady a money-market 
as possible. Let the pn^ucer, the baler and the manufacturer of jute join 
hands in relieving each other as much as possible. It may also be necessary 
for the Government to relax the sunset law as regards the payment of the 
Government revenue during next Sej)tember. The Government also may 
look for support from all the Indian communitit^s who are prepared to place 
their stn-vices at the disposal of the Government, whether it be for the purpose 
of maintaining ord(3r or for nmdering assistance in case of India being 
involved in active hostilities. May the Government in this connection rely in 
an ever-increasing measure on the loyalty and d(*votion of the people to the 
Crown, and give the peoplt‘ of Bengal, especially her youth, an opportunity of 
showing th(dr metal and proving how useful they may make themselves even 
in a difficult situation like the present Our young men have legitimate 
aspiration ; let us find an outlet for their (uiergy. Suffi*r we must, l)Ut let us 
see that then*, is no avoidabh* and unn(3C(*ssary sulfering caused by short- 
sighted, ill-considered and s(3lfish conduct on tlie inirt of any of us. With 
these words, I have gn^at pleasure in su])porting the Resolution.” 

The Hoii’ble Ma. GRICE said— 

Your Excellency, in nssociating myself and th(> community 1 represent 
with this Resolution, 1 can say that no community has a gr(;ater wish than 
this community to support tlu^ Govm*nment in the ])r(‘sent situation. They 
have no desire or wish to mak(‘ any ilh^gitimate profit out of tlu^ war. They 
an‘ fac(‘d with an (economic, situation whi{di they have never had to face 
befon*, and it is in looking for an outlet to this position that is giving them 
at tht 3 ])r(‘siuit moment so* much troubh*. My Loixl. I can assure Your 
Excu'ilh'ncy’s fiovernment thattln^ Memlxu's of tin* Calcutta Ti'ad(‘s’ Association 
an' body and soul with yon in the present situation. As a voluntetu' ol some 
considei-abh* standing, I n^gret to hav(‘ notica'd in the papers recumtJy some of 
the alarmists’ nott‘s as to tin* us(‘ to which volunteers are to be put. I have 
heard it said and seen it written that voluntc'ors an* to be us(‘d as a means 
of ch'aring tin* streets and othm- objects ibr which, of course*, we have no use. 
Tliesi* alarmists’ nott*s in the i)apm*H, 1 think, should be suppre.ssi'd ; the condi- 
tions under which voluntet'rs are (Enrolled is to res) ect the lives and property 
of the meaiu'Sl of II is IMajesty’s subjects as well as tin' highest. As a Com- 
manding Officer of om* of tin* local battalions, I can assure all the papers who 
hav(' bet*n writing alarmists’ not(*s that such wdll bi' our end(3avour. ith 
these few words. 1 b(*g to associatt* myself with the Ri^solution.” 

The Hon’ble CHAITDHURI MUHAMMAD ISMAIL KHAN said— 

*’ Your Exctdlency, 1 crave p(3rmission to add my feeble voice to the 
eloquent t*xpressions of Bengal’s fervent loyalty and attachment to the 
Throne. This is indtHni an occasion on which we should let the world know 
how' deep, how^ al)iding, how firm, is our loyalty to our Emperor and what 
prid (3 we f('el in being the citizens of the British Empire over which ‘the 
all-glorious sun never sets.’ We should also tell the world that in this 
emergency India is prepared to rise as a man and to make any sacrifice for 
upholding British honour and prestige, and also to maintain Britain s 
position as the greatest w'orld-))ower. Let not our enemies think that though 
we occasionally air our grievances and find fault wdth the administration, 
we know in the heart of our hearts that in Fax Britannica lie all our hopes 
of salvation and of our growth and development as a nation. India is loyal 
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to the core, and all differences between sects and sects, between com- 
munities and communities, and between races and races have been liuslied 
into silence by the appyearance ol the common danger, and though w(> may 
not be permitted to take any part in the life-ajul-death struggle in Europe, 
let the world know that in the event of any other power touching the 
Indian shores and seas in hostile attitude, we are prepared to shed every 
drop of our life-blood for our go<Kl and benign Kinperor. India’s millions will 
stand firm to prosenwe the integrity of the Empire.” 

“ On behalf of myself and my eonstitmmey, 1 would ask you to accept 
these profi^ssioiis of loyalty in the spirit in wliieli tht*y are offto-tn!.” 

The Hon’hle RAJA MAllENDRA RANJAN RAY ( HAUDHURI said— 

“My Lord, I rise to supjiort whole-lu^art(‘dly and with all iht' warmth 
I (;an command, the R(*solution which Your Kxeelh‘n(*y has so fittingly moved 
from the Chair. 

“ meet here to-day mehu* eireumstane<*s tin* import, gravity and 
momentous weight of which it is impossihh* to (exaggerate oi* (^'en to realise 
fullj" ; hut, my Loi*d, \vv have not hiirrii'd heri' to oecujiy tlu^ valuahh' public 
time in going over the ()])ening history of tlu* grt^at tuaillagration that is now 
shooting out its tlaming tongues and (‘iigiilfing th(‘ contimuit of Europi', hut 
to tell you, Sir, and through you tlu* whoh^ British nation that wt‘, the 
citizens of Indiii, art' likt^ thmn determintHl and rt^solved, and we mean to 
stand by the Hag of our Ci-aeious King and Emjxu’or firmly aiul unHichingly 
t.o the v(u*y last, and that wi' are [irepared, if ntH'^d be, to sacrifiet^ all and 
everything we posstuss in that undt'rtaking. 1 do not spt'ak undei’ tht^ dietatt^s 
of sentiimmt alone, but I realisi', my Lord, and evtu‘yom* of my count rymen 
realisi' what tlui protection amJ s(*c-ui-it.y of th(‘ British Hag m(*ans to us and all 
that it. promisf's to us ; and now that. th(‘ black clouds ol a gn^at war ovt'rcast 
the sky, W(‘ also ri'alistunore than (*.V(U' what we shall be ivnlucinl to should that 
mighty proti^ction Ix^ evm- lost to us. Undtu* that glorious Hag we ar(‘ men ; 
undtii* any other we shall be no mor(‘ than hat<d’ul bondsmen. It is 
unthinkabh* and unsp(uikabh\ The nunotc^st and most distant i*elerene(‘ to it 
fills us with horroi* and loathing. It shall mna*!* b(‘ ; wi' stand fast 
and firm with Britain’s Hag; but, mv Lord, w(‘ hx'l tin' tinn^ for spfMndi is 
past. Now is till' time for action, for work, for d(‘(‘ds. Allow us, 
earnestly a^k you, implores you, allow us to takt^ part in souh' tangible 
way, no matter how humbh^ it might Ix' in this nobh', glorious [ind jiroud 
work (jf defending the Empiia'. Our hearts burning with the fire of 

irresistible enthusiasm. Wv are eagi'r and impatient, to rt udi'-r practical 
service in tin? causi? of the Empire at this hour of crisis. We know 
we are not traim?d to the use of arms and fi(?ld pra(?tic(?, but it is a short- 
coming which, 1 ventun* to suggest, may (?asily Ik? n'linxiiod. Our will is 
made up. Our hejy^ts burn with the firi* of t*nthusiasm. We are not atraid 
of any hardshijis, and as for our coui'age I shall say no mort' at pr(?H(?nt than 
that harder the test it is put to the Ix'ittc?!^ we shall Ik* pleasi?d. I })ray you, 
my Lo 7 *d, do not refuse us this great privih?g<^ I know tin? great martial 
traditions of our raci* art? now obscurt^ I by centuries, but still, wi* have 
a past to look back to and draw inspiration from ; but then? art? tither 
ways than active fii^hting in which wt? might bt* (‘iiiployed, lor (‘xamplt?, in tin? 
Department of Transport or in tin' lines of communie.ation, or t?v(?n a coi’ps of 
Jiengali youths may bt' raist^d, traiin^d and sent u]> to tin' front as sick-nurses 
to help the Red Cross societies. A practie.al appreciation of our deep and 
burning loyalty and enthusiasm for service at this hour ol common (Janger 
will imraefisely strengthen the close tie which exists between us and England. 
I need scarcely add that nothing in the power of the people themst?lyes that 
oan be done to help the Government in any conceivable way during this crisis 
.shall be left undone. But we feel sure, my Lord, and we arc convinced of it 
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that, however heavy the odds may be against which the forces of the Empire 
have to contend, the victory — the ultimate victory — shall be Britain’s. There 
is not a man in India doubts it for a moment. Britannia shall and must 
always and uninterruptedly rule the waves and command the seas. I have 
no more words to say. We Iona*, we thirst, and we ira])atlently await oiir 
noble and Gracious King-Emperor’s call to the service of his great Empire. 
With one heart and one voice we pray for England’s victory in her rigliteous 
war and a long and glorious nugn for our King-Emperor. Once more, my 
Lord, we place ourselves with everj^thing we possess at the service of the 
British nation.” 

The Hon’ble Mu. S. P. SINHA said— 

I am sure we are all grattdul to Your Excellency forgiving us the privil- 
ege of expressing our loyalty and devotion to the Gov(*rnment on this occasion. 
We meet under the shadow of a great cloud, but there is a silver lining which 
has given us an occasion of understanding each other, and if there ever was any 
doubt as totlie loyalty and diwotion of India to the British Government, I trust 
that aft<*r to-day there would not bi^ any man who would doubt it. My 
Lord, 1 hardly think that it was necessary for any of us to express our loyalty 
an<l devotion, but 1 welcoim* this occasion in so far as it affords us an 
opportunity of meeting tog('th(‘r for th(^ pur])ose of ])ractical co-operation, and 
1 trust that there would be private im^etiiigs not of the Council, but of our- 
selves for the purpose of devising iiracitical im^asures to overcome such 
difficulties as may arise. We are alivt^ to tin* importance of th(> n^gulation 
of trade and comimu’ce. and 1 hope there' may be opportunities for us to 
j)ractically assist in t,he alhwiation of such distivss as is inevitabh' by reason 
of tlie war. With these words, my Lord, 1 desire' to support the Resolution.” 

The Hon’ble MAHARA^IA RANAJIT SINHA of NASHiPUR said— 

‘‘ \V(i are ind(‘(*d grat(*lul to Youi* Kxcelhmcy for the opportunity which 
you have given us to give vent to our h'elings of loyalty to the Tliromu 1 can 
assure' Your Excellency and th(^ (iovernment of the whole-liearted attachment 
to the Throne and the unswerving loyalty to His Majesty and the Government 
of the people. My Lord, iis the Hon’bh' tht' Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of 
Burdwan has said, the zamindars of Bengal are in a pc'culiar position. 1’heir 
prosperity is bound with that of the Government, and I e.an assure Your 
Excellency and Your Excelhmcy’s (government that tlu're is not a single 
zamindar in this land who is not ri'ady to offer his whole service' and resources 
to Gov('rnment at. this time. My Lord, I take this oj)portunity of saying that 
in the mafassal there are many who are ignorant of the actual state of affairs, 
and I beg to suggest that District (Jtticers might convene meetings for the 
zamindars and leading gentlemen and explain the situation to them. I am 
sure you will have their hearty co-operation in this respect. The ])rice of 
food-stutfs has not yet risen in the mafassal., but if the price is allowed to rise 
in the metropolis I am sure they will do so in the mafassal. If the people 
in the mafassal are made to understand tl)e situation by their leaders they 
would not try to profit themselves by the war.” 

The Hon’ble SIR WILLIAM DUKE said— 

‘‘ My Lord, I have only a few disjointed remarks to offer with reference 
to the observations that have fallen from Members of Council this morning. 
In the first place, on some of the subjects Mr. Stewart mentioned, which 
are causing anxiety to the commercial circles of Calcutta, 1 may say a word 
or two. As regards the use of the Cod(^s Avhich we know to be of very 
great importance to merchants of Calcutta we have done what we could to 
assist them, and I know that our representations have not been lost upon 
the Government of India, and I have every hope that in the course of a day 
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or two it will bo possible to give further assistance in regard to extended use 
of the Commercial Codes. 

“ There lias been some delay in settling tln^ manner in which the German 
ships shcHild 1 k' dealt with^ and that has partly arisen from the action of 
Qennaiiy herself. The attitude of Government witli regard to fondgw 
shipping depends in a great measure ujion th(^ conduct of foreign countries 
to our sliipping, and that matter, at any rati*, has now betui deteriniinKl, and 
the High (y\)urt will proc(*ed to exercise its jurisdiction as a Prize Court and 
deal with tliese ships and their carg(x*s. 

“ Some of the subjects which have been mentioned by Ilon’ble M(»ml»ers 
are curiously connected togethm*. Th(‘ qU(‘Stion of the price of food-stullH 
is very much bound up with the circulation of wild rumours. It is always 
rumours wliich are at the bottom of any sudden and unn^asonabh' rise of 
prices. It is, therefore, right that (‘vtM*y (effort should l»e made by all of us 
to suppress all circulation of unn'asonable and baseless rumours and to 
endeavour, as far as possible, to (uisun* the avoidance^ of rash stattuiKuils. 
I acknowledge however that upon th(‘ whole the Press have (‘xercistMl a 
veiy reasonable degive of self-r(‘8traint in this dinn’tion. Wi* an^ fully alive 
to the tact that troubh> may aris(‘ for many classc^s, and particularly that 
agrarian trouble may arisen if the jute market doi\s not re-opmi. W (» are 
hoj)eful that in a short time it will open. If it dcK's not, it is undiuiiabh^ 
that the trouble will be serious. That being so, it is unnecessary to say 
as om^ lunvspaper has said, that jut(‘ is contraband of war and that its ex])ort 
from Calcutta is absoluttdy banned. Tln^re may b(‘ (;ircumstanc(‘s in which 
jute may b(‘ contraband of war. d'lnM-e an^ circumstances also in which it will 
not bo contraband of war and its export frotn (Calcutta has not l>c‘en banm^d. 
It is unnec('ssaiy and unwise to inen^asf^ public alarm by rash and excessivt^ 
stateiiuuits of this kind. Such rash and unwarrant('d statements an^ suredy 
liabl(‘ to ha vt' evil nmults. 

One oth(*r observation J would lik(* to make — perhaps rather as an apology 
for tin' gt^Mieral attitude and action of Goveruinent — and that is that there is 
always a danger that many of those who make geni*rous and ('uthusiastic 
offers of assistanc(‘ should think that due consideration has not Ixmui givmi 
to tln'iii. and that they do not meet with the f)rornpt acc('ptance tliat they 
hav(* a right to ('xp(‘ct. I would reaiind you that in mod(u*n linn^s nations- 
do not go to war entirely unpr(‘pan^d. In every civiliscnJ country a greuit 
machinery has lanm built up against tin' possibilities of war and, vvlnm war is 
di‘clan'd, that inacliiin'ry is called into action.

“The general principle for deciding the relative position of officers 
in the Provincial Educational Service is that an officer’s seniority in a grade 
is determiniid by the date of his admission to that grade*. 

When the cadres of Bengal and Eastern Bengal and Assam W(u*e amal- 
gamated, this principle was strictly followed in the case of officers who had 
been appointed or promoted to the Provincial Educational Service after tlie^ 
first partition of Bengal in 1905. In the case of officers who were already in 
the Provincial Educational Service at the time of the first partition, strict 
adhenmoe to tliis principle would have operated unevenly, for the flow of 
ordinary promotion was not equal in the two provinces. It was therefore 
decided tliat the relative* } osition of those officers who had he(>n in the Provin- 
cial Educational Service at the time of the first partition should ordinarily be 
decided according to their position on the list at that time.

Government are now considering schemes for the improve- 
ment of technical and industrial education in this Province and its organiza- 
tion in such a way as to bring the students into close touch with employers 
of labour and fit them for remunerative employment in industrial concerns. 
It is however plain that no scheme of this sort can solve the question 
referred to unless the members of the educated middle-classes are themselves 
prepared to make full use of the educational facilities offered and afterwards 
to do the actual practical work required for success in such profession.”

The 
Bengal Fishery Department was organised in December, 1911, under a Deputy 
Director, in order to control hatcheries, to introduce and maintain fishery re- 
gulations, and to encourage the development of the fish-supply of the province. 
A Fishery Board consisting of certain Government officials and' of representa- 
tives of the Commercial Community and the land-owners of the province has 
also been constituted to advise and assist the Officer-in-charge of the Depart- 
ment and to stimulate public interest in matters concerning fisheries, but it has 
not so far been able to accomplish very much, as the main work of the Fishery 
Department hitherto has been the investigation of the conditions of the fishei^ 
ies throughout the wide area covered by the provinces of Bengal and Bihar and 
Orissa. The Deputy Director reports that the time is now ripe for initiating 
experimental work of an economic nature, and it is hoped that when practical 
operations have been started, the Fishery Board will be able to give the Depart- 
ment valuable assistance in attaining the objects which it has in view.

(b) Arrangements have already been made for carrying out practical 
demonstration work in the villages. The demonstrators, who usually belong 
to the cultivating class, are first instructed in the proper conduct of miprove- 
ments suitable to the locality to which they are deputed, such as the use of 

manures and improved implements, the estivation of 

crops, and the application of special methods of cultivS.om 
striJtor is usuaBy in charge of about twelve plots of land, which ^ovided 
by local zamindars and raiyats by members of the agricultural assouatiom 
The demonstrator is responsible for supervising the agricultural operations on 
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the selected plots, and for keeping a careful record of the results achieved^ 
which are made known as widely as possible in the locality. The demonstrators^ 
also assist the cultivators in the matter of seed selection. Fifty-four demon- 
strators are at present employed, and arrangements are being made to traia 
others.”

“Your Excellency, in moving the amendment that stands in my name, 
may I be permitted to express the satisfaction which, those I humbly represent 
as well as I x>^r8onally, feel at the present position and trend of Excise 
Administration in Bengal. We are aware that it is to your Excellency’s 
sympathetic interest in the social and moral problems of good government 
that this position is due. The re-introduction in this Council of legislation on 
Excise Administration after so short a period comparatively since the passing 
of the Act of 1909, whatever administrative convenience may be its immediate 
objective, is evidence that the Department realises its administration is 
capable of still further improvement. The recent despatch from the Secretary 
of State for India to His Excellency the Viceroy has opened a new chapter 
in the ever-growing rdnme of Excise Administration. It is in line with what 
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I wish to say upon the amendment I hav(3 the honour to move, that the 
Secretary of State impresses on all Local Governments that for the 
furtherance of the avowed policy of the Indian Government of minimising 
temptation to those who do not drink and of discouraging excess among those 
who do, all considerations of Revenue must be absolutely subordinated. 
Further, in the circular letter from the Government of India, No. 1766 — 
1783-81 Excise, dated Simla, 18th March 1914, there is the clearly-stated 
instruction that one of the ways of giving effect to the policy above men- 
tioned is to discourage consumption, so far as is possible, witheut unduly 
encouraging illicit methods — 

(a) by the levy of as high a duty as possible, taking into account the 
special conditions obtaining in the locality and neighbour- 
hood ; 

(/>) by reducing as far as possible and with duo regard to legislative 
requirements the numlxn* of retail shops for the sale of liquor 
and drugs ; 

(c) by regulating and closely supervising the hours of sale, the ' 
selection of sites and the general practices adopted in manu- 
facture and vend. 


It is under the latter principle that the amendment I desire to move 
comes in, and if all local officers will faithfully carry out the policy here s(3t 
forth, we should have still further reason to acc(^pt the dictum of the Govern- 
ment of India in the despatch already referred to: ‘We are convinced,’ 
says the desj)atch, ‘ that we differ from our critics not so much on general 
principles as in the methods by which we attempt to realise them.’ 

In moving this amendment 1 cannot refrain from bringing to tlie (Jouncil’s 
notice the fact that it is the only one standing against my name. And seeing 
T am supposed, however unworthily, to represent the temperance organisations 
of this city, 1 may lx; pardomxl if 1 ask Ihi^ r/ouTU;i]’s support in that, which 
ch^arly shews on my part (3xti7K)rdinary S(df-control, the practical application of 
temperate princij)les to the discussion of tins Excise Ibll. 

Some Memlxu-s of this (hmncil will be aware that the policy of the com- 
pounding of ottcuices under the Excis(* Acts of Hengal has Ixxm a subject of 
much discussion. Under the old law, offenders had invariably to be prose- 
cuted before a Magistrate or their licenses had to be cancelled. When the 
first charge was introduced, the Hon’blo Meunber then in charge of the Rill 
stated the reason thus : ‘ There are many cases in which it would be to the 
advantage of both the offtunhu' and the Revenue, if the Collector or any 
Excis(‘ Officer specially empowered l)y the Local Government in that behalf 
had power t o conqn-omisi'.’ And the power was set up giving to the Excise 
officials interested in the Revenue judiciary ])owerB over breaches of the Excise 
Law. Rut some safeguard against a possible improper us(; of such powers 
was mad(3 in limitation of its application to offences under certain definite 
sections. And in the introduction to the Rengal Excise Manual of 1910, now 
in force, a quotation is made from the speech of the Hon’ble Member in charge 
of the Rill of 1909 in which he remarks : — ‘ The power of compounding 
offences should of course be exercised with due caution.’ 

It is now ])roposed to go a still further step and to extend the power of 
composition to all penal offences under the Act (excx^pt such as deal with 
offences by Excise officers themselves), leaving with the Deputy Collector, 
Superintendent of Excise, or officers specially empowered by the Local Govern- 
ment, to decide what are of a petty nature and what are not. He appears to 
be limited by the ability to inflict a maximum fine of only Rs. 200 from the 
person who has disobeyed the law, and to whom, to quote the words of the 
Hon’ble Member above-mentioned, it will be an advantage, as possibly it may 
be to the Revenue also, to have a penal act compounded. 

I would submit to your Excellency and to this Council that the policy 
is unsound in principle, as it tends to take away from would-be offenders the 
jgrenatest possible deterrent of their wrong-doing. Again such a step appears 
M unneoe&sary at this special stage in the Excise Administmtion, as there 
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is no evidence that th(" I>('I artiiHMit lias boon liainpon^d in its administration 
by the lack ol tin’s ]>roj.(NtHl t'xtendiHl jxjwm*. Finally, f think that it is 
dangerous in practice in that it leaves tiu' way optm ior a possilnlity oi* abusts 
such as should not be allow (‘d to oHict*rs even of the position of Dejiuty 
Collector or the Superinteiuhmt of Excis(‘. 

Passing over any academic discussions on tlu* question of principle^ I 
should like to press for the deletion ol this clause purely on tin* ground that no 
need has betui sliowii for it. 1 turn to the last o or b Administration Reports 
of the Excise I)(*partment to look in vain for any light on tin* lu'cessity 
of this change. The amount realized in tlu' comjiounding of oHenca^s is hidden 
aw\ay in the column hi\id('d liiu'S. forleitun*s. and misctdlam'ous, Nos. 43, 44, 
and 4o of the Imperial Table's publislu'd under Ap^xuidix A in each Annual 
Report, and with tin* ('xctqition ol my hoiTble Iriend’s. the Excise' (Commis- 
sioner’s, last report, in wdiich tht' total numlu'r of cas('s (compounded is slu^wm, 
thert^ appears to be no reb'rence to this subj(*et for sonu' yi'ars back. 

It is of cours(c admitted that offmiei's of a i etty naturt^ are possibhc under 
most of the penal elaus(*H of the Act ; and doul>th>ss tlie l)(q)arlm('nt do not 
want all the troubh' involvcnl in bringing offemh'rs to justice. In addition to 
this, it is wa>ll known that Magistrat(\s an* prom* to vi(‘w with soimc amount of 
extenuation jx'tty oft(‘nc('s of the sp(^(dal kind ICxccise officcu's an* pi'rmitt.^d to 
r'ompound. Admitting this, t Inuac is no ground shew n for any alteration of 
the present hnv, and 1 ncsjiectfnlly ask tlu^ (xaincil to la* satisfied with the 
])re8ent position of tlu' law wdiich I still n'gard as wn*d(^ (enough, chcar (uiough, 
and dangiu'ous ('iiough as it is, foi- all jiraetieal ])urpos('s. 

May I l)e pi'nnitted in conclusion to make tw’o remarks on this sjx'cial 
pi(>ce of Ic'gislation, as it ahects wn’d(*r qiK'stions of Ex(cis(* Administration. 

Tlie Fxcise I )(‘])artni(mt assuredly attach tin* gr(Xit(cst importanecc to the 
suppression of illicit trade. ‘ Tin* gn'atest datfg('r,’ says tin* (Jovt'rnment of 
India, in its reca'iit d(*spatch to tin* Sc'cn'tary of State* for India, ‘that 
confronts tin* adminislration of Excist* to-day’ is this policy of tin' compound- 
ing of olTenct's lik(4y to (*ncourag(^ or himho* those* j)i'(*par(*d to run th(* risk of 
bri'aking th(‘ law in the illicit manufactui't* or illi(*it vtmd of liejuor and drugs? 
My opinion is that it wdll t*ncourag(* ('vil-do(*rs in tin' hopt^ that th(*y may bt^ 
able to mak(' tli(di* ollemx^s conn* umbu’ tin* (;at(*gory of ‘ ]>etty.’ 4’his pi('C(^ 
of h^gislation is bound to weakt'ii c()nsi<](n-abl,v those* sections of tin*, Act 
dealing wn’th oHenc(‘s and ])('nalti(*s. Ily so doing it wall ('ncouragi* grasping 
veiK-lors to risk the chancels of d(4, (action, and so 1 think may U* fairly 
chara(d(nds(Ml as ci’eafing a dinu.'t inci*ntivo to illicit practices. 

Then, Sir, th(* point at issiK' also has some lx*aring upon tin* oft-discuBsod 
probh'-m of tln^ S(*])ai’ation of th(‘ n'vcmut^ from tin* liceTjsing function in 
Excise Administration, it is to In* regia^tted that Administration K(q)ortsgive 
no means of comjiarison of tin* (*xtent to which ri'vcmm^ has b('(*n incrf'ased 
through the operation of Excise* oHictu’s (healing with the compounding of 
cases. One would hope that tin* l•(*venu(* d(*riv(*d from fin(^s, a fair j)rf)p()rtion 
of which seems to go in the j)aym(‘nt of n* wards to informers. Excise officers 
and others, is not regarded with much satisfaction. On general principles, 
however, it cannot l)e regardtM as satisfactory that Kxcise offienu's interested 
in revenue inattei*s should have tln^ authority to compound cases, the magis- 
terial ti'eatment of vvhicdi might affi^ct tin* n'venue. I am not in any way 
reiterating the expression, which I p(msonally beli(iv(i to be false, that Excise 
officials are ever willing (if I may use Lord Crewe’s words) to subordinate the 
good order and welfare of the peoph* to considerations of revenue.' But 
I regard it as the wisest policy that the Government can pursue to let Excise 
officers even of the standing of a Superintendent of Excis(‘ have such 
relationship to the revenue*, function of Excise Administration as shall 
preclude even the possibility of a false aspersion. It appears to me that for 
Excise officers to have powers to the extent of inflicting a fine of Rs. 200 
to save a man from going to gaol who ought according to the law be sent there, 
or of having his license cancelled and his shop closed, is not in the interests 
of good government or wise legislation or Temperance Reform. 

In the absence, therefore, of satisfactory and fuller reasons to justify 
th^ chanfire suirirested in this amendment 1 respectfully reouest the Council 
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not to approve and beg to move tlie amendment standing in my 

name. The amendment possibly need never have been moved but for an 
unfortunate differenoe of opinion between the non-official members of the Select 
Committee and the Hon’bleMr. Moberly in presenting its report to the Council 
at Dacca was gootl enough to say that Government might see their way of 
accepting the amendment, if such a difference did not exist. I regret such 
difference of oj)inion though in some way I also rejoice in it, for it shows that 
non-official Members of your Excellency 8 Council do not even in such vital 
matters, form cliques and parties but try to approach all questions inde- 
pendently from their own individual yioint of view and in the best light 
which is vouchsafed to them. That is entirely sound, and whatever the 
fate of this aiiniudment or similar amendments in future may be I would 
wish and pray from tlie bottom of my heart that these sound and healthy 
views may always prevail. The Hon’ble Sir William Duke was alsogood enough 
to express hims<df in tlje Select C.ommittee in terms similar to those used 
by tlj(^ ilon’bh^ Mr. Molxu’ly, and 1 undorstoo<l that if I l>rought up the matter 
before the Council, tle^ inattcn* might be n'-considered as the Government 
had no particular objection to ofhn* to the amendment. 1 then believed, jind 
still Ixdieve, that my non-official ('olleagiK^s who opposed me on the Select 
Committee', laboiinid iind(n* a misappn^lHmsiun and thnttlieir objections to my 
amendment are not well-founded. 1 am still of the same opinion and leave 
the amendment in the hands of the Council with somc^ confidenc(^’' 


The llon’ble Mu. MOBERLY said 

“ Your Excellency, if 1 may be permitted 1 should like, at this stage^ to 
give a brief history of the ])ro[)osed amendment to section bo, claus(‘ "24 {h) of 
the Bill. 

In the Eastern Btnigal am^Assam Exei8t‘< Bill, IhOh. as originally intro- 
duced into tlu' Legislativt‘ Council of that provinct\ clause 70 whi(di corre- 
8])oiids with s(‘ction 60 of B(uigal Act V of 1909, limited tlie powm* of compo- 
sition I o ciM'taiii olfenciJS of much tln‘ same cliaracttie- as those to which 
S(*ctioTi bo of tht‘ Bengal Excise Act is at prc'sent applicabh^. The Select 
Committee* howc'ver (*xten<l(Hl tin) power to all otfi'iices except offences under 
sectif)!! bl (which corresponds with section 58 of the Bengal Excise Act) 
subject to th(* restriction that tin*, power should only be exercised by the 
Excise Coiumissioiier and any officer a|)pointed by the Local Government to 
exercise the powers of a Collector. They wrote: ‘ We think that the power to 
accept sums of money in composition of offences is one which, if exercised by 
subordinate officers, is liable to lead to serious abuses. This power has 
accordingly been restricted to the Excise Commissioner and the Collector, it 
being understood that the Local Government may appoint any officer it may 
consider suitable to exercise the powers of a Collector under this clause. 

Subject to the above restriction, we see no reason why the power of 
compounding offences should be limited to offences under sections 57 [now 
5(5)], 58, 60 and 62. We recognise that the power should be exercised only 
in minor cases, but there may be many petty cases under the other sections in 
which it would be unnecessary to subject the offender to the indignity of a 
prosecution in court. We have therefore extended the power to all offences 
under the Act, except offences under section 61, which cannot suitably be 
compounded.’ 

The amendment made by the Select (Committee was accepted by the 
Council without discussion. It was in consideration similar to those set 
forth by the Select Committee in Eastern Bengal that Government included 
the amendment to section 65 of the Bengal Excise Act which is now under 
discussion in the Bengal Excise Amendment Bill. It may be pointed out that 
the safeguards, upon which the Select Committee in Eastern Bengal insisted, 
already exist in section 65 of the Bengal Excise Act. Not only can no officer 
except the Collector exercise the power unless he has been specially em- 
powered by the LotSal Government, but the Local Government may not em- 
power any officer below the rank of Deputy Collector or SuDerintendent of 
Excise." 
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The Hon’ble RAI RADHA CHARAN PAL BAHADUR said 

“My Lord, my hon’ble friend, Dr. Sarbadhikari, has correctly stated that 
1;here was a difference of opinion in tlie Select Cominitteo amongst the non- 
official Members on the subject. My Lord, the amendment that has been 
moved by my friend, Dr. Sai badhikari, will not meet the arguments that ho 
has advanc^. I wish to point out that this amendment will make the 
matter worse, because the present law only provides that offences under 
.sections 49 , 51 and 54 may be compounded at the discretion of tlu^ (h)lleotor. 
Now it will be seen on closer examination of tliese sections that section 
49 is a section which relates to liecmsed manufacturers or vtmdors or their 
ijervants and imposes a penalty for adulteration by licensed manufacturers 
or vendors or their servants. Then, my Lord, section 51 also relates to a 
penalty lor certain unlawful acts of licensed v^uidors or their servants. My 
Lord, it will thus be seen that tht^ offences under these sections are 
compoundable at. the discretion of the otlicers appointed by (lOvtirnuKUit, not 
below the rank of Collector. The offences committeil by a licenstnl vendor or 
his servant may be compounded, but any offenct^ committed l)y a person by 
drawing 6 seers instead of 4 seers of toddy cjinnot be c )mpound(^d under 
this Act. 1 think, m3’’ Lord, that 1113^ friemr should liave moved for the 
omission of the section empowering officers apj)ointod 1)3’ tlio Local (Tovern- 
ment to compound tiie offences committed by th(Cicon6(H^s. 1 t hink, 1113’ Lord, 
the section inserted in the Hill will afford some ])rott‘cti()n to tin* i)oor who 
would otherwise be dragged to a court of law for having (committed a very 
potty olfmce against the Act. A poor labourer may unwittingly commit such 
an offence', but this section will afford him an opportunit3’ of being saved 
from harassment in a court of law. Then‘ is an apprehension in the' mind 
of m\’ friend that tikis power may bo so exercised as not to btmefit the 
offender so much as to benefit the subordinate offici’rs tluunscd v(‘S if any 
of them be so inclined. Hut I am sure there will b(i proper supervision 
over tln^se olheors. Hut even admitting that this is the case, I think neither 
law nor rule can so madt^ as to free tli(' Administration from tlu' 
possibilit3’ of such abuses. I speak from pi'rsonal exp(uuen(‘e wlum 1 say 
that such is the c>ase (‘verywliere and, if w(dl manipulatt'd from Ixdiind, I 
think even excise pros(‘,cutions might be instituted or dropjxxl atjcording 
to the personal interest nf a suboi'dinate officer, if h(^ is not quite straight. 
I think therefore, my Lord, that tliis power is v(*ry necessaiy and should be 
Tctained in the hands of resjKHisible officers of Government. Jiut then? 
should be proper supervision also. This provision will lead to the protection 
of the unwar3’' illiterate poor from all the possible harassments at th(‘ liands of 
pett3’ underlings. M3" Lord, 1 submit that in the late*. Kasr Hengal Council 
there were able, independent and experienced non- official .Members, many of 
whom had a thoroiigh knowledge of the working of the Llxcise law, but there 
was not the slightest opposition to this section which is now taken bodily from 
the East Hengal Act. I think we ought to pause before we ask Governnmnt 
to delete the section. It is not, strictly speaking, a new section, but it is 
the consolidation of West Hengal and East Bengal Acts. These are the 
grounds, my Lord, on which I am sorry I cannot support the motion of my 
friend, Dr. Sarbadhikari, with whom T am generally in agreement and 
harmony.’' 


The Hon’ble RAI NALINAKSHA BASU BAHADUR said 

“ My Lord, I respectfully beg to support the amendment moved by my 
hon’ble friend, Dr. Sarbadhikari, not only on the pounds mentioned by him, 
but also on the ground that the power of compromising cases is liable to be 
.aV)Used and is likely to give rise to corrupt practice. True it is that the 
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power of coinpouixiiiig offences will oiJy iie exercised by the CoUector and 
a superior officer of the Excise Department especially empowered by 
Govesrnment, still as they, will have to ^pend to a cartasn axtant ^ the 
investigatiiig officers, i^hese offices will, for their owia hanisfit, be tonopted 
to mstitute doubtful oases in the Jiqpe that they will be oompoaiiydsd. 
It is a well known fact that f>erBons aconsed of offences try tkeiir beet 
to Gotnproiinse tlie cases, if possible; even iimocent porsoas have hen 
'Been to make svoh attempts. They nasnet be sntm of the resalt, whddh 
very much depends «m the ability ^eif the Judge, the natarie *af Ithe 
evidence and the lawj^ers who cooduot the esase, and with a view to awoid 
bU this they naturally try to compoand. If the amendment is .not accepted, 
the iresult will k>e that doubtful cases will be deUberatdiy institiited w^h a 
wiew to their being compounded and {grave abuses witl, therefore, zresalt. i 
hope, tJiereforo, that this amendment will be accepted.” 


The Hon’ble SIR WILLUM DUKE said — 

“ My Lord, I think that I need add very little except to state the -attitude 
of Gov(^rnmeiit in regard to- this amendment. The Hon’ble Mr. Ilober^y 
has explained that we merely borrowed this provision from the Eastern 
Hengal and Assam Act, where it has been in force for some years past. From 
the Oovernmerit point of view, it would no doubt seam to he a convenienoe 
to our officers and also a desirable leniency if persons committing petty offimees 
were enabled to avoid public trial. The Hon’ble Dr. Sarbadhikari’s objec’* 
tions are no doul)t based on temperance grounds and dwell on the possibility 
;of abuse. No doubt, in this provision, as in the case of many others, there is 
a possibility of abuse. There are many provisions of the law which people 
do abuse. At the same time, however, the exercise of the powcu* under 
this clause is to he limited to Deputy Collectors and officers of the same 
rank, in whom people might place confidence in such matters-. 

Tlie Hon’lde Kai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur has expressed the other 
view, which is the pojmlar view, that it is not always necessary that because, 
persons have oominitted some small offence against the law they should be 
prosecuted with the utmost rigour of the law. I, too, think that it is perfectly 
natural and reasonable that they should be given an opportunity of escaping 
puUic exposure and punishment. 

But what 1 wish to say at this moment is that Government have no 
strong opinions on either })oint of view. I have already explained how the 
iaiuended clause came into existence. If tJio weight -el feeling in Council 
is in favour of the Hon’^^ble l)i:. Sarbadhikaiu’s airiendraont, Government will 
not oppose it, but will leave the matter to the determination of the non^official 
Uembers of the Council. ” 

The President, having called for a show of hands, declared the amand- 
onent lost.

Having regard to the present situation, 1 do not think that it will be possible 
for Government to give effect to iny resolution even if it is carried. Since 
then I had an opportunity of talking matters ovtu’ with the Hon’ble Colomd 
Lotbinifere and the Hon’ble Mr. Beatson-BeU, who told me that the matter 
was already under the consideration of Government with a view to steps 
being taken to alleviate distress in the affected areas in the Burdwun and 
Hooglily districts. Therefore, with your Excellency’s ]>ormis8ion, I would 
withdraw the resolution.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn.

“ My Lord, as the Hon’ble Member has given certain definite reasons based 
upon public grounds why the resolution nhould not he fully discussed to-day,. I 
will not oppose the adjournment. But I express the hope on behalf of Govern- 
ment that this resolution, which has already been once adjourned, will be 
disposed of when it next comes up.”

1 think it is most satisfactory to see, m regard to 
this *that although in no country does war paralys.- trade so much as in 
England, such dislocation lasts for a shorter time there than in any otlioi 
country. It 's gratifying to all of us to see how the people of Bengal have 
realized their iiosition and are trying to adapt themselves to the alteied 

conditions, larger aspects of trade and commerce They 

Tint iri'itierB with which my (Tovi^riimeiit luive much tc do, for they are 
Ze tLTo^ ^ Hiat those 

who are engaged in commerce can realize all that Government are doing. 
We all realize the splendid way in which the commercial cominumty aie 
liracing themselves to meet the effects of the present state ol affairs, and are 
doiniv their best to help the Government and the people. \Ve cer^iii y 
recognize that. 1 think that everybody knows miw that what is good foi 
CaSla is good for the whole ol Bengal. We knoa that ships are not avail- 
able now to take away our produce. It was not anticipated at ^^ **‘^* *{ 
would be so much difficulty in obtaining tonnage, and most of the people in 
Calcutta hope that there will soon bo more shij s avadablo to take a y 
our exports.^ Trade has had a bad set-back and is not brisk, but as soon as 
tonna£ can be secured trade will revive. I do not know when the end of 
the present shortage of tonnage is coming, but the end must come spn^ 
time, and the ships will eventually be procured. But I fear that things 
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wpl g6t worse before they get better. As regards the smaller traders, we 
now hope that the jute cultivators now realize that there is no reason 
why their crops should not be cut, and we trust that, owing to the wise 
advice given to them, those crops will certainly be cut. 

We are also glad to recognize that many gentlemen are beginning to 
realize that attempts should be made, whether by way of reviving old 
industries or starting new industries, to add to the prosperity of Bengal. 
Very many are asking whether Government will not encourage that sort of 
thing. Well, so far as Government can encourage this, I am sure Govern- 
ment will do it ; but we must remember that the Government cannot go 
beyond their proper province. We must be content at first with small 
results, and perhaps those who have money to invest must not expect too 
much profit. Those who liave energy to put into tin* work must be glad 
to see their energies successful ; but they cannot hopi> for success on a very 
large scale at first. 

I think there is one matter to which reference seems to be necessary, 
and that is the rise in tln^ price of focKl-stutis. As you all know, we have 
appointed an Advisory Food Committee in Calcutta which is doing its best 
to look into the matter, and I am glad to say that up to now nothing very 
unsatisfactoc^iat any rate has happened. The rise in prici^s has not been 
very great, and in some casi'S th(^ prices an* even lower than usual. But one 
thing Government have done. They are taking care tliat the prices in 
Calcutta should be made known to the district officers weekly, so that they 
may deal with unnecessary rises in country pnxluce. 

Fears have been expressed by some people that there may be trouble 
owing to the shortage ol tlie demand for labour in mills ; but I may say that 
my Government are quite prepared for that, for the Chamber of Commerce 
and the proprietors of mills have kindly i)romised to give us all information 
in their power, so that we may be prepared for any disturbance that may be 
likely to happen. I think that the distribution of police forces is such that 
we can deal with any emergency in any district ; and that there would be 
no difficulty in mobilising an extra force, if necessary. 

There is one otlier matter to which J might refer. I have groat ph^asure 
in saying that there are sonu*. Indian gentlemen of standing who have 
promised us their services as special constables in the event of peculiar 
circumstances arising which might necessitate their being called upon. I 
believe that hitherto it has been thought that Indian gcmtlomen have not 
usually boon willing to assist the ])olice in this way. But 1 am glad to say 
that there are some* of the most resp(Kited of our Indian fellow citizens, some 
members of this House, who are perfectly willing to come to our assistance 
and serve as special constables. J further take this opportunity of acknow- 
ledging how much Government owe to some English gentlemen wIkj, as 
special constables, have given us help in dealing with G(*vrman and Austrian 
subjects who unfortunately find tlHunselves in Bengal at the present 
moment. I need hardly say^ much more except to thank everybody who h is 
tried to keep Government informed of the state of affairs and to dispel 
unnecessary fears among the people. I think it ought to be widely known 
that Government are doing their best to keef) a watch on what is happening, 
and that, if any emergency arises, Government are prepared to meet it.

“ Govpi’nment have takiMi no action to encourage the manu- 
facture of either glass, matches, cotton goods or pa])er, but tliese industries 
are within the scope Of Mr. Swan s inquiry. 

Government have taken the following action to enccurage dyeing and 
tanning in this Presidency. At Sibpur Civil Engineering College there is 
a Department of Tinctorial Chemistry in charge of Mr. R. N. Sen who was 
recruited in England three years ago for the post. There is a well-equipped 
laboratory, a dye-house and dye-works. There is room for 12 higher class 
students, and artisans have been recently admitted. But the classes are not 
f ull and the facilities for training appear to be ample to meet any jiossible 
demand arising from the future development of these industries. 

In the case of silk and sugar, the action taken by Government lias 
hitherto been directed rather to the agricultural aspect of the problem and 
the improvement of the raw material than to the encouragement of manufac- 
ture. A Committee which sat in 190(5 found definitely that the main cause 
of the decline of the silk industry was the pre.sence of pebrine in the cocoons, 
and the efforts of the Agricultural nejiartment have since been devoted largely 
to the elimination of the disease. The operations arc in charge of the Bengal 
Silk Committee on which the leading silk firms in the province are repre-seiited. 
The plan at first followed was to rear cocoons obtained from village rearers 
at small nurseries, but owing to the difficulty of eliminating diseased cocoons, 
the results were not satisfactory, and the present i)olicy, which has been 
adopted on the advice of the Silk Committee, is to establish gradually through- 
out the silk districts a number of large tientral nurseries from which pure 
cocoons will he supplied under Government supervision to the village rearers. 
At the same time, the ])roblem of im{)roving the breed of cen^ons by careful 
selection and the introduction of new types has not been overlooked. A 
French sericultural expert who was employed by the Department in 1912-13 
made a number of experiments both with indigenous and w'ith im))orted types, 
but had to leave India owing to ill health before he was able to establish any 
permanent results. His successor, who arrived in India last January, has 
carried on and extended his work, but has himself been called away for service 
with the French Army. Arrangements have, however, been made to carry 
on his w’ork during his absence, and it is hoped that it will be jiossible during 
the coming year to arrive at .some conclusion regarding the main difficulty 
of {ireserving imported and cross-bred varieties from deterioration owing to 
their inability to stand the climate of Bengal during the rains. 

In the case of sugar«ane, a survey of local and imported varieties is being 
carried out. The demand foi' good cane cuttings greatly exceeds the su))i»ly, 
and the area on the Government farms under sugarcane of the best varieties 
is being extended. The Director of .Agriculture is also endeavouring to 
arrange for the jiroduction oi cuttings on private st“ed farms. Demonstra- 
tions are being given of the use of the iron roller cane-crushing mill, which 
is re])orted to have supplanted the old wooden roller mill in many parts of 
the country. Attention has also been given to the imjiortant problem of pro- 
ducing sugar direct from the juice, and the Agricultural Chemist is import- 
ing ajiparatus from America w'hich will be tried both lor date palm and for 
cane 1010*6. The improvement and extension of date jialni sugUr production 
arc also being investigated, and the recent rise in the price of sugar appq&rs 
already to have given a stimulus to this industry.”

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


HIS EXOELLEN(]Y THE PRESIDENT said 


In accordance with custom 1 must say a few words in opening this new 
session. Tln^ programme of business which Government are putting before 
you. and which the Socn^tary has circulated for your information, may not 
Ih» very exciting — you may ev(*n think it somewhat mod(*8t — but I believe 
it is an useful one and that the measures which we shall ask you to 
pass will do good. At any rate 1 confidently look to you for help in making 
them what they ought to be. 1 doubt whetlnu* any of you (expect 
Government to deal at present with many of the things which you would like 
it to deal with. Much which wt^ all wish to see done iniist for the moment 
be left undone. For wo know that whetlier we like it or not there must for 
some time be financial stress ; Government, it is plain, must conserve 
their balances and must restrict their expenditure to their normal income ; 
we cannot look for large grants — perhaps we cannot look for grants at all 
from the Government of India — to enable us to undertake new reforms or 
even to do work which we have already decided must be done as soon as we 
have money to do it. We must be prepared, too, to meet emergencies due to 
possible distress. We hope these may not arise ; we believe that certain 
risks are past, but we must be prepared. Trade and commerce have suffered 
as they have suffered all over the Empire. Some trades have been 
completely disorganised : the hide trade^for example and several Smaller 
industries. Our great industry — our jute industry— has suffeted much ; it is 
recovering, and we trust will recover more ; some of those connected witji it 
wiB wo hope prosper far more than kt one time they were inclined to admit 
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The PrestdeM^ 6 Address, 

Wa8 possible ; still it cannot be denied that many 4fkve su Herod. V cry 
little business has been done. The eonsequont drying-iip of the river of 
^a^h which ordinarily llovvs into tlie odu.ntry districts at this t«no of year, 
<*aiSd which is counted on [yy all, must have tar-rivaching etlects, some of which 
we can Tiardly j^et estimate. It is the duty of (lovernment through their 
officers to keep a sjnnpathetic watch over the situation, and that 1 promise 
you shall be done. The outlook is improving, l)Ut wc must continue to be 
otreful. Repoi’ts show us, too, that the winter rice crop will be none too 
ptentifuU I mention these things not to alariii you — for there is no causi' for 
alarm — ^l>ut merely to show you that we have not forgotten tlnmi. 

We are under the shadow of a great war. but even in that shadow tlnu'e 
are bright spaces. We are no less confident now than we wiuv last August 
of what the result will be. We are proud of what has betui done by the 
forces of our King-Emperor and by our allies on land, on tin' sea, and iji the 
air. But we realise more clearly than vv(^ did how victory is to b(‘ won and 
at how great a cost. In that cost evtuy part of the Empirt> will beai- its 
sliare — India and Bengal will sutt't'r as Britain must sutVer and as (‘V(u*y 
British dominion must sulfi'r ; but in the final triumi>h whi(;h is assuredly 
coming and in the blessings which will How from that triumph, India and 
Bengal will havt^ tludr sliaie. 

Tin' loyalty to (In^at Britain shown by India during tln‘S(‘ last lew 
months, tin* ('agerness of tln^ Indian p('.o})h^s to fight alongside' of BriUnis 
against tin' foi's of our Emperor, clearly It'Stify to tin' conviction of all who 
think for India that tin* good of In'i* pi'oples vvill Ix'st be attaimul if Indians 
of their own fi'cu' will rimiain closely associated with tin* pooj)l(* of tin* British 
Islands, and with thost* who though tln\y have* b'ft tln^sc* islands oonliiiui' trv 
1)(' Britons, in forming an Unitcul Empire which wc' bcHit'vt* is, and which, wo 
hope, will long b(^ the gr('at(‘st power on (^arth for human good. 

This conviction is no new thing ; it has not sprung uj) nn'H'ly since* the 
war began. It existed long befon* that in tin* In^arts of many Indians and 
it was spr(;ading from Indian to Indian ; but it has shown itself now as ntun'.r 
before and it will never be forgotten. It has mad(^ it ('.asior for Indians and 
Britons to understand each other, and it will mak(^ it (easier for Britons 
and Indians to work together. This cannot, but Im* for tin* lasting good 
of both. 

The f)eople of Bengal liavt* not been wanting. Chreumstamu's art' sucli 
that they cannot share in the actual fighting, hut they have givt'ii proof of tlunr 
willingness to make saerifi(*es. I admire tin* way in vvliicli tin* Enropc'ans 
in Calcutta liave come forward. When I cross the Maidan evi'ry morning 
and see the hard work which so many of them an' putting in, f adini?-(* them, 
and I cannot help being sorry for them, that they cannot got the chanct' 
which they would like of proving what they are worth. But 1 admin* no 
less the spirit which has been shown l)y many Bengali youths and 1 most 
sincerely hope that it may yet be possible for thorn to get the chance of 
showing of what they too are woi'tli. The jrroposal for a Bengali Ambulance 
Corps is by no means dead yet. There have lieen dillicultit's in carrying 
, it out, but T hope they will yet be surmounted. 

Bengalis, however, have already done more than boirui of us hav(^ given 
them credit for-'-tobelp Government and through Government their country — 
in a way none the less valuable because it is not obtrusive. Nothing has given 
me ^^ater satisfaction lately — not even the capture of the Emdeh, and that 
gave iis ail great satisfaction — than to learn liow well the zamindars and the 
income-tjax-payers of Bengal have been ‘'playing up.” I know how hard they 
liav© b^n ^it over jute ; I know how bad in many places am the jrrospects 
for the winter rice crop, how , uncertain the outlook for next year. 1 was 
surprised therefore to find that more land revenue and more assessed taxes 
^ad been paid by the end of last month than were ])aid at the same date last 
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year. That fact sayH a groat deal for ti^loyalty r'f tlie zaintndars and of the 
inconuvtax-pay#rH, and I would like totafci' tbift opportunity of thanking them ^ 
for their j.unctuality in dificharging what T fear inubt liave l)een to many of 
them a ditimult duty. 

Thei e iH on(‘ matter to wliieh 1 muBt reder. Wo wen^ all grieved when we 
r<ia(l of the two freHh homh outragen. 1 do not believe there iy any one 
who r(‘ally earen for Ihmgal who wan not horror-ntruck when he heard of them. 
I’liat crimeh of thin Hort nliould happcm is bad enough at any time ; bat that 
tlic^y nhould ha])p(ui now ifi ]H‘Culiarly grievous, wlien our whole outlook is 
what it is owing to the war. when tluu-e is so much suttering b(‘ing borne 
patiently an<l liravidy in the cause of our King-Kmp(‘ror. It pains us to find

THE CALCUTTA IMPROVEMENT (AMENDMENT) BILL. i;»14.

The Hon’blo Nawab Syod Sliams-ul-IIuda moved for leave to introduce 
a Bill to amend the Calcutta Iniprovomont Act, 


He said ; — 

•‘My Lord, — I move for leave to introduce a Bill to amend the Calcutta 
Improvement Act, 1!)11. In doing so 1 would observe that while fully 
recognizing the .objections to amending a controversial Act such as this so 
soon uft6r its enactment, the Government are convinced that the amendments 
proposed in the Bill are urgently required in the interests of the Public and 
the Trust alike. The Calcutta Improvement Trust commenced work in 
January, 1912. Their proceedings have reached a stage at which the Trust 
have found it essential to prepare as accurate a ffjrecast as possible of the 
whole of their future work. They have accordingly framed an estimate of 
the funds likely to be available for capital expenditure on road improvements 
in Calcutta, and on the basis of this estimate they have prepared a complete 
and interconnocted seyries of schemes, including the const ruction of Oj niilos 
&nd the . widening <5f 8^ miles of main roads in the lieart of Calcutta. Ihe 
execution of these projects will be a work ol m.any yi'ars. Meanwhile, the 
city is rajiidly develoiJ!^,^» fipito of much pcssimisin that prevailed after the 
Delhi annawwtB.ents, aria ‘costly buildings are springing up in all directions. 
The posifidn is therefore one of extreme difficulty. 'Phe danger is twtd'old. 
-Ifis essentifll that the operations of the 'I'rust should not discourage jirivato 
enterprise ; it is equally essential that private enterprise should not cause 
undue interference with the liiturc working of th(' I rust. 


As the law now stands, the Improvement 'IVust have no control over 
prospective lines of roads witliin the Calcutta Municipality until a road 
Scheme has been finally approved and the land ac()uired. 'Phe ])r('paration 
of a -programme for the future gives them no jiower of intorlcrmice with’” 
' . building operations on tlie land conceriied ; nor does it give the public any 
aasurftnhe that the alignments propose 1 will not eventually bti* nio lificd or 
"tkai the-^ecution of the project will not bo long delayed. During tln^ penixl 
. <l£ Uac^til^illty many will luji^Cterrod from investing their itfeney in buihlings

has become necessary to enact provisions such as those embodied in the Bill. 
We are introducing no new principles. Within the limits of the Calcutta 
Municipality, the General Committee of the Calcutta Corporation exercise 
bimila/ powers and section 63 of the Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911, gives 
power to the Trust to prepare schemes and plans of proposed streets in the 
vicinity of the Calcutta Municipality, and when those plans have been duly 
sanctioned to regulate building operations on the land shown in them. 

The difficulty of administering the law within the Calcutta Municipality 
has arisen from the fact that if the General Committee are asked by the 
Improvement Trust to align streets on their behalf under section 356 of the 
Calcutta Municipal Act, the Trust have not the pov^er to incur expenditure 
on damages that may accrue from such operations, and the Calcutta Corpora- 
tion cannot in fairness be called upon to pay. It appears therefore to be 
eminently desirable that control over the whole proceedings should be vested 
in a single authority. It is accordingly pro]) 08 ed, and this is the main 
provision of the Bill, to amend section 63 of the Improvement Trust Act so as 
to extend to Calcutta itself the power which the Trust now exercise only in 
the vicinity of Calcutta. Care has at the same time been taken to prevent 
interference by the Trust with any of the other powers to regulate building 
operations at present exercised by the General Committee of the Corporation. 
Provision has also been made to give the widest publicity in connection with 
the publication, consideration, and sanction of plans of projected public 
streets and the final decision in the matter has been left with the Local 
Government and not with the Trust. Further, by clause 2 of the Bill, a 
“ projected public street ” is clearly differentiated from an “ improvement 
scheme ” as defined in the Act, and thus the application of section 23(2) of 
the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, is insured in the case of land acquired by 
the Board under sub-section (10) of the proposed new section 03. The eflect 
of this will be that the 15 per cent, additional compensation ordinarily payable 
under the Land Acquisition Act will have to be paid for land acquired for a 
“ projected public street notwithstanding the special provisions of article 
9(2) of the Schedule to the Calcutta Improvement Act which dispenses with 
the payment of such additional compensation when land is acquired within 
the limits of the Calcutta Municipality in connection with improvement 
schemes under that Act. The provisions of section 352 of the Calcutta 
Munici])al Act and of section 63 of the Improvement Act in so far as they 
only allow compensation for actual damage to the owner of land falling 
within the alignment of a projected street, have been replaced by providing 
for acquisition of such land as soon as permission to build on the land 
being refused the owner asks for such acquisition. This gives a decided 
advantage to the owners of land in Calcutta and its vicinity. 

In order to give full effect to these proposals it has been found necessary 
to amend the Schedule tothe Act by introducing certain further modifications 
in the Land Acquisition Act. They are detailed in clause 8 of the Bill. 


Subordinate clauses {bb) and (bbb) which it is proposed to^add to article 
9 of the Schedule to the Calcutta Improvement Act call for no remarks but 
special attention of the Hon'ble Members is invited to clause (iiW), as the 
principle underlying this amendment, which is explained below^ is not in any 
way specially cohttected with the proposed amendment of section 63 of the 
Improvement Act. 

In Calcutta and other large toWns the v^lue of land depends ^inly oU 
its distance from the nearest road or street. Wl^eiftand abu^tin^f on a street 
is to be acquired, it is ordinarily divided, for purposes of valuation, intd zones 
running parallel to the atreet. The front zone is y|dhud at fey far the highest 
rate, and the zon^ behind are valued at rates their distance 

froip the street inerease^. If the front zone ^is ^^l^ired and is included in the 
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street, the second zone immediately becomes a front zone, and its value rises 
aceordingly. All the zones behind likewise increase in value on account of 
the decrease in their distance from the street. In accordance with the 
general principle underlying the Act, viz. that the enhancement of land 
values resulting from the operations of the Trust shall accrue to the benefit 
of the public, it appears equitable that the compensation payable for the land 
acquired in such cases shall be calculated at the diflerence between the 
orginal value of the whole premises btdore acquisition and the value which 
the remaining portion will have after th(‘ land acquired has boon included 
in the street. This j-roposal, though at variance with clause sixthly of 
section 24 of the Land Acquisition Act is in accordance with the princqdos 
underlying recent legislation in Great Hritain, as, for instance, article 2(c) 
of the Schedule to the development and Road Improvement Funds Act, 1909, 
and section 41(2) (i) of the Housing of the working Classes Act, 1890. 

The remaining clauses of the Bill deal with other consequential amend- 
ments, which have been sufficiently explained in the Notes on Clauses 
appended to the Bill.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’blo Nawab Syed Shams-uhHuda moved that tlu^ said Bill be 
referred to a Select Couimitte.o consisting of the Hon ’hie Mr. Samman, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Bompas, the Hon’ble Mr. Payne, the Hon’ble Raja Dinondra 
Narayan Ray, the Hon’ble Rai Radlia Charan Pal Bahadur, rdie Ilon’ble 
Mr. Grice, the Hon’ble l>abu Surendra Nath Ray and the mover, with 
instructions to submit their report in time for its presentation in Council at 
the meeting to be held in January next, and exjJained in doing so why it was 
desirable to move this motion at this meeting despite the fact that the Bill 
had only been in Members’ hands for five days. 


The Hon’ble RAI RADHA CHARAN PAL BAHADUR said 

“My Lord, — I am grateful for the provision of payment of 15 per cent. 
compHnsation, in the Bill in respect of land falling within the projected street, 
which the Board of Trustee-^ will be empowered to prescribe under the pro- 
posed law ; but, my Lord, there are other provisions in the Bill which require , 
careful consideration. My Lord, I fail to see any special reason for the great 
hurry with which this Bill is proposed to ho pushed through. The Bill is a 
very important measure affecting the people of Calcutta, especially those 
interested in land and buildings, and it cannot be denied even by the Chairman 
of the Calcutta Improvement Trust that the vast majority of them are poor, 
middle-class people living from hand to mouth — widows, oi-phans and ])oor 
men, who ixi their thousands crowd round the table of the Committees, sitting 
to hear objections, clinging desjierattdy to tlieir ancestral holdings and 
shedding tears at the prospect of acquisition of thmr J)rop(5rti(^H. In the 
peculiar circumstances of the country, almost every man of the “ Bhadrolok” 
class, however poor, generally possesses a plot of land on which he lives 
from generation to genei*ation. 


The Calcutta Improvement Act, in my personal expeaence of the last 
three years of its operation, has chiefly affected them. Any amendment of the 
present Act, tending towards a further severity of its provisions, requires the 
widest publicity and ample time for public consideration. I can truly say that 
not even one per cent, of the population of Calcutta belonging to the 'middle 
class are aware of the proposed legislation, which will affect their interests 
very materiaRy. The Bill was circulated about 5 or 6 days ago to the 
Members of the Council. I do not think that Hon’ble Members have had 

sufficient time to consider and discuss the impoiient principles involved in 
f.ri'i fT»i _j.i ? j ^ and 
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it is but meet and proper that the Bill should be published after its introduc- 
tion, and public opinion invited thereon. My Lord, I crave that the Bill 
be not referred to the Select Committee so hurriedlj and at once, without 
giving the public a fair opportunity for submitting their well-considered views 
before tlic Government. My Lord, it is true that the Corporation was 
consulted on the proposed amendment of Section 68, but there is a wider 
public who are dirc'ctly affected by this measures My Lord, the principle of 
the liili, as I understand it, is to give power to the Board to declare projected 
public streets within the area of the Calcutta Municipality within which the 
erection or re-ere(!tion, addition to or alteration of a building or even the wall 
of a building is forbiddem under a penalty, though the completion of a pro- 
jected sti’f'ct may b(^ indefinitely j ut off. Under the present law, a street 
scheme is framed, objections hoard, and steps are forthwith taken for the 
acquisition of proptu'ty and opening out of the road. But under the proposed 
law, the project(Hl street may be declared U)-day, ‘out the pro[) 08 ed projected 
street sclienu', may be matured and considered 10, In and even 20 years hence 
and the poor owner whose lumse falls wiiliin the projected street will not be 
able to reconstruct a wall of Ijis house or rebuild and improve a single room to 
make it men* sanitary and habitable. 


Tlu*re are some very important changes j)roposed by this Bill in the 
Land Acquisition Act and which were not in the original proposal before the 
Cor])oration which will come as a surprise upon the public. Idie provision 
disregarding tln^ decrease of the market value of the premises owing to its 
falling within or near to the alignment of the projected public street will 
operate very harshly u))on the owner of the holding in two ways. First 
as regards the necessity for repairing or remodelling the remaining portion 
and, second, as to convenience. There must be numerous instances where, by 
the acquisition of a portion of a property, the value and convenient enjoyment 
of the remaining ] ortion must be seriously cripyded, and he will not have 
adequate ccunpensation for such injury. Take for instance the best bed- 
rooms of a liouh(‘ or the out-offices which fall within the projected street and 
there is no other space within the remaining portion of the property for 
reconstruction of the same. Is it not just and proper that the person 
'Suffering such injury should receive adequate compensation for the loss. 
There is, 1 venture to submit, my Lord, another innovation attempted to be 
introduced in the last sub-clause of claiiS'* 8. And this was not commu- 
nicat(’d to the Uor])oration for o])inion. It is proposed to exclude the 
application of the sixth clause of section 24 of the Land Acquisition Act in 
connection with the acquisition of land having frontages on existing roads : 
under this clause, if a portion of a house or land is acquired, the market value 
of that ]nece of land is j^aid as compensation to the owner. Tt is however 
proposed in the Bill in supersession of the Land Acquisition Act that the 
market valu(> of such land or building shall be deemed to bo the difference 
betw'(>en the market value of the whole of such premises at the date of the 
publication of the declaration and the estimated market value of the 
remaindtn* of the premises u])on the inclusion in the street of the land 
acquinnl, it is possible to establish the present market value by tangible 
evidence' leased on the ])re8ent income of the property or neighbouring sales 
or other reh'vant^evidence ; but the future increase in value is an illusive and 
intangible jthing about which there cannot be any positive data. It will 
depend upon mere guess work and it cannot possibly be determined on the 
basis of actual transaction as such transaction can only come into existence 
after the entire length of the road is opened out and completed. The 
injustice of the proposed innovation will bo further patent when we remember 
that in sufiersession of the Land Acquisition Act, future rise in value of land 
or the value according to the best disposition of land is to be disregarded by 
the Board and the -markfiJl^alue has to be determined according to the present 
disposition of the land, whereas against the interest of the owner and in 
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Iav<)ui’ of tlie lioard the future rise in value of tlie remaining land is to be 
deducted from the amoiyit of tht* .compensation to be paid to the owner of the 
land. My Lord, may I in this connection remind your Lordship that this 
amendment in effect seeks to introduce, in a different form, the levy of the 
reicoupnient fee by the Board which was disallowed by the Secretary of State 
at the time when the original Calcutta Improvement Bill was before him. .My 
Lord, it is not clear whether in the case of a projected public stnu't regular 
street-scheme will also be prepared and published for criticism and hearing 
of objections, if so it may be possible that in considering a particular street- 
scheme when it is fully matured the proj(5ctcd road-line may be shifted after 
lu'aring objections. If again it is contemplate<l that no separate schenu' will 
be i)repared for criticism and hearing of objections it will give rise to mis- 
uudei-standing and dissatisfaction for in the consideration of the strei't-scheme 
the objectors are heard [lersonally. Civoptt'd members from the locality are 
added to tln^ Boai'd. All these will be denied in connection with the prepara- 
tion of projoctiid public-street. Scarcely three years have elapsed since the 
(’alcutta Improvement Act has come into execution. The work has begun 
and not a single scheme has yet been completed, yet within sucli a short time 
it is thought to amend tlie Act, not with a view to remedy any defect found 
in actual administration of the Act, but to invest the Board of Trusti'cs with 
additional powers, to introduce a new jirinciple of payment of comiiensation 
which docs not even find a place in the Bombay Improvement Act. My Lord, 
I have ('numerated some of the important points which thi' public will re(piire 
time to consider and submit their representation to your Lxcolh^ncy s 
Government. Nothing will be lost by acccMing to our prayer to give adeiiuute 
time for the consideration of the measure. On the contrary the people will be 
profoundly grateful for such deference to public opinion. L(^t tlu' Bill be 
published, let it be circulated to the public bodies for exjiression of o])inu)n 
and then let the Bill go to the Seh'ct Oommittce with all the materials at the 
disposal. 


My Lord, the instruction to the Select Committei', as laid down in the 
Agenda, i.^ to report before the next meeting of the Council in , January next. 
Tliis is. I respectfully submit, not at all giving a reasonable time even to the 
Members of the Coniuiittoc. The X mas holidays begin next week and uotw 
a few of the Ilon’Ide .Members will be engrossed in various Congressiis 
and Conferences in and out of town an 1 may not have time to devote tluur 
attention to the Bill within so short a time. I appc'al to ^ our fjxcellency 
to graciously accede to oar prayer. Knowing well how reasonable and 
sympathetic 'the HoiTblo Member in charge of the Bill is. I venture to hope that 
he will support us in our modest request to Your Lxcelhuicy. If the Bill is 
still referred to the Select (Committee at this stage 1 wouhl crave Your 
Excellency’s permission to movi' that the Select tlommittee bo lustructiM to 
report at the March meeting of the Council instead of in January. If I am 
deemed to be out of order in moving this amendment, 1 beg to submit to Your 
Lordship that the Bill was not in our hands until five or six days before 
to-day’s sitting of the Council. We had to read the Bill and to consider the 
provisions and then only we came to know the importance of the measure ami 
that is the reason. My Lord, that no formal notice of the amendment could 

1)0 givon. 


Your Excellency lias the supreme power, I, a humble Member 

of Your Excellency’s Council, pray that my request f«- ti^me w be granted ? 
But if, my Lord, the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill be pleased to 
amend his motion and extend the time of reference to the Select Committee 
to March next, there would be no necessity of my moving an amendment. 
WithtbesrwordB. my Lord, I leave the matter in. Your ExceUeucy 8 hands.

] desire to associate myself fully with the appeal which has been made 
by the Hon’lde Member behind me. The Bill is a highly technical one, and 
it contains provisions which are, as the Hon’ble Member has pointed out, 
of a soniewhat drastic character. The public know little or nothing about 
the contents of this Bill. Undoubtedly the Bill has been published in the 
Gazette, l)Ut liow many of the public read the Gfazotte. Unless there is 
discuBBion in the pul)lic press about the provisions of this Bill, the public 
cannot Ik* ex]>ected to know much about it. Having regard to the drastic 
character of the Bill, the important interest involved therein, and the 
widespread dissatisfaction which the hurrying of the Bill through the Council 
will cause, I venture to associate myself with my hon’ble friend in the 
earnest appeal which he hag made to your Excellency that, if the reference 
to tlie Select (Committee cannot be po8ti)oned, at any rate, the Bill may not 
betaken up till the ('ouncil meets in March next.” 


The Hon’ble RAJA DINENDRA NARAYAN RAY said 

“My Lord — 1 desire to associate myself fully witli what has fallen from 
the Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur. 1 do not think that the 
Improvement Trust will be hampered in any way by the delay of two or 
three months, and 1 think that it is very di^sirable that we should have the 
opinion of the public and the corporate bodies.” 


The Hon’ble Mu. BOMPAS said : — 

“My Lord — I am sorry that tlie reju'esentativc^s oi the Corporation of 
(haleutta in this Council should have such a poor opinion of the discussions 
in the (’orporation as a means of bringing to the citizens of Calcutta jiiatters 
which pai’ticularly affect tlu'ir interest. I (piite admit that if this Bill had 
Ikmui submitted to Government by the Calcutta lm])rovement Trust and had 
not otherwise t)een discussed, there would have Ikkui some*, reason foi' th(' 
citizens to ask for tiim* for further consideration of tln^ j^rovisions of tin* 
Bill. But this is not the case, 'j’liis Bill was sul)m!tted with the full 
consent of the Corporation of (Calcutta, after it had bc^m fully discussed in 
(yoinniittec* and at a general iiuH^ting. All the proceedings of tin* (Corporation 
an^ re])orted in the daily press, and the citizens of Calcutta through their 
representatives in the Corporation have liad full opportunity for considering 
this Bill. 


1 may point out, my Lord, that this Bill was put forward not in tlu* 
interests of tln^ Improvement Trust but in the interests of the local })ublic. 
Si)eaking as Chairman of the Improvement Trirnt, I can say that people are 
constantly coming to me and saying “ I wish to build a house or a place of 
bu8in(*RS. Can you tell me where 1 can put up a building which will not be 
pulled down in the course of the operations of the Trust in the next few 
years ?” and I am unable to give them any guarantee. I can only tell them 
that certain things are in contemplation. If this Bill is passed, they will 
have the assurance that if they abstain from building in view of future 
operations of the trust, they will have full compensation. 


The Bill contains no novel principles. It gives to the Trust a power 
which has for years been exercised by the General Committee of the 
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<Jorporation and which is exorcised by the Trust in the sul^urbs of Calcutta. 
Even the detailed provisions of the Hill, whicli are liable to moditication by 
the Select Committee, involve, as far as I know, nothing new. The 
particular clause which the Hon’ble Hai Radha (Uiaran Pal Bahadur has 
taken exception to is about the dt'cn^ase in value not being taken into 
tjonsideration if the land is hereaftcu- ac<iuired. Hut that is quite in favour 
of the owner. If the land has been decr(*ast‘d in value by the alignment 
of the Trust, then the owner is not to be mulcted for the decrease. The Trust 
will have to pay as if the value has not l^eeii decreast‘d. Tliat is surely fair 
^nd is in favour of the private^ owmu* and not in favour of the Trust. 


The other provision to which the Uon’l>le Ahunber has referred and 
which may be said to be novel to Calcutta, that is to say. that the damage 
“Caused to a man by taking a part of his land shall be (estimated to be the 
dii}eren(!(^ betwcum the present and future land value is not a novelty in 
legislation. This provision has b(*en in force in Bombay for the last 
13 years.” * 


Tlie Hon’ble Mio ClI AK RA VARTl said 

“ My Lord — I had v(‘ry little (h‘siri^ to take part in tin' discussion, because 
] frankly confess that after tlj(‘ discomfiture in conne(‘tion with the original 
Improv(mient Hill which was k^w, I 'have taken a very very 

•despoiuhmt view with regard to any opposition to a measure of that kind, 
l)ecause tin' idea which was then ])ut forward and whicdi has b<*en n'peatcMly 
put forward is that so far as tln^ landlord is concerned he is a bloated 
creature who ought to bi‘ l)h'd and tluuofori' he (ran hardly have any 
gri(‘vainrt\ whether In^ has a largtr (‘Static like my friend tin' Hond)le 
Mahrajadhii-aja Bahadur of Hurdwan or a small holder or owner of a private 
houst‘ in (hihuitta. Hut . it scmuus to nn' that, with regard to tin* post pone- 
jiient of th(‘ reft'renct' of this Hill to the vSelect ( /ommittoe till March, it is an 
extrt'inely reasonable proposal, and I do not s('(' any rc^ason whatev(rr why 
this nio(h‘st i*equest which has bt*en made by oin^ of tin* members of the 
Municii)al (J()r|)oration as to th(‘ inniessity for public discussion should iKjt be 
c()nced(‘(l l)y youi’ Kxc(*lh‘ncy’s (tovc'rninent. It seems to nu' that if the 
matter is ke])t in abeyance* till Maiarh nothing will hapj)en to Calcutt,a. It will 
not disappear, and regard bein^* had to the contraction of trade owing to 
war and the paucity of money, we have* to think of a gr(*at many other things 
besides the beautifying of our city. In any case W(* might wait for three 
months. The delay would not injure the ])rospect (?f our having a nice city 
with nic(* improvements all round. For all tluise reasons, my Lord, 1 have* 
great ph'asure in supporting the request which has been made* by the ILjn’ble 
Hai Radna Charan Pal Bahadur.” 


The Hon’l)le NAWAH SYED SHAMS-UL-HU DA said 

‘‘My Lord — A gocjd deal has be(m said about the provisions of this Hill 
and my friend the Hon’bl(*i Rai Radha Churn Pal Bahadur has drawn a picture 
A)f the miseries which this Bill if enacted would inflict upon the people of 
Calcutta. As I read the Bill, I do not think for a moment that any such con- 
sequences will follow. As I pointed out, in introducing the Bill, it may be 
divided into two parts ; the first part is that which dt^als with matters 
•that are practically dealt witli in much the same way in sectir)n 68 of 
4/he existing Act and there is also section 856 of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 
'which deals with the very same thing. The only difference is that in the

Calcutta Municipal Act it is Id’t to the General Coniniittee to project streets^ 
and if necessary to interfere with buildings on street lines ; under the 
Improvement Tnint that p(>w(u' is hd't in the Trust and one of the objects of 
this Hill is to give the same authority the power to deal with the sanu' matters^ 
whether arising within the limits of the Calcutta Municipality or outside 
these limits. So far, therefore, ns this Jlill is concerned, as I said in moving for 
its introduction, it introduc^c^s no new principle and it inflicts no new miseries 
on tfie p(H)ple ; it makes only a difference as to tln^ authority that would exercise 
the powers under' the Act. So far as we have introduced any modifications^ 
they are distinctly in favour of the land-owners of Calcutta, ft removes the 
uncertainty wliich has hitherto ('xisted. As soon as a stret^t is projected and 
an alignment made everybody knows that then^ will be a street in a j)articular 
place, and everybody decides for himself whether he will erect any buildings 
on th(‘ land or not. Linden* the law as it stands. ?*.<?., the Calcutta Improve* 
merit Act as well as tln^ (Calcutta Municipal Act, when a building was set 
back on account of a stret't alignment tiu' only remedy which tin' land-owner 
could get — if h(^ wanted to build and permission to do so was ndust^d — 
was flarnages. Under tlu^ muv Bill, as soon as permission to build is 
refused, tin* land-owner has a right to conu* forward and ask that the land 
shall forthwith be acquii’ed and full value paid for it. It seems to me, 
therefon^, that it is distinctly in favour of the land-ovvmn* and not against 
him. it is also no doubt to the benefit of the Trust, because if new 
buildings are raised and d(*molish(‘d, it means so much waste of mont‘y to 
th(* Trust. So far tlnu-efon^ as the first jiart of the Bill is concerned, 1 repeat 
that no new principle is involved in it, and if the existing provisions of the 
law have bc^en as disastrous as my friend would depict tlnun, all I can say 
is that the disaster has exii#ted fqi* several years. 


Then, as regards the other provision about the valuation of land, that is ikk 
doul>t a new principle. My hon’ble friend has said that it does not find a 
place in the Bombay Act. He is misinformed as to this, b(*caus(* so far as 
claus(^ sixthly of the Land Acquisition Act to which referenci* has betui inad('. 
is conc(u*n(Ml. this has been re])ealed by section 47 of the Bombay Act. The 
principb' is not one as to which it will be of any use to take tln^ Cahnitta 
public into conlidence. It is no doubt a new principh^ so far as Bengal is 
coiu^erned, and it seems to me to be obvious that in view of their pei-sonai 
int(T(^st. th<‘ opinion of (yalcutta land-owners will be against it. Tht‘ point is 
whetlnn* it is an (‘(juitable principle or not. After all the btmeiit ultimately 
accrU(*H to t,he (’alcutta public. It is not the Improvement Trust which 
gets all the benelit. insB^ad of an individual getting more than he ought 
to get, the money g(M^s to the Trust. I do not think that any one who has 
carefully examined tln^ provisions of the Bill with a fair mind will object 
to this provision in th(‘ Bill. 


It has been admittt* I that tin* Bill is an imi)rovement so far as 
the statutory allowance of lo per cent, is given. Under the Calcutta 
Improvement Act, it is not now payable. Cn the vvhole, therefore, the Bill i.- 
in favour of the (hilcutta owners, and they have no just grounds to object to 
any provisions of the Bill. I admit that the time allowed to Hon’ble Meml)ers 
to consider the Bill has so far been short, but we propose to make iij) for this 
by postponing the sitting of the Select Committee till the first week of 
January. ’Phat will give Hoirble Members ample time to study the Bill and 
to form their opinions. My hon’ble friend. Mr. Bompas, has already pointed 
out that this Bill was fully debated in the Calcutta Corporation and the 
public know by this time what are its effects. I. therefore, beg that your 
Excellency will allow the Bill to go to the Select Committee withcjut .any 
further adjournment, as your Excellency may do under rule 32 (3) of our 
Rules.

LIST OF BUSINESS— ITEM No. 7. 

The Hon’ble BABU SUREN UK A NATH RAY moved tliat this (;ouncil 
recommends to the Governor in Uouncil that a (hty Civil (/oui't, separate from 
the Calcutta High Court, be established in Calcutta, for the trial of suits 
valued at Rs. 10,000 or under, or of such otln^r valuation as the (Government 
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may think prop(^,r wliicl* iruiy bp iuHtitutp^l within tlu* ()rif]fiiial Civil jnriHdic- 
tion of the Hiiid Hij^h Ooiirt. and that CTOvernmen! be pleaned to take the 
neceHsary Ht(‘|>s for the early <‘RtabliRliment of Biich a City Court. 

He said : — 

At j)roHeDt suits regarding landed property situated vdtliin the town of 
Calcutta, how(',ver siiiall its value may be, and money suits above Rs. 2,000 in 
value have to be l>rought in the Original Side of the High Court. Suits 
regarding landed ]>rop<n-ty situate<l outside Calcutta, on the . other side 
of the Circular Road and money suits however large their value may be are 
brought in tln^ (aan't of the Sub-dudg(^ at Alipore. It is well known that 
costs incurred l)y suitors in tiu* Original Side of the High Court are generally 
v<n*y large, soint^t imes they exceed the amount of the claim. In many instances 
poor peoph' (cannot get anv redness as costs of the Original Side of the 
High C/Ourt are prohibitory, wliereas they ar(‘ sonudimes ruined in defending 
a suit. ])roH(^cate or defend a suit in the Original Sid(^ of the High Court 
it is necessary to (‘ngag(‘ tln^ H(n*vices of a solicitor as w(‘ll as at least one 
counH(^l and in many cases two counsel. In the Miifassal (^)urts such as the 
Court of the l)ista‘icd, dudge or Sub-.l udg(^ oi’ a Muiisitl al Alipore tlie same 
case can be conducted by a Ph^ader at a very small cost. The incidental 
costs ar<^ also niiicli h'ss. In my opinion the eostly and (daborate machinery 
of the Original Sid(‘ of tin* High ('ourt which comjxds a suitor to (uigagt' both 
a Solicitor and a IJarrister in ev(uy case is not neei'ssary for th(' trial of a 
large miinbei’ of cases which an' now being tricMl th(o*e. The costs must 
ni^cessarily Ik' considerably oven* tlu^ costs of a suit in a Mufassal (nairt. 

My proposal is for tin* establishment of a Cdvil Couii for (^alcmita 
separate from the High (Jourt wlim-e suits n‘garding money or laiubxl projun'ly 
of less than Rs. 10,000 in value or such valnatio!i as the (SovcM-nnumt may 
think proper may be tried. It will bo a (Jourt 8ubordinat(‘ te tlie High 
(/oiirt. Ill all cases tried by tln^ said Court then' will be an api»eal to the 
High Court in its Appellale Sid(‘. It will lx* a Coiii't in which Pari’isters, 
Vakils, Attorneys and Pleaders will have the equal right of appearing and 
conducting eases as in the Court of the District Judge or Sub-Judge. The 
procedure' of the' said (h)nrl will be that which governs all cases in t he 
Mufassal Courts and not tin* complicated machinery of the Original Side of 
tlie High (’ourt, nor the summaiy procedures of tlu' Small Causes ('ourt. The 
Court fee te) be paiel at the' time of the institutieaj of the suit will be that 
payable in tins Mufassal Ce^urts and not that payable’ in the Presidency Small 
Cause Court. It will Ix' a Court of Record. It will he a Court which will 
be presideel ewer i)y an ex|»erienced Barrister, V^akil or Sub-Judge. The 
system which cennpels a suitor to engage the services of both a Solicitor and 
a Ihirrister to cemeluci his case' will have no place tlie're. There will be no 
taxed Bills, nei alloeatew to tesrrify an unfortunate litigant. The Court will 
have power to try all seirts of suits except tliose' relating to wills, insol- 
vency, admiralty and matrimony. But if the (h)urt proves to be a success 
and the public demand, its peiwers may be exteneleel to the trial of those 
suits as well. 

In Madras, a City Civil C.ourt was establisln'd sei long ago as 18h2 
giving the said Court power to try cases regarding landed properties and 
money suits up to Rs. 5,000 in value which had hitherto been tried in the 
Original Side of the Madras High Court. The Bill for the establishment of 
a City Civil Court for Madras was introduced in the Supi’eine Council by Sir 
Philip Hutchins, then Home Member of the Government of India, who was 
a distinguished Judge of the Madras High Court before his elevation to the 
Supreme Council. 

One of the principal reasons which has induced me to bring forward the 
Resolution in the Council for the establishment of a City Civil Court for 
Calcutta is that the people of Calcutta who have the misfortune of being 
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litigMts either a8 plaintiffs or defendants in an aetiou hAve a cheap and 
speedy maohineiy to enforce their rights or f<jr the redress of their Wrongs 
or to defend themselves in suits of comparatively small v’^alue. The elaborate 
machinery in force in the Original 8ide of the High Court is not in most 
cases suited to the requirements of this country or its people. To quote the 
words of Sir Philip Hutchins in introducing the Bill for a City Civil Court 
for Madras, “ The first is to remove that practical denial of justice to a not 

insignificant portion of the inhabitants of the City inevitable under the 

present system of judicial administration in the Presidency town. And the 
second is to obviati' the lamentable wast(‘ of judicial p6wer involved in that 
system, which requires even y putty dispute not toelinically a small eause to 
be fully investigated by so liigli an officer as a diulge or perlia)*s (‘ven a Chief 
Justi(;e of High (n^urt. ’ In a manorial submitted to Covmnment bv 
some of tli(‘ land-owners of Calcutta for the estaldisbinent of a (-ity (vivil 
Court for Calcutta so far back as the year 19()4, the memorialists siibmitt(MC 
“ there were many widows entitled to maintenenoc* and right of ri'sidonoe ; 
there were several persons d(‘prived and dispossessed of immovable ]n*op(*rti('s 
and owning small estates in Calcutta, seeking to enforce | artition ; st‘voral 
traders desiring to have dissolution of partnershij) ; many persons dt*siring 
to bring suits for aceonnt, specific performance of contract and declaratory 
decrees, and 8ev(n*al other persons seeking the interfcn-encu^ of the Civil fJonrt 
in matters of comparatively small value which are cognisabh^ by t in' Original 
Side of the High Court but who are really debarred from bringing suits in that 
Court simply by reason of expense and delay involved in the suits in tlu* 
High Court.” In a letter dated the 27th February 18Hr>, emladying the 
proposals of the Madras High Court regarding a (hty Civd (’ourt for Madras, 
Sir Charles Turner, one of tln^ best Chief .lustices of tin' Madras High (.ourt 
said, “ 1die exclusive jurisdiction of the Madras High Court in a certain class 
of cases entails on poor suitors expense altogether out of proportion to the 
bt'uefit tlu'y derive from the presumed 8U])eriority of tin' forum. It not 
unfrt^quently happens that i^uits are instituted for the partition of immovable 

property where costs incurred exceed the value of the subject-matter.” 

If the observations of Sir Charles Turner are applicable to Madras, they are 
applicable with greater force to Calcutta. 

It was about the year I77;> that the Gov(u*ijment in Kngiand thought of 
interfering with tin* method of administration ol India by tln^ Fast India 
Company. Tin* Regulating Act (13 George III) was jiassed and by thi' Itoyal 
Charter wliicli was granted on the 2fitli March in jmrsuanct^ of tlie said Act 
the SupreiiK'- Court was established in (Calcutta. 4dn^ Court was constitutt'd 
not only as a Court of Pkpiity as the (-ourt of (Jliancery in Kngiand but also 
a C’ourt of Oyer and Terminer and (ioal Delivu'ry lor Calcutta and I ort 
William and the factories subordinab* theretc^ It was also tuia(;t('d as an 
Ecclesiastical ('ourt and a Court of Admiralty. 

All readers of history know full well the n^sult of tlu* establishment of 
the Supreme Court in Calcutta at that period, this planting of an exotic upon 
a foreign and uncongenial soil — how it spread consternation throughout the 
length and breadth of the land and became a terror to the people owing 
to the oppressive and novel machineiy employed by the Court for enforcing 
its orders. 

The Act of 1773 however was doomed to failure as it was utterly unsuited 
to the wants of the country. The Act of 1/81 (21 George III C. /O) was 
passed to amend the Act of 1773. It was enacted among others by the new 
Act that no person should be subject to the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court 
by virtue of possessing any interest in, or authority over lands or rents 
within Bengal, Bihar or Orissa or by reason of his becoming security for the 
payment of such rents. 

The Supreme Court however continued to exist though shorn of some erf 
its powers. In the words of Mr. Cowell, himeelf an English Barristw with 
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Indian expea-ienot, “ nothing, however, in its Bubsequent history serves to 
justt^ or excuse the poHey of its founders. Their attempt to introduce an 
English superintendenee of law and justice on the part of the Crown, and an 
administration 'Of English rules of law and equity by the English Court, 
niodelled according to English fashion, was made rashly and ignorantly, 
■rathout any sufficient scheme or due proportion.” The result of the jiassing 
of the two Acts was that in the mutassal, throughout the Province, (uvil, 
Revenue, and Criminal Courts were established suited to tlie requirements of 
th§ country i^nd ihe ptioplc, whereas in the Presidency towns. th(^ Supreme 
courts administered English law with slight modifications and were g<iverned 
by the English system of proriedure. 

A Pill was intrcnluced in Parliament by 8ir Charles Wood in Ih.oo witli 
the oi)ject of abolishing the Supreme Courts and the Presidency 'I'own and 
mnfassal systems and constitute in each Presidimcy town a High (!ourt of 
Judicature' which should l)e supreme over all tiu' courls both in the 
Pri'sidency towns and also in the mnfassal. The, members of the Indian Law 
t'ommission approved of the jnoposed change but inasmuch as the codes of 
proc((dure had not heen passed, the proposal could not be carried out but 
remained with a mere alteration in the name, viz., the Original Side of the 
High (Jourt. Whatever juHtification them might have bo(m to estaliHsli th(‘ 
Supromo Courts in 1773 or to keep thorn up in tlu^ form of tlio Original Side 
of the High Courts in 18h2 when the High ( 'ourts won‘ constituted, there 
cannot Ik'. any justification for retaining the Original Sid(‘ aftiu' tin* passing 
of the Pr-ocedii re' Ccxles and the codification of nmst of the im])ortant laws. 
Tliere cannot he any ground for keeping u]) tin* King’s courts and the 
fdompany’s courts, the Presidency town system and the mufassal sysPun. as 
two distinct institutions after the laws had lu‘en codifi*‘d. 

It is because the costs on tin*- Original Side oi the High (’curt ar(‘ 
<^X(;e8sive in comparison with tlu^ (^osts in tin* mulassal courts and that the 
proceedings there arv dilatory, and also to bring justiee within tlie means of 
every peu’son wronged by his fellow man that 1 am moving this i-esolutlon. 
It is how(‘ver said that in the Original Side ol* the High Court the (‘xpenses 
are cheap in the long run — the plaintifi has not to pay tin* heavy ad-valorem. 
eourt-fee which has to he paid in filing a suit in a mufassal court or in the 
Calcutta Small Cause Court and that people prefer to have their cases tried 
in the High Court. 1 shall simply place' certain facts and figures which will 
speak for tht^mselves. 

Under section 21 of the Presidency Small Cause Court Act concurrent 
jurisdiction is given to the High (^lurt and the Calcutta Small Cause Court 
in suits valued at Rs. 1,000 to Us. 2,000, /.e., election is given to the plaintifi 
to choose his own forum. I find from f'liqiiiry thal the numher of suits Civil 
and miscellaneous valued at Rs. 1,000 to Rs. 2,000 instituted in the Calcutta 
Small Cause Court in the year 1011 was 071. in the High Court it was 106 ; 
in the year 1912 in the Small (.ause Court, it was 051, in the High Court it 
was 86 ; in the year 1013, in the Small Cause ( Vnirt it was 018, in the High 
(vourt it was 00. The almve figures slum that in nearly ninety per cent, of 
the cases where election is given to the plaintifi' he pn'fers tin' Small (\auBe 
CJourt to the High Court, though not only heavy ad-valorvm court-lee, nearly 
double that of mufassal courts has to he paid by tin' plaintiff at the time of 
the institution of the suit, but that the proc(*dure in the trial of eases is 
summary and there is no appeal against the judgment of the Small Cause 
(>ourt. Again, under section 39 of the Presidency Sunil (^ause Courts Act, the 
defendant has the right to apply for transfer of a case from the Small Cause 
Court to the High Court in suits valued at Rs. 1,000 to Rs. 2,000. 
Tn the year 1911, only 17 cases were so transferred, in the year 1912 
only 12 cases, and in the year 1913, only 16 c.ases were so transferred, 
not 10 per cent, of the cases as has been stated by some j^eople but 
only a little above 1 ])er cent, of the cases. How on the face of the above 
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facts any infon^nco has heoti drawn hy soint* people that thi litigant 
of Calcutta would much more prefer tluu'r suits to he trie^ pu C|^nal 
Side of the High Court than. in anotluM* glorified Small Cause Court aw they 
think the proposed City Court will turn out to be, I for^myjpartV^il to see. 

I think tlie inference is the otluu- way. People prefer 0^011 tfiiCSSlhari >Oauae 
Court to the High (Jourt on a(*count of its prohibitive costs as also its dilatory 
prix^eedings. ^ ^ 

I do not want to cit(* tlu^ well-known Bhukoilas Partition Case, . cases 
arising out of the testate of (ropa! L \l SenL Silaji ^ Estate Q^ith^

of the Original Si le of tlie High Court. 1 shall give you a /ew instances 
showing the onlinary costs which a party has to pay to instil iitt* or dtd'end 
a suit. 1 cite them not l>ecausi‘. in thos(^ particular cases the (H)sts havi* Ihhui 
ratluu- heavy hut they art' ordinary costs which a suitor has to incur.. Some 
of them liave casually comt' to my noticu' aiul I hav(‘ ))ersoual t*x])(U’i('uce of 
some of them. 

Ill tilt' case of Udit Naraln Sln(jh v. Briudahan (dwhay (suit No. 577 of 
191 2), tliti valuation of tin* suit was only 1,575. Only writti'ii statennuit was 
filed hy tht^ tltdendant, 'J'ht' cast' was (h'cidtMi ex ptrtc. 'J^he tio-its whit^i the 
deb'ndant liad i o ])ny was Hs. 1,1 19. In tlu' Alnfassal (^>urt, t he costs wtiuld 
iit^ver have t'xeet^detl Ps. 1 50 inclutiing tht' costs of tlu' dt'leiidanl.

In tdit> mufassal, in the Munsiff Court tht' costs would 
havt^ htM'u al)out 10, 150 or Its. IfiO and in a Suh-Judgt^’s Ctiui’t about Kr. 500 
all told inelutling tlit^ costs for ad valorem, ctnirt-fet', Ac. 

Suit No. 525 of 1912 Shamhhti (diandra Das v. :]fa)tnHitha, Nath Das and 
others was a suit hy a rt'vtwsioner to rt'covt'r ))t)ssessit)n t)!’ ])roporty worth 
al)out Us. 5,000. No evidence was takt'ii by^^ tlie Judgt' but a tltK'rtK^ was 
given on tlit^ construction of tin* eon veyaUlJO.^ 'idie ilt'fendaiit l*t^si<h s t\w 
<u)sts of his own Aittirnt^v, hatl to pay Rs. 500 as tint t)f pocJct't t'xpie’Ht's, viz,, 
fees ftu* coiinser, At;. Tlit; bill t)f costs submittt't] by the plaintitf’s attornt;y tt> 
the defendant’s Attorney amt»nntt‘tl to Us. l,bS6. In tht' Mufassal (;ourt, the 
dt'lendant woul 1 never liavt^ ht'ttn obliged to incur an exjxuist' t)f mort; than 
Us. fi50 including ad valorem court-let* payahh* hy tin; dt'deiidaul to tht^ 
plaint itr. 

Suit No. 290 of 1910 Lolit Mohan (Ihose v. PromoOio Nath Dey was a 
suit for partition oj about 4 <;atas or about 2,8S0 stp ft. of laud wtirtli abtnit 
Rs. 5,000. 'J’ht'rt' was no contest and no partition lit'camt' nt'ct^ssary as the 
plaintitr j)urchase(l tin; share sought to he partitioned j i'liding tin; suit. The 
plaintiff' ho w(;v(;r had tt> pay Us. 890 as tuists. In tin* (K)urt t>f tho Silh-fludgt; 
the costs would never have oxceet]t*d Us. 00 or Us. 70. • 

Suit No. 400 of PH)5 Jogemaya Dasi Akhoy Kumar Das was also one 
for partition of immovalde proiierties. 'Jdien* was no dis[)Ute as to tin; share 
of the respective; parties. The proj)(;rti(‘s were worth ai>ove a lac of rupees. 
A commissioner was appointed to ]>arrition the properties. As a pn'limiriary 
«tep, properties worth Us. 22.000 w(*.re first sold to meet the fees of {Solicitors 
and Commissioner foi’ partition. Tin; pro(;oedings are still going 011 and we 
are in the end of the y(;ar 1914 and Rs. 10,000 have alrea ly been spent as 
oosts. Besides the above sum Rs. 1,500 were paid hy the plaintiffs to their 
solicitors up to the date ol the <lecrt;e for partition. In a Sub-Judge s Court 
in the Mufassal the whole thing could have been completed within two years 
-and that for Rs. 500 or Rs. 600. 

In Suit No. 311 of 1898 Nistarini Dasi v. Benode Behari Bose and others 
the Commission fee of one single witness was Rs. 22,899. The costs which 
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the defendants had to pay to the plaintiff in the Original Court were 
Rb. 38,495. In the Appeal the expenaeB of one i^de was Kb. 51,133. I have 
not seen the bill of eosts of Appeal which the defendant had to pay to the 
plaintiff, " „ 

I had to give instructionn and had to pay the costs on behalf df a 
relation of mine to execute two rent decrees, the decrees having been 
transferred from the Mufassal Court to^the High Court. There was -no 
opposition by the iudginent-debtor. All that was done was to apply for the 
settlement of tlie sale proclamation. The costs however came uj) to more 
than Rh. 600 as between Attorney and client and an (*qual amount had to be 
paid by the judgment-debtor to the decree-holder’s solicitor. I do not know, 
how mucli the judgment-debtor had to pay to his own solicitoi%as costs. In 
the Mufassal the entire costs would never have exceeded Ks. 50. The name 
of the decree-holder is Saratmani Devi. 

In the execution case of Brojo Oopal Mukerj^e v. Kedar Nath Ghosh 
which was a Small Cause Court d(‘.cree for only al)OUt Ks. 50. but transferred 
to tlie Original Side of the High Court for execution, the.cdsts of execution 
came up to the modest sum of only Us. 700. 

It is said that in mortgage cases tli(‘ costs are mu cli cheaper in the 
Original Side of the* High Court than In the Mufassal Courts. In looking Into 
th(' question of coats we must look flES much totlu^ interests of the ^giortgagee 
as those of tln^ mortgagor. In a r(‘-c(‘nt ease in the Original Side of the High 
Court the caH(‘ of Uadha Ramon Pal v. Gohardhan Ghosh which was a 
mortgage cas(‘-, the amount of the mm^gage money togoUier with interest 
came up to about Rs, 4,650. The costs including costs of execution proceed- 
ings sul)se(iuent to the decree amounted to about Ks. 2,400. 4’here was no 
coiiti‘st by the judgment-clehtor throughout the proceedings. The costs in a 
Suh-Judge’s (hnirt would never have exceeded Ks. 400, be., \ of tin* costa of 
tli(' Original Side of the High (’ourt. An argument liaa Ixmti advanced times 
without number that in the Original Side of the High (’ourt, a plaintitt has 
not, to pay thf^ heavy coiirt-f(‘e at the time of tlie institution of tlu- suit 
which he lias to do in the Mufassal Court. Hut is it not a fact that in oxery 
application that on(‘ has to make'iu a suit, lu^ lias to ])ay court-fe(‘ of Ks. 15 or 
Ks. If), wlu'n^as in a Mufassal Court all applications cost only S annas in court- 
fee ? A suitor knows V(‘.ry well how many ajiplications hav(' to lie mad(' in a 
couri, tluriiig tlu* pendency of a suit. Is it not a [act fbat during the 
hearing of a cas(‘ a litigant has to pay Ks. 20 per diem in court-fee whereas^ 
in a Mufassal Court lie has to pay notiiing ? Hut them' form very small items 
of i‘xp(uuliture in a suit on tlie Original Side cl the High Court. 

W(' have, heard a good deal of lat(' about tlie reduction of costs in the 
Original Side of th(^ High (Jourt by the introduction of a new scale of fees. 
Why, only tlie otlier day, tlu' taxed (uists of oru^ side alone ih a Probate case 
were — a lac and twenty six thousand rupees ! 

Again, the very fact that on(> has not to } ay an ad valorem court-fee in 
the Original Side of the High Court at the time of the institution of the suit 
tempts him to swell his claim and instances may be cited to verify the above 
fact. 

There are some who say that the justice which is dispensed in the 
Original Side of tlie High ('ourt is one which is worth all the money that is 
spent upon it, that though it is dear, still it is worth having. All 1 can say is 
that the open-ation performed in the Original Side of the High Court may be 
successful, hut the patient generally succumbs after tin' operation. But I ask 
in all seriousness, is tlu^ justice which is now being administered in the 
Mufassal Courts hy Indian judges of such inferior t,ype that it is necessary to 
incur ruinous expiniditure to get justice in the Original Side of the High 
Court ! In the evidence taken before the Select Committee on Indian 
territories in the year 1853, the Right Hon’ble Sir bMward Ryan, Privy 
Councillor, said, “ In the judicial system 98 per cent, of the cases for trial are 
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ve judges, ‘ and the evidence ift^uiiaiiiinoiis, I believe, that 
Jbeir decisibliii^" a^e logiqalt" well coinpoeed, and in every vvay t'xtreniely good, 
though they have apt Jiad the advantages which might ix^* supplied of a good 
.early legal education^* ThikiT was in the year 1853 before the univt'rsitios 
were founded, before the spread of tliat English education, general, 8(*ientific 
^id legal,, throughout the length and breadth of the land which has brought 
about the intellectual revolution of this country. 

riiat Civil jut(tice as adininistt^red by the judiciary in the Mufassal 
spiecially by Silti-Judges is generally satisfactory and that their judgments 
and orders do not chmpan' uilfavourably with those of some of tlu* judges 
.sitting on the Original Side of the High Oourt will be clear if tin' result of 
appeals is C0|lipared. 

It is said that in a Mafassal (’oiirt cas('s are not d(>cidod with dm* d(is])atch

It is 
not onlj^ the rule which compels a suitor tocmgagi^ tln^ sf'rvices of both a 
solicitor and a counsel to conduct a case, but it is tin* Kp(*,eial machinery 
adopted l)y the High Court in its Original Side for tln^ trial of suits which 
is at fault, because tin' machinery t(*Tids to (‘xcessivt; outlay of costs by 
litigants. 

As a member of tho British Indian Association f thought it proper to

What difference will it malu' in tli(^ status of Hie Hinh Court, if thtuv^ hi' one 
tiudge less sitting on the Original Sidi' ? The High (\)iirt as a whole 'Mil ' 
not h(' crippled by tin* establishment of a City ('ourt nor will then' be any 
disruption of the same if there be a judge J('ss on the Original Sidi' of tie 
High (’ourt. It may be necessary to havt'. a Judgi' mon^ gii the AppoTlSte 
8ide to cop(' with the appeals which may be preferred against the juciginerit 
of the City (h)art Judge. Th(^ alarm which has been ra^ed in some quarters 
has therefore no fohli^alicm in fact or reason. \

Tlio same ci’y was ui Madras when there vv^as the proposal for the 

establishim'iit of a CityTSivil (h)urt then' and such* cries will alwaysae 
raised when ])ropo8itionsJk>i^Viip^'>i'oveme will be brought forward. 

People' have said that why instead of ui'Adng IHs LiOrdsliip The (Jiief 
Justice and the learned »)ndg('s of the High Court le^soping the costs of 
litigation in the High Court, 1 have brought forward this resolution liefore 
tliis (^)uncil. Rut it is difficult to see liow^ Costa of litigation , cam ^)e lessened 
in the High Court when it (‘inploys a complicated machinery" of soKeitors, ' 
barristers, sheriff’s officers and an expensive procedure fur ^he trial of cases. 

My legard for His Lordship the Chief Justice of Bengal and other J udges 
of tlu' lligli ('ourt is as great as that of any im'mber of the Bai*. But as one 
belonging to the profession of law, 1 am siiii] ly following precedent. Sir 
Philip Hutchins, as I have already said, was a Judge of the High Court 
before his elevation to the Imperial Council. I think he knew what 
procedure w\aB best to adopt under similar circumstances. I am simply 
following his line of action and doing what can be done by a member of 
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Oouilcil/ n rosolution for taking steps to estahliuli a 

Court for C^ci|tt* as has been done in Madras. It has been hinted 
flUtt I have tajMO op thp subjocf of a City Civit Court for Calcutta fn the 
ft^rests of the profesaiou to which I belong-^ mean in tlio interests of 
thU'. Yakila si |hp' High Qourt. All T can my is tliat hard words break no 
hoxxeB. Wb «ire her^ for tlie discharge of our pi^lic duties. We must 
remember thail the pr^sBions exist for the public And not the public for 
tljd^professions^ WA are here , not to represent the interests^ of any class 
or creed but to do all that we possildy mn to further the interests of the 
public, to help yehr Lordship’s Govornnient to do the greatest g^>od for thc^ 
Neatest nnipwt. 

The result of my resolution is watched with keen interest by a large 
number of residents of Calontjba specially the poor and th%» voioeiess. The 
i^uestion before your Lordships’ Government is whether po^r people are to 
be denied ^i^stice simply because they are poor and are unable to .pnylior it, 
whether p6or people are for over to groan and are to be deprived of their 
rights because they have not the means either to ptpsecute their cases or to 
’ defend an action. The Buffering is great, the suffering is real affd the people 
do suffer thftiigfh 8ileKltlJ^ * The hoast of the Bi'itish Gov 0 #ttmont is tliat it has 
•* given the blessings of peace to the people of this country, that it has thrown 
open the doors (d justict^ to the rich and the poi^r alike. Why is it that here, 
tlie seat of your Lordships’ (Tovernmont, the doors of justices should bi^ barred 
with gold and open l)Ut to golden keys. Why should it b(i said of a British 
(h)urt of justice that instead of giving relief to the* poor it r(‘liev(^s tlnnn of 
their propertic^s ? 

My Lord. 1 am Sony that there ahould be an> ditleroncf' of opinion as 
regards the lu'ccssity or utility of my resolution. But still we cannot (^Kp(^ct 
that in our public life there should always be unanimity^ of" opinion, ’riu're 
will sometimes b(‘ hoii(*st difference of opinion. That cannot be In^lped. But 
happily that difference has its origin, 1 need hardly say, not to any partisan 
spirit. 


We must keep pace with tli(‘ times. Th(‘^ rising tide of public ojiinion 
is with us. I may not be suecessful in carrying tlirough.my resolution to-day. 
Th(‘ opjiosition may strong and pow(n*fiil. But this I can assnn* your 
Lordships’ Cilovoriiment that a (hty ( hvil (V)urt for (Calcutta will conu', ‘‘for a’ 
that’’ and that, sooner or later tlie vestixl interests of a h^w will have to give 
wa}^ to th(' pul)lic and ])opular demand for cheap and expeditious justice. 


Tn introducing the Madras (Jity Civil (’ourt Bill in the Siipnnne Council, 
Sir Philip Hutchins said, so far back as 181)1, ‘‘ many good authoriti(^H are o£ 
opinion that som(3 similar im^asurc^ of reform is demandftd for th(3 other 
Presidency towns also, but Madras has advantages Which enable her to tak(3 
the lead. Whether her sisters will be iiiolinod to follow when t'ley sex3 how 
easily the proposed transfer of jurisdiction can be effected and tln^ goexi 
results which follow, is a (luestion which we may’ well leave it to time to 
solve.” I think the time has conn' for the solution of this qu(3Stion. 
Exjierience of well-nigh 20 years has shewn how beneficial the City Civil 
Court hiMjfcpi’oved in Madras. It is uovv for this council and for your 
LordshiivsGoveritment to confer that blessing which Sir Philip Hutchins 
, anticipated the aptjeptance of my resolution and the establishmenjt of a 
S^City Civil Cdtitt in Caiiail'ta.’ 


The Hon’ble Mr. SIN HA said 


“ My Lord — I feel it my duty to oppose this resolution, and in doing so I 
hope I shall not be‘ misunderstood. My learned friend, the Hon’ble Babu 
Sarendra Nath Ray is apprehensive that it might be hint^, or that it has 
been hinted that hi% resolution is put fofward in the interacts of the profes- 
sion to which he belongs. 1 fear my opposition may be ascribed to a similar 
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reason. At the same time, just as my friend feels that in this matter interests 
of tile public at large and particularly of the liti^nt public are the only 
interests to be considered, 1 feel the same, and it is from that point of view 
and that point of view alone that I propose to deal with it. 


My Lord, we are both agreed that the administration of justice must 
fulfil certain requisites. It must be efficient, it must be expeditious and it 
must be, so far us possible, economical, and if the administration of justice on 
the Original Side of the High Court fails in any one of these particulars, 
undoubtedly it has failed as a system of administration Of justice. Has it so 
failed is the question which my learned friend has mooted. If it had, I 
should have expected to find that after all these years the Original Side 
has existed us the direct descendant of the Supreme Court, the Chambers of 
Commerce of Calcutta would have been the first to raise their voice against 
the system of administration there ; 1 should have expected that the landed 
interests of Calcutta represented in the various associations, the Mritish 
Indian Association, the Landholders’ Association and similar other associations 
should have ere long raised their voice against the system of administration. 
I sliould have thought that the press of Cjilcutta, powerful, more powerful 
than in any other presidency town, should have, during all these years raised, 
its voice against this pernicious system that my learned friend complains 
against. l>nt what are the facts ? My friend refers to a representation 
made by the Hritish Indian Association about tliirty years ago in which the 
question was mooted. The British Indian Aitsociation has not tliought fit to 
pursue tlie matter any further. Tlie Cliambefs of Commerce are not generally 
disinclined to moot such questions as they consider to be of public interest 
and we know that with regard to the various Courts, notably the Small Cause 
Court, the Chambers of Commerce have very often made their voice felt. But 
I hav(i never yet heard that Calcutta merchauts, either European or Indian, 
have oomplaiiKHl of the system of the administration of justice on the 
Original Side. My Lord, justice should b(' cheap, but it m’ay be too cheap. 
In the nuifassal, you have a system of appeals from Court to Couit, and my 
friend himself refers in his speech to what is a commonplace in the profession, 
viz., that the plaintiff‘’s miseries begin after lie has obtained a decree, and it is 
very often years after he has obtained his decree that he realises, if he d(x^s 
at all, the fruits of his decree. My Lord, the same thing cannot be said of 
the Original Side of the High Court. A case is heard from beginning to end 
within six months — certainly the High Court itself sitting in appeal from the 
Original Side dfX's all that it has to do in connection with such cases in 
In'e space of outside a year, and as regards appeals, I think it is common 
knowledge that not even 5 per cent, of the cases instituted form the subject 
of appeals from the Original Side of the High Court and so far as Privy 
Council appeals are concerned, 1 think it falls even much below one per cent. 
So that you have that element of finality which is so conspicuously lacking in 
the judgments and decrees of the mufassal Courts. I am not going to say that 
the administration of justice in the mufassal is not efficient. We all know that 
District and Subordinate Judges are as efficient as we can expect under the 
circumstances, but are we going to suggest that the ilij 
notTnore.efficient ? The whole reason of their exiepen: 
supreme Court of the country is their greater efficiency a 
becausfe the administration is in the mufassal efficie 
have a more efficient administration as we have 
Court on the Origin'd Side is, I venture to submit, c^iFrary 


My Lord, apart from the question of expedition, apart from the fiiu 
.1 have referred to, apart from the question of efficiency I have alluded 
there remains the question the cost on which so much haa been skid 

and I fear that that is the only argument that my learned friend has got 
in support of the case he makes. The whole trouble of my learned friend 
is the elaborate machinery which emnpels the employment of solicitors and 
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barristers and my learned friend thinks that tlu* moment these oflending 
parsons are removed and vakils are introduc(‘d. the inillenium will begin. 
My Lord, my friend complains that it is necessary to employ solicitors 
in addition to barristers. Has not my friend heard that in many cases 
in the mufassal there is not only one pleader but several pleaders tmgaged 
in a case? Has he not heard that beyond the costs which are awarded in the 
Courts the client has to pay many more rupees to his pleadm-s ? T\io taxt^d 
costs — the allocatur may be unfamiliar terms to some of my friends hen* as 
being something like an animal of very much the same name. Hut, my Lord, 
people in Calcutta have been familiar both with taxation and with allocaturs 
and the people of Calcutta have managed to exist. And though my friend 
representing mufassal municipalities comes forward today and says that lie, 
stands as a champion of the oppressed in Calcutta, W(‘ liavt* not heard 
as I have hinted^ before, of any complaints eith(*r in tin* pul)lic press or 
from the public bodies and representative institutions which exist in 
Calcutta. 


If there is any public which is abh* to make itself heard J should have 
thought it was the ('alcutta piibHc. Hut in this matter the* (Jalculta public 
has not expressed its opinion, and it remained for my beamed friend r(*]»re8ent- 
ing mufassal municipalities to voice the grievances of poor litigants in 
Calcutta. Judged from those three ))oint8 of view, (efficiency, ecom^my and 
expediticjn, 1 venture to submit to the (h)uncil that the (Original Side* lias 
more than fulfilled the expectations of the pc'ople. 


1 may now take the few cases nderrcid to by my learned friimd in his 
speech. 1 have not had time to verify them. Hut at least one of them 
I r(*member from my own experience in which the taxed costs aniount(*d to 
something like Ijs. 1,26,000. I may i*efor to the circumstances nn(b‘r which 
the case came to the High Court. It was a cAsc^ institut(3d in the mufassal, 
which if it had been proceeded with in the mufassal would not have lastt^d 
beyond a day or two. Hut the litigant liimsolf came and got tli(3 case*, 
transferred from the mufassal to the Original Side of the High (h)urt on 
the ground 'that he would net get justice in the mufassal. Innumerabl(* 
witnesses had to be examined on cfjmmiBsion it b(3ing a Hliagalpur 
cas(^ — legal ])ractitioners had to lie sent out from Calcutta to Hhagal[)ur. 
there were three or four purdanashin ladies of rank who had to be 
examined on coinmissiou — all these went to swell the costs. ICacasc^of 
that dimension and under circuuistanceH like these w(*r(* to happen in the 
mufassal I have no doubt that the costs would probably havt^ l)(Uin tiven 
greater. Two iK3r8on8 were d(*termined to fight (*acli ot her, to ruin (*acli 
other, and that was the reason why the costs were increasiMl to such an extent. 
To say that that it is the normal scale of costs on tin* Original Side of tin* 
High Court, would, I venture to suhmii, be misrepresenting tlui real state of 
affairs altogether. We know that with regard to ordinary suits, tluj costs on 
the Ori m nal Side are, as a matter of fact, less than in the muffasal courts. 
There instances ,Dot peculiar to this country or any otlnu’ counjtry 

when passions have been inflamed by the desire to litigate they will 

come toftiiQ expensive man — “ the fashionable duffer” as Mr. l^abouchere 
“Truth” catted him;.rjjly because he is the most exj)en8ive Wln*ther you 
hipip City a Wllice Court or a District Court, the pt^ople who are 

determined in this fashion will spend much mohey on very trivial 

qulliMls. Do we not know that the Government of Hengal have felt tlnuu- 
selves obliged according to the nature of cases to pay enormous sums of 
money as fees to counsel ? Will the City Court make any diflercnce in this 
respect? We know that in the Police Cpurt, where .you can get a pleader 
for a small sum people have been known to engage Barristers at enormous 
leas from day to day. Has the millonium come in the Police Court because 
Pleaders have the right of audience there in the^ same way as. barrisiers 
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[l4Tir Dkcembku,

and Holicitfjrs liavt ? What reason is there to think that when you throw 
open the Original Side of the High Court to pleaders the cost of litigation will 
at ene(} diminish ? 1 venture to think, my lord, it will be exactly the same 

as it is now, and as long as there arc people whom litigants desire to have as 
advocates on their side on large fees they will be engaged notwithstanding the 
fact that then*, is another class of legal practitioner available at one-eighth 
or one-tenth of the fees. I venture to think, my lord, that this resolution 
is not aimed so much at the constitution of the Original Side or the elaborate 
machinery in operation there as at the limited right of audience in that 
Court, The test as to whether this resolution is aimed at the Court or at a 
section of practitioners is this — would my friend press the resolution if the 
right of audience were extended to the particular class whom he has in 
vi(*,w? In the City Court, if- the right of audience is confined to barristers 
and solicitors, would my friend care to press his resolutitm ? In tlie (3ity 
Court as proposed by my Hon’ble friend, pleaders will have a look in. If 
they have the same privilege on the Original Side will the elaborateness of 
the machinery disappear, will th(^ scale of costs and allocaturs be done away 
with? Will it meet the vie\ys of my friend if that were done? It is 
curious that this ivisolutiou is synchronous practically with another move- 
ment which is going on at tin*, same time and for which application has 
already been made to tln^ Judges of the High ('ourt, viz., for throwing open 
the Original Side to pleaders. If it is boldly put forward that we want the 
Original Sid(^ to be thrown open to pleaders, it is perfectly clear that the 
resolution will not be one; within the competence of this Council ; it will be a 
matter entirely for tlu*. Judges of the High C/Ourt to deal with, and as a 
matter of fact it is now being dealt with by the Judges. One cannot, I 
submit, my lord, bring forward a resolution of this kind in 'Afee interests of 
one section of the profession as against another, because to d^rthat would be 
to n^duoe our Council to th<' level of a <lebating 8(X?iety.” 


The Hon’ble IMAHAIIAJADHIKAJA JlAHADUR OF BUKDWAN said 


“ My Lord — 1 am neither a Vakil nor a Bawjt er, but I am very ofren at 
the mercy of both. 1 have got up to suggest a oiitrandi regarding the 

resolution of my friend, the Hon’ble Jiabu SurenCira^^Nath Ray, who is not 
only a representativt^ of the mufassal municipality's my friend the Hon’ble 
Mr. Sinha has said, but also possesses a considerable amount of landed 
property in (Calcutta itself, and therefore, like many landholders realises 
the dilhculties of cases in the Original Side of the High Court. I may also 
mention here casually that the Hon’l)le mover of this resolution consulted 
individual members of the Rritish Indian Association, to which association 
reference has already been made by the Hon’ble Mr. Sinha, and that the 
majority of them have supported the idea of a City Court in Cj^AUtta. I 
only mention this fact as I happen to be the Presidenl> of that i||sociation. 
But what I bog to propose with your Excellency’s permission is that, in view 
of the divergence of non-official opinion on this resolution^ — although I may say 
that those in favour of this resolution including my the mover are quite 

willing to take up the challenge given to them that^aere ||r a consideintble 
amount of opinicui in favour of the establishment of a City Court in Calcutta, 
and although they know it, yet they are willing to accept my suggestion—^I 
have consulted my friend, the Hon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Ray and he is 
agreeable to what I suggest, namely, that this resolution do stand adjourned 
until after the conclusion of the debate of the Budget, and that in the 
meantime Government be pleased to circulate this resolution to public bodies 
for an expression of their opinion, and I take it that other HcttiTble Members 
are agreeable to this course being fc^owed.*'

“My Lord— I doBire to give iny whole-hearted support to the resolution 
moved by my friend the Hon’ble Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan. His 
resolution has come to me as a sort of relief, and I am sure that this is the 
feeling of many of us here — ” 

HIS EXCELLENCY THE PRESIDENT said 

“ Order, order ! What the Hon’ble Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan 
has submitted to this Council is a mere suggestion and not a resolution, 
and whether it should be accepted or not, is a matter for the President only. 
Further, I must point out that if the HonMde Member speaks now, he will 
not be able, should the resolution l)e adjouriKnl, to speak again when it comes 
up again for discussion.’’ 

His Excellency the President, having satisfied himself that the Council 
were generally in favour of the acceptance of the suggestion made by the 
Hon’bh' Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan, said : — 

“I accejii the proposal of the Hon’ble Maharajadhiraja Bahadur (»f 
Bill’d wan that, in view of the diverg('nco of non-official opinion on this 
resolution, the resolution do stand adjourned until after the conclusion of the 
debate on the Budget in April, 1915, and that in the meantime tin* resolution 
bIiouIcI be circulated by ( lovtonment to the public bcxlies of (Calcutta for an 
expression of their opinion. I dircict that the resolution, as also a copy of 
to-day’s proceedings in (council in connection therewith, be so circulatcHl and 
that the discus. don on the resolution bo rosumod in this Council after tlu' 
termination of *’^e debate on the Budget ” 


The Hon’ble Babu Sunnulra Nath Ray (who had given notic(‘ of his 
intention to do so) asked His Excelhnicy the Pnmident to allow him to 
substitutes the following Resolution for that orginally submitted by him in 
conni'ction with the (‘stablishment of a Board of Education in Bengal : — 


Modified liesiduttoii. 

“ This Council recommeuds to tlie Governor in Council that an Advisory 
Board (to consist of official ciud non-official members^ be formed for the purpose 
of advising Government in matters connected with primary and secondary 
education in this Preside. .cy.” 


Original Resolution. 

“This Council recommends to the Governor in Council' that a Board of 
Education (to consist of official and non-official immibers) bo formed for the 
purpose of the ad minst ration of primary and secondary education in this 
Presidency.” 

The necessary permission having been given, the discussion of this 
Resolution was deferred until the January meeting of the Council as previous- 
ly directed by His Excellency at the meeting held in September last. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

The Council was then adjourned to Tuesday, the ]9th January, 1915, at 
11 A.M.
